EXTRACT FROM PROGRESS REPORT OF CHIEF SURVEYOR, 
FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


The following extract from the Progress Report of the Chief Surveyor A 
Federated Malay States, for the quarter ‘ending the 30th of June, 1901, and 
of a Minute by that Officer, dated the 19th of Octdber, 1601, is published 


for general information :— 


MEASUREMENT OF BERNAM BASE LINE. 


During the month of April, the following Officers—A. E. Young, F. W. Irby, F. Chapman, 
H. Sheaffe, M. Supramaniam, G. Jayesuria and F. dos Remedios were engaged on the measure- 
ment of Bernam Base Line. This is divided into two sections, each about a mile long. In 
all seven measurements of each section were made by means of a steel tape, 500 feet long, by 
quarter inch wide, supported at every 50 feet and stretched with a tension of 20 Ibs. Special 
experiments were made to find the accurate length of the tape as compared with the 100 feet 
standard tape supplied by Chesterman, also to find the co-efficients of expansion of each for 
temperature and tension and the correction in length due to the curved form assumed by the 
tapes when supported at intervals instead of being laid flat. 


The final result of the measurement is that the measured length of the Bernam Base Line 
differs by a little less than two inches from the length calculated through the triangulation 
from the Larut Base Line. 


LATITUDE AND AZIMUTH DETERMINATION AT BUKIT ASA. 


On completion of the Base Line measurement the Chief Surveyor and Mr. Sheaffe 
visited Bukit Asa to observe an astronomical latitude and azimuth there. 


The observations comprised 34 pairs of stars for latitude, and 20 complete observations 
for azimuth. The reduction of the observations is not yet quite completed, but the difference 
between the observed azimuth and that computed from the azimuth observed at Scott’s Hill, 
Taiping, in 1894, is about 11 seconds of arc, and the difference between the computed and. 
observed latitude of Asa is about one second of arc. This work was all completed by the 
6th May. : 
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The results are a check on the measurement of the Larut Base Line, the intervening 
triangulation, and the astronomical work at Scott’s Hill, most of which was carried out 
under Mr. Lefroy, the previous Chief Surveyor. At the time of Mr. Lefroy’s retirement, 
there seems to have been some doubt as to the accuracy of the work done up till then, 
and I trust the above results, which dispel that doubt, may be regarded as satisfactory by 


the Government.

The above remarks referred chiefly to the major triangulation and Base Line measure- 
ments. Some of the old traverse work by which permanent marks had been interpolated 
between trigonometrically fixed marks along roads and rivers has been found to be not up 
to the standard for present Revenue Survey Office requirements, and I am taking steps 
as occasion offers to revise it.

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-SCHEME FOR SANITARY INSPECTORS OF THE 
FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


1. An applicant for a vacant post of Sanitary Inspector under one of 
the Sanitary Boards of the Federated Malay States must produce a medical 
certificate as to his physical fitness for the work of such appointment. 

2. Applicants will be examined by the Health Officer to the Sanitary 
Board having control over the vacant appointment, and should only be 
chosen when they possess a medical knowledge sufficient to ensure recognition 
of dangerous infectious diseases at sight and have a general knowledge of 
sanitary work. 

3. If his application be approved, the applicant will enter into the 
appointment at a salary of $960 per annum, and will receive triennial incre- 
ments of $120 up to a maximum of $1,440. During the first year, however, 
the Inspector will be on probation, and he will be liable to be dismissed at 
the end of the probationary period if his conduct or service be unsatis- 
factory. 

4. Increments to salary will be drawn only on the certificate of the 
Chairman or President of the Sanitary Board, in the form laid down in 
R.-G.O. Circular No. 49/02. - 

5. A Sanitary Inspector will be under the direct control of the 
Health Officer to the Sanitary Board to which he is attached, but he will 
be required to obey the directions of any officer deputed by the Board to 
control him.

2. Promotions to the First and Second Classes can take place only as vacancies occur. 
Only such officers as now hold fixed appointments in them, or as may hereafter come in by 
examination, shall be on the Pensionable Establishment. 

All future appointments in the Third Class shall be on the Non-pensionable Establish- 
ment. 


3. All officers now on the Pensionable Establishment of the Department may be required. 
to pass the examination prescribed for their class before receiving further increases of salary, 
and, unless specially exempted, must do so before promotion to a higher class. 


4. Those on the Non-pensionable Establishment may, subject to the approval of Govern- 
ment, be taken on to the Pensionable Establishment should vacaucies occur, on their showing 
all the necessary qualifications. 


5. Every Apprentice shall be required to sigu indentures for five years, but during the 
first year he. shall be on probation; and if he hold out no promise of becoming an efficient 
officer his services will at the end of that time be dispensed with. He shall be on the Non- 
pensionable Establishment until he has passed the qualifying examination for officers of the 
Second Class, when he will become eligible for an appointment at $756 on the Pensionable 
Establishment. His pay shall commence at $24) and be increased by 860 annually up to 
$480. If at the end of the 5th year he fail to qualify, his services shall cease, or he may be 
classed as a Third Grade Officer, and be given further opportunities of doing so. No 
Apprentice shall, whether he has passed the examination or not, have any claim on the 
Government for employment, should his services not be required on the termination of his 
indentures, or should his good character, zeal or aptitude for practical work be open to doubt. 


6. Tracers may be engaged for.the Drawing Office as vacancies occur, or improvers may 
be taken on at 3240 who will become eligible for appointments in the Third Class, 
commencing at $480. These men may also qualify for the higher appointments as in the 
case of those officers now in the Department. 


7. No claim to free quarters shall be admitted except for officers now in the Department. 
who are already entitled to them. Those who are stationed where houses cannot be rented 
may, however, have temporary quarters provided for their accommodation ; and, if it is found 
convenient or necessary, that any officer should reside in avy particular place on account of 
the nature of his work, he may also temporarily have quarters allotted to him. 


8. Increments. ---An officer on the Subordinate Staff shall, after each three years’ service 
in any grade, without promotion, and on the recommendation of the State Engineer, in the 
form laid down in R.-G.O. Circular No. 49 of 1902, receive an increase of salary not exceeding, 
the maximum of his grade: 


9. Conpirions or IncremMENTs.— Increments of salary to officers on all Establishments 
are not to be given merely on account of length of service, but only on recommendation 
by the State Engineer, in each case on account of diligence, zeal, and ability.

10. Enoerneer Estasiisuments.-—An officer of the Senior Subordinate Class pessnsn 
the necessary qualifications may be recommended for advancement to the Engineer Establish- 
ment on the occasion of any vacancy occurring therein. 


11. Senror Susorpinate EstasiisHmMent.—Promotions to the Senior Subordinate 
Staff will be made entirely by selection, or appointments may be made by advertisement ; or 
in such manner as may be thought advisable: in all cases the officer or candidate most 
qualified to fill the posts being recommended to the Resident-General by the Director of 
Public Works. 


12. Promotions GENERALLY.—Promotions will in all cases be made by selecting the 
individual who, from his good conduct, superior management, and the possession of a higher 
degree of professional knowledge, shall appear to be the most deserving of advanceinent. 


13, Promotion to Senior SusogDINATE EstaBLisHMENT.—Officers of the Subordinate 
Establishment before they can be promoted to the Senior Establishment, must pass the 
examination prescribed. An officer desirous of undergoing this examination will apply to 
the State Engineer; and in forwarding his application the Local Head will attuch a special 
report upon those points of qualification which cannot be tested by examination, especially 
in regard to his physical energy and efficiency in practical work, and capacity to manage 
those under his authority. These reports shall always be considered preliminary to the 
examination, and the officer shall not be entitled to be examined until they have been received 
and found satisfactory by the State Engineer. 


. 14. Nature or Examrnation.—The examination shall be such as to show that he has 
a general practical knowledge of the various subjects included in the syllabus, and with the 
modes of construction in use in the Straits Settlements. 


15. Examination Parers.—The examination papers will be set by the State Engineer 
in the subjects specified in Appendix A. No theoretical points such as would in ordinary 
practice be met by a resort to books of reference will be introduced. 


16. Ovrsipe AprorintmENtTs.—If it is ascertained that no officer of the Subordinate 
Grade has passed the requisite examination, or is in other respects properly qualified for the 
Senior Subordinate Grade, any vacancy therein shall be filled by application to the Crown 
Agents, by advertisement, or in such manner as may be thought most advisable. 


17. Susorpinate Estasiisoment.—In like manner vacancies in the Subordinate 
Establishment will be filled, if possible, by the best qualitied Apprentice, or by advertisement 
if no Apprentice be so qualified. 


18. QuALIFICATIONS OF OVERSEERS.—AIl Overseers, however, are required to have 
a good knowledge of arithmetic, mensuration, elementary practical geometry and of simple 
account keeping; to be able to prepare simple working drawings; to lay out and construct 
a building from drawings and specifications; to prepare a simple estimate on being furnished 
with a design and the rate of work ; to measure work ; also to survey with chain and compass, 
and level accurately ; and to have a practical knowledge of building in its several branches. 


19. Examinations in SpeciaL Cases.—The Government may, on the advice of the 
State Engineer, in special cases dispense with any examination for any grade. 


20, ConripentiaL Reports.—To assist the State Engineer in making recommendations 
for the promotion of officers of the Public Works Department, Local Heads will submit. 
during the month of January each year, a confidential return of the officers serving under 
their orders, with any remarks they may think fit, as to their character, ability, zeal, general 
aptitude and professional qualifications. 


21, Inerriciency, Etc., To BE ReporTED.—-Local Heads will be responsible that any 
inefficiency, inattention to duty, or unbecoming conduct is immediately reported. 


22, Promotion sy Sevection.—In the selection of officers for permanent promotion it 
should be understood that seniority is not in itself sufficient ground on which to base 
a claim, and will not be allowed to interfere with advancement of junior officers who have 
proved themselves better qualified. No one will-be brought forward who is not considered 
decidedly deserving of promotion on the ground of good service, the convenience of the public 
service being paramount to all other considerations.

RECRUITING OF LABOURERS. 


The following letter from the Officiating Secretary to the Government 
of India regarding the recruiting of labourers for the Straits Settlements 
and the Federated Malay States, is published for general information :

Srna, the 21st July, 1902. 
Sir, ‘ 


I am directed to reply to your letter No. N. States/4,025-02, dated 9th 
May, 1902, in which you enquire whether the Government of India would 
be willing so far to modify the existing orders prohibiting emigration from 
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the Bombay Presidency as to allow of the recruiting within that Presidency 
of labourers for the Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States. 


2. In 1897 the existence of plague in the Bombay Presidency rendered 
necessary the prohibition of recruitment within that Presidency of labourers 
under the Indian Emigration Act. The fact that plague is no longer con- 
fined to the Bombay Presidency has somewhat altered the circumstances ; 
but so far it has not been thought expedient to withdraw the prohibition, 
which at present remains in force. 


3. But even if this prohibition did not exist, the Government of India 
would still be unable to sanction the recruitment from the Bombay Presi- 
dency of labourers for the Straits Settlements under the arrangements now 
in force. The Colonial Government is of course aware that the Straits 
Settlements, together with the island of Ceylon, enjoy a special privilege in 
being free from the restrictions which are ordinarily imposed under the 
Indian Emigration Act upon the emigration of unskilled labour from India 
to foreign countries. The specially favourable position of the Straits Settle- 
ments in this respect is due to their geographical situation and to the close 
connection which they have for many years past maintained with India. 
Until some 35 years ago they formed part of the Indian Empire, the sea 
voyage is short and easy, the emigration is of old standing, extensive and 
continuous, and sprang up spontaneously as a natural result of easy inter- 
communication. It is still largely unassisted ; the term of contract is short, 
there is a constant stream of labourers going and returning between the 
countries, the conditions in the country of emigration are coinpletely 
known to the classes from which emigrants are drawn, and any change 
for the worse in those conditions would instantly produce its effect upon 
the supply. But these considerations apply only to the Madras Presidency, 
from which the supply of labour for the Colony has hitherto been drawn, 
and cannot be used to justify the recruitment of labourers under the same 
conditions from any other part of India. In freeing emigration for the 
Straits Settlements and Ceylon from the restrictions which apply to emigra- 
tion to other countries outside India, it was always understood that the 
recruiting operations of the two Colonies would be confined to the South 
of India. That this was the intention is clear from the whole history 
of the question and also from paragraph 4 of Mr. Holderness’ letter 
No. 635, dated 4th May, 1900, to your address, in which it was intimated 
that if emigration from Northern India was to be allowed, it would have 
to be subject to the restrictions which are imposed in the case of other 
Colonies. In view of these circumstances the Government of India are 
of opinion that the attempts to recruit in the Ahmednagar District, which 
are mentioned in paragraphs 44-46 of the Report on Indian Immigration 
for 1901, should not have been made without previous communication with 
this Government and they are not prepared at present to sanction recruit- 
ment in the Bombay Presidency. 


4, The Madras Presidency affords an ample field for recruitment and 
is the natural source of labour supply for the Straits Settlements. If it is 
found that the supply of coolies is insufficient, the Government of India 
apprehend that the reason will be found in the fact that the terms offered. 
are not sufficiently attractive.

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FEDERATED MALAY STATES SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Notice is hereby given that from the Ist of January, 1903, the Govern- 
ment of the Federated Malay States offer five scholarships to pupils 
attending English Schools in these States, subject to the following condi- 
tions :— 


“(i). The Scholarships shall be called Federated Malay States Govern- 
ment Local Scholarships in English Schools. 


(ii). They shall be five in number and of the following values :— 
One of $180 a year; Two of $120 a year; Two of $60 a year.

A pupil who has held a scholarship for one year may, if he shews 
by his examination that he is still the most deserving candidate, have it 
renewed for another year; but the same scholarship shall not be held by 
the same candidate for more than two years. 


(vi). The following particulars with respect to each candidate must be 
sent to the Inspector of Schools, Federated Malay States, not later than the 
31st August of each year, signed by the Head Master or Manager of the 
school to which the candidate belongs :— 

(a). Name of Candidate 
(6). Name of School 
(c). Date of Admission 
(d). Nationality of Candidate 
(e). Age last Birthday 
). Remarks of Head Master or Manager on candidates conduct and 
application. 


(vii). The examination for the Federated Malay States Government 
Local Scholarships will be held in each year in December under the Regu- 
lations of the University of Cambridge Local Examinations. 


(viii). Any of the scholarships may be withheld if, in the opinion of the 
Inspector of Schools, Federated Malay States, the conduct or attainments 
of the candidates are such that they do not justify its bestowal.

STERLING ‘SCHEME FOR APPOINTMENTS OPEN 
TO CADETS AND FOR PROFESSIONAL AND MISCELLANEOUS 
APPOINTMENTS. 


{Approved by the Secretary of State (S. of S. Despatch No. 159 of 18th June, 
1902) with effect from lst January, 1903. ] 


1. The appointments open to Cadets are divided into six classes 
carrying sterling salaries as shown in appendix A. There are, in addition, 
five special staff appointments, and four junior appointments open to Passed 
Cadets. The scheme for Professional and Miscellaneous appointments is as 
shown on appendix B. 

2. The sterling rates of pay will come into force from the Ist January, 
1903. Officers now in the service, whose appointments appear in the 
appendices, will be given six months from the date of this notification to 
decide whether they will accept the sterling terms or not. Those who wish 
to draw sterling rates from the Ist of January, 1903, must notify their 
acceptance before the 15th of that month, otherwise those rates can only 
be drawn from the Ist of February. An officer having once made his 
choice will not be allowed afterwards to reconsider his decision. ‘ 

8. Officers who were already on the Pensionable Establishment on 
the 1st August, 1901, may, on application, be granted the privileges of this 
scheme from the 1st January, 1903, except in those cases where the sterling 
salary would place an officer in a more advantageous position than one who 
is his senior in service. This applies particularly to the cases of those 
appointed as Junior Officers or Passed Cadets. 

In all such cases the Government will exercise its discretion as to the 
transfer of officers from the appointments they hold to others of which the 
salaries will in no case be less than those at present drawn. 

Similarly, where, as in the Public Works Department, the appointments 
have now been regraded, the Government will decide how far the holders of 
posts under the P.W.D. classification scheme, published in R.-G.O. Circular 
No. 19 of 1901, can be allowed to take advantage of the regraded sterling 
scheme. 

4. Where the sterling salary of his substantive post is shown in the 
appendix as varying from a minimum to a maximum rate, an officer will 
come on to the scheme as though it had been in force at the time when he 
received the substantive post which he is now holding. 

5. Passed Cadets will draw £300 a year, and those who have not. 
received a substantive appointment in class VI. will be allowed to draw 
£350 after three years’ service as a Passed Cadet.’ 

6. Promotion from one class to the next will depend on merit and the 
oceurrence of vacancies rather than on length of service alone. Increments 
of salary can only be drawn in accordance with the terms laid down in 
R.-G.O. Circular No. 49 of 1902. The number of years’ service on the 
maximum salary in one class will not count towards earning an increment 
of salary on promotion into the next higher class, unless the maximtm 
salary in the one class is the same as the minimum in the class immediately 
above. ; 

7. Sterling salaries will be converted into dollars at a rate based on 
the average rate of exchange during the preceding year. 


2 


8. An officer appointed to act in an appointment of a higher grade 
will, when the half salary becomes available, draw half his own salary and 
half the minimum salary of the appointment in which he is acting. 


9. When an officer who has chosen to remain on the dollar scale is 
acting for an officer who is on a sterling salary, he will receive half the 
dollar salary of his own appointment and half the existing or notified dollar 
salary of the post in Relive he is acting. viet 


Similarly, when an officer on a sterling salary acts for au officer on a 
dollar salary he will draw half the sterling pay of his substantive post and 
half the initial rate of salary attached, in the sterling scheme, to the office 
in which he is acting. 


10. It must be particularly noted that all persons serving on agree- 
ment are bound by the terms of their agreements and can have no claim to 
any of the benefits conferred by this scheme. 


In the case of many of the professional appointments, the holders may 
originally be engaged on agreement and, if their service is satisfactory, may, 
at the option of the Government, be permanently retained and placed on 
the Pensionable Establishment, but, until the term of the agreement, or a 
renewed agreement, has expired, or has been cancelled by mutual consent, 
the officer concerned has no claim on the Government except as provided in 
his agreement. 


11. It must be clearly understood that the Government is under no 
obligation to provide free quarters, except in the cases of Residents and 
those whose duties make it necessary for them to live close to their work. 


Officers now in the service will continue to enjoy the privilege on the 
terms already laid down, but it must not be assumed that every post 
hereafter created will carry with it a claim to free quarters. 


_ 12. The privileges of this scheme are offered on the clear understand- 
ing that officers will accept the Secretary of State’s final rulings in reference 
to the Widows and Orphans’ Fund and their bearing on those who, having 
been serving on dollar salaries, now elect to join the sterling scheme. 

Nore.—An officer drawing $3,000, whose post is entered on the scheme at £480 or £540 
rising to £540 or £600, would come on to the scheme at the minimum sterling rate and draw 
the first increment after three years’ service in his present appointment. An officer on $3,000, 
who had been five years in his present appointment, would, if that appointment were entered 
on the sterling scheme at £480 rising to £540, by two increments of £30 each, come on to the 
scheme at £510 and draw the maximum rate after serving another year in that appointment. 
An officer on $4,800, whose post appeared on the scheme at £660 rising to £780, could, if he 
had been in the same office for six years, join at the maximum salary of £780, whereas an 
officer on $5,400 with two years’ service would, with the sterling salary of £900 to £1,020, 
join at £900 and draw the first increment after a further year’s service.

9. The Resident submits to the Council a report from the Acting 
District Magistrate, Kuala Kangsar, preferring a charge againgt Mu- 
hammad Daud, Penghulu of Saiong, for not reporting a case of stabbing 
to the Police, together with the Penghulu’s reply. The Penghulu appears 
before the Council, and, after expressing regret for delay in reporting the 
case in question, is warned by His Highness the Sultan that such neglect of 
duty must not again occur. 


10. His Highness the Raja Muda, referring to the case of the mosque 
at Pasir Panjang Ulu, dealt with at the last meeting of Council, under- 
takes to be personally responsible that all necessary repairs are carried out. 


11. On the recommendation of His Highness the Raja Muda, Raja 
Ibrahim is appointed Asssistant Penghulu of Chanderiang, on a salary 
of $15 a month, with effect from the date of taking up the appointment. 


12. The death is reported of Inche Abdullah, Penghulu of Sungkai, 
and the Council decides to appoint his brother, Inche Abas, to succeed him, 
on the salary of the appointment ($27. 50 a month), with effect from the 
date of assuming duties. 


13. The Resident submits to the Council an application from. Raja 
Alang Ismara, for the appointment of Penghulu of Chanderiang, vacant 
by the retirement, on pension, of Raja Idris. The Council, after some 
discussion, decides to promote Raja Haji Yahya, Penghulu, Parit Buntar, 
to be Penghulu of Chanderiang, on a salary of $40 a month, with effect 
from date of taking up appointment; and to appoint Raja Alang Ismara to 
replace him, as Penghulu, Parit Buntar, on a salary of $20 a month, on 
probation for six months. 


14. A petition for increased salary from Inche Ahmad, Penghulu, 
Ipoh, whose mukim includes the whole of Ulu Kinta, and who has no 
Assistant, is considered by the Council. This petition is strongly sup- 
ported by the District Magistrate, Kinta, and all the Native Members 
of Council, the Datoh Panglima Kinta stating that this Penghulu pays 
a Clerk at his own expense. It is resolved, with reference to Resolution ., 
13, that a portion of the available saving from the salary of the Penghulu, 
Chanderiang, should be added to the salary of the Penghulu, Ipoh; so that 
the salaries of those appointments will in: future be $480 each, instead of, 
as ‘at present, $792 and $264, respectively. : 
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15. An application from Haji Abdulrahman, Assistant Penghulu, 
Katipar asking for a transfer to some other District, is refused. ‘ 


16. The British Resident lays before the Council correspondence on 
the subject of a Malay Secret Society in Lower Perak, in which, among 
others, Ngah Wahab, Penghulu of Pasir Panjang Laut, and Pensioner 
Ex-Sergeant Basir were implicated. The Council decides to dismiss the 
former, who is under suspension from the service, and to discontinue the 
poue granted by the State to the latter, with effect from the date of 
last payment. 


17. With reference to the above resolutions, it is further decided to 
merge the mukim of Pasir Panjang Laut in that of S’tiawan; the Penghulu 
of S’tiawan receiving from the salary of the Pasir Panjang appointment 
($330) an allowance of $144; and the Assistant Penghulu (Lekir) an 
allowance of $102. The salaries of the appointments of Penghulu and 
Assistant Penghulu, S’tiawan, will therefore, in future, be $540 and 
$300, respectively, and the appointments of Penghulu, Pasir Panjang 
Laut, and Assistant Penghulu, Lekir, will be abolished. 


18. The Resident refers to the Council the question of appointing 
a permanent Penghulu to the Bota mukim. It is decided that the present 
Assistant Penghulu, Uda Mat Isa, who holds the acting appointment, be 
appointed Penghulu, on a salary of $30 a month, with effect from 1st 
September, 1902; and that the selection of his successor be left to His 
Highness the Raja Muda.

T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :—- 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as ‘The Firearms Enactment, 
1902,” and shall come into force on a day to be fixed by the Resident by 
notification in the Guzette. 


(ii). Nothing in this Enactment contained shall apply to any firearms 
which are the property of the Government and under its immediate 
control or which form part of the equipment of any recognised armed 
force. 


2. On the commencement of this Enactment the Enactments men- 
tioned in the First Schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent therein 
specified. 


3. (i). Permits and licences for firearms shall be issued in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


(ii). Subject to the provisions of any law in force for the time being 
regulating the carrying of firearms in public places or otherwise every 
such permit shall authorise the person named therein to have in his 
possession and to carry and use any firearm described therein and shall 
be substantially in the Form A in the Second Schedule hereto, and every 
such licence shall authorise the person named therein to have in his pos- 
session and to carry and use any firearm of the description mentioned 
therein provided that a permit in respect of such firearm has been duly 
issued and is in force and shall be substantially in the Form B in the 
Second Schedule hereto. 


(iii). Any such permit or licence for firearms issued and in force 
in any other of the Federated Malay States shall have the same effect 
as if it had been issued under this Enactment provided that such permit 
or licence shall have been duly produced for record and endorsed at the 
principal police station of any district in the State. 


4. No person shall have in his possession or custody any firearm 
unless he hold a permit or licence in that behalf under this Enactment ; 
and any person who after the thirty-first day of January in any year 
shall have in his possession or custody any firearm without such permit 
or licence, or who while holding such licence shall have in his possession 
or custody any firearm in respect of which no permit is in force, shall

“Owner of a house” means the person for the time being receiving 
the rent of the premises, whether on his own account or as agent or 
trustee for any other person, or who would receive the same if such 
premises were let to a tenant. 


“Keeper of a brothel” means the person who has the charge or 
management of the brothel, and in the absence of proof to the contrary 
a person who appears to be in charge of a brothel or to have authority 
therein shall be deemed to be the keeper thereof. 


(i). In this Enactment a person of Chinese nationality shall mean 
any person bearing a Chinese surname, commonly called a Seh or Sing 


(ie), who is a Chinese subject, owing natural allegiance to the Emperor 
of China, or who has his domicile in the Empire of China or its 
dependencies. 


(ii). The natural allegiance and domicile of a wife shall be held to be 
that of her husband, and the natural allegiance and domicile of children 
that of the father until they shall have acquired some other. 


(iii). When the question is whether the person is of Chinese nation- 
ality and it is shewn that he has habitually used the Chinese dress or 
language or followed Chinese customs, the presumption shall be that he 
is of such nationality and the burden of proving the contrary shall be on 
the person who affirms it. 


PART I. 
OFFENCES AGAINST WOMEN AND GIRLS. 
8. (i). Any person who— 


(a). Sells, lets to hire or otherwise disposes of, or buys, hires or 
otherwise obtains possession of, any woman or girl with intent that such 
woman or girl shall be employed or used for the purpose of prostitution, 
either within or without ibs State, or knowing it to be likely that such 
woman or girl will be so employed or used ; 


(6). Procures or attempts to procure any girl under sixteen years of 
age, or any woman or girl above that age not being a common prostitute or 
of known immoral character, to have, either within or without the State, 
carnal connection, except by way of marriage, with any other person, or 
for the purpose of prostitution, either within or without the State, or 
who'by or under any false pretence, false representation or fraudulent or 
deceitful means (whether such pretence, representation or means be made 
or used within or without the State), brings or assists in bringing into 
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the State any woman or girl with intent that such woman or girl shall be 
employed or used for the purpose of prostitution, either within or with- 
out the State, or knowing or having reason to believe it likely that such 
woman or girl will be so employed or used ; 


(c). Receives or harbours any girl under the age of sixteen years, or 
any woman or girl above that age not being a common prostitute or of 
known immoral character, knowing or having reason to believe that such 
girl or woman has been procured for the purpose of having carnal connec- 
tion, except by way of marriage, with any other person, or for the purpose 
of prostitution either within or without the State, and with intent to aid 
such purposes, or who knowing or having reason to believe that any 
woman or girl has been brought into the State by or under any such false 
pretence, false representation or fraudulent or deceitful means as 
described in Clause (6), or has been sold or purchased (whether such 
sale or purchase be made within or without the State), receives or 
harbours such woman or girl with intent that such woman or girl shall 
be employed or used for the purpose of prostitution either within or with- 
out the State ; 


(d). Detains any woman or girl in a brothel against her will or 
detains any woman or girl in any other place against her will with 
intent that she may practise prostitution or for any unlawful and 
immoral purpose ; 


(e). Causes by any means any woman or girl who left a brothel 
on her own initiative or on that of the Protector to return to such 
brothel against her will with intent that she may practise fprostitu- 
tion or for any unlawful and immoral purpose, or knowing it to be 
likely that such woman or girl will be so employed or used ; 


(f). Unlawfully and carnally knows any girl of or under the age 
of fifteen years ; 


(g). Attempts to commit any offence in this section mentioned ; 


Shall, on conviction before the Court of a Magistrate of the First Class, 
be liable to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceed- 
ing one year, or to a fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


(ii). For the purposes of this section the following presumptions 
shall be made :— 


(a). A person who takes or causes to be taken into a brothel any 
woman or girl shall (until the contrary be proved) be deemed to have 
disposed of such woman or girl with the intent or knowledge in Clause 
(a) of Sub-section (i) mentioned ; 


(b). A person who receives any woman or girl into a brothel, or 
harbours any woman or girl in a brothel, shall (until the contrary be 
proved) be deemed to have obtained possession of such woman or girl 
with the intent or knowledge in Clause (a) of Sub-section (i) mentioned. 


(c). A person shall be deemed to detain a woman or girl in any 
place against her will if, with intent to compel or induce her to remain 
therein, such person withholds from such woman or girl any wearin; 
apparel or other property belonging to her, or any wearing appare 
commonly or last used by her or, where wearing apparel has been 
lent or supplied to such woman or girl by or by the SE chisn of such 
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person, such person threatens such woman or girl with legal proceed- 
ings if she takes away the wearing apparel so lent or supplied, or if 
with such intent as aforesaid such person threatens such woman or 
girl with legal proceedings for the recovery of any debt or alleged 
debt or uses any other threat whatsoever ; 


(d). A person shall be deemed to cause a woman or girl to return 
against her will to a brothel she has left if, with intent to cause her 
to return thereto, such person claims from such woman or girl any 
wearing apparel or other property belonging to her and taken by her 
from the brothel, or if with such intent as aforesaid such person 
threatens such woman or girl with legal proceedings for the recovery 
of any debt or alleged debt or actually institutes such legal proceed- 
ings, or if with such intent as aforesaid such person makes use of any 
threats of injury or of any false representation or of force, restraint, 
fear or other unlawful means. 


(iii). It shall be a sufficient defence to any charge under Clause (/f) 
of Sub-section (i) if it appears to the Court before which the charge 
is tried that the person so charged had reasonable cause to believe 
that the girl was above the age of fifteen years. 


4. (i). Any person who buys, sells or traffics in, or imports into 
the State for the purposes of such traffic, any yirl under the age of 
ten years, shall be guilty of an offence, and, on conviction thereof by 
a Magistrate, shall be liable to imprisonment of either description for 
a term not exceeding six months, or to fine not exceeding $200, or to 
both. 


(ii). Upon the trial of any person for importing a girl for the 
purposes of traffic under this section evidence may be given that such 
person has imported or has been concerned in the importation into the 
State of other girls under ten years of age, and if it be shewn that such 
person habitually imports or is habitually concerned in the importation 
into the State of other girls under the age of ten years, he shall be deemed, 
in the absence of proof to the contrary, to have imported the girl in res- 
pect of whom he is charged for the purposes of traffic within the meaning 
of this section. 


(iii). If the Protector shall reasonably suspect that any person habi- 
tually imports into the State or buys, sells or traffics in girls of tender 
age with a view to their being trained or disposed of as prostitutes or for 
other immoral purposes, the Protector may require any person in whose 
custody or control any such girl appears to be to furnish him with her 
photograph and to furnish security in a reasonable amount to the 
satisfaction of the Protector — 


(a). That such girl shall not, whether by way of adoption or other- 
wise, be transferred to the care or custody of any other person -without 
the consent in writing of the Protector ; 


(b). That such girl shall not leave the District in which she then is 
without the consent in writing of the Protector ; 


(c). That she shall not be brought up in the company of Prosi 
brothel keepers, brothel servants or agents, or other improper and dis- 
orderly persons, or be trained to be a prostitute or be Ataiweed of as a 
prostitute ; 
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(d). That she shall be produced before the Protector whenever 
he requires it. 


The security to be furnished under this section shall be a personal 
bond with one or more sureties in the form specified in Schedule I, or in 
such other form as is for the time being prescribed by the Resident. 


(iv). In default of such photograph and security being furnished, 
the Protector may, by warrant under his hand and seal, order that such 
girl be removed to a place of safety until proper provision can be made 
for the protection of her interests and for her welfare. 


5. (i). It shall be lawful for the Protector at any time and in any 
place to furnish, if he thinks fit, any prostitute found in a brothel with 
a “ protection ticket,” which protection ticket shall be written in English 
and Chinese and be in the form provided in Schedule III, and be signed 
and sealed by the Protector. 


(ii). On the Protector providing a prostitute with a protection ticket, 
it shall be the duty of the brothel keeper in whose brothel such prostitute 
is an inmate to see that such ticket is carefully preserved by the prosti- 
tute and not lost or destroyed, and, if such protection ticket be lost or 
destroyed, to see that its owner apply at once for a new one, and in 
default of carrying out this provision a brothel keeper shall be guilty 
of an offence and be liable, on conviction before the Court of a Magistrate 
of the First Class, to imprisonment of either description for a term not 
exceeding one year, or to a fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


(iii). Any brothel keeper who by misrepresentation, fraud or any other 
means takes away or causes to be taken away, or allows any other person 
to take away such protection ticket from any prostitute in a brothel of 
which she or he is the keeper shall be guilty of an offence and be liable, 
on conviction before the Court of a Mayistrate of the First Class, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding one year, 
or to a fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


(iv). No prostitute to whom such protection ticket has been given 
by the Protector shall be removed by the brothel keeper or be permitted 
by the brothel keeper to leave the brothel until the brothel keeper has 
first taken the said prostitute before the Protector and the Protector has 
signified his assent thereto, and any brothel keeper who by any means or 
representations removes or allows to be removed from a brothel any 
prostitute to whom such protection ticket has been given without first 
taking such prostitute before the Protector shall be guilty of an offence 
and be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate of the First Class, to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding six months, 
or to a fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


6. If any inmate of a brothel shall state to the keeper of such 
brothel that she wishes to leave the brothel or to take her protection 
ticket to the Protector, or that she desires to complain to the Protector of 
personal ill-usage or of any breach of the provisions of this Enactment, 
the brothel keeper shall be legally bound to forthwith take such inmate 
of a brothel, making any such statement of complaint before the Protector 
or a Magistrate or any Police Officer as soon as can be reasonably done. 
and in default of so doing shall be guilty of an offence and shall be liable, 
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on conviction before the Court of a Magistrate of the First Class, to impri- 
sonment of either description for a term not exceeding one year, or to a 
fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


7. It shall be lawful for the Protector to supply to all brothel 
keepers a notice in English and Chinese in the form provided in Schedule 
IV, informing prostitutes of their liberty whilst residing in the State, and 
to direct that such notice shall be placed in a conspicuous position in the 
hall of the brothel in such manner and way as the Protector directs, and 
any brothel keeper omitting or refusing to place this notice in the brothel 
as directed, or failing to preserve it when so duly placed, or to change it 
for another when torn, Me raced or otherwise rendered illegible, shall be 
guilty of an offence and shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, 
to a fine not exceeding $100, or to imprisonment of either description for 
a period not exceeding three months. 


PART II. 
PROTECTION OF WOMEN AND GIBLS. 


8.. (i). It shall be lawful for the Protector, or for any person autho- 
rised in that behalf by the Protector in writing, to require any woman or 
girl of Chinese nationality who may at any time be entering the State, 
and any person or persons who may appear to have the custody or control 
of such woman or girl to appear before the Protector at any reasonable 
time and at any convenient place, and it shall be lawful for the Protector 
to examine such woman or girl as to her reasons for entering the State, 
and to examine such person or persons respecting such woman or girl, 
and such woman or girl and such person or persons shall be legally 
bound to answer such questions truly to the best of their ability. 


(ii). If the Protector shall reasonable suspect — 


(a). That any woman or girl has been brought into the State 
either having been purchased or by fraud, misrepresentation or under 
any false pretence— : 


(1) For immoral purposes ; or 
(2) For purposes of emigration ; 
(b). Or that any woman or girl has been purchased in the State 


with a view of being trained or disposed of as a prostitute, or is being 
detained against her will— 


(1) For immoral purposes ; or 
(2) For purposes of emigration ; 


(c). And that in any case within Clause (a) or Clause (b) any 
woman or girl from fear, ignorance or any other cause is unable or 
unwilling to disclose the true circumstances of the case ; 


the Protector may require any person in whose custody or under whose 
‘control she appears to be to furnish him with her photograph and to 
provide security, in a reasonable amount, to the satisfaction of the 
Protector, that such woman or gir! shall not leave the District in which 
‘she then is without the previous consent in writing of the Protector, and 
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that she shall be produced before the Protector whenever he requires it, 
and further, in cases where the Protector may think such a condition 
necessary, that she shall not be trained or disposed of as a prostitute or 
for immoral purposes. 


(iii). In default of such photograph and security being furnished the 
Protector may, by warrant under his hand and seal, order that such 
woman or girl be removed to a place of safety and there detained until 
she can be returned to the place whence she was brought or otherwise 
probes provisiun can be made for the protection of her interests and 
iberty. 

(iv). The security to be furnished under this section shall be a 
personal bond with one or more sureties in the form specified in Schedule 
V, or in such other form as is for the time being prescribed by the 


Resident. 

Power to 9. (i). Whenever it shall appear to the Protector, after such enquiry 
demand as is mentioned in the last preceding section, that any woman or girl 
security in whose condition or circumstances are such as in that section mentioned 
case of is about to leave the District in which she may then be, the Protector 
woman B p a teas .

(ii). In any legal proceedings to enforce such security the affidavit 
or statutory declaration of the Officer referred to in the bond, purporting 
to be under his hand and to be attested by a Magistrate, to the effect 
that such woman or girl has failed to so present herself shall be con- 
clusive evidence of such failure. 


(iii). The security to be furnished under this section shall be a 
personal bond with one or more sureties in the form specified in 
Schedule VI, or in such other form as is for the time being prescribed by 
the Resident. 


Rewoval ot 10. The Protector, if after due enquiry he is satisfied that any

for places of Enactment shall be subject to such regulations as may be made in that 

safety. behalf by the Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
and duly published in the Gazette, and every such woman or girl who, 
contrary to such regulations, leaves any place of safety in which she 
is so detained may be arrested, without warrant, by any Police Officer, 
or by any person authorized in writing by the Protector, and taken back 
to such place. 
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(ii). Any person who, by any means, induces or assists any woman 
or girl so detained as aforesaid to leave contrary to such regulations as 
aforesaid the place in which she is detained, or knowingly harbours 
any such woman or girl, shall be guilty of an offence and be liable, on 
conviction before the Court of a Magistrate of the First Class, to imprison- 
ment of either description for a term not exceeding one year, or to a 
fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


(iii). Any person loitering about the precincts of any place of safety 
in which any woman or girl is detained under this Enactment with 
the intention of communicating with such woman or girl, or of intimidat- 
ing her, or of inducing her to leave such place of safety, shall be liable, 
on conviction before a Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


12. (i). It shall be lawful for the Resident to provide such land as Power to 
shall be necessary and to erect a suitable building or buildings on it make ahs 
as a place of safety for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of mnaintaining 
this Enactment, and to defray the cost of the care, maintenance and places of 
education of all women and girls detained therein. safety. 


(ii). Any building or buildings erected as a place of safety under the 
provisions of this section shall be declared by the Resident, by notification 
in the Gazette, to be a place of safety for the ial a of carrying out the 
provisions of this Enactment, and no other place shall be used as a place 
of safety within the meaning of, and for the purposes of, this Enactment. 


18. (i). Any person aggrieved at the detention by the Protector in a Power of 
place of safety of any woman or girl under the provisions of this Enact- detention and 
ment may appeal to the Resident, reciting the grounds of the complaint °PP®" 
in writing, and the Resident may, after reference to the Protector, if he 
considers it necessary, appoint a Committee of Enquiry, with or without 
Chinese Assessors, to investigate the complaint, and, after receiving the 
report of the Committee of Enquiry may issue such order with reference 
to the woman or girl so detained as appears to him just. 


(ii). A Protector, in charge of a place of safety established under 
the provisions of this Enactment, shall exercise the power of detention 
conferred therein in the following manner and subject to the following 
conditions :— 


Each year, in the month of January, the Protector shall furnish the, 
Resident with a list of the women and girls detained in the place of 
safety who appear to be over the age of nineteen years, and shall state 
the length of detention undergone by each, the reason for her continued 
detention and the estimated duration of the further detention of such 
women and girls as far as can be foreseen. 


(iii). All women and girls detained in a place of safety by the Pro- 
tector under the provisions of this Enactment are hereby exempted from 
the operation of such parts of the Criminal Procedure Code in force for 
the time being as deal with directions of the nature of a Habeas Corpus. 


14. (i). If the keeper of a brothel permits any woman suffering Penalty for 
from any contagious disease to be or remain in such brothel for the Yoman suiter- 


pu of prostitution, such keeper shall be guilty of an offence and ing from 
Shall be liable, on conviction before the Court of a Magistrate of the Shen ton 


First Class, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year, or to Pusinina 
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a fine not exceeding $500, or to both; and if any keeper of a brothel 
who has been previously convicted of an offence under this section shall 
again be found guilty of such an offence, the Resident may issue an 
order on behalf of the Ruler of the State banishing such person from 
the State for such period and generally in such manner as may seem 
expedient, and upon the issuing of such order the like consequences 
shall ensue in all respects as though such order had been issued under 
the powers conferred by the Banishment Enactment, 1900. 


(ii). For the purpose of any proceedings under this section whenever 
an inmate of a brothel suffers from contayious disease the keeper of the 
brothel shall be deemed to be cognizant of the fact. 


(iii). In any proceedings under this section proof that any woman in 
such brothel is or was suffering from venereal disease shall be deemed 
sufficient evidence, until the contrary is proved, that she was or is in such 
brothel for the purpose of prostitution. 


15. (i). Every male person who— 


(a). Knowingly lives wholly or in part on the proceeds of prosti- 
tution, or 


(b). In any public place persistently solicits or importunes for 
immoral purposes ; 


shall be liable, on conviction, to imprisonment of either description 
for any term not exceeding three months. 


(ii). If it be made to appear to a Magistrate by information on 
oath that there is reason to suspect that any house or any part of a 
house is used by a female for the purposes of prostitution and that 
any male person, residing in or frequenting the house, is living wholly 
or in part on the earnings of the prostitute, the Magistrate may issue 
a warrant authorising any Police Officer to enter and search the house 
and to arrest that male person. 


(iii). When a male person is proved to live with or to be habitually 
in company of a prostitute and has no visible means of subsistence ex- 
cept such as he may derive from such prostitute he shall, unless he can 
satisfy the Court to the contrary, be deemed to be knowingly living on 
the earnings of prostitution. 


PART III. 
SUPPRESSION OF BROTHELS. 


16. (i). Whenever any Louse or any portion thereof is used as a 
brothel or lodging house for prostitutes or disorderly persons it shall 
be lawful for a Magistrate of the First Class or the Protector at any 
time to issue a summons in writing in the form of Schedule VII to 
the tenant, occupier or keeper of the said house or portion thereof, 
and, if the said Magistrate or Protector is satisfied that the said house 
or any portion thereof is used as a brothel or lodging house for pro- 
stitutes or disorderly persons, he shall order the tenant, occupier or 
keeper to discontinue such use of it within a fixed time, not exceed- 
ing thirty days, and may take such other measures as may be neces- 
sary for carrying the order into effect. 
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(ii). Lf the order is not complied with within such time, not exceed- 
ing thirty days, as the Magistrate or Protector by his order may fix, 
the tenant, occupier or keeper of such house shall be liable, upon con- 
viction before a Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $300, or to impri- 
sonment of either description for a period not exceeding three months, 
and shall be further liable to a fine not exceeding $25 for every day 
that the said house or any portion thereof shall be so used after the 
time fixed by the order of the said Magistrate or Protector. 


(iii). Where the tenant, occupier or keeper of any premises (not 
being the owner thereof) has been convicted of an offence under this 
Enactment in respect of such premises, the owner of such premises, 
having received notice of the first conviction, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding $500 for any subsequent conviction of any person of a 
like offence in respect of the same premises during his ownership thereof. 


PART IV. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


17. The Resident may appoint such Officers as may be necessary for 
carrying out the provisions of this Enactment and may, subject to the 
approval of the Resident-General, make regulations for the conduct of 

eir duties. 


18. (i). Whenever the Protector, or any Officer of his Department 
generally authorised in writing by him, shall have reasonable cause to 
suspect that there is in any ship, house, building or other place any 
woman or girl who is or may be liable to be dealt with under this 
Enactment, the Protector shall have power to issue a warrant authorising 
the person named therein to enter and search any such ship, house, 
building or other place and remove therefrom such woman or girl to 
a place of safety, to be there detained until her case be enquired into. 


(ii). The Protector, or any Officer of his Department generally autho- 

rised in writing by him, shall have power to enter and search any ship, 

. house, building or other place for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
there is there any woman or girl who is or may be liable to be dealt 
with under this Enactment, and may remove any such woman or girl 
to a place of safety to be there detained until her case be enquired into. 


(iii). The Protector, or any Officer of his Department generally autho- 
rised in writing by him, shall have power to enter and search any brothel 
as often as may be necessary and to examine or question any prostitute 
in it for the purpose of ascertaining whether there is therein any woman 
or girl who is or may be liable to be dealt with under this Enactment, 
and may remove any such woman or girl to a place of safety to be there 
detained until her case be enquired into. 


(iv). (a). In carrying out any search under the provisions of this 
section the Protector, or any Officer of his Department generally author- 
ised in writing by him, shall have power to exumine or question or give 
any such order or direction as may be necessury, to the inmates of any 
ship, house, building, brothel or other place for the purpose of carrying 
out such search. 


(b). The inmates of any such ship, house, building, brothel or other 
place shall be legally bound to state the truth and answer any question 
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put to them by the Protector, or any Officer of his Department generally 
authorised in writing by him, and to obey any order or direction given 
by him touching any matter or any person connected with such search, 


(c). Any person who disobeys any direction or order given by the 
Protector, or any Officer of his Department generally authorised in writing 
by him, in order to carry out any such search in any ship, house, building, 
brothel or other place, and any person who refuses to answer any question 
put to him touching any matter or any person connected with such search 
in any ship, house, building. brothel or other place shall be guilty of an 
offence and be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to imprisonment 
of either description for a term not exceeding six months, or to a fine not 
exceeding $200, or to both. 


(d). Any person who by force, restraint, fear or other unlawful 
means forces, induces or otherwise causes any woman or girl, who is 
or may be liable to be dealt with under this Enactment, to conceal 
herself in or leave any ship, house, building, brothel or other place being 
searched or about to be searched by the Protector, or any Officer of his 
Department generally authorised in writing by him, under the provisions 
of this section, with the result that the search of the Protector, or any 
Officer of his Department generally authorised in writing by him, is 
thereby evaded and made ineffectual, or is attempted to be evaded and 
made ineffectual, shall be guilty of an offence and be liable, on conviction 
before the Court of a Magistrate of the First Class, to imprisonment 
of either description for a term not exceeding twelve months, or to a 
fine not exceeding $500, or to both. 


19. (i). For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Enact- 
ment it shall be lawful for the Protector to summon any person whom he 
may have reason to believe can give information or aiden nce respecting 
any woman or girl who is or may be liable to be dealt with under this 
Enactment, and the person so summoned shall be legally bound to attend 
at the time and place specified in the summons and to ‘produce all docu- 
ments in his custody, possession or power relating to such woman or girl, 
and to answer truthfully all questions which the Protector may put to . 
him respecting such woman or girl or in any way relating to the matter 
being enquired into, and also, if required by the Protector, to produce 
such woman or girl in the absence of reasonable excuse, proof whereof 
shall be on the person summoned. 


(ii). The Protector shall at any enquiry held by him under Section 
10 make complete notes of the evidence taken by him upon such enquiry 
and of his decision thereon. 


(iii). The Protector shall be deemed to be a public servant within 
the weaning of the Penal Code, and may administer affirmations or 
oaths to and examine on affirmation or oath any person summoned 
before him for the purposes of this Enactment. 


20. Whenever the Protector, after enquiry, has reason to believe 
that a breach of any of the provisions of this Enactment is about to

26. (i). Any suit or prosecution against any person for any thing 
done in pursuance or execution or intended execution of this Enact- 
ment, or of any rules made thereunder, shall be commenced within 
three months after the thing done and not otherwise. 


(ii). Notice in writing of such suit or prosecution and of the cause 
thereof shall be given to the intended defendant at least one month 
before the commencement of the same. 


(iii). In any such suit or prosecution the defendant may set up by 
way of special defence that the act complained of was done in pur- 
suance or execution or intended execution of this Enactment, or of any 
such rules as aforesaid, and may give this Enactment and such rules 
and the special matter in evidence at any trial to be had thereupon.

C IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows:— = 
PRELIMINARY. 


1, This Enactment may be cited as “The Volunteer Enactment, 
1902,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof in the 
Gazette. 


2. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires :— 


“Officer” means @ person holding a commission as Officer in a 
Volunteer corps. 


. 


“Commandant” means the Officer holding the highest rank in a 
Volunteer corps. 


“ Divisional Commander” means the Officer subordinate to the 
Commandant who holds the next highest rank in the corps within 
the State. : 


“Volunteer” means a member of a Volunteer corps not being an 
Officer. 


“ Appointments ” includes accoutrements and equipments of every 
kind, other than clothing. 


“ Rules of the corps” includes rules of any division thereof. 
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PART I. 
ORGANIZATION OF VOLUNTEER CORPS. 
Resident - 38. (i). It shall be lawful for the Resident-Gene al to accept the

(b). Delivering up in good order (fair wear and tear only excepted) 
all arms, clothing and appointments, being public property or property of 
the corps or division, issued to him; and 


(c). Paying all money due or becoming due by him under the regu- 
lations or rules of the corps either before or at the time or by reason of 
his quitting it, 

_ and thereupon he shall be struck out of the muster roll of the corps by 
the Commandant. 


Gi). If any Volunteer gives such notice and the Commandant 
refuses to strike him out of the muster roll and the Volunteer considers 
himself aggrieved thereby, the Volunteer may appeal to a Magistrate, who 
shall hear and determine the appeal and may for the purposes thereof 
administer oaths and examine any person as a witness, and if it appears to 
such Magistrate that the arms, clothing and appointments issued to the 
Volunteer, being public property or property of the corps or division, 
have been delivered up in good order (fair wear and tear only excepted), 
and that he has paid, or is ready to pay, sufficient compensation for 
any damage that such articles may have sustained and that all moneys 
due or becoming due by him under this Enactment or under regulations 
or rules of the corps, either before or at the time of, or by reason of his 
quitting it, have been paid, such Magistrate may order the Commandant 
forthwith to strike such Volunteer out of the muster roll of his copps. 
and such determination shall be binding on all persons. 
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(iii). Nothing in this section contained shall authorise any Volunteer 
to obtain his discharge, except with the consent of the Resident-General, 
before the expiration of any period of service for which he may have, by 
writing, engaged to serve. 


6. Whenever any Volunteers are on active service or are under- 
going drill, exercise, or inspection, or voluntarily doing any duty together 
with His Majesty’s regular forces, they and their Officers shall, subject 
to regulations under this Enactment, be under the command of the 
Officers of His Majesty’s regular forces, provided always that the Volun- 
teers shall, when the circumstances of the service admit, be led by their 
own Officers under such command. 


7. So long as the Volunteer corps shall be attached to the Malay 
States Guides it shall be the duty of the Commandant of the Malay 
States Guides to inspect, at least once a year, every unit of the Volun- 
teer corps, wherever stationed, and to report as to its efficiency to the 
Resident - General. 


8. The Resident-General may, by regulations, declare what is 
requisite to entitle a Volunteer to be deemed an efficient, by defining 
for that purpose the number of drills to be attended by the Volunteer 
and the course of instruction and training to be gone through by him, 
and the degree of proficiency in drill and instruction to be attained 
by him, and by the corps or any part thereof in which he belongs, such 
Proficiency to be estimated by the inspecting Officer at the annual inspec- 
tion of the corps or otherwise as prescribed. 


9. The Resident-General may disband or discontinue the services 
of any Volunteer corps, or any part thereof, whenever it seems to him 
expedient to do so. 


10. (i). The Resident-General may at any time assemble a Court of 
Enquiry, composed of members of the Volunteer corps, to enquire into 
any matter relative to such corps or any part thereof, or to any Officer or 
Volunteer, and to record the facts and circumstances ascertained on such 
enquiry, and, if required, to report on the same for his information. 


(ii). The Commandant or thg Divisional Commander may at any time 
assemble a Court of Enquiry, composed either of Officers and Volunteers 
belonging to the corps, or of such Officers or of such Volunteers, to 
enquire into any matter relative to the corps or any part thereof, or any 
Volunteer not being an Officer, and to record the facts and circumstances 
ascertained on such enquiry, and, if required, to report on the same for 
the information and assistance of the Commandant or Divisional 
Commander. 


11, The Resident-General may, from time to time, by notification 
in the Gazette, make regulations respecting anything in this Enactment 
directed or authorised to be done or provided by regulations, and also

(a). The appointment, promotion and rank of Officers ; 
(b). The assembling and proceedings of Courts of Enquiry ;

12. (i). In case of great national or local emergency, or in case of 
actual or apprehended invasion of or attack on the Federated Malay 
States, the Resident-General may call out any Volunteer corps or any 
division thereof for active service. 


Every Officer and Volunteer belonging to any corps or division so 
called out shall be bound to assemble at such place and perform such 
service as may be directed by the Resident-General.

Nothing in this Enactment shall render any Officer or Volunteer 
liable to serve or proceed on duty, without his consent, beyond the limits 
of the Federated Malay States. 


18. All persons enrolled in any Volunteer corps, when called out on 
active service by the Resident-General, shall be entitled to pay and allow- 
ances in such manner and after such rates and conditions and to be quartered 
or billeted in like manner in every respect and under and subject to the 
same regulations as His Majesty’s forces, so far as the same shall, by 
the Resident-General, be deemed applicable to the Volunteer corps. 


14, All persons enrolled and who shall, when called out on active 
service, leave families unable to support themselves, shall during the 
period of their absence on active service be entitled to relief for their 
wives and families and it shall be lawful for the Resident-General to fix 
the amount of such relief. 


15. Whenever any person enrolled as aforesaid shall be called out 
on active service away from his place of residence, he shall be entitled 
to receive, if willing to do so, his travelling expenses from and to such 
place of residence, and it shall be lawful for the Resident-General to fix 
the rate and amount of such expenses. 


16. All Officers and Volunteers who shall have received wounds or 
injuries on active service, and the widows and families of all such 
Officers and Volunteers who may have been killed or have died, within 
twelve months after having been wounded, of wounds received during 
such active service, or have died within twelve months from illness 
directly traceable to fatigue or exposure incident to such active service, 
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shall be entitled to such pension or gratuities as shall he fixed by the 
Resident - General, provided that no pension or gratuity under this section 
shall exceed the sum of $1,000 per annum. 


PART III. 
DISCIPLINE. 


17. The discipline of Officers and Volunteers when they are not on 
active service or undergoing drill, exercise, training or inspection together 
with, or voluntarily doing any duty together with, His Majesty’s regular 
forces, or any part thereof, or with the Malay States Guides, shall be 
maintained as follows :— 


(i). The Commandant of a Volunteer corps may, subject to such 
appeal to the Resident-General as hereinafter mentioned, discharge from 
the corps any Volunteer and strike him out of the muster roll, either 
for disobedience of orders by him while doing any duty with his corps 
or any division thereof, or for neglect of duty or misconduct by him as a 
member of the corps, or for other sufficient cause, the existence and 
sufficiency of such causes, respectively, to be judged of by the Comman- 
dant, or in case of appeal by the Resident - General. 


(ii). Any Volunteer so discharged shall, nevertheless, be liable to 
deliver up in good order (fair wear and tear only excepted) all arms, 
clothing and appointments, being public property or property of the 
corps or division, issued to him and pay all moneys due or becoming 
due by him under this Enactment or under regulations or rules of the 
corps either before or at the time or by reason of his discharge, but

successors in office, with power for him and his successors to sue, to 
make contracts and conveyances, and to do all other lawful things 
relating thereto, and any civil or criminal proceedings taken by virtue 
of this section by the Divisional Commander shall not be discontinued 
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or abated by his death, resignation or removal from office, but may be 
carried on by and in the name of his successor in office. 


21. If any person fails to deliver up in good order (fair wear and 
tear excepted) any arms, clothing or appointments, which he is liable 
under this Enactment or any regulations or rules made hereunder to 
deliver up, he shall be liable to pay to the Divisional Commander 
the value thereof, as such value shall be determined by a General 
Committee constituted in accordance with the rules made under this 
Enactment. 


22, If any person, belonging or having belonged to a Volunteer 
corps, neglects or refuses to pay anything subscribed or undertaken to 
be paid by him towards any of the funds or expenses of such corps or 
any division thereof, or due under the rules of the corps and actually 
payable by him, or to pay any fine incurred by him under the rules of 
the corps, such money or fine shall (without prejudice to any other 
remedy) be recoverable from him with costs at any time within 
eighteen months after the same becomes due and payable in manner 
hereinafter mentioned, and when recovered shall be applied as part of 
the general fund of the corps or of the division to which the same 
was payable. 


PART V. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


28. Any money or fine recoverable under this Enactment or under 
any regulation or rule duly made hereunder may be recovered in a 
summary way in any Civil Court, notwithstanding that the amount may 
be im excess of the ordinary jurisdiction of such Court. 


24. The Commandant or the Divisional Commander may appear 
in any Civil Court or before any Magistrate or Magistrates, by an: 
member of the corps authorised by him in writing under his hhnad. 


25. The Resident-General may exempt from municipal taxation 
any horse kept for the purposes of this Enactment. 


26. It shall be lawful for the Government Treasurer in any District 
to pay to the Divisional Commander for the pipet of the division 
such sum in each year, as shall be fixed by the Resident-General, not 
exoeading $25 for every efficient member of such division who holds 
a certificate of proficiency in accordance with any regulations made 
under Section 8 and is certified by the Divisional Commander to have 
attended not less than the prescribed number of drills or parades within 
the year, but no such payment shall be made unless the Commandant 
of the Malay States Guides shall have certified that the division has 
been inspected by him during that year and is in a state of efficiency. 


27. Every member of a Volunteer corps shall on his admission, or 
as noon afterwards as may be, take the oath set forth in the Schedule to 
this Enactment to be administered by a Magistrate or by an Officer of 
the corps who has taken such oath. 
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28. Whoever assaults or resists or abets within the meaning of the 
Penal Code any person in assaulting or resisting any member of the 
corps in the discharge of his duty as such member shall be punishable, 
on conviction before a Magistrate, with fine not exceedin:: $100, or with 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding six months, or with both.

Enactment No. 9 or 1902. 


An Enactment to provide for the control and relief of sick and 
decrepit Vagrants. 


[6th September, 1902.] 
J. P. RODGER, c.m.a., British Resident. 


T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Decrepit Vagrants’ 
Enactment, 1902,” and shall come into force upon the date of its 
publication in the Gazette. 


2. It shall be lawful for the Resident from time to time, with 
the approval of the Resident-General, by notification in the Gazette, 
to establish vagrant wards and to declare any existing prison or part 
thereof, or any other fit and proper place, to be a vagrant ward for 
the purposes of this Enactment. 


8. The Resident may appoint a Superintendent and such other 
officers as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Enactment. 


4. (i). The Resident may from time to time, with the approval 
of the Resident-General, make rules for the management of vagrant 
wards and for the control and discipline of the inmates thereof. 


(ii). All such rules shall be published in the Gazette and shall there- 
upon have the force of law. 


(iii), The Resident when making any rules under this section may, 
in any case in which he shall think necessary, impose a fine for the 
breach thereof not exceeding $25. 
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5. (i). Any person arrested as an offender in respect of any of 
the provisions of Section 29, Sub-section (i) or (ii), of the “Small 
Offences Enactment, 1898,” shall be brought as soon as possible after 
his arrest before a Government Medical Officer not below the rank of 
Assistant Surgeon. 


(ii). Such officer shall thereupon medically examine the person ar- 
rested and shall certify in writing whether he is physically capable of 
earning a livelihood or otherwise, and shall deliver such certificate to 
the Police Officer in charge of the person arrested for production to 
the Magistrate at the trial. 


6. It shall be lawful for any Mayistrate before whom any person 
is convicted of an offence under Section 29, Sub-section (i) or (ii), of the 
“Small Offences Enactment, 1898,” in lieu of imposing a penalty under 
the provisions of that Enactment, to order by warrant under his hand 
and seal the detention of such person in such vagrant ward as may be 
specified in the warrant for any period not exceeding one year; but no 
such order shall be made except on production of a certificate as prescri- 
bed by Section 5 (ii) that the person convicted is physically incapable of 
earning a livelihood. 


7. It shall be lawful for the Superintendent of any vagrant ward to 
discharge any inmate thereof detained under the warrant of a Mayistrate 
so soon as any Government Medical Officer not below the rank of Assis- 
tant Surgeon shall make and deliver to such Superintendent a certificate 
in writing that such inmate is physically capable of earning a livelihood, 
or on other arrangements being made for his maintenance to the satis- 
faction of any Magistrate. 


8. Every person who has been detained in any vagrant ward or 
wards for an unbroken period of one year shall be forthwith brought 
before a Magistrate, together with the warrant under which he has been 
so detained, whereupon it shall be lawful for the Magistrate before whom 
such person is brought to order by warrant under his hand and seal that 
he be detained for any further period not exceediug one year or that he 
be discharged. 


9. The Resident may at any time by order in writing discharge any 
person detained in a vagrant ward or may direct his removal from any 
vagrant ward to any other vagrant ward, and such order shall be sufficient 
authority for the removal of such person and also for his reception into 
the ward to which he is ordered to be removed. 


10. (i). Any person detained or ordered to be detained in a vagrant 
ward by a warrant issued under this Enactment may, by order of the 
Resident, be transferred to any other of the Federated Malay States there 
to undergo such detention or the residue thereof. 


(ii). No such order shall be made except with the consent of the 
Resident of the State to which such person is to be transferred, and such 
consent shall be expressly set forth under the hand of the said Resident 
on the face of the said order. 


(iii). Upon the transfer of such person he shall be conveyed to such 
vagrant ward in the State to which he has been transferred as the 
Resident of such State shall direct and shall thereafter be dealt with as if 
the warrant for his detention had issued under the law in force for the time 
being in such State for the control and relief of sick and decrepit vagrants. 
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Arrest of 11. Every person received into a vagrant ward under any warrant 
Persons | issued under the provisions of this Enactment may be detained therein 
peasy until he be removed or discharged, and in case of escape may by virtue 


ward. of such warrant be captured by the Superintendent of such ward or any 
officer or servant belonging thereto or any Police Officer and be again 
conveyed to and received and detained in such ward. 


Inspection of 12. (i). Visiting Justices appointed under the “ Prisons Enactment, 
wards by 1899,” shall when serving in their turn as Visiting Justices for any 
visitors, 


month visit all vagrant wards within the area for which they are 
appointed at least once during each time of duty and shall on every visit 
hear every complaint which any inmate may wish to make to them. 

(ii). In places for which no Visiting Justices are appointed under 
the “ Prisons Enactment, 1899,” the Resident may appoint any Officer or 
Officers to visit any vagrant ward as often as may be necessary. 


Visitors’ 18. The Visitors shall record their visits in a Visitors’ Book to be 
Book. kept at the vagrant ward and shall enter therein any remarks or sugges- 
tions which they may have occasiun to make. This book shall be trans- 
mitted to the Resident for his inspection on the first day of each month. 


Inspection of 14, Every Magistrate having jurisdiction in the place where any 

ward by vagrant ward is situated may, whenever he thinks fit, enter into and 

Magistrate. examine the condition of such ward and of the inmates and may enter 
any observations he may think fit to make with reference to the condition 
of the ward or the inmates in the Visitors’ Book.

MALAY STATES VOLUNTEER RIFLES. 


No. 956.— Regulations made by the Resident-General under Section 11 
of “ The Volunteer Enactment, 1902.” 


1. The object of the corps is to assist in the permanent defence of the 
Federated Malay States against foreign invasion and in the suppression of 
local disturbances. 


2. The corps shall be called the “ Malay States Volunteer Rifles” and 
shall consist of original members whose services have been accepted by the 
Resident-General under Section 3 of “ The Volunteer Enactinent, 1902,” 
and of other members duly elected by ballot in accordance with rules under 
that Enactment. 


3. The corps shall be attached for purposes of organisation to the 
Malay States Guides until further order; provided that questions of 
seniority and command shall be regulated as follows :— 


(a). Officers of the Malay States Volunteer Rifles shall rank with, but 
junior to, all officers of the Malay States Guides of the same rank ; 


(b). Non-commissioned officers and men of the Malay States Volunteer 
Rifles shall take orders only from their own officers or non-commissioned 
officers or from European officers of the Malay States Guides; provided 
always that for purposes of instruction native officers and non-commissioned 

’ officers of the Malay States Guides may be placed in command of any body 
of the Malay States Volunteer Rifles, either on parade or mancuvre, at the 
discretion of the Officer Commanding such parade. 


(c). On any mixed parade of the Malay States Guides and the Malay 
States Volunteer Rifles the Senior Officer of the Malay States Guides 
present may, if he think fit, assume command of the parade. 


4. Previous to enrolment, members shall have been passed by a 
qualified Surgeon as physically fit for duty as soldiers. 


5. The Commandant and the Adjutant shall be appointed by the 
Resident-General by notification in the Gazette; the appointment of all 
other commissioned officers of the corps within the State shall be by ballot 
at a general meeting of sworn Volunteers enrolled or serving within the 
State, subject to the approval of the Resident-General. 


6. Non-commissioned officers shall be appointed or promoted by the 
Divisional Commander, subject to the approval of the Commandant; pro- 
vided that no member shall be so appointed or promoted until he has 
passed such qualifying examination as may be fixed from time to time 
by the Commandant. — ; 


7. All appointments and promotions of commissioned officers shall 
be published in the Gazette, and shall take effect from the date of such 
publication. 
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8. All members of the corps serving within the State shall constitute 
one division which shall be divided into companies ; and each company shall 
be sub-divided into sections under the command of a Sergeant or other non- 
commissioned officer. 


9. The duties of Sergeants in command of sections, assisted by the 
other non-commissioned officers of those sections, shall be as follows :— 


(a). They shall keep a nominal roll of their sections ; 


()). They shall take steps to see that each member of their respective 
sections carries out the prescribed number of drills each year with the least 
possible delay ; 


(c). They shall use every endeavour to maintain their sections in a good 
state of discipline and efficiency. 


10. Members shall take the oath prescribed by Section 28 of the 
Enactment, and shall sign the following form of enrolment and be bound 
thereby :— 


sl, , being desirous of becoming a member of the Malay 


States Volunteer Rifles, on being elected thereto, do hereby engage to 
serve for a period of not less than two years and to be bound by any 
authorised rules and regulations which may be in force or which may be 
duly brought into force during the continuance of my membership.” 


11. Uniform (except mess uniform) and appointments shall be supplied 
free to members. 


12. Uniform, when supplied, shall be worn at all parades when so 
notified in company orders. Under no circumstances shall a member wear 
any article of uniform when in plain clothes. 


13. No member shall take his arms or appointments beyond the limits 
of the Federated Malay States except with the permission of the Resident- 
General, communicated through the Commandant. 


14. No member will be classed as efficient until he has completed 
the following course or obtained a certificate of proficiency from the 
Commandant :— 

(a). For recruits— 

(i). Thirty squad and company drills ; 


(ii). Musketry Table (a), Army Musketry Regulations, or such part 
thereof as the Commandant may consider necessary ; 


(iii). Attendance at the annual inspection unless leave of absence has 
been obtained from the Divisional Commander. 
(b). For trained Volunteers: Second year— 
(i). Attendance, twenty drills ; 
(ii). Musketry Table (6), Musketry Regulations ; 


(iii). Annual inspection as above. 


as 
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(c). Third and subsequent years— 

(i). Attendance, fifteen drills ; 

(ii). Musketry Table (6), Musketry aoe are ; 
(iii). Annual inspection as above. 


Every recruit must obtain a certificate of proficiency in drill from 
the Adjutant, and if unable to do so after attending the number of drills 
herein prescribed, he must continue to attend extra drills until he obtain 
such certificate. Should any member, owing to exceptional circumstances, 
not have performed the exact distribution of drills as given above but have 
attended an equal or greater aggregate number of drills, it shall be within 
the discretion of the Divisional Commander, with the sanction of the Ins- 
pecting Officer, to return him as efficient. 


15. Free return passes shall be issued to officers and volunteers tra- 
velling on any part of the Federated Malay States Railways for the 
immediate purpose of attending drills or manoeuvres, and all transport 
expenses actually and necessarily incurred by officers or volunteers re- 
siding outside the limits of. any town and travelling for the immediate 
purpose of attending any drills or manouvres in such town shall be 
recoverable at any District Treasury on the certificate of the Divisional 
Commander. 


16. All possible inducement and encouragement shall be provided for 
the acquirement of additional training, counting towards extra efficiency, 
in army signalling and musketry and machine-gun drill. 


17. (i). Every member shall attend the annual inspection parade of his 
division, unless he have previously obtained written leave of absence from 
the Divisional Commander. In case of sickness a medical certificate must 
accompany the application for such leave. 


(ii). No capitation grant shall accrue due in respect of any member 
absent from such parade (even though holding a certificate of proficiency) 
unless he has duly obtained leave of absence or has left the State and is 
borne on the reserve list. 


18. The Divisional Commander, or such officer or officers as he may 
depute, shall fix the time and place for parades, drills and rifle exercise. 


19. Members joining before 1st October in any year will be re- 
quired to become efficient by 31st March of the following year. Those 
joining after Ist October who fail to become efficient by 3lst March 
of the following year shall not be liable for loss of capitation grant 
and their drills will be credited to them for the following year. 


20. In accordance with the terms of enrolment members will be 
required to serve for not less than two years, complying with the re- 
quirements for efficiency or making good to their division any loss of 
capitation grant for which they have become liable for both years; sub- 
ject, however, to termination of service by removal from the Federated 
Malay States, ill-health or other reason satisfactory to the Resident- 
General, failing which they must make good all losses which the divi- 
sion may incur by any termination of their service. 
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21. Any member who having already served two years is on the 
effective muster roll of his division on a date within three months before 
the date of the annual inspection, and resigns before such latter date 
without good and sufficient reason, to be approved by the Divisional 
Commander, shall be liable to the division for any loss of capitation 
grant that may be thereby incurred. In like manner all members 
who fail to carry out the provisions of any regulations made by the 
Resident-General under the provisions of “The Volunteer Enactment, 
192,” shall be liable to their division for any loss of capitation grant 
resulting therefrom. 


22. Any member leaving or being transferred from the State in 
which he was enrolled, may be attached to any company or section of 
the Malay States Volunteer Rifles in any other State, if possible in the 
same rank as he held in the corps of the State in which he last served, 
and should he return he may rejoin his original company or section. 
If there be no vacancy on the establishment, any member so returning 
shall be made a supernumerary. : 


23. Members temporarily leaving the Federated Malay States for more 
than three months or residing in places where, in the opinion of the Divi- 
sional Commander, it is impossible for them to become efficient, may be 
given leave of absence by the Divisional Commander, but such members 
will be struck off the strength of their sections during the period of such 
absence. 


24, Each member shall be responsible, subject to fair wear and tear 
only, for the due preservation and return at any time when called upon 
by the Officer commanding his company, or when leaving the Federated 
Malay States for more than three months, of all articles issued to him, 
whether the property of the Government or of the corps or division. 


25. Volunteers when assembled for drill or voluntarily doing any 
military duty shall be under the sole command of their own officers, 
except :— 


(a). When acting together with His Majesty’s Regular Forces, or any 
part thereof ; 


(b). When acting together with the Malay States Guides ; 


(c). When the Resident-General, by writing under his hand, directs 
that they shall be placed under military command. 


26. All official communications from members to the Commandant 
shall be in writing, and shall be sent through the non-commissioned 
officer in command of sections to the officer commanding the company 
and the Adjutant in an open cover. 


27. Any volunteer who considers himself aggrieved in any matter 
may represent his case to the Officer commanding his company; any 
appeal against the decision of such Officer shall be made through him 
to the Divisional Commander, and any appeal against the decision of 
the Divisional Commander shall be made through him to the Command- 
ant, and any further appeal shall be made through the Commandant to 
the Resident-General whose decision shall be final. The Commandant 
shall be bound to forward a complaint to the Resident-General should 
the aggrieved member claim his right of final appeal. 
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28. If any case arises not provided for in “The Volunteer Enact- 
ment, 1902,” or in the regulations or rules made thereunder, or if there 
should be any doubt as to the correct interpretation thereof, the Divi- 
sional Commander, after consultation with the General Committee, shall 
decide the course to be adopted, subject to an appeal to the Commandant. 


29. Every member shall be provided with a copy of the regulations 


and rules of the corps.

3. The Institute will be open daily from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. except on 
Saturdays, Sundays and Public Holidays: on Saturdays it will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 1 p.m. 


It is requested that as little work as possible be done on Saturday 
thornings so as to permit the attendants to clean up the rooms. 


4, Each worker will be allotted a separate working table, and it ‘s 
requested that no worker remove articles from any table but his own. 


5. Each worker will be allotted a native attendant to keep his table 
and materials in order. _ 


6. The First and Second Native Assistants and Office Staff are at the 
’ disposal of the Director only. If their services are required by any worker, 
application must be made to the Director. 


7. No books or materials are to be removed from the Institute with- 
out the sanction of the Director.

An Enactment to regulate the use on public thoroughfares of Trac- 
tion Engines and other Automobiles and of Carriages attached thereto. 


[ ,190 .] 
» British Resident. 


T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— : 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as ‘The Automobiles Enact- short title, 
ment, 190 ,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof commence- 


in the Gazette. ment and 
repeal, 


(ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the “Steam 
Boilers Enactment, 1898,” and the “ Vehicles Enactment, 1900,” shall 
be repealed in so far as they relate to motor cars or other automobiles. 


2. In this Enactment, unless the context otherwise requires, the Inrerpreta- 
following words and expressions shall have the meanings hereby assigned tion. 
to them :— 


“ Automobile” includes every description of vehicle propelled by 
means of mechanism contained within itself, other than vehicles con- 
structed for use on specially prepared ways, such as railways or tram- 
ways. 


“Carriage” includes waggons, wains, carts, vans, cars, lurries and 
every other description of carriage. 


“Public thoroughfare” includes all public streets, roads, bridges 
and thoroughfares, and all places over which the public has a right 
of way for wheeled vehicles. 


“Traction engine” means an automobile so constructed as to be 
capable of hauling heavy loads, but not to be capable of travelling 
when fully loaded or of hauling such loads at a rate of speed exceeding 
four miles an hour. 


“Tare” means the actual weight of an automobile or carriage when 
not loaded. 


When the “weight” of an automobile or carriage is referred to the 
expression includes, in the case of a traction engine, the gross we'ght 
inclusive of the tare, the driver and necessary attendants and full 
supplies of fuel and water or whatever sources of energy are employed 
in its propulsion; in the case of a carriage attached to a traction 
engine it includes the gross weight when loaded, inclusive of the tare 
and of the freight; and in the case of an automobile, other than a 
traction engine, or of a carriage attached to such automobile it includes 
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the gross weight inclusive of the tare and of its full complement of 
driver, attendants, passengers and freight and full supplies of fuel and 
water, accumulators, compressed air or whatever sources of energy are 
employed in its propulsion. 


3. Nothing contained in this Enactment shall apply to any steam- 
roller when used by or on behalf of the Government and not hauling 
any carriage. 


4. The owner of any automobile or of any carriage attached to an 
automobile which is used upon any public thoroughfare without a 
licence in that behalf issued under this Enactment shall be liable, on 
conviction before a Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $500; provided 
that no such automobile or carriage in respect of which a licence 
issued in any other of the Federated Malay States or in the Colony 
is in force shall be required to be licensed under this Enactment. 


5. The Resident shall appoint a licensing officer or licensing officers 
to issue licences to applicants subject to the provisions of this Enactment. 
Any such licensing officer may refuse to issue a licence for the use of 
any automobile or carriage so constructed as, in his opinion, to be 
likely to be dangerous to persons or animals lawfully using the public 
thoroughfares or injurious to the roadways or bridges; provided always 
that the Resident may, upon the application of any person to whom a 
licensing officer may have refused a estes’ direct such licensing officer 
to issue the same, if the Resident is of opinion that the use of such 
automobile or carriage would not be danyerous to persons or animals 
or injurious to the roadways or bridges, and thereupon such licensing 
officer shall issue such licence. 


6. (i). For every licence issued under this Enactment a fee shall 
be payable in accordance with the rates specified in the First Schedule, 
or with such lower rates as the Resident may by rule under Section 33 
prescribe; provided that licences may be issued for any number of 
months not less than three, at fees proportionate to those specified in 
the First Schedule or prescribed by the Resident, as the case may be; 
and provided further that no fees shall be payable for licences issued 
in respect of automobiles or carriages belonging to the Government or 
to any Government officer drawing an allowance in respect thereof 
from public funds. 


(ii). All fees payable in respect of any licence under this Enactment 
shall be collected by the Department or Board to which the officer issuing 
such licence is attached and shall be credited to the general revenue 
of the State. 


7. (i). Every licence issued under this Enactment shall set out the 
number and date thereof and the date of its expiration, the name and 
residence of the person to whom it is issued, the description of autom- 
obile or carriage to which the licence relates, with the tare and maximum 
load thereof, the name of the place where the licence is issued and 
the amount of the fee paid therefor, and may set out the district in 
which and the roads on which the automobile or carriage may be used ; 
such licence shall be approximately in the form contained in the Second 
Schedule, or such other form as the Resident may by rule under Sec- 
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tion 33 prescribe, and no such licence shall remain in force after the 
31st day of December next following the date of its issue. 


(ii). A duplicate of every such licence shall be kept by the licensing 
officer. 


(iii). Every person who shall transfer the ownership of any auto- 
mobile or carriage licensed under this Enactment shall immediately 
notify such transfer in writing to the licensing officer who issued the 
licence, and such officer shall record the same. 


8. On the issue of any licence under this Enactment the licensing 
officer shall cause to be affixed to the automobile or carriage in respect 
of which such licence is issued a plate or plates bearing the’ number of 
the licence and bearing also such other distinctive marks as the Resident 
may by rule under Section 33 prescribe. 


9. The licensee of any automobile or of any carriage attached to an 
automobile who shall allow such automobile or carriage to be used. 
upon any public thoroughfare without there being affixed thereto such 
plates or such other distinctive marks as are prescribed by the law under 
which such automobile or carriage is licensed, and any person not being 
the licensee who shall drive on any public thoroughfare any automobile 
to which such plates or marks as aforesaid are not affixed or to which 
there is attached a carriage not having such plates or marks as aforesaid 
affixed thereto, shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to a fine 
not exceeding $250. 


10. Any licensing officer may at any time, by a notice in writing 
stating the grounds on which inspection is desired, require the owner 
of any licensed automobile or carriage to produce the same for his 
inspection and such owner shall within seven days from the delivery 
to him vf such notice produce the same accordingly. 


11. (i). Any licensing officer may at any time cancel or suspend any 
licence issued under this Enactment or suspend the operation within the 
State under Section 4 of any licence issued in any other of the Federated 
Malay States or in the Colony if it shall appear to him that the automo- 
bile or carriage to which such licence relates is in any manner unfit for 
use on public thoroughfares. 


(ii). Any person aggrieved by any action of any licensing officer 
under Sub-section (i), may appeal to the Resident, whose decision shall 
be final. 


12, (i). No person shall drive any automobile upon any public 
thoroughfare unless he hold at the time a certificate of competency to 
drive such automobile issued to him under this Enactment by an officer 
appointed by the Resident to issue such certificates or issued to him in 
any other of the Federated Malay States or in the Colony in accordance 
with the provisions of any law in force in such place. 


(ii). Every certificate of competency issued under this Enactment 
shall be approximately in the form contained in the Third Schedule, or 
such other ae as the Resident may by rule under Section 33 prescribe, 
and shall not be granted until the certifying officer shall have satisfied 
himself personally that the applicant ‘has sufficient knowledge of: and 
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experience in the driving of automobiles to enable him to keep his 
vehicle completely under control in heavy traffic, wo bring it promptly to 
a standstill, and generally so to manage it that no danger or inconven- 
ience to the public is to be apprehended from his use of it. 


(iii), No such certificate of competency shall be issued to any person 
under the age of 18, nor to any person of materially defective vision or 
hearing. 


(iv). Any certificate of competency may be endorsed, suspended or 
cancelled by any Court before which the holder thereof has been con- 
visted of contravening any of the provisions of this Enactment, or of 
any other offence committed in respect of bis use of an automobile, or 
by any officer appointed from time to time to issue such certificates 
upon such facts coming to his knowledge as he may deem sufficient to 
prove that the driving of an automobile by the holder is a source of 
danger to the public. 


(v.) Any Court endorsing, suspending or cancelling a certificate 
under this section shall give notice thereof to the officer by whom such 
certificate was issued. 


18. For every certificate of competency to drive an automobile 
there shall be payable a fee of $10, or such lower fee as the Resident 
may from time to time by rule under Section 33 direct, and such fee 
shall when the certifying officer is in the service of Government be 
collected by the Department or Board to which such officer is attached, 
or otherwise by the Treasury, and shall be credited to the general 
revenue of the State, but if the certifying officer be not in the service 
of Government shall be collected and disposed of in such manner as 
the Resident may direct. 


14, Any person who shall drive an automobile upon any public 
thoroughfare without holding at the time a certificate of competency 
as required by this Enactment shall be liable, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


15. Every certifying officer shall keep a duplicate of every certificate 
of competency issued by him. 


18. (i.) The certifving officer shall at the time of issuing any certifi- 
cate of competency deliver to the person named therein a badge marked 
with the number of such certificate, and such person shall at all times 
when driving any automobile upon any public thoroughfare wear or 
display such badge in such manner as the Resident may by rule under 
Section 33 prescribe. 


(ii.) Any person holding a certificate of competency to drive an 
automobile issued to him in any other of the Federated Malay States 
or in the Colony to whom any driver's badge has been delivered under 
the provisions of the law in force in such place shall, when driving any 
automobile on any public thoroughfare within the State, wear or display 
such badge in the manner provided for the badges referred to in Sub- 
Section (i). 


17. Any licence or certificate of competency issued under this 
Enactment which has been cancelled or suspended or has expired shall 
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be forthwith returned by the holder thereof to the officer by whom the 
same was issued together with all plates issued with such licence and 
any badge issued with such certificate of competency. 


18. Any person who shall wear or display any such badge as is 
referred to in Section 16 not being the person to whom the same was 
issued or after the cancellation or during the suspension of the certi- 
ficate of competency with which the same was issued, and any person 
who shall use any plate affixed to any automobile or carriage, in accord- 
ance with the law under which such automobile or carriage was licensed, 
after the expiration or cancellation or during the suspension of the 
licence with which the same was issued, shall be liable, on conviction 
before a Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


19. Whenever the number or other distinctive marks on any plate 
er badge issued under this Enactment shall have become obliterated 
or so defaced as not to be readily distinguishable, the person to whom 
such plate or badge was issued shall return the same to the issuing 
officer and may obtain from him a new plate or badge upon payment 
of the cost of the same; and any person who shall use or permit the 
use of any plate or badge whereof the number or other distinctive 
marks have become so obliterated or defaced shall be liable, on convic- 
tion before a Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $ 200. 


20. Whenever it shall have been proved to the satisfaction of the 
issuing officer that any plate or badge issued under this Enactment 
has been lost or destroyed, the person to, whom it was issued shall be 
entitled to receive from the issuing officer, upon payment of the cost 
of the same, a new plate or badge. If any plate ur badge so lost shall 
afterwards be found, the same shall forthwith be returned to the issuing 
officer ; and any person having possession of the same who shall wilfully 
neglect so to return it shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to 
a fine not exceeding $100. 


21. In any case in which it may appear to the Resident that the use 
of any particular description of automobile is liable to cause excessive 
wear and tear of the public thoroughfares or is likely to be dangerous or 
inconvenient to the public, or that the use of any particular description 
of automobile or of automobiles generally is or is likely to be dangerous 
or inconvenient to the public in certain districts or places or on certain 
bridges, it shall be lawful for him, from time to time, with the approval 
of the Resident-General, by notification in the Gazette, to prohibit 
absolutely the use of such particular description of automobile or to 
prohibit the use thereof or the use of automobiles generally within 
particular districts or places or on particular thoroughfares or bridges, 
or otherwise to restrict the use of automobiles as circumstances may 
appear to him to require; provided that when any such prohibition or 
restriction affects only particular places notice of such prohibition or 
restriction shall be kept conspicuously exhibited in the places so affected ; 
and the Resident may from time to time revoke or vary any such notifica- 
tion or notices, and any person using any automobile in contravention of 
any such notification or notices shall for every such offence be liable, on 
conviction before a Magistrate, to a fine not exceeding $200, and shali 
also be bound to make good without delay all damage to any road or 
bridge which may have resulted from such offence, or at the option of the 
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Resident such damage may be made good by the Government, in which 
ease the offender shall be liable for the cost thereof, which shall be 
recoverable from him by civil suit. 


22. (i). The weight of any automobile used on any public thorough- 
fare shall not in the case of a traction engine exceed 15 tons and shall 
not in the case of any other automobile exceed eight tons. The length 
over all of any such autumobile shall not exceed 20 feet; the wheel - base 
shall not exceed 12 feet; the width over all shall not exceed 6 feet 6 
inches; the height from the ground shall not exceed 11 feet. 


(ii), Every such automobile shall be so constructed as to admit of 
its being at all times under such control as not to cause undue inter- 
ference with passengers or other traffic, and shall, with all its parts and 
fittings, be maintained in safe and thorough working order. 


(iii). The tare and maximum load of every such automebile shall be 
conspicuously, legibly and permanently marked thereon. 


(iv). Every such automobile the weight of which exceeds ten hundred- 
weight shall be capable of being so worked that it may travel either 
forwards or backwards. 


(v). Every such automobile propelled by steam shall be fitted with a 
spark arrester capable of arresting any sparks that might cause damage 
by fire. 


23, (i). The tyre of each wheel of every automobile, other than a 
traction engine, used upon any public thoroughfare and of every carriage 
attached thereto shall be smooth and shall where the same touches 
the ground be flat; provided that when a pneumatic or other tyre of 
a soft and elastic material is used the tyre may be round or curved and 
there may be thereon projections or bosses rising above the surface 
of the tyre if such projections or bosses are of the same material as 
the tyre itself or of some other soft and elastic material; the width 
of any such tyre shall mean the extreme width of the soft and elastic 
material on the rim of the wheel when not subject to pressure. 


(ii). The tyres of the wheels of every traction engine used upon 
any public thoroughfare shall be of a width not less than that prescribed 
in the Fourth Schedule, and any projections upon any such tyre shall 
not project more than three quarters of an inch from such tyre and shall 
be of a width not less than two inches and a half and of a length not less 
than the width of such tyre. 


(iii). In the case of all automobiles other than traction engines the 
limit of weight per wheel per inch of tyres shall be seven hundred- 
weight. 


24, Every traction engine used on any public thoroughfare shall 
be fitted with a brake in good working order and of such efficiency 
that its application shall cause the engine to be brought to a standstill, 
when travelling at a speed of four miles an hour, in a distance measured 
by half the circumference of the driving wheel; and every other autom- 
obile used on any public thoroughfare shall have two independent brakes 
in good working order and of such efficiency that the application of 
either shall cause two of the wheels on the same axle to be so held that 
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they cannot revolve or shall have the same effect in stopping the autom- 
obile as if such wheels were so held; provided that in the case of a 
bicycle it shall be sufficient if one wheel is so held as aforesaid. 


25. (i). The weight of any carriage attached to an automobile on 
any public thoroughfare shall not exceed 6 tons; the length thereof over 
all shall not exceed 12 feet; the width thereof over all shall not exceed 
6 feet 6 inches; the height thereof from the ground whether loaded or 
unloaded shall not exceed 11 feet; provided that the Resident may in 
special cases by writing under his hand exempt any carriage from the 
provisions of this sub-section to such extent, for such period and subject 
to such conditions as he may think fit. 


(ii). The provisions of Section 22, Sub-section (iii), and of Section 
26, Sub-section (ii), (v), and (vii) shall apply to every such carriage as 
if such carriage were an automobile. 


(iii). The tyre of each wheel of every such carriage shall be of a 
width not less than that prescribed in the Fourth Schedule. 


(iv). Every such carriage shall be fitted with a brake in good working 
order capable of being applied from the side of the carriage and of such 
efficiency that its application shall cause two of the wheels on the same 
axle to be so held that they cannot revolve or shall have the same effect 
in stopping the carriage as if such wheels were so held. 


26. Every automobile used on any public thoroughfare shall be 
used in conformity with the following directions and not otherwise : 


(i). No such automobile shall travel at a greater speed than is 
reasonable or proper having regard to the other traffic on the thorough- 
fare, or so as to endanger any of the public or any public or private 

roperty, and, subject to any further restrictions which may be imposed 
ty the Resident under Section 33 hereof, the maximum speed at which 
traction engines may travel shall be four miles an hour, and in towns 
and villages their speed shall not exceed two miles an hour, and the 
maximum speed at which other automobiles may travel shall be 20 
miles an hour, and in towns and villages their speed shall not exceed 
six miles an hour. 


(ii). Every such automobile shall be driven on the left or near side 
of the road except when overtaking traffic proceeding in the same direc- 
tion, in which case the automobile shall pass such traffic on the right or 
off side thereof. In all cases such automobile shall be dmven so as 
to give as much space as possible for the passing of other traffic. 


Gii). The driver of any such automobile shall, whenever necessary, 
give, from a reasonable distance, audible and sufficient warning of his 
approach by sounding a bell or horn or other appliance approved by 
a licensing officer. The use of a whistle for this purpose 1s prohibited. 


(iv). The driver of any such automobile shall, on the request of any 
police officer or of any person in charge of a horse, or on any such officer 
or person putting up his hand as a signal for that purpose, immediately 
bring such automobile to a standstill, and keep it stationary so long as 
may be reasonably necessary. 
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dimensions, 
management, 
tyres and 
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automobiles, 
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(v). Every such automobile, whilst in motion or stationary on any 
public thoroughfare between half an hour before sunset and half an hour 
after sunrise, shall carry two clearly visible white lights enclosed in lamps, 
one of which shall be affixed to each side of the front of the automobile 
so as to exhibit a conspicuous white light in front, and in the case of a 
carriage or carriages being attached to such automobile there shall also 
be exhibited a clearly visible red light enclosed in a lamp at the rear 
of the last vehicle: provided that in the case of a motor bicycle it shall 
be sufficient if one clearly visible white light enclosed in a lamp be carried 
on the front of such motor bicycle instead of the two white lights 
prescribed above. 


(vi). The cylinder and blow-off taps of any such automobile shall not 
be opened within sight of any horse on any public thoroughfare, nor shall 
the pressure of steam be allowed to exceed the limit fixed by the safety 
valve, so that, except the exhaust from the cylinders when the automobile 
is in motion, no steam shall blow off whilst the automobile is on a public 
thoroughfare. 


(vii). Every such automobile when not in motion shall be drawn 
up close to the side of the road so as to allow a clear roadway for 
passing traffic. 


(viii). The driver of any such automobile shall, when such automobile 
is in motion, remain continually in a position from which he can effec- 
tually control it, and shall not quit the same even when stationary 
without having taken due precaution against its being started in his 
absence, nor, in the case of an automobile propelled by steam or by 
other gases generated within itself, shall he quit the same so long as 
its boiler or other reservoir of energy contains sufficient motive power 
to move the vehicle. 


(ix). No such automobile shall be so driven as that it or any carriage 
attached to it shall meet or pass another automobile or any carriage 
attached to such other automobile upon any bridge. 


(x). Not more than one carriage shall be attached to any such 
automobile not being a traction engine. 


27. (i.) When any traction engine is travelling on any public 
thoroughfare two persons holding certificates of competency under this 
Enactment shall be employed in driving or attending to it, and a third 

rson shall accompany it in such a manner as to be able to give 
immediate assistance to any person in charge of any horse which may 
meet or overtake such traction engine and shall give such assistance 
when required and shall warn persons in charge of horses of the ap- 
proach of the traction engine. 


(ii). When any carriages are attached to any such traction engine 
additional persons shall be employed in attending to such carriages to 
the number of not less than one person to every three carriages. 


28. When any automobile which exceeds two tons in weight, not 
being a traction engine, is travelling on any public thoroughfare, two 
persons holding certificates of competency under this Enactment shall 
be employed in driving or attending to it; and when any carriage is 
attached to such automobile, one of such persons shall be so employed 
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as to be able to attend to such carriage and to give immediate assistance 
to any person in charge of any horse which may meet or overtake 
such automobile and shall give such assistance when required. 


29. In the event of any failure to comply with any of the provi- 
sions of Sections 26, 27 or 28, the owner of the automobile shall, on 
conviciion before a Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exceeding $200, 
but it shall be lawful for such owner on proving that he has incurred 
such fine by reason of the negligence or wilful default of any person 
in charge of or in attendance on such automobile to recover from such 
person the whole or any part of the fine which he may have incurred 
as owner, such sum to be recoverable summarily before the same or 
any other Magistrate by distress and sale of any property belonging 
to such person in the manner provided by law for the recovery of fines. 


80. When any person is found using an automobile in contraven- 
tion of any of the provisions of this Enactment or of any rule made 
thereunder, it shall be lawful for any Police Officer not below the rank 
of Sergeant to take or cause to be taken the automobile with any 
carriage attached thereto to a place of safety there, if the same shall 
be necessary to cause a discontinuance of the offence complained of, 
to be kept until the order of a Magistrate in the matter be obtained. 


831. Any person acting in contravention of any of the provisions of 
this Enactment for the breach of which no penalty is otherwise expressly 
provided shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to fine which 
may extend to $100. 


32. The Government shall incur no liability in respect of any damage 
or loss that may accrue to any person through the failure of any public 
thoroughfare to sustain the weight of any traction engine or of any 
carriay’ drawn thereby. 


33. The Resident may from time to time, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, make rules not inconsistent herewith to regulate the 
issue and form of licences and of certificates of competency under this 
Enactment and the fees to be charged in respect thereof, the speed at 
which and the hours during which automobiles may travel on public 
thoroughfares, the marking of licensed automobiles or carriages with 
number or otherwise, the manner in which drivers’ badges shall be worn 
or displayed, the fees to be charged in respect of marks or badges, the 
rates that may be charged for the conveyance of passenyers or goods on 
automobiles or carriages plying for hire and the payment of the same, the 
number of carriages that may be attached to any traction engine travel- 
ling on any public thoroughfare and generally for the better carrying out 
of the purposes of this Enactment, and may direct that the breach of 
any rule so made shall, on a conviction thereof being obtained before 
Mayistrate, be punishable with a fine not exceeding $100, and such rules 
shall be published in the Gazette and shall thereupon have the force 
of law. 


34, Nothing in this Enactment shall be held to affect any right of 
the Government or of any person to recover compensation from the 
owner or driver of any automobile for any loss, damage or injury which 
may be sustained by the public or by any person by the use of such 
automobile with or without licence.

31. (i). Disobedience of orders, or disrespect shewn by any member of 
the corps to any superior officer or non-commissioned officer, shall be 
forthwith reported to the Divisional Commander. 


(ii). Any non-commissioned officer failing to report any contempt or 
neglect of his authority shall be liablo to reduction.

32. Any member of the corps under arrest shall be suspended from all 
military duty, including target practice, until the case leading to such arrest 
shall have been disposed of. : 


33. Any member of the corps present under arms on parade, or 
performing any administrative duty of a military nature in or out of 
uniform, shall be deemed to be on military duty. 
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34. No officer or volunteer who has been reported as having been 
placed under arrest shall be released except by order of the officer to 
whom he has been so reported, or in the unavoidable absence of such 
officer by order of the officer next in command. 


35. Volunteers in uniform shall at all times salute the Resident- 
General, the Resident, and all commissioned officers of His Majesty’s 
service, and officers of the Malay States Volunteer Rifles when in uniform. 
Volunteers in plain clothes shall salute all officers on the parade ground. 


36. No volunteer shall reply to an officer or non-commissioned officer 
when found fault with on duty or in the ranks. 


37. No volunteer in uniform shall address any officer unless he be 
accompanied by a non-commissioned officer. 


38. No volunteer shall address any officer in writing on any subject 
connected with duty except as provided by Regulation 26. 


39. Whenever any member of the corps shall be deemed by the 
Divisional Commander guilty of any of the offences following, that is to 
say :— 

(a). Neglecting or refusing to attend any parade, inspection, or military 
exercise which he has been ordered to attend ; 

(b). Refusing or neglecting to obey any lawful order of his superior 
officer while going to, present at, or returning from any parade, inspection, 
or military exercise ; 

(c). Behaving in a disorderly manner or in a manner subversive of good 
discipline while going to, present at, or returning from any parade, inspec- 
tion or military exercise ; 

(d). Being in a state of intoxication while going to, present at, or 
returning from any parade, inspection, or military exercise ; 

(e). Being insolent towards his superior officer while in the execution 
of his duty as such officer ; 

(f). Failing to keep in proper order any arms, accoutrements, ammuni- 
tion, appointments or property entrusted to him as a volunteer ; 


Such member may, if an officer, be ordered under arrest, until his case 
is enquired into, and, if not an officer, may be ordered into custody of any 
volunteer, until the parade, inspection, or military exercise is over, and the 
Divisional Commander may, by writing under his hand, order that such 
peep shall pay such fine, not exceeding $10 for each offence, as he may 
think fit. 


40. Subject to the approval of the Divisional Commander, the senior 
officer in command on any parade may impose fines in respect of such

43. (i). Parades—The officer commanding on any parade may direct 
any officer to assume the command for the purpose of drill. 


Gi). The strictest punctuality shall be observed by all ranks in attending 
parades and other duties; and no volunteer shall fall in after his corps has 
been formed up except by special permission of the senior officer present 
on parade. 


(iii). No officer or volunteer arriving on the parade ground after a 
parade has been formed up shall be entitled to a record of attendance for 
efficiency or capitation grant in respect of that parade. 


(iv). At the termination of any parade, drill, or practice, for which 
ammunition has been issued, arms and pouches or bandoliers shall be 
examined, and unused ammunition delivered up, before leaving the ground. 
Officers in command of companies shall be responsible for strict compliance 
with this regulation and shall report to the senior officer present that it has 
been complied with. 


(v). None but enrolled members properly dressed in uniform shall be 
permitted to accompany a volunteer corps or any division thereof at any 
parade, field day, review, or camp of exercise.

ENACTMENT No. 11 or 1902. 


An Enactment to establish a Code of Civil Procedure. . 


J. P. Ropar, c.m.e., [6th September, 1902.] 
British Resident. 
Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 
PRELIMINARY. 

1. This Enactment may be cited as “ The Civil Procedure Code, 
1902,” and is generally referred to hereinafter as “this Code,” and 
shall come into force on the first day of January, 1908. 

2. In this Code, unless there be something repugnant in the 
subject or context— ; 

“Civil prison” means any prison or part of a prison in which 
persons arrested under civil process are confined ; 

“Decree” means the formal expression of an adjudication upon 
any right claimed, or defence set up, in a civil court when such 
adjudication, so far as regards the court expressing it, decides the suit 
or appeal ; 

“Order” means the formal expression of any decision of a civil 
court which is not a decree as above defined ; 

“Conveyance” includes transfer or assignment ; 

“Judgment” means the statement given by the judge of the 
grounds of a decree or order ; 

« Judge” means the presiding officer of a court ; 

“Judgment-debtor” means any person against whom a decree or 
order has been made ; 

e “Legal Adviser” means the Legal Adviser of the Federated Malay 
tates ; 

“ Decree-holder” means any person in whose favour a decree or 
any order capable of execution has been made, and includes any person 
to whom such decree or order is transferred ; 

“Public Prosecutor” bears the same meaning as in the “Criminal 
Procedure Code, 1900” ; 

“Solicitor” means an advocate and solicitor admitted by the 
Judicial Commissioner to practise in the State or in the Federated 
Malay States ; é 

“Foreign court” means a court situate beyond the limits of the 
Federated Malay States ; 

“Foreign judgment” means the judgment of a foreign court ; 

“Public officer” bears the same meaning as “ public servant” in 
the Penal Code; 
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“Federated Malay States” means the four States of Perak, 
Selangor, Pahang and Negri Sembilan ; 

“Lower civil courts”’ means courts of magistrates of the first class 
and courts of magistrates of the second class. 

3. (i.) The Enactments specified in the first schedule are hereby 
repealed to the extent mentioned in the third column thereof. But all 
notifications published, declarations and rules made, places appointed, 
agreements filed, scales prescribed and forms framed under any such 
Enactment, shall, so far as they are consistent with this Code, be 
deemed to be respectively published, made, appointed, filed, prescribed 
and framed hereunder. 

(ii.) When in any Enactment or document passed or made prior 
to the day on which this Code comes into force, reference is made to 
any Enactment hereby repealed, such reference shall, so far as may be 
practicable, be read as applying to this Code or the corresponding part 
thereof. 

4. (i.) The whole of this Code extends (so far as it is applicable) 
to the court of the Senior Magistrate. 

(ii.) The chapters and sections specified in the second schedule 
extend (so far as they are applicable) to the lower civil courts. The 
other chapters and sections do not extend to such courts. 

(iii.) Nothing contained.in this Code applies to the court of the 
Judicial Commissioner.

PART I. 
OF SUITS IN GENERAL. 
CHAPTER I. 


OF RES JUDICATA. 

6. Except where a suit has been stayed under section 14, the 
court shall not try any suit in which the matter in issue is also directly 
and substantially in issue in a previously instituted suit for the same 
relief between the same parties, or between parties under whom they or 
any of them claim, pending in the same or any other court, whether 
superior or inferior, in the Federated Malay States, having jurisdiction 
to grant such relief. 


CIVIL PROCEDURE CODE. 3 


Explunation. ‘The pendency of a suit in a foreign court does not 
preclude the courts in the Federated Mulay States from trying a suit 
founded on the same cause of action. 


7. No court shall try any suit or issue in which the matter directly Res judicata, 
and substantially in issue—- 

Has been directly and substantially in issue in a former suit 
between the same parties, or between parties under whom they or any 
of them claim, litigating under the same title, in a court of jurisdic- 
tion competent to try such subsequent suit or the suit in which such 
issue has been subsequently raised ; and 

Has been heard and finally decided by such court. 

Explanation I.—The matter above referred to must in the former 
suit have been alleged by one party and either denied or admitted, 
expressly or impliedly, by the other. 

Explanation II.—Any matter which might and ought to have been 
made ground of defence or attack in such former suit shall be deemed 
to have been a matter direetly and substantially in issue in such suit. 

E.planation ITI.—Any relief claimed in the plaint, which is not 
expressly granted by the decree, shall, for the purpose of this section, 
be deemed to have been refused. 

Explanation IV.—A decision is final within the meaning of this 
section when it is such as the court making it could not alter (except 
on review) on the application of either party or reconsider of its own 
motion. A decision liable to appeal may be final within the meaning 
of this section until the appeal is made. 

Explanation V.—Where persons litigate bondi fide in respect of a 
private right claimed in common for themselves and others, all persons 
interested in such right shall, for the purpose of this section, be deemed 
to claim under the persons so litigating. 

Explanation VI.—Where a foreign judgment is relied on, the pro- 
duction of the judgment duly authenticated is presumptive evidence 
that the court which made it had competent jurisdiction, unless the 
contrary appear on the record ; but such presumption may be removed 
by proving the want of jurisdiction. 


8. No foreign judgment shall operate as a bar to a suit in the when foreign 


See eee 
(a) If it has not been given on the merits of the case ; the State. 


(b) If it appears on the face of the proceedings to be founded on 
an incorrect view of international law or of any law in 
force in the State ; 

(c) If it isin the opinion of the court before which it is produced 
contrary to natural justice ; 

(d) If it has been obtained by fraud ; 

(e) If it sustains a claim founded on a breach of any law in force 
in the State. . 


Where a suit is instituted in the State on the judgment of any 
foreign court in Asia or Africa, except a court of record established 
by letters patent of His Britannic Majesty or any predecessor of His 
Britannic Majesty or a supreme consular court established by an 
order of His Britannic Majesty in Council, the court in which the 
suit is instituted shall not be precluded from enquiry into the merits 
of the case in which the judgment was passed. 
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CHAPTER II. 
OF THE PLACE OF SUING. 
9. Every suit shall be instituted in the court of the lowest grade 
competent to try it. 


10. The provisions of this chapter are subject to the limitations 
prescribed by the “Courts Enactment, 1900,” as to the jurisdiction’ of 
the courts for the administration of civil justice in the State. 


11. Suits in the Senior Magistrate’s court may be instituted in 
any district of the State in which that court has an office for the issue 
of process. 


12. (i.) The Resident may, from time to time, by notification in 
the Gazrtte, define the local limits of the lower civil courts. Unless and 
until the Resident exercises this power, the local limits of the lower 
civil courts shall be those existing at the time when this Code comes 
into force. ° 


(ii.) All suits in the lower civil courts shall be instituted in a court 
within the local limits of whose jurisdiction— 

(a) The cause of action arises ; or 

(b) All the defendants, at the time of the commencement of the 
suit, actually and voluntarily reside, or carry on business, 
or personally work for gain ; or 

(c) Any of the defendants, at the time of the commencement of 
the suit, actually and voluntarily resides, or carries on 
business or personally works for gain. Provided that 
either the leave of the court is given, or the defendants 
who do not reside, or carry on business, or personally work 
for gain, as aforesaid, acquiesce in such institution. 


Explanation I.—Where a person has a permanent dwelling at one 

lace and also lodging at another place for a temporary purpose only, 

fe shall be deemed to reside at both places in respect of any cause of 
action arising at the place where he has such temporary lodging. 


Explanation II.—A corporation or company shall be deemed to 
carry on business at its sole or principal office in the State, or, in respect 
of any cause of action arising at any place where it has also a subor- 
dinate office, at such place. 


Explanation III.—In suits arising out of contract, the cause of 
action arises within the meaning of this section at any of the following 
places—namely, 

(a) The place where the contract was made; 
(b) The place where the contract was to be performed or per- 
formance thereof completed ; 
(c) The place where in performance of the contract any money 
to which the suit relates was expressly or impliedly payable. 
ILLUSTRATIONS. 


(a) Ais a tradesman in Telok Anson. B carries on business in Ipoh. B, 
by his agent in Telok Anson, buys goods of A, and requests A to deliver them 
to the Perak State Railway. A delivers the goods accordingly in Telok Anson. 
A may sue B for the price of the goods either in Telok Anson, where the cause 
of action has arisen, or in Ipoh, wherB carries on business. 
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(b) A resides at Kuala Kubu, B at Kuala Lumpur and C at Klang. A, B 
and C being together at Kajang, B and C make a joint promissory note payable 
on demand, and deliver it to A. A may sue B and C at Kajang, where the 
cause of action arose. He may also sue them at Kuala Lumpur, where B 
resides, or at Klang, where C resides; but in each of these cases, if the non- 
resident defendant objects, the suit cannot be maintained without the leave of 
the court. 

(iii.) The Senior Magistrate may, on the application of any party, 
or of his own motion, withdraw any suit pending in a lower civil court 
and try the suit himself, or transfer it for trial to any other lower civil 
court competent to try the same in respect of its nature or the amount 
or value of its subject-matter. 


13. In suits for compensation for wrong done to person ‘or 
movable property, if the wrong was done within the local limits of 
the jurisdiction of one court and the defendant resides, or carries on 
business, or personally works for gain, within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of another court, the plaintiff may at his option sue in 
either of the said courts. 

ILLUSTEATIONS. 

(a) A, residing in Seremban, beats B in Port Dickson. B may sue A either 
in Port Dickson or in Seremban. 

(b) A, residing in Kuala Lipis, publishes in Pekan statements defamatory 
of B. B may sue A either in Pekan or in Kuala Lipis. 

c) A, travelling on the line of a railway company whose principal office is 
at Telok Anson, is upset and injured at Ipoh by negligence imputable to the 
company. He may sue the company either at Telok Anson or at Ipoh. 

14. (i.) Ifa suit which may be instituted in more than one court 
is instituted in a court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the 
defendant or all the defendants does not or do not actually and 
voluntarily reside, or carry on business, or personally work for gain, 
the defendant or any defendant may, after giving notice in writing to 
the other parties of his intention to apply to the court to stay proceed- 
ings, apply to the court accordingly ; 

(ii.) And, if the court after hearing such of the parties as desire to 
be heard, is satisfied that justice is more likely to be done by the suit 
being instituted in some other court, it may stay proceedings either 
finally or till further order, and make such order as it thinks fit as to 
the costs already incurred by the parties or any of them. 

(iii.) In such case, if the plaintiff so requires, the court shall return 
the plaint with un endorsement thereon of the order staying proceedings. 

(iv.) Every such application shall be made within fourteen days 
after service of the summons on the applicant, and any defendant not so 
applying shall be deemed to have acquiesced in the institution of the suit. 

15. Where the court, under section 14, stays proceedings, and the 
plaintiff re-institutes his suit in another court, the plaintiff shall not be 
chargeable with any court fee. 

Provided that the proper fee has been levied on the institution of 
the suit in the former court, and that the pluint has been returned by 
such court. 


CHAPTER III. 
OF PARTIES AND THEIR APPEARANCES, APPLICATIONS AND ACTS. 


16. All persons may be joined us plaintiffs in whom the right to 
any relief claimed is alleged to exist, whether jointly, severally or in 
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the alternative, in respect of the same cause of action. And judgment 
may be given for such one or more of the plaintiffs as may be found to 
be entitled to relief, for such relief as he or they may be entitled to, 
without any amendment. But the defendant, though unsuccessful, 
shall be entitled to his costs occasioned by so joining any person who 
is not found entitled to relief, unless the court in disposing of the 
costs of the suit otherwise directs. 


17. Where a suit has been instituted in the name of the wrong 
person as plaintiff, or where it is doubtful whether it has been insti- 
tuted in the name of the right plaintiff, the court may at any stage of 
the suit, if satistied that the suit has been so commenced through a 
bonii fide mistake, and that it is necessary for the determination of the 
real matter in dispute so to do, order any other person or persons with 
his or their consent to be substituted or udded as plaintiff or plaintiffs 
upon such terms as the court thinks just. 


18. All persons may be joined as defendants against whom the 
right to any relief is alleged to exist, whether jointly, severally or in 
the alternative, in respect of the same matter. And judgment may be 
given ayainst such one or more of the defendants as may be found to 
be liable, according to their respective liabilities, without any 
amendment. 

19. The plaintiff may, at his option, join as parties to the same 
suit all or any of the persons severally, or jointly and severally, liable 
on any one contract, including parties to bills of exchange and promis- 
sory notes. 

20. Where there are numerous parties having the same interest in 
one suit, one or more of such parties may, with the permission of the 
court, sue or be sued, or may defend, in such suit, on behalf of all 
parties so interested. But the court shall in such case give, at the 
plaintiff's expense, notice of the institution of the suit to all such 
parties either by personal | service or (if from the number of parties or 
any other cause such service is not reasonably practicable) by public 
advertisement, as the court in each case may direct. 


21. (i.) No suit shall be defeated by reason of the misjoinder or 
nonjoinder of parties, and the court may in every suit deal with the 
matter in controversy 8o far as regards the rights and interests of the 
parties actually before it. 

(ii.) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to enable plain- 
tiffs to join in respect of distinct causes of action. 


22. (i.) The court may, on or before the first hearing, upon the 
application of either party, and on such terms as the court thinks just, 
order that the name of any party, whether as plaintiff or as defendant, 
improperly joined, be struck out; 

(ii.) And the court may at any time either upon or without such 
application, and on such terms as the court thinks just, order that any 
plaintiff be made a defendant or that any defendant be made a plain- 
tiff, and that the name of any person who ought to have been joined, 
whether as plaintiff or defendant, or whose presence before the court 
may be necessary in order to enable the court effectually and com- 
pletely to adjudicate upon and settle all the questions involved in the 
suit, be added. 

(iii.) No person shall be added as a plaintiff, or as the next friend 
of a plaintiff, without his own consent thereto. 
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(iv.) Any person on whose behalf a suit is instituted or defended 
under section 20, may apply to the court to be made a purty to such 
suit. 


(v.) All parties whose names are so added as defendants shall be 
served with a summons in manner hereinafter mentioned, and (subject 
to the provisions of the law for the time being relating to the limita- 
tion of suits) the proceedings as against them shall be deemed to have 
begun only on the service of such summons. : 


(vi.) The court may give the conduct of tke suit to such plaintiff 
as it deems proper. 

23. Where a defendant is added, the plaint, if previously filed, 
shall, unless the court direct otherwise, be amended in such manner as 


may be necessary, and an amended copy of the summons shall be 
served on the new defendant and the original defendants, 


24. All objections for want of parties, or for joinder of parties who 
have no interest in the suit, or for misjoinder as co-plaintiffs or co- 
defendants, shall be taken at the earliest possible opportunity, and in 
all cases before the first hearing; and any such objection not so taken 
shall be deemed to have been waived by the defendant. 


25. When there are more plaintiffs than one, any one or more of 
them may be authorised by any other of them to appear, plead or act 
for such other in any proceeding under this Code: and in like manner, 
when there are more defendants than one, any one or more of them 
may be authorised by any other of them to appear, plead or act for 
such other in any such proceeding. 

The authority shall be in writing signed by the party giving it, and 
shall be filed in court. 


RECOGNISED AGENTS AND SOLICITORS. 

26. Any appearance, application or act in or to any court, required 
or authorised by law to be made or done by a party to a suit or appeal 
in such court, may, except when otherwise expressly provided by any 
law for the time being in force, be made or done by the party in person, 
or by his recognised agent, or by a solicitor duly appointed to act on 
his behalf. 

Provided that any such appearance shall be made by the party in 
person, if the court so direct. 


27. The recognised agents of parties by whom such appearances, 
applications and acts may be made or done are— 


(a) Persons holding powers of attorney from parties not resident 
within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the court 
within which limits the appearance, application or act 
is made or done, authorising them to make and do such 
appearances, applications and acts on behalf of such parties ; 

(b) Persons carrying on trade or business for and in the names of 
parties not resident within the local limits of the jurisdic. 
tion of the court within which limits the appearance, 
application or act is made or done, in matters connected 
with such trade or business only, where no other agent is 
expressly. authorised to make and do such appearances, 
applications and acts. 
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28. (i.) Processes served on the recognised agent of a party toa 
suit or appeal shall be as effectual as if the same had been served on 
the party in person, unless the court otherwise directs. 

(ii.) The provisions of this Code for the service of process on a 
party to a suit shall apply to the service of process on his recognised 
agent. : 

29. The appointment of a solicitor to make or do any appearance, 
application or act as aforesaid shall be in writing and be filed 
in court. When so filed it shall be considered to be in force until 
revoked, with the leave of the court, by a writing siyned by the client 
and filed in court, or until the client or the solicitor dies, or all pro- 
ceedings in the suit are ended so far as regards the client. 


30. Processes served on the solicitor of any party or left at the 
office of such solicitor, or at his ordinary residence if he have no office, 
relative to a suit or appeal, and whether the same be for the personal 
appearance of the party or not, shall be presumed to be duly com- 
municated and made known to the party whom the solicitor represents, 
and, unless the court otherwise directs, shall be as effectual for all 
purposes in relation to tke suit or appeal as if the same had been given 
to or served on the party in person. 

31. (i.) Besides the recognised agents described in section 27 any 
person residing within the jurisdiction of the court may be appointed 
an agent to accept service of process. 

(ii.) Such appointment may be special or general and shall be 
made by an instrument in writing signed by the principal, and such 
instrument, or, if the appointment be general, a duly attested copy 
thereof, shall be filed in court. 


CHAPTER IV. 


OF THE FRAME OF THE SUIT. 

32. Every suit shall, as far as practicable, be so framed as to afford 
ground for a final decision upon the subjects in dispute, and 20 to 
prevent further litigation concerning them. 

33. (i.) Every suit shall include the whole uf the claim which the 
plaintiff desires to make in respect of the cause of action; but a 
plaintiff may relinquish any portion of his claim in order to bring the 
suit within the jurisdiction of any court. 

(ii.) If a plaintiff omit to sue in respett of, or intentionally relin- 
quish, any portion of his claim, he shal] nut afterwards sue in respect, 
of the portion so omitted or relinquished. 

(iii.) A person entitled to more than one remedy in respect of the 
same cause of action may sue for all or any of his remedies; but, if he 
omits (except with the leave of the court obtained before the first 
hearing) to sue for any of such remeilies, he shall not afterwards sue 
for the remedy so omitted. 

(iv.) For the purpose of this section an obligation and a collateral 
security for its performance shall be deemed to constitute but one 
cause of action. 

ILLUSTRATION. 
A leta a house to B at a yearly rent of $1,200. The rent for the whole of 


the years 1881 and 1882 is due and unpaid. A sues B only for the rent due for 
1882. A shall not afterwards sue B for the rent due for 1881, 
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34. Rule (a).—No cause of action shall, unless with the leave of 
the court, be joined with a suit for the recovery of immovable property 
or to obtain a declaration of title to immovable property, except— 
(i.) Claims in respect of mesne profits or arrears of rent in respect 
of the property claimed ; 
(ii.). Damages for breach of any contract under which the property 
or any part thereof is held; and 
(iii.) Claims by a mortgagee or chargee to enforce any of his 
remedies under the mortgage or charge. 

Rule (b).—No claim by or against an executor or administrator 
as such, shall be joined with claims by or against him personally, 
unless the last-mentioned claims are alleged to arise with reference 
to the estate in respect of which the plaintiff or defendant sues or is 
sued as executor or administrator or ure such as he was entitled to, or 
liable for, jointly with the deceased person whom he represents. 


35. (i.) Subject to the rules contained in Chapter IT. and in section 
34, the plaintiff may unite in the same suit several causes of action against 
the same defendant or the same defendants jointly; and any plaintiffs 
having causes of action in which they are jointly interested against the 
same defendant, or the same defendants jointly, may unite such causes 
of action in the same suit. 


(ii.) But if it appear to the court that any such causes of action 
cannot be conveniently tried or disposed of together, the court may, at 
any time before the first hearing, of its own motion or on the appli- 
cation of any defendant, or at any subsequent stage of the suit, if the 

ties agree, order separate trials of any such causes of action to be 
fea or make such other order as may be necessary or expedient for the 
separate disposal thereof. 

(iii.) When causes of action are united, the jurisdiction of the court 
as regards the suit shall depend on the amount or value of the 
aggregate subject-matters at the date of instituting the suit, whether 
or not an order has been made under the second paragraph of this 
section. 


36. Any defendant alleging that the plaintiff has united in the 
same suit several causes ot action which cannot be conveniently 
disposed of in one suit, may at any time before the first hearing, or, 
where issues are settled, before any evidence is recorded, apply to the 
court for an order confining the suit to such of the causes of action as 
may be conveniently disposed of in one suit. 

37. (i.) If, on the hearing of such application, it appears to the 
court that the causes of action are such as cannot all be conveniently 
disposed of in one suit, the court may order any of such causes of action 
to teecunaed, and may direct the plaint to be amended accordingly, 
and may make such order as to costs as may be just. 

(ii.) Every amendment made under this section shall be attested 
by the signature of the judge. 


CHAPTER V. 


OF THE INSTITUTION OF SUITS. 


38. Every suit shall be instituted by presenting a plaint to the 
court or such officer as it appoints in this behalf. 
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39. The plaint must be distinctly written in English. 
40. (i.) The plaint must contain the following particulars :— 
(a) The name of the court in which the suit is brought; 
(b) The name, description and place of residence of the plaintiff ; 


(c) The name, description and place of residence of the defendant, 
so far us they can be ascertained ; 


(d) A plain and concise statement of the circumstances consititut- 
ing the cause of action, and where and when it arose; 


(e) A demand of the relief which the plaintiff claims; and 


(f) If the plaintiff has allowed a set-off or relinquished a portion 
of his claim, the amount so allowed or relinquished. 


(ii.) If the plaintiff seeks the recovery of money, the plaint must 
state the precise amount, so far as the case admits. 


(iii.) In a suit for mesne profits, and in a suit for the amount which 
will be found due to the plaintiff on taking unsettled accounts between 
him and the defendant, the plaint need only state approximately the 
amount sued for. 


(iv.) When the plaintiff sues in a representative character, the 
plaint should show not only that he has an actual existing interest in 
the subject-matter, but that he has taken the steps necessary to enable 
him to institute a suit concerning it. 


ILLUSTRATIONS. 


(a) A sues as B’s executor. The plaint must state that A has proved B’s 
will. 


(b) A sues as C’s administrator. The plaint must state that A has taken 
out administration to C’s estate. 

(v.) The plaint must show that the defendant is or claims to be 
interested in the subject-matter, and that he is liable to be called upon 
to answer the plaintiff's demand. 


ILLUSTRATION. 

A dies, leaving B his executor, C his legatee and D a debtor to A’s estate. 
C sues D te compel him to pay his debt in satisfaction of C’s legacy. The 
plaint must show that B has causelessly refused to sue D, or that B and D 
have colluded for the purpose of defrauding C, or other such circumstances 
rendering D liable to C. 

(vi.) If the cause of action arose beyond the period ordinarily allowed 
by any law for instituting the suit, the plaint must show the ground 
upon which exemption from such law is claimed. 


41, The plaint shall be signed by the plaintiff and his solicitor (if 
any), and shall be verified at the foot by the plaintiff or by some other 
person proved to the satisfaction of the court to be acquainted with 
the facts of the case. 


Provided that, if the plaintiff is, by reason of absence or for other 
good cause, unable to sign the plaint, it may be signed by any person 
duly authorised by him in this behalf. 


42, The verification must be to the effect that the same is true to 
the knowledge of the person making it, except as to matters stated on 
information and belief, and that as to those matters he believes it to be 
true. 


The verification shall be signed by the person making it. 
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43. The plaint may, at the discretion of the court— 


(a) At, or at any time before, the settlement of issues be rejected 
if it does not disclose u cause of action ; 

(b) At, or at any time before, the settlement of issues be returned 
for amendment within a time to be fixed by the court, and 
upon such terms as to the payment of costs occasioned by 
such amendment as the court thinks fit, if it— 

(i.) Is not signed and verified as hereinbefore required, 

(ii.) Does not state correctly and without prolixity the several 
particulars hereinbefore eanived or contains par- 
ticulars other than those so required, 

(iii.) Is wrongly framed by reason of nonjoinder or misjoinder 
of ache or joins causes of action which ought not 

joined in the same suit, or 

(iv.) Is not framed in accordance with the provisions of 
section 32; 

(c) At any time before judgment be amended by the court upon 
such terms as to the payment of costs as the court thinks 
fit. 

Provided that a plaint shall not be amended either by the party to 
whom it is returned for amendment, or by the court, so as to convert 
a suit of one character into a suit of another and inconsistent 
character. 

When a plaint is amended under this section the amendment shall 
be attested by the signature of the judge. 

44. The plaint shall be rejected in the following cases :— 

(a) If the relief sought is undervalued, and the plaintiff on 
being required by the court to correct the valuation within 
a time to be fixed by the court, fails to do so; 

(b) If the relief sought is properly valued, but the plaint is 
written upon paper insufficiently stamped, and the plaintiff, 
on being required by the court to supply properly stamped 
paper within a time to be fixed by the court, fails to do 80 ; 

(c) If the suit appears from the statement in the plaint to be 
barred by any positive rule of law ; 

(d) If the plaint having been returned for amendment within a 
time fixed by the court, is not amended within such time. 


45. When a plaint is rejected the judge shall record with his own 
hand an order to that effect with the reason for such order. 


46. The rejection of the plaint on any of the grounds hereinbefore 
mentioned shall not of its own force preclude the plaintiff from pre- 
senting a fresh plaint in respect of the same cause of action. 

47. (i.) The plaict shall be returned to be presented to the proper 
court— 

(a) If a suit has been instituted in a court whose grade is lower 
or higher than that of the court competent to try it, where 
such court exists or when no option as to the selection of 
the court is allowed by law; 

(b) If the suit is one which ‘under the provisions of the “Courts 
Enactment, 1900,” the court to which the plaint has been 
presented has no jurisdiction to try; 
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(c) If, in any other case, it appears that the cause of action did 
not arise, and that none of the defendants are dwelling or 
carrying on business, or personally working for gain, within 
the local limits of the jurisdiction of the court to which the 
plaint is presented. 

(ii.) On returning a plaint the judge, or the registrar by his order, 
shall endorse thereon the date of its presentation and return, the name 
of the party presenting it, and a brief statement of the reason for 
returning it. 

48. (i.) The plaintiff shall endorse on the plaint, or annex thereto, 
a memorandum of the documents (if any) which he has produced along 
with it; and, if the plaint be admitted, shall present as many copies 
on plain paper of the plaint as there are defendants, unless the court 
by reason of the length of the plaint or the number of the defendants, 
or for any other sufficient reason, permits him to present a like number 
of concise statements of the nature of the claim made, or of the relief 
or remedy required, in the suit, in which case he shall present such 
concise statements. 

(ii.) If the plaintiff sues, or the defendant or any of the defendants 
is sued, in a representative capucity, such concise statements shall show 
in what capacity the plaintiff or defendant sues or is sued. 

(iii.) The plaintiff may, by leave of the court, amend such concise 
statements so as to make them correspond with the pluint. 

(iv.) The chief ministerial officer of the court shall sign such memo- 
randum and copies or concise statements if, on examination, he finds 
them to be correct. 

(v.) The court shall also cause the particulars mentioned in section 
40 to be entered in a book to be kept for the purpose and called the 
register of civil suits. Such entries shall be numbered in every year 
according to the order in which the plaint is admitted. 


49. (i.) If a plaintiff sues upon a document in his possession or 
power, he shall produce it in the court when the plaint is presented, 
and shall at the same time deliver the document or a copy thereof to 
be filed with the plaint. 


(ii.) If he rely on any other documents (whether in his possession 
or power or not) as evidence in support of his claim, he shall enter 
such documents in a list to be added or annexed to the plaint. 


(iii.) This section applies only to such documents as are in their 
nature the essence of the case and on which the plaint is founded. 


&O. In the case of any such document not in his possession or 
power, he shall, if possible, state in whose possession or power it is. 


81. In case of any suit founded upon a negotiable instrument, if 
it be proved that the instrument is lost, and if an indemnity be given 
by the plaintiff, to the satisfaction of the court, against the claims of 
any other person upon such instrument, the court may make such 
decree as it would have made if the plaintiff had produced the instru- 
ment in court when the plaint was presented, and had at the same 
time delivered a copy of the instrument to be filed with the plaint. 


52. (i.) If the document on which the plaintiff sues be an entry 
in a shop-book or other book in his possession or power, the plaintiff 
shall produce the book at the time of filing the plaint, together with a 
copy of the entry on which he relies. 
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(ii.) The court, or such officer as it appoints in this behalf, shall 
forthwith mark the document for the purpose of identification ; and, 
after examining and comparing the copy with the original and attesting 
the copy if found correct, shall return the book to the plaintiff and 
cause the copy to be filed. 

83. (i.) A document which ought to be produced in court by the 
plaintiff when the plaint is presented, or to 3 entered in the list to’be 
added or annexed to the plaint, and which is not produced or entered 
accordingly, shall not, without the leave of the court, be received in 
evidence on his behalf at the hearing of the suit. 

(ii.) Nothing in this section applies to documents produced for 
cross-examination of the defendant’s witnesses, or in answer to any 
case set up by the defendant or handed to a witness merely to refresh 
his memory. 


CHAPTER VI. 
OF THE ISSUE AND SERVICE OF SUMMONS. 


ISSUE OF SUMMONS. 

&4. When the plaint has been registered, and the copies or concise 
statements required by section 48 have been filed, a summons may be 
issued to each defendant to appear and answer the claim on a day to 
be therein specified,—— 

(a) In person ; or 

(b) By a solicitor duly instructed and able to answer all material 
questions relating to the suit; or 

(c) By a solicitor accompanied ,by some other person able to 
auswer all such questions. 

Every such summons shall be signed by the chief ministerial officer 
of the court, and shall be sealed with the seal of the court. 

Provided that no such summons shall be issued when the defen- 
dant has appeared at the presentation of the plaint and admitted the 
plaintiff's claim. 

5&5. Every such summons shall be accompanied by one of the 
copies or concise statements mentioned in section 48. 

&6. If the court sees reason to require the personal appearance of 
the defendant, the summons shall order him to appear in person in 
court on the day therein specified. 

If the court sees reason to require the personal appearance of the 
plaintiff on the same day, it may make an order for such appearance. 

5&7. No party shall be ordered to appear in person unless he re- 
sides within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the court. 

&8. The court shall determine, at the time of issuing the sum- 
mons, whether it shall be for the settlement of issues only, or for the 
final disposal of the suit; and the summons shall contain a direction 
accordingly. 

Provided that, in every suit heard by any court other than that of 
the Senior Magistrate, the summons shall be for the final disposal 
of the suit. 

&9. The day for the appearance of the defendant shall be fixed by 
the court with reference to its current business, the place of residence 
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of the defendant and the time necessary for the service of the 
summons; and the day shall be so fixed as to allow the defendant 
sufficient time to enable him to appear and answer on such day. 

What shall be deemed “ sufficient time” must be determined with 
reference to the circumstances of the case. 


60. The summons to appear and answer shall order the defendant, 
to produce any document in his possession or power, containing 
evidence relating to the merits of the plaintiff's case, or upon which 
the defendant intends to rely in support of his case. 


61. When the summons is for the final disposal of the suit, it 
shall direct the defendant to produce, on the day fixed for his 
appearance, the witnesses upon whose evidence he intends to rely in 
support of his case. 

SERVICE OF SUMMONS. 

62. If the defendant resides within the jurisdiction of the court in 
which the suit is instituted, or has an agent resident within that 
jurisdiction who is empowered to accept the service of the summons, 
the summons shall ordinarily be delivered or sent to the proper officer 
to be served by him or one of his subordinates. 


63. Service of the summons shall be made by delivering or tender- 
ing a copy thereof signed by the chief ministerial officer of the court, 
and sealed with the seal of the court. 


64. When there are more defendants than one, service of the 
summons shall be made on each defendant. 

Provided that, if the defendants are partners, and the suit relates 
to a partnership-transaction or to an actionable wrong in respect of 
which relief is claimable from the firm, the service may be made, unless 
the court directs otherwise, either (a) on one defendant for himself and 
for the other defendants, or (b) on any person having the management 
of the business of the partnership at the principal place, within the 
local limit of the court’s civil jurisdiction, of such business. 

68. Whenever it may be practicable, the service shall be made on 
the defendant in person, unless he have an agent empowered to accept 
the service, in which case service on such agent shall be sufficient. 


66. In a suit relating to any business or work against a person 
who does not reside within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
court from which the summons issues, service on any manager or agent, 
who, at the time of service, personally carries on such business or work 
for such person within such limits, shall be deemed good service. 

For the purpose of this section the master of a ship is the agent of 
his owner or charterer. 


67. In a suit to obtain relief respecting, or compensation for wrong 
to, immovable property, if the service cannot be made on the defendant 
in person, and the defendant have no agent empowered to accept the 
service, it may be made on any agent of the defendant in charge of the 
property. 

68. If in any suit the defendant cannot be found and if he have no 
agent empowered to accept the service of the summons on his behalf, 
the service may be made on any adult male member of the family of 
the defendant who is residing with him. 

Ezplanation.—A servant is not a member of the family within 
the meaning of this section. 
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69. When the serving-officer delivers or tenders a copy of the 


summons to the defendant personally, or to an agent or other person jedgm 


on his behalf, he shall require the signature of the person to whom the 
copy is so delivered or tendered to an acknowledgment of service 
endorsed on the original summons. 


70. If the defendant or other person refuses or is unable to sign 
the acknowledgment— 


Or if the serving-officer cannot find the defendant, and there is no 
agent empowered to accept the service of the summons on his behalf, 
nor any other person on whom the service can be made, 


The serving-officer shall affix a copy of the summons on the outer 
door of the house in which the defendant ordinarily resides and then 
return the original to the court from which it issued, with a return 
endorsed thereon or annexed thereto stating that he has so affixed the 
copy and the circumstances under which he did so. 


71. The serving-officer shall, in all cases in which the summons has 
been served under section 69, endorse or annex, or cause to be endorsed 
or annexed, on or to the original summons, a return stating the time 
when and the manner in which the summons was served. 


72. (i.) When a summons is returned under section 70, the court 
shall, if the return under that section has not been verified by the 
affidavit of the serving-officer, and may if it has been so verified, 
examine the serving-officer on affirmation, or cause him to be so examined 
by another court, touching his proceedings, and may make guch further 
enquiry in the matter as it thinks fit; and shall either declare that the 
summons has been duly served or order such service as it thinks fit. 


(ii.) Where the court is satisfied that there is reason to believe 
that the defendant is keeping out of the way for the purpose of 
avoiding the service, or that for any other reason the summons cannot 
be served in the ordinary way, the court shall order the summons to be 
served by affixing a copy thereof in some conspicuous place in the court- 
house, and also upon some conspicuous part of the house, if any, in 
which the defendant is known to have last resided, or in such other 
manner as the court thinks fit. he 

(iii.) The court may also, in any case falling within the terms of 
sub-section (ii.), make an order for the substitution for service of 
notice by advertisement in the Gazette and in such local newspaper or 
newspapers as the court may think fit. 


73. The service substituted by order of the court shall be as 
effectual as if it had been made on the defendant personally. 


74. Whenever service is substituted by order of the court, the 
court shall fix such time for the appearance of the defendant as the 
case may require. 


75. (i.) If the defendant resides within the jurisdiction of any 
court other than the court in which the suit is instituted and has no 
agent resident within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the latter 


court empowered to accept the service of the summons, such court’ 


shall send the summons, either by one of its officers or by post, to any 
court, having jurisdiction at the place where the defendant resides, by 
which it can be conveniently served, and shall fix such time for the 
appearance of the defendant as the case may require. 
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(ii.) The court to which the summons is sent shall, upon receipt 
thereof, proceed as if it had been issued by such court, and shall then 
return the summons to the court from which it originally issued, 
together with the record (if any) made under this paragraph. 


76. (i.) If the defendant be in gaol, the summons shall be delivered 
to the officer in charge of the gaol, in which the defendant is confined, 
and such officer shall cause the summons to be served upon the 
defendant. 

* (ii.) The summons shall be returned to the court from which it 
issued, with a statement of the service endorsed thereon and signed by 
the officer in charge of the gaol, and by the defendant. 


77. If the gaol in which the defendant is confined is not in the 
district in which the suit is instituted, the summons inay be sent by 
post or otherwise to the officer in charge of such gaol, and such officer 
shall cause the summons to be served upon the defendant, and shall 
return the summons to the court from which it issued, with a state- 
ment of the service endorsed thereon, and signed as provided in 
section 76. 

78. If the defendant does not reside in the State, or in any other 
of the Federated Malay States, or in the Colony, and has no agent in 
the State empowered to accept the service, the summons shall be 
addressed to the defendant at the place where he is residing and for- 
warded to him by registered post, if the defendant’s address be known 
and if there be postal communication between such place and the place 
where the eourt is situate. 


79. If the defendant resides in the Colony, or in any other of the 
Federated Malay States, the summons may be sent by registered post 
to the registrar or to an assistant registrar of the Supreme Court of 
the Colony, or to a magistrate of the State in which the defendant 
resides, and if the summons be returned with an endorsement of 
service thereon and with an affidavit of such service purporting tu 
have been made before and authenticated by the official seal of such 
registrar, assistant registrar or magistrate, the summons shall be 
deemed to have been duly served. 


80. (i.) The court may, notwithstanding anything hereinbefore 
contained, substitute for the summons a letter signed by the judge 
when the defendant is, in the opinion of the court, of a rank which 
entitles him to such mark of consideration. 

(ii.) The letter shall contain all the particulars required to be 
stated in the summons, and, subject to the provisions contained in 
section 81, shall be treated in all respects as a summons. 


81. When a letter is so substituted for a summons, it may be sent 
to the defendant by registered post or by a special messenger selected by 
the court, or in any other manner which the court thinks fit; unless 
the defendant has an agent empowered to accept service of summons, 
in which case the letter may be delivered or sent to such agent. 

SERVICE OF PROCESS. 

82. (i.) Every process issued under this Code shall be served at 
the expense of the party on whose behalf it is issued, unless the court 
otherwise directs. 

(ii.) The court fee leviable for such service shall be levied within a 
time to be fixed by the court before the process is issued. 
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83. Subject to the provisions of sections 26 to 31, all notices and 
orders required by this Code to be given to or served on any person shall 
be in writing, and shall be served in the manner hereinbefore provided 
for the service of summons. 


POSTAGE. 


84. (i.) Postage, where chargeable on any notice, summons or 
letter issued under this Code and forwarded by post, and the fee for 
registering the same, shall be paid within a time to be fixed by the 
court before the communication is forwarded. 


(ii.) Provided that the Judicial Commissioner, with the approval of 
the Resident-General, may remit such postage or fee, or both, or may 
prescribe a scale of court fees to be levied in lieu thereof. 


CHAPTER VII. 


OF THE APPEARANCE OF THE PARTIES AND CONSEQUENCE 
OF NON-APPEAKANCE, 

85. On the day fixed in the summons for the defendant to appear 
and answer, the parties shall be in attendance at the court-house in 
person or by their respective solicitors, and the suit shall then be 
heard, unless the hearing be adjourned to a future day fixed by 
the court. 


86. If, on the day so fixed for the defendant to appear and answer, 
it be found that the summons has not been served upon him in conse- 
quence of the failure of the plaintiff to pay the court-fee leviable for 
such service, the court may order that the suit be dismissed. 


Provided that no such order shall be passed, although the summons 
has not been served upon the defendant, if, on the day fixed for him 
to appear and answer, he attends in person or by agent, when he is 
allowed to appear by agent. 


87. If on the day fixed for the defendant to appear and answer, or 
on any other subsequent day to which the hearing of the suit is 
adjourned, neither party appears, the suit shall be dismissed, unless 
the judge, for reasons to be recorded under his hand, otherwise directs. 


88. (i.) Whenever a suit is dismissed under section 86 or section 87, 
the plaintiff may (subject to the law of limitation) bring a fresh suit ; 
or if, within the period of thirty days from the date of the order 
dismissing the suit, he satisfies the court that. there was a sufficient 
excuse for his not paying the court fee required within the time allowed 
for the service of ihe summons, or for his non-appearance, as the case 
may be, the court shall pass an order to set aside the dismissal and 
appoint a day for proceeding with the suit. 

(ii.) T£, after a summons has been issued to the defendant, or to one 
of several defendants, and returned unserved, the plaintiff fails for a 
period of one year from such return to apply for the issue of a fresh 
summons and to satisfy the court that he has used his best endeavours 
to discover the residence of the defendant who has not been served, or 
that such defendant is avoiding service of process, the court may 
dismiss the suit as against such defendant. 
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(iii.) In such case the plaintiff may (subject to the provisions of 
the law for the time being relating to the limitation of suits) bring a 
fresh suit. 


89. If the plaintiff appears and the defendant does not appear, the 
procedure shall be as follows :— 

(a) If it is proved that the summons was duly served, the court 
may proceed ex parte ; 

(b) If it is not proved that the summons was duly served, the 
court shall direct a second summons to be issued and served 
on the defendant; 

(c) It it is proved that the summons was served on the defendant, 
but not in sufficient time to enable him to appear and 
answer on the day fixed in the summons, the court shall 
postpone the hearing of the suit to a future day to be fixed 
by the court, and shall direct notice of such day to be 
given to the defendant. 


Tf it is owing to the plaintiff's default that. the summons was not 
served in sufficient time, the court shall order him to pay the costs 
occasioned by such postponement. 


90. If the court has adjourned the hearing of the suit ex parte, 
and the defendant, at or before such hearing. appears and assigns yood 
cause for his previous non-appearance, he may, upon such terms as the 
court directs as to costs or otherwise, be heard in answer to the suit as 
if he had appeared on the day fixed for his appearance. 


91. If the defendant appears and the plaintiff does not appear, the 
court shall dismiss the suit, unless the defendant admits the claim, or 
part thereof, in which case the court shall pass a decree against the 
defendant upon such admission, and, where part only of the claim has 
been adimitted, shall dismiss the suit so far as it relates to the 
remainder. 


92. When a suit is wholly or partially dismissed under section 91, 
the plaintiff shall be precluded from bringing a fresh suit in respect of 
the same cause of action. But he may apply for an order to set the 
dismissal aside ; and, if it be proved that he was prevented by any suf- 
ficient cause from appearing when the suit was called on for hearing, 
the court shall set aside the dismissal upon such terms as to costs or 
otherwise as it thinks fit, and shall appoint a day for proceeding with 
the suit. 

No order shall be made under this section unless the plaintiff has 
served the defendant with notice in writing of his application. 


93. If, on the day fixed for the hearing of a suit against a defen- 
dant residing out of the State, who has no agent empowered to accept 
service of summons, or on any day to which the hearing has been ad- 
journed, the defendant does not appear, the plaintiff may apply to the 
court for permission to proceed with his suit, and the court may direct 
that the plaintiff be at liberty to proceed with his suit in such manner 
and subject to such conditions as the court thinks fit. 


94. If there be more plaintiffs than one, and one or more of them 
appear, and the others do not appear, the court may, at the instance of 
the plaintiff or plaintiffs appearing, permit the suit to proceed in the 
same way as if all the plaintiffs had appeared, and pass such order as 
it thinks fit. 
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95. If there be more defendants than one, and one or more of 
them appear, and the others do not appear, the suit shall proceed, and 
the court shall, at the time of passing judgment, make such order as it 
thinks fit with respect to the defendants who do not appear. 


96. If a plaintiff or defendant, who has been ordered to appear in 
person under the provisions of section 56, or section 401, does not ap- 
pear in person, or show sufficient cause to the satisfaction of the court 
for failing so to appear, he shall be subject to all the provisions of the 
foregoing sections applicable to plaintiffs and defendants, respectively, 
who do not appear. 


OF SETTING ASIDE DECREES EX PARTE. 

97. In any case in which a decree is passed ex parte against a 
defendant, he may apply to the court by which the decree was made 
for an order to set it aside; 


And if he satisfies the court that the summons was not duly served, 
or that he was prevented by any sufficient cause from appearing when 
the suit was called on for hearing, the ‘court shall pass an order to set 
aside the decree upon such terms as to costs, payment into court or 
otherwise, as it thinks fit, and shall appoint a day for proceeding with 
the suit. 


98. No decree shall be set aside on any such application as afore- 
said, unless notice thereof in writing has been served on the opposite 
party. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


OF WRITTEN STATEMENTS ANB SET-OFF. 
99. The parties may, at any time before or at the first hearing of 
the suit, tender written statements of their respective cases, and the 
court shall receive such statements and place them on the record. 


100. (i.) If ina suit for the recovery of money the defendant claims 
to set-off against. the plaintiff's demand any ascertained sum of money 
legally recoverable by him from the plaintiff, and if in such claim of 
the defendant against the plaintiff both parties fill the same character 
as they fill in the plaintiff's suit, the defendant may, at the first hear- 
ing of the suit, but not afterwards unless permitted by the court, 
tender a written statement containing the particulars of the debt 
sought to be set-off. 

(ii.) The court shall thereupon enquire into the same, and if it finds 
that the case fulfils the requirements of the former part of this section, 
and that the amount claimed to be set-off dues not exceed the pecuniary 
limits of its jurisdiction, the court shall set-off the one debt against 
the other. 

(iii.) Such set-off shall have the same effect as a plaint in a cross 
suit so as to enable the court to pronounce a final judgment in the 
same suit, both on the original and on the cross claim ; but it shall not 
affect the lien, upon the amount decreed, of any solicitor in respect of 
the costs payable to him under the decree. 


ILLUSTRATIONS. 
(a) A ueaths $2,000 to B, and appoints C his executor and residuary 
legatee. B dies and D takes out administration to B’s effects. C pays $1,000 
as surety for D. Then D sues C for the legacy. C cannot set-off the debt of 
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$1,000 against the legacy, for neither C nor D fills the same character with 
respect to the legacy as they fill with respect to the payment of the $1,000. 

(b) A dies intestate and in debt to B. C takes out administration to A’s 
effects, and B buys part of the effects from C. Ina suit for the purchase-money 
by C against B, the latter cannot set-off the debt against the price. for C fills 
two different characters, one as the vendor to B, in which he sues B, and the 
other as representutive to A. 

(c) A sues B ona bill of exchange. B alleges that A has wrongfully ne 
lected to insure B's goods and is liable to him in compensation which he claims. 
to set-off. The amount not being ascertained cannot be set-off. 

(d) A sues B ona bill of exchange for 8500. B holds a judgment against 
A for 81,000. The two claims being both definite pecuniary demands may be 
set-off. 

(e) A sues B for compensation on account of a trespass. B holds a promis- 
sory note for 81,000 from A and claims to sct-off that amount against any sum 
that A may recover in the suit. B may do so, for, us soon as A recovers, both 
stuns are definite pecuniary demands. 

(f) A and Bsue C for $1,000. C cannot set-off a debt due to him by A 
alone. 

(q) A sues B and C for $1,000, B cannot set-off a debt due to him alone by A, 

(h) A owes the partnership firm of Band C 81,000, B dies leaving C sur- 
viving. A sues C fora debt of 31,500 due in his separate character. C may 
set-off the debt of $1,000. 


101. (i.) Except as provided in the last preceding section, no 
written statement shall he received after the first hearing of the suit. 


(ii.) Provided that the court may at any time require a written 
statement, or additional written statement, from any of the parties, 
and fix a time for presenting the same. 


Gii.) Provided also that a written statement, or an additional writ- 
ten statement, may, with the permission of the court, be received at 
any time for the purpose of answering written statements so required 
and presented. 


102. If any party from whom a written statement is so required 
fails to present the same within the time fixed by the court. the court 
may pass a decree against him, or make such order in relation to the 
suit as it thinks fit. 


103. (i.) Written statements shall be as brief as the nature of the 
case admits, and shall not be argumentative, but shall be confined as 
much as possible to a simple narrative of the facts which the party by 
whom or on whose behalf the written statement is made believes to he 
material to the case, and which he either admits or believes he will be 
able to prove. 


(ii.) Every such statement shall be divided into paragraphs, num- 
bered consecutively, each paragraph containing as nearly as may be a 
separate allegation. 


104. Written statements shall be signed and verified in the man- 


ner hereinbefore provided for signing and verifying plaints, and no 
written statement shall be received unless it be so signed and verified. 


108. (i.) If it appears to the court that any written statement, 
whether called for by the court or spontaneously tendered, is argumen- 
tative or prolix, or contains matter irrelevant to the suit, the court 
may amend it then and there, or may, by an order to be endorsed 
thereon, reject the same, or return it to the party by whom it was 
made for amendment within a time to be fixed by the court, imposing 
such terms as to costs or otherwise as the court thinks fit. 
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(ii.) When any amendment is made under this section the judge 
shall attest it by his signature. 

(iii.) When a statement has been rejected under this section the 
party making it shall not pe another written statement, unless it 
be expressly called for or allowed by the court. 


CHAPTER IX. 


OF THE EXAMINATION OF THE PARTIES BY THE COURT. 


106. At the first hearing of the suit the court shall ascertain from 
the defendant or his solictor whether he admits or denies the allegations 
of fact made in the plaint, and shall ascertain from each party or his 
solicitor whether he admits or denies such allegations of fact as are 
made in the written statement (if any) of the opposite party, and as 
are not expressly or by necessary implication admitted or denied by the 
party against whom they are made. The court shall record: such 
admissions and denials. 


107. At the first hearing of the suit, or at any subsequent hearing, 
any party appearing in person or present in court, or any person able 
to answer any material questions relating to the suit by whom such 
party or his solicitor is accompanied, may be examined orally by the 
court: and the court may, if it thinks fit, put in the course of such 
examination questions suggested by either party. 


108. The substance of the examination shall be reduced to 
writing by the judge, and shall form part of the record. 


109. (i.) If the solicitor of any party who appears by a solicitor 
refuses or is unable to answer any material question relating to the 
suit which the court is of opinion that the party whom he represents 
ought to answer, and is likely to be able to answer if interrogated in 
person, the court may postpone the hearing of the suit to a future day 
and direct that such party shall appear in person on such day. 


(ii.) If such party fails without lawful excuse to appear in person 
on the day so appointed, the court may pass a decree against him, or 
make such order in relation to the suit as it thinks fit. 


CHAPTER X. 


OF DISCOVERY AND OF THE ADMISSION, INSPECTION, PRODUCTION, 
IMPOUNDING, AND RETURN OF DOCUMENTS. 


110. (i.) Any party may at any time by special leave of the court 
deliver through the court interrogatories in writing for the examination 
of the opposite party, or, where there are more opposite parties than 
one, any one or more of such parties, with a note at the foot thereof 
stating which of such interrogatories each of such persons is required 
to answer. 

(ii.) No party shall deliver more than one set of interrogatories 
to the same person without the permission of the court, and no 
defendant shall deliver interrogatories for the examination of the 
plaintiff unless such defendant has previously tendered a written 
statement and such statement has been received and placed on the 
record. 
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(iii.) The court shall not grant special leave under sub-section (i.) 
unless and until the party applying for such leave has deposited in 
court the sum of fifty dollars as security for costs. 


111. Interrogatories delivered under section 110 shall be served on 
the solicitors (if any) of the party interrogated, or in the manner 
hereinbefore provided for the service of summons, and the provisions 
of sections 69, 70, 71 and 72 shall, in the latter case, apply so far as 
may be practicable. 

112. The court, in adjusting the costs of the suit, shall, at the 
instance of any party, enquire or cause enquiry to be made into the 
propriety of delivering such interrogatories; and if it thinks that such 
interrogatories have been delivered unreasonably, vexatiously or at 
improper length, the costs occasioned by the said interrogatories and 
the answers thereto shall be borne by the party in fault. 


113. If any party to a suit be a body corporate or a joint stock 
company, whether incorporated or not, or any other body of persons 
empowered by law to sue or be sued, whether in its own name or in the 
name of any officer or other person, any opposite party may apply to 
the court for an order allowing him to deliver interrogatories to any 
member or officer of such corporation, company or body, and an order 
may be made accordingly. 

114. Any party called upon to answer interrogatories, whether by 
himself or by any such member or officer, may refuse to answer any 
interrogatory on the ground that it is irrelevant, or is not put bond fide 
for the purposes of the suit, or that the matter enquired after is not 
sufficiently material at that stage of the suit, or on any other like 
ground. 


115. Interrogatories shall be answered by affidavit to be filed in 
court within ten days from the service thereof or within such further 
time as the judge may allow. 


116. If any person interrogated omits or refuses to answer, or 
answers insufficiently, any interrogatory. the party interrogating may 
apply to the court for an order requiring him to answer or to answer 
further, as the case may be. And an order may be made requiring 
him to answer or to answer further either by affidavit or by viv voce 
examination as the judge may direct. 

Provided that the judge shall not require an answer to any 
interrogatory which in his opinion need not have been answered under 
section 114. 

117. (i.) Dither party may, by a notice through the court. within 
a reasonable time not less than ten days before the hearing, require 
the other party to admit (saving all just exceptions to the admissi- 
bility of such document in evidence) the genuineness of any document 
material to the suit. 

(ii.) The admission shall also be made in writing signed by the 
other party or his solicitor and filed in court. 

(iii.) If such notice be not given, no vosts of proving such docu- 
ment shall be allowed, unless the judge otherwise orders. 

(iv.) If such notice is not complied with within four days after its 
being served, and the judge thinks it reasonable that the admission 
should have been made, the party refusing shall bear the expense of 
proving such document, whatever may be the result of the suit. 
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117. (i.) Any party may, by notice in writing, within any reason- 
able time not less than ten days before the hearing, require any other 
party to admit for the purposes of the cause, matter or issue only any 
specific fact or facts mentioned in such notice. 

(ii.) Such notice shall be in writing in numbered paragraphs 
signed by the party or his solicitor, with a margin on the right hand 
side of the paper on which it is written as nearly as may be one-third 
the width of the entire paper. 

(iii.) The admission shall, so far as possible, be written on the 
right hand margin of the notice. Whatever cannot be written on the 
said margin shall be continued on other paper attached to the notice. 
The admission shall be signed by the other party or his solicitor and 
filed in court by such party or his solicitor. 

(iv.) In case of neglect to give such notice or of neglect or refusal 
to admit the same within six days after service of such notice, or 
within such further time as the court may allow, the costs of proving 
such fact or facts shall be paid by the party so neglecting or refusing, 
whatever the result of the cause, matter or issue may be, unless at the 
trial or hearing the court certifies that the refusal to admit was reason- 
able, or unless the court or a judge shall at any time otherwise order 
or direct. 

(v.) Such admission shall be for the purposes of the particular 
cause, matter or issue and shall not be used against the party on any 
other occasion or in favour of any person other than the party giving 
the notice; provided also that the court may at any time allow any 
party to amend or withdraw any admission so made on such terms as 
may be just. 

1178. Any party may at any stage of the proceedings where 
admissions of fact have been made either on the pleadings or other- 
wise apply to the court for such judgment or order as upon such 
admissions he may be entitled to, without waiting for the determination 
of any other question between the parties. The court may upon such 
application make such order or give such judgment as the court may 
think just. 

118. (i.) Any party to the suit may, at any time before the first 
hearing, apply to the court for an order directing any other party to 
the suit to declare by affidavit all the documents which are or have been 
in his possession or power relating to! any matter in question in the 
suit. 

(ii.) Every affidavit made under this section shall specify which, if 
any, of the documents therein mentioned the declarant objects to 
produce, together with the grounds of such objection. 

iii.) The court shall not make any order under sub-section (i.) 
unless and until the party applying for such order has deposited in 
court the sum of fifty dollars as security for costs. 

118a. An affidavit of the solicitor or his clerk of the due signature 
of any admissions consequent upon notice to admit documents or facts, 
of the service of any notice or of the time when it was served, with a 
copy of the notice, shall in all cases be sufficient evidence thereof. 

119. The court may, at any time during the pendency therein of 
any suit, order the production by any party thereto of such of the 
documents in his possession or power A rece to any matter in ques- 
tion in such suit or proceeding as the court thinks right; and the 
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court may deal with such documents when produced in such manner 
as appears just. 


120. (i.) Any party to a suit may at any time before or at the 
hearing thereof give notice in writing to any other party to produce 
any specified document for the inspection of the party giving such 
notice or of his solicitor and to permit such party or solicitor to take 
copies thereof. 


(ii. ae o party failing to comply with such notice shall afterwards 
be at hberty to put any such document in evidence on his behalf in 
such suit, unless he satisfies the court that such document relates only 
to his own title, or that he had some other and sufficient cause for not 
complying with such notice. 

(iii.) Notice to produce documents shall be in the form contained 
in the third schedule, No. 124, with such variations as circumstances 
may require. 


121. The party to whom such notice is yiven shall, within three 
days from the receipt thereof, deliver to the party giving the same 
a notice in writing stating a time within three davs from such 
delivery at which the documents, or such of them as he does not object 
to produce, may be inspected at his solicitor’s office or some other con- 
venient place, and stating which, if any, of the documents he objects 
to produce, and on what grounds. 


122. If any party served with notice under section 120 omits to 
give notice under section 121 of the time for inspection, or objects to 
give inspection, or names an inconvenient place for inspection, the 
party desiring it may apply to the court for an order of inspection. 


123. Except in the case of documents referred to in the plaint, written 
statement or affidavit of the party against whom the application is 
made, or disclosed in his affidavit of documents, such application shall 
be founded upon an affidavit showing (a) of what documents inspection 
is sought, (b) that the party applying is entitled to inspect them, and 
(c) that they are in the possession or power of the party against whom 
the application is made. 


124. If the party from whom discovery of any kind or inspection 
is sought objects to the same or any part thereof, and if the court is 
satisfied that the right to such discovery or inspection depends on the 
determination of any issue or question in dispute in the suit, or that 
for any other reason it is desirable that any such issue or question 
should be determined before deciding upon the right to the discovery 
or inspection, the court may order that the issue or question be 
determined first and reserve the question as to the discovery or in- 
spection. 

125. If any party fails to comply with any order under this 
chapter, to answer interrogatories or for discovery, production or 
inspection which has been duly served, he shall, if a plaintiff. be liable 
to have his suit dismissed for want of prosecution, and, if a defendant, 
to have his defence, if any, struck out, and to be placed in the same 
position as if he had not appeared and answered ; 

(ii.) And the party interrogating or seeking discovery, production 
or inspection may apply to the court for an order to that effect, and 
the court may make such order accordingly. 
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(iii.) Any party failing to comply with any order under this chapter, 
to answer interrogatories or for discovery, ‘tae or inspection, 
which has been served personally upon him, shall also be deemed guilty 
of an offence under section 188 of the Penal Code. 

126. (i.) The court may of its own accord, and may in its dis- 
cretion upon the application of any of the parties to a suit, send for, 
either from its own records or from any other court, the record of any 
other suit or proceeding, and inspect the same. 

(ii.) Every application made under this section shall (unless the 
court otherwise directs) be supported by an affidavit of the applicant 
or his solicitor showing how the record is material to the suit in 
which the application is made, and that the applicant cannot without 
unreasonable delay or expense obtain a duly authenticated copy of the 
record or of such portion thereof as the Abeer requires, or that the 
production of the original is necessary for the purposes of justice. 

(iii.) Nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to enable 
the court to use in evidence any document which under the Straits 
Settlements Evidence Ordinance, 1893, would be inadmissible in the 
suit. 

127, The parties or their solicitors shall bring with them and have 
in readiness ut the first hearing of the suit, to be produced when 
called for by the court, all the documentary evidence of every descrip- 
tion in their possession or power, on which they intend to rely, and 
which has not already been filed in court, and all documents which the 
court at any time before such hearing has ordered to be produced. 


128. No documentary evidence in the possession or power of any 
party which should have been, but has not been, produced in accor- 
dance with the requirements of section 127 shall be received at any 
subsequent stage of the proceedings unless good cause be shown to the 
satisfaction of the court for the non-production thereof. And the 
judge receiving any such evidence shall record his reasons for so doing. 

129. (i.) The court shall receive the documents respectively pro- 
duced by the parties at the first hearing. 

(ii.) Provided that the documents produced by each party be ac- 
companied by an accurate list thereof prepared in such form as the 
Judicial Commissioner may from time to time direct. 

(iii.) The court may at any stage of the suit reject any document 
which it considers irrelevant or otherwise inadmissible, recording the 
grounds of such rejection. 

130. (i.) Subject to the provisions of the next following sub- 
section, there shall be endorsed on every document which has been 
admitted in evidence in the suit the following particulars—namely, 

(a) The number and title of the suit ; 
(b) The date on which it was produced ; and 
(c) A letter or number by which it may be identified. 

(ii.) If a document so admitted is an entry in a book, account or 
record and a copy thereof has been substituted for the original under 
the next following section, the particulars aforesaid shall be endorsed 
on the copy and the endorsement thereon shall be signed by the judge. 


131, (i.) Ifa document admitted in evidence in the suit is an 
entry in a shop-book or other account in current use, the party on 
whose behalf the account is produced may furnish a copy of the entry. 
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Gi.) If such a document is an entry in a public record produced 
from a public office or by a public officer, or an entry in a book or 
account belonging to a person other than a party on whose behalf the 
book or account is produced, the court may require a copy of the entry 
to be furnished— 


(a) Where the record, book or account is produced on behalf of a 
party, then by that party; or 

(b) Where the record, book or account is produced in obedience 
to an order of the court acting of its own motion, then by 
either or any party. 


(iii.) When a copy of an entry is furnished under the foregoing 
provisions of this section, the court shall, after causing the copy to be 
examined, compared and attested in manner mentioned in section 52, 
mark the entry and cause the book, account or record in which it 
occurs to be returned to the person producing it. 


132. When a document relied on as evidence by either party is 
considered by the court to be inadmissible in evidence, there shall be 
endorsed thereon the particulars mentioned in clauses (), (b) and (c) 
of section 130 sub-section (i.), and a statement of its having been 
rejected, and the endorsement shall be signed by the judge. 


133. (i.) Every document which has been admitted in evidence’ 
or a copy thereof where a copy has been substituted for the origina! 
under section 131, shall form part of the record of the suit. 


(ii.) Documents not admitted in evidence shall not form part of 
the record and shall be returned to the parties respectively producing 
them. 


134. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 52, section 
131 sub-section (iii.) or section 133, sub-section (ii.) the court may, if it 
sees sufficient cause, direct any document or book produced before it in 
any suit to be impounded and kept ini the custody of an officer of the 
court, for such period and subject to such conditions as the court 
thinks fit. 


1365. (i.) In suits in which an appeal is not allowed, when the suit. 
has been disposed of, and in suits in which an appeal is allowed, when 
the time for preferring an appeal from the decree has elapsed, or, if an 
appeal has been preferred, then after the appeal has been disposed of, 
any person, whether a party to the suit or not, desirous of receiving 
back any document produced by him in the suit and placed on the 
record, shall, unless the document is impounded under section 134, be 
entitled to receive back the same. 


(ii.) Provided that a document may be returned at any time before 
either of such events if the person applying for such return delivers to 
the proper officer a certified copy of such document to be substituted 
for the original. 

(iii.) Provided also that no document shall be returned which, by 
force of the decree, has become void or useless. 

(iv.) On the return of a document which has been admitted in 


evidence a receipt shall be given by the party receiving it in a receipt- 
book to be kept for the purpose. 


136. The provisions herein contained as to documents shall, so far 
as may be, apply to all other material objects producible as evidence. 
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CHAPTER XI. 


2 OF THE SETTLEMENT OF ISSUES. 


137. (i.) Issues arise when a material proposition of fact or law is 
affirmed by the one party and denied by the other. 


(ii.) Material propositions are those propositions of law or fact 
which a plaintiff must allege in order to show a right to sue. 

(iii.) Each material proposition affirmed by one party and denied 
by the other must form the subject of a distinct issue. 


(iv.) Issues are of two kinds: (a) issues of fact, (b) issues of law. 


(v.) At the first hearing of the suit the court shall, after reading 
the plaint and the written statements, if any, and after such examina- 
tion of the parties as may appear necessary, ascertain upon what 
material propositions of fact or of law the parties are at variance, and 
shall thereupon proceed to frame and record the issues on which the 
right decision of the case appears to the court to depend. 


(vi.) When issues both of law and of fact arise in the same suit, 
and the court is of opinion that the case may be disposed of on the issues 
of law only, it shall try those issues first, and for that purpose may, if 
it thinks fit, postpone the settlement of the issues of fact until after 
the issues of law have been determined. 


(vii.) Nothing in this section requires the court to frame and record 
issues when the defendant at the first hearing of the suit makes no 
defence. 


138. The court may frame the issues from all or any of the follow- 
ing materials :— 

(a) Allegations made on oath by the parties, or by any persons 
present on their behalf, or made by the solicitors of such 
parties or persons ; 

(b) Allegations made in the plaint or in the written statements 

‘_ (if any) tendered in the suit, or in answer to interrogatories 
_ © “delivered in the suit ; 
(c) The contents of documents produced by either party. 


139. If the court he of opinion that the issues cannot be correctly 
framed without the examination of some person not before the court, 
or without the inspection of some documents not produced in the suit, 
it may adjourn the framing of the issues to a future day, to be fixed 
by the court, and may (subject to the rules contained in the Straits 
Settlements Evidence Ordinance, 1893) compel the attendance of any 
person or the production of any document by the person in whose 
hands it may be, by summons or other process. 


140. The court may at any time before passing a decree amend the 
issues or frame additional issues on such terms as to costs or otherwise 
as it thinks fit, and all such amendments or additional issues as may be 
necessary for determining the controversy between the parties shall be 
so made or framed. 


The court may also, at any time before passing a decree, strike out 
any issues that appear to it to be wrongly framed or introduced. 


141. When the parties to a suit are agreed as to the question of 


fact or of law to be decided between them, they may state the same in { 


the form of an issue, and enter into an agreement in writing— 
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(a) That, upon the finding of the court in the affirmative or the 
negative of such issue, a sum of money specified in the 
agreement, or to be ascertained by the court, or in such 
manner as the court may direct, shall be paid by one of the 
parties to the other of them, or that one of them be declared 
entitled to some right or subject to some liability specified 
in the agreement ; 

(0) That upon such finding some property specified in the agree- 
ment and in dispute in the suit shall fe asveced by one of 
the parties to the other of them, or as that other may 
direct; or 

(c) That upon such finding one or more of the parties shall do 
or abstain from doing some particular act specified in the 
agreement and relating to the matter in dispute. 


Court, if wtine 142. If the court be satisfied, after making such enquiry as it 
tied at deems proper— 

eee alti ne (a) That the agreement was duly executed by the parties ; 
prenounee (b) That they have a substantial interest in the decision of such 


question as aforesaid ; and 
(c) That the same is fit to be tried and decided : 

It may proceed to record and try the issue, and state its finding or 
opinion thereon in the same manner as if the issue had been framed by 
the court ; 

And may, upon the finding or decision on such issue, pronounce 
judgment according to the terms of the agreement : 

And, upon the judgment so given, decree shall follow and may be 
executed in the same way as if the judgment had been pronounced ina 
contested suit. 


CHAPTER XilI. 


DISPOSAL OF THE SUIT AT THE FIRST HEARING. 
If parties not at 143. If at the first hearing of a suit it appears that the parties are 


question oflaw 0t at issue on any question of law or of fact, the court may at once 


or fact, pronounce judgment. 


If one of several 144. Where there are more defendants than one, and any one of 
(efendente be the defendants is not at issue with the plaintiff on any question of law 
with plaintiff. or fact, the court may at once pronounce judgment for or against such 

defendant and the suit shall proceed only against the other defendants. 


If parties at 145. (i.) When the parties are at issue on some question of law 

tionvof itwer or of fact, and issues have been framed by the court as hereinbefore 

fact. provided, if the court be satistied that no further argument or evidence 
than the parties can at once supply is required upon such of the issues 
as may be sufficient for the decision of the suit, and that no injustice 
will result from proceeding with the suit forthwith, the court may pro- 
ceed to determine such issues. 

(ii.) If the finding thereon is sufficient for the decision the court 
may pms judgment accordingly, whether the summons has been 
issued for the settlement of issues only or for the final disposal of the 
suit. Provided that, where the summons has been issued for the 
settlement of issues only, the parties or their solicitors are present and 
none of them object. 
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(iii.) If the finding is not sufficient for the decision, the court shall 
postpone the further hearing of the suit, and shall fix a day for the 
production of such further evidence, or for such further argument, as 
the case requires. 

146. If the summons has been issued for the final disposal of the 
suit, and either party fails without sufficient cause to produce the 
evidence on which he relies, the court may at once pronounce judgment, 
or may, if it thinks fit, after framing and recording issues under 
section 137, adjourn the suit for the production of such evidence as 
may be necessary to its decision upon such issues. 


CHAPTER XIII. 


OF ADJOURNMENTS. 

147. (i.) The court may, if sufficient cause be shown, at any stage 
of the suit grant time to the parties or to any of them, and may 
from time to time adjourn the hearing of the suit. 

(ii.) In all such cases the court shall fix a day for the further hear- 
ing of the suit, and may make such order as it thinks fit with respect 
to the costs occasioned by the adjournment. 

Provided that, when the hearing of evidence has once begun, the 
hearing of the suit shall be continued from day to day until all the 
witnesses in attendance have been examined, unless the court find the 
adjournment of the hearing to be necessary for reasons to be recorded 
by the judge with his own hand. 

148. If, on any day to which the hearing of the suit is adjourned, 
the parties or any of them fail to appear, the court may proceed to 
dispose of the suit in one of the modes directed in that hehalf by 
Chapter VII., or make such other order as it thinks fit. 


149. If any party to a suit to whom time has been granted fails 
to produce his evidence, or to cause the attendance of his witnesses, or 
to perform any other act necessary to the further progress of the suit, 
for which time has been allowed, the court may, notwithstanding such 
default, proceed to decjde the suit forthwith. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


OF THE SUMMONING AND ATTENDANCE OF WITNESSES. 

180. The parties may, after the summons has been delivered or 
sent for service on the defendant, whether it be for the settlement of 
issues only, or for the final disposal of the suit, obtain, on application 
to the court or to such officer as it appoints in this behalf, before the 
day fixed for such settlement or disposal, as the case may be, 
summonses to persons whose attendance is required either to give 
evidence or to produce documents. 

181. (i.) The party applying for a summons shall, before the sum- 
mons is granted and within a period to be fixed by the court, pay into 
court such a sum of money as appears to the court to be sufficient to 
defray the travelling and other expenses of the person summoned 
in passing to and from the court in which he is required to attend, and 
for one day’s attendance. 
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(ii.) Regard shall be had, in fixing the scale of such expenses, to 
the rules (if any) laid down by competent authority. 


152, The sum so paid into court shall be tendered to the person 
summoned, at the time of serving the summons, if it can be served 
personally. 

183. (i.) If it appear to the court or to such officer as it appoints 
in this behalf that the sum paid into court is not sufficient to cover 
such expenses, the court may direct such further sum to be paid to the 
person summoned as appears to be necessary on that account; and, in 
case of default in payment, may order such swm to be levied by 
attachment and sale of the movable property of the party obtaining 
the summons; or the court may discharge the person summoned with- 
out requiring him to give evidence; or may both order such levy and 
discharge such person as aforesaid. 

(ii.) If it be necessary to detain the person summoned for a longer 
period than one day, the court may, from time to time, order the party 
at whose instance he was summoned to pay into court such sum as 18 
sufficient to defray the expenses of his detention for such further period, 
and, in default of such deposit being made, may order such sum to be 
levied by attachment and sale of the movable property of the party at. 
whose instance he was summoned; or the court may discharge the 
person summoned without requiring him to give evidence; or may 
both order such levy and discharge such person as aforesaid. 

154. Every summons for the attendance of a person to give 
evidence or produce.a document shall specify the time and place at 
which he is required to attend, and also whether his attendance is 
required for the purpose of giving evidence or to produce a document, 
or for both purposes; and any particular document which the person 
summoned is called on to produce shall be described in the summons 
with reasonable accuracy. 

155. Any person may be summoned to produce a document, 
without being summoned to give evidence; and any person summoned 
merely to produce a document shall be deemed to have complied with 
the summons if he cause such document to be produced instead of 
attending personally to produce the same. 


156. Any person present in court may be required by the court to 
give evidence or to produce any document then and there in his actual 
possession or power. 

157. Every summons to a person to give evidence or produce a 
document shall be served as nearly as may be in manner hereinbefore 
prescribed for the service of summons on the defendant; and the rules 
contained in Chapter VI. as to proof of service shall apply in the case 
of all summonses served under this section. 

158. The service shall in all cases be made a sufficient time before 
the time specified in the summons for the attendance of the person 
summoned, to allow him a reasonable time for preparation and for 
travelling to the place at which his attendance is required, 


159. (i.) If the serving-officer certify to the court that the sum- 
mons for the attendance of a person, either to give evidence or to 
produce a document, cannot be served, the court shall. if the certificate 
of the serving-officer has not been verified by affidavit, and may if it 
has been so verified, examine the serving-officer on oath, or cause him 
to be so examined by another court, touching the non-service. 
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(ii.) Upon being satisfied that such evidence or production is 
material, and that the person for whose attendance the summons has 
been issued is absconding or keeping out of the way for the purpose of 
avoiding the service of the summons, the court may issue a proclama- 
tion requiring him to attend to give evidence, or produce the docu- 
ment, at a time and place to be named therein; and a copy of such 

roclamation shall be affixed on the outer door of the house in which 
be ordinarily resides. 

(iii.) If he does not attend at the time and place named in such 
proclamation, the court may in its discretion, at the instance of the 

y on whose application the summons was issued, make an order 
for the attachment of the property of the person whose attendance is 
required, to such amount as the court thinks fit, not exceeding the 
amount of the costs of attachment and the fine which may be imposed 
under section 161. 

(iv.) No court inferior to the court of the Senior Magistrate shall 
make an order for the attachment of immovable property. 


160. If, on the attachment of his property, such person appears 
and satisfies the court that he did not abscond or keep out of the way 
to avoid service of the summons, and that he had not notice of the 
proclamation in time to attend at the time and place named therein, 
the court shall direct that the property be released from attachment, 
and shall make such order as to the costs of the attachment as it 
thinks fit. 

161. If such person does not appear, or, appearing, fails to satisfy 
the court that he did not abscond or keep out of the way to avoid 
service of the summons, and that he had not notice of the proclama- 
tion in time to attend at the time and place named therein, the court 
may impose upon him such fine not exceeding two hundred and fifty 
dollars as the court thinks fit, having regard to his condition in life 
and all the circumstances of the case, and may order the property 
attached, or any part thereof, to be sold for the purpose of satisfying 
all costs incurred in consequence of such attachment, together with 
the amount of the said fine, if any. 

Provided that, if the person whose attendance is required pays into 
court the costs and fine as aforesaid, the court shall order the property 
to be released from attachment. 


162. Subject to the rules of this Code as to attendance and appear- 
ance and to the provisions of the Straits Settlements Evidence Ordi- 
nance, 1893, if the court at any time thinks it necessary to examine any 
person other than a party to the suit and not named as a witness by a 
party to the suit, the court may, of its own motion, cause such person 
to be summoned as a witness to give evidence, or to produce any 
document in his possession, on a day to be appointed, and may examine 
him as a witness or require him to produce such document. 


163. Subject as last aforesaid, whoever is summoned to appear 
and give evidence in a suit must attend at the time and place named 
in the summons for that purpose, and whoever is summoned to produce 
a document must either attend to produce it, or cause it to be produced, 
at such time and place. 

164. No person so summoned and attending shall depart unless 
and until (a) he has been examined or has produced the document and 
the court has risen, or (b) he has obtained the court’s leave to depart. 
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168. (i.) If any person on whom a summons to give evidence or 
produce a document has been served fails to comply with the summons, 
or if any person so summoned and attending departs in contravention 
of section 164, the court may order him to be arrested and brought 
before the court. 

(ii.) No such order shall be made when the court has reason to 
believe that the person so failing had a lawful excuse for such failure. 

(iii.) When any person so brought before the court fails to satisfy 
it that he had a lawful excuse for not complying with the summons, 
the court may sentence him to fine not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

Explanation.—Non-payment or non-tender of a sum sufficient to 
defray the expenses mentioned in section 151 shall be deemed a lawful 
excuse within the meaning of this section. 

(iv.) If any person so apprehended and brought before the court 
cannot, owing to the absence of the parties or any of them, give the 
evidence or produce the document which he has been summoned to 
give or produce, the court may require him to give reasonable bail or 
other security for his appearance at such time and place as it thinks 
fit, and, on such bail or security being given, may release him. 

166. If any person so failing to comply with a summons absconds 
or keeps out of the way, sv that he cannot be apprehended and brought 
before the court, the provisions of sections 159, 160 and 161 shall, 
mutatia mutandia, apply. 

167. No one shall be bound to attend in person to give evidence or 
to be examined in court unless he resides (a) within 20 miles of the 
court-house, or (b) more than 20 miles but less than 50 miles from the 
court-house, provided there is railway communication for five-sixths of 
the distance between the place where he resides and the place where 
the court is situate. 

168. If any party to a suit present in court refuses, without lawful 
excuse, when required by the court, to give evidence or to produce any 
document then and there in his actual possession or power, the court 
may in its discretion either pass a decree against him, or make such 
order in relation to the suit as the court thinks fit. 

169. Whenever any party to a suit is required to give evidence or 
to produce a document, the rules as to witnesses contained in this Code 
shall apply to him so far as they are applicable. 


CHAPTER XV. 
OF THE HEARING OF THE SUIT AND EXAMINATION OF 
WITNESSES, 

170. On the day fixed for the hearing of the suit or on any other 
day to which the hearing is adjourned, the party having the nght to 
begin shall state his case and produce his evidence in support of the 
issues which he is bound to prove. 

Exzplanation.—The plaintiff has the right to begin unless where the 
defendant admits the facts alleged by the plaintiff and contends that 
either in point of law or on some additional facts alleged by the 
defendant the plaintiff is not entitled to any part of the relief which 
he seeks. in which case the defendant has the right to begin. 
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171. The other party shall then state his case and produce his 
evidence (if any). - 

The party beginning is then entitled to reply. 

Where there are several issues, the burden of proving some of 
which lies on the other party, the party beginning may, at his option, 
either produce his evidence on those issues or reserve it by way of 
answer to the evidence produced by the other party. In the latter 
case the party beginning may produce evidence on those issues after 
the other party has produced all his evidence, and the other party may 
then reply specially on the evidence so produced by the party 
beginning; but the pay beginning will then be entitled to reply 
generally on the whole case. 


172. The evidence of the witnesses in attendance shall be taken 
orally in open court by the judge. 

173. In cases in which an appeal is allowed, theeevidence of each 
witness shall be taken down in writing in English by the judge, not 
ordinarily in the form of question and answer, but in that of a 
narrative. 

174. The court may of its own motion or on the application of 
any party or his solicitor take down any particular question and 
answer, or any objection to any question, if there appear any special 
reason for so doing. 


178. If any question put to a witness be objected to by a party or 
his solicitor and the court allows the same to be put, the judge shall 
take down the question, the answer, the objection and the name of the 
person making it, together with the decision of the court thereon. 


176. The court may record such remarks as it thinks material res- 
pecting the demeanour of any witness while under examination. 


177. In cases in which an appeal is not allowed, it shall not be 
necessary to take down the evidence of the witnesses in writing at 
length ; but the judge, as the examination of each witness proceeds, 
shall make a memorandum of the substance of what he deposes. 


178. If the judge be rendered unable to take the evidence down as 
required by section 173 or to make a memorandum of it as required by 
section 177, he shall cause the evidence to be taken down, or the memo- 
randum to be made, as the case may be, from his dictation in open 
court. 


179. Where the judge taking down any evidence, or making any 
memorandum, under this chapter, is prevented by death, transfer or 
other cause from concluding the trial of the suit, any successor to such 
judge may deal with such evidence or memorandum as if he himself 
had taken it down or made it, and proceed with the suit from the stage 
at which his predecessor left it. 


180. (i.) Ifa witness be about to leave the jurisdiction of the 
court, or if other sufficient cause be shown to the satisfaction of the 
court why his evidence should be taken immediately, the court may, 
upon the application of either party or of the witness, at any time 
after the institution of the suit, take the evidence of such witness in 
manner hereinbefore provided. 

(ii.) Where such evidence is not taken forthwith and in the pre- 
sence of the parties, such notice as the court thinks sufficient, of the 
day fixed for the examination, shall be given to the parties. 
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(iii.) The evidence so taken shall be read over to the witness, and, 
if he admits it to be correct, shall be signed by him, and may then be 
read at any hearing of the suit. 


181. (i.) The court may at any stage of the suit recall any witness 
who has been examined and who has not departed in accordance with 
section 164, and may (subject to the provisions of the Straits 
Settlements Evidence Ordinance, 1893) put such questions to him as 
the court thinks fit. 


(ii.) A court continuing a suit under section 179 may recall and 
re-examine a witness who has departed in accordance with section 164. 


“CHAPTER XVI. 
OF AFFIDAVITS. 

182. Any court of first instance and any appellate court may at 
any time for sufficient reason order that any particular fact or facts 
may be proved by affidavit, or that the affidavit of any witness may be 
read at the hearing, on such conditions as the court thinks reasonable. 


Provided that where it appears to the court that either party bond 
fide desires the production of a witness for cross-examination, and that. 
such witness can be produced, an order shall not be made authorising 
the evidence of such witness to be given by affidavit. 


183. Upon any application evidence may be given by affidavit, but 
the court may, at the instance of either party, order the attendance for 
cross-examination of the declarant. 


Such attendance shall be in court unless the declarant is exempted. 
under this Code from personal appearance in court, or the court other- 
wise directs. 


184. Affidavits shall be confined to such facts as the declarant is 
able of his own knowledge to prove, except on interlocutory applice- 
tions, on which statements of his belief may be admitted, provided 
that reasonable grounds thereof be set forth. 


The costs of every affidavit which shal] unnecessarily set forth 
matters of hearsay or argumentative matter, or copies of or extracts 
from documents, shall (unless the court otherwise directs) be paid by 
the party producing the same. 

185. Any affidavit may be used under this Code if it is sworn or 
affirmed— 


(a) In any one of the Federated Malay States before a magistrate 
of such State;or before any reyistrar of the Senior Magis- 
trate’s court ; 


(b) In the Colony before a magistrate or any person authorised 
to administer oaths in the Supreme Court ; 


(c) In any other place before a magistrate, or justice of the 
peace, or other person qualified to administer oaths in the 
place, he being certified to be a magistrate or justice of 
the or qualified as aforesaid by a notary public or 
British Consul or Vice-Consul. 
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. CHAPTER XVII. 


OF JUDGMENT AND DECREE. 

186. The court, after the evidence has been duly taken and the 
parties have been heard either in person or by their respective solicitors 
or recognised agents, shall pronounce judgment in open court, either at 
once or on some future day, of which due notice shall be given to the 
parties or their solicitors. 


187. A judge may pronounce a judgment written and signed by 
his predecessor but not pronounced. 


188. The judgment shall be written in English. 


189. The judgment shall be dated and signed by the judge in open 
court at the time of pronouncing it, and shall not be altered or added 
to, save to correct verbal errors or to supply some accidental defect not 
affecting a material part of the case, or on review. 


190. (i.) The judgments of courts inferior to the court of the 
Senior Magistrate need not contain more than the points for deter- 
mination and the decision thereupon. 


(ii.) The judgments of the Senior Magistrate's court shall contain a 
concise statement of the case, the points for determination, the decision 
thereon, and the reasons for such decision. 


191. In suits in which issues have been framed, the court shall 
state its finding or decision, with the reasons thereof, upon each 
separate issue, unless the finding upon any one or more of the issues be 
sufficient for the decision of the suit. 


192. The decree shall bear date the day on which the judgment 
was pronounced; and, when the judge has satisfied himself that the 
decree has been drawn up in accordance with the judgment, the 
registrar shall sign the decree. 


193. (i.) The decree must agree with the judgment; it shall 
contain the number of the suit, the names and descriptions of the 
parties, and particulars of the claims, as stated in the register, and 
shall specify clearly the relief granted or other determination of the 
suit. 

(ii.) The decree shall also state the amount of costs incurred in the 
ane and by what parties and in what proportions such costs are to be 
paid. 

(iii.) If the decree is found to be at variance with the judgment, or 
if any clerical or arithmetical error be found in the decree, the court 
shall, of its own motion or on that of any of the parties, amend the 
decree so as to bring it into conformity with the judgment or to correct. 
such error. 


Provided that reasonable notice has been given to the parties or 
their solicitors of the proposed amendment. 


194. When the subject-matter of the suit is immovable property, 
and such property is identified by boundaries or by numbers in a 
record of settlement or survey, the decree shall specify such boundaries 
or numbers. 


195. When the suit is for movable property, if the decree be for 
the delivery of such property, it shall state the amount of money 
to be paid as an alternative if delivery cannot be had. 
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196. (i.) When a decree is for the payment of money, the court may, 
in the decree, order interest at such rate not exceeding eighteen per cent. 
as the court deems reasonable to be paid on the principal sum adjudged, 
from the date of the suit to the date of the decree, in addition to any in- 
terest, which shall in no case exceed eighteen per cent., adjudged on such 
principal sum for any period prior to the institution of the suit, with 
further interest at such rate as the court deems reasonable not exceeding 
eight per cent. on the aggregate sum so adjudged, from the date of the 
decree to the date of payment, or to such earlier date as the court 
thinks fit. 


(ii.) Where such a decree is silent with respect to the payment of 
further interest on such aggregate sum as aforesaid from the date of 
the decree to the date of payment or other earlier date, the court shall 
be deemed to have refused such interest, and a separate suit therefor 
shall not lie. 


197. (i.) In all decrees for the payment of nioney the court may 
for any sufficient reason order that the amount shall be paid by instal- 
ments, with or without interest. 


(ii.) After the passing of any such decree the court may, on the 
application of the judgment-debtor and with the consent of the decree- 
holder, order that the amount decreed be paid by instalments on such 
terms as to the payment of interest, the attachment of the property of 
the defendant, or the taking of security from him, or otherwise, us it 
thinks fit. 


(iii.) Save as provided in this section and section 193 no decree 
shall be altered at the request of parties. 


198. When the suit is for the recovery of possession of immovable 
property yielding rent or other profit, the court may provide in the 
lecree for the payment of rent or mesne profits in respect of such pro- 
perty from the institution of the suit until the delivery of possession 
to the party in whose favour the decree is made, or until the expiration 
of three years from the date of the decree (whichever event first 
occurs), with interest thereupon at such rate as the court thinks fit. 


Explanation..— Mesne profits” of property mean those profits 
which the person in wrongful possession of such property actually 
received, or might with ordinary diligence have received, therefrom, 
together with interest on such profits. 


199. When the suit is for the recovery of possession of immov- 
able property and for mesne profits which have accrued on the pro- 
perty during a period prior to the institution of the suit, and the 
amount of such profits is disputed, the court may either determine the 
amount by the decree itself, or may pass a decree for the property and 
direct an enquiry into the amount of mesne profits, and dispose of the 
same on further orders. _ 


200. (i.) When the suit is for an account of any property and for 
its due administration under the decree of the court, the court, before 
making the decree, shall order such accounts and enquiries to be taken 
and made, and give such other directions, as it thinks fit. 


(ii.) In the administration by the court of the property of any per- 
son who dies after this Code comes into force, if such property proves 
to be insufficient for the payment in full of his debts and liabilities, 
the same rules shall be observed as to preferential claims and as to the 
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respective rights of secured and unsecured creditors and as to debts 
liabilities provable, as may be in force for the time being with 
respect to the estates of judgment-debtors declared insolvent ; 


And all persons who in any such case would be entitled to be paid 
out of such property may come in under the decree for its administra- 
tion, and make such claims against the same as they may, respectively, 
be entitled to by virtue of this Code. 


201. When the suit is for the dissolution of a partnership, the 
court, before making its decree, may pass an order fixing the da: 
on which the partnership shall stand dissolved, and directing suc’ 
accounts to be taken and other acts to be done as it thinks fit. 


202. When a suit is for an account of pecuniary transactions 
between a principal and agent, and in all other suits not hereinbefore 
provided for, where it is necessary, in order to ascertain the amount of 
money due to or from any party, that an account should be taken, the 
court shall, before making its decree, pass an order directing such 
accounts to be taken as it thinks fit. 


203. (i.) If the defendant has been allowed a set-off against the 
claim of the plaintiff, the decree shall state what amount is due to the 
plaintiff and what amount (if any) is due to the defendant, and shall 
be for the recovery of any sum which appears to be due to either party. 

(ii.) The decree of the court, with respect to any sum awarded to 
the defendant, shall have the same effect, and be subject to the same 
rules in respect of appeal or otherwise, as if such sum had been 
claimed by the defendant in a separate suit against the plaintiff. 

(iii.) The provisions of this section shall apply whether the set-off 
is admissible under section 100 or otherwise. 


204. Certified copies of the judgment and decree shall be furnished 
to the parties on application to the court, and at their expense. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 


OF COSTS. 
205. When disposing of any application under this Code, the court 
may give to either party the costs of such application, or may reserve 
the consideration of such costs for any future stage of the proceedings. 


206. The judgment shall direct by whom the costs of each party 
are to be paid, whether by himself or by any other party to the suit, 
and whether in whole or in what part or proportion. 


207. (i.) The court shall have full power to give and apportion 
costs of every application and suit in any manner it thinks fit, and the 
fact that the court has no jurisdiction to try the case is no bar to 
the exercise of such power. 


(ii.) If the court directs that the costs of any application or suit 
shall not follow the event, the court shall state its reasons in writing. 


(iii.) Every order relating to costs made under this Code and not 
forming part of a decree may be executed as if it were a decree for 
money. 
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208. The court’ may direct that the costs payable to one party by 
wvidiatttat another shall be set-off against a sum which is admitted or is found in 
ortound tobe — the suit to be due from the former to the latter.

Intorest on 209. The court may give interest on costs at any rate not exceeding 
costa, Pasment’ eight per cent. per annum, and may direct that costs, with or without 


subject-matter. interest, be paid out of, or charged upon, the subject-matter of the 
suit. 


CHAPTER XIX. 
OF THE EXECUTION OF DECREES. 
A.—OF THE COURT BY WHICH DECREES MAY BE EXECUTED. 


Court hy which 210. A decree may be executed either by the court which passed it 
chaguteden: or by the court to which it is sent for execution under the provisions 


hereinafter contained. 


The court which passed a decree may, on the application of the 
decree-holder, send it for execution to another court— 

(a) If the person against whom the decree is passed actually and 
voluntarily resides or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain, within the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of such other court; or 

(6) If such person has not property within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of the court which passed the decree sufficient 
to satisfy such decree and has property within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of such other court; or 

(c) If the decree directs the sale of immovable property situate 
outside the local limits of the jurisdiction of the court 
which passed it; or 

(d) If the court which passed the decree considers for any other 
reason, which it shall record in writing, that the decree 
should be executed by such other court; 


The court which passed a decree may of its own motion send it for 
execution to any court subordinate thereto. 


The court to which a decree is sent under this section for execution 
shall certify to the court which passed it the fact of such execution, or, 
where the former court fails to execute the same, the circumstances 
attending such failure. 


Procedure when 211. The court sending a decree for execution under section 210 


court desires 
that its own shall send— 


dveree shall'be (a) A certified copy of the decree ; 
another court. (b) A certificate setting forth that satisfaction of the decree has 
not been obtained by execution within the jurisdiction of 
the court ky which it was passed, or, where the decree has 
been executed in part, the extent to which satisfaction has 
been obtained and what part of the decree remains un- 
executed ; and 
(c) A certified copy of any order for the execution of the decree, 
and, if no such order has been made, a certificate to that 
effect. 


Court receiving 212. The court to which a decree is so sent shall cause such copies 
copies of decree, and certificate to be filed, without any further proof of the decree or 


ete,, to file same 
without proof. 
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order for execution, or of the copies thereof, or of the jurisdiction of 
the court which passed it, unless the former court, for any special 
reasons to be recorded under the hand of the judge, requires such proof. 


213. When such copies are so filed, the decree or order may be 
executed by the court to which it is sent. 


214. The court executing a decree sent to it under this chapter 
shall have the same powers in executing such decree as if it had been 
passed by itself. All persons disobeying or obstructing the execution 
of the decree shall be punishable by such court in the same manner as 
if it had passed the decree. And its orders in executing such decree 
shall be subject to the same rules in respect of appeal as if the decree 
had. been passed by itself. 


218. A decree of any court in any other Federated Malay State, 
which cannot be executed within the jurisdiction of the court by which 
it was made, may be executed within the State in manner herein 
provided. 


-—OF APPLICATION FOR EXECUTION. 

216. (i.) When the holder of a decree desires to enforce it, he shall 
apply to the court which passed the decree or to the officer, if any, 
appointed in this behalf, or if the decree has been sent under the 
provisions hereinbefore contained to another court then to such court 
or to the proper officer thereof. 


(ii.) Where an application to execute a decree for the payment of 
money or delivery of other property has been made under this section 
and granted, no subsequent application to execute the same decree 
shall be granted after the expiration of twelve years from any of the 
following dates (namely) :— 


(a) The date of the decree sought to be enforced or of the decree 
(if any) on appeal affirming the same; or 

(b) Where the decree or any subsequent order directs any pay- 
ment of money, or the delivery of any property, to be made 
at a certain date—the date of the default in making the 
payment or delivering the property in respect _of which,the 
applicant seeks to enforce the decree. 


(iii.) Nothing in this section shall prevent the court from”granting 
an application for execution of a decree after the expiration of the said 
term of twelve years, where the judgment-debtor has, by fraud or 
force, or by absence beyond the jurisdiction of the court, prevented the 
execution of the decree at some time within twelve years immediately 
before the date of the application. 


217. (i.) Ifa decree has been passed jointly in favour of more 
persons than one, any one or more of such persons, or his or their 
representatives, may apply for the execution of the whole decree for the 
benefit of them all, or, where any of them has died, for the benefit 
of the survivors and the representative in interest of the deceased. 


(ii.)_ If the court sees sufficient cause for allowing the decree to be 
executed on an application so made, it shall pass such order as it deems 
necessary for protecting the interests of the persons who have not 
joined in the application. 

218. If a decree be transferred by assignment in writing, or by 
operation of law, from the decree-holder to any other person, the trans- 
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feree may apply for its execution to the court which passed it; and, if 
that court thinks fit, the decree may be executed in the same manner 
and subject to the same conditions as if the application were made by 
such decree-holder. 


Provided as follows :— 


(a) Where the decree has been transferred by assignment, notice 
in writing of such application shall be given to the trans- 
feror and the judgment-debtor, and the decree shall not be 
executed until the court has heard their objections (if any) 
to such execution: provided that the court may at its discre- 
tion dispense with service of such notice on the transferor ; 

(b) Where a decree for money against several persons has been 
transferred to one of them, it shall net be executed against 
the others. X 


219. Every transferee of a decree shall hold the same subject to 


. the equities (if any) which the judgment-debtor might have enforced 


against the original decree-holder. 


220. (i.) If a judgment-debtor dies before the decree has heen fully 
executed, the holder of the decree may apply to the court which passed 
it to execute the same against the legal representative of the deceased. 


(ii.) Such representative shall be liable only to the extent of the 
property of the deceased which has come to his hands and has not 
been duly disposed of; and for the purpose of ascertaining such 
liability the court executing the decree may, of its own motion or on 
the application of the decree-holder, compel the said representative 
to produce such accounts as it thinks fit. 


221. The application for the execution of a decree shall be in 
writing, verified by the applicant or by some other person proved to the 
satisfaction of the court to be acquainted with the tacts of the case, 
and shall contain in a tabular form the following partieulars— 
namely, 


(a) The number of the suit ; 
(6) The names of the parties ; 
(c) The date of the decree; 
(d) Whether any appeal has been preferred from the decree ; 

(e) Whether any and what adjustment of the matter in disp:te 
has been made between the parties subsequently to the 
decree ; 

(f ) Whether any and what previous applications have been made 
for execution of the decree and with what result ; 

(g) The amount of the debt or compensation, with the interest, if 
any, due upon the decree, or other relief granted thereby ; 

(h) The amount of costs, if any, awarded ; 

(i) The name of the person against whom the enforcement of the 
decree is sought; and 

(j) The mode in which the assistance of the court is required, 
whether by the delivery of property specifically decreed, or 
by the attachment of the judgment-debtor’s property, or 
otherwise, as the nature of the relief sought may requ 
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222. Whenever an application is made for the attachment of any 
movable property belonging to the judgment-debtor but not in his 
possession, the decree-holder shall annex to the application an inven- 
tory of the property to be attached, containing a reasonably accurate 
description of the same, and stating the name and address of the person 
or persons in whose possession such property is alleged to be. 


223. (i.) Whenever an application is made for the attachment ofany 
immovable property belonging to the judgment-debtor, it shall contain 
at the foot a description of the property sufficient to identify it, and 
also a specification of the judgment-debtor’s share or interest therein 
to the best of the belief of the applicant and so far as he has been able 
to acertain the same. 

(ii.) Every such description and specification shall be verified in 
manner hereinbefore provided for the verification of plaints. 


224. If the property be land reyistered in any Registry of Titles 
or Land Office, the application for attachment shall be accompanied by 
an authenticated extract from the register of such Registry or Land 
Office, specifying the persons registered as proprietors of, or as posses- 
sing any transferable interest in, the land, or as liable to pay revenue 
for such land, and the shares of the registered proprietors. 


C.—OF STAYING EXECUTION. 


225. The court to whicha decree has been sent for execution under 
this chapter shall, upon sufficient cause being shown, stay the execution 
of such decree for a reasonable time, to enable the judgment-debtor to 
apply to the court by which the decree was made, or to any court having 
appellate jurisdiction in respect of the decree or the execution thereof, 
for an order to stay the execution, or for any other order relating to the 
decree or execution which might have been made by such court of first 
instance or appellate court if execution had been issued thereby, or if 
application for execution had been made thereto ; 

And in case the property of the judgment-debtor has been seized 
under an execution, the court which issued the execution may order 
the restitution of such property pending the result of the application 
for such order. 


226. Before passing an order under section 225 to stay execution 
or for the restitution of property the court may require such security 
from, or impose such conditions upon, the judgment-debtor as it 
thinks fit. 


227. No discharge under section 225 of the property of a judg- 
ment-debtor shall prevent it from being retaken in execution of the 
decree sent for execution. 


228. Any order of the court by which the decree was passed, or of 
such court of appeal as aforesaid, in relation to the execution of such 
decree, shall be binding upon the court to which the decree was sent 
for execution. 


229. If a suit be pending in any court against the holder of a 
decree of such court, on the part of the person against whom the 
decree was passed, the court may (if it think fit) stay execution on 
the decree, either absolutely or on such terms as it thinks fit, until the 
pending suit has been decided. 
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D.— QUESTIONS FOR COURT EXECUTING DECREE. 
230. (i.) The following questions shall be determined by order of 


(a) Questions regarding the amount of any mesne profits as to 
which the decree has directed enquiry ; 


(b) Questions regarding the amount of any mesne profits or 
interest which the decree has made payable in respect of 
the subject-matter of a suit, between the date of its insti- 
tution and the execution of decree, or the expiration of 
three years from the date of the decree : 


(c) Any other questions arising between the parties to the suit in 
which the decree was passed, or their representatives, and 
relating to the execution, discharge or satisfaction of the 
decree or to the stay of execution thereof. 


(ii.) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to bara separate suit 
for mesne profits accruing between the institution of the first suit and 
the execution of the decree therein, where such profits are not dealt 
with by such decree. 


(iii.) If a question arises as to who is the representative of a party 
for the purposes of this section, the court may either stay execution of 
the decree until the question has been determined by a separate suit 
or itself determine the question by an order under this section. 


E.—OF THE MODE OF EXECUTING DECREES. 


231. (i.) The court, on receiving an application for the execution 
of a decree, shall ascertain whether such of the requirements of 
sections 221, 222, 223, and 224 as may be applicable to the case have 
been complied with, and if they have not been complied with the court 
may reject the application, or may allow it to be amended then and 
there, or within a time fixed by the court. If the application be not so 
amended, it shall be rejected. 


. 
(ii.) Every amendment made under this section shall be attested 
by the signature of the registrar. 


(iii.) When the application is admitted the court shall enter in the 
register of the suit a note of the application and the date on which it 
was made, and shall order execution of the decree according to the 
nature of the application. 


(iv.) Provided that, in the case of a decree for money, the value of 
the property attached shall, as nearly as may be, correspond with the 
amount for which the decree has been made. 


232. If cross-decrees between the same parties for the payment of 
money be produced to the court, execution shall be taken out only by 
the party who holds a decree for the larger sum, and for so much only 
as remains after deducting the smaller sum, and satisfaction for the 
smaller sum shall be entered on the decree for the larger sum as well 
as satisfaction on the decree for the smaller sum. 7 


If the two sums be equal, satisfaction shall be entered upon both 
decrees. 4 


Explanation I—The decrees contemplated by this section are 
decrees capable of execution at the same time and by the same court. 
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Explanation II.—This section applies where either party is an 
assignee of one of the decrees and as well in respect of judgment-debts 
due by the original assignor as in respect of judgment-debts due 
by the assignee himself. 


Explanation III.—This section does not apply unless the decree- 
holder in one of the suits in which the decrees have been made is the 
judgment-debtor in the other and each party fills the same character in 
both suits ; and the sums due under the decrees are definite. 


ILLUSTRATIONS. 


(a) A holds a decree against B for $1,000. B holds a decree against A for 
the payment of $1,000 in case A fails to deliver certain goods at a future day. 
B cannot treat his decree as a cross-decree under this section. 

(b) A and B, co-plaintiffs, obtain a decree for $1,000 against C, and C obtains 
a decree for $1,000 against B. C cannot treat his decree as a cross-decree 
under this section. 


(c) A obtains a decree against B for $1,000. C, who is a trustee for B, 
obtains a decree on behalf of B against A for $1,000. B cannot treat C’s decree 
as a cross-decree under this section. 

233. When two parties are entitled under the same decree to 
recover from each other sums of different amounts, the party entitled 
to the smaller sum shall not take out execution against the other 
party ; but satisfaction for the smaller sum shall be entered on the 
decree. 


When the amounts are equal neither party shall take out execu- 
tion, but satisfaction for each sum shall be entered on the decree. 


234. The court shall issue a notice to the party against whom 
execution is applied for, requiring him to show cause, within a period 
to be fixed by the court, why the decree should not be executed against 
him— 

(a) If more than one year has elapsed between the date of the 
decree and the application for its execution ; or 


(b) If the enforcement of the decree be applied for against the 
legal representative of a party to the suit in which the 
decree was made : 


Provided that no such notice shall be necessary— 


In consequence of more than one year having elapsed between the 
date of the decree and the application for execution, if the application 
be made within one year from the date of any decree passed on appeal 
from the decree sought to be executed, or of the last order against the 
party against whom execution is applied for, passed on any previous 
application for execution ; or 

In consequence of the application being against the legal represen- 
tative of the judgment-debtor, if upon a previous application for 
execution against the same person the court has ordered execution to 
issue against him. 

Ezplanation.—In this section the phrase “the court” means the 
court by which the decree was passed, unless the decree has been sent 
to another court for execution, in which case it means such other court. 


2385. If the person to whom notice is issued under the last pre- 
ceding section does not appear, or does not show cause to the 
satisfaction of the court why the decree should not be executed, the 
court shall order the decree to be executed. 
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If he offers any objection to the enforcement of the decree, the 
court shall consider such objection and pass such order as it thinks 
fit. 

236. When the preliminary measures (if any) required by the 
foregoing provisions have been taken, the court, unless it sees cause to 
the contrary, shall issue its warrant for the execution of the decree. 


237. Such warrant shall be dated the day on which it is issued, 
signed by the chief ministerial officer of the court, sealed with the seal 
of the court, and delivered to the proper officer to be executed. 

And a day shall be specified in such warrant on or before which it 
must be executed, and the proper officer shall endorse thereon the day 
and manner in which it was executed, or, if it was not executed, the 
reason why it was not.executed, and shall return it with such endorse- 
ment to the court from which it issued. 


238. If the decree be against a party as the legal representative of 
a deceased person, and the decree be for money to be paid out of the 
property of the deceased, it may be executed by the attachment and 
sale of any such property : 

If no such property remains in the possession of the judgment- 
debtor, and he fails to satisfy the court that he has duly applied such 
property of the deceased as is proved to have come into his possession, 
the decree may be executed against the judgment-debtor to the extent 
of the property not duly applied by him, in the same manner as if the 
decree had been against him personally. 

239. Whenever a person has, before the passing of a decree in an 
original suit, become liable as surety for the performance of the same 
or of any part thereof, the decree may be executed against him to the 
extent to which he has rendered himself liable, in the same manner as 
a decree may be executed against a defendant. 

Provided that such notice in writing as the court in each case 
thinks sufficient has been given to the surety. 

240. Every decree or order directing a party to pay money, as 
compensation or costs, or as the alternative to some other relief granted 
by the decree or order, or otherwise, may be enforced by the attach- 
ment and sale of the judyment-debtor’s property in manner hereinafter 
provided. 

241. If the decree be for mesne profits or any other matter the 


" amount of which in money is to be subsequently determined, the 


property of the judyment-debtor may, before the amount due from 
him under the decree has been ascertained, be attached as in the case 
of an ordinary decree for money. 


242. When a decree is passed for a sum of money only, and the 
amount decreed does not exceed the sum of one thousand dollars, the 
court may, when passing the decree, on the oral application of the 
decree-holder, order immediate execution thereof by the issue of 
a warrant directed against the judgment-debtor’s movable (property 
within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the court. 


243. All money payable under a decree shall be paid as follows— 
namely, 
(a) Into the court whose duty it is to execute the decree; or 
(b) Out of court to the decree-holder; or 
(c) Otherwise as the court which made the decree directs. 
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244. (i.) Every agreement to give time for the satisfaction of a 
judgment-debt s be void unless it is made for consideration and with 
the sanction of the court which passed the decree, and such court 
deems the consideration to be under the circumstances reasonable. 

(ii.) Every agreement for the satisfaction of a judgment-debt, 
which provides for the payment, directly or indirectly, of any sum in 
excess of the sum due or to accrue due under the decree, shall be void 
unless it is made with the like sanction. 

(iii.) Any sum paid in contravention of the provisions of this 
section shall be applied to the satisfaction of the judgment-debt; and 
the surplus, if any, shall be recoverable by the judgment-debtor. 


245. (i.) If any money payable under a decree is paid out of court, 
or the decree is otherwise adjusted in whole or in part to the satisfaction 
of the decree-holder, or if any payment is made in pursuance of an 
agreement of the nature mentioned in section 244 the decree-holder 
shall certify such payment or adjustment to the court whose duty it is 
to execute the decree. 

(ii.) The judgment-debtor also may inform the court of such pay- 
ment or adjustment, and apply to the court to issue a notice to the 
decree-holder to show cause, on a day to be fixed by the court, why 
such payment or adjustment should not be recorded as certified ; and 
if, after due service of such notice, the decree- holder fails to appear on 
the day fixed, or having appeared fails to show cause why the payment. 
or adjustment should not be recorded as certified, the court shall 
record the same accordingly. 

(iii.) Unless such a payment or adjustment has been certified as 
aforesaid, it shall not be recognised as a payment or adjustment of the 
decree by any court executing the decree. 


246. (i.) If the decree be for any specific movable, or for any 
share in a specific movable, it may be enforced by the seizure, if 
practicable, of the movable or share, and by the delivery thereof to 
the party to whom it has’ been adjudged, or to such person as he 
appoints to receive delivery on his behalf, or by the attachment of the 
property of the judyment-debtor. 

(ii.) When any attachment under this section has remained in 
force for six weeks, if the judgment-debtor has not obeyed the decree 
and the decree-holder has applied to have the attached property sold, 
such property may be sold, and out of the proceeds the court may 
award to the decree-hulder, in cases where any amount has been fixed 
under section 195, such amount, and, in other cases, such compensation, 
as it thinks fit, and shall pay the balance, if any, to the judgment- 
debtor on his application. 

(iii.) If the judgment-debtor has obeyed the decree and paid all 
costs of executing the same which he is bound to pay, or if, at the end 
of six weeks from the date of the attachment, no application to have 
the property sold has been made, or, if made, has been refused, the 
attachment shall cease to exist. 


247. (i.) When the party against whom a decree for the specific 
performance of a contract, or for the performance of or abstention 
from any particular act, has been made, has had an opportunity of 
obeying the decree or injunction and has wilfully failed to obey it, the 
decree may be enforced by his imprisonment for contempt of court or 
by the attachment of his property, or by both. 
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Gi.) When any attachment under this section has remained in 
force for one year, if the judyment-debtor has not obeyed the decree 
and the decree-holder has applied to have the attached property sold, 
the property may be sold; and out of the proceeds the court may 
award to the decree-holder such compensation as it thinks fit, and may 
pay the balance, if any, to the judgment debtor on his application. 

Gii.) If the judgment-debtor has obeyed the decree and paid all 
costs of executing the same which he is bound to pay, or if, at the end 
of one year from the date of the attachment, no application to have 
the property sold has been made and granted, the attachment shall 
cease to exist. 


248. (i.) If the decree be for the execution of a coavevance. or for 
the endorsement of a negotiable instrument, and the judgment-debtor 
neglects or refuses to comply with the decree, the decree-holder may 
prepare the draft of a convevance or endorsement in accordance with 
the terms of the decree, and deliver the same to the court. 

(ii.) The court shall thereupon cause the draft to be served on 
the judgment-debtor in manner hereinbefore provided for serving a 
summons, together with a notice in writing stating that his objections, 
if any, thereto shall be made within such time (mentioning it) as the 
court fixes in this behalf. 

(iii.) The decree-holder may also tender a duplicate of the draft to 
the court for execution, upon properly stamped puper if a stamp is 
required by law. 

(iv.) On proof of such service the court shall execute the duplicate 
so tendered, or may, if necessary, alter the same, so as to bring it into 
accordance with the terms of the decree and execute the duplicate so 
altered. 

(v.) Provided that, if anv party object to the draft so served as 
aforesaid, his objections shall, within the time so fixed, be stated in 
writing and argued before the court, and the court shall thereupon 
pass such order as it thinks fit, and execute, or alter and execute, the 
duplicate in accordance therewith. 


249. The execution of a convevance, or the endorsement of a 
negotiable instrument, by the court under the last preceding section may 
be in the following form: “C D, Registrar of the Court of 
for A B, in a suit by E F, against A B.” or in such other form as 
the Judicial Commissioner may from time to time prescribe, and shall 
have the same effect as the execution of the convevance or endorsement 
of the instrument by the party ordered to execute or endorse the same. 


250. If the decree be for the delivery of any immovable property, 
possession thereof shall be delivered over to the party to whom it has 
been adjudged, or to such person as he appoints to receive delivery on 
his behalf, and, if need be, by removing any person bound by the decree 
who refuses to vacate the property. 

251. If the decree be for the delivery of any immovable property 
in the occupancy of a tenant or other person entitled to occupy the 
same and not bound by the decree to relinquish such occupancy, the 
court shall order delivery to be made by affixing a copy of the warrant. 
in some conspicuous place on the property, and proclaiming to the 
occupant by beat of drum, or in such other mode as is customary, at 
some convenient place, the substance of the decree in regard to the 
property. 
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Provided that if the occupant can be found, a notice in writing 
containing such substance shall be served upon him, and in such case 
no proclamation need be made. 

F.—OF ATTACHMENT OF PROPERTY. 

282. The following property is liable to attachment and sale in 
execution of a decree—namely, lands, houses or other buildings, goods, 
money, bank-notes, cheques, bills of exchange, promissory notes, 
Government securities, bonds or other securities for money, debts, 
shares in the capital or joint stock of any railway, banking or other 
public company or corporation, and, except as hereinafter mentioned, 
all other saleable property, movable or immovable, belonging to the 
judgment-debtor or over which, or the profits of which, he has a 
disposing power which he may exercise for his own benefit, and 
whether the same be held in the name of the judgment-debtor or by 
another person in trust for him or on his behalf. 

Provided that the following particulars shall not be liable to such 
attachment or sale— namely, 

(a) The necessary wearing apparel and bedding of the judgment- 
debtor, his wife and children ; 

(b) Tools of artizans, and, where the judyment-debtor is an 
agriculturist, his implements of husbandry and such cattle 
and seed-grain or produce as may in the opinion of the 
court be necessary to enable him to earn his livelihood as 
such ; 

(c) The materials of houses and other buildings belonging to and 
occupied by agriculturists ; 

(d) Books of account ; 

(e) Mere rights to sue for damages ; 

(f) Any right of personal service ; 

(y) Pensions, allowances, and gratuities, allowed to military and 
civil ex-servants of Government, and political pensions ; 

(h) The salary of a public officer or of uny servant of a Railway 

Administration or Sanitary Board to the extent of— 

(i.) The whole of the salary where the salary does not 
exceed twenty dollars monthly ; 

(ii.) Twenty dollars monthly where the salary exceeds 
twenty dollars and does not exceed forty dollars 
monthly ; and 

(iii.) One moiety of the salary in any other case. 

Provided that no salary of a public officer or servant of a Railway 
Administration or Sanitary Board shall be attached unless and until 
the written consent of the Resident or Secretary to the Resident to such 
attachment shall have been produced in court. 

(7) The pay and allowances of Malay States Guides and Police; 

(j) The wages of labourers and domestic servants ; 

(i) An expectancy of succession by survivorship or other merely 
contingent or possible right or interest ; 

(1) A right to future maintenance ; 

(m) Where the judgment-debtor is a person liable for the payment 
of land revenue, any movable property which under any law 
applicable to him is exempt from sale for the recovery of 
an arrear of such revenue.

Explanation —The particulars mentioned in clauses (g), (h), (i) 
and (j) are exempt from attachment or sale whether before or after 
they are actually payable. 

Provided also that nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
exempt the materials of houses and other buildings from attachment 
or sale in execution of decrees for rent. 


283. The court may, of its own motion or on the application of the 
decree-holder, summon any person whom it thinks necessary, and 
examine him in respect of any property liable to be seized in satisfac- 
tion of the decree, and may require the person stunmmoned to produce 
any document in his possession or power relating to such property, 
and, before issuing the summons, of its own motion, shall declare the 
person on whose behalf the summons is so issued. 


254. (i.) In the case of (a) a debt not secured by a negotiable instru- 
ment, (>) a share in the capital of any publie company or corporation, 
(c) other movable property not in the possession of the judgment- 
debtor, except property deposited in, or in the custody of, any court, 
the attachment shall be made by a written order prohibiting— 


(a) Inthe case of the debt, the creditor from recovering the debt and 
the debtor from making payment thereof until the further 
order of the court ; 

(b) In the case of the share, the person in whose name the share 
may be standing from transferring the same pr receiving 
any dividend thereon ; 

(¢) In the case of the other movable property except as afuresaid. 
the person in possession of the same from giving it over to 
the judgment-debtor. 


ii.) A copy of such order shall be fixed up in some conspicuous 
part of the court-house, and another copy of the same shall be sent, in 
the case of the debt, to the debtor, in the case of the share, to the 
proper officer of the company or corporation, and in the case of the 
other movable property (except as afvresaid), to the person in posses- 
sion of the same. 

iii.) A debtor prohibited under clause (a) of this section may pay 
the amount of his debt into court and such payment shall discharge 
him as effectually as payment to the party entitled to receive the same. 


(iv.) In the case of the salary of a public officer or the servant of a 
Railway Administration or Sanitary Board, the attachment shall be 
made by a written order requiring the officer whose duty it is to dishurse 
the salary to withhold every month such portion as the court may 
direct, until the further orders of the court. 


(v.) A copy of every such order and of the written consent of the 
Resident or Secretary to the Resident to the same shall he fixed up in 
a conspicuous part of the court-house and shall be served on the officer 
so required. 

(vi.) Every such officer may from time to time pay into court any 
portion so withheld, and such payment shall discharge the Government 
or the Railway Administration or Sanitary Board as the case may be, 
as effectually as payment to the judgment-debtor. 

255. (i.) Ifthe property be movable property in the possession 
of the judgment-debtor, other than the property mentioned in the first 
proviso to section 252, tHe attachment shall be made by actual seizure, 
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and the attaching officer shall keep the property in his own custody 
or in the custody of one of his subordinates, and shall be responsible 
for the due custody thereof. 

(ii.) Provided that when the property seized is subject to speedy 
and natural decay, or when the expense of keeping it in custody 
will exceed its value, the proper officer may sell it at once. 


(iii.) The Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
may, from time to time, make rules for the maintenance and custody, 
while under attachment, of live-stock and other movable property, 
and the officer attaching property under this section shall, notwith- 
standing the provisions of the former part of this section, act in 
accordance with such rules. 


286. If the property be a negotiable instrument not deposited in a 
court, nor in the custody of a public officer, the attachment shall be 
made by actual seizure, and the instrument shall be brought into court 
and held subject to the further orders of the court. 


257. No person executing any prccess under this Code directing or 
authorising seizure of movable property shall enter any dwelling 
house after sunset and before sunrise, or shall break open any outer 
door of a dwelling house. But, when any such person has duly gained 
access to any dwelling house, he may unfasten, break open, or otherwise 
open the door of any room in which he has reason to believe any such 
property to be. 

258. (i.) lf the property be deposited in, or be in the custody of, 
any court or public officer, the attachment shall be made by a notice 
to such court or officer, requesting that such property, and any interest. 
or dividend becoming payable thereon, may be held subject to the 
further orders of the court from which the notice issues. 

(ii.) Provided that, if such property is deposited in, or is in the 
custody of, a court, any question of title or priority arising between 
the decree-holder and any other person, not being the judgment-debtor, 
claiming to be interested in such property by virtue of any assignment, 
attachment or otherwise, shall be determined by such court. 

(iii.) And provided further that property in the custody or under 
the control of any public officer in his official capacity shall not be 
attached unless and until the written consent of the Resident or 
Secretary to the Resident to such attachment shall have been produced 
in court. 


259. If the property be a decree for money passed by the court 
which passed the decree sought to be executed, the attachment shall be 
made by an order of the court directing the proceeds of the former 
decree to be applied in satisfaction of the latter decree. 


If the property be a decree for money passed by any other court, 
the attachment shall be made by a notice in writing to such court 
under the hand of the judge of the court which passed the decree 
sought to be executed, requesting the former court to stay the execu- 
tion of its decree until such notice is cancelled by the court from 
which it was sent. The court receiving such notice shall stay 
execution accordingly, unless and until— 


(a) The court which passed the decree sought to be executed 
cancels the notice; or 
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(b) The holder of the decree sought to be executed applies to the 
court receiving such notice to execute its own decree. 


On receiving such application the court shall proceed to execute 
the decree and apply the proceeds in satisfaction of the decree sought 
to be executed. 


In the case of all other decrees the attachment shall be made by a 
notice in writing, under the hand of the judge of the court which 
passed the decree sought to be executed, to the holder of the decree 
sought to be attached, prohibiting him from transferring or charging 
the same in any way: and, when such decree has been passed by 
any other court, also by sending to such court a like notice in writing 
to abstain from executing the decree sought to be attached until such 
notice is cancelled by the court from which it was sent. Every court 
receiving such notice shall give effect to the same until it is so 
cancelled. 


The holder of any decree attached under this section shall be 
bound to give the court executing the same such information and aid 
as may reasonably be required. 


260. (i.) If the property be immovable, the attachment shall be 
made by an order prohibiting the judgment-debtor from transferring 
or charging the property in any way, and all persons from receiving 
the same from him by purchase, gift or otherwise. 


(ii.) The order shall be proclaimed at some place on or adjacent to 
such property by beat of gong or other customary mode, and a copy 
of the order shall be fixed up in a conspicuous part of the property 
and of the court-house. 


(iii.) In the case of land coming under the eprorisione of the Regis- 
tration of Titles Enactment the order shall also be dealt with in the 
manner prescribed by section 66 of that Enactment. 


(iv.) When the property is land paying revenue to Government, a 
copy of the order shall also be posted up in the office of the Collector 
of Land Revenue for the district in which the land is situate. 


261. If the amount decreed with costs and all charges and 
expenses resulting from the attachment of any property be paid into 
court, or if satisfaction of the decree be otherwise made through the 
court, or if the decree is set aside or reversed, an order shall be issued, 
on the application of any person interested in the property, for the 
withdrawa P of the attachment. 


262. When an attachment has been made by factual seizure or by 
written order duly intimated, dealt with, and made known in manner 
aforesaid, any private alienation of the property attached, whether by 
sale, gift, mortgage or otherwise, and any payment of the debt or 
dividend, or a delivery of the share, to the judgment-debtor during the 
continuance of the attachment, shull be void as against ‘all claims 
enforceable under the attachment. 


263. If the property attached is coin or currency notes, the court 
may, at any time during the continuance of the attachment, direct 
that such coin or notes, or a part thereof sufficient to satisfy the 
decree, be paid over to the party entitled under the decree to receive 
the same. 
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264. If any claim be preferred to, or any objection be made to the 
attachment of, any property attached in execution of a decree, on the 
ground that such property is not liable to such attachment, the court 
shall proceed to investigate the claim or objection with the like power 
as regards the examination of the claimant or objector, and in all 
other respects, as if he was a party to the suit. 


Provided that no such investigation shall be made where the court 
considers that the claim or objection was designedly or unnecessarily 
delayed. 


If the property to which the claim or objection applies has been 
advertised for sale, the court ordering the sale may postpone it 
pending the investigation of the claim or objection. 


268. The claimant or objector must adduce evidence to show that 
at the date of the attachment he had some interest in, or was posses- 
sed of, the property attached. 


266. If upon the said investigation the court is satisfied that, for 
the reason stated in the claim or objection, such property was not, 
when attached, in the possession of the judgment-debtor or of some 
person in trust for him, or in the occupancy of a tenant or other person 

ying rent to him, or that, being in the possession of the judgment- 
lebtor at such time, it was so in his possession, not on his own account 
or as his own property, but on account of or in trust for some other 
person, or partly on his own account and partly on account of some 
other person, the court shall pass an order for releasing the property, 
wholly or to such extent as it thinks fit, from attachment. 


267. If the court is satisfied that the property was, at the time it 
was attached, in possession of the Hadyneae bine as his own property 
and not on account of any other person, or was in the possession of 
some other person in trust for him, or in the occupancy of a tenant or 
other person paying rent to him, the court shall disallow the claim. 


268. If the court is satisfied that the property is subject to a 
mortgage, charge or lien in favour of some person not in possession, 
and thinks fit to continue the attachment, it may do so, subject to such 
mortgage, charge or lien. 


269. The party against whom an order under section 266, 267, or 
268 is passed may institute a suit to establish the right which he 


claims to the property in dispute, but, subject to the result of such suit, - 


if any, the order shall be conclusive. 


270. Any court may order that any property which has been 
attached, or such portion thereof as may seem necessary to satisfy the 
decree, shall be sold, and that the proceeds of such sale, or a sufficient 
portion thereof, shall be paid to the party entitled under the decree to 
receive the same. 


271. Where property not in the custody of any court has been 
attached in execution of decrees of more courts than one, the court 
which shall receive or realise such property and shall determine any 
claim thereto and any objection to the attachment thereof shall be the 
court of highest grade, or, where there is no difference in grade 
between such courts, the court under whose decree the property was 
first attached. 
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G.—OF 8ALE AND DELIVERY OF PROPERTY. 
(a) GENERAL RULES. 
Rales, by whom 272. Sales in execution of decrees shall usually be conducted by a 


eondluctoa ang licensed auctioneer or by any other person whom the court ran 
by special order appoint, and, except as provided in section 282, 6! 


be made by public auction in manner hereinafter mentioned. 
Proclamation of 273. (i.) When any property is ordered to be sold by public 


sul by public suction in execution of a decree, the court shall cause a proclamation 
of the intended sale to be made in English, Malay, Chinese and Tamil. 
Such proclamation shall state the time and place of sale, and shall 
specify as fairly and accurately as possible— 

(a) The property to be sold ; 

(b) The revenue assessed upon the estate or part of the estate, 
when the property to be sold is an interest in an estate or a 
part of an estate paying revenue to Government ; 

(c) Any incumbrance to which the property is liable ; 

(d) The amount for the recovery of which the sale is ordered ; and 

(e) Every other thing which the court considers material for the 
purchaser to know in order to judge of the nature and 
value of the property. 


(ii.) For the purpose of ascertaining the matters so to be specified, 
the court may summon any person whom it thinks necessary, and 
examine him in respect to any such matters, and require him to 
produce any document in his possession or power relating thereto. 


(iii.) The Judicial Commissioner, with the approval of the Resident- 
General, may make rules for the guidance of the courts in exercise of 
their duties under this section. All such rules shall be published in 
the Gazette and shall thereupon have the force of law. 


Indemnity of 274. No judge or other public officer shall be answerable for any 
Judges, ete, error, misstatement or omission in any proclamation under section 273, 
unless the same has been committed or made dishonestly. 


Mode of making 275. The proclamation shall be made, in manner prescribed by 

prockunation. section 260, and a copy thereof shall then be fixed up in the court-house 
and, in the case of land paying revenue to Government, also in the 
office of the Collector of Land Revenue. 


If the court so direct, such proclamation shall also be published in 
the Gazette and in some local newspaper, and the costs of such publica- 
tion shall be deemed to be costs of the sale. 


Time of sale, 276. Except in the case of property mentioned in the proviso to 
section 255, no sale under this chapter shall, without the consent in 
writing of the judgment-debtor, take place until after the expiration 
of at least thirty days in the case of immovable property, and of at 
least. fifteen days in the case of movable property, calculated from the 
date on which the copy of the proclamation has been fixed up in the 
court-house of the judge ordering the sale. 


Power to 277. The court may in its discretion adjourn any sale under this 
adjourn sule. chapter to a specified day and hour, and the person conducting any 
such sale may in his discretion adjourn the sale, recording his reasons 
for such adjournment. Provided that when the sale is made in, or 
within the precincts of, the court-house, no such adjournment shall be 
made without the leave of the court. Whenever a sale is adjourned 
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under this section for a longer period than seven days, a fresh pro- 
clamation under section 275 shall be made, unless the judgment-debtor 
consents to waive it. Every such sale shall be stopped if, before the 
lot is knocked down, the debt and costs (including the costs of the 
sale) are tendered to such person, or proof is given to his satisfaction 
that the amount of such debt and costs has been paid into the court 
that ordered the sale. 


278. No person having any duty to perform in connection with 
any sale under this chapter shall either directly or indirectly bid for, 
acquire or attempt to acquire any interest in any property sold at 
such sale. 

279. The deficiency of price (if any) which may happen on a re- 
sale under this Code by reason of the purchaser's default, and all 
expenses attending such re-sale, shall be certified to the court by the 
person holding the sale. 


And shall, at the instance of either the judgment-creditor or the 
judgment-debtor, be recoverable from the defaulter under the rules 
contained in this chapter for the execution of a decree for money. 


280. (i.) No holder of a decree in execution of which property is 
sold shall, without the express permission of the court, bid for or 
purchase the property. 

(ii.) When a decree-holder purchases with such permission, the 
purchase-money and the amount due on the decree may, if he so 
desires, be set-off against one another, and the court executing the 
decree shall enter up satisfaction of the decree in whole or in part 
accordingly. 

(iii.) When a decree-holder purchases, by himself or through 
another person, without such permission, the court may, if it thinks fit, 
on the application of the judgment-debtor or any other person interest- 
ed in the sale, by order set aside the sale; and the costs of such 
application and order, and any deficiency of price which may happen 
on the re-sale, and all expenses attending it, shall be paid by the 
decree-holder. 


281. Whenever assets are realised by sale or otherwise in execution 
of a decree, and more persons than one have, prior to the realisation, 
applied to the court by which such assets are held for execution of 
decrees for money against the same judgment-debtor, and have not 
obtained satisfaction thereof, the assets, after deducting the costs of 
the realisation, shall be divided rateably among all such persons. 


Provided as follows :— 


(a) When any property is sold subject to a mortgage or charge, 
the mortgagee or incumbrancer shall not as such be entitled 
to share in any surplus arising from such sale; 


(b) When any property liable to be sold in execution of a decree 
is subject to a mortgage or charge, the court may, with the 
assent of the mortgagee or incumbrancer, order that the 
property be sold free from the mortgage or charge, giving 
to the mortgagee or incumbrancer the same right against 
the proceeds of the sale as he had against the property 
sold ; 
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(ec) When immovable property is sold in execution of a decree 
ordering its sale for the discharge of an incumbrance 
thereon, the proceeds of sale shall be applied — 

First, in defraying the expenses of the sale ; 
Secondly, in discharging the interest and principal money 
due on the incumbrance ; 

Thirdly, in discharging the interest and principal moneys 
due on subsequent incumbrances (if any) ; and 
Fourthly, rateably among the holders of decrees for 

money against the judgment-debtor who have, prior 
to the sale of the said property, applied to the court 
which made the decree ordering such sale for 
execution of such decrees and have not obtained 
satisfaction thereof. 


If all or any of such assets be paid to a person not entitled to 
receive the same, any person so entitled may sue such person to 
compel him to refund the assets. 


Nothing in this section affects any right of the Government or the 
rights of any persons under the “ Labourers’ Wages Priority Enact- 
ment, 1899.” 

(b) RULES AS TO MOVABLE PROPERTY. 

282. If the property to be sold be a negotiable instrument or 
a share in any public company or corporation, the court may, instead 
of directing the sale to be made by public auction, authorise the sale of 
such instrument or share through a broker at the market-rate of the 
day. 

283. In the case of other movable property, the price of each lot 
shall be paid at the time of sale, or as soon after as the person 
holding the sale directs, and, in default of payment, the property 
shall forthwith be ayain put up and sold. 

On payment of the purchase-money, the person holding the sale 
shall grant a receipt for the same, and the sale shall become absolute. 


284. No irregularity in publishing or conducting the sale of mov- 
able property shall vitiate the sale; but any person sustaining any 
injury by reason of such irregularity at the hand of any other person 
may institute a suit against him for compensation, or (if such other 
person be the purchaser) for the recovery of the specific property and 
for compensation in default of such recovery. 


285. When the property sold is a negotiable instrument or other 
movable property, of which actual seizure has been made, the property 
shall be delivered to the purchaser. 


286. When the property sold is any movable property to which 
the judgment-debtor is entitled subject to the possession of some other 
person, the delivery thereof to the purchaser shall be made by giving 
notice to the person in possession prohibiting him from delivering 
possession of the property to any person except the purchaser. 


287. When the property sold is a debt not secured by a negotiable 
instrument, or is a share in any public company, the delivery thereof 
shall be made by a written order of the court prohibiting the creditor 
from receiving the debt or any interest thereon, and the debtor from 
making payment thereof to any person except the purchaser, or pro- 
hibiting the person in whose name the share may be standing from 
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making any transfer of the share to any person except the purchaser, 
or receiving payment of any dividend or interest thereon, and the 
manager, secretary or other proper officer of the company from permit- 
ting any such transfer or making any such payment to any person 
except the purchaser. 

2g8. (i.) If the endorsement or conveyance of the party in whose Transfer of 
name a negotiable instrument or a share in any public company is Jyeruments 
standing is required to transfer such instrument or share, the court #nd shures. 
may endorse the instrument or the certificate of the share, or may 
execute such other document as may be necessary. 


(ii.) The endorsement or execution shall be in the following form 
or to the like effect:—‘A B, by C D, Judge of the Court of (or as 
the case may be) ; in a suit by E F against A B.” 


(iii.) Until the transfer of such instrument or share, the court may, 
by order, appoint some person to receive any interest or dividend due 
thereon, and to sign a receipt for the same ; and any endorsement made, 
or document executed, or receipt signed, as aforesaid, shall be as valid 
and effectual for all purposes as if the same had been made or executed 
or signed by the party himself. . 


289. In the case of any movable property not hereinbefore provid- Vesting order in 
ed for, the court may make an order vesting such property in the core ol other 
purchaser or as he may direct ; and such property shall vest accordingly. 


(c) RULES AS TO IMMOVABLE PROPERTY. 


290. (i.) Sales of immovable property in execution of a decree may What court 
be ordered by the court of the Senior Magistrate only. hay order gules 


of lan 
(ii.) When the judgment-debtor under any decree of a lower civil 
court is a tenant of immovable property, anything attached to such 
propery and which he might before the termination of his tenancy 
wfully remove with the permission of his landlord, shall, for the 
purpose of the execution of such decree, be deemed to be movable 
property, and may, if sold in such execution, be severed by the 
purchaser, but shall not be removed by him from the property until 
he has done to the property whatever the judgment-debtor would have 
been bound to do to it if he had removed such thing. 


291. (i.) When an order for the sale of immovable property hag Postponement 
been made, if the judgment-debtor can satisfy the court that there is % "ie" 
reason to believe that the amount of the decree may be raised by defendant to 
mortgage or lease or private sale of such property, or some part thereof, of decree. 
or of any other immovable property of the judgment-debtor, the court 
may on his application postpone the sale of property comprised in 
the order for sale, for such period as it thinks proper to enable him to 
raise the amount. 


(ii.) In such case the court shall grant a certificate to the judg- 
ment-debtor authorising him, within a period to be mentioned therein, 
and notwithstanding anything contained in section 262, to make the 
proposed mortgage, lease or sale. 

(iii.) Provided that all moneys payable under such mortgage, lease 
or sale shall be paid into court and not to the judgment-debtor. 


(iv.) Provided also that no mortgage, lease or sale under this 
section shall become absolute until it has been confirmed by the court. 
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292. On every sale of immovable property under this chapter, the 
person declared to be the purchaser di pay immediately after such 
declaration a deposit of twenty-five per centum on the amount of his 
purchase-money to the officer conducting ‘the sale, and in default of 
such deposit, the property shall forthwith be put up again and sold. 


293. The full amount of purchase-money shall be paid by the 
purchaser before the court closes on the fifteenth day after the sale of 
the property, exclusive of such day, or, if the fifteenth day be a Sunday 
or other holiday, then on the first office day after the fifteenth day. 


294. In default of payment within the period mentioned in the 
last preceding section, the deposit, after defraying the expenses of the 
sale, shall be forfeited to Government, and the property shall be re-sold, 
and the defaulting purchaser shall forfeit all claim to the property or 
to any part of the sum for which it may subsequently be sold. 


295. Every re-sale of immovable property, in default of payment 
of the purchase-money within the period allowed for such payment, 
shall be made after the issue of a fresh notification in the manner and 
for the period hereinbefore prescribed for the sale. 


296. When the property sold in execution of a decree is a share of 
undivided immovable property, and two or more persons, of whom one 
is a co-sharer, respectively advance the same sum at any bidding at. 
such sale, such bidding shall be deemed to be the bidding of the co- 
sharer. 


297. The decree-holder, or any person whose immovable property 
has been sold under this chapter, may apply to the court to set aside 
the sale on the ground of a material irregularity in publishing or 
conducting it ; 

But no sale shall be set aside on the ground of irregularity unless 
the applicant proves to the satisfaction of the court that he has 
sustained substantial injury by reason of such irregularity. 


298. (i.) If no such application as is mentioned in the last pre- 
ceding section be made, or if such application be made and the objec- 
tion be disallowed, the court shall pass an order confirming the sale 
as regards the parties to the suit and the purchaser. 

(ii.) If such application be made, and if the objection be allowed, 
the court shall pass an order setting aside the sule. 


(iii.) No suit to set aside, on the ground of such irregularity, an 
order passed under this section shall be brought by the party against. 
whom such order has been made. 


299. The purchaser at any such sale may apply to the court to set 
aside the sale, on the ground that the person whose property purported 
to be sold had no saleable interest therein, and the court may make 
such order as it thinks fit. 


Provided that no order to set aside a sale shall be made unless the 
judgment-debtor and the decree-holder have had opportunity of being 
heard against such order. 

300. No sale of immovable property in execution of a decree shall 
become absolute until it has been confirmed by the court. 

301. (i.) When a sale of immovable property is set aside under 
section 298 or 299; 
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Or when it is found that the judgment-debtor had no saleable 
interest in the property which purported to be sold and the purchaser 
is for that reason deprived of it; 

The purchaser shall be entitled to receive back his purchase-money 
(with or without interest as the court may direct) from any person to 
whom the purchase-money has been paid. 

(ii.) The re-payment of the said purchase-money and of the interest: 
(if any) allowed by the court may be enforced against such person 
under the rules provided by this Code for the execution of a decree for 
money. 

302. When a sale of immovable property has become absolute in 
manner aforesaid, the court shall grant a certificate stating the property 
sold and the name of the person who at the time of sale is declared to 
be the purchaser. Such certificate shall bear the date of the confirma- 
tion of the sale; and, so far as regards the parties to tHe suit and 
persons claiming through or under them, the title to the property sold 
shall vest in the purchaser from the date of such certificate and not 
before. 

Provided that the decree under which the sale took place was still 
subsisting at that date. 


303. (i.) No suit shall be maintained against the certified pur- 
chaser on the ground that the purchase was made on behalf of any 
other person, or on behalf of someone through whom such other person 
claims. 

(ii.) Nothing in this section shall bar a suit to obtain a declaration 
that the name of the certified purchaser was inserted in the certificate 
fraudulently or without the consent of the real purchaser. 


304. When the property sold is in the occupancy of the judgment- 
debtor or of some person on his behalf, or of some person claiming 
under a title created by the judgment-debtor subsequently to the 
attachment of such property. and a certificate in respect thereof has 
been granted under section 302, the court shall, on application by the 
purchaser, order delivery to be made by putting the purchaser or any 
person whom he may appoint to receive delivery on his behalf in 
possession of the property, and, if need be, by removing any person 
who refuses to vacate the same. . 

305. When the property sold is in the occupancy of a tenant or 
other pose entitled to occupy the same, and a certificate in respect ; 
thereof has been granted under section 302, the court shall order 
delivery thereof to be made by affixing a copy of the certificate of sale 
in some conspicuous place on the property, and proclaiming to the 
occupant by beat of drum, or in such other mode as may be customary, 
at some convenient place, that the interest of the judgment-debtor has 
been transferred to the purchaser. 

H.—OF RESISTANCE TO EXECUTION. 

306. If, in the execution of a decree for the possession of property, 
the officer charged with the execution of the warrant is resisted or 
obstructed by any person, the decree-holder may complain to the court 
at any time within one month from the time of such resistance or 
obstruction. 

The court shall fix a day for investigating the complaint, and shall 
summon the party against whom the complaint is le to answer the 
game. 
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307. If the court is satisfied that the obstruction or resistance was 
occasioned by the judgment-debtor or by some person at his instiga- 
tion, the court shall enquire into the matter of the complaint, and pass 
such order as it thinks fit. 


308. If the court is satisfied that the resistance or obstruction was 
without any just cause, and that the complainant is still resisted or 
obstructed in obtaining possession of the property by .the judgment- 
debtor or some other person at his instigation, the court may, at the 
instance of the decree-holder and without prejudice to any penalty to 
which such judgment-debtor or other person may be liable, under the 
Penal Code or any other law, for such resistance or obstruction, 
commit the judgment-debtor or such other person to the civil prison 
for a term which may extend to thirty days, and direct that the decree- 
holder be put into possession of the property. 


309. (i.) If the resistance or obstruction has been occasioned by 
any person other than the judgment-debtor claiming in good faith to 
be in possession of the property on his own account or on account of 
some person other than the judgment-debtor, the claim shall be num- 
bered and registered as a suit between the decree-holder as plaintiff 
and the claimant as defendant ; 


(ii.) The court shall, without prejudice to any proveedings to which 
the claimant may be liable under the Penal Code or any other law for 
the punishmennt of such resistance or obstruction, proceed to investi- 
gate the claim in the same manner and with the like power as if a suit 
for the property had been instituted by the decree-holder against the 
claimant under the provisions of Chapter V., and shall pass such order 
as it thinks fit for executing or staying execution of the decree. 


Gii.) Every such order shall have the same force as a decree, and 
shall be subject to the same conditions as to appeal or otherwise. 


310. (i.) If any person other than the judgment-debtor is dispos- 
sessed of any property in execution of a decree, and such person 
disputes the right of the decree-holder to dispossess him of such 
property under the decree, on the ground that the property was bond 
Jide in his possession on his own account or on account of some person. 
other than the judgment-debtor, and that it was not comprised in the 
decree, or that. if it was comprised in the decree, he was not a party to 
the suit in which the decree was passed, he may apply to the court. 


Gi.) If after examining the applicant it appears to the court that 
there is probable cause for making the application, the court shall 
proceed to investigate the matter in dispute; and, if it finds that the 
ground mentioned in the first paragraph of this section exists, it shall 
make an order that the applicant. recover possession of the property, 
and, if it does not find as aforesaid, it shall dismiss the application. 


(iii.) In hearing applications under this section, the court shall 
confine itself to the grounds of dispute above specified. 


(iv.) The party against whom an order is passed under this section 
may institute a suit to establish the right which he claims to the 
present possession of the property; but, subject to the result of such 
suit, if any, the order shall be final. 


311. Nothing in section 309 or 310 applies to a person to whom. 
the judgment-debtor has transferred the property after the institution. 
of the suit in which the decree is made. 
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312. If the purchaser of any immovable property sold in execu- 
tion of a decree be resisted or obstructed by the judgment-debtor or 
any one on his behalf in obtaining possession of the property, the 
provisions of this chapter relating to resistance or obstruction to a 
decree-holder in obtaining possession of the property adjudged to him 
shall be applicable. 

313. (i.) If the purchaser of any such property is resisted or 
obstructed by any person other than the judgment-debtor claiming in 
good faith a right to the present possession thereof, or if, in delivering 
possession thereof, any such person is dispossessed, the court, on the 
complaint of the purchaser or the person so dispossessed, shall enquire 
into the matter of the resistance, obstruction or dispossession, as the 
case may be, and pass such order thereon as it thinks fit. 

(ii.) The party against whom such order is passed may institute a 
suit to establish the right which he claims to the present possession of 
the property ; but, subject to the result of such suit, if any, the order 
shall be final. 

I.—OF THE EXAMINATION AND IMPRISONMENT OF 
JUDGMENT DEBTORS. 

314. (i.) Where a decree for the payment of money remains 
wholly or in part unsatisfied (whether execution has issued or not), 
the court may order that the debtor be arrested and brought before 
the court at such time as it may order for examination as hereinafter 
provided, if it appears to the court that there is probable reason for 
believing, having regard to his conduct or the state of his affairs or 
otherwise ; either 

(a) That he is likely to leave the State with a view of avoiding 
payment of such money, or of avoiding examination in 
respect of his affairs, or otherwise avoiding, delaying or 
embarrassing the decree-holder ; or 

(b) That he has fraudulently made or suffered any grant of or 
removed or concealed any property ; or 

(c) That the debt or liability in question was contracted or 
incurred by him by, or by reason of, fraud or false 
pretence; or 

(d) That forbearance in respect thereof was obtained by frand or 
false pretence. 

(ii.) Nothing herein contained shall be construed to alter or 
qualify the right of the debtor to apply to the court to rescind the 
said order, and, upon such payment being made or security offered as 
the court shall think reasonable, the debtor shall be discharged out of 
custody unless the court shall otherwise order. 

(iii.) Any decree-holder, instead of applying for a warrant of 
arrest under sub-section (i.), may without any application to the court 
summon the judgment-debtor by a summons in the form contained in 
the third schedule, No. 153, to be orally examined before the court 
respecting his ability to pay or satisfy the claims of the decree-holder. 
Provided that the issuing of such summons shall not prevent the 
decree-holder from applying to the court for a warrant of arrest under 
sub-section (i.) hereof. 

(iv.) On the appearance of the judgment-debtor before the court in 
obedience to such summons or under such warrant of arrest as afore- 
said, he may be examined on oath by or on behalf of the decree-holder 
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cand by the court respecting his ability to pay the money directed to be 
paid and for the discovery of property applicable to such payment and 
as to the disposal which he may have made of any property or 
otherwise as to any of the matters mentioned in sub-section (xi.). 


(v.) The decree-holder may summon as witnesses by subpena any 
persons whom he may consider likely to be able to afford information 
respecting the debtor’s ability to pay the money directed to be paid or 
respecting his property. 

(vi.) The judgment-debtor shall be bound to produce on oath or 
otherwise all books, papers and documents in his possession or power 
relating to property applicable to such payment. 

(vii.) Whether the judgment-debtor appears or not the decree- 
holder and other witnesses may be examined on oath or otherwise 
respecting the matters aforesaid. 


(viii.) The court may, if it thinks fit, adjourn the examination 
from time to time and require from the judgment-debtor such security 
for his appearance at the adjourned hearing as seems fit, and in default 
of his finding security may order that he be detained in custody as 
aforesaid under the same warrant until the adjourned hearing or may 
discharge him from custody. 

(ix.) The court may, upon such investigation as aforesaid, make 
any interim order for the protection of any property applicable or 
available or supposed to be applicable or available in ciechings of the 
judgment, as it shall think expedient. 


(x.) At the close of the investigation the judgment-debtor, if still 
in custody under such warrant as aforesaid, shall be discharged unless 
a warrant of arrest and imprisonment shall be issued against him as 
hereinafter provided. 


(xi.) Upon such investigation the court may by warrant commit. 
the debtor to the civil prison for a term not exceeding six months if 
the court be the court of the Senior Magistrate, and six weeks if the 
court be an inferior court, or until payment of the sum due, if upon 
such investigation it appears to the court— 


(a) That he then has, or since the date of the ee has had, 
sufficient means to pay the money directed to be paid by 
him or part thereof and he refuses or neglects to pay the 
same according to the decree; or 

(b) That, with intent to defraud his creditors or any of them, he 
has made or suffered any gift, delivery or transfer of any 
property, or changed, removed or concealed any property ; or 


(c) That the debt or liability in question was contracted or 
incurred by him by or by reason of fraud or false pretence 
or breach of trust committed by him; or 

(d) That forbearance thereof was obtained by fraud or false 
pretence; or 

(e) That the debt or liability was wilfully contracted or incurred 
by him without his having had at the same time a reason- 
able expectation of being able to pay or discharge it. 

(xii.) Upon such investigation the court may order any debt to be 
paid by instalments and may also order that upon default of payment 
of any instalment the debtor shall be committed to the civil prison for 
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any term not exceeding six months if the court be the court of the 
Senior Magistrate, and six weeks if the court be an inferior court. 


(xiii.) No imprisonment under suwb-sections (xi.) or (xii.) shall 
operate us a satisfaction or extinguishment of any debt or demand or 
cause of action, or deprive any person of any right to take out execu- 
tion against the property of the person imprisoned in the same manner 
as if such imprisonment had not taken place. 


(xiv.) Any person imprisoned under sub-sections (xi.) or (xii.) 
shall be discharged out of custody upon a certificate, signed by the 
decree-holder and attested by the reyistrar of the court, a mayistrate 
ora solicitor, that such person has fully paid the debt and costs in 
respect of which he was imprisoned, or that the same have otherwise 
been satisfied. 


(xv.) Every decree-holder upon his debt and costs being satisfied 
by payment or otherwise shall, if the debtor has been imprisoned, forth- 
with give to the debtor or lodge with the gaoler of the prison in which 
he is confined a certificate of satisfaction as above-mentioned; in 
default whereof the debtor or any person on his behalf may apply to 
the court for an order for his discharge; and the court, upon notice 
being given to the decree-holder and on proof that the debt has been 
satistied, shall order the discharge of the debtor and may award any 
sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars to be paid by the decree-hulder 
to the debtor as compensation for the default made by the decree- 
holder in not giving or lodging such certificate of satisfaction as 
aforesaid, 


315. (i.) The Judicial Commissioner, with the vd ae of the 
Resident-General, may, from time to time, prescribe scales, graduated 
according to rank, race and nationality, of monthly allowances payable 
for the subsistence of judgment-debturs. 


(ii.) No judgment-debtor shall be arrested under the provisions of 
section 314 unless and until the decree-holder pays into court such 
sum as, having regard to the scales sv fixed, the judge thinks sufficient 
for the subsistence of the judgment-debtor from his arrest until he 
can be brought before the court. 


iii.) When a judgment-debtor is committed to prison under the 
provisions of section 314, the court shall fix for his subsistence such 
monthly allowance as he may be entitled to according to the suid 
scales, or, where no such scales have been fixed, as it considers 
sufficient with reference to the class to which he belongs. 


(iv.)"The monthly allowance fixed by the court shall be supplied 
by the party on whose application the arrest has been made by 
monthly payments in advance before the first day of each month. 


(v.) The first payment shall be made to the proper officer of the 
court for such portion of the current month as remains unexpired 
before the judgment-debtor is received at the prison, and the subsequent 
payments (if any) shall be made to the officer in charge of the prison. 

(vi.) Sums disbursed by the decree-holder for the subsistence of 
the judgment-debtor in prison shall be deemed to be costs in the suit. 


(vii.) Provided that the judgihent-debtor shall not be detained in 
prison or arrested on account of any sum so disbursed. 
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CHAPTER XX. 
OF INSOLVENT JUDGMENT—DEBTORS,. 

316. (i.) Any judgment-debtor against whose property an order 
of attachment has been made in execution of a decree for money may 
apply in writing to be declared an insolvent. 

(ii.) Any holder of a decree for money may apply in writing that 
the judgment-debtor may be declared an insolvent. 

(iii.) Every such application shall be made to the Senior Mayis- 
trate’s court. 

317. (i.) The application, when made by the judgment-debtor, 
shall set forth— 

(a) That an order for the attachment of his property hus been 
made and the court by which the order of attachment was 
made ; . 

(b) The amount, kind and particulars of his property, and the 
value of any such property not consisting uf money ; 

(c) The place or places in which such property is to be found ; 

(d) His willingness to put it at the disposal of the court ; 

(e) The amount and particulars of all pecuniary claims against 
him; and 

(f) The names and residences of his creditors, so far as they are 
known to or can be ascertained _by him. 

(ii.) The application, when made by the holder of a decree for 
money, shall set forth the date of the decree, the court by which it was 

assed, the amount remaining due thereunder, and the place where the 
judgment-debtor resides. 

318, The application shall be signed and verified by the applicant 
in manner hereinbefore prescribed for signing and verifying plaints. 

319. (i.) The court shall fix a day for hearing the application, 
and shall cause a copy thereof, with a notice in writing of the time and 
place at which it will be heard, to be posted in court and served at 
the applicant’s expense— 

Where the applicant is the judgment-debtor—on the holder of the 
decree in execution of which the order of attachment was made, or on 
the solicitor of such decree-holder, and on the other creditors (if any) 
mentioned in the application ; 

Where the applicant is the decree-holder--on the judyment-debtor 
or his solicitor. 

(ii.) The court may, if it thinks fit. publish notice of the appli- 
cation at the applicant’s expense in the Gazefte and such local news- 
papers as it thinks fit. 

(iii.) Where the applicant is the judyment-debtor, the court may 
exempt him from any payments under this section other than pay- 
ments under sub-section (ii.) if satisfied that he is unable to make them. 


320. The court may also, if it thinks: fit. cause a like copy and 
notice to be served on any other person alleging himself to be a creditor 
of the applicant and applying for leave to be heard on the application. 


321. (i.) On the day so fixed, or on any subsequent day to which 
the court may. adjourn the hearing, the court shall examine the 
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judgment-debtor, in the presence of the persons on whom such notice 
has been served or their solicitors, as to the causes of his insolvency 
and his circumstances and future means of payment, and shall hear the 
decree-holder, the other creditors mentioned in the application, and 
the other persons (if any) alleging themselves to be creditors; and the 
court may allow such witnesses to be examined as it may consider 
necessary. 


(ii.) Where a decree-holder is applying for a declaration of insol- 
vency against a judgment-debtor, and such declaration is granted by 
the court, the examination of the judgment-debtor shall be adjourned 
until after the filing of the statement prescribed by section 327, or he 
may be re-examined after filing such statement. 


322. If the court is satisfied that the statements in the application 
are substantially true, the court may declare the judgment-debtor to 
be an insolvent, and shall also make an order appointing a receiver of his 
property. 

If the court is not so satisfied, it shall make an order rejecting the 
application. 

323. (i.) The creditors mentioned in the application, and the other 
persons (if any) alleging themselves to be creditors of the insolvent, 
shall then produce evidence of the amount and particulars of their 
respective pecuniary claims against him; and the court shall by order 
determine the persons who have proved themselves to be the insolvent’s 
creditors and their respective debts ; and shall frame a schedule of such 
persons’ and debts, a copy of which shall be posted in the court- 
house, and the declaration under the last preceding section, hereinafter 
ealled “the declaration of insolvency,” shall be deemed to be a decree 
in favour of each of the said creditors for their said respective debts. 


(ii.) No creditor of the insolvent shall have any remedy against the 
property of the insolvent except under this chapter, but nothing in this 
chapter shall affect the power of any secured creditor to realize his 
security. 

(iii.) Nothing in this chapter shall entitle a partner in an insolvent 
firm or, when he has died before the insolvency, his leyal representa- 
tive, to prove in competition with the creditors of the firm. 


324. (i.) Any creditor of the insolvent who is not mentioned in 
such schedule may apply to the court for permission to produce evidence 
of the amount and particulars of his pecuniary claims against the 
insolvent, and, in case the applicant proves himself to be a creditor of 
the insolvent, for an order directing his name to be inserted in the 
schedule as a creditor for the debt so proved. 


(ii.) Any creditor mentioned in the schedule may apply to the eourt 
for an order altering the schedule so far as regards the amount, nature 
or particulars of his own debt, or to strike out the name of another 
creditor, or to alter the schedule su far as regards the amount, nature 
or particulars of the debt of another creditor. 


(iii.) In the case of any application under this section, the court, 
after causing such notices as it thinks fit to be served, at the applicant’s 
expense, on the insolvent and the other creditors, and hearing their 
objections, if any, may comply with or reject the application. 


325. Every order under this chapter appointing a receiver shall be 
published in the Gazette, and every such order shall operate to vest 
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in the receiver all the insolvent’s property (except the particulars 
specified in the first proviso to section 252), whether set forth in his 
application or not. Every declaration of insolvency shall also be 
published in the Gazette. 


326. The receiver so appointed shall give such security as the 
court may direct and shall possess himself of all such property, except 
as aforesaid. 


327. (i.) In cases in which the judgment-debtor is declared] in- 
solvent on the application of a decree-holder, the judgment-debtor 
shall, within fourteen days after the declaration of insolvency is made, 
file in court a statement setting forth the particulars prescribed by 
clauses (6), (c), (e) and (f) of section 317. 

(ii.) Such statement shall be signed and verified by the judgment- 
debtor in manner hereinbefore prescribed for signing and verifying 
plaints. 

(iii.) If the court, when it makes the declaration of insolvency, 
shall be satisfied by evidence on oath that there is reasonable ground 
for suspecting that the judygment-debtor is about to abscond, the court 
may order that the judgment-debtor be arrested and kept in custody 
until he has filed the statement prescribed by this section or until the 
expiration of six months from his arrest, whichever shall first happen. 


(iv.) If the judgment-debtor, not having been arrested {under sub- 
section (iii.), shall neglect or refuse to file the statement within the 
period prescribed by sub-section (i.), the court may order him to be 
arrested and kept in custody until he has filed such statement or until 


the expiration of six months from his arrest, whichever shall first. 


happen. 
328. (i.) The receiver shall proceed under the direction of the 
Court— 

(a) To convert into money the insolvent’s property vested in the 
receiver as aforesaid ; 

(b) To pay thereout debts, fines and penalties (if any) due by the 
insolvent to Government ; 

(c) To pay the decree-holder’s costs, when the declaration of 
insolvency has been made on the application of a decree-. 
holder ; 

(d) To discharge, according to their respective priorities, all debts. 
secured by mortgage of, or charge or lien on, the insolvent’s 
property ; 

(e) To pay the wages of labourers (if any) in accordance with 
section 3 of the * Labourers’ Wages Priority Enactment, 
1899”; 

(f) To pay all wages or salary of every clerk, servant, labourer or: 
workman, other than labourers referred to in clause (e). 
not exceeding two hundred dollars, in respect of services 
rendered to the insolvent during three months before the 
date of the declaration of insolvency. 

(g) To distribute the balance among the scheduled creditors rate- 
ably according to the amounts of their respective debts and 
without any preference. 

(ii.) Such receiver, not being a salaried officer of the Government 
other than an official receiver, may retain as a remuneration for the 
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performance of his duties a commission, to be fixed by the court, not 
exceeding the rate of five per centum upon the amount of the balance so 
distributed (the amount of the commission so retained being deemed a 
distribution), and shall deliver the surplus, if any, to the insolvent or 
his legal representative. 

329. An insolvent discharged under section 330, or duly liquidating 
his debts under section 333, shall not be arrested or imprisoned on 
account of any of the scheduled debts; but, subject to the provisions of 
the next following section, the property of an insolvent, whether 
previously or subsequently acquired (except the particulara specified in 
the first proviso to section 252 and except the property vested in the 
receiver), shall, by order of the court, be liable to attachment and 
sale until the debts due to the scheduled creditors are satisfied in full 
or until the expiry of twelve years from the date of the declaration 
of insolvency. 

330. In the event of the receiver certifying, or of the court being 
otherwise satisfied, that the insolvent has placed the receiver in posses- 
sion of all the insolvent’s property which has become vested in the 
receiver, or that the insolvent has done everything in his power for 
that pu , then, if the aggregate amount of the scheduled debts is 
one hun dollars or a less sum, the court may, and in any case after 
the scheduled debts have been satisfied to the extent of one-third, or 
after the expiry of twelve years from the declaration of insolvency, the 
court shall declare the insolvent to be discharged from further liability 
in respect of such debts. 


331. (i.) Whenever, at the examination under section 321, it is 
proved that the judgment-debtor has— 


(a) Been guilty, in his application, or on his examination, of any 
concealment or of wilfully making any false statement as 
to the debts due by him, or respecting the property belong- 
ing to him, whether in possession or in expectancy, or held 
for him in trust; or 

(b) Fraudulently concealed, transferred or removed any property ; 

The court may sentence him by order in writing in a summary 
manner to imprisonment of either description for a term which may 
extend to three months ; 

(ii.) Or, instead of sentencing the judgment-debtor as aforesaid, 
the court may order the Public Prosecutor to prosecute him for com- 
mitting any offence against this section, to be specified in such order, 
and the judgment-debtor if convicted shall be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for a term which may extend to one year. 


DISCOVERY OF DEBTOR'S PROPERTY. 

332. (i.) The court may, on the application of the receiver or of a 
creditor, at any time after a declaration of insolvency has been made 
against a judgment-debtor (in this section called “the debtor”), 
summon before it the debtor or his wife, or any person known or 
suspected to have in his possession any of the estate or effects belonging 
to the debtor, or supposed to be indebted to the debtor, or any person 
whom the court may deem capable of giving information respecting 
the debtor, his dealings or property, and the court may require any 
such person to produce any documents in his custody or power relating 
to the debtor, his dealings or property. 
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(ii.) If any person so summoned, after having been tendered a 
reasonable sum for his expenses, refuses to come before the court at 
the time appointed, or refuses to produce any such document, having 
no lawful impediment made known to the court at the time of its 
sitting and allowed by it, the court may, by warrant, cause him to be 
apprehended and brought up for examination. 


(iii.) The court may examine on oath any person so brought before 
it concerning the debtor, his dealings or property. 


(iv.) If any person on examination before the court admits that he 
is indebted to the debtor, the court may, on the application of the 
receiver or creditor, order him to pay to the receiver, at such time and 
in such manner as to the court seems expedient, the amount admitted, 
or any part thereof, either in full discharge of the whole amount in 
question or not, as the court thinks fit, with or without costs of the 
examination. 

(v.) If any person on examination before the court admits that he 
has in his possession any property belonging to the debtor, the court 
may, on the application of the receiver or creditor, order him to deliver 
to the receiver such property, or any part thereof, at such time, and in 
such manner, and on such terms as to the court may seem just. 


COMPOSITION OR SCHEME OF ARRANGEMENT. 


333. (i.) The scheduled creditors of a judgment-debtor who has 
been declared insolvent (in this section called “the insolvent”) may 
resolve to entertain a proposal for a composition in satisfaction of 
the debts due to them from the insolvent or a proposal for a scheme of 
arrangement of the insolvent’s affairs. 


(ii.) The composition or scheme shall not be binding on the 
creditors unless it is accepted by a majority in number, representing 
three-fourths in value, of the scheduled creditors, and is approved by 
the court. 

(iii.) The insolvent, or any scheduled creditor, may apply to the 
court to approve the composition or scheme and any such creditor may 
be heard either for or against such application. 


(iv.) Such application shall not be heard until the court is satisfied 
(a) that the insolvent has been thoroughly examined before the court 
as to the causes of his insolvency, his circumstances, and his future 
means of payment; and (6) that notice, by advertisement or otherwise, 
has been given to every creditor of the insolvent, in sufficient time to 
enable such creditor to apply to the court, if he should so desire, for 
an order directing his name to be inserted in the schedule. 


(v.) Notice of the time appointed for hearing the application shall 
be sent by the court to each of the scheduled creditors. 


(vi.) If the court is of opinion that the terms of the composition 
or scheme are not reasonable, or are not calculated to benefit the 
general body of creditors, the court shall, and in any other case the court 
may, at its discretion, refuse to approve the composition or scheme. 


(vii.) If the court approves the composition or scheme, the 
approval may be testified by the seal of the court being attached to the 
instrument containing the terms of the composition or scheme, or by 
the terms being embodied in an order of the court. 
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(viii.) A composition or scheme accepted and approved in pursuance 
of this section shall be binding on all creditors of the insolvent su far 
as relates to any debts due to them from the insolvent which have been 
or might have been scheduled. 


(ix.) A certificate of the court that a composition or scheme has 
been duly accepted and approved shall, in the absence of fraud, be 
conclusive as to its validity. 


(x.) The provisions of a composition or scheme under this section 
may be enforced by the court on application by any person interested, 
and any disobedience of an order of the court made on the application 
shall be deemed a contempt of court. 


(xi.) If default is made in payment of any instalment due in 
pursuance of the composition or scheme, or if it appears to the court, 
on satisfactory evidence, that the composition or scheme cannot in 
consequence of legal difficulties, or for any sufficient cause, proceed 
without injustice or undue delay to the creditors or to the debtor, or 
that the approval of the court was obtained by fraud, the court may, if 
it thinks fit, on application by any creditor, again declare the debtor 
insolvent, and aa the composition or scheme, but without prejudice 
to the validity of any sale, disposition, or payment duly made, or 
thing duly done under or in pursuance of the composition or scheme. 
Where a debtor is declared insolvent under this sub-section any debt 
valid in other respects, which has been contracted before the date of 
the declaration of insolvency may be entered by the court in the 
schedule. 

(xii.) No composition or scheme shall be approved by the court 
which does not provide for the payment in priority to other debts of 
all debts directed by law to be so paid in the distribution of the pro- 
perty of an insolvent. 

(xiii.) No costs incurred by a debtor of, or incidental to, an appli- 
cation to approve of a composition or scheme, shall be allowed out of 
the estate if the court refuses to approve the composition or scheme. 


(xiv.) At the time a composition or scheme is approved of the court 
may correct or supply any accidental or formal slip, error, or omission 
therein, but no alteration in the substance of the composition or scheme 
shall be made. 


(xv.) When a composition or scheme is approved of, the receiver 
(if any) shall forthwith put the debtor (or, as the case may be, the 
trustee under the composition or scheme) into possession of the debtor's 
property. The court shall also rescind the declaration of insolvency, 
and the order (if any) appointing a receiver. 


(xvi.) In every case of a composition in which a trustee is not 
appointed to distribute such composition, the court may require a 
trustee to be appointed, and may refuse to approve the composition 
unless and until this is done. 

(xvii.) Where under a composition or scheme of arrangement a 
trustee is appointed to distribute a composition or to administer the 
debtor’s affairs or to manage his business, such trustee shall, unless 
expressly exempted therefrom by order of the court, give security to 
the satisfaction of the court for the due performance of his trust. The 
court may refuse to approve the composition or scheme unless such 
security is given. 
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PART II. 
OF INCIDENTAL PROCEEDINGS. 
CHAPTER XXI. 


OF THE DEATH, MARRIAGE AND INSOLVENCY OF PARTIES. 


334. The death of a plaintiff or defendant shall not cause the 
suit to abate if the nght to sue survives. 


ILLUSTRATIONS. 

(a) A covenants with B and C to pay an annuity to B during C’s life. 
B and C sue A to compel payment. B dies before the decree: the right to sue 
survives to C, and the suit does not abate. 

(b) In the same case all the parties die before decree. The right to sue 
survives to the representative of the survivor of B and C, and he may continue 
the suit against A’s representative. 

(c) A sues B for libel. A dies. The right to sue does not survive, and the 
suit abates. 

338. If there be more plaintiffs or defendants than one, and any 
of them dies, and if the right to sue survives to the surviving plaintiff 
or plaintiffs alone, or against the surviving defendant or defendants 
alone, the court shall cause an entry to that effect to be made on the 
record, and the suit shall proceed at the instance of the surviving 
plaintiff or plaintiffs, or against the surviving defendant or defendants. 


336. If there are more plaintiffs than one, and anv of them dies, 
and if the right to sue does not survive to the surviving plaintiff or 
plaintiffs alone but survives to him or them and the legal represen- 
tative of the deceased plaintiff jointly, the court may cause the legal 
representative, if any, of the deceased plaintiff to be made a party, and 
shall thereupon cause an entry to that effect to be made on the record 
and proceed with the suit. 


337. In case of the death of a sole plaintiff or sole surviving 
plaintiff, the legal representative of the deceased may, where the right 
to sue survives, apply to the court to have his name entered on the 
record in place of the deceased plaintiff, and the court shall thereupon 
enter his name and proceed with the suit. 


338. If within six months after the death of a sole plaintiff or sole 
surviving plaintiff no such application be made to the court by any 
person claiming to be the legal representative of the deceased plaintiff, 
the court may pass an order that the suit shall abate, and shall, on the 
application of the defendant, award to the defendant the costs which 
he may have incurred in defending the suit, to be recovered from the 
estate of the deceased plaintiff ; 


Or the court may, if it think proper, on the application of the 
defendant, aud upon such terms as to costs or otherwise as it thinks 
fit, pass such other order as it thinks fit for bringing in the legal 
representative of the deceased plaintiff, or for proceeding with the suit 
in order to a final determination of the matter in dispute, or for both 
those purposes. 


339. If any dispute arise as to who is the legal representative of a 
deceased plaintiff, the court may either stay the suit until. the fact has 
been determined in another suit, or decide at or before the hearing of 
the suit who shall be admitted to be such legal representative for the 
purpose of prosecuting the suit. 
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340. (i.) If there be more defendants than one, and any of them 
die before decree and the right to sue does not survive against the 
surviving defendant or defendants alone, and also in case of the death 
of a sole defendant, or sole surviving defendant where the right to sue 
survives, the plaintiff may make an application to the court, specifying 
the name, description and place of abode of any person whom he 
alleges to be the legul representative of the deceased defendant, and 
whom he desires to be made the defendant in his stead. 

ii.) The court shall thereupon enter the name of such _repre- 
sentative on the record in the place of such defendant, and shall issue 
a summons to such representative to appear on a day to be therein 
mentioned to defend the suit; and the case shall thereupon proceed in 
the same manner as if such representative had originally been made a 
defendant and had been a party to the former proceedings in the suit. 

(iii.) Provided that the person so made defendant may object that 
he is not the legal representative of the deceased defendant, or may 
make any defence appropriate to his character as such representative. 


(iv.) When the plaintiff fails to make such application within six 
months after the death of the defendant in question, the suit shall 
abate, unless he satisfies the court that he had sufficient cause for not 
making the application within such period. 

(v.) The legal representative of a deceased defendant may apply to 
have himself made a defendant in place of the deceased defendant, and 
the provisions of this section, so far as they are applicable, shall apply 
to the application and to the proceedings and consequencés ensuing 
thereon. 


341. (i.) The marriage of a female plaintiff or defendant shall not 
cause the suit to abate, but the suit may notwithstanding be proceeded 
with to judgment, and, where the decree is against a female defendant, 
it may thereupon be executed against her alone. 


(ii.) If the case is one in which the husband is by law liable for 
the debts of his wife, the decree may, with the permission of the court, 
be executed against the husband also; and, in case of judgment for the 
wife, execution of the decree may with such permission be issued upon 
the application of the husband, where the husband is by law entitled 
to the subject-matter of the decree. 


342. The insolvency of a plaintiff in any suit which the receiver 
appointed under the last preceding chapter might maintain for the 
benefit of his creditors shall not bar the suit, unless such receiver 
declines to continue the suit and to give security for the costs thereof 
within such time as the court may order. 


If the receiver neglect or refuse to continue the suit and to give 
such security within the time so ordered, the defendant may apply for 
the dismissal of the suit on the ground of the plaintiff's insolvency, and 
the court may dismiss the suit and award to the defendant the costs 
which he has incurred in defending the same, to be proved as a debt 
against the plaintiff's estate. 

343. When a suit abates or is dismissed under this chapter, no 
fresh suit shall be brought on the same cause of action. 

But the person claiming to be the legal representative of the 


deceased or insolvent plaintiff may apply for an order to set aside the 
order for abatement or dismissal; and, if it be proved that he was 
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prevented by any sufficient cause from continuing the suit, the court 
shall set aside the abatement or dismissal upon such terms as to costs 
or otherwise as it thinks fit. 


344. In other cases of assignment, creation or devolution of any 
interest pending the suit, the suit may, with the leave of the court, 
given either with the consent of all parties or after service of notice 
in writing upon them, and hearing their objections, if any, be con- 
tinued by or against the person to whom such interest has come either 
in addition to or in substitution for the person from whom it has 
passed, as the case may require. 


— 


CHAPTER XXII. 


OF THE WITHDRAWAL AND ADJUSTMENT OF SUITS. 

345. (i.) If, at any time after the institution of the suit, the court 
is satisfied on the application of the plaintiff (a) that the suit must 
fail by reason of some formal defect, or (b) that there are sufficient 
grounds for permitting him to withdraw from the suit or to abandon 
part of his claim with liberty to bring a fresh suit for the subject- 
matter of the suit or in respect of the part so abandoned, the court 
may grant such permission on such terms as to costs or otherwise as it 
thinks fit. 

(ii.) If the plaintiff withdraw from the suit, or abandon part of 
his claim, without such permission, he shall be liable for such costs as 
the court may award, and shall be precluded from bringing a fresh suit 
for the same matter or in respect of the same part. 


(iii.) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorise the court 
to permit one of several plaintiffs to withdraw without the consent of 
the others. 


346. In any fresh suit instituted on permission granted under the 
last preceding section, the plaintiff shall be bound by the law of limit- 
ation in the same manner as if the first suit had not been brought. 


347. Ifa suit be adjusted wholly or in part by any lawful agree- 
ment or compromise, or if the defendant satisfy the plaintiff-in respect 
to-the whole or any part of the matter of the suit, such agreement, 
compromise or satisfaction shall be recorded, and the court shall pass 
a decree in accordance therewith so far as it relates to the suit, and 
such decree shall be final, so far as relates to so much of the subject- 
matter of the suit as is dealt. with by the agreement, compromise or 
satisfaction. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 
OF PAYMENT INTO COURT. 
348. The defendant in any suit to recover a debt or damages may, 


at any stage of the suit, deposit in court such sum of money as he 
considers a satisfaction in full of the claim. 


349. Notice in writing of the deposit shall be given by the defendant 
to the plaintiff, and the amount of the deposit shall (unless the court 
otherwise directs) be paid to the plaintiff on his application. 
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350. No interest shall be allowed to the plaintiff on any sum 
deposited by the defendant from the date of the receipt of such notice, 
whether the sum deposited be in full of the claim or fall short thereof. 


351. (i.) If the plaintiff accept such amount as satisfaction in 
part only of his claim, he shall give notice in writing to the defendant 
to that effect, and he may prosecute his suit for the balance; and, if 
the court decides that the deposit by the defendant was a full satis- 
faction of the plaintiff’s claim, the plaintiff must pay the costs of the 
suit incurred after the deposit and the costs incurred previous thereto, 
so far as they were caused by excess in the plaintiff's claim. 

(ii.) If the plaintiff accept such amount as satisfaction in full of his 
claim, he shall present to the court a statement to that effect, and such 
statement shall be filed and the court shall pass judgment accordingly, 
and, in directing by whom the costs of each party are to be paid, the 
court shall consider which of the parties is most to blame for the 
litigation. 

ILLUSTRATIONS. 

(a) A owes B $100. B sues A for the amount, having made no demand for 
payment and having no reason to believe that the delay caused by making a 
demand would place him at a disadvantage. On the plaint being filed, A pays 
the money into court. B accepts it in full satisfaction of his claim, but the 
court should not allow him any costs, the litigation being presumably ground- 
less on his part. 


(b) B sues A under the circumstances mentioned in illustration (a). On the 
plaint being filed A disputes the claim. Afterwards A pays the money into 
court. B accepts it in full satisfaction of his claim. The court should also 
give B his costs of suit, A’s conduct having shown that the litigation was 
necessary. 

(c) A owes B $100 and is willing to pay him that sum without suit. B 
claims $150 and sues A for that amount. On the plaint being filed A pays 
$100 into court and disputes only his liability to pay the remaining $50. B 
accepts the $100 in full satisfaction of his claim. The court should order him 
to pay A’s costs. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 


OF REQUIRING SECURITY FOR COSTS. 

352. (i.) If, at the institution or at any subsequent stage of a suit, 
it appears to the court that a sole plaintiff is, or (when there are more 
plaintiffs than one) that all the plaintiffs are, residing out of the State, 
and that such plaintiff does not, or that no one of such plaintiffs does, 
possess any sufficient immovable property within the State indepen- 
dently of ie property in suit, the court may, either of its own motion 
or on the application of any defendant, order the plaintiff or plaintiffs, 
within a time to be fixed by the order, to give security for the payment 
of all costs incurred and likely to be incurred by any defendant. 

(ii.) On the application of any defendant in a suit for money in 
which the plaintiff is a woman the court may at any stage of the suit 
make a like order if it is satisfied that such plaintiff does not possess 
any sufficient immovable property within the State independently of 
the property in suit. 

353. (i.) In the event of such security not being furnished within 
the time so fixed, the court shall dismiss the suit unless the plaintiff or 
plaintiffs be permitted to withdraw therefrom under the provisions of 
section 345, or show good cause why such time should be extended, in 
which case the court may extend it. 
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(ii.) Where a suit is dismissed under this section, the plaintiff shall 
be precluded from bringing a fresh suit for the same cause of action, but 
he may apply for an order to set the dismissal aside, and, if it is proved 
to the satisfaction of the court that he was prevented by any sufticient 
cause from furnishing the security within the time allowed, the court 
shall set aside the dismissal upon such terms as to security, costs or 
otherwise as it thinks fit, and shall appoint a day for proceeding with 
the suit. ty 

(iii.) The dismissal shall not be set. aside unless the plaintiff has 
served the defendant with notice in writing of his application. 

354. Whoever leaves the State under such circumstances as to 
afford reasonable probability that he will not be forthcoming whenever 
he may be called upon to pay costs shall be deemed to be residing out 
of the State within the meaning of section 352. 


CHAPTER XXV. 


OF COMMISSIONS. 
A.— COMMISSIONS TO EXAMINE WITNESSES. 

388. Any court may in any suit issue a commission for the 
examination on interrogatories or otherwise of persons resident within 
the local limits of its jurisdiction, who are exempted under this Code 
from attending the court, or who are from sickness or infirmity unable 
to attend the court, or who live at such a distance from the court that in 
the opinion of the court it is unreasonable to compel them to attend 
the court. 

386. Such order may be made by the court either of its own 
motion, or on the application, supported by ‘affidavit or otherwise, of 
any party to the suit or of the witness to be examined. 

387. The commission for the examination of a person who resides 
within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the court issuing the same 
may be issued to any person whom the court thinks fit to execute the 
same, 

388. (i.) Any court may in any suit issue a commission for the 
examination of— 

(a) Any person resident beyond the local limits of its jurisdiction ; 
(6) Persons who are about to leave such limits before the date on 
which they are required to be examined in court. 

(ii.) Such commission may be issued to any person willing to act 
whom the court thinks fit to execute the same. 

359. When any court to which application is made for the issue of 
a commission for the examination of a person residing at any place not 
within the State, or at any place within the State but at such a distance 
from the court that in the opinion of the court it is unreasonable to 
compel him to attend the court, is satisfied that his evidence is 
necessary, the court may issue such commission. 

360. Every court in the State receiving a commission for the 
examination of any person shall examine him ] pursuant thereto. 

361. After the commission has been duly executed, it shall be 
returned, together with the evidence taken under it, to the court out 
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of which it issued, unless the order for issuing the commission has 
otherwise directed, in which case the commission shall be returned in 
terms of such order; and the commission and the return thereto, and 
the evidence taken under it, shall (subject to the provisions of the 
next following section) form part of the record of the suit. 


362. Evidence taken under a commission shall not be read as 
evidence in the suit without the consent of the party against whom 
the same is offered, unless— 


(a) The person who gave the evidence i is beyond the jurisdiction 
of the court, or dead, or unable from sickness or infirmity 
to attend to be personally examined, or exempted from 
personal appearance in court; or 

(b) The court in its discretion dispenses with the proof of any of 
the circumstances mentioned in the last preceding clause, 
and authorises the evidence of any person being read as 
evidence in the suit, notwithstanding proof that the cause 
for taking such evidence by commission has ceased at the 
time of reading the same. 

363. The provisions hereinbefore contained as to the execution 
and return of commissions shall apply to commissions issued by— 


(a) Courts situate in the United Kingdom or in any British 
Colony or possession or in the Federated Malay States ; 


(6) Courts of any foreign country for the time being in alliance 
with His Majesty the King of Great Britain. 
B.—COMMISSIONS FOR LOCAL INVESTIGATIONS. 

364. In any suit or proceeding in which the court deems a local 
investigation to be requisite or proper for the purpose of elucidating 
any matter in dispute, or of ascertaining the market-value of any 
property, or the amount of any mesne profits, or damages or annual 
net profits, and the same cannot be conveniently conducted by the 
judge in person, the court may issue a commission to such person as 
it thinks fit, provided such person be willing to act, directing him to 
make such investigation and to report thereon to the court. 

Provided that, when the Resident has made rules as to the persons 
to whom such commissions shall be issued, the court shall be bound by 
such rules. 


368. The commissioner, after such local inspection as he deems 
necessary, and after reducing to writing the evidence taken by him, 
shall return such evidence, together with his report in writing, signed 
with his name, to the court. 


The report of the commissioner and the evidence taken by him 
(but not the evidence without the report) shall be evidence in the suit 
and shall form part of the record ;. but the court, or, with the permis- 
sion of the court, any of the parties to the suit, may examine the 
commissioner personally in open court touching any of the matters 
referred to him or mentioned in his report, or as to the manner in 
which he has made the investigation. 


C.— COMMISSIONS TO EXAMINE ACCOUNTS. 


_ 366. In any suit in which an examination or adjustment of 
accounts is necessary, the court may issue a commission to such person 
as it thinks fit directing him to make such examination or adjustment. 
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367. The court shall furnish the commissioner with such part of 
the proceedings and such detailed instructions as appear necessary ; 

And the instructions shall distinctly specify whether the commis- 
sioner is merely to transmit the proceedings which he may hold on the 
enquiry, or also to report his own opinion on the point referred for his 
examination. 

The proceedings of the commissioner shall be received in evidence in 
the suit, unless the court has reason to be dissatisfied with them, in 
which case the court shall direct such further enquiry as is requisite. 

D.— COMMISSION TU MAKE PARTITION AND POWER OF SALE 
> IN THE ALTERNATIVE. 

368. (i.) In any suit in which the partition of immovable property 
appears to the court to be necessary, the court, after ascertaining the 
several parties interested in such property and their several rights 
therein, may issue a commission to such persons as it thinks fit to 
make a partition according to such rights. 


(ii.) The Commissioners shall ascertain and inspect the property, 
and shall divide the same into as many shares as may be directed by 
the order under which the commission issues, and shall allot such 
shares to the parties, and may, if authorised thereto by the said order, 
award sums to be paid for the purpose of equalising the value of the 
shares. 

(iii.) The commissioners shall then prepare and sign a report, or 
(if they cannot agree) separate reports, appointing the shares of each 
party, and distinguishing each share (if so directed by the said order) 
by metes and bounds. Such report or reports shall be annexed to the 
commission and transmitted to the court; and, the court after hearing 
any objections which the parties may make to the report or reports, 
shall either quash the same and issue a new commission, or (where the 
commissioners agree in their report) pass a decree in accordance 
therewith. 

(iv.) Upon any partition the court shall make such order as may 
be just respecting any revenue payable to the Government in respect of 
the immovable property. 

(v.) Instead of issuing a commission under sub-section (i.), if it 
appears to the court that a sale of the property and a distribution of 
the proceeds would be more beneficial for the parties interested than a 
partition of the property between or among them, the court may, if it 
thinks fit, on the request of any of the parties interested, and notwith- 
standing the dissent or disability of any others of them, direct a sale 
of the property accordingly, and may give all necessary or proper con- 
sequential directions. 

(vi.) On any such sale, the court may, if it thinks fit, allow any of 
the parties interested in the property to bid at the sale, on such terms 
as to non-payment of deposit, or as to setting off or accounting for the 
purchase money, or any part thereof, instead of paying the same, or as 
to any other matters, as to the court seem reasonable. 


(vii.) A request for sale under sub-section (v.), may be made on 
the part of a married woman, infant, person of unsound mind, or 
person under any other disability, by the next friend, guardian, com- 
mittee in lunacy, or other person authorised to act on behalf of the 
person under such disability. 


I 
On 
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E,—GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

369. Before issuing any commission under this chapter, the court 
may order such sum (if any) as it thinks reasonable for the expenses 
of the commission to be, within a time to be fixed by the court, paid 
into court by the party at whose instance or for whose benefit the 
commission is issu 

370. Any covirnietiodee appointed under this chapter may, unless 
otherwise directed by the order of appointment— 

(a) Examine the parties themselves and any witness whom they 
or any of them may produce, and any other person whom 
the commissiouer thinks proper to call upon to give evidence 
in the matter referred to him; 

(b) Call for and examine documents and other things relevant to 
the subject of enquiry ; 

(c) At any reasonable time enter upon or into any land or build- 
ing mentioned in the order. 

°871. The provisions of this Code relating to the summoning, 
attendance and examination of witnesses, and to the remuneration of, 
and penalties to be imposed upon, witnesses, shall apply to persons 
required to give evidence or to produce documents under this chapter, 
whether the commission in execution of which they are so required has 
been issued by a court situate within, or by a court situate beyond, the 
limits of the State. 

For the purposes of this section the commissioner shall be deemed, 
to be a court for the administration of civil justice. 


372. Whenever a commission is issued under this chapter, the 
court shall direct that the parties to the suit shall appear before the 
commissioner in person or by their agents or solicitors. 

If the parties do not so appear the commissioner may proceed ex 
parte. 


PART III. 
OF SUITS IN PARTICULAR CASES. 
CHAPTER XXVI. 
SUITS BY PAUPERS. 

373. Subject to the following rules, any suit may be brought by a 
pauper. 

Explanation.—A person is a “ pauper” when he is not possessed of 
sufficient means to enable him to pay the fee prescribed by law for the 
plaint in such suit, or, where no such fee is prescribed, when he is not 
entitled to property worth one hundred dollars other than his necessary 
wearing-apparel and the subject-matter of the suit. 


374. No suit shall be brought by a pauper to recover compensation 
for libel, slander, abusive language or assault. 


378. The application for permission to sue by a pauper shall be in 
writing, and shall contain the particulars required by section 40 with 
yegard to plaints in suits: a schedule of any movable or immovable 
property belonging to the petitioner, with the estimated value thereof, 
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shall be annexed thereto; and it shall be signed and verified in the 
manner hereinbefore prescribed for the signing and verification of 
plaints. 

376. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 26 or section 
553, the application shall be presented to the court by the applicant in 
person. 

377. If the application be not framed or presented in the manner 
prescribed by sections 375 and 376, the court shall reject it. 


378. If the application be in proper form and duly presented, the 
judge, may, if he thinks fit, examine the petitioner, regarding the 
merita of the claim and the property of the applicant. 

379. If it appear to the court— 

(a) That the applicant is not a pauper ; or 

(b) That he has, within the two months next before the presenta- 
tion of the application, disposed of any property fraudu- 
lently or with a view to obtain the benefit of this chapter ; 
or 

(c) That his allegations do not show a right to sue in such court; 
or ‘ 

(d) That he has entered into any agreement with reference to the 
subject-matter of the proposed suit under which any other 
person has obtained an interest in such subject-matter ; 

the court shall reject the application. 


380. If the court sees no reason to refuse the application on any 
of the grounds stated in section 379, it shall fix a day (of which at 
least ten days’ previous notice shall be given to the opposite party) for 
receiving such evidence as the applicant may adduce in proof of his 
pauperism, and for hearing any evidence which may be adduced in 
disproof thereof. 


381. (i.) On the day so fixed, or as soon thereafter as may be 
convenient, the court shall examine the witnesses (if any) produced by 
either party, and may cross-examine the applicant and shall make a 
memorandum of the substance of their evidence. 


(ii.) The court shall also hear any argument which the parties may 
desire to offer on the question whether, on the face of the application 
and of the evidence (if any) taken by the court as herein provided, the 
applicant is or is not subject to any of the prohibitions specified in 
section 379. 

(iii.) The court shall then either allow or refuse to allow the appli- 
cant to sue as a pauper. 


382. If the application be granted, it shall be numbered and regis- 
tered, and shall be deemed the plaint in the suit, and the suit shall 
proceed in all other respects as a suit instituted under Chapter V., 
except that the plaintiff shall not be liable to any court fee (other than 
fees payable for service of process) in respect of any petition, appoint- 
ment of a solicitor or other proceeding connected with the suit. 

383. If the plaintiff succeed in the suit, the court shall calculate 
the amount of court fees which would have been paid by the plaintiff 
if he had not been permitted to sue as a pauper; and such amount 
shall be a first. charge on the subject-mattemof the suit, and shall also 


~ 
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be recoverable by the Government from any party ordered by the 
decree to pay the same, in the same manner as costs of suit are 
recoverable under this Code. 

384. If the plaintiff fails in the suit, or if he is dispaupered, or if 
the suit is dismissed under section 86 or 87, the court shall order the 
plaintiff, or any person made, under section 22, co-plaintiff to the suit, 
to pay the court fees which would have been paid by the plaintiff if he 
had not been permitted to sue as a pauper ; 

And, if it find that the suit was frivolous or vexatious, it may also 
punish the plaintiff with fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
with-imprisonment of either description for a term which may extend 
to six weeks, 

388. An order of refusal made under section 381 to allow the 
applicant to sue as a pauper shall be a bar to any subsequent appli- 
cation of the like nature by him in respect of the same riyht to sue; 
ut the applicant shall be at liberty to institute a suit in the ordinary 
manner in respect of such right, provided that he first. pays the costs 
(if any) incurred by the opposite party in opposing his application for 
leave to sue as a pauper. 

386. The court may, of its own motion or on application by the 
«lefendant, of which ten days’ notice in writing has been yiven to the 
plaintiff, order the plaintiff to be dispaupered— 

(«) If he is guilty of vexatious or improper conduct in the course 
of the suit ; 

(>) If it appears that his means are such that he ought not to 
continue to sue as a pauper; or 

(c) If he has entered into any agreement with reference to the 
subject-matter of the suit, under which any other person 
has obtained an interest in such subject-matter. 


387. The costs of an application for permission to sue as a pauper 
-and of an enquiry into pauperism are costs in the suit. 


CHAPTER XXVII. 
SUITS BY OR AGAINST THE STATE. 

388. (i.) Suits by or aginst the Ruler or Government of the State 
shall be instituted by or against (as the case may be) “the State of 
Perak,” which, subject to the provisions of this chapter, may sue and 
be sued as a body corporate. 

389. In suits by the State, instead of inserting in the plaint the 
name and description and place of abode of the plaintiff, it shall be 
sufficient to insert the words “ the State of Perak.” 


‘390. (i.) In suits by the State, the plaint may be subscribed and 
verified on behalf of the State by any public officer or other person 
who is able to depose to the facts of the case. 


(ii) Any public officer or other person, authorised in writing by 
the Resident to act for the State in respect of any judicial proceeding, 
shall be deemed to be the recognised agent by whom appearances, acts, 
and applications, under this Code, in respect of such Judicial proceed- 
ing, may be made or done on behalf of the State. The Legal Adviser 
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or any solicitor specially authorised by the Resident or any such recog- 
nised agent as aforesaid may in any case appear as advocate for the 
State. 


391. (i.) In actions against the State, after the plaint has been 
admitted, and before a summons is issued, the judge shall transmit 
the plaint to the Resident for consideration. 

(ii.) The plaint shall be considered by the Resident, who, if it 
appears to him that the claim is a bondi fide claim, which cannot be 
amicably settled, shall by endorsement under his hand on the plaint 
order that right shali be done, and nominate a public officer or other 
person to accept service of a summons on behalf of the State. ° 

(iii.) If the Resident shall refuse so to endorse the plaint, the 
plaintiff may appeal to the Resident-General, who may, if he shall 
think fit, so endorse the plaint. 

(iv.) Upon the return of the plaint, so endorsed, to the judge, a 
summons shall be issued and the suit shall thereafter, subject to the 
provisions of this chapter, proceed as an ordinary suit for a similar 
purpose between subject and subject. 

(v.) If the Resident, or on appeal from him the Resident-General, 
shall refuse to endorse the plaint as provided in sub-sections (ii.) and 
(iii.), the judge shall reject the plaint and refund to the plaintiff any 
court fees which the plaintiff may have paid upon presenting the plaint. 


392. Any claim against the Ruler or Government of the State 
founded on the use or occupation or right to use or occupation of State 
lands, and any claim arising out of the revenue laws, or out of any 
contract which has been, or may be, or should have been, entered into, 
on behalf of the Ruler of the State, by or by the authority of the 
Government of the State, which would if such claim had arisen 
between subject and subject, be the ground of a suit under this Code, 
and any claim against the Ruler or Government of the State for 
damages or compensation arising in the State, and any other claim 
which might lawfully be enforced as between subject and subject, shall 
be a claim which, subject to the provisions of this chapter, may be 
enforced by suit against the State under this Code. 


393. A public officer, acting on behalf of a known department of 
the State, and in discharge of duties incident to his public employ- 
ment, is not liable personally upon contracts made by him in that 
capacity; nor does he impliedly warrant that he has in fact authority 
to enter into such contracts. 


394. (i.) Contracts made in the State for the public service of the 
State, by a public officer of the State duly gazetted to his office, shall 
be held to be made by the authority of the Ruler or Government of 
the State, when executed or signed by the Resident, or by a public 
officer of the State duly authorised in writing by the Resident, either 
generally, for all contracts in his department, or for the particular case, 
to sign or execute such contracts. 

(ii.) Contracts made in England for the Ruler or Government of 
the State by the Crown Agents are, so far as the same come within the 
jurisdiction of the courts of the State, contracts entered into for the 
public service of the State by a public officer of the State. 

(iii.) No contracts, except those made in manner hereinbefore 
provided, shall be held to be made by the authority of the Ruler or 
Government of the State. 
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(iv.) This section applies only to contracts made after the com- 
mencement of this Enactment. 

(v.) Nothing in this section applies to contracts relating to the use 
or occupation of State lands. 


395. In all suits under this Code by or against the State, costs may 
be adjudged by the court’ for and against the State, on the same 
principles on which costs are adjudged in similar matters between 
subject and subject. 

396. Fees for matters done in the courts for the State shall not be 
payable in the first instance; but if judgment is given for the State 
with costs, the amounts which otherwise would have been payable by 
the State as fees, shall be chargeable to, and payable by, the opposite 
party. 

397. Interrogatories shall not be administered to, nor shall an 
order for the discovery or inspection of documents be made against, 
the State, or any public officer or other person as representing the State. 


398. Whenever in any suit a decree shall be made against the 
State, no execution shall issue thereon, but a copy of such decree, under 
the seal of the court and signature of the judge, shall be transmitted 
by the judge to the Resident, who, if the decree shall be for the pay- 
ment of money, shall have power by warrant under his hand, to direct 
the amount awarded by such decree to be paid by the State Treasurer, 
and in case of any other decree shall have power to take such measures 
as may be necessary to cause the same to be carried into effect. 


399. All suits which may be lawfully brought by or against the 
State shall be brought in accordance with the provisions of this 
chapter and not otherwise. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 
SUITS BY AND AGAINST CORPORATIONS AND COMPANIES. 
400. In suits by a corporation, or by a company authorised to sue 
and be sued in the name of an officer or of a trustee, the plaint may be 
subscribed and verified on behalf of the corporation or company by 
any director, secretary or other principal officer of the corporation or 
company, who is able to depose to the facts of the case. 


401. When the suit is against a corporation, or against a company 
authorised to sue and be sued in the name of an officer or of a trustee, 
the summons may be served— 

(a) By leaving it at the registered office (if any) of the corpora- 
tion or company ; or 

(b) By sending it by post in a letter addressed to the corporation 
or to such officer or trustee at the office, or, if there be more 
offices than one, at the principal office of the corporation or 
company, whether such office be situated within the State 
or elsewhere: 

(c) By giving it to any director, secretary or other principal officer 
of the corporation or company ; 

And the court may require the personal appearance of any director, 
secretary or other principal officer of the corporation or company 
resident in the State who may be able to answer material questions 
relating to the suit. 
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CHAPTER XXIX. 
SUITS BY AND AGAINST TRUSTEES, EXECUTORS AND 
ADMINISTRATORS, 

402. In all suits concerning property vested in a trustee, executor 
or administrator, when the contention is between the persons bene- 
tivially interested in such property and a third person, the trustee, 
executor or administrator shall represent the persons so interested, 
and it shall not ordinarily be necessary to make them parties to the 
suit. But the court may, if it thinks fit order them or any of them 
to be made such parties. 


403. When there are several executors or administrators, they 
shall all be made parties to a suit against one or more of them. 


Provided that executors who have not proved their testator’s will, 
and executors and administrators beyond the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of the court, need not be made parties. 


404. Unless the court directs otherwise, the husband of a married 
administratrix or executrix shall not be a party to a suit by or against 
her. 


CHAPTER XXX. 
SUITS BY AND AGAINST MINORS AND PERSONS OF 
UNSOUND MIND. 

405. Every suit by a minor shall ke instituted in his name by an 
adult person, who in such suit shall be called the next friend of the 
minor, and may be ordered to pay any costs in the suit as if he were 
the plaintiff. 

406. Every application to the court on behalf of a minor (other 
than an application under section 414) shall be made by his next 
friend, or his guardian for the suit. 

407. If a plaint be filed by or on behalf of a minor without a next 
friend, the defendant may apply to have the plaint taken off the file, 
with costs to be paid by the solicitor or other person by whom it was 
presented. Notice of such application shall be given to such person 
hy the defendant; and the court, after hearing his objections, if any, 
may make such order in the matter as it thinks fit. 

408. Where the defendant to a suit is a minor, the court, on being 
satisfied of the fact of his minority, shall appoint a proper person to 
he guardian for the suit for such minor, to put in the defence for such 
minor, and generally to act on his behalf in the conduct of the case. 


409. Every order made in a suit or on any application before the 
court, in or by which a minor is in any way concerned or affected 
without such minor being represented by a next friend or guardian for 
the suit, as the case may be, may be discharged, and, if the solicitor 
of the party at whose instance such order was obtained knew, or might 
reasonably have known, the fact of such minority, with costs to be 
paid by such solicitor. 

410. Any person being of sound mind and full age may act as 
next friend of a minor, provided his interest is not adverse to that of 
such minor and he is not a defendant in the suit. 
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411. If the interest of the next friend of a minor is adverse to that 
of such minor, or if he is so connected with a defendant whose 
interest is adverse to that of the minor as to make it unlikely that the 
minor’s interest will be properly protected by him, or if he does not do 
his duty, or, pending the suit, ceases to reside within the State, or for 
any other sufficient cause, application may be made on behalf of the 
minor or by a defendant for his removal ; and the court (if satisfied of 
the sufficiency of the cause assigned) may order the next friend to be 
removed accordingly. 

412. (i.) Unless otherwise ordered by the court, a next friend 
shall not retire at his own request without first procuring a fit person 
to be put in his place, and yiving security for the costs already 
incurred. 

(ii.) The application for the appointment of a new next friend 
shall be supported by affidavit showing the fitness of the person 
proposed, and also that he has no interest adverse to the minor. 

413. On the death or removal of the next friend of a minor, 
further proceedings shall be stayed until the appointment of a next 
friend in his place. 

414. If the solicitor of such minor omits, within reasonable time, to 
take steps to get a new next friend appointed, any person interested in 
the minor or in the matter at issue may apply to the court for the 
appointment of one, and the court may appoint such person as it 
thinks fit. 

415. A minor plaintiff, or a minor not a party to a suit on whose 
behalf an application is pending, on coming of aye must elect whether 
he will proceed with the suit or application. 

416. If he elects to proceed with it, he shall apply for an order 
discharging the next friend, and for leave to proceed in his own name. 

The title of the suit or application shall in such case be corrected 
so as to read thenceforth thus :— 

«A B, late a minor, by C D, his next friend, but now of full age.” 

417. If he elects to abandon the suit or application, he shall, if a 
sole plaintiff or sole applicant, apply for an order to dismiss the suit 
or application on repayment of the costs incurred by the defendant or 
respondent, or which may have been paid by his next friend. 

418. Any application under section 416' or section 417 may be 
made ex parte; and it must be;proved by affidavit that the late minor 
has attained his full age. 

419. (i.) A minor co-plaintiff on coming of age and desiring to 
repudiate the suit must apply to have his name struck out as co- 
plaintiff; and the court, if it finds that he is not a necessary party, 
shall dismiss him from the suit on such terms as to costs or otherwise 
as it thinks fit. 

(ii.) Notice of the application shall be served on the next friend, 
as wellas on the defendant; and it must be proved by affidavit that 
the late minor has attained his full age. The costs of all parties, of 
such application, and of all or any proceedings theretofore had in the 
suit, shall be paid by such persons as the court directs. 


(iii.) If the late minor be a necessary party to the suit, the court 
may direct him to be made a defendant. 
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420. (i.) Ifany minor on attaining majority can prove to the 
satisfaction of the court that a suit instituted in his name by a next 
friend was unreasonable or improper, he may, if a sole plaintiff, apply 
to have the suit dismissed. 

(ii.) Notice of the application shall be served on all the parties 
concerned; and the court, upon being satisfied of such unreasonable- 
ness or impropriety, may grant the application, and order the next 
friend to pay the costs of all parties in respect. of the application and 
of anything done in the suit. 


421. (i.) An order for the appointment of a guardian for the suit 
may be obtained upon application in the name and on behalf of the 
minor or by the plaintiff. 

(ii.) Such application must be supported by an affidavit verifying 
the fact that the proposed guardian has no interest in the matters in 
question in the suit adverse to that of the minor, and that he is a fit 
person to be so appointed. 

(iii.) Where there is no other person fit and willing to act as 
guardian for the suit, the court may appoint any of its officers to be 
sich guardian. 

(iv.) Provided that he has no interest adverse to that of the minor. 


422. A co-defendant of sound mind and of full age may be 
appointed guardian for the suit, if he has no interest adverse to that 
of the minor; but neither a plaintiff nor a married woman can be so 
appointed. 

423. If the guardian for the suit of a minor defendant does not do 
his duty, or if other sufficient ground be made to appear, the cowt 
may remove him, and may order him to pay such costs as may have 
been occasioned to any party by his breach of duty. 

424. If the guardian for the suit dies pending such suit, or is 
removed by the court, the court shall appoint a new guardian in his 
place. 

425. When the enforcement of a decree is applied for against the 
representative, being a minor, of a deceased party, a guardian for the 
suit of such minor shall be appointed by the court, and the decree- 
holder shall serve on such guardian notice of such application. 


426. No sum of money or other thing shall be received or taken 
by a next friend or guardian for the suit on behalf of a minor, at any 
time before decree or order, unless he has first obtained the leave of 
the court, and given security to its satisfaction that such money or 
other thing shall be duly accounted for to, and held for the benefit’ of, 
such minor. 

427. (i.) No next friend or guardian for the suit shall, without 
the leave of the court, enter into any agreement or compromise on 
behalf of a minor, with reference to the suit in which he acts as next 
friend or guardian. 

(ii.) Any such agreement or compromise entered into without the 
leave of the court shall be voidable against all parties other than the 
minor. 

428. The provisions contained in sections 405 to 427 (both 
inclusive) shall, mutatis mutandis, a apply in the case of persons of 
unsound mind, adjudged to be so under any law for the time being in 
force. 
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CHAPTER XXXI. 


SUITS BY AND AGAINST MILITARY MEN. 


429. (i.) When any officer or soldier actually serving the Govern- 
ment ina military capacity is a party to a suit, and cannot obtain 
leave of absence for the purpose of prosecuting or defending the suit 
in person, he may authorise any person to sue or defend in his 
stead. 

(ii.) The authority shall be in writing and shall be signed by the 
officer or soldier in the presonce of his commanding officer, or the next 
subordinate officer, if the party be himself the commanding officer. 


(iii.) Such commanding or other officer shall countersign the 
authority, which shall be filed in court. 


(iv.) When so filed the countersignature shall be sufficient proof 
that the authority was duly executed, and that the officer or soldier by 
whom it was granted could not obtain leave of absence for the purpose 
of prosecuting or defending the suit in person. 


Explanation.—In this chapter the expression “ commanding officer” 
means the officer in actual command for the time being of any regi- 
ment, corps, or detachment to which the officer or soldier belongs. 


430. Any person authorised by an officer or a soldier to prosecute 
or defend a suit in his stead may prosecute or defend it in person in 
the same manner as the officer or soldier could do if present; or he 
may appoint a solicitor to prosecute or defend the suit on behalf of 
such officer or soldier. 


431. Processes served upon any person authorised by an officer or 
a soldier, as in section 429, or upon any solicitor appointed as afore- 
said by such person to act for, or on behalf of, such officer or soldier, 
shall be as effectual ay if they had been served on the party in person 
or on his solicitor. 


432. (i.) When an officer or a soldier is a defendant, the court 
shall send a copy of the summons to his commanding officer for the 
purpose of being served on him. 


(ii.) The officer to whom such copy is sent, after causing it to be 
served on the person to whom it is addressed, if practicable, shall 
return it to the court with the written acknowledgment of such person 
endorsed thereon. 


Gii.) If from any cause the copy cannot be so served, it shall be 
returned to the court by which it waseent, with information of the 
cause which has prevented the service. 


433. (i.) If, in any proceedings under this Code, a warrant of 
arrest or other process is to be executed within the limits of a canton- 
ment, barrack, or military station, the officer charged with the execution 
of such warrant or other process shall deliver the same to the com- 
manding officer. 


(ii.) The commanding officer shall back the warrant or other 
process with his signature, and, in the case of a warrant of arrest, if 
the person named therein is within the limits of his command, shall 
cause him to be arrested and delivered to the officer so charged. 
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CHAPTER XXXII. 
INTERPLEADER, 

434. When two or more persons claim adversely tu one another 
the same payment or property from another person, whose only interest 
therein is that of a mere stakeholder and who is ready to render it to 
the right owner, such stakeholder may institute a suit of interpleader 
against all the claimants for the purpose of obtaining a decision as to 
whom the payment or property should be made or delivered, and of 
obtaining indemnity for himself. 

Provided that if any suit is pending in which the rights of all 
parties can properly be decided, the stakeholder shall not institute a 
suit of interpleader. 


435. In every suit of interpleader the plaint must, in addition to 
the other statements necessary for plaints, state— 


(a) That the plaintiff has no interest in the thing claimed other- 
wise than as a mere stakeholder ; 
(b) The claims made by the defendants severally ; and 


(c) That there is no collusion between the plaintiff and any of 
the defendants. 


436. When the thing claimed is capable of being paid into court 
or placed in the custody of the court, the plaintiff must so pay or place 
it before he can be entitled to any order in the suit. 

437. At the first hearing the court may-- 

(a) Declare that the plaintiff is discharged from all liability to 
the defendants in respect of the thing claimed, award him 
his costs, and dismiss him from the suit; 

or, if it thinks that justice or convenience so require, 

(b) Retain all parties until the final disposal of the suit ; . 
and, if it finds that the admissions of the parties or other evidence 
enable it, 

(c) Adjudicate the title to the thing claimed ; 
or else it may— 

(d) Direct the defendants to interplead one another by filing state- 
ments and entering into evidence for the purpose of 
bringing their respective claims before the court, and shall 
adjudicate on such claims. 

438. Nothing in this chapter shall be taken to enable ayents to 
sue their principals, or tenants to sue their landlords, for the purpose 
of compelling them to interplead with any persons other than persons 
making claim through such principals or landlords. 

ILLUSTRATIONS. 

(a) A deposits a box of jewels with B as his agent. C alleges that the 
jewels were wrongfully obtained from him by A, and claims them from B. B 
cannot institute an interpleader-suit against A and C. 

(b) A deposits a box of jewels with B as his agent. He then writes to C for 
the purpose of making the jewels a security for a debt due from himself to C. 
A afterwards alleges that C’s debt is satisfied, and C alleges the contrary. 
Both claim the jewels from B. B may institute an interpleader-suit against 
Aand C, 

439. When the suit is properly instituted the court may provide 
for the plaintiff's costs by giving him a charge on the thing claimed or 
in some other effectual way. 
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440. If any of the defendants in an interpleader-suit is actually 
suing the stakeholder in respect of the subject of such suit, the court 
in which the suit against the stakeholder is pending shall, on being 
duly informed by the court which passed the decree in the interpleader- 
suit in favour of the stakeholder that such decree has been passed, 
stay the proceedings as against him; and his costs in the suit so 
stayed may be provided for in such suit; but if, and so far as, they 
are not provided for in that suit, they may be added to his costs 
incurred in the interpleader-suit. 


PART IV. 
PROVISIONAL REMEDIES. 
CHAPTER XXXIII. 
OF ARREST AND ATTACHMENT BEFORE JUDGMENT. 
A.—ARREST BEFORE JUDGMENT. 

441. If at any stage of any suit, other than a suit for the posses- 
sion of immovable property, the plaintiff satisfies the court by affidavit 
or other evidence on oath— 

‘That the defendant, with intent to avoid or delay the plaintiff, or 
to avoid any process of the court, or to obstruct or delay the execution 
of any decree that may be passed against him— 
(a) Has absconded or left the jurisdiction of the court; or 
(b) Is about to abscond or to leave the jurisdiction of the court ; or 
(c) Has disposed of or removed from the jurisdiction of the court 
his property or any part thereof; or 

That the defendant is about to leave the State under circumstances 
affording reasonable probability that the plaintiff will or may thereby 
be obstructed or delayed in the execution of any decree that may be 
passed against the defendant in the suit ; 

The plaintiff may apply to the court that security be taken for the 
appearance of the defendant to answer any decree that may be passed 
against him in the suit. 

442. If the court, after reading the affidavit or taking down the 
statement of the applicant, and making such further investigation as 
it thinks fit, is satisfied— 

That the defendant, with any such intent as aforesaid— 

(a) Has absconded or left the jurisdiction of the court; or 

(b) Is about to abscond or to leave the jurisdiction of the court; or 

(c) Has disposed of or removed from the jurisdiction of the court 
his property or any part thereof ; or 

That the defendant is about to leave the State under the circum- 
stances last aforesaid ; 


The court may issue a warrant to arrest the defendant and bring 
him before the court to show cause why he should not give security for 
his appearance. 

443. (i.) If the defendant fail to show such cause, the court shall 
order him either to deposit in court money or other property sufficient 
to ansver the claim against him, or to give security for his appearance 
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at any time when called upon while the suit is pending, and until 
execution or satisfaction of any decree that may be passed against him 

in the suit. 
(ii.) The surety shall bind himself, in default of such appearance, 
to pay any sum of money which the defendant may be ordered to pay 

* in the suit. 
Procedure in 444. (i.) The surety for the appearance of the defendant may at 
ant eee any time apply to the court in which he became such surety to be dis- 

tobe dis. charged from his obligation. 


charged, 

aoe (ii.) On such application being made the court shall summon the 
defendant to appear, or, if it thinks fit, may issue a warrant for his 
arrest in the first instance. 


(iii.) On the appearance of the defendant pursuant to the summons 
or warrant, or on his voluntary surrender, the court shall direct the 
surety to be discharged from his obligation, and shall call upon the 
defendant to find fresh security. 

Provedure 445. (i.) If the defendant fail to comply with any order under 
we ant fils section 443 or section 444, the court may commit him to the civil prison 


togivesceurity until the decision of the suit. 
or tind fresh 


aecurity. (ii.) Provided that no person shall be imprisoned under this section 
in any case for a longer period than three months, nor for a longer 
period than six weeks when the amount or value of the subject- 
matter of the suit does not exceed five hundred dollars. 


(iii.) Provided that no person shall be detained in prison under this 
section after he has complied with such order. 


Subsistence of 446. The provisions of section 315 as to allowances payable for 
erendan ts the subsistence of judgment-debtors shall apply to all defendants 
arrested under this chapter.

Application 447. If at any staye of any suit the plaintiff satisfies the court by 


pow idament affidavit or other evidence on oath that the defendant, with intent to

(a) Is about to dispose of the whole or any part of his property, 
or to remove the same froin the jurisdiction of the court in 
which the suit is pending; or 

(b) Has quitted, or is about to quit, the jurisdiction of the court, 
leaving therein property belonging to him; 

The plaintiff may apply to the court to call upon the defendant to 
furnish security to satisfy any decree that may be passed against him 
in such suit and, on his failing to give such security, to direct that any 
portion of his property within the jurisdiction of the court shall be 
attached until the further order of the court. 


The application shall, unless the court otherwise directs, specify 
the property required to be attached and the estimated value thereof. 


Court may call 448. (i.) If the court, after examining and taking down in writing 
on defendant-te the statement of the applicant and making any further investigation 
or show cause.” which it thinks fit, is satisfied that the defendant is about to dispose 
of or remove his property, with intent to obstruct or delay the execution 
of any decree that may be passed against him in the suit, or that he has 


with such intent quitted, or is about to quit, the jurisdiction of the 
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court, leaving therein property belonging to him, the court may require 
him, within a time to be fixed by the court, either to furnish security 
in such sum as may be specified in the order, to produce and place at 
the disposal of the court, when required, the said property or the value 
of the same, or such portion thereof as may be sufficient to satisfy the 
decree, or to appear and show cause why he should not furnish security. 


(ii.) The court may also in the order direct the conditional attach- 
ment of the whole or any portion of the property specified in the 
application. 

449. (i.) If the defendant fail to show cause why he should not 
furnish security, or fail to furnish the security required, within the 
time fixed by the court, the court may order that the property specified 
in the application, or such portion thereof as appears sufficient to 
satisfy any decree which may be passed in the suit, shall be attached. 

(ii.) If the defendant show such cause or furnish the required 
security, and the property specified in the application or any portion 
of it has been attached, the court shall order the attachment to be 
withdrawn. 


4650. The attachment shall be made in the manner herein provided 
for the attachment of property in execution of a decree for money. 


451. If any claim be preferred to the property attached before 
judgment, such claim shall be investigated in the manner hereinbefore 
provided for the investigation of claims to property attached in exe- 
cution of a decree for money. 


452. When an order of attachment before judgment is passed, the 
court which passed the order shall remove the attachment whenever 
the defendant furnishes the security required, together with security 
for the costs of the attachment, or when the suit is dismissed. 


453. Attachment before judgment shall not affect the rights, 
existing prior to the attachment, of persons not parties to the suit, nor 
bar any person holding a decree against the defendant from applying 
for the sale of the property under attachment in execution of such 
decree. 

454. Where property is under attachment by virtue of the provi- 
sions of this chapter, and a decree is given in favour of the plaintiff, 
it shall not be necessary to re-attach the property in execution of such 
decree. 

C.—COMPENSATION FOR IMPROPER ARRESTS OR ATTACHMENTS. 

455. (i.) If in any suit in which an arrest or attachment has been 
effected, it appears to the court that such arrest or attachment was 
applied for on insufficient grounds ; 

Or if the suit of the plaintiff fails, and it appears to the court there 
was no probable ground for instituting the suit ; 

The court may, on the application of the defendant, award against 
the plaintiff in its decree such amount, not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, as it deems a reasonable compensation to the defendant for the 
expense or injury caused to him by the arrest or attachment. 

(ii.) Provided that the court shall not award under this section a 
larger amount than it might decree in a suit for compensation. 


_ iii.) An award under this section shall bar any suit for compensa- 
tion in respect of such arrest or attachment. 
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CHAPTER XXXIV. 


OF TEMPORARY INJUNCTIONS AND INTERLOCUTORY ORDERS, 
A, — TEMPORARY: INJUNCTIONS. 

456. If in any suit it is proved by affidavit or other evidence on 
oath— 

(a) That any property in dispute in a suit is in danger of being 
wasted, damayed or alienated by any party to the suit, or 
wrongfully sold in execution of a decree ; or 

(b) That the defendant threatens, or is about, to remove or dispose 
of his property with intent to defraud his creditors ; 

The court may by order grant a temporary injunction to restrain 
such act, or give such other order for the purpose of staying and 
preventing the wasting, damaging, alienation, sale, removal. or dis- 
position of the property as the court thinks fit, or refuse such 
injunction or other order. 


457. (i.) In any suit for restraining the defendant from committing 
a breach of contract or other injury, whether compensation be claimed 
in the suit or not, the plaintiff may, at any time after the commence- 
ment of the suit, and either before or after judgment, apply to the 
court for a temporary injunction to restrain the defendant from 
committing the breach of contract or injury complained of, or any 
breach of contract or injury of a like kind arising out of the same 
contract or relating to the same property or right. 

(ii.) The court may by order grant such injunction on such terms 
as to the duration of the injunction, keeping an account, giving 
security, or otherwise, as the court thinks fit, or refuse the same. 

(iii.) In case of disobedience, an injunction granted under this 
section or section 456 may be enforced by the imprisonment of the 
defendant in the civil prison for a term not exceeding six months, or 
the attachment of his property, or both. 

(iv.) No attachment under this section shall remain in force for 
more than one year, at the end of which time, if the defendant has not 
obeyed the injunction, the property attached may be sold, and out of 
the proceeds the court may award to the plaintiff such compensation 
as it thinks fit, and may pay the balance, if any, to the defendant. 


458. The court shall in all cases, except where it appears that the 
object of granting the injunction would be defeated by the delay, 
before granting an injunction, direct notice of the application for the 
same to be given to the opposite party. 

459. An injunction directed to a corporation or public company 
is binding not only on the corporation or company itself, but also on 
all members and officers of the corporation or company whose personal 
action it seeks to restrain. 

460. Any order for an injunction may be discharged, or varied, or 
set aside by the court, on application made thereto by any party 
dissatisfied with such order. i 

461. (i.) If it appears to the court that an injunction which it 
has granted was applied for on insufficient grounds ; or 

If, after the issue of the injunction, the suit is dismissed or judg- 
ment is given against the plaintiff by default or otherwise, and it 
ee to the court that there was no probable ground for instituting 
the suit ; 
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The court may, on the application of the defendant, award against 
the plaintiff in its decree such sum, not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
as it deems a reasonable compensation to the defendant for the 
expense or injury caused to him by the issue of the injunction. 

(ii.) Provided that the court shall not award under this section a 
larger amount than it might decree in a suit for compensation. 


(iii.) An award under this section shall bar any suit for compen- 

sation in respect of the issue of the injunction. 
B.—INTERLOCUTORY ORDERS. 

462. The court may, on the application of any party to a suit, 
order the sale, by any person named in such order, and in such manner 
and on such terms as it thinks fit, of any movable property, being the 
subject of such suit, which is subject to speedy and ‘natural decay. 

463. The court may, on the application of any party to a suit, 
and on such terms as it thinks fit— 


(a) Make an order for the detention, preservation or inspection 
of any property being the subject of such suit ; 

(b) For all or any of the purposes aforesaid authorise any person 
to enter upon or into any land or building in the posses- 
sion of any other party to such suit; and 

(c) For all or any of the purposes aforesaid, authorise any 
samples to be taken, or any observation to be made or 
experiment to be tried, which may seem necessary or 
expedient for the purpose of obtaining full information or 
evidence. 


The provisions hereinbefore contained as to execution of process 
shall apply, mutatis mutandis, to persons authorised to enter under 
this section. 

464. An application by the plaintiff for an order under section 
462 or section 463 may be made after notice in writing to the defen- 
dant at any time after service of the summons. 


An application by the defendant for a like order may be made 
after notice in writing to the plaintiff, and at any time after the appli- 
cant has appeared 


465. When the subject-matter of a suit is money or some other 
thing capable of delivery, and any party thereto admits that he holds 
such money or other thing as a trustee for another party, or that it 
belongs or is due to another party, the court may order the same to be 
deposited in court or delivered to such last-named party, with or with- 
out security, subject to the further direction of the court. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 


APPOINTMENT OF RECEIVERS. 

466. Whenever it appears to the court to be necessary for the 
realisation, preservation or better custody or management of any 
_ Property, movable or immovable, the subject of a suit or under 

attachment, the court may by order— 


(a) Appoint a receiver of such property ; 
and, if need be— 
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(b) Remove the person in whose possession or custody the property 
may be from the possession or custody thereof ; 


(c) Commit the same to the custody or management of such 
receiver ; and 

(d) Grant to such receiver, not being a salaried officer of the 
Government other than an official receiver, such fee or 
commission on the rents (and profits of the property by way 
of remuneration as the court thinks fit, and all such powers 
as to bringing and defending suits, and for the realisation, 
management, protection, preservation and improvement of 
the property, the collection of the rents and profits thereof, 
the Deaton and disposal of such rents and profits, and 
the execution of instruments in writing, as the owner himself 
has or such of those powers as the court thinks fit. 

Every receiver so appointed shall— 


(e) Give such security (if any) as the court thinks fit, duly to 
account for what he shall receive in respect of the property ; 

(f) Pass his accounts at such periods and in such form as the 
court directs ; 

(g) Pay the balance due from him theraon as the court directs; 
and 

(A) Be responsible for any loss occasioned to the property by his 
wilful default or gross negligence. 


Nothing in this section authorises the court to remove from the 
possession or custody of property under attachment any person whom 
the parties to the suit, or some or one of them, have or has not a 
present right so to remove. 


466,. (i.) It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of 
the Resident-General, from time to time, by notification in the Gazette, 


to appoint an official receiver, or official receivers,.for the purposes of 
this Code. 


(ii.) Such official receiver or receivers may be appointed either by 
name or by office, and one official receiver may be appointed for the 
oe State, or different official receivers for the different districts of 
the State. 


(ii.) From and after the appointment of any such official receivers, 
or official receiver, no court acting under this Code shall appoint any 
person, other than the official receiver, for the State or district, as the 
case may be, to be a receiver for any of the purposes of this Code. 


(iv.) All remuneration allowed by the court to any official receiver 


shall be paid into the Treas and shall form part of th li 
revenue of the State. Be “i Oar 


(v.) The Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, may 
from time to time, by notification in the Gazette, fix scales of remunera- 
tion to be allowed to official receivers, and thereupon such remuneration, 
and no other, shall be allowed by the courts. 


(vi) No official receiver shall be required by any court to give 
security ; but the Resident may require such official receiver to give 
such security as he may think fit, 


(vii.) Every official receiver shall be paid such salary as may be 
fixed by the Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General. 
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(viii.) Every official receiver shall, in any matter in which he is 
appointed a receiver, conform to the directions of the court which 
appointed him. 


PART V. 
OF SPECIAL PROCEEDINGS. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 
REFERENCE TO ARBITRATION. 

467. (i.) Ifall the parties to a suit desire that any matter in 
difference between them in the suit be referred to arbitration, they 
may, at any time before judgment is pronounced, apply, in person or 
by their respective solicitors specially authorised in writing in this 
behalf, to the court for an order of reference. 

(ii.) Every such application shall be in writing and shall state the 
particular matter sought to be referred. 

466. (i.) The arbitrator shall be nominated by the parties in such 
manner as may be agreed upon between them. 

(ii.) If the parties cannot agree with respect to such nomina- 
tion, or if the person whom they nominate refuses to accept the 
arbitration, the court shall nominate the arbitrator. 

469. (i.) The court shall, by order, refer to the arbitrator the 
matter in difference which he is required to determine, and shall fix 
such time as it thinks reasonable for the delivery of the award, and 
specify such time in the order. 

(ii.) When once a matter is referred to arbitration, the court shall 
not deal with it in the same suit, except as hereinafter provided. 

470. If the reference be to two or more arbitrators, provision shall 
be made in the order for a difference of opinion among the 
arbitrators— 

(a) By the appointment of an umpire; or 

(b) By declaring that the decision shall be with the majority, if 
the major part of the arbitrators agree; or 

{c) By empowering the arbitrators to appoint an umpire; or 

(d) Otherwise, as may be agreed between the parties; or, if they 
cannot agree, as the court determines. 

If an umpire is appointed, the court shall fix such time as it thinks 
reasonable for the delivery of his award in case he is required to act. 

471. If the arbitrator, or, where there are more arbitrators than 
one, any of the arbitrators, or the umpire, dies or refuses or neglects or 
becomes incapable to act, or leaves the State under circumstances 
showing that he will probably not return at an early date, the court 
may in its discretion either appoint a new arbitrator or umpire in the 
place of the person so dying or refusing or neglecting or becoming 
igcapable to act, or leaving the State, or make an order superseding 
the arbitration, and in such case shall proceed with the suit. 

472. Where the arbitrators are empowered by the order of refer- 
ence to appoint an umpire and fail to do so, any of the parties may 
serve the arbitrators with a written notice to appoint an umpire; and 
if, within seven days after such notice has been served, or such further 
time as the court may in each case allow, no umpire be appointed, the 
court, upon the application of the party who has served such notice as 
aforesaid, may appoint an umpire.

473. Every arbitrator or umpire appointed under section 470, 
section 471 or section 472 shall have the like powers as if his name 
had been inserted in the order of reference. 


474. (i.) The court shall issue the same processes to the parties 
and witnesses whom the arbitrators or umpire desire or desires to 
examine, as the court may issue in suits tried before it. 


(ii.) Persons not attending in accordance with such process, or 
making any other default, or refusing to give their evidence, or guilty 
of any contempt to the arbitrator or umpire during the investigation 
of the matters referred, shall be subject to the like disadvantages, 
penalties and punishments, by order of the court on the representation 
of the arbitrator or umpire, as they would incur for the like offences 
in suits tried before the court. 


475. If, from the want of the necessary evidence or information, 
or from any other cause, the arbitrators cannot complete the award 
-within the period specified in the order, the court may, if it thinks fit, 
either grant a further time, and from time to time enlarge the period 
for the delivery of the award, or make an order superseding the 
arbitration, and in such case shall proceed with the suit. 


476. When an umpire has been appointed he may enter on the 
reference in the place of the arbitrators— 

(a) If they have allowed the appointed time to expire without 
making an award; or 

(b) When they have delivered to the court or to the umpire a 
notice in writing stating that they cannot agree. 

477. When an award in a suit has been made the persons who 
made it shall sign it and cause it to be filed in court, together with any 
depositions and documents which have been taken and proved before 
them ; and notice of the filing shall be given to the parties. 


478. Upon any reference by an order of the court the arbitrators 
or umpire may, with the consent of the court, state the award as to the 
whole or any part thereof in the form of a special case for the opinion 
of the court; and the court shall deliver its opinion thereon; and 
such opinion shall be added to and form part of the award. 


479. The court may, by order, modify or correct an award-— 


(a) Where it appears that a part of the award is upon a matter 
not referred to arbitration, provided such part can be 
separated from the other part and does not affect the 
decision on the matter referred ; or 

(b) Where the award is imperfect in form, or contains any obvious 
error which can be amended without affecting such 
decision. 


480. The court may also make such order as it thinks fit respect- 
ing the costs of the arbitration, if any question arise respecting stch 
costs and the award contain no sufficient provision concerning them. 

481. The court may remit the award or any matter referred to 
arbitration to the re-consideration of the same arbitrators or umpire, 
upon such terms as it thinks fit— 

(a) Where the award has left undetermined any of the matters 
referred to arbitration, or where it determines any matter 
not referred to arbitration ; 
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(b) Where the award is so indefinite as to be incapable of 
execution ; 

(c) Where an objection to the legality of the award is apparent 
upon the face of it. 

482. An award remitted under section 481 becomes void on the 
refusal of the arbitrators or umpire to reconsider it. But no award 
shall be set aside except on one of the following grounds—namely, 

(a) Corruption or misconduct of the arbitrator or umpire; 

(b) Either party having been guilty of fraudulent concealment 
of any matter which he ought to have disclosed, or wilfully 
misleading or deceiving the arbitrator or umpire ; 

(c) The award having been made after the issue of an order by 
the court superseding the arbitration and restoring the 
suit; 

And no award shall be valid unless made within the period allowed 
by the court. 

483. If the court sees no cause to remit the award or any of the 
matters referred to arbitration for reconsideration in manner aforesaid, 
and if no application has been made to set aside the award, or if the 
court has refused such application ; 

The court shall, after the time for making such ay aalsne has 
“expired, proceed to give judgment according to the awa: 

Or, if the award has been submitted to it in the form of a special 
case, according to its own opinion on such case. 

Upon the judgment so given a decree shall follow, and shall be 
enforced in manner provided in this Code for the execution of decrees. 
No appeal shall lie from such decree except in so far as the decree is 
in excess of, or not in accordance with, the award. 


484. (i.) When any persons agree in writing that any difference 
between them shall be referred to arbitration, such agreement shall be 
irrevocable, except by leave of the court, and the parties thereto, or 
any of them, may apply that the agreement be filed in court. 


(ii.) The application shall be in writing and shall be numbered and 
registered as a suit between one or more of the parties interested or 
claiming to be interested as plaintiff or plaintiffs, and the others or 
other of them as defendants or defendant, if the application have been 
presented by all the parties, or, if otherwise, between the applicant as 
plaintiff and the other parties as defendants. 

(iii.) On such application being made the court shall direct notice 
thereof to be given to all the parties to the agreement other than the 
applicants, requiring such parties to show cause, within the time 
specified in the notice, why the agreement should not be filed. 

(iv.) If no sufficient cause be shown, the court may cause the 
agreement to be filed, and shall make an order of reference thereon, 
and may also nominate the arbitrator, when he is not named therein 
and the parties cannot agree as to the nomination. 


485. The foregoing provisions of this chapter, so far as they are 
consistent with any agreement so filed, shall be applicable to all 
proceedings under an order of reference made by the court under 
section 484 and to the award of arbitration and to the enforcement of 
the decree founded thereupon. 
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486. (i.) When any matter has been referred to arbitration without 
the intervention of a court of justice, and an award has been made 
thereon, any person interested in the award may apply to the court of 
the lowest grade having jurisdiction over the matter to which the 
award relates that the award be filed in court. 

(ii.) The application shall be in writing and shall be numbered and 
registered as a suit between the applicant as plaintiff and the other 
parties as defendants. 


(iii.) The court shall direct notice to be given to the parties to the- 
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within a time specified, why the award should not be filed. 


487. If no ground such as is mentioned or referred to in section 
481 or section 482 be shown against the award, the court shall order it 
to be filed, and such award shall then take effect as an award made. 
under the provisions of this chapter. 


CHAPTER XXXVILI. 


OF PROCEEDINGS ON AGREEMENT OF PARTIES. 

488. Parties claiming to be interested in the decision of any 
question of fact or law may enter into an agreement in writing stating 
such question in the form of a case for the opinion of the court, and 
providing that, upon the finding of the court with respect to such 
question— 

(a) A sum of money fixed by the parties or to be determined by 
the court shall be paid by one of the parties to the other of 
them ; or 

(b) Some property, movable or immovable, specified in the agree- 
ment shall be delivered by one of the parties to the other 
of them ; or 

(c) One or more of the parties shall do, or refrain from doing,. 
some other particular act specified in the agreement. 


Every case stated under this section shall be divided into. consecu- 
tively numbered paragraphs, and shall concisely state such facts and 
documents as may be necessary to enable the court to decide the ques- 
tion raised thereby. 


489. If the agreement is for the delivery of any property, or for 
the doing, or the refraining from doing, any particular act, the 
estimated value of the property to be delivered, or to which the act 
specified has reference, shall be stated in the agreement. 


490. The agreement, if framed in accordance with the rules herein- 
before contained, may be filed in the court which would have jurisdic- 
tion to entertain a suit, the amount or value of the subject-matter of 
which is the same as the amount or value of the subject-matter of the 
agreement. 

The agreement, when so filed, shall be numbered and registered as 
a suit between one or more of the parties claiming to be interested, as 
plaintiff or plaintiffs, and the other or others of them as defendant or 
defendants ; and notice shall be given to all the parties to the agree-. 
ment, other than the party or parties by whom it was presented. 
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491. When the agreement has been filed the parties to it shall be 
subject to the jurisdiction of the court and shall be bound by the 
statements contained therein. : 


492. The case shall be set down for hearing as a suit instituted 
under Chapter V., the provisions of which shall apply to such suit so 
far as the same are applicable. 

If the court is satisfied, after an examination of the parties, or 
after taking such evidence as it thinks fit— 

(a) That the agreement was duly executed by them; and 

(6) That they have a bond fide interest in the question stated 

therein; and 

(c) That the same is fit to be decided ; 
it shall proceed to pronounce judgment thereon, in the same way as in 
_an ordinary suit, and upon the judgment so given a decree shall follow 
and shall be enforced in the manner provided in this Code for the 
execution of decrees. 


CHAPTER XXXVIII. 


OF SUMMARY PROCEDURE ON NEGOTIABLE INSTRUMENTS. 


493. (i.) In any court to which this section applies all suits upon 
bills of exchange or promissory notes which have become due and 
payable not more than six months before the commencement of the 
suit may, in case the plaintiff desires to proceed under this chapter, 
be instituted by presenting a plaint in the form provided by this Code; 
but the summons shall be in the form contained in the third schedule 
No. 171, or in such other form as the Judicial Commissioner, by notice 
in the Gazette, may from time to time prescribe. 


(ii.) In any case in which the pant and summons are in such 
forms respectively, the defendant shall not appear or defend the suit 
unless he obtains leave from the court as hereinafter mentioned so to 
appear and defend ; 

And, in default of his obtaining such leave or of appearance and 
defence in pursuance thereof, the plaintiff shall be entitled to a decree 
for any sum not exceeding the sum mentioned in the summons, 
together with interest at the rate specified (if any) to the date of the 
decree, and a sum for costs to be fixed by a rule of the Judicial 
Commissioner, published in the Gazette, unless the plaintiff claims more 
than such fixed sum, in which case the costs s be ascertained in 
the ordinary way, and such decree may be enforced forthwith. 


(iii) The defendant shall not be required to pay into court the 
sum mentioned in the summons, or to give security therefor, unless the 
court thinks his defence not to be primd facie sustainable, or feels 
reasonable doubt as to its good faith. 

Explanation.— This section is not confined to cases in which the bill 
or note sued upon, together with mere lapse of time, is sufficient to 
establish a primi facie right to recover. 

494. The court shall, upon application by the defendant, give 
leave to appear and to defend the suit, upon the defendant paying 
into court the sum mentioned in the summons, or upon evidence, 
satisfactory to the court, which discloses a defence, or such facts as 
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would make it incumbent on the holder to prove consideration, or such 
other facts as the court may deem sufficient to support the application, 
and on such terms as to security, framing and recording issues, or 
otherwise, as the court thinks fit. 


495. After decree the court may, under special circumstances, set 
aside the decree, and if necessary stay or set aside execution, and may 
give leave to appear to the summons and to defend the suit, if it seem 
reasonable to the court so to do, and on such terms as the court thinks 
fit. 

496. In any proceeding under this chapter the court may order 
the bill or note on which the suit is founded to be forthwith deposited 
with an officer of the court, and may further order that all proceedings 
shall be stayed until the plaintiff gives security for the costs thereof. 

497. The holder of every dishonoured bill of exchange or promissory 
hote shall have the same remedies for the recovery of the expenses 
incurred in noting the same for non-acceptance or non-payment, or 
otherwise, by reason of such dishonour, as he has under this chapter 
for the recovery of the amount of such bill or note. 


498. Except as provided by sections 493 to 497 (both inclusive), 
the procedure in suits under this chapter shall be the same as the pro- 
cedure in suits instituted under Chapter V. 

499. The provisions of this chapter apply only— 

(a) To the Senior Magistrate’s court; ~ 

(b) To any court of a magistrate of the first class to which the 
Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, may, 
by notification in the Gazette, apply them. The Resident, 
with such approval as aforesaid, may from time to time 
cancel any such notification. 


CHAPTER XXXIX. 
OF SUITS RELATING TO PUBLIC CHARITIES. 

500. (i.) In case of any alleged breach of any express or con- 
structive trusts created for public charitable or religious purposes, or 
whenever the direction of the court is deemed necessary for the 
administration of any such trust, any public officer nominated in that 
behalf in writing by the Resident or any two or more persons having 
an interest in the trust and having obtained the consent in writing of 
the Resident may institute a suit in the Senior Magistrate's court 
to obtain a decree— 

(a) Appointing new trustees under the trust ; 
(b) Vesting any property in the trustees under the trust ; 
(c) Declaring the proportions in which its objects are entitled ; 
(d) Authorising the whole or any part of its property to be let, 
sold, mortgaged or exchanged ; 
(e) Settling a scheme for its management ; 
or granting such further or other relief as the nature of the case 
may require. y 

(ii.) Neither the Resident nor any public officer nominated as 
aforesaid shall be personally liable for costs in any such suit. 

(iii.) No court fees shall be charged fin any suit Brought by a 
public officer under this chapter. 
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PART VI. 
OF APPEALS. 
_ CHAPTER XL. 


OF APPEALS FROM ORIGINAL DECREEs. 

S01. (i.) The provisions of this chapter relate to appeals from the 
decisions of the lower civil courts to the Senior Magistrate’s court. 

(ii.) Nothing in this chapter shall affect the procedure on appeals 
from the Senior Magistrate's court to the Judicial Commissioner’s 
court. 

(iii.) Appeals from penghulus’ courts to courts of magistrates of 
the first class shall be heard in a summary manner and with as little 
formality as possible. The procedure at present in force in such 
appeals shall continue in force subject to any amendments which may 
from time to time be directed by the Judicial Commissioner. 

(iv.) In this chapter the term “decree” includes “order,” and the 
procedure prescribed shall, so far as may be, apply to orders made 
under this Code. 

(v.) No appeal shall be brought after the expiration of one month 
from the time when the decision appealed against was pronounced. 
Provided that the Senior Magistrate may, if he considers that special 
circumstances render an extension just, give leave to appeal within 
such extended time after,the expiration of such one month as he may 
think fit. 


502. (i.) The appeal shall be made in the form of a memorandum 
in writing presented by the appellant, and shall be accompanied by a 
copy of the decree appealed ayainst and (unless the appellate court 
dispenses therewith) of the judgment on which it is founded. 

(ii.) Such memorandum shall set forth, concisely and under distinct 
heads, the grounds of objection to the decree appealed against, without 
any argument or narrative; and such grounds shall be numbered con- 
secutively. 

803. (i.) The appellant shall not, without the leave of the court, 
urge or be heard in support of any other ground of objection, but the 
court in deciding the appeal shall not be confined to the grounds set 
forth by the appellant. 

(ii.) Provided that the court shall not rest its decision on any 
ground not set forth by the appellant, unless the respondent has had 
sufficient opportunity of contesting the case on that ground. 

504. (i.) If the memorandum of appeal be not drawn up in the 
manner hereinbefore prescribed, it may be rejected, or be returned to 
the appellant for the purpose of being amended within a time to be 
fixed by the court or be amended then and there. 

(ii.) When the court rejects under this section any memorandum it 
shall record the reasons for such rejection. 

Gii.) When a memorandum of appeal is amended under this section 
the judge shall attest the amendment by his signature. 

505. Where there are more plaintiffs or more defendants than one 
in a suit, and the decree appealed against proceeds on any ground 
common to all the plaintiffs or to all the defendants, any one of the 
plaintiffs og of the defendants may appeal ayainst the whole decree, 
and thereupon the appellate court may reverse or modify the decree 
in favour of all the plaintiffs or defendants, as the case may be. 
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OF STAYING AND EXECUTING DECREES UNDER APPEAL. 
506. (i.) Execution of a decree shall not be stayed by reason only 


. of an appeal having been preferred against the decree; but the appel- 


late court may for sufficient cause order the execution to be stayed. 

(ii.) If an application be made for stay of execution of an appealable 
decree before the expiry of the time allowed for appealing therefrom, 
the court which passed the decree may for sufficient cause order the- 
execution to be stayed. 

(iii.) Provided that no order shall be made under this section 
unless the court making it is satisfied— 

(a) That substantial loss may result to the party applying for stay 
of execution unless the order is made ; 
(b) That the application has been. made without unreasonable 
delay ; and 

(c) That security has been given by the applicant for the due 
performance of such decree or order as may ultimately be 
binding upon him. 

507. If an order is made for the execution of a decree against 
which an appeal is pending, the court which passed the decree shall, 
on sufficient cause being shown by the appellant, require security to be 
given for the restitution of any property which may be taken in 
execution of the decree, or for the payment of the value of such 
property and for the due performance of the decree or order of the 
appellate court ; 

Or the appellate court may for like cause direct the court which 
passed the decree to take such security. 

And when an order has been passed for the sale of immovable- 
property in execution of a decree for money, and an appeal is pending 
against such decree, the sale shall on the application of the judgment- 
debtor be stayed until the appeal is disposed of, on such terms as to 
giving security or otherwise as the court which passed the decree 
thinks fit. 

508. No such security as is mentioned in sections 506 and 507 
shall be required from the State or from any public officer sued in 
respect of an act alleged to be done by him in his official capacity. 

OF PROCEDURE IN APPEAL FROM DECREES. 

509. (i.) When a memorandum of appeal is admitted, the appel- 
late court or the proper officer of that court shall endorse thereon the- 
date of presentation, and shall register the appeal in a book to be kept 
for the purpose. 

(ii.) Such book shall be called the Register of Civil Appeals. 

510. (i.) The ga eegee court may at its discretion, either before 
the respondent is called upon to appear and answer or afterwards on 
the application of the Saray demand from the appellant security 
for the costs of the appeal, or of the original suit, or of both. 

(ii.) Provided that the court shall demand such security in all cases. 
in which the appellant is residing out of the Federated Malay States, 
and is not possessed of any sufficient immovable property within the 
Federated Malay States or within the Colony independently of the 
property (if any) to which the appeal relates. 

(iii.) If such security be not furnished within such time as the- 
court orders, the court shall reject the appeal. 
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(iv.) If such security be furnished, any costs for which a surety 
may have rendered himself liable may be recovered from him in execution 
of the decree of the appellate court in the same manner as if he were 
the appellant. , 

511. (i.) When the memorandum of appeal is registered, the 
appellate court shall send notice of the appeal to the court against 
whose decree the appeal is made. 

(ii.) If the appeal be from a court the records of which are not 
-deposited in the appellate court, the court receiving such notice shall 
send with all practicable despatch all material papers in the suit, or 
such papers as may be specially called for by the appellate court. 

(iii.) Either party may apply in writing to the court against whose 
decree the appeal is made, specifying any of such papers in such court 
-of which he requires copies to be made; and copies of such papers 
shall be made at the expense of the applicant, and shall be deposited 
accordingly. 

512. (i.) The appellate court, if it thinks fit, may, after fixing a 
day for hearing the appellant or his solicitors and hearing him 
accordingly if he appears on that day, dismiss the appeal without 
sending notice of the appeal to the court against whose decree the 
appeal is made and without serving notice on the respondent or his 
solicitor. ‘ 

(ii.) If on the day fixed under sub-section (i.), or any other day to 
which the hearing may be adjourned, the appellant does not attend in 
person or by his solicitor, the appeal shall be dismissed for default. 

(iii.) The dismissal of an appeal under this section shall be notified 
to the court against whose decree the appeal is made. 

513. (i.) Unless the appellate court dismisses the appeal under 
the last foregoing section, it shall fix a day for hearing the appeal. 
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(ii.) Such day shall be fixed with reference to the current business g 


of the court, the place of residence of the respondent, and the time 
necessary for the service of the notice of appeal, so as to allow the 

bent sufficient time to appear and answer the appeal on such 
ay. 

514. (i.) Notice of the day so fixed shall be posted up in the 
appellate court-house, and a like notice shall be sent by the appellate 
-court to the court against whose decree the appeal is made, and shall 
be served on the respondent or on his solicitor in the appellate court 
in the manner provided in Chapter VI. for the service on a defendant 
of a summons to appear and answer; and all rules applicable to such 
summons, and to proceedings with reference to the service thereof, 
shall apply to the service of such notice. 

(ii.) Instead of sending the notice to the court against whose 
‘decree the appeal is made, the appellate court may itself cause the notice 
to be served on the respondent or his solicitor under the rules above 
referred to. 

3815. The notice to the respondent shall declare that, if he does 
not appear in the appellate court on the day so fixed, the appeal will 
be heard ez parte. 

PROCEDURE ON HEARING. 

816. On the day so fixed, or on any other day to which the hearing 
may be adjourned, the appellant shall be heard in support of the 
appeal. The court shall then, if it does not dismiss the appeal at once, 
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hear the respondent against the appeal, and in such case the appellant 
shall be entitled to reply. 

517. (i.) If on the day so fixed, or any other day to which the 
hearing may be adjourned, the appellant does not attend in person or 
by his solicitor, the appeal shall be dismissed for default. 

(ii.) If the appellant attends and the respondent does not attend, 
the appeal shall be heard ez parte in his absence. 

518. If on the day so fixed, or any other day to which the hearing 
may be adjourned, it is found that the notice to the respondent has 
not been served in consequence of the failure of the appellant to 
deposit, within the period fixed by the court, the sum required to 
defray the cost of issuing the notice, the court may order that the 
appeal be dismissed. 

Provided that no such order shall be passed, although the notice 
has not been served upon the respondent, if on the day fixed for hear- 
ing the appeal the respondent appears in person or by a solicitor, or 
by a duly authorised agent. 

519. If an appeal be dismissed under section 512, sub-section (ii.), 
section 517 or section 518, the appellant may apply to the appellate 
court for the re-admission of the appeal; and, if it be proved that he 
was prevented by any sufficient cause from attending when the appeal 
was called on for hearing or from depositing the sum so required, the 
court may re-admit the appeal on such terms as to costs or otherwise 
as the court thinks fit to impose upon him. 

520. If it appear to the court at the hearing that any person who 
was a party to the suit in the court against whose decree the appeal is 
made, but who has not been made a party to the appeal, is interested 
in the result of the appeal. the court may adjourn the hearing to a 
future day to be fixed by the court, and direct that such person be 
made a respondent. 

$21. When an appeal is heard ex parte in the absence of the 
respondent, and judyment is given against him, he may apply to the 
appellate court to re-hear the appeal; and, if he satisfies the court that 
the notice was not duly served or that he was prevented by sufficient 
cause from attending when the appeal was called on for hearing, the 
court may re-hear the appeal on such terms as to costs or otherwise as 
the court thinks fit to impose upon him. 

522. (i.) Any respondent, though he may not have appealed 


' against any part of the decree, may upon the hearing not only support 


the decree on any of the grounds decided ayainst him in the court 
below, but take any objection to the decree which he could have taken 
by way of appeal, provided he has filed the objection in the appellate 
court within one month from the date of the service on him or his 
solicitor under section 514 of notice of the day fixed for hearing the 
appeal, or within such further time as the appellate court may see fit 
to allow. 

Gi.) Such objection shall be in the form of a memorandum, 
and the provisions of section 502, so far as they relate to the form and 
contents of the memorandum of appeal, shall apply thereto. 

(iii.) Unless the respondent files with the objection a written 
acknowledgment from the appellant or his solicitor of having received 
a copy thereof, the appellate court shall cause such a copy to be 
served, as soon as may be after the filing of the objection, on the 
appellant or his solicitor at the expense of the respondent. 
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(iv.) The provisions of Chapter XLI. shall, so far as they can be 
made applicable, apply to an objection under this section. 

523. (i.) If the court against whose decree the appeal is made has 
disposed of the suit upon a preliminary point, and the decree upon 
such preliminary point is reversed in appeal, the appellate court may, 
if it thinks fit, by order remand the case, together with a copy of the 
order in appeal, to the court against whose decree the appeal is made, 
with directions to re-admit the suit under its original number in the 
register and proceed to determine the suit on the merits. 


(ii.) The appellate court may, if it thinks fit, direct what issue or 
issues shall be tried in any case so remanded. 


524. The appellate court shall not remand a case for a second 
decision, except as provided in section 523. 


525. When the evidence upon the record is sufficient to enable the 
appellate court to pronounce judgment, the appellate court may, after 
resettling the issues, if necessary, finally determine the case, notwith- 
standing that the judgment of the court against whose decree the 
appeal is made has proceeded wholly upon some ground other than 
that on which the appellate court proceeds.” 


526. If the cout against whose decree the appeal is made has 
omitted to frame or try any issue, or to determine any question of fact, 
which appears to the appellate court essential to the right decision of 
the suit upon the merits, the appellate court may, if necessary, frame 
issues for trial, and may refer the same for trial to the court against 
whose decree the appeal is made, and in such case shall direct such 
court to take the additional evidence required; and such court shall 
proceed to try such issues, and shall return to the appellate court its 
finding thereon together with the evidence. 


527. (i.) Such finding and evidence shall become part of the record 
in the suit; and either party may, within a time to be fixed by the 
appellate court, present a memorandum of objections to the finding. 


(ii.) After the expiration of the period fixed for presenting such 
memorandum the appellate court shall proceed to determine the appeal. 

528. (i.) The parties to an appeal shall not be entitled to produce 
additional evidence, whether oral or documentary, in the appellate 
court. But if— 


(a) The court ayainst whose decree the appeal is made refuses to 
admit evidence which ought to have been admitted ; or 
(b) The appellate court requires any document to be produced or 
any witness to be examined to enable it to pronounce 
judgment; or for any other substantial cause, 
The appellate court may allow such evidence to be produced, or 
document to be received, or witness to be examined. 


(ii.) Whenever additional evidence is admitted by an appellate 
court, the court shall record on its proceedings the reason for such 
admission. 


529. Whenever additional evidence is allowed to be received, the 
appellate court may either take such evidence, or direct the court 
against whose decree the appeal is made, or any other subordinate 
court, to take such evidence and to send it when taken to the appellate 
court. 
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530. In all cases where additional evidence is directed or allowed 
to be taken, the appellate court shall specify the points to which the 
evidence is to be confined, and record on its proceedings the points so 
specified. 

OF THE JUDGMENT IN APPEAL. 

831. The appellate court, after hearing the parties or their solicitors 
and referring to any part of the proceedings, whether on appeal or in 
the court against whose decree the appeal is made, to which reference 
may be considered necessary, shall pronounce judgment in open court, 
either at once or on some future day, of which notice shall be given to 
the parties or their solicitors. 


832. The judgment of the appellate court shall be written in 
English and shall state— 


(a) The points for determination ; 5 
(b) The decision thereupon ; 
(c) The reasons for the decision ; and 


(d) When the decree appealed against is reversed or varied, the 
relief to which the appellant is entitled ; 


And shall at the time that it is pronounced be signed and dated by 
the judge. 


533. The judgment may be for confirming, varying or reversing 
the decree against which the appeal is made, or, if the parties to the 
appeal agree as to the form which the decree in appeal shall take, or as 
to the order to be passed in appeal, the appellate court may pass a 
decree or order accordingly. 


534. No decree shall be reversed or substantially varied, nor shall 
any case be remanded, in ap , on account of any error, defect or 
irregularity, whether in the decision or in any order passed in the suit, 
or otherwise, not affecting the merits of the case or the jurisdiction of 
the court. 

OF THE DECREE IN APPEAL. 

835. (i.) The decree of the appellate court shall bear date the day 
on which the judgment was pronounced. 

(ii.) The decree shall contain the number of the appeal, and the 
memorandum of appeal, including the names and description of the 
appellant and respondent, and shall specify clearly the relief granted 
or other determination of the appeal. 

(iii.) The decree shall also state the amount of costs incurred in the 
appeal, and by what parties and in what proportions such costs and 
the costs in the suit are to be paid. 

(iv.) The decree shall be signed and dated by the judge who passed. 
it. 

536. Certified copies of the judgment and decree in appeal shall be 
furnished to the parties on application to the court and at their 
expense, 


837. A copy of the judgment and of the decree, certified by the 
judge of the appellate court, shall be sent to the court which passed the 
decree appealed against, and shall be filed with the original pi i 
in the suit, and an entry of the judgment of the appellate court shall 
be made in the register of civil suits. 
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838. (i.) The appellate court shall have, in appeals under this 
chapter, the same powers, and shall perform as nearly as may be the 
same duties, as are conferred and imposed by this Code on courts of 
original jurisdiction in respect of suits instituted under Chapter .V. ; 
and, in Chapter XXI., so far as may be, the word “ plaintiff” shall be 
held to include a plaintiff-appellant or defendant-appellant; the word 
“defendant” a plaintiff-respondent or defendant-respondent; and the 
word “suit” an appeal in proceedings arising out of the death, 
marriage or insolvency of parties to an appeal. 


(ii.) The provisions hereinbefore contained shall apply to appeals 
under this chapter so far as such provisions are applicable. 


539. When a party entitled to any benefit (by way of restitution 
or otherwise) under a decree passed in an appeal under this chapter 
desires to obtain execution of the same, he shall apply to the court 
which passed the decree against which the appeal was preferred; and 
such court shall proceed to execute the Heres passed in appeal 
according to the rules hereinbefore prescribed for the execution of 
decrees in suits. 


CHAPTER XLI. 


OF PAUPER APPEALS. 

540. (i.) Any person entitled under this Code or any other law to 
prefer an appeal, who is unable to pay the fee required for the petition 
of appeal, may, on presenting an application accompanied by a memo- 
randum of appeal, be allowed to appeal as a pauper, subject to the 
rules contained in Chapters XXVI. and XL., in so far as those rules 
are applicable. 

(ii.) Provided that the court shall reject the application, unless, 
upon a perusal thereof and of the judgment and decree against which 
the appeal is made, it sees reason to think that the decree appealed 
against is contrary to law or to some usage having the force of law, or 
is otherwise erroneous or unjust. . 

(iii.) The enquiry into the pauperism of the applicant may be made 
either by the appellate court or by the court against whose decision 
the appeal is made under the orders of the appellate court. 

Provided that, if the applicant was allowed to sue or appeal as a 
pauper in the court against whose decree the appeal is made, no further 
enquiry in respect of his pauperism shall be necessary, unless the appel- 
late court sees special cause to direct such enquiry. 


PART VII. 
CHAPTER XLII. 
OF REFERENCE TO AND REVISION BY THE SENIOR 


MAGISTRATE’S COURT. 


841. If before or on the hearing of a suit, or if in the execution of 
any decree, any question of law or usage having the force of law, or 
the construction of a document, which construction may affect the 
merits, arises, on which apy lower civil court trying the suit or 
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executing the decree, entertains reasonable doubt, such court may, 
either of its own motion or on the a asian of any of the parties, 
draw up a statement of the facts of the case and the point on which 
doubt is entertained, and refer such statement with its own opinion on 
the point for the decision of the Senior Magistrate. 


542. The said lower civil court may either stay the proceedings or 
proceed in the case notwithstanding such reference, and may pass a 
decree or order contingent upon the opinion of the Senior Magistrate 
on the point referred ; 

But no execution shall be issued, property sold or person imprisoned 
in any case in which such reference is made until the receipt of a copy 
of the judgment of the Senior Magistrate upon such reference. 


543. The Senior Magistrate shall hear the parties to the case in 
which the reference is made, in person or by their respective solicitors, 
and shall decide the point so referred, and shall transmit a copy of 
his judgment, under his signature, to the court by which the reference 
was made; and such court shall, on the receipt thereof, proceed to 
dispose of the case in conformity with the decision of the Senior 
Magistrate. 


544. Costs, if any, consequent on a reference for the opinion of the 
Senior Magistrate, shall be costs in the case. 


545. When a case is referred to the Senior Magistrate under this 
chapter, the Senior Magistrate may return the case for amendment, 
and may alter, cancel or set aside any decree or order which the court 
making the reference has passed in the case out of which the reference 
arose, and make such order as he thinks fit. 


546. (i.) The Senior Magistrate may call for the record of any 
case in which no appeal lies to the Senior Magistrate, if the court by 
which the case was decided appears to have exercised a jurisdiction not 
vested in it by law, or to have failed to exercise a jurisdiction so vested, 
or to have acted in the exercise of its jurisdiction illegally or with 
material irregularity; and may pass such order in the case as the 
Senior Magistrate thinks fit. 


(ii.) Nothing in this chapter shall be deemed to derogate from, or 
in any way interfere with, the powers of supervision and revision given 
to the Senior Magistrate by the ‘Courts Enactment, 1900.” 


PART VIII. 
CHAPTER XLIII. 


OF REVIEW OF JUDGMENT. 
547. (i.) Any person considering himself aggrieved— 

(a) By a decree or order from which an appeal is hereby allowed, 
but from which no appeal has been preferred ; or 

(b) By a decree or order trom which no appeal is hereby allowed ; 
and who, from the discovery of new and important matter 
or evidence which, after the exercise of due diligence, was 
not within his knowledge or could not be produced by him 
at the time when the decree was passed or order made, or 
on account of some mistake or error apparent on the face 
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of the record, or for any other sufficient reason, desires to 
obtain a review of the decree passed or order made against 
him; 

May apply for a review of judgment to the court which passed the 
decree or made the order. 

(ii.) A party who is not appealing from a decree may apply for a 
review of judgment notwithstanding the pendency of an appeal by 
some other party, except when the ground of such appeal is common 
to the applicant and the appellant, or when, being a respondent, he 
can present to the appellate court the case on which he applies for the 
review. 

548. Except on the ground of the discovery of such new and 
important matter or evidence as aforesaid, or of some clerical error 
apparent on the face of the decree, no application for a review of 
judgment shall be made to any judge other than the judge who 
delivered it. 


549. The rules hereinbefore contained as to the form of making 
appeals shall apply, mutatis mutandis, to applications for review. 


550. (i.) If it appears to the court that there is not sufficient 
yround for a review, it shall reject the application. 


(ii.) If the court be of opinion that application for the review 
should be granted, it shall grant the same, and the judge shall record 
with his own hand his reasons for such opinion. 

Provided that— 

(a) No such application shall be granted without previous notice 
to the opposite party, to enable him to appear and be heard 
in support of the decree, a review of which is applied for; 
and 


(6) No such application shall be granted on the ground of dis- 
covery of new matter or evidence which the applicant 
alleges was not within his knowledge, or could not be 
adduced by him, when the decree or order was passed, 
without strict proof of such allegation ; and 

(c) An application made under section 548 to the judge who 
delivered the judgment may, if that judge has ordered 
notice to issue under proviso (a) to this section, be disposed 
of by his successor. 

551. (i.) An order of the court rejecting the application shall be 
final ; but, whenever such application is admitted, the admission may 
be objected to on the ground that it was— 

(a) In contravention of the provisions of section 548 ; 

(6) In contravention of the provisions of section 550; or 

(c) After the expiration of thirty days from the date of the decree 
or order and without sufficient cause. 

(ii.) Such objection may be made at once by an appeal against 
the order granting the application, or may be taken in any appeal 
against the final decree or order made in the suit. 

(iii.) Where the application has been rejected in consequence of the 
failure of the applicant to appear, he may apply for an order to have 
the rejected application restored to the file, and, if it be proved to the 
satisfaction of the court that he was prevented by any sufficient cause 
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-from appearing when such application was called on for hearing, the 


court may order it to be restored to the file upon such terms as to costs 
or otherwise as it thinks fit, and shall appoint a day for hearing the 
same. 

(iv.) No order shall be made under this section unless the applicant 
has served the opposite party with notice in writing of the latter 
application. 

(v.) No application to review an order passed on review or on an 
application for a review shall be entertained. 


552. When an application for a review is granted, a note thereof 
shall be made in the register and the court may at once re-hear the 
case or make such order in regard to the re-hearing as it thinks fit. 


PART IX. 
CHAPTER XLIV. 
MISCELLANEOUS, 

553. (i.) The Resident may, by notification in the Gazette, exempt 
from personal appearance in court any person whose rank, in the 
opinion of the Resident, entitles him to the privilege of exemption, and 
may, by like notification, withdraw such privilege. 

(ii.) The names and residences of the persons so exempted shall, 
from time to time, be forwarded to the Senior Magistrate’s court by the 
Resident and a list of such persons shall be kept in stich court, and a 
list of such persons as reside within the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of each court subordinate to the Senior Magistrate’s court shall be 
kept in such subordinate court. 

(iii.) When any person so exempted claims the privilege of such 
exemption, and it is consequently necessary to examine him by 
commission, he shall pay the costs of that commission, unless the 
party requiring his evidence pays such costs. 

554. (i.) When in a case pending before any court there appears 
to the court sufficient ground for sending for investigation to the 
magistrate a charge of any such offence as is described in section 193, 
section 196, section 199, section 200, section 205, section 206, section 
207, section 208, section 209, section 210, section 463, section 471, 
section 474, section 475, section 476, or section 477 of te Penal Code, 
which may be made in the course of any other suit or proceeding, or 
with respect to any document offered in evidence in the case, the court 
may cause the person accused to be detained till the rising of the court, 
and may then send him in custody to a magistrate, or take sufficient 
bail for his appearance before a mayistrate. 

(ii.) The court shall send to the Public Prosecutor the evidence 
and documents relevant to the charge, and may bind over any person 
to appear and give evidence before the magistrate. 

(iii.) The magistrate shall receive such charge and proceed with it 
according to law and it shall be the duty of the Public Prosecutor to 
prosecute. 

555. The forms contained in the third schedule with such variations 
as circumstances require, may be used for the purpose of carrying out 
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the provisions of this Code, and, if no such forms shall be found 
applicable, then such other similarly concise forms may be used as the 
Judicial Commissioner may from time to time prescribe. 

556. (i.) In any cause of salvage, towage or collision, the court Assesory in 
may if it thinks fit, and upon request of either party to such cause see te: 
shall if possible, summon to its assistance, in such manner as the ‘ 
Judicial Commissioner with the approval of the Resident-General may 
by rule, from time to time, direct, two competent assessors; and 
such assessors shall attend and assist accordingly. 


(ii.) Every such assessor shall receive such fees for his attendance 
as the Judicial Commissioner with the approval of the Resident- 
General by rule prescribes. Such fees shall be paid by such of the 
parties as the court in each case may direct. 


557. (i.) If at any time before judgment a lower civil court in Power to refer 
which a suit has been instituted doubts whether the suit is cognisable 10 Sem 
by itself or is not so cognisable, it may submit the record to the questions as to 
Senior Magistrate with a statement of its reason for the doubt as to Wtiitiction in 
the nature of the suit.

A judgment-debtor released under this section may be re- 
arrested, but the period of his imprisonment shall not in the aggregate 
exceed that prescribed in section 314 or section 445, as the case may be. 

563. (i.) Any non-judicial or quasi-judicial act which this Code 
requires to be done by a judge, and any act which may be done by a 
commissioner appointed under section 366, may be done by the 
registrar of the court. 

(ii.) The Judicial Commissioner may, from time to time, by rule 
published in the Gazette, declare what shall be deemed to be non-judicial 
and quasi-judicial acts within the meaning of this section. 

(iii.) It shall be lawful for the registrar of the court in each district, 
whenever there is no judge of the court present in that district, to 
perform any of the following judicial acts, that is to say— 

(1) To make an order for the protection, management and custody 
of property before the court ; 

(2) To grant an interim injunction or interlocutory order; 

(3) To appoint a receiver; 

(4) To make an order for arbitration by consent of the parties ; 

(5) To issue a commission to take evidence in the State, or to 
examine accounts ; 

(6) To amend plaints and all other documents of procedure by 
consent of the parties or where the court can make such 
order ex parte ; 
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(7) To require security for costs ; 
(8) To allow substituted service of process and service out of the 
jurisdiction ; 
(9) To grant leave to sue or defend iz form pauperis. 

(iv.) Any person aggrieved by any order or act of the registrar 
under the last preceding sub-section may appeal to the Senior Magis- 
trate, provided that such appeal be brought within 14 days from the 
date of the order or act appealed against. 

(v.) The Senior Magistrate may, in any suit in which it shall appear 
necessary for the purposes of justice, make an order for the examination 
on affirmation before the registrar of any witness, and may empower 
any party to such suit to give such deposition in evidence, provided 
that no such deposition shall be used against any party unless such , 
party was allowed reasonable facilities to attend and cross-examine 
the witness. 

564. (i.) The Senior Magistrate’s court and the lower civil courts, 
respectively, shall have and use as occasion may require seals bearing 
such devices and inscriptions as the Senior Magistrate, with the consent 
of the Resident, may direct. 

(ii.) Until such direction shall be given the seals in use at the time 
when this Code comes into force may continue to be used.

T have read with much interest your Despatch No. 226 of the 19th of 
June, and the reports on the Federated Malay States enclosed in that 
despatch, and in your Despatch No. 268 of the 26th of July, and have 
noted with great satisfaction the continued prosperity of these States. 


2. I should be glad if you would in due course inform me whether 
you propose to take any action to give effect to the recommendation made 
by the Resident-General in paragraph 66 of his report that more use 
should be made of Native Officials in the Federated Malay States. 


3. In paragraph 30 of the same report Mr. Treacher says “It is 
under consideration to forthwith combine the four States’ departments 
(of Posts and Telegraphs) under one supervising head.” I shall be glad 
to learn what action, if any, is taken in this matter.

THE PERAK MEDICAL REPORT FOR 1901. 


STATISTICS OF POPULATION. 


The estimated population for 1901 is 335,649, against 317,270 in the previous year. The 
Census was taken in March. Comparing the Census returns with the total estimated popu- 
lation the latter indicates a difference of 7,354 more. The differences are marked when 
comparing the figures for the various nationalities, as shewn below.

In my report for 1898, I pointed out that the immigration and emigration records 
are only available from the two chief ports. No records are prepared to register the 
movement of people in and out of the State at points along the land frontier. This will 
account for the discrepancies. These statistics of population are of doubtful value. 


The registered number of births is 5,954, against 5,149 during 1900. The birth-rate for 
year under review is 17-73 per thousand calculated on the estimated population, an increase of 
1:51 compared with 1900. 


Deaths amounted to 12,701, being 1,299 less than 1900. The rate of mortality works out 
to 37°84 per mille on the estimated population, a reduction of 6-28. 


DISTRICT HOSPITALS, IN-DOOR DEPARTMENT. 


On the 31st December, 1900, there remained in the 11 District hospitals, 1,463 patients. 

. During 1901 there were added to these by admissions 24,349 cases, bringing the total treated 

up to 25,812. Compared with the previous 12 months this represents a falling off in the 

In-door Department by as much as 4,267 patients. Excepting Gopeng and Parit Buntar, 

where there were very slight increased admissions, the decrease occurs at al) the other 
hospitals. 


The discharges amounted to 19,470, against 22,927 in 1900. 


Deaths.— Four thousand and sixty-one cases terminated fatally, being 215 less than the 
year before. The death-rate, however, has been higher by 1:52 per cent. Ipoh hospital 
comes first with the highest rate of mortality. 


Increased death-rates have been recorded at Batu Gajah, Ipoh, Kampar, Tapah, Parit 
Buntar and Bagan Serai. On the other hand a decrease occurs at Taiping, Kuala Kangsar, 
Gopeng, Teluk Anson and Selama. At the two Krian hospitals the high death-rate is due 
to admissions of coolies employed on the Irrigation Works for bowel complaints, chiefly of a 
fatal type.

REMARKS ON PARTICULAR DISEASES. 


Small-poe.—Only three cases were reported in the whole State; two in Kinta and one 
in Kuala Kangsar, clearly pointing to the benefits gained by vaccination. The natives now 
are fully alive to its protective influence and readily avail themselves of it. 


A solitary case of Bubonic Plague with recovery was reported from Ipoh. I have read 
the reports and am not satisfied from evidence recorded that this was really a case of plague. 


Cholera manifested itself in Lower Perak on Rubana estate towards the latter end of 
1900. There were a few cases at the beginning of 1901. In the middle of the year, during 
the prevalence of a markedly dry season, the disease started afresh on this estate and took on 
an epidemic form and spread beyond to the Malay kampongs down river. Four cases 
occurred also in Krian and Kinta. The total number reported was 282, of these 201 proved 
fatal. There were probably others amongst the Malays which, as the District Surgeon, Lower 
Perak, believes, were not brought to notice. 


Beri-beri accounted for the largest number of admissions, 4,760, with 741 deaths, 
giving a death-rate of 15°56. 


Malarial Fevers shew a smaller admission but higher death- rate.

GENERAL SANITARY CONDITION OF THE STATE. 


Sanitation continues to receive attention. My absence on leave from the State during 
the greater part of the year prevented my visiting the out-districts and becoming acquainted 
with their condition. 


The incinerator provided for at Taiping for destruction of town refuse and night-soil 
did not work satisfactorily at first, especially as regards incineration of night-soil. A series 
of experiments were undertaken and by the close of the year three-fourths of the night-soil 
were destroyed. There is every indication of the incinerator being a success.

The death-rate at the Central Prison, though slightly higher, does not call for any 
comment. 


At Batu Gajah there has been a considerable rise. The District Surgeon explains this 
as being due to admission of vagrants and men sentenced for petty thefts to gaol when 
the subjects of advanced disease. There was also at times much overcrowding in the 
Association wards, the sanitary condition of which was defective. Building operations in 
the gaol interfered with the drainage and ventilation. Beri-beri and dysentery were 
the diseases which accounted for the greatest number of deaths. 


LUNATIC ASYLUM. 
There were 82 admissions with a total treated of 162. The deaths amounted to 30, 
giving a death-rate of 18°51 per cent, an improvement of 1:36 per cent. 
VACCINATION. 


Total vaccinated 5,836, against 4,340 in 1900; of those seen 63°81 are returned as 
perfect.

Kangsar and Kinta. The usual annual manifestation of foot and mouth disease occurred. 
A few cases of ylanders were met with. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The highest temperature 97° F. occurred at Kuala Kangsar and Batu Gajah in the 
month of March. The lowest 61° F. at Tapah in March. 


The greatest rainfall for the year was at Taiping, 132-21 inches. The greatest fall for 24 
hours was at Teluk Anson, 5 inches.

I was absent on long leave from the State up to 9th October, and during my absence the 
administration of the Department was conducted by Dr. S. C. G. Fox, who performed ahs 
duties satisfactorily.

REPORT ON THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


EXPENDITURE. 


The total expenditure by the Public Works Department amounted to $1,521,434.38, 
of which only $87,281.63, or 5} per cent, was for the Salaries and Allowances of Officers. 
on the Staff. 

WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 


The cost of Annually Recurrent Works, mostly for upkeep, has been $106,961.53, and 
as these consist largely of small items, averaging probably less than $100 in value, they 
represent a considerable expenditure of the officers’ time. 


$647,478.33 have been spent on Works and Buildings, Special Services, the most import- 
ant item being Krian Irrigation, for which a separate report * by the Acting Irrigation Engineer 
is enclosed, the progress on this has been fairly good, but owing to the many unforeseen and. 
extraordinary eharges it is difficult to say whether the cost of work is or is not being kept 
within the estimate sanctioned. . 


A summary of the outlay under various sub-heads for the whole State gives for :—Water 
supply and irrigation, $298,885, which includes Krian irrigation, $275,788 ; extension of the 
Ipoh service and surveys for water supplies to Kampar and Batu Gajah, in the Kinta District, 

$7,725; a preliminary survey for water supply to the proposed new Bidor township, $2,000; 
- renewals to the pumping machinery, etc., for Teluk Anson, $3,421, and surveys for the preps: 
ration of an irrigation scheme in J.ower Perak, $3,050; on this the trial surveys, levels, 
soundings in the swamps, etc., have been completed so far as would seem to be of use, 
no practicatle route being found for an irrigation channel ‘from the Sungkai rivers. 
Education, $25,916, all on account of small works requiring no special mention— 22 quarters 
for teachers and 10 new school-houses are included. Medical, $69,974, including, with a 
lot of other small items, a contagious diseases ward and new quarantine camp in Larut; 
a second class officers’ ward and completion of the Gopeng hospital (now re-built) in Kinta, 
and the commencement of a quarantine station for cattle and of the Malay Leper Settlement 
on Pangkor Laut, in connection with Lower Perak Estimates. Police, $20,881, the largest 
_ items being new married quarters at Teluk Anson and a police station, etc., at Bagan Datoh, 
in Lower Perak. Gaols, $54,731, out of which a new store room was built, some extensive 
repairs were done to the work sheds and warders quarters, and electric bell communication 
was provided at Taiping, whilst the Gaol hospital was completed, the new administration 
block was built and good progress was made with the construction of a block of 156 solitary 
. cells at Batu Gajah. Municipal, $63,115, mostly on account of brick drains ; quarters were 
. built for the Sanitary Inspector at Ipoh, additions were made to the rest-houses at Ipoh 
and Kampar, and coolie lines were provided for the Krian townships. Quarters, $33,416 ; 
on account of two houses for Surveyors, not quite completed, and one for the Sanitary 
Inspector in Taiping; part cost of Assistant Magistrate’s house at Parit; new house for 
Assistant District Magistrate at Gopeng; two small houses replacing old temporary buildings 
at Batu Gajah; completion of a house for the Senior Magistrate at Ipoh, and the commence- 
ment of a new house for the Assistant District Magistrate at Tanjong Malim. Posts and 
Telegraphs, $8,866, being for new Post Offices at Temoh and Menglembu ; the completion 
of a Post Office at Padang Rengas and a temporary building at Matang. General, $73,742, 
nearly all on small and unimportant items, but including completion of the Museum, $4,926 ; 
various Public Works Department Overseer’s quarters and coolie lines, $11,424 ; preparing the 
site for new Bidor, $7,200, and laying out the village, with a rest- house at Bagan Datoh, $9,450. 


The proposed removal of the head-quarters for Batang Padang District to new Bidor has 

. been ae owing to prevalence of malarial fever among those employed there and the 

absence of good drinking water, thé only building now under erection being one intended for 

a rest-house; a scheme for water supply is, however, under consideration, and when drains 
have been cut it is hoped that the site will become a healthy one. 


ROADS, STREETS AND BRIDGES, 


The Annually Recurrent Expenditure under this heading amounts to $443,188.71, of which 
$385,574 is for the upkeep of 472 miles of metalled and 83 miles of unmetalled cart roads and 
streets ; $42,872 for that of 420 miles of bridle and agricultural paths, and $5,717 for new 
road traces. 


On account of Roads, Streets and Bridges, Special Services, the expenditure is $195,531.90, 
the metalled cart roads under construction being an extension of that from Ulu Kurau 


* Not printed. 
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towards Klian Besar, three miles, the metalling of which was delayed by quarantine ; the 
Plus road on which progress was very slow, the contract made for metalling being practically 
a failure—33 miles were constructed and 60 chains metalled during the year; road from 
Tambun to Ampang, 12 miles, not completed owing to wet weather and previously existing 
traffic ; 4 miles extension of the Ipoh-Pari road on which fair progress was made; road 
to Pulai village, which was completed ; the Batak Rabit road, 9} miles, on which earthwork 
wes completed and one mile and 24 chains of metal were laid; the Changkat Jong road 
on which metalling was completed to the 7th mile; the new Bidor approach road, earthwork 
1} miles and metalling 48 chains, and the main trunk road, Sungkai to Slim, on which earth- 
work was completed by the addition of 8 miles, and 4 miles were metalled, leaving some 
5} miles of metalling to complete the road. The last was the most important of these worke 
and it is to be regretted that better progress could not be made on it, but bad weather and 
the difficulty of obtaining labour with railway construction going on in the same neighbour- 
hood, seem to have have made that impossible; 24 miles of bridle and agricultural roads 
were also constructed. 
FEDERAL CHARGES. 


The Annually Recurrent Expenditure amounted to $1,760.45, and that for Special Services 
to $7,555.48, the latter being for improvements to the “‘ Cottage” and new buildings for the 
Malay States Guides. 

STAFF. 


The reorganisation of the Public Works Department, so long under consideration, was 
sanctioned with effect from the 15th of Mgy, but owing to previously existing vacancies it was 
impossible for officers to take up their new appointments until towards the end of June. Mr. 
Caulfeild then became Director of Public Works for the Federated Malay States, and Mr. 
Mc Glashan, State Engineer for Selangor, Mr. Spearing being transferred here from that State 
as a First Grade Executive Engineer, and the local Staff of Public Works Engineers in Perak 
was thus reduced by one Senior. Officer; through the much regretted death of Mr. F. H. 
Elford on June 17th, when Acting District Engineer at Kuala Kangsar, we lost an Officer of 
much promise with several years local experience, and by the retirement of Mr. G. F. Bird on 
21st August, 1901, also a very serious loss to the Department, we were deprived of the 
services of a third experienced Officer; Mr. N. T. Gray, who had gone to England on sick 
leave at the end of 1900, was away during nearly the whole year, and Messrs. Wallich, 
Anderson and Acton were granted privilege leave from April 18th, September 14th and 
November 19th, respectively. The Department has therefore since June been without the 
services of four, and since September of, six of the Senior officers who were working for it at the 
beginning of the year, Mr. A. E. Thomas, an Officer on temporary agreement—whose services 
we shall unfortunately lose in this year—has acted as Irrigation Engineer, carrying on the 
work in a very satisfactory manner; Messrs. Oborn and Sibbald, who were sent out from 
England and joined the Department as Assistant Engineers in February and March last, 
have acted as Executive Engineers in Batang Padang and Kuala Kangsar, and Messrs. Bowen 
and Perkins, whose services were secured temporarily, have filled the Bee of -Assistant 
Engineers in Batang Padang and Kinta, whilst Messrs. Blackshaw and Potter, two new 
Assistant Engineers, arrived from England on 30th December, 1901. Mr. Bowen has since 
the beginning of 1902 taken up a new appointment, and at the present time there are two 
vacancies for Assistant Engineers on the Staff with the prospect of a third when Mr. Perkins, 
who is a member of the Indian Public Works Department, returns to his duties in India. 


On the Subordinate Public Works Department staff the appointments of one Senior 
Overseer and two Assistant’ Draftsmen or tracers, remained vacant during the whole year, 
and one of the Clerks of Works, Mr. Sabapathy, who was incapacitated for further service by 
ill health, retired on a pension from the 31st December. 


I took over the appointment of State Engineer from Mr. Caulfeild in June, but during 
the ensuing six months was little more than Secretary to the Department, as I had no 
European Assistant in my Taiping Office and correspondence alone took up the greater part 
of my time—which ought when I am there to be devoted to the preparation of plans and 
other professional matters, whilst with so many changes and so few officers of any local 
experience it would have been desirable for me to visit the Districts for longer periods and 
much more frequently than I have been permitted to do.

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The many estimates and reports which Public Works Officers are called on to furnish 
involve a large expenditure of time and labour which would otherwise be devoted to the 
execution of works, and a separate staff is required for dealing with them which we do not 
possess. 


REVENUE. 
The revenue collected was $13,357.54, of which the sum of $8,757.47 is for the sale of 


Public Works Department Stores, estimated at $8,075, and $1,654.36 for duty on Pulau Kra 
metal, against an estimate of $2,000.

REPORT ON THE SOUTHERN DIVISION OF THE MINES 
BRANCH FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE. 


In the year 1901 the revenue collected amounted to $8,649.05, as against $9,483 in 
1900. Of the total, $4,720.05 were collected under the head of Fines, Fees and Forfeit- 
ures, and $2,203 by the Inspector of Boilers. Details are given in Appendices A* 
and B*. 

EXPENDITURE. 


The expenditure for the year was $29,836.47, as against $24,347.63 in 1900. For details 
see appendix C*. 


Subtracting the revenue from the expenditure it appears that the nett cost of the 
Mines Branch, South, is $21,187.42, or about 0°69 per cent on the duty collected on tin 
He in Perak, South, during thé''year, the duty collected being $3,088,289.16 in Perak, 

uth. 


TRADE. 


The table below shews the export of tin from Perak for the last eight years given in 
tons and pikuls. The dollar price-is the average price in Singapore, except in 1900 and 
1901, when the price quoted is the Penang price on which duty is collected.

The average price is the resultant of the average prices for each month of the year. 


The output of tin, which in 1895 reached 400,956 pikuls, decreased steadily year by 
year, till in 1899 it was only 318,526 pikuls. This decrease in the output of tin in the 
Straits—there was a corresponding decrease in Selangor—led to inflation of prices. The 
news of the high prices spread to China, with the result that new blood in the shape of 
drafts of strong healthy coolies from the agricultural districts found their way to the 
Straits. These coolies, though unskilled, were vigorous, and after a little training in the 
mines, took the place of the older and enfeebled population, and tore considerably to 
increase the output of tin in 1900. By 1901 the 1900 immigrants become skilled 
labourers, and with drafts of new blood continually coming to Perak it is no wonder 
that the output of 1901 shews not only an increase of 29,477 pikuls (=1,755 tons) on 
1900, but is the largest output since the memorable year of 1895. 


The price of tin, although not shewing quite such a high average as that of 1900, 
still is high enough to ensure considerable profits, and therefore sufficiently high to entice the 
labouring classes of China. 


The influence that the output of Straits tin has over the market price of tin throughout 
the world is apparent from the figures given above. Their decreasing output for four 
Bape led to inflated prices, and it is their increasing output in the last two years that 

‘a8 prevented the price rising higher than it is at present, for it must be remembered that 

the demand has been augmenting, chiefly owing to the war in South Africa, and the 
call for canned goods of all descriptions has had an excellent effect on the tin-plate 
trade, but it has yet to be seen whether the termination of the war will deprive the 
trade of one of its chief sources of demand.

Mr. Irving, in his report last year, said :—‘“ The great increase in the output, following 
as appears below on a great increase in the mining population, must, I think, give a quietus 
to the heresy rampant during the last few years, namely that the diminished output was 
due to a sudden exhaustion of the mines of the State, and not to a general stagnation 
of the mining industry following on several years of bad prices.” 


I altogether agree with Mr. Irving’s remarks, for although there are now fewer large 
mines employing a thousand or more hands, yet this is accounted for by the large proportion 
of tribute coolies to contract and wages coolies. Seventy per cent of the total mining 
population are working on tribute. : 


I give the usual return shewing how the output of the State is divided between Perak, 
South, and Perak, North.

Except for a slight spurt in 1899, the proportion of the output of Perak, North, to that 
of the whole State shews a steady decrease since 1894. 


In Perak, South, there were in 1901, 201 tin buyers licences issued, against 213 in 1900, 
and 14 smelters licences, against 13 of the previous year. 


Of the 385,065 pikuls of tin exported from the State, 204,182 pikuls was shipped as 
block tin by the local smelters. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr. Irving handed over to me on the 12th April, 1901. The European staff at that 
time consisted of Mr. Fincham, Inspector of Boilers, Mr. Plumbe, Inspector of Mines, Ipoh, 
and Mr. Willes, Inspector of Mines, Tapah. Mr. Willes had only joined in January and was 
still new to his work. There was no Inspector of Mines in either Gopeng or Batu Gajah. 
Mr. Hayes was appointed Inspector of Mines, Gopeng, and took up the appointment from the 
12th June, and Mr. Allen was appointed to the vacancy at Batu Gajah from the 8th August. 
For several months, therefore, during the year the Department was very short-handed, but 
all the Inspectors appointed this ag have rapidly acquired the necessary local knowledge 
and have done their work efficiently. All the Chinese staff, both field and office, have had 
their time more than occupied, and one and alf have worked hard and well. 


MINES. 


Lope Mings. 


Salak.— Mr. Tait’s tin lode, or rather dyke, in sandstone has now been worked at a profit 
for some four years. Its dip, which is at any angle from horizontal to vertical, is continually 
changing. More attention is at present, however, being paid by Mr. Tait to his alluvial land 
adjoining, which is extremely rich, than to the lode. The alluvial is being worked partly 
by a hydraulic .monitor and partly by ordinary sluicing. The bed rock is sandstone. 
Tin occurring in sandstone is unusual, and as far as I am aware Bruseh, Tapah, is the 
only other mine in Perak where there is such an occurrence. 


Sorakai and Selinsing.— Very little development work has been done on either of these 
properties during the past year. Tin occurs in granite. 


Changkat Pari, the property of the Leh Chin Mining Company, is situated in the heart 
of the mining district, and has been turning out some marvellous stuff during the year. The 
formation is extraordinary and most interesting. The country is limestone, in which occur 
irregular deposits of ore. These ore deposits have no distinct walls, but gradually change 
jnto,the enclosing rock. They appear to have a general “strike.” The concession was 
originally worked as an alluvial mine and in course of development an iron cap covering blue 
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‘and green carbonates of copper was exposed. The carbonates proved to overlie oxides of the 
same metal, which were in turn succeeded by sulphide of copper, native arsenic, arsenical 
pyrites, and oxide of tin. Sometimes these ores are much mixed, whilst at other times they 
are almost pure. Tin ore is the most prominent mineral in the lower parts of the working. 


Besides the above minerals ores of antimony and manganese also occur in fair quantities, 
while assay has shewn that bismuth and silver are also sometimes present. 


The mine is at present being worked as an open quarry. The ore is hand picked and 
stacked in heaps according to the prevailing metal. A shaft is being sunk at the south end 
of the quarry to prove the depth of the deposit. This shaft is now down about 50 feet and 
the ore shews no sign of giving out. None of the stone has yet been crushed, and a battery 
will not be ordered till the deposit has been proved to a fair extent and depth. The Manager, 
Mr. — estimates that he has 400 tons of stone already stacked which will assay 25 per 
cent of block - tin. 


At the north end of the quarry underground caves, full of wash dirt carrying tin-ore, 
have been encountered. These caves are worked by Chinese, who dive 20 to 40 feet through 
water and bring up in buckets the wash dirt, which sometimes contains 50 per cent of 
‘clean tin-ore. These Chinamen are paying tribute at the rate of 70 per cent, which is 
the highest paid in Perak, South. 


T have discussed this deposit rather at length, I have a reason for so doing, amd that is 
that I consider its discovery most important, and one that may have a great influence 
on the future of Perak. Practically the whole of the Kinta Valley has limestone as bed 
rock, and, if tin is found to occur in one place in the limestone, there is every probability 
it occurs similarly in other localities, and so, when the alluvial deposits of the State are 
exhausted —which they will not be for many years to come—there may be these deposits 
in rock to fall back upon. 


Saiak.— The Perak Tin Syndicate which was prospecting this deposit, which is somewhat 
similar to that at Changkat Pari and situated some eight miles to the south of it, has gone 
into liquidation, and so an opportunity of proving what might have turned out to be a valu- 
able property has been put off till a future date. 


ALLUVIAL MINES. 


Hydraulic Mines.— Applications for hydraulic licences are numerous, but many do not 
get beyond the preliminary stages and the applications remain incompleted. Nevertheless, it 
is a form of mining that is booming at present. ; 


The Gopeng Mining Company, which has during the year been reconstructed for the 
purpose of extending their interests to other land which they have acquired in the same 
neighbourhood, and also for the purpose of introducing a larger supply of water to their 
propery still continues to be the most successful hydraulic mine in Perak, South. They 

ve three monitors at work. 


The other hydraulic concessions at work during the year were Tanjong Ara, Chendriang 
and Slim, with two monitors each, and Brayang and Pranggin, with one monitor each. At 
Slim the French Mining Company employ an elevator to lift their tailings. It works 
very well and is capable of dealing with stones four and five inches in diameter. 


In 1901 there were 11 monitors at work as against nine in 1900. I anticipate that 
before the end of 1902, there will be at least 30, and by the end of 1903, 50. 


Kinta Mines.—Bruseh, Mera and Bikut have all nearly completed laying their pipes 
and should be cutting before many weeks. 


Tronoh Mines—This is the name of the Company registered in England that has 
lately taken over Mr. Foo Choo Choon’s famous deep alluvial mine at Tronoh. The capital 
of the Company is £160,000. The mine, which was originally worked as an open cast 
mine on Chinese principles, had subsequently, owing to the extraordinary thickness of the 
tin bearing stratum, to be worked by shafts. An inclined shaft, on a gradient of four in 
ten, was sunk to a depth of nearly 500 feet on the incline. When this inclined shaft was 
started by Mr. Addis, the Manager, no one had any idea that the alluvial stratum would 
turn out to be as thick as it has proved to be. A vertical shaft, to replace the inclined 
one, has since been sunk to a depth of about 200 feet. With the exception of the top 
80 feet the shaft was sunk all the way in pay dirt and no bed rock has as yet been 
encountered, The pay dirt is brought out of the mine in trucks, tipped into puddling 
machines and the concentrates therefrom finally cleaned in Chinese land-shutes. There 
is every reason to believe that other similar deposits exist. 


The ordinary Open Cast Mines are generally satisfactorily worked. 
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Last year I reported that “Ta Lung” (shaft work) as it is at present “worked is a 
disgrace to the Mines Department. It is impossible to expect an Inspector already over- 
worked, to spend many hours standing by and shewing the Chinese how to do this and 
how to place that.” Although. there has been marked improvement in a few instances 
and a slight improvement all round, there is yet much work being done which is not 
only bad but dangerous. Until a more efficient staff is provided to properly supervise 
this class of mining it will never be satisfactory. 


Levis or Lampan Mines are now under full control and all applicants for licences have to 
supply a plan of their tailings ground as well as produce proof that such ground contains no 
tin. The public have readily fallen into this system which gives entire satisfaction to both 
miner and Inspector. 


Mining in mountainous country, such as that above Kampar, is only allowed if the 
miner constructs masonry dams to prevent tailings flowing into the streams or on to 
unworked lands below. There are about fifteen of such masonry dams now in Kampar, 
and, although they are permanent structures and satisfactory in that way, yet on the 
other hand their inaccessibility renders supervision difficult, with the result that these 
dams become filled and tailings occasionally overflow, doing damage to lands below. 


Dredging.— Large areas of land, both low lying flats and river beds, have been alienated 
during the year for dredging, but as yet no dredges have arrived. 


Several prospecting licences have been issued to prospect river beds and one to prospect 
the sea shore at Teluk Batu. 


There has been a great advance all round in the methods of mining, and there is a 
general tendency to make use of labour saving machinery. A reference to Appendix D* 
will shew the number of the different kinds of labour saving machinery employed during 
1900 and 1901. 

PROSPECTING. 


There have been two sets of 33 inch boring tools in constant use, and a third, a 3-inch 
set, has been used occasionally. The latter set is lent to applicants who supply their own 
coolies, while with the two larger sets coolies are supplied and land bored either for Govern- 
ment or for private persons, 273 bores were put down in 1901 as against 226 in 1900. 
Farther details appear in Appendix E*. 


The bores put down for Government were on lands for which agricultural applications 
had been registered, and the Collector of Land Revenue wished to know, before giving 
out the land under an agricultural title, whether it was stanniferous or otherwise. Lands 
were bored for private persons soinetimes to prospect for tin, while at other times it was 
to prove the non-existence or otherwise of tin in land applied for as dumping ground 
for tailings. 


The boring tools are always booked months ahead; the demand is great enough to. 
keep four sets constantly at work in Kinta alone. 


SURVEYS. 


In Kinta the ee books, which were closed in September, 1896, still remain 
so as far as mining land is concerned. They were closed for two reasons “firstly, the 
demand for new land for immediate working had been satisfied ; secondly, the Government 
wished for time to cope with the survey of land already applied for.” 


Five years and a half have lapsed since the books were closed, and although the 
land alienated is by no means marked out yet there is now a demand for mining land 
among many individual miners who have either exhausted their own land, or, who arriving 
after the closing of the books, have never possessed any land of their own. While on 
the other land for want of staff and the accepting of agricultural applications the surveys are 
not vet up to date. 


It would not be advisable to open the mining application book before the arrears of 
survey are wiped off, and sufficient machinery provided to meet the work of giving out 
of land when they are re-opened. Rumour says that some of our leading men are turning 
their attention to Queddah and other Siamese States, owing to the attractions held out 
to them there and the difficulty of getting land in Kinta. The opening of the Kinta 
mining application books would immediately put a stop to any such emigration. 


The restricting of the areca of alienated mining land has driven the miners to work 
land of a poorer quality as well as in many instances to work the same land over a second or 
third time. The working of second quality land is most desirable.

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The time has come when the opening of the Kinta application books should be seriously 
considered, 


In Batang Padang and Lower Perak applications for mining land are accepted. 


Although the books in Kinta are closed with regard to mining applications, yet holders 
of agricultural titles are usually allowed to exchange them for mining tase on the payment 
of a premium fixed by the State Council. 97 blocks, embracing 1,538 acres, were approved 
for conversion in 1901, as against 32 blocks, embracing 300 acres, in 1900. 


In Batang Padang 35 acres were similarly approved of, as compared with two acres 
in the previous year. 


On the 81st December, 1901, the area of land alienated for mining was 99,912 acres. 


POPULATION. 


The annual census taken at the end of the year shews that the mining labour force 
has increased from 59,728 in 1900 to 63,079 in 1901. 


The total area alienated for mining purposes being 99,912 acres, and the number of 
coolies being 63,079, the proportionate labour force per acre of alienated land works out 
in at 0°63 man per acre. 


But if allowance is made for pumping and winding engines and for water-wheels 
and monitors, the total labour force is as follows :—

I have reckoned water-wheels and monitors as equivalent to two and 25 horse power, 
respectively, and that a horse power is equivalent to eight coolie power. 


Now taking the total labour force, the proportion of labour to land alienated works 
out at nearly 0°85 man per acre. 


The proportionate output per coolie, on the basis that 63,079 coolies were employed. 
throughout the year, works out at 5:4 pikuls per coolie, which valued at $67°56 per pikul, 
shews that each coolie won tin-ore to the value of nearly $365. Now deducting 15 per 
cent as tribute paid to the land-owner and 13°6 per cent as approximate ad valorem duty 
on tin during 1901, the earning of each coolie was approximately $260 for the year. 


Appendix F* shews the number of coolies employed in Kinta, Batang Padang, and 
the total of Perak, South, for the last five years. 


COURT. 


Appendix @* shews the number of cases, civil and criminal, taken by the Warden for 
the last four years. There were 153 civil cases instituted during 1901 as compared with 
124 in 1900. 


The criminal cases have decreased from 174 to 111. The most serious classes of offences 
are lampan or sluicing mining on State land and on alienated lands in the hills. Some 
of the bands mining on State land are known to be armed. For a few months during 
the year fourteen special constables were enrolled for the purpose of dealing with these 
tin stealers. The result was most satisfactory, many of their favourite haunts being now 
cleared, but it will need constant raids to prevent the return of the tin stealers to their old 
workings. There are still probably 200 of these illicit tin miners to be dealt with. 


INSPECTION OF STEAM BOILERS. 


Mr. Fincham has during the year examined all the boilers in the State, and many of them 
twice. It is pleasing to see the great improvement in the condition, both inside and outside, of

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the boilers since the appointment of an Inspector. The number of boilers in the State was 
335 in 1901 against 268 in 1900, shewing an increase of 25 per cent during the year. The 
Inspector of Boilers reports that high pressure boilers are being introduced, especially where 
plat are being used ; and also that without the help of an assistant he is able to make 

a nee progress with the examination of engine drivers. An Assistant Inspector is badly 
n B 


Fees for exhaustive and ordinary examinations of boilers, mcluding drivers’ examinations’ 
amounted to $2,203, against $2,331 in 1900. This decrease of $128 is easily accounted for by 
the fact that the Inspector had to pay several visits to some of the boilers to enforce his orders, 
and consequently had not the time to examine many others a second time. 


GOLD. 


Gold occurs in Batang Padang in small quantities associated with the alluvial tin-ore. 
‘The tin-ore is first. dressed by the ordinary methods and the product is then washed in large 
wooden dishes to obtain the precious metal. 


Gold was during the year obtained from 70 mines. It is impossible to give the output 
as duty is not collected on the weight of gold produced, but tin produced from mines in 
which gold also occurs is taxed at the rate of 50 cents per pikul over and above the ordinary 
duty on tin. This extra tax was estimated to be equivalent to five per cent of the value 
of gold. That the amount of gold obtained from every pikul of tin where the two metals 
are associated has been much under-estimated is certain. 


The figures given by the three principal gold buyers in Tapah shew that they alone 
between them bought 628°56 tahils (=764 oz.), and that the average price paid by them 
was $42.81 per tahil (=£3 10s., approximately, per oz.). This gives the total value of 
gold bought by the three buyers as $26,908.65, and a five per cent ad valorem duty on 
$26,908.65 is $1,345.43, whereas the duty collected ‘on gold during the year was only $457.03. 


I estimate, when it is considered that gold is probably also sold elsewhere, or made into 
trinkets without being sold, that the present rate of duty is a little over one per cent 
ad valorem. 


OTHER MINERALS. 


The tungsten ores, wolfram and scheelite, are found in several districts, the former 
in considerable: quantities. There appears to be practically no demand for these ores at 
present, so they remain but little worked. 


Ores of the following metals are found in small quantities: bismuth, lead, antimony, 
copper and manganese. Miners have in a few instances sold lead ore (sulphate of lead); 
which is associated with tin in some mines, to tin-ore buyers and the deception was not 
discovered till after the ore was smelted. Many of the largest buyers were taken in, but 
once bitten is twice shy. 


Carundum and topaz occur in several localities. As long as tin remains at the present 
price and is so easy to win but little attention will be paid to other metals. 


GENERAL. 


In October a Mining Conference was held in Ipoh, Perak. It was the first of its kind 
and it is to be hoped that similar conferences will be held again. Delegates, official and 
non-official, were appointed from the States of Perak, Selangor, Pahang and Negri Sembilan, 
every class of miner and mining was represented. The Commissioner of Lands and Mines was 
unfortunately unable to be present ; Mr. Cecil Wray, District Magistrate, Kinta, presided in 
his absence, and had Mr. Dykes, Warden of Mines, Selangor, as Secretary. 


The importance of such a Conference can hardly be over-estimated in a new country like 
the Federated Malay States, where we have much to learn, and an opportunity, such as this, of 
visiting other mining centres and discussing various subjects connected with mining, more 
especially the structural geology of the States, the occurrence of minerals, the workings of the 
different classes of deposits, and the laws controlling and regulating all mining operations can 
but be for the good of the whole mining community. 


The Conference visited several of the principal mines in Kinta where the managers 
and owners spared no trouble in supplying all information, and there can be no denying 
that every member of the Conference must have learnt many valuable lessons. A report 
of the doings of the Mining Conference is to be published shortly. 


Accidents.— Eleven inquests were held in 1901 against six in 1900. All the accidents 
were due to falls of earth. 
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The number of Prospecting Licences issued by the different Land Offices was 17, against 
eight in 1900, and the number of Mining Licences 152, aguinst 96 in the previous year. 
Appendix H* gives details. 


Mining Records —The records dealing with the working of all the mining blocks are not 
et complete. It is a very tedious and difficult undertaking to obtain information about 
blocks held under titles issued, perhaps, 15 years ago, especially so when, as it happens in 
some cases, their situation is not now known. As pointed out in my paragraph Administra- 
tion, all except one of the Inspectors were appointed this year. It is impossible to make much 
progress with the records fill one has obtained a full knowledge of the locality with which 
one is dealing. The information collected and added to the mining records during the past 
year is nevertheless in excess of that added in any previous year. I hope to have them 
completed shortly. 


The Estimates for 1902 provide for the conversion of the Batu Gajah-Tanjong Toh 
Allang bridle-path into a cart-road. This will supply a long standing want. The Estimates 
also provide for four new Inspectors of Mines and an Assistant Inspector of Boilers. They 
are badly needed. 


The year 1901 has been one of great prosperity, both employer and coolie sharing alike. 


If a reply was wanted to the question “ Is it in your opinion that the tin fields of Perak 
are on the wane?” answer might be made that, as far as the better known shallow alluvial 
workings are concerned, some of them appear to be becoming exhausted, but to meet this 
exhaustion fresh discoveries are made every year, and deep mining, both in alluvial and rock, 
is only in its infancy, and the statement made by Mr. Irving in his report of 1898 “that 
it would be a rash prophet who should say that the output of tin ten years hence will be 
leas than that of the past year” may now be repeated with equal force.

REPORT ON THE KRIAN DISTRICT FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


FINANCE. 


Revenue.—The total amount collected during the year was $146,255.91, an increase of 
$21,055.91 on the estimate. which was $125,200. The only items of revenue shewing a 
decrease were Rents Exclusive of Land, $24.10; Fees of Office, $709.50, and Miscellaneous 
Receipts, $78.01. All the other items shewed an increase, the chief being :—Customs, 
$10,617.88 ; Forest Revenue, $4,302.34; Land Revenue, $2,755.73, and Reimbursements, 
$2,496.82. The large increase under Customs was chiefly due to Duty on Opium, $7,040; 
Duty on Sugar, $2,016.83; and Tenths on Exports (sundry) $1,408.86. The increase under 
Forest Revenue was mainly due to the following:—Ataps, $2,218.51; Firewood, $784; 
Rattans, $426; Timber, $411.86; and Jungle Produce, $376. The increase under Land 
Revenue is a satisfactory one, and was chiefly due to Land Rents, $1,480.28; Water Rates, 
3555.55, and Fees of Office, $575. The abnormal increase shewn under Reimbursements 
was due to a payment of $3,300 by the Colonial Government for the metalling of the 


Boundary road. 


The deficiency under F'ées of Office may be attributed to the payment of fees for 
registration of Chinese contracts being made in stamps. ‘The revenue for this service was 
of course credited to the Post Office and realized $392.50, on our estimate of $400. Another 
cause was the decrease under pedlars and river hawkers licences, amounting to $174. 


As compared with the previous year, the revenue collected during 1901 shewed an 
increase of $6,116.87. 


Expenditure The total expenditure for the year was $509,570.31, against an estimate 
of $593,659. 


The cash balance in the Treasury at the commencement of the year under review was 
$7,048.32, and at its close, $14,976.66. 


Four surprise surveys were held during the year, exclusive of the annual survey; 
and the revenue accounts have been audited up to the 17th December. 


The Federal Accountant and Auditor arrived in May and inspected the Office, for- 
warding a special report on the subject to the Resident. (See appendices* A, B and C). 


TRADE RETURNS. 


The Imports for the year totalled $1,200,741, against $1,269,046 of the previous year. 
This shews a decrease of $68,305, but as railway material to the value of $49,380 was 
imported during 1900, against a nil return for 1901, the nett decrease only amounts to 
$18,925. The chief items which go to make up the total are Specie, $350,000; Rice, 
$274,269; Opium, $89,460, and Buffaloes, $99,098. 


The Exports for 1901 amounted to $1,867,664, as compared with $2,221,237 in 1900; 
a decrease of $353,573. The most serious decrease was in the export of padi, of which 
only $175,623 was exported, as compared with $476,167 in 1900. This was due more to 
failure of crop, than to increase in local consumption. The export of white sugar shewed 
a decrease of $31,731, but this is more than compensated for by an increase of $195,925 
in the export of brown sugar. Another item which shews a serious decrease is the export of 
Blachan, of which only $15,201 was exported, against $35,514 during 1900. There was a 
decrease of $21,290 in export of salted fish, and $5,053 in export of dry prawns. 


During the year, 1,622 boats were registered in Krian, 940 at Parit Buntar and 682 
at Kuala Kurau. Of these 961 were fishing boats, 229 cargo boats, 419 passenger boats, 
and 13 ferry boats. , 

ADMINISTRATION. 


On 27th July I relieved Mr. Dew, who was appointed to act as District Magistrate, 
Lower Perak. On the 19th March Dr. Peart arrived, and Dr. Haviland proceeded on 
leave. On 10th June Dr. Peart left for Taiping, and the duties of District Surgeon 
were carried out by Dr. Murray of Caledcnia Estate, until 10th August, when he handed 
over the department to Dr. Haviland, on the latter officer’s return from leave. On 15th 
August District Inspector Mc Keon proceeded on leave, and his duties were carried on 
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by Inspector Wilson. On 29th April Mr. J. H. Dorall took over charge of the Treasury 
from Mr. C. D. Cardew, who was transferred to Tanjong Malim. On 28th October Mr. 
G. Ouston, Cadet, left on transfer to Ipoh, to act as Assistant Warden of Mines. On 
14th December Mr. F. A. 8S. McClelland, Acting Collector of Land Revenue, left for 
Europe, and Mr. G. E. Shaw arrived on 16th, and took charge of the Land Office. There 
were thirteen changes amongst the appointments of the Clerks in the District. The Cus- 
toms Clerk, Cheon Chuan Beng’s services were dispensed with, with effect from 27th June. 


: LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 
The total acreage under cultivation is 82,021 acres, 1 rood and 17 poles. 


A detailed comparison of the year’s Land Revenue and the Estimates, shews an 
almost universal increase. The only item which would seem to call for any explanation 
being “Demarcation Fees.” It will also be seen that the loss in comparison with the 
previous revenue under this heading more than accounts for the difference between the 
two years’ revenues. The Land Revenue, as compared with the Estimates, shews an exces 
of $3,520.63, but as compared with the collection for 1900 it shews a decrease of $1,512.60. 


For the last. five years the revenue has been :—$30,190.71 for 1897; $47,756.37 for. 
1898; $45,765.15 for 1899; $47,058.23 for 1900; $45,545.63 for 1901. 


The Land Rents for 1901 amounted to $34,427.63, exclusive of arrears; and the figures 
for the last five years are :— $18,148.52 for 1897 ; $27,546.82 for 1898; $30,280.60 for 1899: 
$31,447.68 for 1900; $34,427.63 for 1901, a steady and satisfactory yearly increase. 


Arrears amounting to $4,608.20 were collected, and a sum of $3,413.30 was written 
off as arrears due on abandoned land. It is satisfactory to note that the total arrears 
due on 31st December, 1901, amount to only $3,715.10, as against $9,429.07 due on 31st 
December, 1900. 


Survey fees shew an increase of $78.80 on the Hstimates. There is also a consider- 
able amount of revenue in prospect under this heading, from the survey of Chinese sugar 
estates, ey have been, through slow growth and gradual absorption of land, held under 
various titles. : 


The decrease in the collection of demarcation fees has been already noted, and reasons 
may perhaps be found in :— 


_ , (a). The Resident’s order (pps. 5,974/1901) suspending the alienation of land within the 
irrigation area. This is the land which furnished demarcation fees most readily. 


(b). The exercise, in view of the extremely bad harvest, of a discretionary power by the 
Collector, suspending a forcible issue of Mukim Extracts. 


Padi and sugar land, to the extent of 265 acres, 1 rood and 15 poles and 119 acres, 
3 roods and 9 poles, were alienated during the year. The padi harvest of 1901 was an 
exceptionally bad one, and in consequence the collection of rent was rendered difficult 
to a degree. The coming harvest, however, promises to be a fairly good one, though in 
some places, chiefly Parit Buntar, Alor Pongsu and portions of Kurau, the padi cater- 
pillar has been very much in evidence, and the crops in these localities will be very meagre. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 


; The Police force in the District consists of one Inspector, one Jemadar, one Sergeant- 
Major, three Sikh and eight Malay Non-commissioned Officers, and 22 Sikh and 41 Malay 
Constables ; making a total of 80, including Clerks, etc. 


There are seven Police Stations, viz:-—Parit Buntar, Simpang Ampat, Simpang Lima, 
Sungei Megat Aris, Kuala Kurau, Bagan Serai and Kuala Gula. 


The total number of cases reported was 1,559, and the number discovered was 612. 
Of these 727 were cases of breach of contract, of which 102 were discovered. There were 
341 cases of theft reported and 87 discovered. Of the more serious cases reported there 
were four of murder, one of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, and seven of 
causing grievous hurt. 


PRISONS. 
The number of prisoners remaining at the end of 1900 was ... sey (24

The conduct and the health of the prisoners was good. The gaol was regularly visited 
by the District Magistrate and the District Surgeon, and inspected by the Superintendent of 
Prisons and the Protector of Chinese. The gaol was closed at the end of the year, and the 
prisoners’ stores, etc., were transferred to Taiping. 


COURTS. 


The total number of criminal-cases brought before the Krian Courts was 944:— 
Judicial Commissioner’s Court, 3 cases; Senior Magistrate’s Court, 16; District Police 
Court, 714; Police Court cases originating by summons, 211. In the Judicial Commis- 
sioner’s Court three death sentences were passed. In the Senior Magistrate's Court a 
sentence exceeding five years was only passed in one case, and in two cases exceeding 
two years. 


The revenue of the Police Courts for the year amounted to $2,052.70. The revenue 
collected in the Civil Courts amounted to:—Senior Magistrate’s Court, $129.05; Court of 
Requests, $1,120.65, and Registration of Bills of Sale, $48.75; Total, $1,298.45. 


There were 22 appeals from the decision of the Penghulus, and in every case the 
appeal was allowed. Altogether 23 Probate and Administration cases were dealt with; 
ll by the Senior Magistrate, involving property amounting to $12,094.19, and 12 by the 
District Magistrate, involving property amounting to $3,120. 


In the Penghulus’ Courts the revenue amounted to $27.65'on the Criminal side and 
to $66.64 on the Civil. In the Kathi’s Court the revenue amounted to $27.30 and $385.02 
respectively. 

During 1901, Inquests to the number of 17 were held. Of these six were suicide 
and four were cases of murder. 


Court was held regularly at Kurau and Bagan Serai. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The annually recurrent expenditure under Works and Buildings cost $21,631,38, against 
an estimate of $25,350, thus shewing a saving of $3,718.62. 


The amount estimated for Special Services was $48,835, of which only $43,682.52 
was spent, effecting a saving of $5,152.48. 


The building of a new Customs House at Kurau, to replace. the old dilapidated atap 
one, is a decided improvement Amongst the most important work under this heading 
are the extensions to the Hospitals at Parit Buntar and Bagan Serai. : 


Roads and Bridges.—The raising of Main Road, Ah Tek Lane and Boh Ah Chee Lane in 
Parit Buntar has greatly improved the sanitation and appearance of these localities. A portion 
of the Boundary road extending to Sungei Hakau was metalled at a cost of $3,291.60. The 
mileage of the roads in the District on the 3lst December was:—Cart-roads, metalled, 
62 miles, 29 chains; Cart-roads, unmetalled, 11 miles, 2} chains; and Bridle-paths, 32 
miles, 69 chains. During the year all the main roads were kept in a good state of repair, 
and would, I think, compare favourably with any of the districts in Perak. 


MUNICIPAL. 


During the year under review twelve ordinary meetings of the Sanitary Board were held. 
The revenue collected amounted to $8,392.53, on an estimate of $8,300, an increase of $92.58 ; 
and the expenditure amounted to $13,684.61, against an estimate of $15,088, thus effecting a 
saving of $1,403.39. 


The Sanitary Board has done its best, with the limited supply of funds at its disposal, to 
improve the sanitary condition of the townships under its charge. 


The insanitary condition of Bagan Serai causes much anxiety, but it is to be hoped that 
this will be remedied as soon as the present miserable atap buildings are ‘replaced by brick 
houses. : 
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Forty - five summonses were tuken out by the Board for breaches of the Sanitary Board 
Bye-laws. : 


The abolition of the Market Farms has.not been the yreat success that was anticipated. 
I believe in no instance has it had the effect of reducing the prices of articles sold in the 
markets. ’ 


There are three rest-houses under the control of the Sanitary Board, situated at 
Parit Buntar, Kurau and Bagan Serai, the latter was much used by visitors during the 
snipe season. : 


HEALTH. 


The health of the District generally has been good. No cases of small-pox were 
reported, but there were a few cases of measles amongst the children, and some cases of 
mumps amongst the Chinese and Tamils on the estates, : 


With regard to cholera, there was one suspicious case in the gaol during April. The 
patient, a Tamil, was transferred to the Parit Buntar-hospital, where he died. A Chinese 
sinkheh, who had been in the hospital for some time, and who occupied the bed next to 
the Tamil prisoner, was attacked with similar symptoms, and died in the Isolation Ward. 
During April there was one suspicious case on Gula Estate, He too died.

The majority of the cases in the Padang Lalang hospital (Irrigation Works) were 
very simple ones. The more serious cases were transferred, as soon as possible, to the 
Bagan Serai hospital for treatment.

The rainfall at Parit Buntar, Bagan Serai and Padang Lalang was 97:13, 113-11 and 
104-09, respectively. The highest temperature registered at Parit Buntar was 94,° and at 
Bagan Serai, 93°. 

EDUCATION. 


There are 17 Malay and five English Government schools in this District, with an 
enrolment of 802, and an average attendance of 587. This gives a satisfactory attendance 
of 73 per cent on the enrolment. Of the 17 Malay schools 12 are for boys and five for 
girls. In the latter, mat and sarong weaving, the making of baskets, cookery and needle- 
work are principally taught. The per-centage of passes in the Malay schools was 75. I 
am unable to say what the per-centage was in the English schools, as I have not yet re- 
ceived the returns of those schools. 


During the latter portion of the year, I issued a great number of notices baat ta 
who had hitherto refused to send their children to school. The result has generally been 
satisfactory. 

POPULATION. 


In 1901, the population, according to the Census, was 48,696, an increase of 97:16 
per cent during the last decade. ° 


The number of sinkeh contracts registered during 1901 was 1,568; Tiu Chiu, 886, and 
Hakka, 682. 


The total number of arrivals into the District was 62,364, and departures, 58,674. 
(I attach appendices * giving details of outward and inward passengers, marked F’). 


KRIAN IRRIGATION SCHEME. 


The construction of the works for this important scheme has been pushed on rapidly 
during the year, and I am informed by the Irrigation Engineer that even greater progress 
could have been made had a larger labour force been available. As it is, all the most 
important and heaviest portions of the work have been put in hand. 


Head-works.— These consisting of a spill weir, near Bukit Merah, head and scouring 
sluices in the Kurau river bed at Bukit Berapit, and a bund at Kubu Gajah, are now well 
forward. The whole of the concrete foundations and part of the superstructure have 
been completed. On the sluices all foundation work is also practically complete, and the 
bunding and diversion of the Kurau river was successfully accomplished. The bund at 
Kubu Gajah has been completed to finished level. The whole of the main canal from the 
head -works to the Jalan Bharu, a distance of about 15 miles, is now under construction, and 
some miles of embankment are now complete. Surveys have also been made for some of the 
branch canals, and I am informed that works on the Selinsing branch has been put in hand 
near its off-take. The pipe syphon, to carry the canal waters under the Kurau river from its 
right to left bank, has been started. Some of the large 5’ 6” steel pipes to form this syphon 
have been safely landed at Padang Lalang, and further shipments are expected. Two 
separate sets of pumping plant are in operation on the works, and three locomotives, the 
latter being employed in hauling rakes of earth waggons from the hills near the head -works 
to form the canal banks. 


RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION. 


The work on this section was pushed forward, and the rails were linked up with the 
Taiping section in October. ‘here was still, however, a considerable amount of work to b- 
done, in raising and widening the line, and keeping the bank up to its proper height. The 
Krian railway bridge, consisting of two spans of 150 feet and two spans of 100 feet, was 
completed in October. The work of making the approaches is still in hand, but owing to the 
nature of the ground, the progress has been necessarily slow.

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REPORT ON THE KINTA DISTRICT FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


FINANCIAL. 


Revenue.— The estimate for the year was $1,179,780, but the actual amount collected was 
$908,660.69, shewing a deficiency of $271,119.34. This is due to the Railway receipts falling 
short of the estimated revenue by $364,933.05. Nearly every other item shews an increase 
on the Estimates. ‘ 


It is impossible to compare the revenue of the District for the year under review. with 
that for previous years, owing to the fact that all Customs revenue is now credited to Lower 
Perak. . 


The chief increases over the Estimates were :—Land Revenue, $29,567.15; Forest, 
$31,306.68 ; Fines, Fees and Forfeitures of Courts, $20,567.94; and Municipal, $10,193.07. 


Expenditure — The amount estimated was $832,672.47 ; of this $10,315.50 was transferred 
to other districts, leaving $822,356.97: to this mrust be added Supplementary Warrants 
amounting to $91,582.99, bringing the estimated expenditure up to $913,939.96 ; of this only 
$769,786.15 was spent during the year, and $20,118.18 has been re-voted ; the actual savings 
amounting to $124,035.63. 


The chief supplementary votes were for Personal Emoluments, $13,029.05; Salaries and 
Allowances to Native Chiefs, $38,149.35 ($30,000 of this was to pay H.H. the Sultan’s 
Chabut) and Public Works Department re-votes, $23,359.57. 


The chief savings were under the following votes :— Personal Emoluments, $16,047.05 ; 
Other Charges, $25,149.34; Salaries and Allowances to Native Chiefs, $19,273.10; and 
Public Works Department, $53,142.67. : 


Personal Accounts.— The amount received under this heading was $1,436,678.48, against 
$1,115,862.39 in 1900. 


The chief items were :— Post Office and Money Order Deposits, $234,853.50 ; Remittances, 
$618,219.72; Drafts, $467,915.99 ; Land Deposit, $45,644.57, and Court Deposit, $40,200.66. 


On the payment side the total was $1,550,609.41, the chief items being Remittances, 
$754,179.60 ; Drafts, $446,126.23 ; Post Office and Money Orders, $236,980.34. 


I attach the District Treasurer’s report with returns which gives full details, (Appendix 
A*), 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr. R. C. Grey took over charge of the District from Mr. C. Wray, on the departure 
of the latter on sick leave, on 11th October. On 21st November, I took over from Mr. Grey, 
having handed over the duties of Senior Magistrate to Mr. R G. Watson, the substantive 
holder of the appointment. Mr. A. W. Just went on long leave on 25th November, Mr. 
R. C. Edmonds taking over charge of the Ipoh ‘division from him, in addition to the 
duties of Registrar of Judivial Commissioner’s and Senior Magistrate's Courts. Mr. 
F. Belfield left the District to take up the appointment of Legal Adviser, Federated 
Malay States, and Mr. C. E. M. Desborough, from Port Dickson, succeeded him on 24th 
September. Mr. D. P. Hopkins was removed to Tanjong Malim on 16th November and 
was succeeded by Mr. G. Ouston. Mr. R. Walter acted as Assistant Commissioner of 
Police, until he was relieved by Captain Jones-Parry from Taiping. Mr. M. A. V. Allen 
was appointed Inspector of Mines and was succeeded by Mr. Phillips. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


The revenue collected, exclusive of Premia on Leases and Grants, was $132,167.15, being 
$29,567.15 over the Estimates and $11,756.10 over that collected in 1900. 


Under the heading Land Sales, $17,897.08 was collected, being $102.92 under the 
Estimates, and $12,209.90 less than in the previous year. Rent on Land shew an excess 
of $6,113.32 over the Estimates, and $3,010.71 over the amount collected in 1900, while 
Rent on Mining Leases shew an excess of $21,338 over the Estimates, and an increase of 
$8,715.69 on the previous year's collections. 
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The principal deficiency was in Survey Fees, $4,198.99 being collected, against an 
estimate of $6,000. This is due to the fact that a large portion of the work was done 
by Licensed Surveyors, to whom fees are paid instead of the amount being credited to 
revenue. 


The estimated expenditure of this Department was $22,441.38, and the actual $19,741.99, 
shewing a saving of $2,699.39. Including Mines and Surveys the actual expenditure was 
$66,974.57, against an estimate of $75,076.29. 


It may be interesting to note that in 1892 the total revenue, including Forests and 
Land Sales, amounted to $53,836.66, the salaries paid being $19,677.15, while in 1901 
the revenue, excluding Forest ($46,881.68), was $150,064.23, and the salaries only $14,444.38. 


The total area of land alienated up to 31st December, 1901, was :— Mining, 81,501 acres 
and 1 pole; Agricultural, 20,239 acres, 2 roods and 4 poles; and Town, 12,673,878 square 
feet. 


The land alienated during the year, as shewn by the documents of titles registered, was :— 
Mining, 166 titles, comprising’ 4,933 acres and 38 poles; Agricultural, 11 titles, containing 
56 acres, 1 rood and 36 poles; and Town lots, 4. 


The return of registration work done shews that stamps to the value of $7,442.75 were 
sold, representing 1,350 dealings. 


The arrears of rent due on 1st January, 1901, amounted to $ 30,871, at the end of 
the year to $21,915. 


FOREST. 


The revenue amounted to $46,881.68, as compared with $33,586.50 in 1900. The esti- 
mated revenue was $15,575. 


MINING. 


The amount of tin exported from Kinta was 159,665 pikuls and 47 katis, and of ore 
161,645 pikuls and 47 katis, against 150,854 pikuls and 16 katis, and 141,552 pikuls and 
33 katis, respectively, in the previous year. 


The number of coolies employed in the District in 1901, as shewn by the mining census. 
was 54,849, an increase of 3,025 over tLe previous year. 


Two mining companies were floated in England, viz.: The Tronoh Mines, with a capital 
of £160,000, which has taken over Mr. Fu Chu Chun’s property at Tronoh, and the Gopeng 
Tin, re-constructed with a capital of £100,000. 


Other hydraulic companies have their pipes practically laid and will start work very 
shortly. 


SURVEYS. 


The work performed by the Revenue Survey field staff was:—90 miles of traverse 
circuits and connections; 260 agricultural lots, containing 1,543 acres; 128 mining lots 
comprising 2,612 acres; 88 town lots; 39 isolated contract surveys located and connected: 
and 1,129 acres of native holdings demarcated. 


The greater part of the town of Menglembu was re-surveyed, and the plane table surveys 
of Lahat and Tronoh revised and brought up to date, and those of Papan and Siputeh com- 
menced. 


The principal items of work carried out by the office staff were :— 502 surveys checked. 
plans plotted, drawn and examined; 169 mining leases, 224 agricultural grants and 109 
grants for town land were drafted in duplicate ; 66 mining certificates prepared ; 80 mining 
leases, 43 agricultural grants and eight town grants re-drawn in duplicate, besides a large 
amount of miscellaneous work. 


- The revenue amounted to $6,531.38. The fees paid to Licensed Surveyors amounted to 
$3,658.60, and $33,907 remained on deposit on account of survey fees at the end of the year. 


More work could have been done by the Licensed, Surveyor if we had not been so short 
of Settlement Officers. 


POLICE AND .CRIME. 
The strength of the Force at the end of the year was :—One Assistant Commissioner : 
six European Inspectors; 29 Indian Non-Commissioned Officers; 225 Indian Police Con- 


stables; nine Malay Non-Commissioned Officers; 70 Malay Police Constables, and 22 
Detectives. : 


The discipline of the Force is reported to have been “ Fair.” 
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The health of the men at Ipoh, Gopeng and Kampar has been good, only 51 men 
out of a strength of 211 having been admitted to hospital in those divisions, but in Batu 
Gajah and Papan there were 205 admissions, with six deaths, out of a strength of 117. I 
attribute this in a great measure to over- work, and more men should be stationed in this 
District. 

There were 22 fires in the District, the most serious ones being at Teluk Kruin, where 
between 60 and 70 houses were destroyed, Chumor, 57 houses, and Kampar, 32 houses. 
The amount of property lost was estimated at $244,233.55. There were 36 watchmen 
employed. 

Crime—The number of cases reported was 8,633, or 903 more than in 1900. The 
number of cases discovered was 3,679, or 413 more than in the previous year. Of the 
total number of cases reported 3,864 were under the Labour Code, thus the real cases of 
crime reported were 4,769. Of these, 536 were serious, and include five of murder, all 
discovered ; five of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, all discovered; 60 of 
gang robbery, 20 discovered ; 64 highway robbery, 22 discovered ; 26 robbery, 13 discovered ; 
15 grievous hurt, all discovered ; 147 house-breaking, 32 discovered, and 214 serious theft, 
40 discovered. 


Births and Deaths.— 1,262 births were registered and 5,429 deaths. 


PRISONS. 
I have already sent in my report on the Prison. 


COURTS. 


The revenue received from the, Courts, exclusive of that of the Warden of Mines, was, 
Criminal, $22,125.45, and Civil, $16,907.65, as compared with $14,038.63 and $8,562.60, 
respectively, in 1900, shewing an increase for the year under review of $8,086.82 on the 
Criminal and $8,345.05 on the Civil side. 


The Penghulus’ Courts produced a revenue of : 4 Criminal, $40.60, and Civil, $848.94. 


The Warden of Mines’ Court produced a revenue of $5,451.32; Registration of Bills of 
Sale, $179.75, and Sale of Confiscated Property, $564.23. 


The total revenue from all sources amounted to $46,117.94, an excess of $20,567.94 over, 
the Estimates, and an increase of $14,865.06 on the previous year.

Inquests were held as follows :— Batu Gajah, 107; Gopeng, 14; Ipoh, 11. 
In addition the Court at Batu Gajah decided 53 cases of Probate and Administration. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The amount voted for 1901 was $237,231.30, and the amount expended was $183,249.92 ; 
~ included in the amount voted were re- votes for $76,686.88, of which $73,807.80 were spent. . 


Works and Buildings.—The most important buildings taken in hand were new gaol and 
administration block at Batu Gajah; additions to Ipoh and Kampar rest-houses; new 
quarters for Assistant Magistrate, Gopeng; two new quarters, Batu Gajah. Other works 
were, the extension of the Ipoh water supply, filling in the old river channel, Ipoh. A large 
quantity of brick drains were constructed at Kampar and Menglembu. 


Roads, Streets and Bridges—The extension of the Pulai road was completed ; the cons- 
truction of the cart-road to Ampang and the extension of the Prai road were proceeded with ; 
the re-alignment of the main road, Kampar, was completed, and a number of pipe culverts 
were laid in lieu of wooden bridges. ane : 2 


Revotes.—The principal works under this head were, re-building Gopeng hospital ; 
completion of the District Magistrate’s quarters, Batu Gajah; incinerators at Gopeng, 
Kampar, Menglembu and Batu Gajah; latrines at Ipoh, Papan, Menglembu, Gopeng 
and Kampar, and new- Post Office at Menglembu. The length of metalled cart-roads 
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upkept was 114 miles 611 chains; of un-metalled cart-roads, five miles 463 chains, and 
bridle-paths, 57 miles 73} chains. As regards the two new quarters at Batu Gajah, if 
it is intended to build semi-permanent houses, it is a pity that more money is not voted 
and a better class of house erected. 


: ; SANITARY BOARD. 


The revenue of the Board amounted to $123,984.85, against an estimate of $114,000, 
shewing an excess of $9,984.85, and an increase of revenue over the previous year of 
$25,711.03. House assessment increased from $29,048.95 in 1900 to $39,304 in 1901, 
this is due to two facts, first the number of houses has increased, second throughout the 
District generally the value of property has gone up. Taxes on vehicles have also increased 
from $29,430.81 to $39,171.54, an increase of $9,740.73. The estimated expenditure, 
including supplementary votes, was $78,384.33, the actual $72,618.27, shewing a saving of 
$5,696.06. The revenue shews an excess of $51,366.58 over the expenditure. 


The Annual Report of this Department gives full details. (Appendix B*).

The travelling dispensaries treated in Batu Gajah, 8,882 cases; Kampar, 3,821; Ipoh, 
8,403; Gopeng, 8,101, or a total of 29,207, as compared with 35,369 in the previous year. 


From all these:figures it would appear that the general health of the District was better 
than in 1900. : 


In the gaol hospital, Batu Gajak, 600 prisoners were treated, and there were 81 deaths. 


Rinderpest among buffaloes broke out in the District towards the end of the year, strict 
precautions were taken and the disease did not spread much.

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EDUCATION. 


The number of Malay schools in the District is 13, including one girls’ school ; average 
enrolment 33 and average attendance 22. One hundred and fifty-six boys presented them- 
selves for examination, the per-centage of passes 70. 


At the Anglo-Chinese schools at Ipoh, one boys’ and one girls’, there was an average 
enrolment of 212, with an average attendance of 173; 195 presented themselves for examina- 
tion, and the per-centage of passes obtained was 94, which speaks very well for the school. 


GENERAL. 


I think I may say that, on the whole, the District has had a prosperous year. Though 
the average price of tin has not been as high as in the previous year a good many miners have 
rnade fair profits and some very large. The flotation of the Tronoh Tin Mining Company in 
England ought to boom that part of the District enormously. The Company intend working 
con a large scale with extensive plant. 


The question of the importation of fire-arms, especially revolvers, is a very serious one. 
In nearly every case of gang robbery that came before the Courts evidence was given that 
revolvers had been used. 


A census was held on Ist March, and the population of Kinta was found to be 103,234 
males and 19,508 females, a total of 122,737. In 1891 the population was 58,587, there has 
thus been an increase in population of 109°49 per cent in 10 years.

REPORT ON THE SELAMA DISTRICT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE. 


The revenue collected in Selama for the year 1901 amounted to $6,035.06, being $660 in 
excess of the Estimates and $20.69 less than the revenue collected in 1900. The items 
shewing an increase were Land Rents, Boat Licences, Buffalo Tax and Fées of Office. The 
gross amount of deficits amounted to $269.91. 


EXPENDITURE. 


The total expenditure for the year amounted to $23,766.95, as compared with an estimate 
of $24,837, together with Supplementary Votes of $893.56, making a total of $25,730.56 
provided and a saving of $1,963.61. 


TRADE. 


With reference to the trade of Selama, I think that it has increased slightly ; for 193 boats 
carrying goods and provisions came to Selama, as compared with 179 in 1900. The record of 
imports and exports is kept at Parit Buntar and is included in the Krian District. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Wan Abubakar, Penghulu of Ijok, retired on a pension, and Yeop Abdul Hamid, 
Assistant Penghulu, was promoted to be Penghulu. Abdullah, Apprentice in the Kuala 
Kangsar office, was appointed Assistant Penghulu, Ijok, vice Yeop Abdul Hamid. Muham- 
mad Nurdin, Penghulu, Ulu Selama, was transferred to be Penghulu of Trong, in the Matang 
District, and Raja Shahbudin, Assistant Penghulu, Simpang, Matang, was appointed Pengh- 
ulu, Ulu Selama, vice Muhammad Nurdin. 


LAND RENTS, ETC. 


The rent collected on agricultural lands was $3,194.48, as against $3,200.71 in 1900, and 
the mining rent collected was $284, as against $1] in the previous year. The rents due on 
the lst January, 1902, amounted to $3,322.28 current rent and $118.05 arrears. The state- 
ment below shews the Land Revenue collected in the last four years :—

One hundred and eighty-three acres of agricultural land, with a rental of $105.30, 
reverted to Government during the year. For the most part they fetched no price and were 
abandoned. Up to the 31st December, 240 lots were entered in the Mukim Register, but 
only 68 Extracts were issued from the Mukim Register. 


CULTIVATION. 


With reference to cultivation a slight increase is perceptible. Progress is slow, but I am 
not without hope. 106 agricultural lots were given out, comprising an area of about, 297 
acres, as against 97 lots, with an area of 274 acres, in the previous year. There are good 
reports of the padi in Ulu Selama, but I regret to hear that in Selama and Kampong Selama 
there is hardly any padi owing to the outbreak of rinderpest among the buffaloes. 


SURVEY AND DEMARCATION. 


Progress in demarcation of lands was slow last year. There were demarcated 116 lots, 
comprising an area of 494 acres, as compared with 225 lots, of an area of 1,086 acres, in the 
previous year. There were 20} miles of circuit surveys done, as against 29 miles in the 
previous year. There were three mining lots surveyed, comprising 335 acres, as compared 
with 221 acres in 1900. 
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MINES. 


One prospecting licence over two pee of land was issued during the year. Mr. A. J. B. 
Madden, attorney for Mr. Smith, is making a water -course from the Sungei Jambu to his mine 
at the first mile (from Selama) about three miles in length, with two small dams to catch the 
water at the intake. As far as I can see, the water-course is nearly completed, but as for the 
land that he proposes to work it is not particularly good—not beyond the average. The 
weight of tin-ore exported during the year was 18 pikuls 32 katis. It was taken to Parit 
Buntar, and the duty was credited to the Krian District. 


‘ FORESTS. 


Out of an estimate of $835, only $739.90 was collected. I think that the reason of this 
deficit is that the wood from Ah Chan’s kongsi at Bria in this District is taken to Taiping, and 
the taxes and imports on it are collected and credited in Taiping. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 


The number of police stationed in this District were one Malay Sergeant, three Sikh 
Constables and five Malay Constables, out of whom one man is stationed at Ulu Selama. 
The force is rather a small one, but the conduct of all the men was good. They were 
changed from time to time. 


There were 58 criminal cases reported at the Police Station, but only four cases 
were brought into Court. In the year 1900, 87 cases were reported at the Station, but 
only 12 were discovered, the majority being cases of theft. There was one murder case 
during the year. The accused man was arrested, and the case was committed to the 
Senior Magistrate’s Court at Taiping. 


During the year eight tigers and panthers were destroyed, and five poisonous snakes 
of various lengths were destroyed, and rewards paid for them. 


PRISONS. 


All prisoners sentenced to more than one month’s imprisonment were sent to the 
Larut Prison. Short sentence prisoners were kept in the lock-up in this District. There 
were 1] prisoners sentenced during the year, as compared with 10 in 1900. Out of these 
three men were sent to the big prison at Larut and eight were released, so that there 
were no prisoners at the end of the year. All prisoners were employed on outside work, 
and the value of their work was $6. The total cost of the prison was $12.60. There 
was no Warder in this District last year, the Police Constables taking turns to look after 
the prisoners. There was no sickness in the lock-up. 


COURT. 


There were 34 criminal cases and six civil cases disposed of during the year, as compared 
with 47 criminal and nine civil cases in 1900. The Penghulus settled four small criminal 
cases and 14 small civil cases, as against 17 criminal cases and nine civil cases in the previous 
year. The Court revenue amounted to $170.39 and the revenue from Penghulus Courts 
amounted to $16.57. oo : 


There was one Coroner’s inquest, and there were no administration cases. There were 
two applications for succession to land under Order in Council No. 3 of 1893, and two orders 
were made. There were no civil cases referred for decision to the Senior Magistrate’s Court. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditure on Works and Buildings amounted to $2,806.82. The most important 
works that were undertaken were two houses for teachers at Kuala Selama, and an addition 
to the Magistrate’s Office, at a cost of $1,170. All the other Government buildings were kept 
in good repair. 


Roads and Bridges.—The total expenditure on Roads and Bridges amounted to $6,097.85. 
87 miles, 71 chains of bridle-paths were upkept, at a cost of $2,895.40, and the cost of re- 
pairing and building bridges was $1,030.60. Six miles of bridle- path were constructed from 
Ulu Selama to Bukit Tras, that is to say the path which is to connect Ulu Selama with Ijuk. 
Only half the length has been completed as yet at a cost of $999.94. I hope that in 1902 
this path will be completed and the junction between the two places effected. I also hope 
that people will take up land along this path, as it goes through land suitable for bendang 
cultivation. 


” The cost of Municipal works, such as drains and village paths in the vicinity of the 
town, amounted to $1,168.01. 
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The work of maintaining the roads (and paths) in this District is done by giving 
small contracts to raiats, so that they find the means of earning a livelihood, and of 
paying their rents without difficulty. 


The sum of $3.90 was spent on planting trees on the road sides. 
‘ 


HEALTH. 


Two Malay children suffered from chicken-pox. The cases were not serious and did 
not spread to other people. They had slight fever and boils. They were outside the town 
in the kampongs, and so no inconvenience was caused to other people. There were 67 
patients treated in hospital, that is 12 less than in the previous year. Out of these 61 
were discharged, and one remained in hospital at the end of the year. Five patients 
died during the year, as compared with six in the previous year. The number of out- 
patients treated in the mukim of Selama, including those who called at the hospital for 
medicine, were 910, or 30 less than in the previous year. The number of out- patients 
treated in the mukim of Ulu Selama were 395. In this year (1901) for the first time 
the doctor was instructed to go on weekly rounds, taking medicine to Ulu Selama, a 
distance of nine miles. This arrangement appears to be of the greatest value, as many 
of the Petani people there are glad to take the doctor’s medicine, having seen the ad- 
vantages of it. 


Twenty-four children were vaccinated, and out of these 23 cases took and one failed. 
The question of vaccination is a very difficult one in this District, as the Petani people 
living in the Ulu do not like being vaccinated, and when pressure is put on them they run 
away to Petani and Kedah. I hear that many of the former Magistrates have tried to 
advise them on the subject of vaccination, but have not succeeded in convincing these 
foolish Petani people, and only a few have been vaccinated, and those living further down 
the District. However, I propose to attempt to persuade them gradually in this matter. 


TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL. 


The total rainfall for the year was 12482 inches, as compared with 138-46 inches in 
1900. The greatest rainfall in 24 hours was 3°86 inches, or ‘82 inch less than in 1900. 
The highest temperature was 93°, as against 92° in the previous year. The lowest tem- 
perature was 69°, the same as in the previous year. The heaviest rainfall in one month 
ies 19°35 inches in November, as compared with 25°27 inches in September the year 

fore. 


EDUCATION. 


There are four boys’ schools and one girls’ schooi in this District. The number of 
scholars on the school registers for 1901 were 179 monthly, and the attendance was 72 
per cent, or one less than in the previous year. I have instructed the Penghulus in 
this District to urge the parents in all cases to send their children to school. 


The annual examination was held in November by the Inspector of Schools, Mr. 
B. W. Elles, Acting Assistant District Magistrate, and Sheikh Jee, Assistant Visiting 
Teacher. 


POPULATION. 
The following statement shews the births and deaths reported, namely 116 births, 


shewing an increase of five over the year 1900, and 105 deaths, shewing an increase of 
30 over the previous year :—

GENERAL. 


The number of betlenuts exported were 10,631.40 pikuls, as against 1,465 pikuls in the 
previous year. There were 7:63 pikuls of coffee exported, as against 16 pikuls in the previous 
year. There were 22°21 pikuls of damar exported, as against 42 pikuls in the previous year. 
Rattans to the value of $2,406 were exported, as against $4,485 in the previous year. 


During the year 227 buffaloes, 443 cattle and 249 goats were taken through this 
District from Kedah, as compared with 718 buffalo>s, 170 cattle and 233 goats in the 
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year 1900. The padi crops in 1901 in Ulu Selama were not very good, on account of 
drought, and in Selama were very poor indeed, because the buffaloes in this mukim all 
died at the time of the rinderpest in the previous year. 


With reference to the telephone, at the present time the line has been laid as far 
as Selama, but it is not in use as therevis as yet no instrument. I hope that the Officer 
in charge of this department will soon complete the telephone, in order that matters 
may be. facilitated for this District when there is anything urgent to report to Taiping. 


Penghulus.—The few Penghulus and Assistant Penghulus have carried out their duties 
satisfactorily. Abdullah bin Tuan Haji Sléman, Assistant Penghulu, Ijuk, went to Kuala 
Kangsar, owing to ill-health. It has been decided by the Council to appoint him clerk to the 
Sri Adika Raja. Nobody has yet been appointed to take his place, and I hope that the 
appointment will be made soon. 


On the 16th January, 1902, I arrived in the District of Selama, and took over from 
Mr. Elles, who was transferred to act as Collector of Land Revenue, Matang.

REPORT ON THE PERAK STATE RAILWAYS FOR 
THE YEAR 1901. 


OPEN LINES. 


The total length of the open line in Perak and Province Wellesley at the end of 1901 was 
148 miles, as compared with 137 miles at the end of 1900 and 117} at the end of 1899. 
There are now 36 stations. 7 


During the year two more sections were opened for traffic, namely Kuala Kangsar to 
Padang Rengas, 6 miles 26 chains, on July Ist ; and Bagan Serai to Alor Pongsu, 4 miles 68 
chains, on May Ist. 


The accumulated profit earned by the Perak State Railways since the lines were first 
opened has been as follows :—

The actual revenue collected for the year amounted to $1,173,050.86, as compared with 
$1,017,618.90 during 1900, giving an increase of $155,431.96, equal to 15:27 per cent, with an 
increased mileage of 8:03 per cent.

The estimated revenue from the Kinta Valley Line was exceeded by $12,067.87, and 
that from Larut and Krian by $3,403.63 ; but there was a deficit on the estimate of the 
Province Wellesley Section of $7,420.19. The total nett increase over the amount estimated 
was therefore $8,050.86. 


The increase in receipts is partly due to the increased length of line opened for traffic 
and to the higher rates for goods introduced during the latter part of the year. 


The actual working expenditure on all sections amounted to $670,499.35, as compared 
with $514,103.03 in 1900, an increase of $156,391.32, or 30°42 per cent, compared with a 
15:27 per cent rise in receipts. 


The nett earnings amounted to $502,551.51, against $503,510.87 last year, or a decrease 
of $959.36.

The above shews an increase of 11°66 per cent on last year’s return. 


The total number of passengers carried during the year was 867,733, an addition of 
63,939, or 7°95 per cent to the number carried in 1900. 


The total goods tonnage for the year on the Kinta Valley Line amounted to 129,687 tons, 
as compared with 117,789 in 1900, an increase of 11,898 tons or 10°10 per cent. There was 
also a considerable increase in live stock carried. 


The working expenses of this section increased by $86,428.40, the expenditure being 
$421,596.67, as compared with $335,729.48 in the previous year, equal to a rise of 25°74 per 
cent. This rise in expenditure may be attributed to several causes; namely, the extension of 
the line and consequent increased staff; additional train mileage as the result of increased 
traffic; enhanced cost of fuel, in which item alone there is an increase of over $14,000; 
increased salaries; and higher cost of materials generally owing to the fall in exchange. 


The train mileage for the year was 262,243, as compared with 233,567 in 1900. 


The working expenses represent 46°74 per cent of the gross receipts, as compared with 
41:56 per cent in the previous year. 


The increase in revenue during the last quarter of 1901, as compared with the average of 
the three preceding quarters, was $37,351.69, due to the new goods rates, which came into 
force on 16th October last. This amount taken for the period 16th October, 1901 to ‘81st 
December, 1901, represents an increase of just over 20 per cent. 


Had the revenue for the fourth quarter been at the average of the first three, the total 
revenue would have been $864,715.68 only, as against $902,067.37 actual, and the proportion 
of working expenses to gross receipts would then have been 48°77 per cent. 


The total expenditure for the year includes a sum of $5,171.87 on account of the double 
exchange compensation ; had this not been paid, the total expenditure would have been only 
$416,424.30, as against $421,595.67 at present, and the working expenses—taken upon the 
actual gross receipts—would have been 46°16 per cent instead of 46°74 per cent. 


Had neither the exchange compensation been paid, nor the new rates been introduced, 
then the expenditure and revenue would have been $416,424.30 and $864,715.68, respectively, 
and the working expenses 48:16 per cent. 


It is interesting to note, vide appendix E,* sheet 13, that whereas on the Kinta Valley 
Line, rice has risen by 33,143 bags, opium and poultry, which might with increased prosperity 
be expected to rise also, are almost exa>tly the same as in the previous year. 


The decrease in excess luggage is due to the increased weight passengers are allowed to 
take free.

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LARUT AND KRIAN. 


Port Weld to Taiping and Pondok Tanjong, 21 miles. Alor Pongsu to Parit Buntar, 13 
miles. The length of this section, which is now 34 miles, was increased by five miles during 
the year owing to the opening of the section from Bagan Serai to Alor Pongsu. 


The revenue shews an increase of $5,373 compared with the former year, or 4°37 per cent, 
the total earnings being $128,403, against $123,030 formerly. The actual revenue exceeds the 
estimate by $3,403. The increase of $5,373.54 is made up as follows :—

The gain in coaching traffic is due to the increased number of passengers carried, the 
total number being 313,676, or an increase of 6,728, equal to 2:19 per cent. 


With regard to the reduction in goods receipts on this section, the decrease of $946.28 is 
somewhat misleading, as had it not been for the higher rates which came into force in October 
the loss under this heading would have been considerably greater. The decrease on the year 
was equal to 5,066 tons or 7 per cent, which has to an extent been counteracted by an 
increase of 2°19 per cent in the passenger traffic. The deficiency in goods earnings is due to 
the reduced output from the tin mines. i 


The nett profit earned on this section was $10,344.04, or $17,344.81 less than in 1900. 


The working expenses and maintenance cost $118,059.64, an increase of $22,718.35, or 
23°83 per cent over the previous year. Of this $11,424.60 is in the Ways and Works 
Department and is due to the upkeep of five additional miles of line, and to special re- 
pairs to Port Weld wharves and the Kamunting bridge. In the Locomotive Department 
there was an increase of $7,943.09, which is explained by the increased cost of firewood 
and the ordinary train mileage having increased by 9,759 miles. 


The working expenses absorbed 91:94 per cent of the gross receipts compared with 77°49 
in the previous year. This increase is to a great extent due to the opening of sections which 
as short lines cannot be expected to pay for themselves. 


The capital cost of these sections cannot be determined separately, the connecting line 
between Pondok Tanjong and Alor Pongsu being still under construction. 
PROVINCE WELLESLEY LINE. 


Prai to Nibong Tebal and Krian River to Parit Buntar, 23 miles. The mileage of this 
section remained the same as last year. 


The total revenue amounted to $142,579.81, an increase of $55,839.38, or 64°38 per cent, 
but $7,420.17 less than the amount estimated. The increase is made up as follows :—

The total number of passengers carried were 468,978, shewing an increase of 93,294, 
or 24°83 per cent. 


The working expenses amounted to $180,844.04, as compared with $83,037.26 in 1900, a 
rise of $47,806.78, or 57°57 per cent, which is about equal in proportion to the rise in revenue 
as above. It is impossible to make any fair comparison as regards this section owing to the 
fact of the complete section, Prai to Parit Buntar, having only been opened through in 
Soe rare 1900. We have therefore had to bear the expenses on account of the section, 
Be it gpiron to Krian River, for twelve months in 1901 as compared with four months 
only in 1900. 
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The nett profit earned was $11,735.77, and the working expenses amounted to 91°77 per 
cent of the gross receipts, compared with 95°73 per cent in 1900. 


The capital cost of the section cannot yet be given as all the works chargeable to con- 
struction are not yet completed. 


This section is much handicapped by the competition with sea-borne traffic and unless a 
very considerable reduction is made in our charges in the Province it will be impossible 
to compete with the boats. Raw materials and agricultural produce should be carried at 
the lowest possible rates. 


The total number of passengers booked to travel by our steam ferries was 275,104 for 
the year.

The average number of passengers using the ferry steamers daily is 745. 


It should be borne in mind that at Prai, Nibong Tebal and Bagan Serai we have to 
compete with steam launches which run daily to Penang. 


GENERAL. 


The usual statistical appendices* are enclosed together with reports* from the Engineers 
in Charge of Open Lines, the Traffic Superintendent and the Locomotive Engineer. 


The amount standing to the credit of the Railway Servants Benefit Fund, which is 
derived from fines imposed, was $2,078.08 on 31st. December. No gratuities were made from 
it during the year. 

The total cash security given by Officers and deposited in the Government Bank amounted 
on December 31st to $20,698, the number of Officers giving cash security is 155, forty-three 
of whom have paid in the required amount. 


With the exception of Mr. Middleton, Traffic Inspector, who absconded with a sum of 
$692.38 which was afterwards recovered, there were no defalcations during the year. 


The Railway Superannuation Fund was abolished in April last and the balance available, 
amounting to $49,975.16, was refunded, half the fund being returned to Government and the 
balance to remaining contributors on April 30th. 


The value of Open Line stores received from England during the year was $42,732.10, 
and the loss by exchange amounted to $2,486.35.

Prai-Parit Buntar, 23 miles 7 chains. Six chains of formation were completed during 
the year, making the total length of finished formation 23 miles 4 chains, only 3 chains 
remaining to be done at the approach embankments at Krian river bridge. Considerable 
extra work has had to be done at these approaches on account of continued subsidence, and 
this delayed the completion of this small portion of line. On the whole section 88,747 cubic 
yards of earthwork were done. The erection of the superstructure of the Krian river bridge 
was completed, the first girder of the last span being placed in position on 8rd September, 
1901, and the remaining girder on 15th September, 1901. 


Forty-four chains of permanent way were laid, making the total length of completed line 
22 miles 78 chains. 
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Parit Buntar—Taiping, 28 miles 52 chains. One mile 21 chains of formation were 
completed during the year, making the total length of finished formation 27 miles 15 chains 
and the remaining portion was well in hand. 161,615 cubic yards of earthwork were done ; 
12 culverts and bridges under 40- feet span were completed and two were in progress at the end 
of the year. The bridge, 150-feet span, over the Kurau river was completed, and two bridges 
of 40- feet and 65-feet span were in progress at the end of the year. 


Nine miles 68 chains of platelaying were done on main line, exclusive of sidings, 
completing the whole section. 


The length from. Bagan Serai to Alor Pongsu, 4 miles 68 chains, was opened for traffic on 
1st May, 1901. 


Taiping to Kuala Kangear, 19 miles 13 chains. Three miles 43 chains of formation 
were completed during the year, making the total length of finished formation, 14 miles 76 
chains; 357,824 cubic yards of earthwork were done. 


Sixty-five bridges and culverts under 40 feet were completed during the year, and 19 
were in progress at the close of the year. One bridge of 40 feet and one of 65 feet were also 
completed and one of 40 feet was in progress. Five miles 7 chains of permanent way were 
laid, making the total length 12 miles 49 chains. 


The headings of Nos. 1, 2 and 4 tunnels were finished, 207} yards, 2113 yards, and 
42 yards, respectively, having been done during the year. In tunnel No. 1, 2693 yards 
of completed tunnel were executed, 1464 yards in tunnel No. 2 and 51 yards in tunnel 
No. 4, of which 266 yards and 103 yards in tunnels Nos. 1 and 2, respectively, were in 
solid rock, and the remaining lengths brick - lined. 


The section from Kuala Kangsar to Padang Rengas, 6 miles 44 chains in length, 
was opened for traffic on Ist July, 1901. 


Kuala Kangsar-Chemor. All the works remaining to be done at 31st December, 1900, 
were completed during 1901. These included the finishing of Enggor station building, and the 
completion of the ballasting and packing of the permanent way. 


Tapah Road-Tanjong Malim, 43 miles 77 chains. Eleven miles 41 chains of formation 
were completed during the year, making the total length 31 miles 79 chains; 512,570 cubic 
yards of earthwork were done. 


Twenty-four bridges and culverts under 40-feet span were completed during the year and 
one was in progress at the end of the year. Two bridges of 100 feet were completed and one 
of 100 feet and one of 65 feet were in hand at the close of the year. 


Nine miles 31 chains of permanent way were laid, making the total 23 miles 34 chains. 
Summary of work done during the year :— 


Sixteen miles 31 chains of formation completed; 1,120,756 cubic yards of earthwork; 
101 bridges of under 40 feet completed and 22 in progress; 6 bridges of 40 feet and over 
completed and 5 in progress ; 24 miles 65 chains of permanent way laid; 5 passenger station 
buildings, 1 carriage shed, 19 sets of staff quarters, 9 sets of lines were constructed ; 463 miles 
of telegraph (single line) were erected, besides other works. 


The total expenditure on Construction during the year was $3,066,492.21, of which 
$1,022,065.41 was on account of Crown Agents bills for the purchase of English materials. 


Detailed statements * of work done and expenditure incurred on each section are enclosed. 


Mr. C. R. Hanson, the Resident Engineer for Railways, was granted 15 months leave 
from September 16th, 1901, subsequently to which I have been acting for him. 


The Construction staff at the end of the year consisted of two Divisional and six Assistant 
Engineers.

REPORT ON THE GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


The year has been a good one in every respect and, owing to a sufficiency of material 
being available, there has been none of the continual high pressure in all branches which 
has been characteristic of previous years, in fact there have been times when more work 
would have been welcomed. 


For the first time in the history of the Department the indents for the ensuing year 
were ready and sent out in December. 


The value of the output of Departmental work for the year was $50,441.62, against 
$47,481.88 in 1900, a very satisfactory output, more especially when it is taken into account 
that the previous year was greatly in excess of any other, owing to the fact that for the 
first time a proper supply of paper was available and consequently nearly all the Depart- 
mental Indents of two years were turned out, those of 1899 having been held back for want 
of paper, while in the year under consideration only those of one year were supplied, thus 
very greatly reducing the output of that class of work, but leaving the Department free 
to deal with a heavier class, such as reports of various descriptions. 


Private work brought in $832.65, against $523.10, and sale of Government publications 
$1,936.79 (including the Federal Contribution $1,000), against $926.45. 


There appears to have been a falling off in the proportion of work sent from the Resi- 
dent-General’s Office, since the opening of the new Printing Office in Selangor; this work 
which, when this Department was always short of material of every kind, was a great strain, 
could now be much more easily dealt with. 


The expenditure for the year was $33,672.43, against $37,822.46, but the figures of 
the previous year include a special vote for a reserve stock of paper, so that the actual 
expenditure of the year was approximatety the same.

The following is a resumé of the principal work turned out during the year :— 


There were 14 issues of the Malay Gazette, aggregating 384 pages, and 300 copies were 
printed of each number, and some 12 Enactments were reprinted in Malay for circulation. 


Thirty-seven numbers of the English Gazette were issued, aggregating 1,306 pages, 
and 400 copies were printed. 


Thirteen Enactments were published, Nos. 14 to 16 not being published until the pre- 
sent year. 


The Administration Report ran into 64 pages. 
The Railway Annual Report, which was specially printed, shewing all the returns for 


the year, and the Perak and Larut Census Reports and an estimate of the cost of the 
various sections of the railway, made together 178 pages, practically all tabular matter. 
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Mr. George Maxwell published a book of the Land Laws of the State during the year, 
which made 285 pages, and the volume of Enactments for the previous year, published 
early in 1901, made 109 pages. ‘ 


In addition to this there were the Federal and Perak Estimates and the Perak Civil 
List. 


The Criminal Procedure Code was put into type for the Resident-General in December 
and a Malay translation of Aesops Fables, running into 224 pages, was published in the same 
month, 


As the work of the Department increases the work thrown on the clerks has increased 
in proportion and I have to thank them all, as indeed the whole staff, for the manner in 
which they have done their work during the year. Since the Department has been pro- 
perly supplied with material the compositors, bookbinders and machine hands have been 
relieved of the very severe pressure, which they have been labouring under for many years. 


Since my return from leave I have compiled a printed index of all the Forms, etc., 
used in the State, and of such Federal Departments as get their supply of Forms, etc., 
from this Department. 


This is worked in conjunction with a pattern book for each Department and all alter- 
ations to forms are noted in the same, so that the possibility of obsolete forms remaining 
in use is reduced to a minimum. I regret that it has not been possible to issue this Index 
to the Departments yet, but hope very shortly to be able to do so. 


I returned from leave and took over charge of the Department from Mr. Mahony 
(Assistant Government Printer) on the lst August, and beg to take this opportunity of 
thanking him most heartily for the manner in which he carried on the Department during 
my absence and for the hearty co-operation he always gives me in the carrying out of 
the various duties of the Department.

REPORT ON THE LOWER PERAK DISTRICT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE. 


e The revenue for the year amounted to $4,303,571.88, which was $811,575.88 in excess of 
the Estimates, and $1,234,260.02 more than the revenue for 1900. This represents the gross 
excess, for deducting a sum of $341,408.94 received under Railway Receipts, for which 
there was no estimate for Lower Perak, the nett increase is $470,166.94, and in 1900 
Customs Duties were only credited to this’District from May lst. Had the amount so 
derived been credited to Lower Perak from lst January, 1900, the revenue for that year 
would have been $4,292,470.04, or $1,110,184 less than the revenue for 1901. 


Taking the heads of revenue separately and comparing the whole with the Estimates, 
Land Revenue shews an increase of $2,110.94, made up chiefly, under Land Rents and 
Demarcation Fees; Forest Revenue, $6,117.68 ; Customs, $469,630.88 ; Port and Harbour 
Dues, $1,632.59; Municipal, $2,868.50. On the other hand Licences shew a decrease of 
$2,191.30: this is due to the fact that $3,958.15 only was collected for Fishing Licences, 
against an estimate of $6,000; Fees of Office shew a decrease of $3,504; nothing, however, 
was received on account of Registration of Chinese Contracts (estimated, $2,000), nor under 
Admission Fees, Immigration Depét (estimated, $1,500); Reimbursements, nothing waa 
received for Diets, Immigration Depét, for which there was an estimate of $4,500. This 
accounts for the decrease of $4,481.05. 


Return A* shews the revenue estimated and actually received and compared with that 
for 1900. 


Return C* shews the number ot chests of opium imported during the year for Coast 
Farm, Kinta and Tapah, together with the duty collected thereon. The duty collected for 
1901, $798,720, exceeded that for the previous year by $8,544. 


EXPENDITURE. 


Return B* shews the estimated and actual expenditure, and a comparison between that 
of 1900 and 1901. The expenditure for the year amounted to $260,922.47, which represents 
a saving of $52,715.53 on the Estimates. As the Supplementary Cash Bogk for December 
has not been closed, the figures given under Expenditure do not include such supplemen- 
ree items, and the totals will not, therefore, agree with the figures finally supplied by the 

udit Office. .

ADMINISTRATION. 


The following were the chief appointments made during the year:—Mr. A. T. Dew, 
District Magistrate, Krian, to be Acting District Magistrate, Lower Perak, vice Mr. E. J. 
Brewster, proceeded on leave, July 27th. Mr. E. R. Edmonds to be Acting Collector of Land 
Revenue, vice Mr. Kendall, proceeded on leave, June 29th. Mr. R. Acton to be Acting Col- 
lector of Land Revenue, vice Mr. Edmonds, October 12th. Mr. McKeon to be Acting Chief 
Clerk, Treasury, vice Mr. A. Dishman, proceeded on leave. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


The total Land Revenue for the year amounted to $24,525, on an estimate of $24,350, 
being a decrease of $959 on the revenue collected last year. A sum of $17,600 was collected 
as Land Rent on an estimate of $16,000, shewing an increase of $1,074 on the amount 
collected last year. This is due to the large amount of land taken up for native holdings 
during the year, chiefly for coconut planting, in the mukims to the south of Kuala Perak. 
The large increase of $1,634 over the Estimates, for demarcation, is accounted for for the same 
reason. 


Registration of new Titles.— One thousand four hundred and twelve new entries were made 
in the Mukim Register during the year, replacing old titles and applications. 


Applications for Land.—One thousand six hundred and thirty-two applications were 
received for small agricultural holdings. One application was received for a large area, viz. : 
Mr. Martin’s application for 500 acres for coconut planting on the Changkat Jong road, and 
there was one application for 50 acres of mining land. 


Agriculture continues to make steady progress in this District. Good progress has been 
made in opening up the Nova Scotia and Rebana sugar estates, which comprise an area of 
11,000 acres ; 1,350 acres is now under cultivation, and the fine factory or mill was opened in 
September. Of the European owned coconut estates, the Bagan Datoh estate, under the 
management of Mr. John Symes, has 494 acres planted up with coconuts and 25 acres with 
Getah Rambong, a further area of 200 acres has been felled but not yet planted. Mr. Turner, 
I understand, intends shortly to open up and plant with coconuts the land he bought from 
Mr. Tek Quee at Bagan Datoh. Work on the concession on’ the Changkat Jong road, 
belonging to Mr. Martin, was started, 15 acres have been planted up with coconuts, 
and 150 acres are felled and ready for planting. 


Forests—The Forest revenue, amounting to $13,671, as compared with $12,110 last 
year, was collected by the Land Office. 


Mines.— One application for 50 acres of mining land was received, but practically no 
work has been done on the land yet. No other land for mining has been taken up, but a 
prospecting licence for 500 acres has been taken out. 


Surveys.—One block of 500 acres was surveyed for a coconut estate on the Changkat 
Jong road, 96 town and village lots were surveyed, and 15 mining lots were surveyed for 
an area of 269 acres; 772 Native holdings, comprising an area of 3,781 acres were demarcated 
during the year, a considerable decrease on the number dealt with last year. Mr. J. G. Koch, 
District Surveyor, was in charge of the Revenue Surveys, with a staff of five Demarcators and 
one Assistant Surveyor. The latter was engaged on the survey of mining lots. 106 miles of 
circuit work was done during the year. 


POLICE AND’ CRIME. 


The Police force consisted on 31st December, 1901, of 73 of all ranks, viz: one Inspector 
and 72 non-commissioned officers and men, distributed amongst four stations. The general 
work and conduct of the Police was fairly satisfactory. Five hundred and fifty-seven cases 
were reported, of which 320 were discovered, leaving 237 undiscovered. There was one murder 
(undiscovered), two cases of culpable homicide not amounting to murder (discovered), 24 
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cases of house- breaking (three discovered), 218 cases of theft (52 discovered). In the murder 
case, which occurred at S’tiawan, a Malay man (about 9 p.m.) who lived near, heard the victim, a 
Chinaman, call out three times for help, and shouted back to him “ Oh, Oh,” merely thinking 
that a tiger which frequented the vicinity was prowling round the deceased's house, and that 
he was asking for assistance to frighten it away. Armed with a parang, he at once went to the 
entrance of the garden fence surrounding the Chinaman’s house, and called to him by naine 
two or three times, and receiving no answer returned home and went to bed. At 5 a.m. next 
morning he again went to deceased’s house, called out and knocked at the front door, but _ 
receiving no reply, he went round to the back and found the back door open: entering he found 
the Chinaman lying dead on the floor, quite naked, covered with blood, and with several very 
severe wounds on his body, apparently inflicted with a parang. Property was no doubt taken. 
A reward of $200 was offered for the apprehension of the murderer, and every effort made to 
discover him, but without avail. In the two cases of culpable homicide not amounting to 
murder, the deaths were caused in fights between Chinamen, in one case the man’s spleen was 
ruptured by a blow, and in the other the victim’s head was broken by a brick which was 
thrown. 


Nozious Animals.—One hundred and seventy-three crocodiles, measuring 985 feet, and 
1,475 of their eggs, were destroyed. Two full grown tigers, three full grown black leopards, 
114 venomous snakes, including 70 cobras and 10 hamadryads, were killed. $551 was paid for 
the above in rewards. 


Dogs.—One hundred and sixty-two dogs were registered and 75 destroyed. 


Births and Deathe.— Nine hundred and ninety-nine births and 1,119 deaths were re- 
gistered. 

Revenue.— The Department collected in revenue, $1,318; $720 of this being for Hawker’s 
Licences. 


COURTS. 
The following is a summary of Court work during the year :— 


Police Court.— Police Court cases, including those heard by the Judicial Commissioner, 
Senior Magistrate and Penghulus, 681 cases in 1901, against 739 cases in 1900. Revenue 
$2,015 in 1901, against $1,671 in 1900. 


Civil Court.—Civil Court cases, including those heard by the Senior Magistrate and 
Penghulus, 503 in 1901, against 645 in 190U. Revenue $1,669, against $1,536 in 1900. - 


Administration Cases.— Administration cases, including those heard by the Senior Magis- 
trate, 11 cases in 1901, involving an amount of $18,194, against five cases in 1900, involving 
an amount of $6,500. 


Inquest Cases— There were 14 inquest cases in 1901, against 16 cases in 1900, 15 deaths 
in 19V1, against 17 deaths in 1900. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The total expenditure of this Department for the District was $194,027, on an estimate, 
including re- votes, of $153,871, shewing a saving of $29,844. This balance is due principally 
to work on the new Leper Settlement, Pulau Pangkor Laut, and the Quarantine Station for 
cattle, having only been commenced in October, through some difficulty in settling, the sites, so 
that the work could not be completed during the year. The preliminary survey for irrigation 
scheme and the protecting head races at Changkat Jong water-works were also not completed, 
and a sum of $15,501 has been applied for to complete the work in hand. 


Under Roads, Streets and Bridges, there was an unexpended balance of $10,722. Of this 
balance, $10,000 has been re- voted for 1902 on the construction of the Batak Rabit cart -road. 
On the 31st December, 1901, there were 15 miles 49 chains of metalled cart-roads (including 
town roads) in the District ; 31 miles 63 chains of unmetalled cart-roads; 78 miles 48 chains 
of bridle-paths, including paths constructed during the year, and excluding the S’tiawan- 
Sadang path, 17 miles 40 chains abandoned; there are also 16 miles of foot-paths; total, 
142 miles. 

The principal buildings constructed during the year were :—Quarters for teachers at 
Pulau Tiga, Bagan Datoh, Kampong Gajah and Pasir Salak; quarters for attendants, 
Hospital; Dressers quarters, Hospital; new married quarters, Police, Teluk Anson ; new 
police station at Bagun Datoh; new rest-house at Bagan Datoh; stables, syce’s quarters 
and carriage house at H.H. Raja Muda’s quarters; mayazine for explosives. 


. SANITARY BOARD. 


Four meetings of the Board were held during the year. The revenue collected was 
$10,443, an increase of $2,868 over the Estimates, and $484 in excess of the sum collected in 
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1900. The average number of coolies employed daily was 38, with two tindals. Over five miles 
of streets and roads were swept daily, and five carts were employed in removing town refuse, 
and 8,378 cart-loads were removed during the year. All drains were flushed daily and 
occasionally disinfected. ‘ 


The removal of night-soil was satisfactorily carried out. The incinerator continues to 
work satisfactorily, consuming daily about 23 cart-loads of refuse and over 1,195 pounds of 
night-soil, which represents 418,650 cubic feet, or over 2,000 tons of refuse, and over 194 tons 
of night-soil during the year. There is no smell, and all is reduced to fine ash—it has never 
been necessary to purchase fuel, and the working expense is $32 per month. 


Seven first class buildings were constructed by the public on plans approved by the 
Board, and six shop-houses were repaired. 


é HEALTH. 


u The District Surgeon reports that the in-patients at the Hospital were 755 against 1,149 
in 1900, and that the death-rate was 14°38 per cent against 17:23 per cent in 1900. The out- 
patients numbered 2,453 against 2,887 in 1900. Cholera broke out on the Rebana Estate in 
August amongst the Tamil coolies, and spread to the adjoining mukims. There were 278 
cases, and 179 deaths, or a death-rate of 63:7 per cent. Of these 125 deaths occurred on 
the estate. This is said to be the first epidemic for 13 years in the District. The last case 
occurred on October 26th. The greater part of the diseases came from places outside the 
town, there is very little sickness in Teluk Anson itself. Not much vaccination was done 
owing to the Vaccinator having to be put on to cholera duty, and to the fear evinced by the 
Malays of being vaccinated whilst cholera was prevalent. 


Four hundred and eightv steamers and 235 tongkangs were boarded and the passengers 
and crews inspected by the Medical Department. 


TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL. 


The highest temperature registered at Teluk Anson was 94° on April 13th, the lowest 69° 
on December 11th. 3 
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The rainfall has been abnormally low, only 81:97 inches being registered here. In 1900 
it was 102'24 and in 1899 it was 112:27 inches. 


The greatest rainfall in one day was five inches on November 15th. The rains came very 
late, and it was not until the end of September that enough fell to be of any good in the 
neighbourhood of Teluk Anson, and by this time it was too late for planting the padi and 
practically none was planted. 


EDUCATION. 


There are 19 boys’ and one girls’ school in the District. These are all Malay schools. 
The monthly average on register was 808, and the daily average attendance 640. There ar: 
26 students at the American Methodist Mission English School at Teluk Anson. One new 
school was opened during the year, viz., at Bandar Tuah; it has 80 scholars, and the Ins- 
pector of Schools says is doing exceedingly well. He also speaks very well of the S’tiawan 
schools. The schools were all recently examined and the Inspector reports that they all did 
well except three, at which places he proposes to try new Teachers. 


POPULATION AND IMMIGRATION. 


The Census taken on the night of March Ist, shewed the population of the District to be 
30,620 against 25,251 at the last census in 1891, or an increase of 21:26 per cent. The area 
of the District being 1,080 square miles (much larger than Herefordshire or Cheshire) the 
density of the population is 27°88 per square mile. There were 17,889 males and 12,731 
females. The total is composed of the following nationalities :—Malays, 23,600; Chinese, 
8,705; Tamils, 2,259; other Indians, 73; Aborigines, 189. With re; to immigration, the 
number of arrivals at the port of Teluk Anson during the year was 59,230, against 67,236 
in 1900, or a decrease of 8,006. The great majority of these people merely passed through 
en route to Kinta. 


GENERAL. 

The total amount of cash paid into the Lower Perak Treasury during the year was 
$4,430,468, as compared with $1,412,488 in 1900. Imprests amounting to $2,430,950 were 
despatched to other Districts. The total number of chests of opium imported was 1,664, on 
which duty amounting to $798,720 was collected. In 1900, 1,6463 chests were imported, 


on which $790,176 duty was paid. The highest price of tin in 1901 was $74.75 per pikul, on 
June 7th, and the lowest $63.50, on December 21st. The average price for the year was 
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$67.61 and the average duty $27 per bhara of three pikuls. The average price for 1900 
was $74.11} per pikul. 33,989,374 pikuls (or about 2,232 tons) of tin and tin-ore passed 
through the Customs House, on which duty was paid amounting to $3,070,874. 


It is interesting to note, as some criterion of the progress made in ten years, that in 1891 
the revenue for the whole State was $2,324,981, or about two millions less than the revenue 
for Lower Perak alone in 1901. 


Both the padi and fruit crops were good, though the former was much damaged by rats. 
These pests continue their depredations both on the sugar estates and on the Bagan Datoh 
coconut estate, and no means has yet been devised to cope with them. 


The Assistant Penghulu of Teluk Bharu, Haji Soorah, was killed on the 28th July, 
by a wild elephant which he had wounded. 


His Highness the Raja Muda, who regularly resides here, has continued to take the keen 
interest in the welfare of the District which he has always done, and has been of great 
assistance to me in dealing with Malay affairs.

REPORT ON THE BATANG PADANG DISTRICT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE. 


The total revenue amounted to $94,463.38, on an estimate of $58,825. Rents exclusive of 
Land, and Interest are the only items which did not contribute to the excess. 


Compared with the previous year there is an increase of $2,664.20. To enable a 
comparison to be made I favs excluded from Customs, 1900, a sum of $70,966.68 tin duty 
paid at Teluk Anson on Batang Padang tin for the first four months of the year and credited 
to Batang Padang, because in 1901 no duty was credited to this District on the collections 
made at Teluk Anson. 


EXPENDITURE. 


The expenditure for the year was $250,980.96, on an estimate of $349,115. Savings on 
Personal Emoluments and Other Charges amounted to $7,533.89, of which $2,396.48 was in 
the District Office. 


Under Special Services there was an unexpended balance of $60,744.60 on Works and 
Buildings and $23,370.58 on Roads, Streets and Bridges. The former was mainly for works 
in connection with the new township at Bidor. 


BALANCES. 


The balance in the Tapah and Tanjong Malim Treasuries on the last day of the year. 
amounted to $14,774.12. Imprests to the number of 23 were received from Teluk Anson 
eo Tapah and totalled $570,950. More than half of this was paid out in cashing private 
cheques. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr. J. S. Sugars, appointed Acting Collector of Land Revenue on Ist January, was 
succeeded by Mr. R. Clayton on 16th February Mr. J. S. Willes was appointed Inspector 
of Mines on 18th January, vice Mr. Dennys, resigned. In May, Mr. Campbell, Cadet, was 
attached to my office. Mr. G. B. Cerruti, appointed Superintendent of Sakais on Ist June. 
Mr. C. E. Donaldson, Acting Assistant District Magistrate at Tanjong Malim, proceeded on 
leave in May, and was succeeded by Mr. C. D. Cardew, who on being transferred to the 
Tapah Treasury in November, was succeeded by Mr. H. P. Hopkins as Acting Assistant 
District Magistrate, Tanjong Malim. Mr. G. F. Bird, Acting District Engineer, resigned 
the service in August, and Mr. A. J. Oborn was appointed Executive Engineer in his place. 
Mr. C. F. Glover was appointed District Inspector of Police, vice ‘Mr. A. Wilson, transferred 
to Krian. There were several changes in the subordinate staff. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


A full report* on the Land Office by Mr. R. Clayton, Acting Collector of Land Revenue, 
has been forwarded you under separate cover. A great deal has been done to work off the 
long-standing arrears and to complete the registers and Mr. Clayton has worked hard tu 
achieve that end. 


The total collections amounted to $37,750.85, on an estimate of $22,125, exclusive of 
Forests and Land sales. The latter amounted to $6,814.85, on an estimate of $3,500, compared 
with the collections made in the previous year there is an increase of $3,185.92. 


The small falling off under Land Rents is attributable to the fact that temporary titles 
were issued in lieu of permanent titles, it being impossible to deal with many applications for 
permanent cultivation within the year. These temporary titles brought in over $1,000 and 
will be exchanged for permanent ones and come under Land Rents in 1902. 


It is worthy of note that notwithstanding the heavy office work put through, necessitating 
very thorough investigation into the records, the revenue has nearly doubled the estimates and 
shews a substantial increase on the collections of the previous year. 


The balance of rent still due on the 31st December was $2,536.05, a great portion of this 
was collected early in this year and action is now being taken to enforce payment of the balance. 


_ Agricultural lots, to the number of 91, comprising an area of 256 acres, were alienated. 
This brings the total area alienated for permanent cultivation up to 8,726 acres.

Mr. W. Smith took up 640 acres for gutta planting ; 300 acres were granted near Tapah 
Road for a poultry and pig farm and an application for a large tract of land at Bidor for 
bendany cultivation was received. 


FOREST. 


The revenue under this head is collected entirely by the Land Office and amounted to the 
large sum of $11,944.90, an increase of $1,587.02 on the previous year and $7, 419. 90 over the 
Estimates. 


Two Forest reserves were selected during the year and the transplanting of young gutta 
trees into these reserves was commenced by Mr. Cerruti, who is in immediate charge. 


MINES. 


The revenue collected under Mining Lands exclusive of fees totalled $20,358. The 
acreage taken up during the year was 1,396 acres, 2 roods and 18 poles, making a total 
alienated in the District of 18,631 acres. 


According to a rough census taken by the Inspector of Mines the mining labour is 
returned at 8,258 souls. 


The weight of tin exported during the year was 22,254-99 pikuls, against 18,577-15 
in 1900, 18,062°52 in 1899 and only 8,681°30 pikuls in 1898. Chenderiang headed the 
list of the mukims with an output of over 9,000 pikuls, although a considerable quantity 
passed from this mukim to Kampar, where it is smelted and exported as Kinta tin. 
Tanjung Malim contributed 2,99409 pikuls (included in above figures), an increase of 
1,442'70 on the previous years output. 


Applications to the number of 139 were received and there still remained about 420 
to be dealt with at the end of the year, about 300 having been dealt with in the year. 
Six prospecting licences were issued. 


The labour force is still inadequate for the area alienated, but in many cases the land 
has been partly worked out or is not worth working. 


Leases to the number of 149 were issued in exchange for former titles and 45 on appli- 
cations, area 1,861 acres. 


It is very necessary that old titles, which in many cases give no boundaries, should be 
brought on to the plans and until this is done the alienation of new land will always be 
a difficulty. 


Several mines are now being worked by hydraulic methods and several more are in course 
of being opened. An exceedingly rich piece is being worked by Mr. J. J. Tait, near Tanjong 
Malim, and is bringing him in a large fortune. 


The settlement of surveys, reports on applications and other miscellaneous settlement 
work have made good progress and with the present staff it will not be much later than 
the end of this year, if so long, when the books will be up to date. The survey deposit 
account has been reduced by $8,000 odd in spite of additional deposits during the year 
amounting to $9,361.25. 


SURVEY. 


The following figures shew the mining and agricultural and town lots surveyed during the 
year :—Mining lots, 171, with an area of 5,394 acres; agricultural lots, 6, with an area of 982 
acres; town lots, 125 (in Chenderiang, Sungkai and Tanjong Malim) ; native holdings, 31, 
comprising &2 acres. 


In addition to the above 13 mining blocks were surveyed free of fees in exchange for land 
resumed for the new township at Bidor. 


Mining surveys cost at the rate of 81} cents an acre and agricultural 38 cents per acre. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 


During the first quarter the force was strengthened, and numbered 73 of all ranks during 
the last quarter. 


The District Inspector of Police reports that the conduct of the men has been fairly good. 
and that they have suffered little from sickness. 


There were only two cases brought before the Magistrate and convicted. The annual 
musketry course took place at Teluk Anson, with the following results : :—Five marksmen, 
eight first class, eight second class and 21 third class shots. 


Four hundred and ninety -eight dogs were registered and 171 destroyed during the year. 
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The number of births and deaths reported was, births 345, deaths 954. This gives 
an increase of 115 in births and six in deaths on the previous year. 


There were two cases of murder, as yet undiscovered, and several gang and highway 
robberies. The mail gharry between Tapah and Tapah Road was held up, one passenger 
relieved of his money and the mail bags, after being opened, were thrown into the jungle, where 
they were found a tew days after with all the contents correct though damaged. 


: COURTS. 


There were 549 cases on the Criminal side, of which 256 were discharged and 20 com- 
mitted to the higher Court. The number of Civil cases instituted was 261. The revenue 
amounted to $6,858.95, on an estimate of $5,125, and an increase of $574.95 on the last year. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The annual expenditure was as follows:— Annually Recurrent: Works and Buildings, 
$6,725.11, Roads, Streets and Bridges, $78,707.88; Special Services: Works and Buildings, 
$14,955.40, Roads, Streets and Bridges, $70,034.42: Re-votes: Works and Buildings, and 
Roads, Streets and Bridges, $15,749.62; Personal Emoluments, $3,194.02; Other Charges, 
$2,802.20. 


The buildings erected and completed during the year are :— New Post Office at Temoh, 
New School and Teachers’ quarters, Chenderiang; Teachers’ quarters, Tanjong Malim; four 
sets of Public Works Department Coolie Lines and Overseers’ quarters, Penghulus’ Balei, 
Tanjong Malim; Rest-house, Tanjong Malim, in addition to which wells and latrines for 
schools were supplied, a new pound at Sungkai, brick-drains in the township at Tanjong 
Malim, survey of the water supply for the new township at Bidor and clearing the site 
and construction of roads for this new township were put through. 


In addition to the general maintenance of Roads, Streets and Bridges, consisting of 83 
miles of metalled cart-roads, 11 miles of unmetalled cart-roads, 72 miles of bridle-road, 41 
miles of paths, 245 miles of cart-roads were metalled, 9:45 miles of unmetalled cart-road and 
4°60 miles of bridle-road were constructed, and 1- 10 of bridle-road converted into cart-road, 
making a grand total of 207'52 miles of road in the district. 


The middle section, main trunk road, is now drawing near completion. All the earth- 
work has been done and the Contractors are pushing on with the metalling. It should be 
finished in March or April, 1902. 


SANITARY BOARD. 


A separate report has been furnished on this Department. It is sufficient to state here 
that the revenue shews an excess of $1,366.24 on the Estimates and an increase of $428.16 on 
the last year. There are now four towns under the control of the Sanitary Board, viz. :— 
Tapah, Bidor, Chenderiang and Temoh. 


HEALTH. 


There was no improvement in the general health of the District. The daily average of 
patients admitted into hospital was 153-10, against 179-46 in 1900. The number of in-door 
patients was 3,012, being 532 less than in the previous year, whilst there was an increase of 
579 in the number of out-door patients. The total number of deaths in the hospital was 387, 
of which 66 died within 48 hours of admission, aguinst 66 in 1900. The prevailing diseases 
were as usual malarial fever, dysentery and beri-beri. A hospital was opened at Sungkai 
and thus relieved the overcrowding in the Tapah hospital. 


The highest temperature recorded was 95° and the lowest 61°. The wettest months were 
the same as in the previous year, namely, April and November, with a rainfall of 17:77 and 
17-62 inches, respectively, and the driest months were also the same as in 1900, namely, 
February and August, with a rainfall of 1:13 and 1-78 inches, respectively. The total rainfall 
for the year measured 106-78 inches, against 123-5 in 1900. 


EDUCATION. 


There are eight schools in the District with 252 scholars. The average enrolment was 
220, and attendance 161, or 73 per cent. The results of the annual examination were gener- 
ally satisfactory. The Inspector of Schools visited all the schools during the year and held 
an examination in December. 


POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 


There are two Post Offices in the District, one at Tapah and one at Tanjong Malin. A 
third is to be opened very shortly at Temoh. There were no serious interruptions on the 
telegraph lines and generally the work done may be considered satisfactory. 
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GENERAL. 


I have the satisfaction to note that the revenue for the year under review again exceeded 
that of the previous year, notwithstanding the fact that the export duty paid on the tin, with 
the exception of that exported at Tanjong Malim, was not credited to the District. 


The extension of the railway from Tapah Road towards Tanjong Malim and thence 
towards Tapah has been vigorously pushed on and it is now possible to travel as far as 
Bidor, a distance of about eight miles from Tapah Road, and from Tanjong Malim towards 
Slim for a distance of about 15 miles by ballast train. The distance between these two 
rail heads is about 30 miles. At the present rate of progress these two points should be 
connected by rail within the next two years, if not earlier. 


The journey from Tapah to Tanjong Malim can now be comfortably made in eight hours 
by road and rail. 


Mr. Cerruti, Superintendent of Sakais, reports that the feud between the tribes at Bretan 
has quieted down and intercourse is now more friendly. Some of the mountain tribes have 
been induced to settle in more suitable localities in she low country, the object being to incul- 
cate providence in them, to discourage the practice of parting with their produce for a mere 
trifle to Malays and others, and to store it from harvest to harvest and thus have a constant. 
supply of good food. This may wean them from the chase which after all is the principal 
cause of their nomadic habits. 


The cost of living in this District-has in no way decreased. Food stuffs continued to rise 
in price, including local produce, although market fees were abolished. This, however, is to 
be expected with the increased prosperity in the mines.

REPORT ON MARINE DEPARTMENT, LOWER PERAK, 
FOR 1901. 


Four hundred and sixty-five steamers entered the port during the year, against 509 
in 1900, shewing a decline of 44. The tonnage amounted to 111,702 ayainst 106,012 in 190, 
shewing an increase of 5,690 tons. ‘This increase was due to the fact that the steamers were 
much larger in 1901 than during the previous vear, these large steamers coming mostly from 
Singapore. It was the same with the sailing vessels, 618 entered during 1901, against. 764 in 
1900, a decrease of 146, but the tonnage amounted to 7,882 in 1901, against. 6,946 in the yeaa 
previous, an increase of 936 tons, due also to the vessels being of a greater tonnage.

There was a decrease of $495.80 in the fishing licences, mostly at Utan Melintang. I 
know that one Towkay alone there lost many thousands of dollars owing to the severe 
weather destroying numbers of his blats. There was a great scarcity of fish. owing to the 
very rough weather on the coast. 


There were no complaints about the upkeep of the lights, but the Pulau Kattah light is 
@ very poor one, and a new light is to be placed there during the present year. 


The whole of the launches, seven in number, passed through my hands in 1901. The 
Speedy was launched after having been practically re-built in Teluk Anson, under my 
own supervision, and she is now one of the best launches in the State. The Swift and 
Maggie were both re-coppered and thoroughly overhauled. 


The two Railway ferry boats were in Teluk Anson for some months for alterations, and 
were thoroughly overhauled. 


A new launch was purchased for the Police Department, I visited Singapore on two 
occasions to inspect her, and in July last I brought her from Singapore taking a crew from 
Teluk Anson with me, she is a nice launch and behaved very well on the trip up, especially 
in some rather rough weather experienced outside the Klang Straits. 


The repairing slip was occupied the whole of the year, and has been of great use to me 
for repairing small launches, house-boats, painting the floating bath-houses, and the 
- thousand and one things for which a slip can be used. I am glad to say I have now 
a place where I can dock the larger launches. The Rapid is now in dock and also half 
of the broken part of the railway jetty which I am having re-painted. By being able 
to avail themselves of this dock accommodation the Railway Department admit they will 
save from $300 to $400. I have no doubt that before long the dock will have paid for itself 
by this saving of outside labour.

FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


HOME FOR WOMEN AND GIRLS. 


Eighty-seven women and girls were admitted into the Home during the year, to allow of 
their cases being enquired into under Order in Council No. 1 of 1895, and the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs Enactment, No. 7 of 1899, with a view to steps being taken against 
their being disposed of for immoral purposes. 


Only one woman, named Tham-Seng, was transferred to the Federal Home at Kuala 
Lumpur. 


During the year, 86 Security bonds were entered into for the protection of women 
and girls, as follows :— 
38 were for the protection of prostitutes rescued from brothels. 
7 special cases of enquiry from China vid Singapore. 
18 Do. do. Penang. 
16 enquiries dealt with in the State. 
7 for the custody of children.

A sum of $1,660 was provided for the upkeep of the Home. The total amount spent 
was $748.09, leaving a balance of $911.91. I append a statement of expenditure. Return A.*

LABOUR CODE. 


The amendment of the Labour Code was one of the subjects discussed at the Mining 
Conference held in Ipoh in September last. I am pleased to report that the Committee 
supported the proposed amendments in the new Code. ‘The defects in the Code were brought 
to the notice of Government as far back as the 19th December, 1895, when His Highness 
the Sultan reminded the Council of the Resident’s promise to re-consider the Labour Code 
after one year’s experience of the working of it. I hope the Conference of Residents at 
Kuala Lumpur has finally settled this important matter. 


I am again pleased to report of the satisfaetory condition of the Sinkheh labour 
on sugar estates in Krian. Re the Sinkhehs on the Irrigation works I wrote a special 
report: about them in Medical 4,237/01.

During the year under review, 17 Chinese habitual and two dangerous criminals were 
banished for life from the State, also nine others for being headmen of secret societies. 
Warrants under the Banishment Enactment against 28 others could not be executed, 
owing to the culprits having absconded from the State. I have been in communication 
with the Protector of Chinese in the Colony re the fugitives, and hope later on to have 
some of them arrested in the Colony or elsewhere in the Federated Malay States.

Although the price was good as compared with former years yet the mines were not 
so profitable as in 1900, at which time the average price was $74.27 per pikul. 


Of the mines in Kinta, I should say 80 per cent are worked on the co-operative system, 
and 20 per cent on the “ Kung-si-kung” system, i.e., by “ wage-coolies.” 


From information received, only 50 per cent of the co-operative mines proved profitable 
last year, 20 per cent just paid expenses, and the rest, 30 per cent, proved unprofitable. The 
wage of a “ Kung-si-kung” coolie is 50 cents per diem, with food. He is required to work 
for six months. If he leaves before that time, with the consent of the employer, he can 
only, according to mining custom, claim 75 per cent of the wages due to him. ~ 


There was a large number of miners thrown out of work about two months.ago, owing to 
the death of Capitan Ah Kwi, and his estate having to be realised. His mines at Kampar, 
which were worked with “ wage-coolies,” have been sub-let to Chinese on the co-operative 
system. 


The large discharge of coolies from Kampar, coupled with the fact that mining has 
not been prosperous, and the reported influx of gangs of robbers from the Colony (as 
is always the case about Chinese New Year), have no doubt been the cause of all the recent 
robberies in the District. There have been numerous gang robberies lately in Kinta, and it 
has been reported that the robbers invariably carried fire-arms. There has been sufficient 
evidence to prove that these reports are correct. fer 


It is inadequate, in my opinion, that a man who is found going about with a loaded 
revolver or being in possession of one without a Pass, should only be liable under the 
Fire-arms Order in Council, No. 7 of 1895, to the maximum fine of $25 or two months’ 
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imprisonment. The penalty is the same under Section 29, Sub-section (iv), of the Small 
Offences Enactment. Under Section 37 of the same Enactment the penalty for carrying 
fire-arms in public places without a Pass is $20 only. It is true that the accused can also 
be charged under Chapter VII of the Criminal Procedure Code, but it must be remembered 
that it is often a difficult matter for the Police to prove to the satisfaction of a Magistrate 
that the accused has no ostensible means of subsistence or that he is a dangerous person. 


WORK -HOUSE. 


The number of vagrants is still large, and is still a nuisance to the gaol authorities, 
as they occupy a great portion of the gaol hospital. 


OPIUM DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Lee Ah Pow, the Opium Inspector, was transferred from the Taiping Treasury 
to this Office on the 3rd November, 1901. 


The total number of chests of opium imported into the State last year wus 2,177, 
of which 2,027 came from Penang and 150 from Singapore. The revenue collected thereon, 
at $480 per chest or $12 per ball, amounted to $1,044,960, being an increase of $4,320 as 
against the year 1900.

I have much pleasure in stating that they all gave me 
satisfaction. 


CHINESE INTERPRETERS. 


Very great inconvenience was experienced by the Courts last year by the resignations 
and deaths of Chinese Interpreters. Three of the old hands (Ho Pak Leng of the Batu 
Gajah Court, Cheung Tak Fun of Ipoh and Tay Kim Sui of Teluk Anson) resigned to 
better themselves. 


Un Ka Tseng, who was sent from Kuala Lumpur for the Batu Gajah Court, resigned 
shortly after his arrival, as he was offered much better pay outside. His predecessor (Ho 
Pak Leng) is drawing about double his salary since he left the service.

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There is a great demand for English-speaking Chinese in the Federated Malay States. 


The deaths were Chew A Wah, who succeeded Un Ka Tseng at Batu Gajah, and 
Lee A Cheng, who took the place of Tay Kim Sui at Teluk Anson. Both occupied their 
posts for a short time only. 


On the 9th December last, Mr. Walter and I held an examination of Interpreters in 
trot Messrs. Li A Weng and Chin A Tok passed the second grade and Mr. Low Kee Boo 
the third grade. 


GENERAL. 


Mr. Hare, Secretary for Chinese Affairs, Federated Malay States, left the State for 
Wei-Hai-Wei on the 5th September last on one month and 22 days’ vacation leave, to be 
followed by 12 months’ leave on half pay. 


Certain sections of the Secretary for Chinese Affairs Enactment, 1899, were amended 
during the year. Vide Enactment No. 9 of 1901. 


Porcelain Pottery.— A new industry in the shape of the manufacture of porcelain pottery 
was started last year at Kampar by a Chinaman named Ho Kang Si, who was promised a 
Government grant of $5,000 to assist him in carrying out the experiment. The works 
have been converted into a syndicate under the style of “Un Fung Thai,” with a capital of 
$10,000 in 20 shares at $500 each. I regret to report that the promoter died on the 4th 
December last, but the work is being carried on, and I feel convinced will prove a success. 


The death-roll amongst the principal Chinese towkays was as follows :— 


Captain Ah Kwi, who died at Penang on the 12th December. He attained a green 
old age, and acquired great wealth from the Revenue Farms and mines in the State. He 
was appointed a member of the State Council when it was first instituted in 1879. He 
resigned his seat in Council in September, 1900, and was succeeded by his son Chang 
Thye Phin. Lam Kam Thong, his Manager, who died suddenly at Penang a few months 
vefore his employer. 7

REPORT ON THE GOVERNMENT GARDENS FOR THE 
YEAR 1901. 


KUALA KANGSAR GARDEN. 


Revenue.— The revenue collected during the year amounted to $4,625.48, and the expendi- 
‘ture $3,933.54. The excess revenue over expenditure is therefore $692.14. This compares 
with previous returns as follows :—

CROPS. 


On the plains the year under review proved an unusually dry one, and as is usual when 
one or two dry years follow many wet ones fruits of nearly all varieties were exceptionally 
prolific. Oranges fruited very heavily, pomolcs better than the last few years, while the 
smaller crops, such as mangosteens, chiku, durian, custard-apple, pine-apple, bull’s heart and 

isang bore heavily too. The crop of Para rubber seeds was the best yet recorded, and 
rgely in excess of indents, although, as will be seen, a large number, in fact the largest 
number, of seeds in any one year was disposed of. 


POMOLO AND LIME PLOTS. 


The soil of these plots is rather poor for a gross feeder like a pomolo and many of the 
trees are stunted. Fair crops may be expected for some years but the trees are now at their 
best and are not likely to improve. In addition to farmyard manure a dressing of guano was 
supplied which produced a fine “ flush” of leaves, but owing to a persistent attack of beetles 
very little advantage was gained. Most of the lime trees are too old for heavy crops and a 
new plot will be opened during the current year. i 


EXTENSION OF ORANGE PLOTS. 


The orange plot in the upper garden, consisting of trees about ten years old, furnished a 
sep for the first time. These trees, planted about 10’ x 10’, had become much overgrown, 
and a plot of about 13 acres on the opposite side of the garden has been cleared and prepared, 
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and several trees have been successfully transplanted, although ten men were required to lift 
each tree. There is always a good demand for oranges, and this new plot will also improve- 
the appearance of this part of the garden. This work could not be completed within the year 
owing to dry weather. 

EXTENSION OF PEPPER GARDEN. 


The dry months in the early part of the year proved severe on young pepper plants, 
as it did with old plants on some estates. Including those “supplied” 600 cuttings have 
now been permanently planted, and the plot extended nearly four acres and planted with 
munkudu seedlings for shade and support. When these shade trees are strong enough 
more pepper cuttings will be planted. 


EXTENSION FOR EXPERIMENTAL PLANTING. 


Central America rubber and cola nut. An area of 14 acres has been cleared and fenced 
(for protection against pigs) and planted with Castilloa elastica (from Ceylon seeds) and 
alternate rows of Sterculia acuminata. The whole area has been interplanted with pisangs 
(Musa vars), partly for shade of the young plants, but more particularly to prevent the rapid 
evaporation and consequent exhaustion of soil which takes place on new clearings when not 
protected until the permanent crop itself is sufficient for the purpose. 


JAPANESE ORANGES AND JAMAICA GRAPE FRUIT. 


A few plants of a variety of Citrus nohilis (Japanese) have been permanently planted 
and holes prepared for another species of Citrus, the so-called Jamaica grape fruit. 


NURSERY WORK. 


The nursery has been kept stocked with coconuts, nutmegs, and most of the principal 
fruit trees. A batch of 5,000 limes and lemons has been prepared, and a sufficiently large 
plot will be planted during the current year. Fully 30,000 Paré rubber seedlings are stocked 
in nursery beds, and it is anticipated that many of these will yet be sold. The most notable 
introduction during the year was some plants of Funtunia (Kicksia) africana, the Lagos 


rubber plant. 
MAINTENANCE AND STAFF. 


Three additional men were employed throughout the year, which is necessary for the 
proper maintenance and due progress of the garden. Much more time and labour than 
is usual was found necessary for water carrying and watering. The overseer was ill for 
nearly four months and was replaced temporarily. 


CATTLE HERD. 


The cattle herd is in good condition and shews a good return. Two pairs of bullocks 
of the herd were regularly employed for garden work, principally carting water. The herd 
bull was destroyed by order of the Police Court, he having gored a cattle keeper to death. 
He has been replaced by a fine young bull from Maxwell’s Hill. 


PARA RUBBER TAPPING. 


Thirty-two trees, about 12 years old, were tapped and 125 pounds of dry rubber obtained, 
or nearly an average of four pounds each tree. This tapping was carried on more to shew the 
method adopted than experiment, and was inspected by some planters in Perak and from 
Selangor. The best flow of latex commenced in August, although some trees had been tried 
earlier. The season, however, with many varieties of trees shewed much variation, for 
instance, coconuts were flowering in September, which is two or more months earlier than 
is usual at Kuala Kangsar. A Deciduous Ficus which has shed its leaves in February for 
four consecutive years did so last year in December. This variation was most probably 
influenced by the dry months in the first half of the year, and the latex of Paré rubber 
undoubtedly exudes best on wet days. I should think the best sexson for tapping would 
be from June to November. 


EXPERIMENTAL TAPPING. 


Two Par& rubber trees in Taiping garden, about 10 years old, and with girths of 4 feet 
2 inches and 4 feet 7 inches at 3 feet from the ground were tapped as follows :—Three sets of 
incisions were opened on each tree, and each set consisted of a centre channel about 4 feet 
high (from the ground) and five oblique cuts on each side, or 30 oblique cuts on each tree— 
equal to three annual tappings in respect of area of trunk operated on, the three sets being 
placed round the trunk of the tree so that each set took up rather less than a third of the 
area of the trunk from the base to the height mentioned, viz., 4 feet.

This tapping commenced on September 16th, and was carried on until September 29th, 
each tree having been tapped 1] times, and I would observe that seven or eight more tap- 
pings might have been made without removing an extravagant amount of bark. I conclude 
from the result obtained that only one side of each incision need be tapped, and that the 
lower side is preferable. As will be seen, the result of tapping the lower cuts is better than 
the upper ones, and nearly as good as tapping both, while the additional work is equal to 
tapping another tree, as much more careful work is necessary with the upper cuts to prevent 
the latex from overflowing and splashing outside the channel. 


From these trees I do not suppose that any more, or very little more, rubber was obtained 
by three sets of tappings than would have been obtained from one set, as will be seen from 
the following result obtained from another tree which is 14 os old, and has a girth of 5 feet 
} inch at 3 feet from the ground. This was tapped in the usual way. A centre channel 
4 feet 6 inches high and five oblique cuts on each side of the channel.

About two pounds of dry rubber in eight tappings and the latex running freely and 
increasing daily when the tappings had to be abandoned as more time could not be spared. 
It will be noted, and I am of opinion that the latex exudes better when the trees are tapped 
daily than at intervals, but a few days should elapse after first opening an incision before 
daily tappings commence. 

COST OF TAPPING. 

I consider that a man capable of using a knife and chisel smartly, after sufficient 
practice, could tap four trees in an hour, and supposing the hours best suited for tapping 
be limited to five hours per diem, say 6 to 9 a.m., and 4 to 6 p.m., an average of 15 to 20 
trees could be tapped in a day. This would leave three hours for collecting and other details. 
At an estimate of two ounces of dry rubber per tapping, and price and exchange at 2s., the 
cost of tapping and collecting would be about 16 cents per pound, at a rate of pay from 


30 to 40 cents per diem. 
FICUS ELASTICA (RAMBONG). 

Two trees of this rubber were tapped in the manner described in last year’s report, 
and 20 pounds of dry rubber obtained. These trees are about 12 years old, but one is 
growing on hard laterite soil and is not a robust tree. There are only four large trees 
of this rubber in the garden and these have now yielded 70 pounds of rubber between 
December, 1900 and January, 1901. 


A few hundreds of seedlings have been raised, but so far I have not received an applica- 
tion for any. It would be an easy matter to produce thousands if required. There has been 


some enquiry for seeds. 
TAIPING GARDEN. 


This garden has been well maintained, and a fairly large extension carried out with some 
of the large islands of the lake. On poor soil, consisting largely of tin-sand, bamboos, and 
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hardy trees such as Albizzia, Grevillea, and Casuarina have been planted. Where the soil is 
better some of the finest flowering trees are being tried, and I anticipate a nice effect when the 
trees are older. At the present time there is planted Cassia fistula, Almrites triloba, Congea 
tomenlosa, Lagerstremia macrocarpa, Lagerstremia-reginse, Spathodea campanulata, Cassia 
(species), ae of sorts, and Ficus elastica. One large island has also been cleared and will 
soon be planted with the flamboyant, Poinciana regia. 


On Residency Road most of the unsightly trees have been replaced with Jacaranda 
mimosefolia, as only a light shade tree is needed. 
LARUT HILL STATION. 


Revenue.— The revenue amounted to $1,769.23, being the largest sum yet collected, and 
compares with previous years as follows :— 1899, $1,399.56; 1900, $1,674.45.

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TREE TOMATO. 


The only failure to record has been with tree-tomatoes. A large plot was planted 
the previous year, but the plants did not thrive. New Jamaica seed has been obtained 
and it is intended to plant on a new clearing. 


ECONOMIC PLANTS. 


Camphor (Cinnamomum camphora) and Japanese oranges have done fairly well. The 
Japanese persimmon (Diospyros kaki) and Olive (Hleagnus longipes) have not so far proved 
successful. English strawberries of fair size and flavour have been grown under protection, 
but the plants only cropped poorly. 


BRUCEA SUMATRANA. 


Several applications have been received for this plant, a not uncommon Perak shrub. It 
is said to be a specific cure for dysentery. A few seedlings have been raised and I expect to 
be able to collect all the seeds that are required. 


DECORATIVE PLANTS. 


There has been maintained a good assortment of the usual decorative plants and Howering 
annuals. The walls of the Cottage bungalow have been rebuilt, which necessitated renewing 
the flower- borders near the house. 


MANURIAL EXPERIMENTS. 


Experiments were tried on different vegetables such as tomatoes, peas, beans and some 
pot-plants, with bat-guano, bone- dust, tin-slag, an English complete manure, and a manure 
prepared by ourselves from slaughter-house blood in powdered charcoal. In all instances the 
blood manure proved best, bat-guano very good, bone-dust does not act quick enough for 
vegetable crops, and the tin-slag, although powdered fine, did not come up to expectation— 
possibly for the same reason as bone-dust. I can only suppose the English manure had lost 
its fertilising power through climatic conditions. With many flowering plants, particularly 
roses, bone- dust is an excellent manure. 


EXCHANGES. 


Plants or seeds have been exchanged with the Royal Gardens, Kew, Botanic Gardens, 
Calcutta, Botanic Gardens, Saharunpur, also Singapore and Penang, Ceylon, Ootacamund and 
Jamaica, Messrs. Sander & Co,, England, and Messrs. Chatterjee, Calcutta. 


Plants and seeds have been purchased from Messrs. Veitch & Co., Messrs. J. Laing & Co., 
Messrs. Bochmer & Co., Japan, and Messrs. Chatterjee, Calcutta. 
CATTLE HERD AND DAIRYING. 


The supply of milk was a little less than the previous year, as fewer cows calved within 
the year. The herd is in good condition although some of the cattle are very old; as these die 
off, or are disposed of, the best heifers have been selected to replace them. A fine young cow 
died through accidental rupture and loss of blood. 


I attended the Agricultural Show held in Penang, and exhibited some examples of 
rubbers, a collection of vegetables, and some fruits, which were favourably commented on. 
I also visited the Kinta District in connection with a pest of beetles on coffee.

REPORT ON THE PERAK MUSEUM FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


BUILDING. 


The front verandah and porch, which had become in a very bad state in consequence 
-of the flat roof covering this part of the building having leaked badly from the time it was 
first built, was covered in with corrugated iron and the rotten ceiling removed and some of the 
rotten rafters replaced by new ones. 


The new block, begun in the early part of 1900, was not quite finished by the end of 1901. 
This building contains two rooms of 80 feet by 40 feet, and one passage 35 feet by 12 feet, as 
well as a staircase. As far as can be judged at present the rooms will be very satisfactory as 
exhibition galleries. 

CASES. 


Wood was purchased for case building in 1900 and in the early part of 1901 und the 
building of the table cases for both rooms in the new block was finished. In the upper room 
there are 14 table cases measuring 12 feet by 4 feet 6 inches, and in the lower room two of 20 
feet by 4 feet 6 inches and two of 23 feet 4 inches by 4 feet 6 inches. Making 756 square feet 
for the upper and 389 square fect for the lower room. The plate glass for the 14 twelve-foot. 
cases was ordered from the Crown Agents and arrived in December. Hinges, bolts, hasps, 
handles, locks and other case fittings were also obtained from England and angle irons were 
procured locally. 


A range of four well cases was begun, for one end of the upper room, and partly finished 
by the end of the year. These cases are built on a different, and it is believed a better plan. 
than those in the older parts of the Museum. If the price proves not too great they will be 
glazed with one pane of glass to each door in place of two as in the older cases. Altogether 
the sum of $1,700 was expended on fittings for the new rooms. There still remain to be 
built 18 wall-cases for the upper room and 18 for the lower room, and the glass for all 
of these and for the four partly built ones, besides the glass for the four table cases in the 
lower room will have to be bought. As no special vote has been given for this work it 
is being done out of the general Museum expenses vote and consequently will have to be 
spread over some years, and the casing will probably not be finished till the end of 1903 
or 1904. The passage, which it is proposed to devote to reptiles, will also require about 
30 feet of wall cases, but for the present some old cases will be used for this purpose. 


CLOSURE DURING REPAIRS. 


The repairs to the front verandah necessitated the closing of the Museum from the 5th 
June to the 8th July, and advantage was taken of this to clean out the whole place and to 
have all the floors of the exhibition galleries washed and earth oiled, several of the cases, the 
turnstile, the stands of the elephants skull, the elephant’s howdah and of the Malay cannons 
re-varnished. Two wall cases painted outside and in and much other cleaning and re- arranging 
done. The Chinese “nail bed” was found to be much eaten by termites and several portions 
had to be removed and replaced by new wood, the whole was then re-coloured and gilt. New 
labels were prepared for and affixed to the heads and skulls on the walls to replace the soiled 
ones and four new skulls were hung up. The spirits of the reptile collection was changed and 
also that of the fish collection ; many of the bottles being re - labelled. 


ZOOLOGY. 


The additions to this section were fairly numerous, the most important being a Two- 
horned Rhinoceros (Rhinoceros sumutrensis) from Sitiawan, a fine male spotted Leopard 
from Kuala Kangsar, presented by W. H. Treacher, Esq., c.M.a., and a Tuntong (Batagur 
Baska) from the Perak river, presented by H.H. the Sultan of Perak.

30. Spinose Tortoise. (Geoemyda spinosa). 


In addition to the above a flat-headed Cat (Felis planiceps) and a Malayan Gavial 
(Lomistoma schlegeli) were stuffed for the Selangor Museum, while a Crocodile, a Tiger’s head, 
a black Leopard’s head, and a Hornbill were stuffed ; an Otter, three Argus Pheasants and a 
Leopard Cat were skinned for private persons. 


The Rhinoceros was trapped at Ayer Tawar, near Sitiawan. We went there on 11th and 
returned on the 26th October, bringing the skin and bones. It was a fine male measuring 
rather over 10 feet from tip to tip and weighing close upon two tons. On returning to 

Taiping the building of the mannikin was begun and the mounting was just finished by 
the end of the year; but it will be some months before it is dry enough to be ready for 
the final colouring and touching up. 


A mass of 33 Python’s eggs. weighing about 16 pounds, was brought in from Bukit 
Gantang on April 26th. They were kept and hatched out on the lst August. The largest 
of the voung snakes measured 303 inches. When first obtained the eggs were only just 
beginning to hatch, the embryo being in a very rudimentary state in one that was opened, 
so that they had not probably been laid more than a week or two. Allowing two weeks 
it would appear that Python’s eggs take 112 days to hatch. ! 


GEOLOGY. 


Two visits were paid to the Tronoh mine in Kinta, and this interesting deposit was 
examined as closely as circumstances would allow. It appears that the original mine, which 
was worked down to a depth of some 30 feet or so, had a bed of decomposed trap rock as 
the kong or bed-rock. This layer is some 30 feet thick, and beneath it is another layer 
of wash-dirt or karang. The thickness of this has not yet, I believe, been determined, but 
it is over 100 feet. It is very sticky, being largely mixed with decomposed trap, which 
forms a fine grained stiff clay. There are also many fragments of hard water-worn trap 
rock in it. It is therefore clear that this deposit was formed during the time when the 
Kinta Valley was being flooded with lava. In other parts of Kinta, where it has been 
observed, the trap rock rests directly on the top of the limestone and wash-dirt beneath 
it has not previously been recorded. The extent of the deposit has not yet been ascer- 
tained, but there was limestone shewing in the bottom of one of the mine holes not very 
far from it at a depth from the surface of only some 20 feet or so. Future work will 
doubtless prove very interesting, but judging from somewhat similar deposits which were 
worked years ago at Lahat, it may be of quite a local character. 
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"The working of this deposit involves several interesting mining problems. It was 
patent to any one having a knowledge of mining engineering that a horizontal layer of 
earth 100 feet thick could not be removed by any method of underground excavation, for 
the simple reason that no known system of timbering could be employed which would not 
cost much more than the value of the ore contents of the earth removed. With a thickness 
of 60 feet of earth on top of the excavation there would be a pressure of about 43} tons 
per square yard to be sustained by the timbering. The only possible way of working this 
mine is as an open-cast one, placing the machinery, etc., over the solid limestone, which 
will probably be found to go down as a nearly vertical wall along one side of this deep 
alluvial deposit. ‘ 


During the year a very rich tin lode was discovered at Sungei Tampoi, near Papan, 
in Kinta. This lode, which is the richest yet found in the State, is in soft white decom- 
posed granite, the feldspar of which has been converted into kaolin. It is in a low hill 
and most favourably situated for working. The tin is mostly in large crystals and not 
much mixed with iron pyrites. Several thousands of dollars worth of ore was being 
raised per day at the time the mine was visited. Some fine specimens of the ore were 
kindly given by the owners for the Museum collection. 


Prospecting has been carried on throughout the year for Messrs. W. H. Tate and 
-C. E. Cumming in the Larut District. 


I attended the Mining Conference which sat at Batu Gajah and Ipoh under the 
presidency of Mr. Cecil Wray, the District Magistrate of Kinta, from September 22nd 
to October 9th. : 


BOTANY. 


Two hundred and sixty-one mounted herbarium specimens were received from the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, Calcutta, and added to the herbarium. The Economic section was increased 
by the addition of a few specimen’ and 16 small frames to contain specimens of dried plants 
were made and plants collected and pressed to fill them. These frames are of such a size 
as to fit in amongst the glass topped tins at present in use for containing the grains and 
other products; they being the size of four unit tins. 


Sixteen. plaster of Paris models of native fruits were cast and coloured to nature for the 
fruit collection. 


ETHNOLOGY. 


A considerable number of additions were made to this section, though want of space 
necessitated the acquisitions being stored until the new Ethnological galleries are ready 
for occupation. In consequence of the large proportion of the vote for Museum expenses 
which had to be devoted to case building for the new rooms, this section, in common with 
all the others, was more or less starved and only inexpensive objects could be purchased. 


A series of specimens illustrating the manufacture of Malayan pottery at Saiong and 
Bukit Gantang was precured and at the same time full details were collected of this inter- 
esting industry for a paper on the subject. This is one of the arts which is bound to die out 
very shortly, at any rate in its present primitive form. 


Weaving and dyeing as practised at Sitiawan, in Lower Perak, was also studied and 
information and specimens obtained. The method of producing the patterns by the tieing 
and dyeing of the threads of the warp, previous to weaving, does not appear to have been 
hitherto described. 


The suggestions which I had the honour of submitting to Government in the early 
part of the year, in reference to the encouragement of Malayan Art Industries, were 
favourably considered; and a Committee of European Officials and Malays under the 
Presidency of His Highness the Sultan of Perak was appointed. The Committee met 
-at Kuala Kangsar, and made various recommendations to the Government for carrying 
out the scheme. These recommendations have been adopted and it is hoped that they 
will lead to useful results. 


LIBRARY. 


A new bookcase, 10 feet in length, was built in the early part of the year. Thirty-nine 
volumes were bound at the Government Printing Office and 19 volumes of scientific books 
were purchased with the vote of $100 provided in the Estimates for that purpose. A con- 
siderable number of books were also presented to the Museum. 


GENERAL. 


In June and July a visit was made to Kuala, Lumpur to advise as to the preparation 
-of the plans for the proposed new Selangor Museum. The final plans will probably make 
a fairly satisfactory building from a Museum point of view. 
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A considerable amount of time was taken up in attending meetings of the Centra] 
Census Committee, the Stationery Committee and the Larut Sanitary Board. 


A chemical examination was made for the Public Works Department of samples of 
water from Changkat Jong, the intake of the Teluk Anson water-works. An analysis 
was also made of the water from the ‘“ Box,” the British Resident’s hill bungalow. Zinc 
was found to be present in it to the extent of one-fourth grain per gallon or four parts 
per million. This is practically the same result as was obtained by the Government Analyst, 
Singapore, from the water which proved so poisonous to the Malay States Guides at Kuala 
Lipis in Pahang, and would appear to be the normal amount which rain water collected off 
valvanized iron roofs and stored in galvanized iron tanks holds in solution. 


A number of patients were radiographed for the Medical Department. The most in- 
teresting case was one from Selangor. It was a man who had attempted to cominit suicide 
by firing a pistol into his mouth. The bullet was shewn to be beneath the inner angle of the 
lower jaw bone and was subsequently cut down upon and extracted with ease. Other cases 
which may be mentioned were a forearm with both bones shattered by a gunshot, a hand 
with a piece of glass imbedded in it, another with a shot, and yet another with a portion 
of a needle in the base of the thumb, a dislocated hip joint, a forearm with both bones broken 
and a suspected fracture of the forearm. 


Plaster of Paris casts were taken of the arms of Gunner Hakim Din, of the Malay States 
Guides, who had had his hands accidentally blown away while at artillery practise at 
Pangkor. The plaster models were sent home for the purpose of fitting artificial hands 
for this unfortunate man.

VISITORS. 


The total number of visitors recorded during the year was 40,644. The Museum 
was open to the public on 266 days, so that the daily average attendance was 152. The 
maximum number of persons admitted in any one day was on February 4th, when 1,193- 
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were recorded, and the greatest number in a month was in April when 4,432 persons passed 
the turnstile. The Museum was closed for repairs from June 5th to July the 8th. The 
following table gives the details of the admissions :—

FINANCIAL. 


The revenue collected amounted to $1,223.22. of which $960 was tur prospecting fees 
and $263.22 for miscellaneous work. A saving of £583.50 was effected on the Estimates, 
exclusive of establishments.

REPORT ON THE CENTRAL PRISON, TAIPING, 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


NUMBER OF PRISONERS. 


The number of prisoners in Central Prison on Ist January, 1901, including safe custody, 
debtors, etc., was 282, against 328 of last year. The number of prisoners admitted during the 
year was 1, 044, compared with 670 of last year, making a total of 1,326, this being an increase 
of 374 prisoners as compared with last year. 


The number of prisoners discharged, died, transferred, etc., during the year was 895, 
as compared with 711 of last year. 


The number of prisoners in Central Prison on 31st December was 431, total 1,326. 
There were 251 long sentence prisoners in the Central Prison on 31st December, 1901. 


Females.— Four female prisoners remained on the 31st December, 1900, 15 were admitted 
during the year 1901 and 18 discharged, one remaining on 31st December, 1901. Their 
conduct was very satisfactory, no reports of breach of discipline against them. They were 
employed making prison and hospital clothing. 


EXECUTIONS. 


There were seven executions during the year (Chinese three, Tamils three, Malays one.) 


ESCAPES. 


There were no escapes from the Central Prison during the year. 


HEALTH. 


Six hundred and twenty-eight cases were treated in the gaol hospital, Taiping, compared 
with 594 of last year. There were 12 deaths, including three prisoners who committed 
suicide, an average of 1°43 per cent, as compared with two deaths last year. The Medical 
Department will report fully on the general health of the prisoners. 


PUNISHMENTS. 


Seven hundred and fourteen prisoners were punished by the Superintendent of Prisons 
and Visiting Justices, of these 22 were flogged. The principal offences were (a) idleness 
at stone-breaking, (b) breaches of Gaol discipline. The stone-breaking yard accounts for 
the greater portion of the reports, and will always do so, where the exacting of a task of 
metal from each prisoner is rigidly enforced. I consider the discipline of the Gaol in a 
very satisfactory state. 


REVENUE. 


The revenue of the Central Prison collected during the year, and paid into the Treasury, 
amounted to $10,511.41. This shews a slight decrease ($369.20) on last year. The revenue 
should, however, have been greater, as there were bills to the amount of $914.45 outstanding, 
which will of course be credited in the 1902 accounts. The above sum I consider very 
satisfactory. 


EUROPEAN STAFF. 


There have been many changes during the year amongst the European Staff. I regret 
to say Warder Battle died on the 11th May, 1901, he performed his duties in an efficient 
manner. Chief Warder Holmes and Warder Palmer proceeded on long leave to Europe, 
the former on Ist April, and the latter on Ist September, 1901, and are still on leave. 
Warder Foster was appointed Acting Chief Warder, and has carried out the duties to 
my entire satisfaction. Warders Bailey and Ross were transferred to Batu Gajah Gaol, 
and Warder Scroby was transferred to Taiping from Batu Gajah, in August, under suspen- 
sion, and I regret to say is still interdicted from duty. The services of Warder Wilkinson 
(a Warder on probation) were dispensed with, he being an unsuitable candidate. Two 
new Warders, Messrs. Belton and Bailey, are still on probation. On the whole the European 
Warders have worked very well, and their conduct has been very good, only eight cases 
against them throughout the whole year. The European Staff has been under strength;

the consequence being that a lot of extra work has been thrown on the Warders left to do 
the duty, and they have done it cheerfully. Their health has been fairly good, but I am 
of opinion, when the quarters are improved (provision for which has been made in the 
1902 Estimates) there will be less sickness amongst them. 


NATIVE STAFF. 


The Native Warders have, with few exceptions, I am pleased to say, done their work in a 
satisfactory manner. Many of the senior ones have had, on many occasions, to take charge 
of parties of convicts, through the paucity of European Warders. They have been regularly 
drilled, and have fired a quarterly musketry course as in former years. They are on the 
whole a smart, active, and hard working body of men. There have been 67 reports against 
them, none of a serious nature. Five were dismissed during the year. 


CLERICAL STAFF. 


The Clerks have worked hard, and I am pleased to say that all the books, records, etc., 
have been posted up in a thorough manner. 


WORKS AND BUILDINGS. 


A new store room was built by the Public Works Department and was occupied towards 
the end of the year. This is a great improvement, and was badly needed. 


Electric bells from all parts of the prison, communicating with the Main Gate, were 
erected by the Post and Telegraph Department, the work is of an excellent nature and 
provides against what was formerly a very noticeable want in the event of a serious disturb- 
ance or outbreak in the Gaol. 


Telephone communication is in course of erection between the Gaol and Police 
station, a much needed improvement. 


New brick cemented drains were also put down in different parts of the Gaol, 
a much better arrangement from a sanitary point of view. 


GENERAL. 


Extra-mural work consists of a party of about 50 convicts at the stone quarry and five 
men cutting grass, clearing drains, etc., round Warders quarters and Gaol compounds. 


Intra-mural work consists of stone-breaking for prisoners the first six months of 
their sentence, and carpenters’ work, rattan work, tailoring, tin and blacksmiths, etc., for 
prisoneys on promotion from the penal stage, or lower grade. 


A large amount of excellently finished work has been put out and sold, the proceeds 
‘being credited to Government. 


There were 18 habitual criminals banished from the State during the year, in addi- 
tion to nine Chinese Secret Society headmen. 


The daily average during the year was 366-27. 


In conclusion I wish to record the very satisfactory manner the Gaoler, Mr. Kydd, 
has performed his duties during the year. I can add nothing to the encomiums that have 
already been made in former years.

REPORT ON THE MATANG DISTRICT FOR THE YEAR. 1901, 


REVENUE. 


The total revenue collected amounted to $100,676.15, being $16,476.15 in excess of the 
Estimates, and an increase of $1,453.55 on the previous year. 


The items which shew the increases are Land, Forest, Licences, Customs, Port and 
Harbour Dues and Fines and Fees of Court, aggregating $17,174.22, whilst the deficiencies, 
amounting in all to $715.82, are under Rents exclusive of Land, Fees of Office, Reimburse- 
ments, Municipal and Land Sales. 


EXPENDITURE. 


The total expenditure amounted to $57,990.08, being $13,393.93 less than the amount 
voted for by the Estimates. The principal savings were under Personal Emoluments, Other 
Charges, Roads, Streets and Bridges and Works and Buildings. The chief reason of the 
savings on the latter items was that the works estimated for were not carried out. 


BALANCES. 


_ On the last day of the year there was a cash balance of $5,574.48 in the Treasury. Four 
imprests amounting to $34,000 were sent to Taiping during the year. 


TRADE. 


The total value of Imports is placed at $2,575,002, being an increase of $18,871 as 
compared with the previous year. 


There were large increases under Cement, Shingles, Drain-pipes, Cotton Goods, Fish, 
Fruit, Glassware, Hardware, Charcoal, Horses, Buffaloes, Cows and Calves, Mineral Waters, 
Coconut Oil, Ghee. Bean-sticks, Flour, Rice, Card, White and Brown Sugar, Chinese and 
Java Tobacco and Wearing Apparel. The decreases worthy of note are under Combustible 
Matters, Earthenware, Poultry, Raw Opium and Sheep and Goats. 


The Exports are valued at $3,929,745, being an increase of value as compared with 
1900 of $16,467. 
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The most noticeable increases are under the following:—Betelnut, Blachan, Copra, 
Salt Fish, Brown Sugar, Tapioca, Flour ‘and Rattans; whilst there was a falling off in 
Coffee, Patchouli, Pepper, Padi, Fruit, Live Stock, Timber, Dried Prawns, Fish Manure, 
Charcoal, Firewood and Tin. 


Specie to the amount of $462,310 was exported and 360,000 imported. Though the 
export of tin shews a decrease of 2,391 pikuls the quantity of tin-ore exported was 3,287 
pikuls more than the previous year. 


Return D* shews that 786 steamers, with a tonnage of 69,186, arrived and departed 
during the year, and that 454 native sailing craft, with a tonnage of 5,999, arrived, and 
666, with a tonnage of 7,148, left the ports. As compared with previous year there was 
an increase in the number and tonnage of steamers, and a decrease in the number and 
tonnage of sailing vessels. 


Return E* gives the total number of boats registered as 2,242, as against 2,087 regis- 
tered in 1900. There was an increuse in registration of fishing boats by 102, of passenger 
boats by 128, and a decrease in cargo boats by 75. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


The changes which took place were as follows:—In March Mr. R. Clayton, Acting 
Collector of Land Revenue, was transferred to Batang Padang, and was succeeded by 
Mr. C. S. Alexander, Cadet. Mr. A. E. Wells, Settlement Officer, was transferred to 
Gopeng in June and Raja Johor succeeded him in September. On 23rd July I took over 
charge of the District from Mr. A. L. Knaggs, who left the sume day to take up the 
appointment of Acting District Magistrate, Krian.

Muhammad Bahak, Penghulu of Trong, was dismissed from the service in September, 
and was succeeded by Mat Noordin, Penghulu of Ulu Selama, Raja Shahbuddin, Assistant 
Penghulu at Simpang, taking Mat Noordin’s place. 


There were four changes in the clerical appointments. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


The land revenue collected amounted to $17,950.90, exceeding the Estimates by $425.90, 
but $209.47 less than the collections of 1900. The principal items of excess are Licences for 
Temporary Occupation, Miscellaneous (Licences and Passes), and Survey, which shew a 
joint total of $3,183.85, against an estimate of $2,175. The chief deficiencies, amounting 
to $776.30, occur in Land Rents, Demarcation, Register of Transfers, and Licences to Collect 
Sea-shells. The first is attributed to an indifferent padi harvest and the rest to an over 
sanguine estimate. The rents appearing as due on Ist January, 1902, were $14,425.65 current 
and $575.25 arrears. 


Seven auction sales were held during the year and 104 lots of agricultural land bearing a 
rent of $363.60 reverted to Government, the land in the majority of cases being valueless and 
abandoned. A few lots, however, were sold and arrears recovered, 


One thousand and eighteen acres of land were alienated during 1901, as against 965 acres 
in 1900. Two applications for nipah land were registered and four applications for building 
lots were received. One hundred and forty-four Mukim Extracts were issued and 244 lots were 
settled during the year. 


Mr. A. E. Wells and Raja Johor were employed in land settlement, the former from 
January to June and the latter from September to end of the year. 


There are 11 large estates in this District, five of which are planted with sugar, the 
largest being the Sungei Gedong estate. The other estates, the Selinsing, Simpang, Jebong. 
Regala and Matang Jambu, are planted with coconuts, coffee and rubber. 


There is one Tapioca estate; it is situated at Temerloh and belongs to Goh Hooi Chew, 
who is also the owner of a sugar estate in that locality. 


All the estates appear to be doing well, but scarcity of labour is the general complaint. 


FORESTS. 


The forest revenue for this District amounted to $28,210.94, on an estimate of $23,350, 
Firewood passes shew an increase of $8,529; Timber, $608; Jungle Produce, $88. 


SURVEYS. 


The revenue survey has been carried out under the direction of Mr, E. J. Kemplen, 
District. Surveyor. 


Two large agriculture! blocks of 2,406 acres in Selinsing, for the cultivation of sugar-cane, 
were surveyed, one of these being a concession of 836 acres granted to Heng Joo Heain and 
the other a block of 1,570 was taken up by Mr. J. Turner on behalf of Sir W. Ramsden; 87 
miles of road and circuit traverses were run by the District Surveyor. In small holdings 
283 agricultural lots, comprising 1,074 acres, were demarcated. 


Survey fees to the amount of $1,938.55 was collected during the year. 


Demarcation fees realized $405, a decrease of $395 on the collections of the previous 
year. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 


The Police force of the District consists of 55 non-commissioned officers and men distri- 
buted among six stations. 


The general work and conduct of the Police has, I am informed, been good. 


The number of cases reported to the Police during the year was 684; of these 312 were 
brought before the Court. The cases reported include 203 cases of theft, 12 cases of house- 
breaking, 121 cases of absconding coolies and one of arson (discovered). No murder cases 
were reported and only one of highway robbery (discovered). Z 
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Twelve crocodiles of a total length of 103 feet were killed, for which rewards were paid. 
Forty - five dogs were registered and none destroyed. Four tigers and seven poisonous snakes 
of various lengths were killed and rewards paid for the same. 


COURTS. 


Five hundred and eighty-six Criminal and 169 Civil cases were dealt with during the 
year, against 564 and 161, respectively, in 1900. The Penghulus disposed of 30 petty police 
cases and 30 small civil cases. 


The actual revenue received by the Courts was $1,971.60, and the Penghulus’ and Kathis 
Courts brought in a revenue of $63.96. 


There were four inquests. There were no administrations cases. 


The number of applications registered under Succession Duties Order in Council, No, 3 
of 1898, were 14, and orders were made in 7. 


Six cases were committed for trial to the Senior Magistrate’s Court. There were no 
appeals. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


The amount spent on Works and Buildings was $10,192.91, out of an estimate of $17,720. 
The most important works carried out were School-house with quarters, Matang Glugor ; 
Teacher’s quarters, Kampong Dew; New Police Station with quarters for married men, 
Temerloh ; removal of Gunong Semanggol Police Station to Simpang Ampat; New Post 
office, Matang; the total cost being $5,400. Irrigation Works absorbed $1,671.55 ; Minor 
Works, $862.87 and Current Repairs, $988.88. 


On Roads, Streets and Bridges, $7,973 was spent against an estimate of $9,300, and 
a large amount of work was done. 


SANITARY BOARD. 
A separate report under this heading has been forwarded to you by the Chairman. 


The amount of revenue collected was $1,408.63, a decrease of $441.37 on the amount 
estimated and $282.36 less than the sum collected in 1900. The deficiency is mainly due 
to the abolition of the Market farms. 


The expenditure was $3,295.09, against an estimate of $3,590, leaving a balance of 
$294.91. Three ordinary and one special meeting of the Board was held during the year. 


9 ietiee F* is a comparative statement of the actual revenue collected during 1900 
and 1901. 


HEALTH. 


The general health of the District has been very good and there was no epidemic during 
the year; intermittent fever, scabies and ulcers being the chief causes of sickness. 


The number of cases treated at the Matang out-door dispensary was 57§ as against 911 
in the previous year. 


TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL. 


The total rainfall during the year was 93-36 inches, against 99:18 inches in 1900. The 
greatest rainfall in 24 hours was four inches, three-quarters of an inch more than the greatest 
fall in the previous year. The highest temperature was 93° and the lowest 66°. The greatest 
rainfall in one month was 17-12 inches in July, against 15:23 inches in the month of Septem- 
ber in the previous year. 


EDUCATION. 
There are now twelve schools in the District with an average enrolment of 374 and 


average attendance of 281. The attendance has improved from 69 per cent in 1900 to 75 per 
cent in 1901. 


The yearly examination was held in November, and the Inspector reports that the resulte 
obtained were satisfactory.

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POST AND TELEGRAPHS. 


There is one office in the District. The revenue collected by this office was $611.46 
as against $993.78 in 1900. Two mails are delivered daily and two despatched, except 
Sundays. There have been a few changes in the staff during the year. 


POPULATION AND IMMIGRATION. 


The number of births registered by the Police during the year was 284, of these 100 were 
males and 184 females. The deaths registered numbered 143 males and 107 females. 


Return C* is a comparative statement of arrivals at and departures from Port Weld 
during the years 1900 and 1901. The total arrivals numbered 24,942 and departures 22,915. 


GENERAL. 
The lights and beacons were kept in good repair, and no complaints, I understand, were 
received from Masters of vessels trading to the ports of this District regarding them. 


It is satisfactory to note that the revenue for the year exceeded the expenditure by 
$42,686.07.

REPORT ON THE TELUK ANSON SANITARY BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


MEETINGS. 
The Board met four times during the year. 


REVENUE. 


The total revenue collected during the year was $10,443.58, as per statement A,* which 
shews an excess over the amount estimated of $2,868.58, and an increase of $488.58 over the 
amount collected in 1900. 


EXPENDITURE. 
The total expenditure amounted to $12,141.92, as per statement B.* 


VEHICLES. 


There being such a small mileage of metalled roads in the District, there are no gharries 
or rickishas to register, but the carts have produced $479.75. 


CONSERVANCY. 


The average number of coolies employed was 38, with two tindals; over five miles of 
streets and roads were swept daily, five carts were employed in removing town refuse, and 
8,373 cart-loads were removed during the year. All drains were flushed daily and occa- 
sionally disinfected. The expenditure under the head of Scavenging was $3,498.36, inclusive 
of cost of tools and other charges. 


TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 


All lanes in the town were kept in good order, and several low lying places were raised. 
Open spaces were kept in fair order, and over 290 shade trees were planted about the town 
and existing ones maintained. 


REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL. 


This most important work was satisfactorily carried out departmentally ; the expenditure 
on this account amounted to $1,599.81, and fees collected from householders came to $1,671. 


LIGHTING. 


Street lighting was done by contract at a monthly cost of $124.67; 91 lamps were lighted 
nightly with Devoe’s oil. 
REST- HOUSE. 


This was well looked after, 376 visitors used the house, and a sum of $567.50 was 
collected in fees. 


INCINERATOR. 


The incinerator gave entire satisfaction, consuming daily between 22 and 23 cart-loads of 
refuse, and over 1,195 pounds of night-soil, which represents 418,650 cubic feet, or over 2,000 
tons of refuse, and over 194 tons of night-soil during the year. There is no smell, and all is 
reduced to fine ash. It has never been necessary to purchase fuel, and the working expenses 
amount to $32 per month only. 


BUILDINGS. 


Seven first class buildings were constructed by the public on plans approved by the 
Board, and six shop- houses were repaired. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


One hundred and six notices were served on the public, and 28 summonses were taken out 
for infringement of the Sanitary Board Regulations.

GENERAT.. 


Some name boards for streets were put up, 12 new hard-wood dust bins were purchased 
and old ones repaired. Men were provided to look after the Cemetery and the ground 
surrounding the Market, Dhoby-house, Rest- houses, Post. Office and H.H. the Raja Muda’s 
compound. One case of cholera occurred in the town, which ended fatally, but there were no 
further cases within the municipal limits. Great, attention was paid to sanitation and the 


neat and well cared for appearance of the town reflects great credit on the Sanitary Inspector, 
Mr. Sonee.

FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


MEETINGS. 


Twelve meetings were held during the year and the Board was constituted from time 
to time as follows :—

REVENUE. 


The revenue amounted to $9,541.24, being $1,366.24 in excess of the Estimates, and 
$428.16 more than the total receipts of 1900. The Market Farm and collection of fees were 
discontinued from Ist January and hence the decrease under this head. 


EXPENDITURE. 
On an estimate of $10,049, an actual expenditure of 39,342.82 was incurred. 


ASSESSMENT. 
As in 1900 an assessment of 5 per cent was charged on house property, with, in Tapah 
only, an additional 2 per cent to cover expenses of the Fire Brigade. 


In 1902 the villages of Chenderiang and Temcoh, gazetted in 1901 under the control of the 
Board, will begin to pay rates. 


Out of a total assessment of $1,522.62, $1,443.53 have been collected from the townships 
of Tapah and Bidor. The actual for 190 was $852.24. 


REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL. 


This work was done departmentally by a gang of Chinese coolies specially engaged for 
the purpose. The ground purchased in 1900 for the disposal of night-soil was cleared and is 
now in daily use. 


BUILDINGS. 


Bidor shews a decided increase in buildings. At Chenderiang measures are being taken 
for the removal of the old village. 


REST--HOUSE. 


During 1901, 291 persons visited the Tapah Rest-house as compared with 219 in 1900. 
A small amount of money was spent in necessary repairs. 


Tanjong Malim Rest- house, a new building, was taken over by the Sanitary Board. 


The Rest - house at. Bidor was also transferred to the Board. 


GENERAL. 


Details of revenue and expenditure, number of vehicles, etc., will be found in the 
attached returns.* Owing to a succession of changes in the personnel of the employés work 
has not been so satisfactory as it might have been. 

Mr. Ah Khan was Inspector till the end of June when he was succeeded by Mr. 
Durasamy, who in turn gave way to Mr. Remedios, the present Inspector. Under the 
circumstances it must be admitted that good progress has been made.

REPORT ON THE KUALA KANGSAR SANITARY BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


The revenue collected was $3,066.02, on an estimate of $2,875. The revenue for the 
previous year amounted to $2,899.70. 


The principal work carried out during the year was the laying down of brick drains 
at Sungei Siput. Private drains from the shop-houses are now being constructed to connect. 
with them. 


A staff of 10 scavenging coolies was maintained. The men were distributed between 
Kuala Kangsar, Sungei Siput and Padang Rengas. 


Hight meetings of the Board were held during the year. 
The incinerator at Kuala Kangsar performed its duties in a fairly satisfactory manner. 


The Sanitary Inspector, Mr. Remedios, was transferred to Batang Padang at the 
vend of November, his place here being taken by Mr. Chelliah.

REPORT ON THE MATANG SANITARY BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 


The total revenue collected during the year was $1,408.63, being a deficit of $441.37 
on the Estimates, and $282.36 less than was collected in 1900. The deficiency is, in a 
great measure, due to the abolition of the Market Farms. All heads of revenue shew 
decreases with the exception of Kerosine Oil and Removal of Night-soil. 


The total expenditure amounted to $3,295.09, against an estimate of $3,510. 


HOUSE ASSESSMENT. 


The rate book shews a collection of $617.31 on the assessment of $700.50. The increase’ 
as compared with the collections in 1900, is $54.57. On the 3lst December there were no 
arrears, but a sum of $76.86 had to be written off as irrecoverable. 


SCAVENGING. 


The daily average of coolies employed in Matang and Port Weld was 14 and four carts. 
Eight hundred cart-loads of refuse were removed and deposited on a patch of ground outside 
town limits. 


LIGHTING. 


The lighting was done by contract. Thirty lamps were lighted every night at a cost of 
$1.15 per lamp. There are no lamps at Port Weld. 


REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL. 


This work was done by contract. The expenditure on this account amounted to $682.94, 
and fees collected from householders came to $392. The night-soil is buried in some waste 
land on the Matang Glugor road some distance from Matang. 


TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 


All unalienated spaces in towns were kept clean of weeds and bush-wood. There are 
no week drains and the present earth drains are hard to keep in anything like a sanitary 
condition. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


Eighteen prosecutions were instituted for breaches of the regulations and 29 summonses. 
were issued for recovery of taxes due. 
MEETINGS. 


Three ordinary and one special meeting were held during the year.

FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


MEETINGS. 
One special and 12 ordinary meetings of the Board were held during the year. 


REVENUE. 


The total amount of revenue collected during the year was $44,344.48, which is $780.52 
less than the sum estimated, and $6,776.28 less than the total collected in 1900. This is 
accounted for under item Markets, the receipts under this head being only $2,346.56 on an 
estimate of $12,000. 


The only other item which shews a deficit is Sale of Jinrikisha Badges. This is due to 
the estimate being based on a charge of $1.50 per badge, whereas the charge levied is only $1. 


The heads of’ revenue which shew a marked increase are Taxes on Vehicles, House 
Assessment and Lighting, Fire and Water Rates, and Opium Shop Licences. 


The arrears unrecovered at the end of the year represent a comparatively small sum, viz., 
$224.91, due under the following heads :— Removal of Night-Soil, $104.25; House Assess- 
ment and Lighting and Fire and Water Rates, $87.66 ; and Dhobi-houses, $33. 


A comparative statement* of revenue is appended. 


EXPENDITURE. 
The expenditure for the year amounted to $38,059.44 on an estimate of $40,472.34.

CONSERVANCY. 


The expenditure under head of scavenging amounted to $8,999.67. The daily average 
number of coolies employed was 68 and two tindals. The total number of cart-loads of 
refuse removed was 14,373, of which 11,330 loads were destroyed at the incinerator, the 
unburnable balance being deposited in an old mine hole. 


Forty-one street dust-bins of granite rubble and cement were constructed during the 
year. The number of these bins in use at present is 93. 


The drainage of the town was greatly improved by the extension of the large masonry 
drain to Assam Kumbang Road, a distanee of about 295 chains. 
LIGHTING. 


The work of street lighting was very satisfactorily carried out by contract at a cost of 
$38,999.36. This shews an increase of $497.56 on the expenditure for previous year, which is 
due to the enhanced price of Devoe’s oil. 


The number of lamps lighted daily was 219.

TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 


With limited funds at the disposal of the Board under this head the most important 
work undertaken was the clearing of jungle and filling in swamps on the outskirts of the 
town. 


The work of levelling the land between Museum Road and the State Surgeon’s quarters 
was commenced in November, and was still in progress at the end of the year. 


A sum of $747.32 was spent under this head. 


REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL. 


This service, a most important one in a sanitary point of view, was satisfactorily carried 
out departmentally. The expenditure amounted to $7,432.99, and the fees collected from 
house- holders to $6,167.35. 


Fees uncollected at the end of the year amounted to $104.25. 


No‘ charge is made for the removal of the soil from Barracks, Gaol, Government 
quarters and Hospital. 


INCINERATOR. 


It cannot be said that the incinerator gave entire satisfaction, partly owing to its being 
improperly worked during the greater part of the year, and partly through the want of 
shelter for the furnaces. Towards the end of the year, however, a marked improvement 
was made. During December over 9,000 gallons of night-soil and 927 cart-loads of town 
refuse were destroyed, an average of 300 gallons and 30 loads daily. 


It was not found necessary to purchase fuel as trimmings from the town shade trees 
with the town refuse met requirements. A shelter was erected over the furnaces in December. 
The working expenses amounted to about $54 per mensem. 


BUILDINGS. 


Twenty-seven plans were passed by the Board during the year. Of these 12 were for 
second class shop-houses, one for a boarding house attached to the Treacher Girls’ School, 
one for an Orphanage, Roman Catholic Mission, three for detached dwelling-houses, nine 
for plank and atap houses and one for a smelting works. 


Eleven new houses were completed, and 16 brick buildings are still under construction. 


REST-HOUSE. 


The total number of visitors who availed themselves of the Rest-house was 1,927. A 
daily average of five. 


The fees collected amounted to $993.50 and the expenditure to $925.44, 


MARKETS. 


In accordance with instructions received from Government market dues were practi- 
cally abolished from the lst January. A small charge of five cents per stall being levied 
to cover working expenses. No charge being made for the sale of fish. This liberality 
on the part of Government was expected to be the means of reducing the price of food 
stuffs. Unfortunately that object has not been attained, and the only persons who appear 
to have benefited by the transaction are the stall holders, and a few house owners who, 
taking advantage of the exclusion of the vendors of dry goods from the market, have 
raised their rents considerably. 


The fees collected during the year amounted to $2,346.56. In 1900 the amount of 
revenue derived from this source was $14,775.53, so that the receipts for year under review 
fell short of those of the previous year by $12,428.97. Working expenses amounted to $1,060, 


The dilapidated wooden stands in the poultry market were replaced by iron ones in 
December. 


LAUNDRIES. 
The accommodation at the Tupai laundry having been supplemented by four sets of 


rooms, the dhobies from Museum Road were transferred thereto on the 30th September, 
and the Museum Road laundry buildings were subsequently demolished. 
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STAFF. 


Mr. S. Ariacuddy was appointed Chief Clerk on the Ist January, vice Mr. S. 8S. 
Mathyaparanam retired on pension. Mr. Tam Kwan Nam, Second Clerk, resigned the 
Government service on 3lst March, and Mr. C. V. J. Williams, Clerk, Gaol Department, 
was appointed to succeed him. 


PROSECUTIONS. 
One hundred and forty-nine summonses for various breaches of the Sanitary Board 


By-laws and Vehicle Regulations were disposed of by the presiding Magistrate. The 
fines inflicted during the year amounted to $803. 


For assaulting the Registrar of Vehicles three jinrikisha pullers were sentenced, one 
to four months and two to three months rigorous imprisonment. 


GENERAL. 


Mr. F. St. G. Caulfeild took over the duties of Chairman on the 13th April, from 
Mr. E. H. Wallich, who proceeded on leave. Dr. M. J. Wright was appointed Chairman, 
vice Mr. F. St. G. Caulfeild, on the 16th October. 


Thirty-three draught bullocks were purchased by the Board during the year, and four 
deaths occurred among the old stock. The number of Government bullocks in the service 
of the Taiping Sanitary Board on the 3lst December was 53. 


Ninety-two stray animals were impounded by the Board’s staff during the year. 
Forty dead shade trees were cut. 


Tenders for the supply of beef and mutton were called for on the 24th April. Seven 
tenders were received, and that of Messrs. Pitchay Bros. & Co. of Penang, was accepted 
for a period of two years from Ist August, 1901.

REPORT ON THE KRIAN SANITARY BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


MEETINGS. 
Twelve ordinary meetings of the Board were held during the year. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 


The total amount of revenue collected during the year was $8,392.53, being $92.53 above 
the estimated sum, $8,300. 


Attention may be drawn to the excess realised over the Estimates under the following 
heads of revenue :—Taxes on Vehicles, $931; Fire and Water Rates, $460.60; Kerosine Oil 
Stores, $187; Licence for Special Trades, $2(); Rest-house Fees, $41.50, and Miscellaneous, 
$126.08. 


The heads of revenue in which there was a decrease :— Markets, $1,092.40; House 
Assessment and Lighting, $25.75; Street Stalls, $11; Removal of Night-soil, $299.50, and 
Sale of Night-soil Buckets, $195. 


The decrease of revenue under the heading Removal of Night-soil and Sale of Night- 
soil Buckets was due chiefly to the fact that no collections were made on account of removal 
ee night -soil from the town of Bagan Serai as this work for this town was not carried out by 
the Board. 


The collections on account of the Markets having failed to reach the Estimates was also 
owing to the fact that the Markets were not farmed out as hitherto. 


The total expenditure for the year amounted to $13,684.61, against an estimate of 
$15,088, leaving a balance of $1,403.39. 


Detailed Statements* of Revenue and Expenditure are attached. 


CONSERVANCY AND SCAVENGING. 


The daily average number of coolies employed was 24. The town roads and streets are 
swept daily by the Board coolies. Three carts are employed daily for removal of town-refuse : 
on an average 12 cart-loads of refuse are removed daily, or about 4,380 per annum. In Parit 
Buntar and Bagan Serai the refuse is burnt in the incinerator, but at Kurau, where there is 
no incinerator, this refuse is used for filling up cesspools. 


All drains are flushed and cleaned daily, and disinfected twice a week. 


TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Board has endeavoured during the year to improve as much as possible the general 
appearance of the town by removing the scattered plots of grass on sides of roads. 


All lanes were improved, and several low places raised. 
The work of trimming the grass and cleaning the earth drains on sides, of roads within 
the suburbs of the town -limits, was done by the Public Works Department. 
REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL. 


The work of removing night-soil from the town of Parit Buntar was carried out by 
contract up to 3lst October, and from Ist November the Board, having all the necessary 
provisions required, carried out the work departmentally. Altogether there are 86 latrines, 
and a fee of 75 cents per month, per house, is charged. 


LIGHTING. 


Lighting street lamps is done by contract at a cost of $108 a month. The number of 
lamps lighted daily is 72. 


During the end of the year, 15 new lanterns were substituted for some of the old and 
worn out lanterns. All lamp posts were repainted.

BUILDINGS. 


Nine new brick buildings were erected in Bagan Serai during the beginning of the year ; 
and another four brick buildings are in course of construction. 
Several servants latrines were also constructed in Parit Buntar for Government Officers 
quarters. 
_ MARKETS. 
The different Markets were not farmed out this year. The freeing of the Markets has 


not in any way proved successful. The prices of the different articles of food are much the 
same; and in some respects much dearer. 


The revenue under this heading amounted to $1,307.60, against $2,424 in 1900, when the 

Markets were farmed out. 
PROSECUTIONS. 

Forty-five summonses for various breaches of the Sanitary Board By-laws were dealt 

with during the year. 
STAFF. 

Mr. Lim Chong Sye was appointed Sanitary Board Clerk on the Ist May, in place of Mr. 

Chu Teong Kong transferred to District Hospital, Bagan Serai; and on the 15th December, 


Mr. Lim Chong Sye was transferred to Sanitary Board, Lower Perak, being relieved by 
Muhammad Abbas. 


GENERAL. 


The general sanitation of the different towns was well looked after during the year; 
every member of the Board rendering every necessary advice and help where necessary. 


Great assistance has been rendered to the Board by the District Surgeon, Dr. Haviland, 
who has made quarterly inspections of the towns and house to house inspections.

It will be observed that the revenue of the Department is steadily on the increase, that 
for 1901 over 1900 being $25,711.03. 


The excess of revenue on estimate for the year is $9,984.85. This excess is chiefly due to 
increased assessment collections. The chief large deficit on estimate is that for market fees, 
which is due to the fact that the markets were not, as formerly, farmed out for the year. 
There is a large deficit on estimate of some $3,000 on the sale of jinrickisha badges. On 
what basis the estimate ($4,500) was made I cannot say, but it appears to be unreasonable. 


HOUSE ASSESSMENT. 


Assessment collection have increased in the last three years as follows :— 1899, $22,546.45 ; 
1900, $29,048.95 ; 1901, $39,304. The increase for 1901 over 1900 being $10,276.94. 


This large increase is due to the two facts: first, that the number of houses in the 
townships under the jurisdiction of the Board has greatly increased of late, and second, 
that throughout the district generally the value of house property has gone up, and in 
some cases very considerably. 


The register for the Batu Gajah Division shews a full collection for the year. 


In [poh and Gopeng Divisions there are arrears to the extent of some $500, which it is 
hoped will be collected almost immediately. 


EXPENDITURE. 


From the statement of expenditure for the last four years shewn below it will be seen 
that nearly twice as much is now being spent annually as was spent four years ago.

SCAVENGING. 
This work was done departmentally during the year, and on the whole satisfactorily. 


The average number of coolies employed monthly was 187, and carts 22. 


REMOVAL OF NIGHT- SOIL. 


This work was done departmentally, and I think in all towns except Ipoh more satisfac- 
torily than in 1900. In June the new two bucket system was started in Ipoh. Owing to the 
businesslike way in which the Sanitary Inspector took the matter in hand there was little or 
no trouble in getting house- owners to purchase buckets. Since this system was started there 
has been continual trouble with the Chinese labour employed for the work, and up to the 
present time buckets have never been removed daily from each house on account of the 
coolies refusing to work full hours. This matter has several times been reported to the 
Board, who have in turn reported to Government, and suggested after careful consideration 
the best way to overcome the difficulty. 


With regard to the night-soil overseers in the district, I have nothing good to report. 
With the exception of one, they are a worthless lot of men. 


With regard to the collection of night-soil fees some money yet remains to be collected 
as arrears, ‘This is chiefly due to the bad work of the Batu Gajah overseer (since dismissed) 
and the poor health of the Gopeng overseer. 


DRAINAGE. 


The drainage in several of the towns in the district has been greatly improved during the 
year, especially in Kampar, Menglembu and Gopeng, where a number of very necessary brick 
drains have been laid. 

STREET LIGHTING. 


This work was done by contract, and although a good price was paid the contractor, 

the lighting was nearly the whole year through extremely bad. After several warnings 

+a small fine was imposed, but appeared to have little effect. The lamps in the district 

are of a poor class and at their best give but little light. It is to be hoped that before 
long the Board will see its way to purchasing lamps with a better class of burners. 


The number of lamps in the district in December was 251 :—Ipoh division, 126; Gopeng 
division, 55; Batu Gajah division, 70. That is a total of 251, as compared with 214 in 
December, 1900. 

PROSECUTIONS. 


The number of prosecutions arising from breach of Sanitary Board By-laws amounted 
during the year tu 190, as follows :—Ipoh division, 104; Gopeng division, 46; Batu Gajah 
division, 40. 

FIRES. 


The number of serious fires in the various towns in the district during the year amounted 
to six. A disastrous fire occurred in Kampar in February, in which some 32 houses, chiefly 
wooden ones, were destroyed. Brick houses have now taken the place of those burnt. In 
Ipoh, five houses were destroyed by fire in November. In March a great part of the village 
of Chemor was destroyed, 37 ‘houses (of a poor class) being burnt. Many of these have been 
replaced by brick houses. Ten houses were destroyed by a fire in Tekka Menglembu in 
January. A fire occurred in Sungei Siput in December, in which several atap houses were 
destroyed. Nineteen atap houses in Seputeh were destroyed by fire in August. 
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BUILDINGS. 


Building on a more or less extensive scale has been in progress in most of the towns 
in the district throughout the whole of the year. Seventy-nine plans, comprising 252 houses,. 
have been pasxed by the Board. The majority of these were for first class houses. Since the 
great fire in Kampar, up to the present time, a great number of new houses have been erecti-d, 
at one time there being close on 100 in course of erection. Out of the 17 towns and villages 
under the jurisdiction of the Board, at least eight shew decided signs of rapidly growing larger, 
more especially Ipoh, Kampar, Menglembu and Papan.  ~ 


REST -HOUSES. 


The number of rest-houses in use in the district is six. During the early part of 
the year the new rest-house in Gopeng was completed, and made ready for occupation. 


In July the old rest-house in Kuala Depang was repaired, furmshed, and again opened 
to visitors. 


During the latter part of the year four additional bed-rooms were completed, two 
for Kampar rest-house, and two for Ipoh rest-house. These have been furnished, and 
are ready for occupation. Including these four new rooms, there are now 29 bed-rooms 
in the six rest-houses in the district. 


Seven hundred and eighteen names are recorded in the Ipoh rest- house visitors book for 
the year. 


VEHICLES. 


As will be seen from the statement below the revenue of this branch of the Sanitary 
Board Department has greatly increased during the year.

TOWN IMPROVEMENTS. 


A good deal has been done during the year in the way of clearing bluker, filling in 
holes, clearing up roads und planting open spaces. 


Two public latrines were built in Batu Gajah. 


An earth bank to prevent the encroachment of the river on the village of Batu Gajah was 
started, to be continued next year. 


The Sanitary Board bullock-shed in Kampar was converted into a store. 


TREE PLANTING. . 


The planting of young shade trees along the streets of the more important towns in the 
district was proceeded with during the wet weather towards the close of the year.

Most of the above were fenced in with stakes and wire netting. 


The majority of the young trees planted last year in Ipoh are thriving, about 10 per cent 
only having failed. 
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SANITARY BOARD BUILDINGS. 


The following buildings were completed by the Public Works Department and handed 
over to the Sanitary Board during the year :— Public latrines in Batu Gajah, Ipoh, Menglembu, 
Papan, Gopeng and Kampar; Rest-house, Gopeng ; Coolie lines and bullock - sheds, Kampar ; 
Incinerators, Kampar, Menglembu, Batu Gajah and Gopeng. 


The number of incinerators in the district is now five, all of which appear to work 
well and cause no trouble, with the exception of that in Ipoh; with regard to which 
several reports have been made during the year. The burning of the night-soil is partly 
the cause of the bad smells complained of, but it is thought that the work connected 
with the cleaning of the night-svil buckets is chiefly at fault. To remedy this a large 
outlay appears necessary for the construction of a special place, with drainage arrange- 
ments, in which to clean the buckets. In the other incinerators only a comparatively 
small amount of night-soil is burnt. 


STAFF. 


Head Office, Batu. Gujah.— The Acting Chief Clerk absconded on April 1st. The present 
Chief Clerk took up his duties in April 10th. The Clerk and Storekeeper was transferred 
elsewhere in May. A new Clerk and Storekeeper was appointed in July. The present Clerk 
was appointed in May. During the whole of the year this office has been without the Second 
Clerk, he having been lent to the Registrar of Vehicles, Ipoh. 


Outstations.—The Sanitary Inspector, Gopeng, was arrested in February, charged with 
Criminal Breach of Trust, and in March convicted and sentenced to nine months imprison- 
ment. A successor was appointed as Sanitary Inspector, Gopeng, and took up his duties 
in March. The Overseer, Batu Gajah, was dismissed in November. 


GENERAL. 


Sanitary Board affairs in the Gopeng division have been in a disturbed state throughout 
the greater part of the year. After the arrest of the Sanitary Inspector in February a suc- 
cessor was appointed, who was quite unfitted for the work. Being unable to speak a word of 
Malay he has all along been under a great disadvantage and of little use. In June com- 
plaints were made concerning his conduct. Investigations were made and the result, with 
recommendations of the Board, reported to Government. Since his appointment the Sanitary 
Inspector has suffered continually from sickness, which has on numerous occasions incay 
citated him from work. Trouble has also been experienced with the overseers. Altogether 
this district has been unfortunate with regard to Sanitary Board affairs, and until men of the 
right class are appointed as Sanitary Inspectors (one in Gopeng and one in Kampar) no im- 
provement can be looked for. 


A case of plague occurred in Ipoh in February. Energetic measures were taken, and the 
disease prevented from spreading.

REPORT ON THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


For convenience of reference I will make my remarks in the same order as the returns .* 


The Estimates provided for a total strength of 919. On the Ist of January the actual 
strength was 848, and on the 31st December, 887. The deficiency at the end of the year 
was chiefly in the Malay Establishment, only two Indian vacancies existing. Any shortage 
is inconvenient, as the full strenyth is not equal to the requirements of the State. The fact 
is that suitable Malays are not forthcoming for Police work. ‘The reason is that more pay 

_and less irksome duties are obtainable under other Departments and in employments outside 
_ Government service. 


During the year there have been two, and sometimes three, vacancies for Inspectors, while 
- with provision for two Assistant Commissioners, there is available only one. 


Discipline was well maintained and the return of offences calls for no comment as it 
shews an average number and 20 less than in 1900. 


Two hundred and six Indians offered themselves for enlistment and of these 79 were 
engaged. One hundred and nine Malays offered and 70 were engaged. 


Sixty-four men were discharged during the year, and 32 were dismissed the Force for 
misconduct. 


The performances in musketry shewed fair all round proficiency. Out of a total of 
741 men exercised, 132 men were classified as marksmen, and 180 as first class shots, and 
720 men were put through the additional course (Vanishing Target). 


There were 43 fires, and the amount of property destroyed was valued by the owners 
at $251,605.10. The various fire-stations were efficiently manned, and the fire appliances 
maintained in good order. 


Crimes reported to the Police present no abnormal record, the 17,204 reported being 
in excess of the previous year by 1,7U7, but less than in 1892, 1893, 1894, 1895, and less 
by 3,305 than 1896. The per-centage of cases discovered was 47, but it reaches the respect- 
able ‘figure of 66°60 per cent if breach of contract (absconding coolies) is omitted. 


These figures I am aware are not convincing, and indeed the use of the word “dis- 
covered” lends itself to criticiam, but I am satisfied with the results and to test them I 
refer to Courts and Prisons records, which will shew the number of persons charged before 
the Magistrates and the number committed to gaol. These are facts not to be gain-said. 
But I do not wish this to be taken for complete satisfaction with the state of affairs. 


Serious crime shews an increase of 36 more cases reported in 1901 than in 1900. There 
were 20 murders reported (two less than in the previous year), and of these 13 were dis- 
covered. In some of the undiscovered ones the perpetrators are known, so we may hope 
for eventual success. Brief details of each are appended (X *). Gang robberies and high- 
way robberies are the crimes that present the most difficulty, owing to the nature of the 
country in which they occur, the facility that the robbers have in locating spoil obtainable 
with little risk, and the innate objection in the Chinese to render any assistance to their 
neighbours. 


Many of the robberies reported are of a very trifling nature, on the other hand, others are 
daring and characterised by great brutality. "To cope with the latter, prompt and severe 
punishment in the cases discovered is necessary. 


The extradition returns are unimportant. In such cases our principal difficulty is in 
obtaining a sufficiently long remand to enable the Government to communicate with the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements. This, of course, only applies to cases in which we 
seek rendition. 


The births registered were 5,954, 805 more than the previous year. Deaths 12,701, 
a decrease of 1,299, and yet 3,945 more than in 1899. A new Enactment has provided for 
more elaborate records, but its operation has been postponed to 1902. 


This Return shews that 2,732 dogs were registered during the year, and 1,369 un- 
registered dogs shot. 


Not printed. 
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Some Chinese Protectorate duties devolve on the Deputy Commissioner of Police in 
Taiping in respect of the protection of women and girls. Of these 166 reported their arrival. 
16 left the State; 15 were protected by security bonds. 


The Financial returns* shew that the total cost of the Force was $287,233.07, which 
shews a considerable saving on the estimate, owing to the strength being below the Establish- 
ment (Vide A*). The revenue collected by the Department amounted to $17,761. Pensions 
paid were a little more than $12,000. 


HEALTH. 


‘The health of the men may be considered as good, with the exception of those stationed 
at Batu Gajah, where the men constantly complain of illness. In Perak 572 were admitted to 
hospital, 262 of these being in Kinta. There were 12 deaths, one by drowning. 


GENERAL. 


Mr. W. W. Douglas, the Deputy Commissioner of Police, for whom I had been acting, 
returned from leave in March, when I proceeded to Selangor to act for the Deputy Com- 
missioner of that State, Mr. Wagner, on leave. When Captain Talbot went on leave Mr. 
Douglas was appointed to act for him as Commissioner of Police, Federated Malay States, 
and when Mr. Wagner returned from leave in April, I again took over charge of the Perak 
Police. Captain Jones Parry was appointed Assistant Commissioner of Police, Taiping, in 
April. Mr. Walter was appointed Acting Assistant Commissioner of Police, Kinta, in 
August. Inspector Evans was promoted Chief Inspector, vice Buswell, retired on pension. 
A. McRory (Prisons Department, Straits Settlements), T. Rayney, D. McCarthy and 
C. Warnes, (H.M.S. “ Brisk”) were appointed Inspectors. Mr. T. W. Rowley, Assistant 
Commissioner of Police, Selangor, acting as Assistant Commissioner, Kinta, was transferred 
to the Land Department, Negri Sembilan, on 1st August, 1901. Mr. Walter was transferred 
to Wei- Hai- Wei, on 17th December, 1901. Inspector D. McCarthy was permitted to resign 
on 12th July, 1901. Chief Inspector Buswell and Inspector J. McKeon retired on pension. 
Inspector Charter resigned on 31st May, 1901. 


New police stations were built at Kati and Salak, in Kuala Kangsar District, and 
at Simpang Ampat and Kuala Kurau in Krian. The station at Gunong Semanggol was 
moved to Simpang Ampat (Matang). 


Quarantine duties were as usual performed by the Police, with the assistance of 
watchinen. 


Outbreaks of cholera, small-pox and rinderpest occurred during the year. 


The clothing supplied by the Master Tailor, Malay States Guides, was satisfactory, 
and well fitted. Accoutrements and boots were obtained from India. The quality of the 
leather does not compare favourably with the English made. ; 


The arms were periodically overhauled by the Armourer, Malay States Guides.

REPORT ON THE UPPER PERAK DISTRICT FOR 
THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE. 
The collections amounted to $16,271, being $2,646 above the estimate, and $4,875 more 
than the previous year. 
EXPENDITURE. 


The amount expended was $49,428, being a saving of $9,340 on the estimate. 


BALANCES. 


The Treasury cash balance at the end of the year was $1,197.92. 


TRADE. 


The exports include 230 pikuls of tin-ore, three pikuls of getah, and 550 head of cattle. 
The imports include 500 head of cattle. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Mr. H. Berkeley was relieved by Mr. C. F. Bozzolo on 18th May, and at the end of the 
year the latter retired on pension after being District Magistrate of this District for 16 years. 


The Datoh Sri Adika Raja handed over the New Territory on 16th October and returned 
to Kuala Kangsar, the Districts being amalgamated. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


The Land Revenue collected amounted to $3,936, being $639 below the estimate. This 
is principally due to no new mining lands being taken up, also to house-rents remaining due 
at the end of the year. Quit-rents were collected in the New Territory for the first time on 
applications and claims adjusted by the Datoh Sri Adika Raja. No applications for mining 
land were accepted for the New Territory. The padi harvest reaped during the year was 
good, and the area for this cultivation is being extended, though gradually. 


FORESTS. 


The collections amounted to $836 against an estimate of $450. There has been a fall in 
this revenue owing to the preservation of the gutta trees in the District. 


MINES. 


No new mines were opened. The Ulu Temelong Hydraulic Tin Mining Co. has conti- 
nued working, but little tin has so far been exported. 


SURVEYS. 


The Perak-Raman boundary was in course of demarcation by the Trigonometrical 
Survey Department and was found to be a difficult undertaking. 


The Revenue survey work was carried out by two Demarcators who are supervised by 
the District Surveyor of Krian and Selama. The latter visited the District once during 
the year. 


POLICE AND CRIME. 


The District has three police stations, viz., at Janing, Lenggong and Gret. The total 
strength is three Non-Commissioned Officers and 15 men, under the orders of the District 
Inspector, Kuala Kangsar, who made several visits during the year to Janing and Lenggong. 
The conduct of the force has been good. The crime reported has been all of an unimportant 
nature. 


COURTS. 


The revenue under Cnminal Courts was $476 and for Civil Courts $555. The confisca- 
tions amounted to $133. The total collected was $664 above the estimate and $554 more 
than the year previous. There was a very marked increase in the Civil Court work of the 
District. 
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PUBLIC WORKS. 


The bridle- path from Kennering towards Gret was completed, this joina the main cart- 
road at Kuala Kennering. The main unmetalled cart-road was kept in excellent repair and 
was much used, even in the rainy season. Several buildings at Janing and Lenggong were 
roofed with shingles in place of ataps. At Gret the Datoh Sri Adika Raja built a house for 
the Magistrate, also an office, and a police station. 


SANITARY BOARD. 


There is no Board in the District. The District Magistrate is a Registrar for Vehicles, 
and all Municipal revenue is collected by him. The collections amounted to $581. 


HEALTH. 


The hospital at Lenggong was re-opened during the year after having been closed for 
several months for want of a Dresser, but no indoor patients were admitted. The Dresser in 
charge has done vaccination work among outlying kamponge as well. 


The health of the District has been good. The births registered were 97 and the 
deaths 76. 


EDUCATION. 
Altogether there are six schools in the District, including the new one at Gret in the New 


Territory, and the attendance in these has been fair. Four of tnese schools have Koran 
Teachers also. They have been frequently visited by the Inspector of Schools. 


POSTS AND TELEGRAPHS. 


The Post Office work is carried out by the Chief Clerk to the District Magistrate, 
in addition to his numerous duties. The telephone line from Kuala Kangsar to Janing was 
completed and has been of much service to the District, there is also an instrument at Lenggong. 
The mails from Kuala Kangsar have continued to arrive fairly punctually twice a week. 


GENERAL. 


The herd of Government cattle at Janing has thriven and the year’s sales amounted 
to $926, against an estimate of $300. The upkeep of this herd donly. cost $195, against an 
estimate of $250, so a very large profit has been made. 


The Ulu Temelong Tin Mining Co. imported 30 “ Sinkehs” for their mine and these were 
the first batch in this District. 


The Director, Public Works, visited the District and decided the course of the cart-road to 
Gret, namely via Kennering. 


The Warden of Mines, South, paid a visit to the New Territory and inspected certain 
lands, including Berusong.

REPORT ON THE COURTS DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


The revenue of the Courts from all sources was $71,817.35, being $11,256.62 in advance 
of the previous year, and $14,067.38 in excess of the Estimates for 1901. About two-thirds 
of this increase is due to Fines and Forfeitures on the Criminal side, the total being $40,149.C1, 
as compared with $33,264.56, the revenue of the Civil Courts was $31,668.37 as against 
$27,296.20 last year. 


The revenue in the District Criminal Courts of Kinta has risen from $13,838.63 to 
$21,019.77, towards which Ipoh contributes an increase of $4,858.94. 


a 
The total number of personstried criminally in the State was :—District Courts, 10,585 ; 
Senior Magistrate, 183; Judicial Commissioner, 35; an increase of 974 offenders, of whom 
586 were tried in Ipoh and 443 in Gopeng and Kampar, there were slight decreases in other 
Districts. 


On the Civil side the work was divided as follows :—Judicial Commissioner, 16; 
Senior Magistrate, 265; District Courts, 3,618: Taiping heading the list with 808, Ipoh 
being next with 708, and both shewing a considerable increase of work over the previous 
year. 


Sixteen appeals were argued before the Judicial Commissioner and 17 criminal and 
15 civil appeals were entered for hearing by the Senior Magistrate. 


Two hundred and one enquiries of deaths were held during the year under Chapter XXXI 
of the Criminal Procedure Code, this does not include enquiries held by the Police, reports 
of which are not forwarded to the Senior Magistrate. 


The power of revision given to the Senior Magistrate by the Criminal Procedure Code 
has been frequently exercised during the year. 


The necessity for a Civil Procedure Code is as great. as ever, and the continued want 
of any regular forms of procedure is as much felt by the Magistrates as it is by the 
general public. 


The Criminal Procedure Code, which I understand is about to be amended, has effected 
considerable improvement in Court work. 


Mr. Ingall continued to act as Senior Magistrate until I relieved him on 16th November. 
Mr. J. Rigby was appointed Registrar, Larut, on 6th July.

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REPORT ON FHE DECREPIT WARD FUND FOR 1901. 


Four meetings of the Trustees were held during the course of the year. 


The Government assigned to the Trustees two cents a pikul of the weighing fees on tin 
exported from Perak ; I estimate that $7,700 will be collected in 1902, if the tin export kee 
up to the same level as it did in 190]. The investments now amount to $26,540. The 
Protector of Chinese paid two visits to the Decrepit Wards. 


The revenue for 1901, including balance remaining over from the previous year, was

Difference between A and B is $379.60, which leaves $461.03 as the correct balance 
according to the Treasury books. The books were periodically audited by the State Auditor. 
The increase of expenditure over the preceding year, which was only $3,671.93, was due to the 
tact that the daily average of mmates was 71°39 in 1901 as compared with 55°87 in 1900, and 
also that there was a great increase in the cost of diets. The cost of maintenance, excluding 
salaries, per head treated, per annum, was $27.13, as compared with $23.52 in the previous 
year. The cost per average occupied bed was $48.71 as compared with $40.01 in the previous 


2 


year. The sum of $2,000 was invested in the Chartered Bank at four per cent. A sum of 
$16,000 was set aside in the Estimates for 1902 for the building of two additional wards 
with out-houses. This money is not paid by the Fund, but is given by Government as a 
free gift. 


There remained over on the 31st December, 1900, the total of 62 inmates, and there were 
admitted 53 more during the course of the year. Of the total treated (115 patients), 14 were 
discharged, 4 absconded, 30 died, and 67 remained over at the end of the year. The death- 
rate was 26-08 per cent, which was 1:87 per cent higher than the year before. This high 
death -rate is almost entirely due to diarrhoea and dysentery ; 64 inmates were blind ; 32 were 
palsied; three were disabled by fracture and amputated limbs; nine were senile ; four were 
suffering from chronic debility ; two were syphilitic ; and one was debilitated by fever. All 
these were totally unfit to earn a living. Many cases seeking admission were rejected owing to 
the shortness of the funds. The Chinese trustees are Mr. Chong Ah Yong, Mr. Lee Pheh, 
who resigned and is suceceded by Mr. Lin Ah Chan; and Mr. Toh Kay Beng, all of whom 
attended meetings during the year.

REPORT ON THE KUALA KANGSAR DISTRICT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901. 


REVENUE. 


The revenue collected in the Kuala Kangsar District during the year 1901 was $87,790.21. 
This shews an excess of $45,795.21 over the estimated revenue for the year and an increase 
of {$34,718.50 over the total collections of the previous year. When these comparisons are 
made it should be borne in mind that a sum of $32,607.14 was paid into the Kuala Kangsar 
Treasury in 1901 under Railway Receipts, no estimate having been made under this heading 
for 1901 and no collection having been made in 1900. 


When the sum received under this new source of revenue has been deducted it will be 
seen that the balance of revenue exceeded the estimated amount by $13,188.07 and the 
revenue for the previous year by $2,111.36. 


The item which chiefly contributed to this increase is Land Revenue, which in the year 
under review was exceedingly satisfactory. forest Revenue, on the other hand, though it 
slightly exceeded the sum estimated, fell short by some $3,000 of the collections under 
that heading for 1900. A detailed statement* of revenue is attached. 


EXPENDITURE. 


- The expenditure for 1901 amounted to $258,337.09, which sum exceeded the expenditure 
of the previous year by $6,649.77, and shewed a saving of $52,151.91 on the expenditure 
estimated for 1901. The items principally responsible for this saving are: Personal Emolu- 
ments, Salaries and Allowances to Native Chiefs, Pensions, and Roads, Streets and Bridges, 
Special Services. I append a statement* of expenditure in detail. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


I returned from Selangor at the beginning of January, and took over charge of the 
District from Mr. A. L. Knaggs, who had been acting in the post of District Magistrate. 
I remained in charge until October, in which month I was transferred for a short period 
to Kinta, my place here being taken by Mr. R. C. Edmonds. Mr. P. F. David, Assistant 
District Magistrate and Officer-in- Charge of the Treasury, was allowed to proceed to Europe 
on sick leave in May, 1901, and Mr. R. Crichton, an unpassed Cadet, was appointed to take 
his place during his absence. 


The Datoh Sri Lela Paduka was appointed Native Assistant to the District Magistrate, 
Kuala Kangsar, early in the year. The assistance which this officer has given during the 
year has, I think, justified his appointment. 


The Datoh Sri Adika Raja was, during nearly the whole of the year under review. 
occupied with duties outside the District. His absence has again been much felt. 


I regret to say that the Datoh Sri Maharaja Lela’s continued bad health prevented him, 
during the latter part of the year, from giving the assistance which I had received from him 
up to that period. 


Inspector Glover was in charge of the detachment of police in the District until May, 1901, 
when he was transferred to Teluk Anson. He was succeeded by Inspector Mc Rory. 


There were several changes in the clerical staff of the District during the year. 


LAND AND AGRICULTURE. 


The total Land Revenue for 1901, irrespective of Land Sales, was $33,228.26. This 
exceeded the revenue estimated by $9,203.26 and the collections of the previous year by 
$4,462.83. It is by far the largest collection hitherto made in this District under this head. 


Details* of Land Revenue and of work performed in the Land Office are attached to 
this report and I will therefore only mention here that the most satisfactory result of the 
work done during the year is shewed in the return of Land Rents, (agricultural and mining). 
These exceed by more than $4,000 the sum reached in the previous year, which had been till 
now the highest collection on record.

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The number of applications for agricultural holdings throughout the District, registered 
in 1901, was 1,067. These were almost entirely for small areas of five acres or less, taken up 
for wet padi cultivation. No applications for large areas were received. 


A large number of these applications were for land in Lenggong, where wet padi fields are 
Leing extended under the energetic encouragement of the Penghulu, Raja Mahdi. In the 
northern part of the District not so much is being done as could be wished for but I much 
hope that the completion of the Plus road, and one or two other alterations which I am 
proposing, may lead to an improvement here. 


It is, from the agricultural point of view, a melancholy fact, that the rapid development 
of Kinta and the high rate of wages current there for all kinds of labour, has led many of the 
Malays in the mukims of Blanja and Bota to desert their padi fields and orchards for the 
more attractive prospects of the adjoining District. Notwithstanding this, however, the 
Acting Collector of Land Revenue reports that the area under permanent bendang cultiva- 
tion is steadily increasing throughout the District. 


For the first time for a considerable number of years a Settlement Officer has been 
stationed in Kuala Kangsar who has been able to devote his whole time to the settlement of 
agricultural holdings. ‘I'he result has been very satisfactory. Two entire mukims, those of 
Pulau Kamiri and Lambor Kanan, were taken over and settled, and a large number of 
holdings in Kota Lama Kanan and Kota Lama Kiri were dealt with. 


No large irrication seheme was put in hand during the year, but in Lenggong and 
Tambor Kanan small works have been undertaken by the Penghulus and their people. In 
one or two instances I have been approached with a request for Government assistance, but 
when the people learn that such assistance will necessitate an enhanced quit-rent, the usual 
reply is that they prefer to carry out the work themselves if possible. 


FORESTS. 


The administration of the Forest Department is carried out principally from Taiping and 
but little is left to the initiative of district authorities. The system of issuing passes for 
timber cutting was discontinued about the beginning of 1901 and the effect has been to 
discourage the small timber cutters, who worked from hand to mouth and were unable, 
or disinclined, to make the deposit necessary to enable them to work on the chabut system. 
I should be inclined to think this was not a disadvantage to the State, but the immediate 
result has been a «decrease in the revenue so far as this District is concerned. 


The collection of gutta was prohibited during the year under review and this naturally 
affected the revenue collected by us. I mention these facts in case an explanation of the 
decrease under Forest revenue should be looked for. 


MINES. 


The number of applications for mining land registered in the Kuala Kangsar Land 
Office during 1901 was 199, exceeding by 83 the number received in 1900. I attribute 
this principally to the inability of the miners to obtain iand in Kinta, and to the fact 
that the high price of tin and the improved methods of mining which are being gradually 
introduced into the State induce the hope that land which was formerly considered too 
poor to give paying results might now be worked at a profit. There are also indications, 
especially at Salak, that good land has been overlooked in former years and that land 
hitherto considered to be worked out still holds tin in paying quantities. 


The fact remains, however, that a great deal more land has been alienated in Kuala 
Kangear than can be worked with the present labour force of the District, and it may become 
advisable to refuse future applications, until the land already alienated has been dealt with. 


T have not had the advantage of the services of an Inspector of Mines during 190] and 
consequently not so much has been done in this branch of administration as I could have 
wished for. 


SURVEYS AND DEMARCATION. 
The District Surveyor was, during the year under review, employed principally on circuit 


work, he surveyed 53 miles and 71 chains, connecting demarcation in the mukims of Pulau 
Kamiri, Lengyong, Klanja, Durien Pipit and Saiong. 


A total area of 1,257 acres of mining land was surveyed by the District Surveyor and his 
assistant, in 84 blocks, and one agricultural lot of 11 acres was also surveyed. 


The number of small holdings demarcated during 1901 was 739, shewing an aggregate cf 
2,190 acres. The demarcation done was principally in Lenggong and Pulau Kamiri. 
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It will be seen from the attached detailed Statement * of and Revenue that the revenue 
vollected both for surveys and demarcation considerably exceeds the collections of the previous 
year, 


POLICE AND CRIME. 


As compared with that of the previous year the number of cases of crime reported to the 
police shews a marked decrease. Only 497 cases were reported, while the record of the previ- 
ous year was 761. Of these 497 cases, 156 are entered as “discovered,” approximately 31 per 
cent. As is usually the cuse the per-centage of discoveries in serious crimes does not equal 
that of more trifling offences. 


There were two cases of murder reported during the year. In one case the accused, a 
headman in a Plang mining kongsi, was convicted by the Judicial Commissioner of man- 
slaughter not amounting to murder, and was sentenced to five years rigorous imprisonment. 
In the second case no arrest was made. 


Three reports of gang robbery were received by the police, in one of which cases a 
conviction was obtained. In the only highway robbery reported, no arrests were made. 


A new police station was erected at Kati during the vear and a station was in course of 
gonstruction at Salak at the close of the year. 


The District Inspector reports that the health of his detachment was excellent during the 
year under review and that their hehaviour was fairly good. 


COURTS. 


The revenue collected in the Kuala Kangsar Criminal Courts was $1,275.93, and that of 
the Civil Courts $2,075.04. A sum of $46.25 collected in money on Reyistration of Bills of 
Sale is included in the Criminal Courts’ collection. 


The total number of cases disposed of in the Criminal Court was 351, while 271 cases were 
instituted in the Civil Court. There were three appeals, one of which was allowed, the remain- 
ing two being dismissed. Full returns of the revenue collected and work performed have 
heen forwarded to the Senior Magistrate to be embodied in his report. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


Works and Buildingx.—There were several changes in the admiuistration of this Depart- 
ment during the year 1901. At its opening Mr. McGlashan was in charge and he was 
succeeded by Mr. Elford in March. This officer, to the deep regret of all who had had the 
privilege of working with him, died in the Batu Gajah hospital early in June, and Mr. Acton 
was then appointed temporarily to fill the appointment of District Engineer. Mr. Acton was 
succeeded in July by Mr. Sibbal1, who remained in charge of the Department till the end of 
the year. 


The principal building undertaken during the year was the new Idris Club-house. This 
work, to which the Government contributed a sum of $3,000 on an estimate of $6,000 (the 
balance being subscribed by H.H. the Sultan and the Native Chiefs), was completed by the 
end of the year. It is a handsome and capacious building and an improvement in every way 
to Kuala Kangsar. 


A police station was built at Kati and a similar building was begun at Salak. Quarters 
for School-teachers were erected at Kuala Kangsar, Kota Lama Kiri und Chigar Galah. 
School - houses and Teachers’ quarters were also built at Kati und Raban, 


The jetty and slipway begun at Kuala Kanysar had to be left uncompleted as the vote 
provided was exhausted. Various other minor works were carried out during the year. 


The buildings at Parit, provision for which was carried forward from 1900, were proceeded 
with, but at the end of 1901 they were not yet completely finished. 


It was definitely decided to abandon for the present the scheme known as the Chermin 
Irrigation Scheme, as owing to the numerous landslips it was considered that continued 
upkeep was now a waste of money. 


Roads, Streets and Bridges.—The only new work in hand at present is the completion 
and metalling of the Plus road. This now shews better progress than has been shewn for 
xome years and a contract has been let for the metalling of the first three miles, to be com- 

“pleted by the end of 1902.

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The maintenance of existing cart-roads and bridle-paths has been fairly satisfactory, but 
the bridges on the bridle-paths are not kept in such good order as might be desired. With- 
out these bridges the paths are not of great use. 


Much progress was shewn with the re-construction of the pontoon-bridge at Enggor, 
all the pontoons having now been recovered and replaced. 


SANITARY BOARD. 


The revenue collected under this head was $3,066.02. It exceeded the estimate by $191 
and the revenue of the previous vear by $166. The collections on account of house and water 
rates shew a steady increase. Hight meetings of the Board were held during the year. 


The principal work undertaken by the Board during the year was the construction of 
some brick drains at Sungei Siput at an approximate cost of $1,000. House-holders in that 
township are now making brick drains to connect with the main drain. 


HEALTH. 


The number of in-patients treated at Kuala Kangsar hospital during 1901 was 1,804, 
which shews a decrease of 565 from the number of cases treated in the previous year. On the 
other hand, there was a more numerous attendance of out- patients, those treated during 1901 
numbering 4,58] against 3,881 in 1900. The Medical Officer again reports that Malays of 
both sexes formed the larger number of out- patients. 


There were 802 subjects vaccinated during the year under review of which 758 were 
Malays. 


Two outbreaks of rinderpest occurred, one, which first appeared in Chigar Galah, broke 
out early in the year, and the other was first reported at Kati, in Kota Lama Kiri, towards the 
end of October. In the first case, I think, the infected animals were imported from Patani, in 
the second they appear to have come from Kedah through Larut. 


One case of small-pox was reported at Padang Rengas in October. The case was success- 
fully treated and owing to stringent quarantine restrictions the disease did not spread. 


I have already referred to the sad death of Mr. Elford, Executive Engineer, Kuala 
Kangsar, which took place in Batu Gajah hospital early in June. It’s cause appears to have 
been malarial fever, which he contracted in this District, complicated by jaundice. With this 
exception the health of Europeans resident in Kuala Kangsar has been good. 


TEMPERATURE AND RAINFALL. 


The highest shade temperature for the year was registered as 97° on March 27th, the 
lowest being 65° on January 10th. ‘The greatest rainfall registered in 24 hours was 3:10 
inches: this was also registered on March 27th. The greatest rainfall for one month was 
19-29 inches in April. 

EDUCATION. 


There is now a total number of 18 vernacular schools distributed throughout the 
District and the aggregate enrolment is 959. The schools were examined in October and 
November and the Inspector of Schools reports that fair progress is shewn. 


A new school, opened in July at Kuala Kenas, is reported to be doing exceedingly well. 


A scheme, initiated during the year by Mr. L. Wray, for the construction and equipment 
of an Art school with the object of resuscitating the ancient Malay art industries, has been 
warmly taken up by H.H. the Sultan and some of the Chiefs. The school is to be built 
in Kuala Kangsar and it is hoped that the effect will be to revive the old arts which have of 
late years been allowed to lapse. 


CENSUS. 


The census held in this district on March Ist was carried out in a very complete manner, 
and the results shewn are, I think, in every sense satisfactory. The population of the District 
have risen during the last ten years from 28,915 to 37,112 souls, and though this increase is 
by no means so large as that shewn in some other Districts, it must be considered that immi- 
gration to Kuala Kangsar is practically a negligeable quantity and that the number of 
Chinese, miners or others, is comparatively small. The increase is mainly among the resi- 
dent Malays of Kuala Kangsar District, among people who lead, in their kampongs bordering 
the Perak river, almost identically the same lives as were led by their fathers before the 
introduction of British protection ; the difference being that epidemic diseases are now rarer 
than formerly, that life and property are safer, and that the people are better off.

GENERAL, 


One of the most important local events of the year was the opening of the Wuala 
Kangsar- Padang Rengas section of the railway line on July Ist. This section is now largely 
patronised. 

The District was visited twice during the year by His Excellency the High Commissioner 
and on several occasions by the Resident- General. 


The rice crop was on the whole good and the fruit plentiful, the effect being shewn in the 
Land Office revenue collections. 


With two exceptions the Malay headmen performed their duties satisfactorily. 


I think the year may be considered a period of progress and prosperity for Kuala 
Kangsar and my thanks are due to the District. staff, European and Malay, to whese 
good work this result is to a great extent dué.

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REPORT ON THE EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1902. 


The revenue of the Education Department for the year under review amounted to 
$2,479.06, as against $2,086.23 collected in 1900, an increase of $392.83, due to the larger 
collections under Fees at the Central School. 


School fees amounted to $1,804.45, and the sum of $674.61 was realised from the sale 
of books and other articles. 


The expenditure in 1901 was, approximately, $85,000, or not quite 1:1 per cent of the 
estimated revenue of the State for that year. The cost of printing was $222.07. 


It was decided during the course of the year to remove the regimental school of the 
Malay States Guides from the list of schools under the supervision of the Education Depart- 
ment, and, as already reported, the school in Taiping for the training of Malay teachers 
disappeared from the list at the end of 1900. 


During the year the Government opened nine new schools :—An Anglo- Malay school in 
Aes i two Malay girls’ schools at Batu Gajah and Bagan Serai, respectively; and six 
Malay boys’ schools at Kampong Perak, Kuala Kenas, Glok, Grit, Tapah Road and Bander 
Tuah. 


Matang and Selama are the only Districts not credited with any new establishments. 


The total number of schools under Government inspection at the end of the year was 126, 
with an enrolment of 5,924 scholars, as against 119 schools and 4,730 scholars in 1900. 


The average enrolment for the year was 5,033, and average daily attendance, 3,791, or 
75°32 per cent, as compared with an enrolment of 4,599 and an attendance of 3,334, or 72 per 
cent, in the previous year. 


Appendix A* shews the enrolment and attendance of each of these schools during the 
past two years, and the following tabular statement is a summary for the same period of the 
figures for each District.

There are now 110 schools for boys and 16 for girls, the former consisting of 12 English 
or Anglo- Vernacular, and 98 Malay schools; the latter of three English, one Tamil and 
12 Malay. 


Eight of the 15 English-teaching institutions are English schools, properly so called, 
that is schools at which the instruction is given in English; the others are Anglo- Vernacular 
schools, at which the vernacular is used as the medium of instruction.

The eight English schools are the following :—Central School (boys’), Treacher Girls’ 
School and Convent School in Taiping ; Ipoh Methodist Episcopal Mission schools (two boys” 
and girls’); Methodist Episcopal Mission boys’ school, Teluk Anson ; English school (boys’), 
Kuala Kangsar; English school (boys'), Parit Buntar. 


The Treacher girls’ school is under the management of the Methodist Episcopal Mission, 
which thus owns four of these eight schools; the Convent school is connected with the French 
Mission ; and the Central school and the schools at Kuala Kangsar and Parit Buntar are 
Government institutions. 


The seven Anglo-Vernacular schools for boys consist of an Anglo-Malay school in 
Taiping, an Anglo-Chinese school at Kamunting, and five Anglo-Tamil schools, two in 
Taiping, one at Parit Buntar, one at Bayan Serai, and one on the Gula Estate in Krian. 


There are thus eight Government and seven Mission schools that are teaching English, 
the latter, under the provisions of the Federated Malay States Education Code, receiving 
liberal grants-in-aid. 


The grants earned at the recent annual examinations reached a sum of $6,255, as against 
$5,317 earned in 1900. 


The December enrolment of the English-teaching schools was 1,136, as against 1,071 in 
December of 1900.

The average enrolment at the English-teaching schools during the year was 1,086, and 
the average daily attendance 909, or 84 per cent, as compared with an average enrolment of 
1,059 and an average attendance of 861, or 81 per cent, in the previous year. 


These schools presented 643 scholars for examination at the recent annual inspection, 
with, as in 1900, generally good results. At the previous inspection 530 scholars were 
presented and examined. 


Mr. Driver, Federal Inspector of Schools, examined seven of the principal English- 
teaching institutions, including five grant-in-aid schools, and Mr. Phillips, Assistant Ins- 
pector of Schools, Larut, and myself examined the others. 


The examinations were held in December, January and February, occupying, all together, 
twenty days. 


In accordance with practice, I subjoin the minutes on the inspection of the several 
English schools, beginning with the schools examined by Mr. Driver. 


Central School, Taiping.— Average enrolment, 298; average attendance, 271. The boys 
of the Central School have passed on the whole a very good examination this year, although 
two or three weak divisions appeared. In the Seventh Standard and in the “specific” sub- 
jects each scholar was examined individually: in each of the remaining standards by sample, 
as provided by Arts. 30, 3] and 42 of the Code. The weak divisions above referred to were 
Division B of Standard V in dictation, English and grammar, although their arithmetic in 
this class was very good; Standard VI in arithmetic and English vocabulary and composition ; 
and Standard I in reading. 


In the latter Standard the children who failed had, generally, been recently admitted and 
might have been presented as an “Infant” Standard. The writing and English vocabulary 
were, however, very good throughout the Standard. The teacher of this class is, I think, 
rather overweighted ; moreover, he has had to teach in a room that has been considerably 
overcrowded, and nothing tends more than this to render teaching ineffective. Standard IL 
was, perhaps, the best Standard in the school and did equally well in all subjects. The 
children are quick, appreciative and responsive. Standard III show an excellent schedule 
also. The dictation and English composition were particularly good. The sentences framed 
with given verbs were better done in this class than in the Standard above them. Division 
A of Standard V acquitted themselves very well in each subject but especially in reading 
and dictation. Standard VI proved to be a very good Standard. The dictation and 
arithmetic were particularly well done. Standard VII passed a very good examination in 
all subjects, the weakest being, as in the case of the Fifth and Sixth, the English composition. 
As this subject, in spite of the great difficulty it offers to non-English speaking boys, is of

such supreme importance, I do not advise giving certificates to those bovs who fail to pass in 
it in the highest Standard. In specific subjects eight boys passed in Hygiene, Stage I, and 
five in Stages I and II of algebra. The “Class” subjects had been successfully taught 
throughout. 


Before leaving the subject of the examination results I would advise, if the children can 
be induced to incur the necessary expense, to throw upon the Second or Third Standard 
upwards as much work as possible on paper. Slates do not conduce to either cleanliness or to 
methodical and good arrangement, and rather unfit than help the child to do his work on 
paper. 

The school has had in many respects a very successful year to look back upon. Its 
numbers have now increased to over 300, although this is not an unmixed good, as it has 
caused in some classes considerable over-crowding. Mr. Stainer has also been handicapped 
by losing the services of Mr. Curtis, his only European Assistant, and has had his hands tied 
up by being confined too much to one class. In a school of this size the Head Master should 
be free to supervise the whole and to give his weight and attention to weak divisions and 
subjects everywhere. I trust that the help asked for in this year’s Estimates will be given 
early in the ensuing year. The school has greatly improved since I examined it two years ago, 
and will no doubt do still better when the staff has been strengthened. The discipline is 
very good, and the drill particularly smart, and the tone greatly improved. There is also 
that responsiveness, willingness to make effort and thorough entente between master and 
pupils that shews Mr. Stainer’s influence has reached every section of the school. 


Treacher Girls’ School, Taiping.— Average enrolment, 41; average attendance, 37. All 
Standards were represented up to the Sixth, except the Fifth. The pupils were all examined in 
each subject and acquitted themselves very well indeed. The only weak spot proved to be 
the grammar in Standard IV. The best subjects were the reading and English vocabulary 
and composition. The latter though the most difficult subject of all for the native children 
contained an exceptionally large number of “good” passes. Much attention is given to the 
kinder-garten instruction in the Infants’ class and with marked success. The tests were done 
by the children in all Standards quickly and well. The tone and discipline of the school are 
excellent, and show that Miss Cody has evidently succeeded at once in making her influeuce 
felt. The school will be recommended for the highest grant. 


Convent School, Taiping.—Average enrolment, 80; average attendance, 74. The 
scholars were examined by sample in Standards I, II and III, and individually in all 
subjects in Standards IV, V and VI. Standard I proved to be an exeellent Standard in all 
subjects, the reading and writing of the English vocabulary being particularly good. 
Standard II did not do so well. Some of the little boys in particular gabble their words and 
do not. finish them. Slower and more finished reading should be aimed at. The grammar in 
the same Standard was weak also. In the Second and Third Standards there was a tendency 
also on the part of the girls to prompt each other in the oral examinations. In all other 
respects au excellent examination was passed in every subject and Standard. All the children 
were examined in English composition and vocabulary from the Third Standard upwards and 
acquitted themselves very creditably indeed in this the most difficult subject of instruction. 
The drill of the boys and the needlework throughout the school were exceptionall y good ; the 
former was phenomenally smart and martial. The school will be recommended for the 
highest grant. 


Anglo-Chinese School, Teluk Anson.—Examined on the 23rd January, 1902. Thirteen 
names were inscribed on the Examination Schedules, ten children being presented for 
examination in all the first four Standards. These did very creditably indeed. Most of the 
passes were very good, and only two failures in arithmetic were recorded. The unsatisfactory 
feature of the school is the diminution in numbers, the averaye attendance having fallen to 19, 
partly owing to removals from Teluk Anson and partly to the frivolous pretexts on which the 
children leave school. 


English Girls’ School, Ipoh Examined on the 22nd January, 1902, all the children 
being tested in all subjects. The Standards represented were the First, Second, Third and 
Fifth. The children acquitted themselves very creditably indeed and gave abundant evidence 
of the care with which they had been taught. The passes in the reading and English 
vocabulary and composition were particularly good ones. Only three failures appear in the 
schedules of “ Elementary ” subjects—two in arithmetic and one in dictation. The school 
is not making the progress that could be wished in point of numbers, although it shews, with 
18 names on the schedules, some improvement on the previous year. It still affords another 
proof of the general apathy with respect to female education, and the indifference with 
which excellent girls’ schools are regarded by the native inhabitants of these States. 


English Boys’ School, Ipoh—Examined on January 20th, 21st and 22nd, 1902, the 
number of boys presented being 156 in all Standards from the Seventh downwards. As in 
previous years the school did remarkably well throughout. The examination. which was 
individual in the top four Standards, and by sample in Standards I, IT and III, disclosed 
but verv few points of weakness ; these were the algebra, Stage II, and the arithmetic in 
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Standard VII, while the English in Standard V was hardly up to the high mark reached 
in the other Standards in that subject. As the “ English” is the most difficult subject in the 
curriculum of school work in these States it is gratifying to be able to note the conspicuous 
success Mr. Wood has achieved in dealing with it. At this point in the school’s history 
it may be pointed out that in four or five years its numbers have trebled until it has reached 
its present dimensions, and now Mr. Wvod, who almost immediately raised the school to 
the front rank, and has succeeded in maintaining it there, is compelled to take a much needed 
rest. I have much pleasure in acknowledging how much the cause of English education 
in Perak is indebted to Mr. Wood for the remarkable energy and the skill which he has 
thrown into the rough and difficult work that the educational pioneer in particular is always 
ealled upon to do. It is now, I think, worth the serious consideration of the Mission if 
one single European or American teacher is sufficient for such a large school. The tax 
on the head teacher with only Native or Eurasian assistants must necessarily be unduly great 
when both classes and scholars are so numerous. Mr. Ng Kan Sang, who was duly registered 
as a pupil in the second year, passed the teaching test and deserves mention for the excellence 
of his papers in all his extra subjects. 


The above seven schools were those examined by Mr. Driver. The grants earned were as 
follows :—Ipoh Boys’, $3,015; Ipoh, Girls’, $272; Teluk Anson, Boys’, $218.50; Treacher 
Girls’, $592; Convent, $1,184. 


The minutes on the examinations held by me are as under :— 


Government Anglo-Chinese School, Kamunting.— Examined January 14th. Seventeen 
boys were examined in Standards I, II and III. In reading there is a tendency to leave 
unsounded final d’s and t’s, and to give the letters “th” a wrong sound. Except for this 
the boys passed very well. The “Class” subjects—English grammar and construction, 
and geography — were only partially known, but I think the results are good for a beginning. 
The Third Standard boys are to be sent to the Central School to continue their studies. The 
enrolment during the year has averaged 41, and the attendance 37, or 90 per cent, which 
is very good indeed. 


Government Anglo- Tamil School, Taiping— Examined January 16th. Nine boys were 
examined in Standards I, II and III. Weakness was shewn in English vocabulary and 
composition; also in arithmetic in Standard I. Results of examination otherwise good. 
Drill is satisfactorily taught. There are 39 Tamil children attending, and during the year the 
attendance was most regular, averaging 85 per cent of the enrolment. [t is a question now 
whether this school should remain open or be absorbed in the Taiping Central School. Iam 
inclined to the opinion that it should be closed as soon as it can be conveniently arranged. 


Government Anglo-Malay School, Taiping— Examined January 17th. Average enrolment, 
20; average attendance, 18, or 90 per cent. The school has now 22 scholars. Hight boys 
were presented for examination in Standard I, and acquitted themselves most creditably. 
Drill is taught, and discipline is satisfactorily maintained. 


In August last the Acting Federal Inspector of Schools minuted as follows on this 
school :—‘ The school is doing well under Zinal Abdin, who 1s an efficient English Scholar. 
None of the boys have been taken from the Central School, and only a few have been to a 
Malay school. The school was started in February, 1901, and excellent progress has been 
made. Enylish is being intelligently taught. Drilling good. The school so far has proved 
a success, but it is a pity that more boys cannot be persuaded to attend.” 


It is also a question whether this school should not be merged in the Central School, and 
the building be used as a boarding-house for Malay scholarship boys studying English. I 
understand that to be Mr. Driver’s idea, and I think we should act upon it as soon as we 
possibly can. 


Roman Catholic Mission Anglo-Tamil School, Taiping—Examined January 16th. 
Twenty-one boys were examined in Standards I—IV. The First Standard did very well 
in all subjects, the reading was not up to the mark in the Second and Fourth, and the 
Third Standard shewed weakness in dictation. The proper sound was not given to the 
letters “th,” and the handwriting was generally of a poor character. The drill exercises 
were extremely well done. Discipline is well maintained. It is a pity to find the attend- 
ance somewhat irregular: it averaged 70 per cent only during the year. In_ general, 
however, the school is in a satisfactory condition, and the Mission’s efforts on behalf of 
the Tamil children in the neighbourhood are deserving of the best encouragement and 


support. 


Roman Catholic Mission Anglo-Tamil School (Boys), Bagan Serai.— Examined February 
5th. Ten boys were examined in Standards I, II and IV. The results obtained cannot be 
described as brilliant but, in the circumstances, I consider them good. Weakness was shewD 
in reading and English vocabulary. The Fourth Standard boy is a Chinese, who has been 
attending this school for the past three years. Drill is well taught, but the school is rather 
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wanting in discipline. Average enrolment, 52; average attendance, 41, or 79 per cent, which 
is satisfactory. I think the question of a “salary” grant for this school might be considered. 


The above five schools were those examined by me, the grants earned being as follows :— 
Anglo-Tamil, Taiping, $357; Anglo-Tamil, Bagan Serai, $430.50. These sums include the 
grants for Tamil. 


Mr. Phillips writes as follows on the three schools examined by him :— 


“The Parit Buntar English School, examined on January 20th, presented 18 boys in 
Standards I—IV. The work of the first three Standards was fairly well done, but that 
of the Fourth was poor. The school should not teach beyond the Third Standard. A good 
many boys, it seems, after leaving this school are admitted into schools in Penang. Of 
the boys now attending there are 11 Malays, 22 Chinese and one Tamil. Average enrol- 
ment, 32; average attendance, 26, or 81 per cent. 


“The Parit Buntar Anglo-Tamil school, examined on January 20th. presented eight 
boys in Standards I—III. Results fairly good. More attention should be paid to the 
handwriting in each Standard. Drill and discipline good for this class of school. Average 
enrolment, 35; average attendance, 25, or 71 per cent. This is hardly satisfactory. The 
number of scholars now attending is 48, of whom four are girls. The school should not 
teach beyond the Third Standard.” 


“TI examined the estate school at Gula on the 21st January. Ten boys were exa- 
mined—six in Standard I, and four in Standard III. The results were very poor in 
English, which the teacher himself knows but very imperfectly. I think the instruction 
should be confined to Tamil. Average enrolment, 47 ; average attendance, 35, or 74 per cent.” 


Appendix B* is a summary in tabular form of the results referred to in the above 
minutes on the English teaching schools of the State. 


The State’s 110 Malay schools were, in December last, attended by 4,748 scholars or an 
average of 43 scholars at each. In December of 1900, there were 103 schools and 3,659 
scholars, or an average of 36 at each. A remarkable advance was thus made in 1901. 


The past year witnessed an improvement also in the daily attendance at these schools, 
the average enrolment being 3,947, and the average attendance 2,882, or 73 per cent, as 
against an average enrolment of 3,540 and an average attendance of 2,473, or 70 per cent, 
in 1900. 


The enrolment at the 98 Malay boys’ schools in December last was 4,472, and at the 12 
girls’ schools 276, giving an average enrolment of 46 boys and 23 girls at each school, 
respectively, as against averages of 37 and 20 for the 93 boys’ and 10 girls’ schools, respecti- 
vely, in the previous year. 


There are two Malay boys’ schools with an enrolment of over 100 each, viz. the Gunong 
Semanggol school (111), and the Kuala Kangsar school (109). The following enrolments 
also are a matter of some satisfaction :—Teluk Medan, 92 ; Sungei Siakap, 85 ; Bander Tuah, 
82; Teluk Anson, 80; Laiang-Laiang, 70. There are 11 other schools with an enrolment of 
between 60 and 70 each, and nine others with between 50 and 60. The best attended Malay 
girls’ school is that at Bagan Serai, which has 35 pupils. 


As in the previous year, there was a considerable amount of sickness amongst Malay 
school children in the State—chiefly fever—and it is with regret I have to report the death 
of seven of our scholars—five boys and two girls—from that cause during the year under 
report. I propose to address the Government under separate cover on the subject of 
medicines for these schools. 


The number of scholars who left the Malay schools during the year was 2,058, as against 
3,856 admitted—a substantial gain. It is desirable to keep boys from leaving school before. 
they have passed Standard IV, but I am afraid the large yearly exodus that takes place must. 
be borne with. In two or three years a boy learns to read and write fairly well, and then he 
leaves school to earn his daily rice. We cannot help it. 1t might be worse if we tried to 
force him to remain longer over his books. 


Returns furnished by teachers, who have been at some pains to obtain reliable inform- 


ation, give the following particulars regarding the 2,058 scholars whose names were struck off 
the rolls in 1901. 


Engaged in Agricultural work, 1,239; as Labourers, 123; as Teachers, 15; as Syces, 15; 
as Policemen, 10; as Clerks, 4; as Orderlies, 4; as Domestic Servants, 3; as Boatmen, 3. 
Four boys were sent as students to the Training College in Malacca, 58 were entered as pupils 
at the English schools, 180 left the State, and there were seven deaths. Of the others, 177 
have been lost sight of, and 57 are returned as “ unemployed.”

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The annual inspection of the Malay schools occupied nearly the whole of October and 
November, half of December and January, and two days in the current month (February). 
According to custom the schools were closed during the month of Ramthan. 


To complete the work of inspection necessitated travelling a distance of 2,117 miles— 
923 by road, 485 by rail, 353 by river, 215 by sea, and 141 (on foot) by unfinished road and 
jungle path. 


I personally inspected and examined every school in the State, with the single exception 
of the one recently opened at Grit in the New Territory. This school has not yet been visited, 
but I hope to be able to inspect it very soon. In four Districts I was assisted by Mr. Phillips, 
and in three others by Mr. Vanrenen, Assistant Inspector of Schools, Kinta, to both of whom 
my best thanks are owing. Krian and Selama I examined alone. 


On the days of inspection there were 4,324 scholars present, that is 91 per cent of those 
enrolled, as against 3,157 scholars, or 67 per cent, present at the inspection of 1900. 


The number presented for examination in all Standards (I—IV) was 1,380, as against 
1,205 presented at the previous inspection ; and the passes obtained amounted to 4,762, or 79 
per cent of those possible, as compared with 3,935 passes, or 92 per cent, recorded in 1900. 
The comparison does not appear favourable to the year under report, but the falling off is, 
for two reasons, more apparent than real: (i) the examination was somewhat harder than 
that of 1900, and (ii) for the first time “Object Lessons” found a place on the examination 
schedule, and the failures recorded were chiefly in this portion of the work prescribed. There. 
were 423 passes, however, in “ Object Lessons,” and I think that is fairly good for a begin- 
ning. We are very badly in need of a manual on this important branch of instruction for 
use in our schools. 


There were 139 presentations, including one girl, in the Fourth (highest) Standard. 
Standards III and IV were examined in Romanised Malay, and 190 passes are recorded 
in this subject, as against 237 in the previous year. Reason (i) above probably explains 
the difference. I was particular in regard to the reading of manuscript at the recent 
examinations. 


At three boys’ and six girls’ schools no failures were recorded in any of the subjects 
of examination, but these schools had only a First, or a First and a Second Standard. 


Appendix D* gives the results in detail of the examination of the Malay schools 
throughout the State, the needlework and weaving of the girls’ schools, however, not 
being shewn; but this part of the curriculum has received attention, as in previous years, 
and the work done was satisfactory and has been duly credited to the different schools. 


There are 89 Koran classes in connection with the boys’ and girls’ schools, their registers 
of attendance at the end of December shewing a total of 2,030 scholars, of whom 132 are 
credited with having passed in the Koran during the course of the year, as compared with 79 
classes, 1,450 scholars, and 104 passes in 1900. 


Prizes, ranging in value from 25 cents to $2, were awarded after the inspection at most 
of the Malay schools in the State for regularity of attendance and progress during the past 
year. At the Teluk Anson school there were no fewer than 18 boys credited with having 
attended every day in the school year of 233 days, and eight others had missed one or 
two days only. It is not surprising to find that the general attendance at this school 
is most regular, that the school is a good one, and that the teacher in charge is a good 
man. As the teacher is, so is the school. It is invariably so, whether there is a play- 
ground or not. There is a good playground at this school, I am glad to say, and it is 
made good use of and very possibly helps the teacher to some extent in his work. 


Successful school sports were held as usual in several Districts during the year, thanks to 
the active enthusiasm of Mr. Phillips and Mr. Vanrenen, who have always taken the liveliest 
interest in the boys’ sports and games. We have not got many “flannelled boys at the 
wicket,” but we have a fair number of “ muddied youths at the goal.” Iam doing my best to 
encourage both. Football is very popular amongst our boys, a good many footballs have 
been distributed, and Mr. Phillips often arranges a friendly encounter between one school 
club and another, taking an active part in the matches himself. 


Efforts to secure the attendance of Chincse and Tainil boys at the Malay schools have not 
met with conspicuous success in this State, I regret to say. At present there are only four 
Chinese and two Tamil boys and one Bengali attending. 


There is but one Tamil school in the State—where nothing but the vernacular is spoken 
or taught— viz. the girls’ school of the Bagan Serai Catholic Mission. This school had 
an average enrolment of 41, and an average attendance of 31, or 76 per cent, during the 
year under report. It presented 20 girls in Standards I—IV. There were no failures.

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Needlework, however, has not been receiving the attention given to it in previous years, 
I regret to say. The schoolmistress seems to have more children than she can satisfactorily 
manage single- handed, and an assistant teacher should be appointed, if possible. The grant 
earned at the inspection was $186. 


The four Anglo-Tamil schools presented 55 boys in Tamil Standards (I—IV), with 
satisfactory results. 


Appendix C* shews the results of the examination of the Tamil schools. 


The school on the Gula Estate was formerly a purely Tamil school, and I agree with 
Mr. Phillips’ suggestion that the teaching of English at this school should cease, and verna- 
cular only be taught. I see no yood likely to result from such instruction. I am glad 
to hear that it is desired to open Tamil schvols on the estates in the Lower Perak District. 


A list is yiven in Appendix E* of all the teachers employed in Perak Government 
schools. 


GENERAL. 


Though the Department, during the greater part of the year, was short-handed, results of 
a satisfactory nature are here shewn, and I have to thank Mr. Phillips for the able manner in 
which he carried on the work during my absence on leave. 


The cost to the Government of each pupil in average attendance throughout the State 
during the year was $22.42—administrative expenses being included in the calculation. The 
cost per head at the English schouls was $27.57, and at the vernacular schools $18.43. 


Whilst each scholar in average attendance at the Taiping Central School cost the 
Government $23.18, his fellow at the Ipoh Mission School cost $16.65. 


All together, over 8,000 scholars received instruction in Perak schools during the year 
1901. This includes those who left the English schools. We can take in many more than 
the average enrolment of scholars, at little, if any, extra cost to the Government. 


During the year a decided advance was made in English education. The Central 
School bids fair to rival in the near future the best English schools in the Peninsula, and it is 
certain that the Mission schools, so remarkably successful, will continue to do themselves 
credit. 


I should like to associate myself with the Federal Inspector in his warm tribute to Mr. 
Wood, whose zealous and successful work merits the highest praise. 


I cannot let this opportunity pass without a word in reference to the other “English” 
schools that appear so disappointing. The teachers have done their best, and, in the cir- 
cumstances, have generally done well. I should like it to be realised how hard the task is 
for one of these men, single-handed, to control a large number of boys and teach several 
divisions under our new Code. I need say nothing as to his remuneration. Certainly, not 
one of these schools should be allowed to teach beyond the Third Standard. 


In view of the great desire to have English thoroughly taught I cannot refrain from 
expressing a personal opinion, which I believe we must come to in the end. It is generally 
recognised in the Peninsula that it is only safe to entrust the higher Standards to an English 
teacher, or the equivalent of such, whilst Eurasians and Asiatics are deemed good enough for 
the lower divisions. That has been so from the beginning, and then surprise is expressed at 
the disappointing character of the average Seventh Standard boys’ knowledge of English. 
‘When it is realised that good English teachers are specially needed in the lower Standards, at 
any rate in every large school with pretensions, then a beginning may be made at the right 
end. What is wanted is something simple and thorough. Years will be wasted and money 
thrown away if this teaching is not thorough—sound from the beginning. 


Closely connected with this is the subject of special reading books for our English schools, 
books which neither England nor India can supply. I advocated this in 1890 and have often 
since referred to it. We want reading books “suited to the exact circumstances of the 
Te nes of the children,” and when we possess such books a decided advance will have 

m made. 


Much has been learnt from the experience of India, and in view of the action now being 
taken in the Colony in regard to education, I hope I may without impropriety draw attention 
to a recent utterance of Lord Curzon’s at a meeting of the Indian Education Conference. He 
had, he said, “no sympathy with those who decried education, but it was necessary to 
realise its shortcomings in order to remedy them. India had started with a too slavish

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imitation of English models, and the root of the evils complained of lay in the undue import- 
ance which had been attached to mere examinations, a state of things resulting from making 
education the sole avenue to employment in the service of the State.” The case here may 
be different, but it must be desired to avoid having such words applied to this country in the 
future. 


To the subject of technical education I devoted much time recently in England. It still 
seems to me that there should be no hurry in this matter. Within certain limits, as I have 
before said, it is of value, but, our conditions of life being so different, it is not felt to 
be a want, and I think there would be no wisdom in pressing it forward just now. We 
have done a little already in Perak in this direction, and the Malay Art school will, I 
trust, help us to do a little more. It is interesting and instructive to read what the Viceroy 
of India had to say a few months ago on the subject of technical education in India. 
“He noticed the smallness of the actual progress as yet made compared with the immense 
attention devoted to technical education, and he directed attention to the need of measures to 
correct the present system under which a boy is frequently taught carpentry, or smithy work, 
or carving or sculpture, without his having any intention of devoting himself seriously 
to any one of these trades. He referred to the need of more and better Normal schools.” 


Last year, in August, four Perak boys were admitted as students into the Malacca 
Training College, and it is a satisfaction to be able to report that two of them held the 
fifth and seventh places, respectively, at the yearly examination in December. One boy 
was very low down on the list, however, whilst the fourth, owing to an attack of beri-ben, 
had to come away before the examination. 


There is considerable difficulty experienced in inducing Perak boys to go to Malacca, and 
it is to be regretted that we have no longer a Training College of our own. The one we had 
did well, and would have done still better, no doubt. 


The population of Perak being 329,000, there was only one in every 41 of the population 
at school in 1901, and it is clear that much yet remains to be done towards the education of 
the masses, male and female. The female population is returned at 90,000. 


The large settled Malay population of 142,000 has the first claim, and there should be 
many more schools; something more has to be done for the 150,000 Chinese ; and no doubt 
the recommendation of the Indian Immigration Commission will be borne in mind in regard 
to the 34,000 Tamils, and when they settle in the country and form village communities 
engaged in husbandry, facilities for acquiring a knowledge of their own vernacular will 
be given. 


The Assistant Inspectors, Messrs. Phillips and Vanrenen, worked hard and well during 
the year, and have much lightened my task; and the Visiting Teachers, with one exception, 
did excellent work. I acknowledge my indebtedness to them and all others who rendered 
services to the Department during the year here reviewed.

REPORT ON THE POST AND TELEGRAPH DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 1901 


REVENUE. 


The total amount of revenue collected and paid in to the credit of Government for the 
year amounts to $96,120.90. This shews an increase of $6,263.30 over the amount collected 
in the previous year and $6,020.90 in excess of the estimate. 


The value of telegrams transmitted without payment on Government account is calculated 
to amount to $27,473.25, and the value of free Government correspondence passing through 
the post to $19,368.96. 


The total revenue to be credited to the Department therefore amounts to $142,963.11. 


EXPENDITURE. 


The total expenditure for the year, including the cost of printing but excluding non- 
re-current expenditure, amounts to $145,395.04. 


POSTAL. 


Maile.— Fifty-two thousand six hundred and eighty -three Mails were received and 53,861 
despatched during the year, carrying postal articles to the number of 4,894,805. 


Registration and Parcels.—Sixty-two thousand eight hundred and ninety - four registered 
articles were posted at all offices during the year and 56,517 delivered ; 38,012 were received 
and despatched in transit. Parcels dealt with were: posted 7,268, delivered 7,737, trans- 
mitted 7,072. 


Money Orders.—It will be seen by the returns that the money order business still goes on 
increasing. British Postal Orders were sold to the value of $10,137.18 as compared with 
$8,645 for 1900. 


The Savings Bank.—The particulars given below sufficiently indicate how. the Savings 
Bank is progressing. The amount due to Depositors on 31st December, 1901, is $15,586.93 
in excess of the same amount on 3lst December, 1900, and this notwithstanding that the 
Railway Superannuation account over $£,000 and several smaller, but still large, accounts 
were closed during the year :—

TELEGRAPHS. 


The telegraph lines have worked as well as can be expected, and I do not think the public, 
whether official or private, have very much to complain of. The average time taken in trans- 
mission for ail telegrams is 35 minutes and the average delay at offices has not excceded four 
minutes. 
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* One hundred and forty thousand four hundred and forty-two telegrams were received 
over the counter at all offices and 152,514 were delivered, while 354,432 were transmitted. 


The following services were entered in the Estimates for 1901, but there was such delay 
in the receipt of material from England that none of them were quite completed and it was 
not possible to even begin work on the telephone Exchanges.

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With the completion of the new lines, exclusive of the Exchanges, the length of line 
in the State will have increased to 773 miles of wire. 


GENERAL. 


With the exception of a small Post and Telegraph Office at Sungei Gedong estate, 
transacting merely ordinary postal and telegraph business, and the expenses of which office 
are paid for by the estate, no new offices have been opened during the year. 


The new Padang Rengas Post Office building was completed and occupied early in the 
year. The building for the Menglembu Post Office was not, however, ready for occupation 
at the close of the year, nor that for Temoh, the opening of an office at which place was 
sanctioned. It is expected that both will be occupied early in 1902. 


There has not been much improvement in the health of the staffs at Gopeng, Batu 
Gajah and Sungei Siput, the men frequently having to be relieved on Medical Certificate and 
difficulty still exists in carrying on the work and at the same time making provision for 
sick leave and leave due.

The actual number of Statute Immigrants brought to Penang for Perak during 1901 was 

- 1,746, but of these four were redeemed in the depét, two were transferred to Selangor and one 

was transferred from Gedong estate to Tambun estate as a free coolie, while 61 coolies who 

reached Penang at the end of the year did not sign their contracts until 1902. One immi- 
grant, who arrived in 1900, did not leave the depét until 1901. 


Of the 288 free coolies, 117 were immigrants who had signed contracts in India under 
the Labour Code for work on the Krian Irrigation Works and who, owing to their being 
shipped from Madras, did not come with aided passage tickets. 


The importation of Statute Immigrants was practically confined to the three large sugar 
estates, Gula, Gedong and Rubana. None were introduced by the Public Works and Railway 
Departments. In nearly every case the term of contract was for two years and the rate of 
wages 25 cents for men and 20 cents for women throughout the term of the contract. 


The considerable decrease in the number of immigrants, as compared with the two 
previous years, is attributable to various causes, of which the chief are the enforcement by the 
present Superintendent of the Emigration depét at Negapatam of a stricter medical examina- 
tion and the improvement in the condition of the ryots in the Districts from which the bulk of 
the emigrants for the Straits are recruited. 


A weekly service of steamers from Negapatam to Penang was maintained throughout the 
year, and coolies for Perak came by nearly every boat, but except on a few occasions the 
shipments were very small. During the first four months of the year only 116 Statute 
Immigrants for Perak were brought over by 11 different boats, an average of less than 
30 coolies a month and of less than 11 by ck boat. Subsequently matters improved some- 
what but in no month did the number imported reach 400. The contracts, except on two 
occasions, were signed before me in Penang, and I went there altogether 41 times for this 
purpose. Fortunately it is now possible to go to and return from Penang in one day 
without difficulty.

The mortality in 1901 was thus, as in 1900, exceptionally severe, but, as I shall shew 
later on, there are grounds for anticipating a considerable improvement this year. 


DESERTIONS. 


There were 419 desertions and 87 recaptures. The per-centage of loss by desertion 
(7-09 on the average population) was thus considerably less than in 1900 when the figure 
was 10°11. This is an encouraging sign. 
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POPULATION. 


At the beginning of the year there were 5,220 Statute Immigrants in the State and on the 
31st December the number stood at 4,587. The particulars of additions and losses during 
the year will be found in Statement E* 


According to the Census held on the Ist March, 1901, the number of Tamils in the State 
of Perak on that date was 31,026. Of this number, 9,809, or nearly a third, were located 
in the Krian District. In the return of occupations 18,728 Tamils and other Natives of 
India are put down as “ labourers.” The total number of free Indian coolies in the State may 
therefore be roughly estimated at 13,000. 


ESTATES. 


At the beginning of the year there were 13 estates in: Perak employing Statute Immi- 
grants. At the close of the year the number stood.at 14. . There were two additions during 
the year (Sungei Krudda estate and Rubana Farm), while one estate (Ban Lee Heny) ceased 
to employ Statute Immigrants. ee 


Ban Hock Heng (Krian).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 127. There were 
seven deaths during the year, giving a per-centage of 5°51. The per-centage of loss by deser- 
tion was the same. The improvement in the condition of affairs on this estate, which I noted 
last year, has been maintained and on the two visits which I paid to the estate during the 
year I received no-complaints of a serious nature. 


Ban Lee Heng (Matang, on Kurau River).—Average population of Statute Immi- 
grants, 29. At the beginning of the year the number of Statute Immigrants on this 
estate was 35, but the number was considerably reduced by desertions, and in September 
the remainder of the coolies were released from their contracts by mutual consent, the 
reason being apparently that the proprietor did not think it worth while to keep an 
English-speaking clerk for so small a number of coolies. There were two deaths among 
the Statute Immigrants on this estate. 


Gedong (Krian).—Average population of Statute Immigrants, 616. This estate has 
again had a very bad year. The deaths numbered 196, giving the deplorably high per- 
centage of 31:82. This state of affairs is very serious, but an analysis of the death returns 
tends to shew that the health of the estate is improving and gives ground for the hope that 
in a short time the mortality will be normal. 


In the first place, the number of deaths in the second half of the year was considerably 
less than in the first half, although the average population was higher. The following figures 
shew this :— 


Deaths first half year, 126; Average population, 551; Per-centage, 22°86. 
» second ,, 70; 3 680; on 10°29. 


The per-centaye of mortality in the last six months, although very high, was thus 
less than half that of the first six months. 


Secondly, the number of deaths among the newly arrived coolies was very much less 
than that among the old coolies. The 196 deaths were distributed as follows :—

There were 617 Statute Immigrants on the estate at the beginning of the year and the 
per-centage of mortality amongst them was therefore 26°58. There were 346 new arrivals and 
the death per-centage amongst these was thus 8°95. 


Thirdly, no less than 88 of the 196 deaths occurred amongst one particular gang of 
coolies, which came to the estate in August, 1900. This gang, which originally numbered 
316, had already lost 38 by death and 37 by desertion in 1900. All the deaths except 14 are 
returned as due either to dysentery or to diarrhea. 


The cause of this excessive mortality must, I think, be sought rather in the coolies 
themselves than in any external circumstance such as water or food supply. There can 
be no doubt that a large proportion of the immigrants who came to the Straits in 1900 
were more or less affected by famine and consequently unfit to cope with the conditions 
of life in a new country. 


A new Manager (Mr. W. Duncan) was appointed in the early part of the year and 
I think that there 1s now no danger of a coolie being put to do work for which he is unfit. 
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On my later visits to the estate I have noticed a marked improvement im the general appear- 
ance of the coolies mustered. 


No expense was spared during the year in improving the accommodation on the estate. 
A third ward has been added to the hospital, a public kitchen has been established and a 
water tank from which filtered water is carried through pipes to the lines has been erected. 


A hopeful feature in connection with this estate is the decrease in the number of deser- 
tions. e per-centage of loss by desertion in 1901 was only 3°90, as compared with 31:78 in 
1900. 


Owing to the large amount of sickness at the beginning of the year the importation 
of fresh immigrants on to the estate was stopped until June. 


Gula (Krian).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 1,553. There were 160 
deaths, giving a per-centage of 10°30. Here, as on Gedong estate, the 1900 coolies are 
chiefly responsible for the exceptional mortality. The deaths were distributed as follows :—

The death-rate among the new arrivals (536 in number) was 429. It is to be hoped 
therefore that there will be a considerable diminution in the rate this year and that the estate 
will soon regain the healthy condition that it enjoyed before 1900. 


A much-needed reform was effected during the year by the appointment of Dr. Jesser 
Coope as resident doctor. A public kitchen has been established and has proved a success. 


An interesting experiment was tried during the year in the importation of a small 
number of Mahratta coolies from India. Altogether 52 Statute Immigrants and 13 free 
coolies of this class were brought over. I understand that these people have worked well 
and that no difficulties have arisen in connection with their management. There was only 
one death among the Statute Immigrants. 


In addition to the 1,500 odd Statute Immigrants upwards of 1,000 free coolies are 
employed on the estate. Many of these are former Statute Immigrants whose contracts 
have expired and who are now working under kanganies somewhat on the Chinese “rumah 
kechil” system. 


About a quarter of the Statute Immigrants are stationed on the Kalumpang branch 
of the estate on the Kurau river. 


Jin Heng (Krian).—Average population of Statute Immigrants, 569. The deaths 
numbered 43, a per-centage of 7°56, which, though better than last year, is far too high. 
There were no deaths among the new arrivals, 98 in number. 


By an arrangement with Gula estate, Dr. Jesser Coope has been given the medical 
charge of this estate and the hospital is now under his superintendence. 


Klompong Chondong (Krian).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 98. This 
estate is really a of Gula, consisting of land taken up on contract. The labour force, 
however, has nothing to do with Gula, except that sick coolies are sent to the estate hospital. 
There were 15 deaths and the death-rate thus works out at the very high figure of 15:30. 
Eighty-six new coolies were imported during the year and I regret to say that eight of the 
deaths occurred amongst these. 


Sungei Bogah (Krian).—Average population of Statute Immigrants, 88. The health 
of this estate continues satisfactory. There were only two deaths during the year. About 
half of the Statute Immigrants were released by expiration of contract and at the end of 
the year only 49 coolies were still under indenture. Several of the time-expired coolies have 
remained working on the estate. No fresh immigrants were imported during the year. 


Jebong (Matang).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 74. The condition of 
this estate has not been satisfactory. There were 239 admissions to hospital and 20 deaths, 
the death-rate on the average population being 27:02. The number of desertions was 
also very large. Practically all the deaths were the result of bowel complaints, dysentery or 
diarrhoea, and there can be very little doubt that the sickness is due to the polluticn of 
the Jebong river, from which the water supply of the estate is drawn by mining operations 
near Taiping. Formerly the estate was remarkably healthy and the neighbouring estate 
of Simpang, where the water is obtained from wells, has had very little sickness. There 
was a good deal of correspondence on the subject of Jebong estate this year, and various 
pupae were put forward for improving the water supply. I understand that instructions 

ave now been given to the miners to divert their tailings in another direction and it 
is to be hoped that this order will have the desired effect. 
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Simpang (Matang).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 36. The health of 
this estate, as I mentioned above, is in marked contrast to that of Jebong. There were 
two deaths during the year and only 17 admissions to hospital. 


Sungei Krudda (Kuala Kangsar).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 18. This 
is a rubber estate, owned by Mr. Gordon Brown, and situated eight miles from Sungei Siput 
on the as yet unopened Plus road. Owing to the difficulty of procuring free labour in 
this inaccessible spot 24 Statute Immigrants were imported towards the end of the year. 
There were no deaths but nine coolies have already been lost by desertion. I paid a visit 
to the estate in November and the condition of the coolies appeared very satisfactory. 


Tambun (Kinta).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 62. The returns from 
this estate are good. The deaths numbered three, and the fact that on an estate situated 
in the middle of a mining district there were only two desertions seems to shew that the 
coolies are contented with their lot. 


Bagon Datoh (Lower Perak).—Average population of Statute Immigrants, 100. The 
good record of the previous year has been maintained. There was only one death. The 
number of Statute Immigrants was increased by the addition of 16 coolies who were trans- 
ferred to the estate from Batang Padang (where they were employed under Messrs. Ayles- 
bury & Garland on railway work) in 190, but who did not sign contracts until February, 
1901, and of 41 coolies who were similarly transferred in April. Besides these 11 new 
immigrants were introduced from India. The change in the coolies brought from Batang 
Padang, after they had been a few months on the estate was very remarkable. I saw 
them in May, shortly after their arrival, when they were an emaciated sickly crowd of people 
covered with sores and incapable of working. When I next visited the estate, in September, 
the greater number of them were strong healthy looking coolies equal to doing as good 
a day’s work as any of the other labourers on the estate. This is an excellent example of the 
effect of careful treatment on the Tamil coolie. 


Cecily (Lower Perak).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 32. The health 
of the coolies on this estate has been good. There were two deaths during the year. ! 


Rubana (Lower Perak).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, 815. The heavy 
death-rate, 17:17 per cent, is attributable to chulera. Of the 140 deaths no less than 
90 were the result of the outbreak of this disease which occurred in August. Up to that 
time the health of the estate had been remarkably good and a welcome contrast to the 
unfavourable conditions prevailing on the two large sugar estates in the Krian District. 
During the first six months of the year there were only 15 deaths, giving a per-centage 
of 2°22 on the average population. In two consecutive months, April and May, no deaths 
occurred amony the Statute Immigrants. The following facts with regard to the cholera 
outbreak supplied to me by the District Surgeon, Lower Perak, may be recorded here. 


The first case occurred on 16th August and the last case on 14th September, so that the 
epidemic lasted just a month. Altogether there were 192 cases, resulting in 143 deaths, of 
which 90 occurred among the Statute Immigrants. As regards the origin of the disease, 
it was probably a recrudescence of the small outbreak which took place in 1900, brought 
on by the dry weather and an imperfect distribution of the drinking water. Among the 
measures taken to combat the epidemic and to prevent its recurrence may be mentioned 
the use of Teluk Anson drinking water (for some time previously water had been obtained 
from the river), the disinfection of water tanks and drinking vessels, the burning of houses 
where cases occurred, the flushing of parits daily and the removal of the whole of the coolie 
lines to another part of the estate. The epidemic was practically confined to the Rubana 
side of the estate on the right bank of the river. There were very few cases on Nova Scotia 
on the left bank. 


Since the cholera the health of the estate has not been so good and in the last three 
months of the year there were 26 deaths, mostly from bowel complaints. The total number of 
deaths during the year from diseases other than cholera was 50, a per-centage of 6:13 on the 
average population. These 50 deaths were distributed as follows :—1899, coolies 4; 1900, 
coolies 21; and 1901, coolies 25. 


The desertion rate (2°09 per cent) is satisfactorily low. 
Rubana Farm (Lower Perak).— Average population of Statute Immigrants, six. 


This is the name given to an area of land “farmed” from Rubana estate, on the same 
system as that adopted in the case of Klompong Chondong estate. Six Statute Immigrants 
were imported in August, and are still working on the estate. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


At the beginning of the year there were 492 Statute Immigrants in the employ of the 
Public Works Department. The majority of them were coolies who had come over in the 
early part of 19UU on a one year’s contract. These were consequently discharged in the first 
half of the year under review, and at the end of the year there were only 42 Statute Immi- 
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grants left, 36 on the Krian Irrigation Works and six at Tapah. The former are immigrants 
who signed contracts for two years in November, 1900, and the latter are coolies employed 
on road work, who were handed over by Messrs. Aylesbury & Garland to the District Engi- 
neer, Batang Padang, in February, 1901. 


The returns regarding the coolies employed in Larut, Kinta, Batang Padang and Lower 
Perak call for no remark. 


On the Krian Irrigation Works there were 15 deaths among the Statute Immigrants, and 
of these 10 occurred in the two years’ batch referred to above, which still remains on the 
works. As the original number of this batch was only 54, the mortality is serious. The 
Statute Immigrants formed only a fraction of the Tamil labour force employed during the 
year, as the majority of the coolies imported at the end of 1900 and beginning of 1901 were 
either free coolies or had signed contracts under the Labour Code. I have no returns with 
regard to these and it is not possible therefore for me to say whether the mortality generally 
was greater or less than in the preceding year. 


On the Main Trunk Road (Sungkai to Slim) there was, as in 1900, a good deal of sick- 
. ness. Between January and April, when the last batch of Statute Immigrants was discharged, 
there were 16 deaths. 

PERAK STATE RAILWAYS. 


On the Ist January, 1901, Statute Immigrants to the number of 156 were employed by 
the Railway Department. Of these 122 were at Kuala Kangsar, and 34 at Pondok Tanjong. 
All the coolies were discharged by expiration of contract before the end of the first half year. 
There were no deaths. 


Messrs. Aylesbury & Garland.— As explained in my last Hanh report upwards of 350 
Tamil and Telegu coolies, who had been imported by Messrs. Aylesbury & Garland in 1899 
for work on railway construction in Batang Padang, signed, in 1900, contracts under the 
Indian Immigration Order in Council to work off the balance of the three years from the 
date of their arrival. At the beginning of 1901 the number of these coolies stood at about 
330. The majority of them were stationed at Sungkai, and a small gang of about 60 was 
working at a place called Sungei Tengah, not far from Bidor, while six coolies were employed 
on road work near Tapah. The Sungei Tengah gang was transferred in April to Bagan 
Datoh estate in Lower Perak, and the six Tapah coolies were handed over in February to 
the Public Works Department, so that at the end of the year the only coolies left were 
those at Sungkai. I may remark here that the returns supplied to me by the employers 
(owing, it is explained, to the distance at which the coolies were working from head- 
quarters) are not altogether correct, so that many of the figures in Statement D* attached 
to this report are approximate only. 


Sungei Tengah Gang.—The number of these coolies, which originally stood at over 200, 
had dwindled down to 66 at the beginning of 1901. Their condition had for some time been 
unsatisfactory, and in 1900, when they were stationed on the site of the new township at 
Bidor, unfavourable reports with regard to them were written both by the District Surgeon, 
Lower Perak, and by me. At the end of 1900 they were moved to Sungei Tengah on 
the line between Bidor and Sungkai, but their health in this place did not improve and 
I therefore represented to the employers the advisability of removing them from the jungle 
altogether. As a result, the balance of 41 coolies was transferred in April to Bagan Datoh 
estate, for which Messrs. Aylesbury & Garland are the Agents. As noted above the condition 
of the coolies changed in quite a remarkable manner when they had been a short time on the 
estate. Between January and April the numbers of the gang were reduced by eight redemp- 
tions, nine desertions and eight deaths. 


Sungkai Gang.— The condition of this gang, if not entirely satisfactory, was at any rate 
a great improvement on the previous year. The deaths numbered 30, giving a per-centage of 
12°50 if the average population be calculated at 240. These figures are far too high, but 
probably a good many of the deaths must be regarded as the result of the unfavourable 
conditions in which the coolies were living before their removal to Sungkai in 1900. On my 
visits of inspection I found nothing to complain of in the house accommodation or in the 
food supply, and the site of the lives is an admirable one. 


The hospital at Sungkai, erected by the Railway Department, was opened at the end of 
July. The delay in opening it was very regrettable, as there can be no doubt that the long 
cart journey from Sungkai to Tapah tended to increase the mortality among the coolies sent 


to hospital. 
FREE COOLIES. 


In Statement @* attached to this report, will be found a return shewing the destination 
of the free coolies brought from India during 1901 under the aided passage system. 


The decline in the number of free coolies imported must, I think, be regarded rather as a 
matter for congratulation than otherwise, as the majority of those introduced in 1900 were

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coolies who had been rejected at the medical examination in Negapatam. This undesirable 
class of immigrants has now been abolished by the provision that all coolies recruited by 
professional agents, whether indentured or free, must pass a medical examination. 


Perak State Railways.— During the year I paid visits of inspection to the “free coolies ” 
employed by the Railway Department at Padang Rengas and at Pondok Tanjong. Their 
condition at both places appeared generally satisfactory, though the death-rate among the 
Padang Rengas coolies (as was only to be expected) had been high. I understand that all 
the immigrants have now repaid their advances, and are therefore actually free. A few of the 
coolies at Pondok Tanjong had signed contracts under the Labour Code for one year, and I 
presume that these contracts have now expired. 


Krian Irrigation Works.—The Statute Immigrants employed on these works have 
already been referred to. A‘ the end of 1900, 337 immigrants, who were stated to have 
signed in India contracts under the Labour Code to work for two years, were imported, 
and in the first half of 1901, 117 similarly recruited coolies were brought over. Difficulties 
arose with regard to the contracts, and in the end only the contracts of the 117 immigrants 
who arrived in 1901 were “confirmed” in this country, the other coolies being allowed to go 
at the end of a year. 


I paid several visits to the works during the year and can testify to a decided improve- 
ment in the general condition of the Indian labour force. A considerable number of the 
immigrants were stationed close to Bagan Serai. Those sent to the more out of the way 
places were somewhat discontented, but this was only to be expected. As stated above [ 
have no figures for the mortality among the whole of the immigrants. 


I may note here that this system of contracts under the Labour Code for Indian 
Immigrants employed on other than agricultural work has now been rendered illegal by a 
declaration under Section 31 of the Indian Immigration Order in Council to the effect 
that all contracts made by immigrants to labour at road-making, railway construction, 
canal digging or any other work carried out by the Public Works Department or by the 
Railway Department must be made under this Order in Council. 


STAFF. 


In the Estimates for 1901 provision was made for the separate post of Indian Immigra- 
tion Agent. The appointment, however, was not filled up, and no alteration was made in the 
arrangement, whereby the duties of Assistant Magistrate, Krian, and of Indian Immigration 
Agent for the State are entrusted to one officer. 


The appointment of a Second Clerk has considerably facilitated the work of the office 
and has enabled me to pay more attention to the returns than was formerly possible. 


GENERAL. 


The subject of Indian Immigration has been much discussed during the year, both in 
Government correspondence and in the public press. It appears now to be generally admitted 
that the volume of immigration to the Straits depends almost entirely upon the conditions 
prevailing in Southern India and that no permanent increase in the number of immigrants 
can be expected unless the recruiting area is extended or unless a different system of recruit- 
ing is established. 


The continued scarcity of labour is being severely felt by many of the employers in 
Perak and it is to be hoped that some one of the many schemes proposed will eventually 
result in an increase of the supply. 


The quality of the immigrants sent over under the new regimé at Negapatam was 
excellent. There were practically no “wasters,” and as I have shewn in my remarks on 
the various estates the mortality among the new arrivals was much less than that among 
the coolies imported in the previous year. It is to be hoped therefore that the tide has 
now turned and that the heavy death-rates of 1900 and 1901 will not be repeated in 
ensuing years. 


Generally speaking there is an earnest desire on the part of employers of labour to 
do everything possible for their coolies and to spare no expense in providing adequate 
accommodation. 


Seven returns* are appended to this Report. There is a slight discrepancy between 
the returns for 1900 and those for 1901 owing to the fact that in the former the Statute 
Immigrants employed by Messrs. Aylesbury & Garland were not included.

REPORT ON THE REVENUE SURVEY DEPARTMENT 
FOR THE YEAR 19091. 


STAFF. 


Superintendent.—The Superintendent Revenue Surveys, Mr. J. P. Harper, was in charge 
of the Department during the whole of the year. 


District Surveyors.— Mr. E. J. Kemplen performed the duties of Office Assistant, also 
the supervision of surveys in the District of Matang and for Larut for part of the year. 


The Northern Districts of the State, Upper Perak, Selama and Krian, were under the 
supervision of Mr. Hodges. 


Kuala Kangsar was under Mr. A. F. Harper; Kinta under Mr. Wood; Lower Perak 
under Mr. Koch, and Batang Padang under Mr. Kent. Larut for the latter part of the year 
was supervised by Mr. W. H. Mackenzie. 


Assistant Surveyors.— Messrs. Clare and Jansen worked ia Kinta all the year. Moung 
Tha Nyo in Larut, Mr. Fernando in Kuala Kangsar, Mr. Nardon in Lower Perak, Moung 
Chow and Mr. Chandresegre in Batang Padang. Mr. Buckwell arrived from England in 
July, and joined the Kinta Steff in August. 


Demarcators.— Twenty-nine men, stationed from Upper Perak in the north to Tanjong 
Malim in the south of the State, worked some for long, other for short periods during the 
vear, under the supervision of District Surveyors. 


Drafting Staff and Probationers— Twenty-one draftsmen and 14 probationers worked 
in the Drafting Office, Taiping, where all the mapping of the State, except for Kinta, is 
performed. Four draftsmen and seven probationers were engaged in Kinta branch drafting 
office. 


District Tracers.—A tracer was stationed in each of the District offices during the year. 


Clerke.— The clerical establishment consisted of two men in Taiping and one at Kinta. 


DISTRICTS. 


Fretp Operations. 


Upper Perak.—During the year the staff surveyed 23} miles of traverse, one mining lot, 
four village lots, and demarcated 191 lots of 456 acres, besides other miscellaneous surveys 
required by the Magistrate for Land Office purposes. The survey work of the District, as 
regards mining and agricultural applications, is up to date. Nothing was done by the 
Revenue Survey Staff in the New Territory. 


Seluma.—The staff consisted of only one demarcator, visited periodically by the District 
Surveyor, for traverse surveys and checking work ; 203 miles of traverse and three mining 
blocks of 335 acres were surveyed, and 494 acres, in 116 lots, were demarcated, the latter work 
is now very scattered. 


A great deal of the demareator’s time was spent on sub-divisions and miscellaneous 
surveys. 

Krian.—The surveys in this District huve been chiefly in connection with railway and 
‘canal irrigation work, marking out excisions and reserv¥tions. The staff consisted of the 
District Surveyor and two demarcators. For the Land Office they surveyed seven agricul- 
tural lots (sugar estates), comprising an area of 2,665 acres, and set out 31 town lots (19 at 
Simpang Lima and 12 at Bagan Serai), they also demarcated 378 lots of 1,067 acres, of 
which 224 acres were nipah lands, the rest agricultural holdings. Five murder scenes were 
surveyed for the Court. A great deal of sub-division work has been carried out as well as 
other miscellaneous field operations required by the Land Offices. 


The collections on surveys executed are not up to date, the District Surveyors reporting 
several outstanding accounts which have yet to be credited to revenue. 


The District Surveyor in his report touches on the subject of boundary stones and says 
that it is getting too common a practice in the District to tamper with these land marks, and 
that it is difficult for him to get a conviction in the absence of actual witnesses to the 
offence. Another matter he refers to is worthy of note, and that is people in the District are 
buying up adjoining Malay holdings and converting them into sugar estates; as soon as the 
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land is planted, all the interior boundary stones are removed, we then get sugar estates which 
are not shewn on our plans (for the simple reason they have never been surveyed as such) 
and a wrong impression is given of the “ sugar area” of the District. 


Larut.—Mr. Kemplen had charge of this District till the 9th of September, when 
Mr. Mackenzie returned from: leave and took over the duties of District Surveyor. With 
the Assistant Surveyor and demarcators 254 miles of traverses, 68 agricultural and 48 mining 
lots were surveyed, comprising an area of 1,268 and 1,153 acres, respectively, 47 town and 
village lots were laid out, and 258 lots of 676 acres demarcated. In addition to the above 
the Staff Surveyors were engaged resurveying old boundaries sub-dividing lots, also excising 
areas taken up for Government railway, road and irrigation canal reserves. 


Matang.—The Survey Staff ran 87 miles of traverses (14 along roads) in connection with 
the fixation of 283 lots of 1,074 acres demarcated. 


The demarcation work of this District is somewhat costly as the holdings are very 
scattered, the Surveyors having to walk 200 miles very frequently in their month’s work. 


Two agricultural blocks, comprising an area of 2,406 acres, were also surveyed. Mr. 
Janze, Surveyor to the Forest Department, surveyed the islands of Trong and Pasir Itam, 
with all interior details. ‘These islands have since been mapped and declared Forest Reserves, 
their approximate areas are 23,500 and 13,000 acres, respectively. 


Kuala Kangsar—The District Surveyor and staff surveyed 73 miles of traverses to tie 
up and check surveys ; 84 mining lots of 1,257 acres were surveyed, chiefly in the mukims of 
Kota Lama Kanan and Pulau Kamiri, and 767 native holdings, comprising 2,190 acres, were 
demarcated. The latter work being scattered, but chiefly in the mukims of Lenggang and 
Pulau Kamiri. 


Some minor triangulation and clearing of old Trigonometrical stations had to be carried 
out in this District by the Revenue Survey Staff in connection with the above surveys. The 
District Surveyor was on Gunong Siong four days. 


Field operations are somewhat difficult in this District, the Surveyors and Demarcators 
having great distances to travel to their work. 


Kinta.—This most important District was under the supervision of Mr. Wood, assisted by 
Messrs, Clare and Jansen and three first class Demarcators. Mr. Buckwell joined the field 
staff in August. In addition Mr. Philips, Licensed Surveyor, and his staff worked in the 
District all the year. The Licensed Surveyor is employed principally in the mukims of Sungei 
Raia, Tiga and Kampar. The requisitions in other mukims being attended to by the Staff 
Surveyors. 


The Government staff surveyed 36 miles of traverses, 191 agricultural lots of 1,009 acres, 
74 nfining lots of 1,238 actes and 88 town lots, they also demarcated 309 agricultural holdings 
of 1,129 acres, besides this the staff were engaged on a number of miscellaneous surveys such 
as the excision of road and railway reserves. A partial re-survey of the township of 
Menglembu was made, a revision of Lahat and Tronoh completed, and Ipoh, Papan and 
Seputeh additions commenced. A survey of both banks of the Kinta river between Batu 
Gajah and Ipoh, required for a dredging concession, was made, and a considerable portion 
of the Staff Surveyors’ time has also been taken up in the adjustment of conflictions in 
former surveys of the District. 


The Licensed Surveyor surveyed 54 miles of traverses, 69 agricultural lots and 54 mining 
lots, in addition he located and connected up 39 isolated lots of the late contract survey, 
besides other miscellaneous surveys for the Department. 


The difficulty with the Licensed Surveyor is to find him sufficient and remunerative work. 
There is a very considerable falling off in the area dealt with in Kinta to that of former years, 
but approved applications are few and very scattered and now the difficulties of the Surveyors 
and Settlement Officers are yumerous. In 1900 Mr. Philips, Licensed Surveyor, dealt with 
2,030 acres of agricultural lands and 3,628 acres of mining land; this year he has only 
surveyed 534 acres of agricultural land and 1,374 acres of mining land. He says he could 
* do far more if the Department provide the work, but the applicatiens received from the Land 
Office, suitable for a licensed survey, are at present very limited. 


Lower Perak.—-The chief work performed by the Field Staff was the survey of 106 miles 
of traverses, to connect and check 3,781 acres of native holdings demarcated in 722 lots. A 
block of 500 acres of agricultural land was surveyed on the application of Mr. C. Martin at 
Durien Sabatang, adjoining Cicily Estate. 


Some 15 lots of mining land, containing about 270 acres, at Teluk Batu, and all the new 
village lots in Bagan Datuh were markpd out. 
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The District Surveyor reports that settlement work in this District is greatly behind 
demarcation, whereas it should be the other way about, the Settlement Officer going ahead 
and preparing work for survey. 
Batang Padang. Attention has been given chiefly to mining surveys. The Government 
staff have surveved 42} miles of traverses, six agricultural portions of 982 acres, 93 mining 
lots with an area of 2,014 acres, and 125 town lots, they also demarcated 31 lots of 82 acres. 


The Licensed Surveyor, Mr. Goodyear, employed in this District, besides traverse work, 
surveyed 78 mining lots, comprising an area of 3,380 acres, and for the Forest Department 
he marked out a reserve of about 23,000 acres at Trollah. 


Thirteen mining blocks of 243 acres were also surveyed by tne Staff, free, by order of 
Government, being land in exchange for that resumed for the new Bidor township. 


I had occasion to point out when the Estimates for 1900 were published, that the survey 
fees $500 was under estimated, as a matter of fact $5,500 has been credited to Government. 
for the survey work of the Staff Surveyors. 


Total Areas Surveyed: and Demarcated.—The total acreage surveyed and demarcated in 
the State does not compare favourably with that done last year, see Appendices* A and B and 
D' attached. The figures for comparison are as follows :—

The area of agricultural and mining land surveyed in 1900 was 26,744; this year it is 
only 20,402; difference, 6,342. This falling off is accounted for in Kinta District alone, as 
last year the Staff and Licensed Surveyors (1900) surveyed 10,545 acres of agricultural and 
mining land; for 1901 they surveyed 4,155 only, or a difference of 6,390 acres. This 
difference is accounted for by the fact that in Kinta the mining application books have 
remained closed all the year, and the present applications are scattered and very difficult 
to survey. See my resumé of the District. 


The area demarcated during 1901 is less than that for 1900; this decrease is likely to 
continue as arrears are wiped off and the work gets more scattered.

The principal items of work carried out by the Office Staff 
are as follows:—502 surveys checked and plan drafted; 169 mining leases drafted in 
duplicate; 224 grants drafted in duplicate; 109 town grants drafted in duplicate; 162 
tracings, prepared ; 295 inspection memos. prepared; and a number of other tracings for 
the Land Offices and Settlement Officers’ requirements, see Appendix D* of this report.

RULES RELATING TO GUARANTEE BONDS. 


No. 1173.— The following Rules relating to Guarantee Bonds have been 
approved by the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for. the Colonies, 
and are published for general information. 


1. When a Colonial Officer proposes to give the Bond of a Guarantee 
Company, as security in respect of any pecuniary responsibility attaching 
to his office, it will be his duty to make the necessary arrangements with 
the Company as to the issue of the Bond. 


2. The following are the Companies whose Bonds are at present 
accepted :— 


(a). The Guarantee Society, 19, Birchin Lane, London, E.C. 


(b). The Provident Clerks and General Guarantee Association, Limited, 
61, Coleman Street, London, E.C. 


(c). The London Guarantee and Accident Company, Limited, 10, 
Moorgate Street, London, E.C. 


(d). The National Guarantee and Suretyship Association, Limited, 67, 
George Street, Edinburgh. 


(e). The Law Guarantee and Trust Society, Limited, 9, Serle Street, 
Lincolns Inn, London, W.C. 


3. The Company selected is to be informed by the Colonial Officer 
that any enquiries it may wish to make before becoming security are to be 
addressed to the Officer administering the Government of the Colony to 
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which the Officer belongs; but a newly appointed Officer who has not taken 
up his appointment is at liberty, if he should find it necessary, to refer the 
Company to the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


.4. The Bond, when taken out, is to be.sent by the Guaranteeing Com- 
pany to the Crown Agents for the Colonies, who will keep the orignal and 
send a copy to the Colonial Government. 


5. The Colonial Government, on receiving the copy of the Bond, ig at 
once to note the date at which the annual premium is payable, and fix the 
date at which the necessary remittance must be made. 


6. The Colonial Government will be responsible for making the re- 
mittance at the proper time in each year, and will deduct the amount from 
the next payment of salary to the Officer concerned. 


7. The remittance is to be made, as in the case of family remittances, 
by means of a bill, drawn upon the Crown Agents in favour of the 
Guaranteeing Company. The bill should state the name of the Officer on 
whose behalf the payment is made, and the Crown Agents should be advised 
in the usual way: of the bill having been drawn; the bill itself being sent 
direct to the Guaranteeing Company by the Colonial Government. 


8. The first notice as to the date at which the payment of a premium 
on a Bond will become due is to be sent by the Guaranteeing Company 
direct to the Colonial Government three months before the payment is 
actually due, but the Guaranteeing Company will, when a Bond is on the 
point of lapsing through non-payment of the pretium, notify the fact to 
the Crown Agents, who have standing instructions in such cases to pay the 
premium, unless they have pecoryed notice from a Colonial Government 
that they are not to do go. 


9. The Colonial Government will notify direct to the Company. when 
a Bond will be allowed to lapse. 


10. In the event of an Officer desiring to obtain a refund of a 
premium, or portion of a premium, paid in respect of a period for which he 
was not liable to give security, application for the refund must be made by 
the Officer himself, direct to the Guaranteeing Company, the Colonial 
Government furnishing him with any necessary certificate in the matter.

ie IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council, as 
follows :— 


PART I. 
PRELIMINARY. 
Cuapter I. 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as “The Criminal Procedure gior+ title 
Code. 1902,” and is generally referred to hereinafter as “this Code,” and commence- 
shall come into force on the Ist day of January, 1908. ment, repeal. 


(ii). On and after the coming into force of this Code the Enactments 
mentioned in the first Schedule shall be repealed to the extent therein 
specified. 


(iii). When in any Enactment passed prior to the date on which this 
Code comes into force reference is made to any Enactment hereby 
repealed, such reference shall, so far as may be practicable, be read as 
applying to this Code or the corresponding part thereof. 


2. In this Code, unless a different intention appears from the Interpreta- 
subject or context :— tion. 


(a). “Complaint” means the allegation made, orally or in writing, « Complaint.”

(h). “An Officer in charge of a Police District” includes, when the 
Officer in charge of a Police District is absent therefrom, or unable from 
illness to perform his duties, the Police Officer present and acting in the 
district who is next in rank below such Officer. 


(i). “ Offence” means any act or omission made punishable by any 
law for the time being in force. 


(j). * Seizable offence” means an offence for which, and “ seizable 
case” means a case in which, a Police Officer may ordinarily arrest 
without warrant according to the third column of the second Schedule. 


(k). ‘ Non-seizable offence” means an offence for which, and “ non-. 
seizable case”? means a case in which, a Police Officer may not ordinarily 
arrest without warrant according to the third column of the second 
Schedule. 


(2). “ Bailable offence”” means an offence shewn as bailable in the 
second Schedule, or which is made bailable by any other law for the time 
being in force ; and “ non-bailable offence” means any other offence. 


(m). “Fine” includes any fine, pecuniary penalty or forfeiture or 
compensation adjudged upon any conviction of any crime or offence, or 
for the breach of any Enactment for the time being in force, by any 
Court of the State. 


(n). “Place” includes a house, building, tent and vessel. 


N 


(0). “Legal Adviser” means the Legal Adviser of the Federated 
Malay States and includes any Advocate employed with the permission, 
in writing, of the Legal Adviser under the provisions of Section 304, 
Sub-section (v). 


(p). “ Advocate” means any person admitted by the Judicial 
Commissioner to practice in the State. 


(q). “ Registrar” means Registrar of the Judicial Commissioner’s 
or the Senior Magistrate’s Court, and includes Deputy Registrar or any 
person for the time being performing the duties of Registrar or Deputy 
Registrar. 


(r). “ Federated Malay States” means the four States of Perak, 
Selangor, Pahang and Negri Sembilan. 


(s). “Youthful offender” includes any child convicted of any 
offence punishable by fine or imprisonment who in the absence of 
legal proof to the contrary is above the age of seven and under the 
age of sixteen years in the opinion of the Court before which such 
child is convicted. 


(t). Words which refer to acts done extend also to illegal omissions. 


(u). All words and expressions used herein, and defined in the 
Penal Code, and not hereinbefore defined, shall be deemed to have the 
meanings respectively attributed to them by that Code. 


(v). “ King’s coin” shall have the meaning assigned to the words 
* Queen’s coin” in the Penal Code.

(w). The marginal notes of this Code shall not affect the construc- 
tion thereof. 


8. All offences under the Penal Code shall be enquired into and 
tried according to the provisions hereinafter contained, and all offences 
under any other law shall be enquired into and tried according to the 
same provisions: subject, however, to any Enactment for the time being 
in force regulating the manner or place of enquiring into or trying such 
offences. 


4. As regards matters of Criminal Procedure for which no special 
provision may have been made by this Code or by’ any other law for the 
time being in force in the State, the law relating to Criminal Procedure 
for the time being in force in the Colony shall be applied so far as the 
same shall not conflict or be inconsistent with this Code and can be made 
auxiliary thereto.

GENERAL PROVISIONS AS TO CRIMINAL COURTS. 
e 
Cuapter II. 


OF CRIMINAL COURTS GENERALLY. 


6. (i). The Courts for the administration of criminal justice in the 
State shall be those constituted by the Courts Enactment, 1900, or by 
any other law in force for the time being. 


(ii). The place in which any Criminal Court is held for the purpose 
of enquiring into or trying any offence shall be deemed an open and 
public Court to which the public generally may have access; but any 
Criminal Court conducting a preliminary enquiry into any offence with a 
view to committal may, on special grounds of public policy or expediency, 
in its discretion, exclude the public, including the Advocate (if any) 
of the accused person, at any stage of any enquiry or proceeding, from the 
Court: provided that the Court shall record in every such case, at the 
time, on the record of the proceedings, the grounds upon which such 
order is made, and provided further that no Advocate appearing for 
the accused person shall be affected by such order unless it be specifically 
applied to him, and in every such case the Court shall record the grounds 
of such specific application. Nothing in this section contained shall 
affect the jurisdiction or power of the Court to maintain order ‘or to 
control Advocates. 


6. (i). Subject to the provisions of this Code every Magistrate shall 
have cognizance of and power and authority :— 


(a). To hear, try, determine and dispose of, in a summary way, 
rosecutions for offences committed wholly or in part within the local 
jurisdiction of such Magistrate and cognizable by such Magistrate. 


(b). To enquire into offences committed, or alleged to have been 
committed, within the local jurisdiction of such Magistrate, or respecting 
which such Magistrate has jurisdiction, and to summon and examine 
witnesses touching such offences, and to summon and apprehend and 
issue warrants for the apprehension of criminals and offenders, and deal 
with them according to law ; and 


(c). To issue warrants to search, or to cause to be searched, places 
wherein any stolen goods, or any goods, articles, or things with which or 
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in respect of which any offence has been committed are alleged to be 
kept or concealed, and to require persons to furnish security for the 
peace or for their good behaviour according to law. 


(ii). In addition to all other jurisdiction and powers by law vested in 
the Senior Mayistrate’s Court in criminal matters it shall have,and may 
in its discretion exercise, all the jurisdiction and powers in criminal 
matters vested in a Supreme Court by any foreign law adopted as law in 
the State, subject to the appellate jurisdiction and power of revision 
reserved to the Court of the Judicial Commissioner by the Judicial 
Commissiover’s Order in Council, 1896. 


7. (i). When a person is convicted at one trial of any two or more 
distinct offences the Court may sentence him for such offences to the 
several punishments prescribed therefor which such Court is competent 
to inflict, such punishments, when consisting of imprisonment, to com- 
mence the one after the expiration of the other in such order as the 
Court may direct or to run concurrently if the Court shall so direct, but 
it shall not be necessary for the Court, by reason only of the aggregate 
punishment for the several offences being im excess of the punishment 
which it is competent to inflict on conviction of one single offence, to 
send the offender for trial before a higher Court. 


Provided as follows :— 


(a). In no case shall such person be sentenced to periods of impri- 
sonment amounting in the aggregate to more than fourteen years. 


(b). The aggregate punishment shall not exceed twice the amount of 
punishment which such Court, in the exercise of its ordinary jurisdiction, 
is competent to inflict. i 

(ii). For the purpose of appeal aggregate sentences passed under this 
section, in case of convictions for several offences at one trial, shall be 
deemed to be a single sentence. 


8. Whencver, from any cause, a Magistrate making an enquiry 
preliminary to committal tor trial is unable conveniently to complete the 
roceedings of the enquiry himself another Magistrate of competent 
Jurisdiction may complete the case and proceed as if he had heard and 
recorded all the evidence himself. 


PART IIL 
OTHER GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Cuapter III. 
OF AID AND [NFORMATION TO MAGISTRATES AND POLICE AND 
PERSONS MAKING ARRESTS. 

9. Every person is bound to assist a Magistrate or a Police Officer 
reasonably demanding his aid :— 

(a). In the taking of any other person whom such Magistrate or 
Police Officer is authorised to arrest. 

(b). In the prevention of a breach of the peace, or of any injury 
attempted to be committed to any railway, tramway, canal, dock, wharf, 
telegraph or public property. 
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(c). In the suppression of a riot or an affray. 


10. When a warrant is directed to a person other than a Police 
Officer, any other person may, and upon production of the warrant and a 
demand for help being made, shall be bound to aid in the execution 
of such warrant if the person to whom the warrant is directed be near at 
hand and acting in the execution of his warrant. 


11, Every person aware :— 


(a). Of the commission of or the intention of any other person to 
comunit any offence punishable under the following Sections of the Penal 
Code, namely, 121, 121, 122, 123, 124, 124a, 125, 126, 130, 148, 144, 
145, 147, 148, 302, 303, 304, 382, 392, 393, 394, 395, 396, 397, 398, 399, 
402. 435, 436, 449, 450. 456, 457, 458, 459 and 460 ; 


(b). Of any sudden or unnatural death, or death by violence, or of 
any death under suspicious circumstances, or of the body of any person 
being found dead without its being known ;how such person came by 
death — 


shall, in the absence of reasonable excuse (the burden of proving which 
shall lie upon the person so aware), forthwith give information to the 
Officer in charge of the nearest police station, or to a Police Officer, or 
the nearest’ Penghulu, of such commission or intention, or of such 
sudden, unnatural or violent death, or death under suspicious circum- 
stances, or of the finding of such dead body, as the case may be. 


12. Every Police Officer and every Penghulu shall forthwith com- 
municate to the nearest Magistrate or Inspector of Police any inform- 
ation which he may have or obtain respecting :— 


(a). The occurrence of any sudden or unnatural death or of any 
death under suspicious circumstances. 


(b). The finding of the dead body of any person without its being 
known how such person came by death. 


Cuartre JV. 
OF ARREST, ESCAPE AND RE- TAKING. 


Arrest Generally. 


18. (i). In making an arrest the Police Officer or other person 
muking the same shall actually touch or confine the body of the persen 
to be arrested, unless there be a submission to the custody by word or 
action. 


(ii). If such person forcibly resist the endeavour to arrest him, or 
attempt to evade the arrest, such officer or other person may use all 
means necessary to effect the arrest. 


(iii). No person actually employed on a railway shall be arrested 
under such circumstances as to endanger the lives of persons travelling 
on the railway.

14, (i). If any person, acting under a warrant of arrest, or any 
Police Officer having authority to arrest, has reason to believe that any 
person to be arrested has entered into or is within any place, the person 
residing in or in charge of such place shall, on demand of such person 
acting as aforesaid, or such Police Officer, allow him free ingress thereto, 
and afford all reasonable facilities for a search therein. 


(ii). If ingress to such place cannot be obtained under the preceding 
section it shall be lawful, in any case, for a person acting under a 
warrant, and in any case in which a warrant may issue but cannot be 
obtained without affording the person to be arrested an opportunity of 
escape, for a Police Officer to enter such place and search therein; and 
in order to effect an entrance into such place to break open any outer or 
inner door or window of any place, whether that of the person to be 
arrested or of any other person if, after notification of his authority and 
purpose, and demand of admittance duly made, he cannot otherwise 
obtain admittance. 


15, Whenever a search for anything is or is about to be lawfully 
made in any house or place in respect of any offence, all persons found 
therein may be lawfully detained until the search is completed; and 
they may, if the thing sought be in its nature capable of being concealed 
on the person, be searched for it by or in the presence of a Mayistrate or 
a Police Officer not under the rank of Inspector. 


16. Any Police Officer or other person authorised to make an arrest 
may break open any place in order to liberate himself or any other 
person who, having lawfully entered for the purpose of making an 
arrest, is detained therein. 


17. (i). The person arrested shall not be subjected to more restraint 
than is necessary to prevent his escape. 


(ii). Whenever it is necessary to cause a woman to be searched the 
search shall be made by another woman, with strict regard to decency. 


18, Whenever a person is arrested — 


(a). By a Police Officer under a warrant which does not provide for 
the taking of bail, or under a warrant which provides for the taking of 
bail, but the person arrested cannot furnish bail; or 


(b). Without warrant, or by a private person under a warrant, and 
the person arrested cannot legally be admitted to bail, or is unable to 
furnish bail — 


the Police Officer making the arrest or, when the arrest is made by a 
private person, the Police Officer to whom such private person makes 
over the person arrested, may search such person, and place in safe 
custody all articles other than necessary wearing apparel found upon him, 
and any of such articles which there is reason to believe were the instru- 
ments or the fruits or other evidences of the crime may be detained 
until his discharge or acquittal. 


19. The officer or other person making any arrest under this Code 
may take from the person arrested any offensive weapons which he has 
about his person, and shall deliver all weapons so taken to the Court or 
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officer before which or whom the officer or perso making the arrest is 
required by law to produce the person arrested. 


20. Every person lawfully in custody, who by reason of incapacity 
from intoxication, illness, deafness, dumbness, idiocy, lunacy or infancy 
is unable to give a reasonable account of himself may be searched for 
the purpose of ascertaining his name and place of abode. 


Arrest Without a Warrant. 


21. (i). Any Police Officer may, without an order from a Magistrate, 
and without a warrant, arrest — 


(a). Any person who has been concerned in any seizable offence, or 
against whom a reasonable complaint has been made, or credible inform- 
ation has been received, or a reasonable suspicion exists of his having 
been so concerned ; 


(b), Any person having in his possession, without lawful excuse 
(the burden of proving which excuse shall lie on such person), any 
implement of housebreaking ; 


(c). Any person who has been proclaimed under Section 43 ; 


(d). Any person in whose possession anything is found which may 
reasonably be suspected to be stolen or fraudulently obtained property, 
and who may reasonably be suspected of having committed an offence 
with reference to such thing; 


(e). Any person who obstructs a Police Officer while in the execu- 
tion of his duty, or who has escaped, or attempts to escape, from lawful 
custody ; 


(f). Any person reasonably suspected of being a deserter from the 
British army or navy, or from the Malay States Guides ; 


(g). Any person found taking precautions to conceal his presence 
under circumstances which afford reason to believe that he is taking 
precautions with a view to committing a seizable offence : 


(h). Any person who has no ostensible means of subsistence, or 
who cannot give a satisfactory account of himself; 


(i). Any person who is by repute an habitual robber, housebreaker 
or thief, or an habitual receiver of stolen property, knowing it to be 
stolen, or who by repute habitually commits extortion or, in order to 
commit extortion, habitually puts or attempts to put persons in fear 
of injury; or 

(j). Any person in the act of committing in his presence a breach 
of the peace. 


(ii). Nothing in this section shall be held to limit or modify the 
operation of any other law empowering a Police Officer to arrest without 
a warrant. 


22. (i). When any person in the presence of a Police Officer commits 
or is accused of committing a non-seizable offence and refuses, on the 
demand of a Police Officer, to give his name and residence, or gives a 
name or residence which such officer has reason to believe to be false, he 
may be arrested by such Police Officer in order that his name or residence 
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may be ascertained, and he shall, within twenty-four hours from the 
arrest, exclusive of the time necessary for the journey, be taken before 
the nearest Magistrate unless before that time his true name and residence 
are ascertained, in which case such person shall be forthwith released 
on his executing a bond for his appearance before a Magistrate’s Court, if 
so required. When any person is thus taken before a Magistrate such 
Magistrate may either require him to execute a bond, with or without a 
surety, for his appearance before a Magistrate’s Court, if so required, or 
may order him to be detained in custody until he can be tried. 


(ii). When any person in the presence of a Police Officer commits or 
is accused of committing a non-seizable offence and, on the demand of a 
Police Officer to give his name and residence, gives as his residence a 
place not within the State, he may be arrested by such Police Officer, and 
shall be taken forthwith before the nearest Magistrate, who may either 
require him to execute a bond, with or without a surety, for his appear- 
ance before a Magistrate’s Court, if so required, or may order him to be 
detained in custody until he can be tried, or shall be taken before a Police 
Officer not below the rank of Inspector who may require him to execute 
a bond, with or without a surety, for his appearance before a Magistrate’s 
Court, if required. 


23. For the purpose of arresting any person whom he has power to 
arrest without a warrant any member of the Police Force of the State or 
of any other of the Federated Malay States may pursue any such person 
into any part of the State. 


24. (i). Any private person may atrest any person who in his view 
commits a non- bailable and seizable offence, or who has been proclaimed 
under Section 43, and shall without unnecessary delay make over the 
person so arrested to the nearest Police Officer or, in the absence of a 
Police Officer, take such person to the nearest police station. If there is 
reason to believe that such person comes under the provisions of Section 
21 a Police Officer shall re-arrest him. If there is reason to believe that 
he has committed a non - seizable offence and he refuses, on the demand of 
a Police Officer, to give his name and residence, or gives a name or resi- 
dence which such officer has reason to believe to be false, or gives a 
residence which is not within the State, he shall be dealt with under the 
provisions of Section 22. If there is no reason to believe that he has 
committed any offence he shall be at once discharged. 


(ii). Whoever commits an offence on or with respect to the person 
or property of another may, if his name and address be unknown, be 
apprehended by the person injured, or by any person who may be using 
the property to which the injury may be done, or by the servant of either 
of such persons, or by any person authorised by or acting in aid of either 
of such persons, and may be detained until he give his name and address 
and satisfy such person that the name and address so given are correct, or 
until he can be delivered into the custody of a Police Officer. 


(iii). If any person lawfully apprehended under the last preceding 
sub-section shall assault or forcibly resist the person by whom he shall 
be so apprehended, or any person acting in his aid, he shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding $100. 


25. A Police Officer making an arrest without warrant, shall, with- 
out unnecessary delay, and subject to the provisions herein contained as 
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to bail or previous discharge, take or send the person arrested before a 
Magistrate's Court having jurisdiction in the case. 


26. No Police Officer shall detain in custody a person arrested 
without a warrant for a longer period than under all the circumstances 
of the case is reasonable. Such period shall not exceed twenty-four 
hours, exclusive of the time necessary for the journey from the place of 
arrest to the Magistrate’s Court. 


27. Officers in charge of Police Districts shall report to the nearest 
Magistrate’s Court the cases of all persons who, without warrant, are 
arrested or brought before them, and whether such persons have been 
admitted to bail or otherwise. 


28. No person who has been arrested by a Police Officer shall be 
discharged except on his own bond, or on bail, or under the special order 
in writing of a Magistrate or of a Police Officer not under the rank of an 
Inspector. 


29. When any offence is committed in the presence of a Magistrate 
within the local limits of his jurisdiction, he may himself arrest. or 
authorise any person to arrest the offender, and may thereupon, subject 
to the provisions herein contained as to bail, commit the offender to 
custody. - 

80. Any Magistrate may at any time arrest or authorise the arrest 
in his presence, within the local limits of his jurisdiction, of any person 
for whose arrest he is competent at the time and in the circumstances to 
issue a warrant. 


81. If a person in lawful custody escapes or is rescued the person 
from whose custody he escaped or was rescued may immediately pursue 
and arrest him in any place, either within or without the jurisdiction 
where he was so in custody ; and deal with such person as he might have 
done on the original taking. 


82. The provisons of Sections 14 and 16 shall apply to arrests 
under the last preceding section, although the person making the arrest 
is not acting under a warrant and is not a Police Officer having authority 
to arrest. 


Cuapter V. 


OF PROCESSES TO COMPEL APPEARANCE. 


Summons. 


83. (i). Every summons to appear issued by a Court under this 
Code shall be in writing in duplicate, and signed and sealed by the 
presiding officer of such Court. 


(ii). Such summons shall ordinarily be served by a Police Officer, 
but the Court issuing the summons may, if it see fit, direct it to be served 
by any other person. 


84. (i). The summons shall, if practicable, be served personally on 
the person summoned, by delivering or tendering to him one of the 
duplicates of the summons. 
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Gi). Every person on whom a summons is so served shall, if so 
required by the serving officer, sign a receipt therefor on the back of the 
other duplicate. 


(iii). In the case of a corporation the summons may be served on the 
Secretary or other like officer of the same. 


(iv). When the person to be summoned cannot by the exercise of due 
diligence be found, the summons may be served by leaving one of the 
duplicates for him with some adult male member of his family, or with 
his servant residing with him. 


85. When the person to be summoned cannot by the exercise of due 
diligence be found, and service cannot be effected as directed by Sub- 
section (iv) of the last preceding section, the serving officer shall affix one 
of the duplicates of the summons to some conspicuous part of the house 
or homestead in which the person summoned ordinarily resides, and in 
such case the summons, if the Court so directs, either before or after 
such affixing, shall be deemed to have been duly served. 


86. When a summons issued by a Court is served an affidavit of 
such service purporting to be made before an officer duly authorised to 
administer an oath shall be admissible in evidence. 


Warrant of Arrest. 


87. (i). Every warrant of arrest issued by a Court under this Code 
shall be in writing, signed by the presiding officer of such Court, and 
shall bear the seal of the Court. 


(ii). Every such warrant shall remain in force until it is cancelled 
by the Court which issued it, or until it is executed. 


88. (i). Any Court issuing a warrant for the arrest of any person 
may, in its discation, direct by indorsement on the warrant that if such 
person execute a bond with sufficient sureties for his attendance before 
the Court at a specified time and thereafter until otherwise directed by 
the Court, the officer to whom the warrant is directed shall take such 
security and shall release such person from custody. 


(ii). The indorsement shall state— 
(a). The number of sureties ; 


(b). The amount in which they and the person for whose arrest the 
warrant is issued are to be respectively bound ; 


(c). The time at which he is to attend before the Court. 


(iii). Whenever security is taken under this section the officer to 
whom the warrant is directed shall forward the bond to the Court. 


39. (i). A warrant of arrest shall ordinarily be directed to the Deputy 
Commissioner of Police and all other Police Officers of tke Federated 
Malay States, and any Police Officer of any of the Federated Malay States 
may execute such warrant. 
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. (ii). The Court issuing a warrant may direct it to any person or 
persons by name, not being Police Officers, and all or any one or more of 
such persons may execute the same. 


(iii). When a warrant is directed to more persons than one it may 
be executed by all or any one or more of them. 


40. The Police Officer or other person executing a warrant of arrest 
shall notify the substance thereof to the person arrested and, if so 
required, shall shew him the warrant or a copy thereof under the seal 
of the Court issuing the warrant. 


41. The Police Officer or other person executing a warrant of arrest 
shall (subject to the provisions of Section 38 as to security), without 
unnecessary delay, bring the person arrested before the Court before 
which he is required by law to produce such person. 


42, (i). When a warrant of arrest is executed outside the local limits 
of the jurisdiction of the Court by which it was issued the person 
arrested shall, unless security be taken under Section 38, be carried 
before the nearest Magistrate. 


(ii). Such Mayistrate shall, if the person arrested appears to be the 
person intended by the Court which issued the warrant, direct his 
removal in custody to such last mentioned Court; provided that if the 
offence be bailable, and the person arrested be ready and willing to give 
bail to the satisfaction of the Mayistrate before whom he is brought, or 
a direction has been indorsed under Section 38 on the warrant, and such 
person is ready and willing to give the security required by such direc- 
tion, such Magistrate shall take such bail or security, as the case may be, 
and forward the bond to the Court which issued the warrant. 


(iii). Nothing in this section shall be deemed. to prevent a Police 
Officer from taking security under Section 38. 


Proclamation and Attachment. 


43. (i). If any Court has reason to believe (whether after taking 
evidence or not) that any person against whom a warrant has been 
issued by it has absconded, or is concealing himself so that such warrant 
cannot be executed, such Court may publish a written proclamation 
requiring him to appear at a specified place, and at a specified time not 
less than thirty days from the date of publishing such proclamation. 


(ii). The proclamation shall be published as follows :— 


(a). It shall be publicly read in some conspicuous place of the town, 
village or kampong in or near which such person ordinarily resides. 


(b). It shall be affixed to some conspicuous part of the house or 
homestead in which such person ordinarily resides, or to some con- 
spicuous place of such town, village or kampong; and, 


(c). A copy thereof shall be affixed to some conspicuous part of the 
Court- house. 


(iii). A statement by the Court issuing the proclamation, to the effect 
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conclusive evidence that the requirements of this section have been com- 
plied with and that the proclamation was published on such day. 


44, (i). The Court may, after issuing a proclamation under the last 
preceding section, order the attachment of any property, movable or 
immovable, or both, belonging to the proclaimed person. 


(ii). Such order shall authorise the attachment of any property 
belonging to such person within the local jurisdiction of the Court by 
which it is made, and it shall authorise the attachment of any property 
belonging to such person without such jurisdiction when indorsed by a 
Magistrate within whose jurisdiction such property is situate. 


(iii). If the property ordered to be attached be debts or other 
movable property the attachment under this section shall be made— 


(a). By seizure; or 
(6). By the appointment of a receiver; or 


(c). By an order in writing prohibiting the delivery of such pro- 
perty to the proclaimed person or to any one on his behalf; or 


(d). By all or any two of such methods as the Court thinks fit. 


(iv). If the property ordered to be attached be immovable, the 
attachment under this section shall, in the case of land paying revenue 
to the State, be made through the Collector of Land Revenue of the 
district in which the land is situate; and in all other cases— 


(a). By taking possession ; or 
(b). By the appointment of a receiver ; or 


(c). By an order in writing prohibiting the payment of rent or 
delivery of property to the proclaimed person or to any one on his 
behalf; or 


(d). By all or any two of such methods, as the Court thinks fit. 


(v). The powers, duties and liabilities of a receiver appointed under 
this section shall be the same as those of a receiver appointed under the 
law of Civil Procedure in force in the State for the time being. 


(vi). If the proclaimed person does not appear within the time speci- 
fied in the proclamation the property under attachment shall be at the 
disposal of the State, but it shall not be sold until the expiration of six 
months from the date of the attachment, unless it is subject to 5; 
and natural decay, or the Court considers that the sale would be for the 
benefit of the owner, in either of which cases the Court may cause it to 
be sold whenever it thinks fit. 


(vii). No such attachment of any land held under a title required 
by law to be registered shall take effect until the order of attachment 
is duly registered under the law for the registration of dealings with 
such land in force in the State for the time being. 


46. If, within two years from the date of the attachment, any person 
whose property is or has been at the disposal of the State under sub- 
section (vi) of the last preceding section appears voluntarily, or is appre- 
hended and brought before the Court by whose order the property was 
attached, and proves to the satisfaction of such Court that he did not 
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abscond or conceal himself for the purpose of avoiding execution of the 

warrant, and that he had not such notice of the proclamation as to 

enable him to attend within the time specified therein, such property or, 

if the same has been sold, the nett proceeds of the sule or, if part only 

thereof has been sold, the nett proceeds of the sale and the residue of the 

re rty shall, after satisfying thereout all costs incurred in consequence 
e attachment, be delivered to him. 


Other Rules Regarding Swmmonses to Appear and Warrants 
of Arrest. 


46. A Criminal Court may, in any case in which it is empowered to 
issue a summons for the appearance of any person other than an assessor, 
issue, after recording its reasons in writing, a warrant for his arrest :— 


(a). If, either before the issue of summons or after the issue of the 
same, but before the time fixed for his appearance, the Court sees reason 
to believe that he has absconded or will not obey the summons ; or 


(b). If at such time he fails to appear and the summons is proved 
to have been duly served in time to admit of his appearing in accordance 
therewith, and no reasonable excuse is offered for such failure. 


47. (i). All summonses to appear and warrants of arrest issued by 
any Court in the State may be served or executed (as the case may be) 
in any part of the State: provided that no such summons shall be 
served outside the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court issuing 
the same, unless the same shall be indorsed by such Court with the 
words ‘“ For service out of the jurisdiction.” 


(ii). No such summons shall be indorsed by a Court issuing the same 
with the words “ For service out of the jurisdiction” unless the Court 
is satisfied that there are special grounds for allowing such service, 
which grounds shall be recorded before the summons is so indorsed. 

(iii). Any summons or warrant issued by any Court in any other 
of the Federated Malay States may be served or executed (as the case 


may be) in the State in the same manner as if such summons or warrant 
had been issued by one of the Courts of the State. 


48. When any person for whose appearance or arrest any Court is 
empowered to issue a summons or warrant is present in such Court, it 
may require such person to execute a bond, with or without sureties, 
for his appearance in such Court. 


49. When any person who is bound by any bond taken under this 
Code to appear before a Court does not so appear such Court may issue 
a warrant directing that such person be arrested and produced before it. 


Cuapter VI. 


OF ;PROCESSES TO COMPEL THE PRODUCTION OF DOCUMENTS AND 
OTHER MOVABLE PROPERTY, AND FOR THE DISCOVERY OF 
PERSONS WRONGFULLY CONFINED. 

Summons to Produce. 


50. (i). Whenever any Court considers that the production of any 
document or other thing is necessary or desirable for the purposes of any 
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investigation, enquiry, trial or other proceeding under this Code by or 
before such Court, it may issue a summons to the person in whose pos- 
session or power such document or thing is believed to be, requiring him 
to attend and produce it, or to produce it at the time and place stated in 
the summons. 


(ii). Any person required under this section merely to produce a 
document or other thing shall be deemed to have complied with the 
requisition if he cause such document or thing to be produced instead of 
attending personally to produce the same. 


(iii). Nothing in this section shall be deemed to apply to any 
book, letter, post-card or other document in the custody of the postal 
authorities. 


61. (i). If any such book, letter, post-card or other document is, in 
the opinion of the Senior Magistrate, wanted for the purpose of any 
investigation, enquiry, trial or other proceeding under this Code, the 
Senior Magistrate may require the postal authorities to deliver such 
document to such person as such Court directs. 


(ii). If any such document is, in the opinion of the Public Prose- 
cutor, wanted for any such purpose, he may require the postal authorities 
to cause search to be made for and to detain such document, pending 
the orders of the Senior Magistrate. 


52. The provisions of Sections 33, 34, 35 and 36 shall apply in 
relation to Summonses under this Chapter. 


Search Warrants. 


58. (i). Where any Court has reason to believe that a person to 
whom a summons under Section 50, or a requisition under Section 51, 
Sub-section (i), has been or might be addressed, will not or would not 
produce the document or other thing as required by such summons or 
requisition ; 

Or where such document or other thing is not known to the Court 
to be in the possession of any person ; 


Or where the Court considers that the purposes of justice or of any 
enquiry, trial or other proceeding under this Code will be served by a 
general search or inspection— 


It may issue a search warrant, and the person to whom such warrant 
is directed may search or inspect in accordance therewith and the pro- 
visions hereinafter contained. 


(ii). Nothing herein contained shall authorise any Magistrate, other 
than the Senior Magistrate, to grant a warrant to search for a document 
in the custody of the postal authorities. 


(iii). A search warrant shall ordinarily be directed to the Deputy 
Commissioner of Police and to some other Police Officers to be designated 
by name therein, and all or any of such Police Officers may execute such 
warrant. The Court issuing a search warrant may direct it to any 
person or persons by name, not being Police Officers, and all or any one 
or more of such persons may execute the warrant. 
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54, The Court may, if it thinks fit, specify in the warrant the parti- 
cular tse or part thereof to which only the search or inspection shall 
extend, and the person or persons charged with the execution of such 
warrant shall then search or inspect only the place or part so specified. 


55. Ifa Magistrate, upon information and after such enquiry as he 
thinks necessary, has reason to believe that any place is used for the 
deposit or sale of stolen property or of property unlawfully obtained ; 


Or for the deposit or sale or manufacture of forged documents, false 
seals or counterfeit stamps or coin, or forged trade-marks, or instru- 
ments or materials for counterfeiting coin or stamps, or for forging; 


Or that any stolen property or property unlawfully obtained, forged 
documents, false seals or counterfeit stamps or coin or forged trade- 
marks or instruments or materials used for counterfeiting coin or 
stamps or for forging are concealed, kept or deposited in any place; 


He may, by his warrant, authorise the person to whom it is 
directed— 


(a). To enter, with such assistance as may be required, such place ; 
and 


(b). To search the same in manner specified in the warrant; and 


(c). To take possession of any property, documents, seals, stamps, 
coins or trade-marks therein found, which he reasonably suspects to be 
stolen, unlawfully obtained, forged, false or counterfeit, and also of any 
such instruments and materials as aforesaid ; and 


(d). To convey such property, documents, seals, stamps, coins, 
trade-marks, instruments or materials before a Magistrate, or to guard 
the same on the spot until the offender is taken before a Magistrate, or 
otherwise to dispose thereof in some place of safety ; and 


(e). To take into custody and carry before a Magistrate every person 
found in such place who appears to have been privy to the deposit, 
sale, manufacture or keeping of any such property, documents, seals, 
stamps, coins, trade-marks, instruments or materials, knowing or having 
reasonable cause to suspect the said property to have been stolen or 
otherwise unlawfully obtained, or the said documents, seals, stamps, 
coins, trade-marks, instruments or materials to have been forged, falsi- 
fied or counterfeited, or the said instruments or materials to have been 
or to be intended to be used for counterfeiting coin or stamps or for 
forging. 


56. (i). Every search warrant issued by a Court under this Code 
shall be in writing, signed by the presiding officer of such Court, and 
shall bear the seal of the Court. 


(ii). Every such warrant shall remain in force for a reasonable 
number of days, to be specified in the warrant. 


(iii). Search warrants issued under this Code may be executed in any 
part of the State. 


57. If any Magistrate has reason to believe that any person is con- 
fined under such circumstances that the confinement amounts to an 
offence he may issue a search warrant, and the person to whom such 
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warrant is directed may search for the person so confined; and such 
search shall be made in accordance therewith, and the person, if found, 
shall be immediately taken before a Magistrate, who shall make such 
order as in the circumstances of the case seems proper. 


58, (i). Whenever any place liable to search or inspection under this 
Chapter is closed, any person residing in or being in charge of such place 
shall, on demand of the officer or other person executing the warrant, 
and on production of the warrant, allow him free ingress thereto, and 
afford all reasonable facilities for a search therein. 


(ii). I£ ingress to such place cannot be so obtained the officer or 
other person executing the warrant may proceed in manner provided by 
Sub-section (ii) of Section 14. 


59. (i). A list of all things seized in the course of a search made 
under this Chapter, and of the places in which they are respectively 
found, shall be prepared by such officer or other person making such 
search, and signed by him. 


(ii). The occupant of the place searched, or some person in his 
behalf, shall, in every instance be permitted to attend during the search, 
and a copy of the list. prepared and signed under this section shall be 
delivered to such occupant or person at his request. 


Miscellaneous. 


60. Any Court may, if it thinks fit, impound any document or other 
thing produced before it under this Code. 


61. (i). The Magistrate by whom a search warrant is issued may 
attend personally for the purpose of seeing that the warrant is duly 
executed. 


(ii). Any Magistrate may orally direct a search to be made in his 
presence, of any place for the search of which he is competent to issue a 
search warrant. 


62. If information shall be given to any officer of police, not below 
the rank of Inspector, that there is reasonable cause for suspecting that 
any stolen property is concealed or lodged in any dwelling-house or 
other place, and he shall have good grounds for believing that by reason 
of the delay in obtaining a search warrant the property is likely to be 
removed, the said officer, in virtue of his office, may search for specific 
articles alleged to have been stolen, in the houses and places specified : 
provided always that a list of the articles stolen or missing shall have 
been previously delivered or taken down in writing, with a declaration 
stating that a robbery has been committed and that the informant has 
good ground for believing that the property is deposited in such house 
or place, and provided further that the person who lost the goods, or his 
representative, accompany the officer in the search. 


68. (i). Any Police Officer may, under the circumstances hereafter in 
this section mentioned, be authorised in writing by the Deputy Com- 
missioner to enter and, if so authorised, may enter any house, shop, 
warehouse, yard, grounds or other premises in search of stolen property, 
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and search and seize and secure any property which he may believe to have 
been stolen, in the same manner as he would be authorised to do if he 
had a warrant and the property seized, if any, corresponded to the 
property described in such search warrant. 


(ii). In every case in which any property is seized in pursuance of 
this section the person on whose premises it was at the time of seizure, 
or the person from whom it was taken if other than the person on whose 
premises it was, shall, unless previously charged with receiving the same 
knowing it to have been stolen, be summoned before a Magistrate to 
account for his possession of such property, and such Magistrate shall 
make such order respecting the disposal of such property and may 
award such costs as the justice of the case may require. 


(iti). It shall be lawful for the Deputy Commissioner to give such 
authority as aforesaid in the following cases or either of them :— 


First— When the premises to be searched are, or within the 
preceding twelve months have been, in the occupation of, or used by 
any person who has been convicted of receiving stolen property, or 
of harbouring thieves; or 


Second.— When the premises to be searched are in the occupation 


of or used by any person who has been convicted of any offence - 


involving fraud or dishonesty and punishable by penal servitude or 
rigorous imprisonment. 


(iv). It shall not be necessary for such Deputy Commissioner, on 
giving such authority, to specify any particular property, but he may 
give such authority if he has reason to believe generally that such 
premises are being made a receptacle for stolen goods. 


PART IV. 


PREVENTION OF OFFENCES. 


Cuapter VII. 
OF SECURITY FOR KEEPING THE PEACE AND FOR GOOD BEHAVIOUR. 


Security for Keeping the Peace on Conviction. 


64, (i). Whenever any person accused of rioting, assault, or other 
breach of the peace or of abetting the same or of assembling armed 
men or taking other unlawful measures with the evident intention of 
committing the same, or any person accused of committing criminal 
intimidation by threatening injury to person or property, is convicted of 
such offence, and the Court before which such person is convicted is of 
opinion that it is necessary to require such person to execute a bond for 
keeping the peace, such Court may, at the time of passing sentence on 
such person, or in lieu of any sentence, order him to execute a bond for a 
sum proportionate to his means, with or without sureties, for keeping the 
peace during such period in each instance as it thinks fit to fix, not 
exceeding six months if the sentence or order be by any Court subordi- 
nate to the Court of the Senior Magistrate or two years if the sentence 
or order be by the Senior Magistrate. 
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(ii). If the conviction is set aside on appeal or otherwise the bond so 
executed shall become void. 


Security for Keeping the Peace in other Cases, and Security for 
Good Behaviour. 


65. Whenever it appears to a Magistrate that any Lael residing 
or being within the local limits of his jurisdiction is likely to commit a 
breach of the peace or to do any wrongful act that may probably ovca- 
sion a breach of the peace within or beyond such limits, such Magistrate 
may, in manner hereinafter provided, require such person to shew cause 
why he should not be ordered to execute a bond, with or without sureties, 
for keeping the peace for such period not exceeding six months as the 
Magistrate thinks fit to fix. 


66. Whenever it appears to a Magistrate receiving information— 


(a). That any person is taking precautions to conceal his presence 
within the local limits of his jurisdiction, and that there is reason to 
believe that such person is taking such precautions with a view to com- 
mitting an offence ; or 


(b). That there is within such limits a person who has no osten- 
sible means of subsistence or who cannot give a satisfactory account of 
himself ; or 


(c). That there is within the local limits of his jtendistion any 
person who, within or without such limits, either orally or in writing 
disseminates or attempts to disseminate or in any way abets the dissemi- 
nation of —- 


(i). Any seditious matter, that is to say any matter the publication 
of which is punishable under Section 124 (a) of the Penal Code; or 


(ii). Any matter concerning a Judge or Magistrate which amounts 
to criminal intimidation or defamation under the Penal Code ; 


such Magistrate may, in manner hereinafter provided, require such 
person to shew cause why he should not be ordered to execute a bond, 
with sureties, for his good behaviour for such period not exceeding six 
months as the Magistrate thinks fit to fix. 


67. Whenever it appears to a Magistrate that any person within the 
local limits of the jurisdiction of such Magistrate is an habitual robber, 
house-breaker or thief, or an habitual receiver of stolen property, 
knowing the same to have been stolen, or that he habitually commits 
extortion or, in order to the committing of extortion, habitually puts or 
attempts to put persons in fear of injury, or that he is an habitual pro- 
tector or harbourer of thieves, or that he is an habitual aider in the 
concealment or disposal of stolen property, or that he is a notorious bad 
liver, or is a dangerous character, such Magistrate may, in manner here- 
inafter provided, require such person to shew cause why he should not 
be ordered to execute a bond, with sureties, for his good behaviour 
for such period not exceeding six months as such Magistrate thinks fit 
to fix. 


68. When a Magistrate, acting under Section 65, Section 66 or 
Section 67, deems it necessary to require any person to shew cause under 
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such section, he shall make an order in writing setting forth the 
substance of the information received, the amount of the bond to be 
executed, the term for which it is to be in force, and the number, 
character and class of sureties (if any) required. 


69. Ifthe person in respect of whom such order is made is present 
in Court it shall be read over to him or, if he so desires, the substance 
thereof shall be explained to him. 


70. If such person is not present in Court the Magistrate shall issue 
a summons requiring him to appear, or when such person is in custody a 
warrant directing the officer in whose custody he is to bring him before 
the Court: provided that whenever it appears to such Magistrate, upon 
the report of a Police Officer, or upon other information (the substance 
of which report or information shall be recorded by the Magistrate), 
that there is reason to fear the commission of a breach of the peace and 
that such breach of the peace cannot be prevented otherwise than by the 
immediate arrest of such person, the Magistrate may at any time issue 
a warrant for his arrest. 


71. Every summons or warrant issued under the last preceding 
section shall be accompanied by a copy of the order made under Section 
68, and such copy shall be delivered by the-officer serving or executing 
such summons or warrant to the person served with or arrested under 
the same. 


72. The Magistrate may, if he sees sufficient cause, dispense with 
the personal attendance of any person called upon to shew cause why he 
should not be ordered to execute a bond for keeping the peace and may 
permit him to appear by an Advocate. 


738. (i). When an order under Section 68 has been read or explained 
under Section 69 to a person present in Court, or when a person appears 
or is brought before a Magistrate in compliance with or in execution of 
a summons or warrant issued under Section 70, the Magistrate shall 
proceed to enquire into the truth of the information upon which he has 
acted and to take such further evidence as may appear necessary. 


(ii). Such enquiry shall be made, as nearly as may be practicable, in 
the manner hereinafter prescribed for conducting trials in su 
cases before Magistrates, except that no charge need be framed. 


(iii). For the purposes of this section the fact that a person is an 
habitual offender may be proved by evidence of general repute or 
otherwise. 


74. If upon such enquiry it is proved that it is necessary for 
keeping the peace or maintaining good behaviour, as the case may be, 
that the person in respect of whom the enquiry is made should execute 
a bond, with or without sureties, the Magistrate shall make an order 
accordingly. 


Provided — 


Firstly.— That no person shall be ordered to. give security of a nature 
different from, or an amount larger than, or for a period longer than 
that specified in the order made under Section 68. 
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Secondly.-—That the amount of every bond shall be fixed with due 
regard to the circumstances of the case and shall not be excessive, but 
shall be such as to afford the person against whom the order is made a 
fair chance of complying with it. 


Thirdly—That when the person in respect of whom the enquiry is 
made is a minor the bond shall be executed only by his sureties. 


75. If, on an enquiry under Section 73, it is not proved that it is 
necessary for keeping the peace or maintaining good behaviour, as the 
case may be, that the person in respect of whom the enquiry is made 
should execute a bond, the Magistrate shall make an entry on the 
record to that effect and, if such person is in custody only for the 
purposes of the enquiry, shall release him or, if such person is not in 
custody, shall discharge him. 


Proceedings in all Cases Subsequent to Order to Furnish Security. 


76. (i). If any person in respect of whom an order requiring security 
is made under Section 64 or Section 74 is, at the time such order is 
made, sentenced to or undergoing a sentence of imprisonment, the period 
for which such security is required shall commence on the expiration of 
such sentence. 


(ii). In other cases such period shall commence on the date of such 
order. 


77. The bond to be executed by any such person shall bind him to 
keep the peace or to be of good behaviour, as the case may be, and in the 
latter case the commission or attempt to commit or the abetment of any 
offence punishable with imprisonment, wherever it may be committed, is 
a breach of the bond. 


78. A Magistrate may in his discretion refuse to accept any parti- 
cular person or persons offered as surety for good behaviour under, this 
Chapter. 


79. (i). If any person ordered to give security under Section 64 or 
Section 74 does not give such security on or before the date on which 
the period for which such security is to be given commences he shall, 
except in the case next hereinafter mentioned, be committed to prison ; 
or, if he is already in prison, be detained in prison until such period 
expires or until within such period he gives the security to the Court 
or Magistrate which or who made the order requiring it, or to the officer 
in charge of the prison in which the person so ordered is detained. 


(ii). Imprisonment for failure to give security for keeping the peace 
shall be simple. 


(iii). Imprisonment for failure to give security for good behaviour 
may be rigorous or simple, as the Court or Magistrate in each case 
directs. 


80. When a Court is of opinion that any person imprisoned for 
failing to give security under this Chapter may be released without 
hazard to the community or to any other person, the Court may order 
such person to be discharged. A Court other than the Senior Magis- 
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trate’s shall not exercise this power except in cases where the impri- 
sonment is under its own order. 


81. Whenever a Magistrate is of opinion that any person imprisoned 
for failing to give security under this Chapter, as ordered by the Senior 
Magistrate, may be released without the hazard mentioned in the last 
preceding section, such Magistrate shall make an immediate report of 
the case for the orders of the Senior Magistrate who may, if he thinks 
fit, order such person to be discharged. 


82. (i). Any surety for the peaceable conduct or good behaviour of 
another person may at any time apply to a Magistrate to cancel any bond 
executed under this Chapter within the local limits of his jurisdiction. 


(ii). On such application being made the Magistrate shall issue a 
summons or warrant, as he thinks fit, requiring such person for whom 
such surety is bound to appear or to be brought before him. 


(iii). When such person appears or is brought before the Magistrate, 
he shall cance! the bond, and shall order such person to give, for the 
unexpired portion of the term of such bond, fresh security of the same 
description as the original security. Every such order shall, for the 
purposes of Sections 77, 78, 79 and 80, be deemed to be an order made 
under Section 64 or Section 74, as the case may be. 


Cuaprer VIII. 


UNLAWFUL ASSEMBLIES. 


83, Any Magistrate or Officer in charge of a Police District may 
command any unlawful assembly, or any assembly of five or more 
persons likely to cause a disturbance of the public peace, to disperse, 
and it shall thereupon be the duty of the members of such assembly 
to disperse accordingly. 


84. If, upon being so commanded, any such assembly does not 
disperse, or if, without being so commanded, it conducts itself in such 
a@ manner as to shew a determination not to disperse, any Magistrate 
or Officer in charge of a Police District may proceed to disperse such 
assembly by force, and may require the assistance of any male person, 
not being an officer or soldier in the Malay States Guides nor being a 
volunteer duly enrolled under the provisions of any law and acting as such, 
for the purpose of dispersing such assembly and, if necessary, arresting 
and confining the persons who form part of it in order to disperse such 
assembly, or that they may be punished according to law. 


85. If any such assembly cannot be otherwise dispersed, and if it 
is necessary for the public security that it should be dispersed, the 
Magistrate of the highest rank who is present may cause it to be dis- 
persed by military force. : 


86. When a Magistrate determines to disperse any such assembly 
by military force he may require any Commissioned or Non-commis- 
sioned Officer in command of any soldiers in the service of the State or of 
any volunteers duly enrolled under the provisions of any law to disperse 
such assembly by military force and to arrest and confine such persons 
forming part of it as the Magistrate may direct or as it may be necessary 
to arrest and confine in order to disperse the assembly or to have them 
punished according to law. 
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87. When the public security is manifestly endangered by any 
such assembly and when no Magistrate can be communicated with, an: 
Commissioned Officer in the service of the State may disperse suc 
assembly by military force and may arrest and confine any person form- 
ing part of it in order to disperse such assembly or that they may be 
punished according to law; but if, while he is acting under this section, 
it becomes practicable for him to communicate with any Magistrate 
he shall do so, and shall thenceforward obey the instructions of the 
Magistrate as to whether he shall or shall not continue such action. 


88. No prosecution against any Magistrate or any Military Officer, 
Police Officer, soldier or volunteer for any act purporting to be done under 
this Chapter shall be instituted in any Criminal Court except with the 
sanction, in writing, of the Resident; and 


(a). No Magistrate or Police Officer acting under this Chapter in 
good faith; 


(b). No officer acting under Section 87 in good faith ; 


(c). No person doing any act in good faith in compliance with a 
requisition under Section 84 or Section 86; and 


(da). No inferior officer, soldier or volunteer doing any act in obedience. 
to any order which, under military law, he was bound to obey— 


shall be deemed to have thereby committed an offence. 


Cuapter IX. 


PUBLIC NUISANCES. 


89. (i). Whenever a Magistrate considers, on receiving a report or 
other information, and on taking such evidence (if any) as he thinks fit— 


That any unlawful obstruction or nuisance should be removed from 
any way, harbour, lake, river or channel which is or may be lawfully used 
by the public, or from any public place ; or 


That any trade or occupation or the keeping of any goods or 
merchandise, by reason of its being injurious to the health or physical 
comfort of the community, should be suppressed or removed or pro- 
hibited ; or : 

That the construction of any building or the disposal of any sub- 


stance likely to occasion conflagration or explosion should be prevented 
or stopped ; or 


That any building is in such a condition that it is likely to fall and 
thereby cause injury to persons living or carrying on business in the 
neighbourhood, or passing by, and that in consequence its removal, 
repair or support is necessary; or 


That any tank, well or excavation adjacent to any such way or 
public place should be fenced in such a manner as to prevent danger 
arising to the public— 
such Magistrate may make a conditional order requiring the person or 
corporation causing such obstruction or nuisance, or carrying on such. 
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trade or occupation, or keeping any such goods or merchandise, or 
owning, possessing or controlling such building, substance, tank, well 
or excavation, within a time to be fixed in the order— 


To remove such obstruction or nuisance; or 

To suppress or remove such trade or occupation ; or 

To remove such goods or merchandise ; or 

To prevent or stop the construction of such building; or 

To remove, repair or support it; or 

To alter the disposal of such substance ; or 

To fence such tank, well or excavation, as the case may be ; or 


To appear before such Magistrate, at a time and place to be fixed by 
the order, and move to have the order set aside or modified in manner 
hereinafter provided. 


(ii). No order duly made by a Magistrate under this section shall be 
called in question in any Civil Court. 


(iii). For the purposes of this section a “ public place” includes also 
property belonging to the State and grounds left unoccupied for sanitary 
or recreative purposes. 


90. (i). The order, and any other notice or order given or made 
under this Chapter, shall, if practicable, be served on the person or 
corporation against whom it is made in manner in this Code provided 
for service of a summons. 


(ii). If such order cannot be so served it shall be notified by procla- 
mation published in the Gazette, and a copy thereof shall be posted at 
such place or places as may be fittest for conveying the information to 
such person or corporation. 


91. The person or corporation against whom such order is made 
shall— 


(a). Perform, within the time specified in the order, the act directed 
thereby ; or 


(b). Appear in accordance with such order and shew cause against 
the same. 


92. (i). If such person does not perform such act or appear and 
shew cause as required by the last preceding section he shall be liable to 
the penalty prescribed in that behalf in Section 188 of the Penal Code, 
and the order shall be made absolute. 


(ii). If such corporation does not perform such act or appear and 
shew cause as provided by the last preceding section the Magistrate may 
a oe afine of such amount as he deems necessary to secure obedience 
to his order or process, and the order shall be made absolute. 


93. (i). If such person or corporation appears and shews cause 
against the order the Magistrate shall take evidence in the matter. 


(ii). If the Magistrate is satisfied that the order is not reasonable 
and proper no further proceedings shall be taken in the case. 
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(iii). If the Magistrate is not so satisfied the order shall be made 
absolute. 


94, When an order has been made absolute under the last two pre- 
ceding sections the Magistrate shall give notice of the same to the person 
or corporation against whom the order was made, and shall, further, 
require him or it to perform the act directed by the order within a time 
to be fixed in the notice, and inform him or it that in case of disobe- 
dience he or it will be lable to the penalty provided by Section 92. 


95. (i). If such act is not performed within the time fixed the 
Mayistrate may cause it to be performed, and may recover the costs ot 
performing it either by sale of any building, goods or other property 
removed by his order, or by the distress and sale of any other movable 
property of such person or corporation within or without the local limits 
of such Maygistrate’s jurisdiction. If such other property is without 
such limits the order shall authorise its attachment and sale when 
indorsed by the Magistrate within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
the property to be attached is found. 


(ii). No suit shall lie in respect of anything done in good faith 
under this section. 


96. (i). If the Magistrate making an order under Section 89 con- 
siders that immediate measures should be taken to prevent imminent 
danger or injury of a serious kind to the public, he may issue such an 
injunction to the person or corporation against whom the order was 
made as is required to obviate or prevent such danger or injury, pending 
the final decision of the case. 


(ii). In default of such person or corporation forthwith obeying 
such injunction the Magistrate may use, or cause to be used, such means 
as he thinks fit to obviate such danger or to prevent such injury. 


(iii). No suit shall lie in respect of anything done in good faith by a 
Magistrate under this section. 


97. A Magistrate may order any person-not to repeat or continue 
a public nuisance as defined in the Penal Code or any special or local 
law. 


CuapTer X. 


TEMPORARY ORDERS IN URGENT CASES OF NUISANCE. 


98. (i). In cases where, in the opinion of a Magistrate, immediate 
prevention or speedy remedy is desirable, such Mayistrate may, by a 
written order stating the material facts of the case and served in manner 
provided in Section 90, direct any person or corporation to abstain from 
a certain act or to take certain order with certain property in his or its 
possession or under his or its management if such Magistrate considers 
that such direction is likely to prevent or tends to prevent obstruction, 
annoyance or injury to any persons lawfully employed, or danger to 
human life, health or safety, or a riot, or an affray. 


(ii). An order under this section may, in cases of emergency or in 
cases where the circumstances do not admit of the serving in due time 
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of notice upon the person or corporation against whom the order is 
- directed, be made ez parte. 


(iii). An order under this section may be directed to a particular 
individual or corporation, or to the public generally when frequenting or 
visiting a particular place. 


(iv). Any Magistrate may rescind or alter any order made under this 
section by himself or by his predecessor in office. 


(v). No order under this section shall remain in force for more than 
seven days from the making thereof. 


Carrer XI. 


DISPUTES AS TO IMMOVABLE PROPERTY. 


99. (i). Whenever a Magistrate is satisfied, from a police report or 
other information, that a dispute likely to cause a breach of the peace 
exists concerning any land or water or the boundaries thereof within the 
local limits of his jurisdiction, he shall make an order in writing stating 
the grounds of his being so satisfied and requiring the parties concerned 
in such dispute to attend his Court in person or by Advocate within 
a time to be fixed by such Magistrate and to put in written statements 
of their respective claims as respects the fact of actual possession of the 
subject of dispute. 


(ii). For the purposes of this section and of Section 101 the ex- 
pression “land or water” includes buildings, markets, fisheries, crops or 
other produce of land and the rents or profits of any such property. 


(iii). A copy of the order shall be served, in manner provided by this 
Code for the service of a summons, upon such person or persons as the 
Magistrate may direct, and at least one copy shall be published by being 
affixed to some conspicuous place at or near the subject of dispute. 


(iv). The Magistrate shall then, without reference to the merits of 
the claims of any of such parties to a right to possess the subject of 
dispute, peruse the statements so put in, hear the parties, receive the 
evidence produced by them respectively, consider the effect of such 
evidence, take such further evidence (if any) as he thinks necessary 
and, if possible, decide whether any and which of the parties is then 
in such possession of the said subject. 


Provided that if it appears to the Magistrate that any party has, 
within two months next before the date of such order, been forcibly and 
wrongfully dispossessed, he may treat the party so dispossessed as if he 
had been in possession at such date : 


Provided also, that if the Magistrate considers the case one of emer- 
gency, he may at any time attach the subject of dispute pending his 
decision under this section. 


(v). If the Magistrate decides that one of the parties is then in such 
possession of the said subject he shall issue an order declaring such 
party to be entitled to retain possession thereof until evicted therefrom 
in due course of law, and forbidding all disturbance of such possession 
until such eviction. 
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(vi). Nothing in this section shall preclude any party so required to 
attend from shewing that no such dispute as aforesaid exists or has 
existed; and in such case the Magistrate shall cancel the order, and all 
further proceedings thereon shall be stayed. 


(vii). Proceedings under this section shall not abate by reason only of 
the death of any of the parties thereto. 


100. If the Magistrate decides that none of the parties is then in 
such possession or is unable to satisfy himself as to which of them is 
then in such possession of the subject of dispute, he may attach it until 
a competent Civil Court has determined the rights of the parties thereto 
or the persons entitled to possession thereof. 


‘101. Whenever a Magistrate is satisfied as aforesaid that a dispute 
likely to cause a breach of the peace exists concerning the right to do or 
prevent the doing of anything in or upon any land or water situate 
within the local limits of his jurisdiction, he may enquire into the matter 
and may, if it appears to him that such right exists, make an order 
permitting such thing to be done or directing that such thing shall not 
be done, as the case may be, until the person objecting to such thing 
being done or claiming that such thing may be done obtains the 
decision of a competent Civil Court adjudging him to be entitled to 
prevent the doing of or to do such thing, as the case may be. 


Provided that no order shall be made under this section permitting 
the doing of anything where the right to do such thing is exercisable at 
all times of the year unless such right has been exercised within three 
months next before the institution of the enquiry or, where the right is 
exercisable only at particular seasons, unless the right has been exercised 
during the season next before such institution. 


102. (i). When any costs have been incuried by any party to a pro- 
ceeding under this Chapter, for witnesses or Advocate, or both, the 
Magistrate giving a decision under Section 99, Section 100, or Section 
101, may direct by whom such costs shall be paid, whether by such 
party or by any other party to the proceeding, and whether in whole or 
in par‘ or proportion. 


(ii). All costs so directed to be paid may be recovered as if they 
were fines. 


(iii). Such costs shall not exceed the scale in force for the time being 
in the Senior Magistrate’s Court, and shall be assessed by the Magis- 
trate at the time when he gives his decision. 


Cuapter XII. 


PREVENTIVE ACTION OF THE POLICE. 


108. Every Police Officer may interpose for the pace of pre- 
venting and shall, to the best of his ability, using all lawful means, 
prevent the commission of any seizable offence. 


104, Every Police Officer receiving information of a design to commit 
any seizable offence shall communicate such information to the Police 
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Officer to whom he is subordinate and to any other officer whose duty it 
is to prevent or take cognizance of the commission of any such offence. 


105. A Police Officer knowing of a design to commit any seizable 
offence may arrest, without orders from a Magistrate and without a 
warrant, the person so designing if it appears to such officer that the 
commission of the offence cannot be otherwise prevented. 


106. A Police Officer may, of his own authority, interpose to prevent 
any injury attempted to be committed in his view to any public pro- 

rty, movable or immovable, or the removal or injury of any public 
land-mark or buoy or other mark used for navigation. 


PART V. 


INFORMATION TO THE POLICE, AND THEIR POWERS TO 
INVESTIGATE. 


Cuaptrer XIII. 


107. Every information relating to the commission of a seizable 
offence, if given orally to an Officer in charge of a Police Station, shall 
be reduced to writing by him or under his direction and be read over to 
the informant ; and every such information, whether given in writing or 
reduced to writing as aforesaid, shall be signed by the person giving it, 
and the substance thereof shall he entered in a book to be kept by such 
officer, who shall append to such entry the date and hour on which 
such information was given. 


108, (i). When information is given to an Officer in charge of a 
Police Station of the commission of a non-seizable offence he shall enter 
in a book, to be kept as aforesaid, the substance of such information, 
and refer the informant to a Magistrate. 


(ii). No Police Officer shall, in a non-seizable case, exercise any of 
the special powers in relation to police investigations given by this 
Chapter without the order of the Senior Magistrate or a Magistrate 
of the First Class. 


(iii). Any Police Officer in charge of a Police District, receiving such 
order, may exercise the same powers in respect of the investigation 
(except the power to arrest without warrant) as such Police Officer may 
exercise without an order in a seizable case. 


109. (i). Any Police Officer in charge of a Police District may, without 
the order of a Mayistrate, exercise all or any of the special powers in 
relation to police investigations given by this Chapter in any seizable case. 


(ii). No proceeding of a Police Officer in any such case shall at 
any stage be cailed in question on the ground that the case was one 
in which such officer was not empowered under this section to exercise 
the special powers of police investigations given by this Chapter. 


110. (i). If, from information received or otherwise, an Officer in 
charge of a Police District has reason to suspect the commission of a 
seizable offence, he shall forthwith send a report of the same to the 
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Public Prosecutor and shall proceed in person, or shall depute one of 
his subordinate officers to proceed, to the spot to enquire into the facts 
and circumstances of the case and to take such measures as may be 
necessary for the discovery and, where not inexpedient, arrest of the 
offender : 


Provided as follows :— 


(a). When any information as to the commission of any such 
offence is given against any person by name and the case is not of a 
serious nature the Officer in charge of a Police District need not proceed 
in person or depute a subordinate officer to make an enquiry on the 
spot. 


(b). If it appear to the Officer in charge of a Police District that 
there is no sufficient ground for proceeding or further proceeding in the 
matter he shall not do so. 


(ii). In each of the cases mentioned in Clauses (a) and (b) the 
Officer in charge of the Police District shall state in his said report his 
reasons for not fully complying with the requirements of Sub - section (i). 


(iii). Where a Police Officer in charge of a Police District exercises 
the power of deputation given by Sub-section (i) the subordinate 
officer so deputed shall not be entitled to use any of the powers given by 
Sections 111, 112, 116 and 117. 


111. (i). A Police Officer making a police investigation under this 
Chapter may, by order in writing, require the attendance before himself 
of any person being within the limits of the district in which he shall be 
for the time being making an investigation who, from the information 
yiven or otherwise, appears to be acquainted with the circumstances of 
the case, and such person shall attend as so required; provided that no 
person shall be required under this section to attend at any place distant 
more than seven miles frum his usual place of abode. 


(ii). If any such person refuses to attend as so required such Police 
Officer may report such refusal to a Magistrate, who may thereupon, in 
his discretion, issue a warrant to secure the attendance of such person as 
required by such order as aforesaid. 


(iii). Any Police Officer requiring the attendance of any person 
employed on a railway shall send immediate information thereof to the 
person in charge of the nearest railway station. No person employed 
on a railway shall be required to leave his employment under such 
circumstances as to endanger the lives of persons travelling on the 
railway. 


112. (i). A Police Officer making a police investigation under this 
Chapter may examine orally any person supposed to be acquainted with 
the facts and circumstances of the case and may reduce into writing 
any statement made by the person so examined. 


(ii). Such person shall be bound to answer truly all questions relat- 
ing to such case put to him by such officer other than questions the 
answers to which would have a tendency to expose him to a criminal 
charge or to a penalty or forfeiture. 


- 
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113. (i). No statement other than a dying declaration made by any 
rson to a Police Officer in the course of a police investigation under 
this Chapter shall, if reduced to writing, be signed by the person making 
it or shall be used as evidence against the accused otherwise than to 
prove that the witness made a different statement at a different time. 


(ii). Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the provisions. 
of Section 27 of the Straits Settlements Evidence Ordinance, 1893. 


114. No Police Officer or person in authority shall offer or make, or 
cause to be offered or made, any inducement, threat or promise to any 
person charged with an offence, to induce such person to make any 
statement having reference to the charge against such person. But no 
Police Officer or other person shall prevent or discourage, by any caution 
or otherwise, any person from making, in the course of any police 
investigation under this Chapter, any statement which he may be dis- 
posed to make of his own free will. 


115. (i). Any Magistrate may record any statement or confession 
made to him at any time before the commencement of the enquiry or 
trial. 


(ii). Such statement or confession shall be recorded in full, in 
writing, by the Magistrate to whom it is made, and shall then be for- 
warded to the Magistrate before whom the case is to be enquired into or 
tried. 

(iii). No Magistrate shall record any such statement or confession 
unless, upon questioning the person making ‘t, he has reason to believe 
that it was made voluntarily, and when he records any confession he 
shall make a memorandum at the foot of such record to the following 
etfect :-— 


“T believe that this statement [or confession] was voluntarily made. 
It was taken in my presence and hearing and was read over to the 
person making it and admitted by him to be correct, and it contains a 
full and true account of what he said. i 


(Signed) A.B. 
Magistrate.” 


(iv). The taking and recording of any statement or confession shall 
not disqualify a Magistrate who has so taken and recorded the same 
from enquiring into or trying the case. 


116. (i). Whenever a Police Officer making a police investigation in a 
seizable case considers that the production of any document or other 
thing is necessary to the conduct of an investigation into any offence 
which he is authorised to investigate, and there is reason to believe that 
a person to whom a summons or order under Section 50 has been or 
might be issued will not or would not produce such document or other 
thing as directed in the summons or order, or when such document or 
other thing is not known to be in the possession of any person, such 
officer may search or cause search to be made for the same in any place. 


(ii). Such officer shall, if practicable, conduct the search in person. 
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(iii). If he is unable to conduct the search in person and there is no 
other person competent to make the search present at the time, he ma; 
require any officer subordinate to him to make the search; and he shi 
deliver to such subordinate officer an order in writing specifying the 
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be searched, and such subordinate officer may thereupon search for such 
thing in such place. 


(iv). The provisions of this Code as to search warrants shall, so 
far as may be, apply to a search made under this section. 


117. (i). If, upon a police investigation under this Chapter, it ap- 
pears to the officer making such investigation that there is sufficient 
evidence or reasonable ground of suspicion to justify the commencement 
or continuance of criminal proceedings for a seizable offence against 
any person, such officer shall require the complainant, if any, and so 
many of the persons who appear to such officer to be acquainted with 
the circumstances of the case as he may thmk necessary, to execute a 
bond to appear before a Magistrate’s Court therein named and give 
evidence in the matter of the charge against the accused. 


(ii). The officer in whose presence the bond is executed shall send it 
to the Magistrate’s Court. 


(iii). If any complainant or witness refuses to execute such bond 
such officer shall report the same to the Magistrate’s Court, which may 
thereupon in its discretion issue a warrant or summons to secure the 
attendance of such complainant or witness before itself to give evidence 
in the matter of the charge against the accused. 


118. Every Police Officer making a police investigation under this 
Chapter shall, day by day, enter his proceedings in the investigation in 
a diary, setting forth the time at which the order (if any) for investi- 
gation reached him, the time at which he began and closed his investiga- 
tion, the place or places visited by him and a statement of the circum- 
stances ascortaincd through his investigation. 


119. Every police investigation under this Chapter shall be com- 
pleted without unnecessary delay, and as soon as it is completed the officer 
making the same shall forward to the Public Prosecutor a report in the 
form in the third Schedule setting forth the names of the parties, the 
nature of the information and the names of the persons who appear 
to be acquainted with the circumstances of the case. 


PART VI. 
PROCEEDINGS IN PROSECUTIONS. 
CuapTer XIV. 


OF THE JURISDICTION OF THE CRIMINAL COURTS IN ENQUIRIES 
AND TRIALS. 


Place of Enquiry or Trial. 


120. Every offence shall ordinarily be enquired into and tried by a 
Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction it was committed. 
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121. When a person is accused of the commission of any offence by 
reason of anything which has been done and of any consequence which 
has ensued, such offence may be enquired into or tried by a Court within 
the local limits of whose jurisdiction any such thing has been done or 
any such consequence has ensued. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A is wounded within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court of X, 
and dies within those of the Court of Z. The offence of culpable homicide of A may 
be enquired into by the Court of either X or Z. 


(b). Ais wounded within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court of X 
and is during ten days within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court of Y, 
and during ten days more within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court of 
Z, unable in the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court of either Y or Z to 
follow his ordinary pursuits. The offence of unlawfully causing grievous hurt to A 
may be enquired into by the Court of either X, Y or Z. 

(c). A is put in fear of injury within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Court of X, and ia thereby induced within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Court of Y to deliver property to the person who put him in fear. The offence of 
extortion committed on A muy be enquired into by the Court of either X or Y. 


122. When an act is an offence by reason of its relation to any other 
act which is also an offence, or which would be an offence if the doer 
were capable of committing an offence, a charge of the first mentioned 
offence may be enquired into or tried by a Court-within the local limits 
of whose jurisdiction either act was done. 


Mllustrotions. 


(a). A charge of abetment may be enquired into or tried either by the Court 
within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the abetment was committed, or by the 
Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the offence abetted was com- 
mitted. 

(b). A charge of receiving or retaining stolen goods may be enquired into or 
tried either by the Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the goods were 
stolen, or by the Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction any of them 
were at any time dishonestly received or detained. 


‘ 

(c). A charge of wrongfully concealing a person known to have been kidnapped 
may be enquired into by the Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the 
wrongful concealing, or by the Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
the kidnapping took place. 


128. (i). The offence of having escaped from custody may be enquired 
into or tried by a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the 
person charged is. 


(ii). The offence of criminal misappropriation or of criminal breach } 


of trust may be enquired into or tried by a Court within the local limits 
of whose jurisdiction any part of the property which is the subject of 
the offence was received by the accused person, or the offence was com- 
mitted. 

(iii). The offence of stealing anything may be enquned into or tried 
by a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction such thing was 
stolen, or was possessed by the thief, or by any person who receives or 
retains the same knowing or having reason to believe it to be stolen. 


124, When it is uncertain in which of several local areas an offence 
was committed; or 
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Where an offence is committed partly in one local area and partly in 
another ; or 


Where an offence is a continuing one, and continues to be committed 
in more local areas than one; or 


Where it consists of several acts done in different local areas, it =e 
be enquired into or tried by a Court having jurisdiction over any of suc 
local areas. 


125. An offence committed whilst the offender is in the course of 
performing a journey or voyage may be enquired into or tried by a 
Court through or into the local limits of whose jurisdiction the offender 
or the person against whom, or the thing in respect of which, the offence 
was committed passed in the course of that journey or voyage. 


126. Whenever any doubt arises as to the Court by which any offence 
should, under the preceding provisions of this Chapter, be enquired into 
or tried, the Senior Magistrate may decide by which Court the offence shall 
be enquired into or tried. 


Conditions Requisite for Initiation of Proceedings. 


127. (i). Subject to the provisions of this Code a Magistrate may take 
cognizance of an offence— 


(a). Upon receiving a complaint as defined by this Code; 


(6). Upon his own knowledge or suspicion that such offence has 
been committed. 


(c). On any person being brought before him in custody without 
process accused of having committed an offence which such Magistrate 
has jurisdiction either to enquire into or to try. 


(ii). When 2 Magistrate takes cognizance of an offence under Clause 
(b) the aceused or, when there are several persons accused, any one of 
them shall be entitled to require that the case shall not be tried by such 
Magistrate but shall either be tried by another Magistrate or committed 
for trial before the Senior Magistrate. 


128. (i). Except in the case of complaints laid by the Public Prose- 
cutor, no Court shall take cognizance --- 


(a). Of any offence punishable under Sections 172 to 188 (both 
inclusive) of the Penal Code, except with the previous sanction of the 
Public Prosecutor or on the complaint of the public servant concerned 
or of some public servant to whom he is subordinate ; 


(b). Of any offence punishable under Sections 193, 194, 195, 196, 
199, 200, 205, 206, 207, 208, 209, 210, 211 or 228 of the same Code, 
except with the previous sanction of the Public Prosecutor or, when such 
offence is committed in or in relation to any proceeding in any Court, on 
the complaint of such Court ; 


(c). Of any offence described in Section 463 or punishable under 
Sections 471, 475 or 476 of the same Code, except with the previous sanc- 
tion of the Public Prosecutor or, when such offence has been committed 
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by a party to any proceeding in Court in respect of a document given in 
evidence tn such proceeding, on the complaint of such Court. 


(ii). The provisions of Sub-section (i) with reference to the offences 
named therein apply also to the abetment of such offences and attempts 
to commit them. 


(iii). The sanction referred to in this section shall be in writing and 
may be expressed in general terms, and need not name the accused per- 
son, but it shall, so far as practicable, specify the Court or other place in 
which, and the occasion on which the offence was committed. 


(iv). When such sanction is given in respect of any offence referred 
to in this section the Court taking cognizance of the case may frame 
a charge of any other offence so referred to which is disclosed by the 
facts. 


(v). No such sanction shall remain in force unless acted upon within 
one month from the date on which it was given. 


129. No Court shall take cognizance of any offence punishable under 
Chapter VI of the Penal Code (except Section 127), or punishable under 
Section 505 of the same Code, unless upon complaint made by the 
Resident or by some officer empowered by him on that behalf. 


180. No Court shall take cognizance of an offence falling under 
Chapter XIX or Chapter XXI of the Penal Code, or under Sections 493 
to 496 (both inclusive) of the same Code, except upon a complaint made 
by some person aggrieved by such offence. 


181. No Court shall take cognizance of an offence under Section 498 
of the Penal Code, except upon a complaint made by the husband of 
the woman. 


Cuarrer XV. 
OF COMPLAINTS TO MAGISTRATES. 


132. When a Magistrate takes cognizance of an offence on complaint 
the Magistrate shall at once examine the complainant upon oath, and 
the substance of the examination shall be reduced to writing and shall 
be signed by the complainant and also by the Magistrate. 


Provided always that this section shall not apply to a complaint of 
an offence where a summons is applied for in a summons case made by a 
Police Officer or by a Public Servant. as defined in the Penal Code, acting 
in his public capacity. 


188. If the Magistrate sees reason to doubt the truth of a com- 
plaint of an offence of which he is authorised to take cognizance he may, 
when the complainant has been examined, record his reason for doubt- 
ing the truth of the complaint and may then postpone the issue of 
process for compelling the attendance of the person complained against 
and either enquire into the case himself or direct some Police Officer to 
make enquiries for the purpose of ascertaining the truth or falsehood 
of the complaint and report to him the result of such enquiries. 


184. (i). The Magistrate before whom a complaint is made may 
dismiss the complaint if, after examining the combatant’ and recording 
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his examination and considering the result of the enquiry (if any) made 
under the last preceding section, there is in his judgment no sufficient 
ground for proceeding. 


(ii). The Magistrate if he dismisses the complaint shall record his 
reasons for so doing. 


CuapTer XVI. 


OF THE COMMENCEMENT OF PROCEEDINGS BEFORE 
A MAGISTRATE’S COURT. 


185. (i). If, in the opinion of a Magistrate taking cognizance of an 
offence, there is sufficient ground for proceeding and the case appears to 
be one in which, according to the fourth column of the second Schedule, 
a summons should issue in the first instance, he shall issue a summons for 
the attendance of the accused. If the case appears to be one in which 
according to that column « warrant should issue in the first instance he 
may issue a warrant or, if he thinks fit, a summons for causing the 
accused to be brought or to appear at a certain time before himself or 
some other Magistrate having jurisdiction. 


(ii). Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the provis- 
ions of Section 46. 


186. Whenever a Magistrate issues a summons he may, if he sees 
reason so to do, dispense with the personal attendance of the accused 
and permit him to appear by Advocate. But the Magistrate enquiring 
into or trying the case may in his discretion, at any stage of the pro- 
ceedings, direct the personal attendance of the accused and, if necessary, 
enforce such attendance in manner hereinbefore provided. 


Cuapter XVII. 


OF PRELIMINARY ENQUIRIES INTO CASES TRIABLE BY 
A SUPERIOR COURT. 


187. The following procedure shall be adopted in enquiries before 
Magistrates where the enquiry is held with a view to committal for trial 
to the Judicial Commissioner’s or the Senior Magistrate’s Court, and 
no person shall be tried before either of such Courts unless he shall 
have been committed for trial after a preliminary enquiry under the 
provisions of this Chapter. 


188, (i). When the accused person is brought before the Court the 
Magistrate shall proceed to hear the case for the prosecution and to take 
all such evidence as may be produced in support of it and such other 
evidence as the Magistrate may think fit to call for, allowing in any case 
full liberty of cross examination to the other side, and to hear the case for 
the accused if the accused desires to be heard by himself or Advocate, and 
to take all such evidence as may be produced on behalf of the accused. 


(ii). Nothing in this section shall prevent evidence being produced 
in support of the prosecution or called for by the Magistrate at any 
stage of the proceedings, provided that an opportunity is given to the 
accused to cross-examine and to answer and rebut such evidence. 
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(iii). If the Magistrate calls for other evidence than that produced in 
the case for the prosecution he must record the fact on the depositions, 
stating shortly the nature of the evidence that he calls for. 


(iv). If the officer conducting the prosecution, or the accused, applies 
to the Magistrate to issue process to compel the attendance of any 
witness or the production of any document or other thing, the Magistrate 
shall issue such process unless, for reasons to be recorded, he deems it 
unnecessary to do so. 


189. (i). When the evidence referred to in the last preceding section When 
has been taken and he has examined the accused for the purpose of accused 
enabling him to explain any circumstances appearing in the evidence aden to be 
against him, such Magistrate shall, if he finds that there are not ischarged. 
sufficient grounds for committing the accused person for trial, discharge 
him, unless it appears to the Mayistrate that such person should be tried 
before himself or some other Magistrate, in which case he shall either— 


(a). Forthwith frame a charge or charges in writing and call upon 
the accused to plead thereto and thereafter without calling further evi- 
dence, unless either he or the prosecutor or the accused desires further 
evidence to be called. give judgment ; or 


(b). Order the accused to be tried before any other Magistrate. 


(ii). Nothing in tnis section shall be deemed to prevent a Magistrate 
from discharging the accused at any previous stage of the case if, for 
reasons to be recorded by such Magistrate, he considers the charge to be 
groundless. 


140. (i). If, at the conclusion of the enquiry, the Magistrate ie of whon charge 
opinion that on the evidence as it stands there are sufficient grounds to be 
for committing the accused for trial, he shall frame a charge under framed. 
his hand declaring with what offence or offences the accused is charged. 


(ii). As soon as the charge has been framed it shall be read and 
explained to the accused and the Magistrate shall read or cause to 
be read to the accused the depositions taken against him and shall say to 
him these words or words to the like effect— Having heard the evidence 
do you wish to say anything in answer to the charge? You have 
nothing to hope from any promise of favour and nothing to fear from 
any threat which may have been held out to you to induce you to make 
any confession of your guilt. You are not bound to say anything unless 
you desire to do so, but whatever you say will be taken down in writing 
and may be given in evidence against you at your trial.” 


The statement of the Magistrate to the accused, or the effect thereof, 
and any statement then made by the accused in answer thereto shall be 
taken down in writing and read over to him and shall be signed by the 
Magistrate and kept with the depositions of the witnesses and trans- 
mitted with them us hereinafter mentioned. 


A copy of the charge shall, if he so requires, be given to the accused 
free of charge. 


141. (i). The Magistrate shall then require the accused to give in, List of 
orally or in writing, a list of the names and, so far as practicable, the witnesses for 
addresses of the persons (if any) whom he wishes to be summoned to defence on 
give evidence on hi trial, and shall record that he has so done. trial, 
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(ii). The accused may, at any time before his trial, give to the 
Registrar a further list of persons whom he wishes to give evidence on his 
behalf on such trial, provided that such list be accompanied by a concise 
statement of the facts to be proved by such witnesses. 


(iii). The Registrar, on receiving such lists and statement, shall 
forthwith transmit the same to the Public Prosecutor, and shall also 
duly issue subpcenas to compel the attendance of such witnesses at the 
trial. : 


142. The Magistrate may, in his discretion, summon and examine 
any witness named in any list given in under the last preceding section. 


148. When the accused, on being required to give in a list of wit- 
nesses, has declined to do so, or when he has given in such list, and 
the witnesses (if any) included therein whom the Magistrate desires to 
examine have been summoned and examined under the last preceding 
section, the Magistrate may make an order committing the accused for 
trial on the charge framed under Section 140. 


144. When the accused has given in any list of witnesses under 
Sub-section (i) of Section 141, and has been committed for trial, the 
Magistrate shall summon to appear before the Judicial Commissioner’s 
or the Senior Magistrate’s Court, as the case may require, such of 
the witnesses included in the list as have not appeared before the 
Magistrate or who, having appeared, have not for any cause been bound 
over to appear before the superior Court; provided that if the 
Magistrate thinks that any witness is included in the list for the purpose 
of vexation or delay or of defeating the ends of justice he may require 
the accused to satisfy him that there are reasonable grounds for believ- 
ing that the evidence of such witness is material and, if he is not so 
satisfied, may refuse to summon the witness (recording his reasons for 
such refusal) or may, before summoning him, require such sum to be 
deposited as such Magistrate thinks necessary to defray the expense of 
obtaining the attendance of the witness. 


145. (i). Complainants and witnesses for the prosecution and defence 
whose attendance before the superior Court is necessary, and who appear 
before the committing Magistrate, shall execute before him bonds binding 
themselves to be in attendance when called upon at the superior Court to 
give evidence, and may, in the discretion of the Magistrate, be required 
to find sureties for the due observance of such bonds. 


(ii). If any complainant or witness refuses to attend before the 
Superior Court, or to execute the bond above directed, or neglects to 
find sureties if so required, the committing Magistrate may commit him 
‘to the civil prison until the trial, or until he gives satisfactory security 
that he will give evidence at the trial: provided that no person shall 
be committed for neglect to find sureties until due provision has been 
made for his maintenance in the civil prison and for compensating him 
for his detention and loss of time. 

(iii). “Civil prison” in this section means any prison or part of a 
prison in which persons arrested under civil process are confined. 


148. (i). When the accused is committed for trial the committing Ma- 
gistrate shall send a copy of the record of the proceedings to the 
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Public Prosecutor, and the original record and any document, weapon or 
other thing which is to be produced in evidence to the Registrar. 


Provided that any such thing which from its bulk or otherwise 
cannot conveniently be forwarded to the Registrar may remain in the 
custody of the Police. 


A list of all exhibits with a note of their distinguishing marks 
and shewing which of such exhibits are forwarded with the record and 
which remain in the custody of the Police shall be sent to the Registrar 
with the record. 


(ii). The record shall comprise the following particulars :—- 
(a). The serial number ; 
(b). The date of the commission of the offence ; 
(c). The date of the complaint (if any) ; 
(d). The name and residence of the complainant (if any) ; 
» (e). The name, residence (if known) and nationality of the accused ; 


(f). The offence complained of and the offence (if any) proved 
and the value of the property in respect of which the offence has been 
committed ; 


(g). The date of the summons or warrant and of the return day of 
the summons (if any) or on which the accused was first arrested ; 


(hk). The date on which the accused first appeared or was brought 
before the Magistrate ; 


(i). The date of the making of each adjournment or postponement 
(if any), and the date to which such adjournment or postponement was 
made, and the grounds of making the same ; 


(j). The date on which the proceedings terminated ; 
(k). The order made ; 
(1). The depositions ; 
(m). The charge. 
147. (i). The Magistrate may summon and examine supplementary 
witnesses after the commitment and before the commencement of the 


trial and bind them over, in manner hereinbefore provided, to appear 
and give evidence. 


(ii). Such witnesses shall be examined in the presence of the accused, 
who shall have the right to cross-examine them, and a copy of the 


evidence of such witnesses shall, if the accused so require, be given to” 


him free of cost. 


148. The Magistrate shall, subject to the provisions of this Code 
regarding the taking of bail, commit the accused by warrant to custody 
until and during the trial. 


148. If, at any time during the enquiry it appears to the Magistrate 
that the case is one which ought to be tried by some Magistrate of a 
higher class than himeelf, and not to be committed for trial by the 
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Judicial Commissioner or the Senior Magistrate, he shall stay the pro- 
ceedings, and transfer the case to the Court of such Magistrate. 


Cuaprer XVIII. 


OF THE CHARGE. 


160. (i). Every charge under this Code shall state the offence with 
which the accused is charged. 


(ii). If the law which creates the offence gives it any specific name 
the offence may be described in the charge by that name only. 


(iii). If the law which creates the offence does not give it any specific 
name so much of the definition of the offence must be stated as to give 
the accused notice of the matter with which he is charged. 


(iv). The law and section of the law against which the offence is said 
to have been committed shall be mentioned in the charge. 


(v). The fact that the charge is made is equivalent to a statement 
that every legal condition required by law to constitute the offence 
charged was fulfilled in the particular case. 


(vi). If the accused has been previously convicted of any offence, and 
it is intended to prove such previous conviction for the purpose of affect- 
ing the punishment which the Court is competent to award, the fact, 
date and place of the previous conviction shall be stated in the charge. 
If such statement is omitted the Court may add it at any time before 
sentence is passed. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A ischarged with the murder of B. This is equivalent to a statement that 
A’s act fell within the definition of murder given in Sections 299 and 300 of the 
Penal Code; that it did not fall within any of the general exceptions of the same 
Code; and that it did not fall within any of the five exceptions to Section 300, 
or that if it did fall within Exception 1, one or other of the three provisos to 
that exception applied to it. 


(b). A is charged, under Section 326 of the Penal Code, with voluntarily 
causing grievous hurt to B by means of an instrument for shooting. This is 
equivalent to a statement that the case was not provided for by Section 335 of 
the Penal Code, and that the general exceptions did not apply to it. 


(c). A is accused of murder, cheating, theft, extortion, criminal intimidation, or 
using a false property-mark. The charge may state that A committed murder 
or cheating or theft or extortion or criminal intimidation or that he used a false 
property -mark without reference to the definitions of those crimes contained in the 
Penal Code; but the sections under which the offence is punishable must in each 
instance be referred to in the charge. 


(d). A is charged under Section 184 of the Penal Code with intentionally 
obstructing a sale of property offered for sale by,the lawful authority of a public 
servant. The charge should be in those words. 


151. (i). The charge shall contain such particulars as to the time and 
place of the alleged offence, and the person (if any) against whom, or the 
thing (if any) in respect of which it was committed, as are reasonably 
sufficient to give the accused notice of the matter with which he 1s 


charged. 
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(ii). When the accused is charged with criminal breach of trust 
or dishonest misappropriation of money it shall be sufficient to specify 
the gross sum in respect of which the offence is alleged to have been 
committed and the dates between which the offence is alleged to have 
been committed, without specifying particular items or exact dates, and 
the charge so framed shall be deemed to be a charge of one offence 
within the meaning of Section 162. 


Provided that the time included between the first and last of such 
dates shall not exceed one year. 


152. When the nature of the case is such that the particulars 
mentioned in the last two preceding sections do not give the accused 
sufficient notice of the matter with which he is charged the charge shall 
also contain such particulars of the manner in which the alleged offence 
was committed as will be sufficient for that purpose. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A is accused of the theft of a certain article at a certain time and place. 
The charge need not set out the manner in which the theft was effected. 


(b). A is accused of cheating B at a given time and place. The charge must 
set out the manner in which A cheated B. 


(c). A is accused of giving false evidence at a given time and place. The 
charge must set out that portion of the evidence given by A which is alleged to be 
false. 


(2). A is accused of obstructing B, a public servant, in the discharge of his 
public functions at a given time and place. The charge must set out the manner 
in which A obstructed B in the discharge of his functions. 


(e). A is accused of the murder of B at a given time and place. The charge 
need not state the manner in which A murdered B. 


(f). A is accused of disobeying a direction of the law with intent to save B 
from punishment. The charge must set out the disobedience charged and the law 
infringed. 


153. In every charge words used in describing an offence shall be 
deemed to have been used in the sense attached to them respectively by 
the law under which such offence is punishable. 


154, No error in stating either the offence or the particulars re- 
quired to be stated in the charge, and no omission to state the offence or 
those particulars shall be regarded, at any stage of the case, as material 
unless the accused was in fact misled by such error or omission. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A is charged under Section 242 of the Penal Code with “having been in 
possession of counterfeit coin, having known at the time when he became possessed 
thereof that such coin was counterfeit” the word “fraudulently” being omitted in 
the charge. Unless it appears that A was in fact misled by this omission the error 
shall not be regarded as material. 


(b). A is charged with cheating B, and the manner in which he cheated B is 
not set out in the charge, or is set out incorrectly. A defends himself, calls 
witnesses, and gives his own account of the transaction. The Court may infer from 
this that the omission to set out the manner of the cheating is not material. 
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(c). A is charged with cheating B, andthe manner in which he cheated B is not 
set out in the charge. There were many transactions between A and B, and A had 
no means of knowing to which of them the charge referred, and offered no defence. 
The Court may infer from such facts that the omission to set out the manner of the 
cheating was, in this case, a material error. 

(d). Ais charged with the murder of John Smith on the 6th June. 1891. In 
fact the murdered person’s name was James Smith, and the date of the murder 
was the 5th June, 1891. A was never charged with any murder but one, and 
had heard the enquiry before the Magistrate which referred exclusively to the case 
of James Smith. The Court may infer from these facts that A was not misled, and 
that the error in the charge was immaterial. 


(ce). A was charged with murdering James Smith on tho 5th June, 1891, and 
John Smith (who tried to arrest him for that murder) on the 6th June, 1891. When 
charged for the murder of James Smith he was tried for the murder of John Smith. 
The witnesses present in his defence were witnesses in the case of James Smith. 
The Court may infer from this that A was misled and that the error was material. 


155. When any person is arraigned for trial on an imperfect or 
erroneous charge the Judicial Commissioner’s or the Senior Magis- 
trate’s Court may permit or direct the framing of a charge, or adding 
to or otherwise altering the charge, as the case may be, having regard 
to the rules contained in this Code as to the form of charges. 


156. (i). Any Court may alter any charge at any time before judg- 
ment is given or, in the case of trials with the aid of assessors, before the 
verdict is given. 


(ii). Every such alteration shall be read and explained to the 
accused. 


157. Ifa charge be framed or alteration made under either of the last 
two preceding sections, the Court shall forthwith call upon the accused to 
plead thereto and to state whether he is ready to be tried on such charge 
or altered charge. If the accused declares that he is not ready, the Court 
shall duly consider the reasons he may give and if proceeding immediately 
with the trial is not likely, in the opinion of the Court, to prejudice the 
accused in his defence or the prosecutor in the conduct of the case, the 
Court may, in its discretion, after such charge or alteration has been 
framed or made, proceed with the trial as if the new or altered charge 
had been the original charge. 


158. If the new or altered charge is such that proceeding imme- 
diately with the trial is likely, in the opinion of the Court, to prejudice 
the accused or the prosecutor, as aforesaid, the Court may either direct 
a new trial or adjourn the trial for such period as may be necessary. 


159. If the offence stated in the new or altered charge is one for the 
prosecution of which previous sanction is necessary the case shall not 
be proceeded with until such sanction is obtained, unless sanction has 
been already obtained for a prosecution on the same facts as those on 
which the new or altered charge is founded. 


160. Whenever a charge is altered by the Court after the commence- 
ment of the trial the prosecutor and the accused shall be allowed to 
recall or re-summon and examine, with reference to such alteration, any 
witness who may have been examined. 


161. For every distinct offence of which any person is accused there 
shall be a separate charge, and every such charge shall be tried separate- 
ly, except in the cases mentioned in Sections 162, 163, 164 and 167. 
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Illustration. 


A is accused of theft on oue occasion, and of causing grievous hurt on another 
occasion. A must be separately charged and separately tried for the theft and 
causing grievous hurt. 


162. (i). When a person is accused of more offences than one of the 
same kind committed within the space of twelve months from the first 
to the last of such offences, he may be charged with and tried at one 
trial for any number of them not exceeding three. 


(ii). Offences are of the same kind when they are punishable with 
the same amount of punishment under the same section of the Penal 
Code, or of any special or local law. 


163. (i). If in one series of acts so connected together as to torm the 
same transaction more offences than one are committed by the same 
person, he may be charged with and tried at one trial for every such 
offence. 


(ii). If the acts alleged constitute an offence falling within two or 
more separate definitions of any law in force for the time being by 
which offences are defined or punished, the person accused of them may 
be charged with and tried at one triai for each of such offences. 


(iii). I several acts, of which one or more than one would by itself or 
themselves constitute an offence, constitute when combined a different 
offence, the person accused of them may be charged with and tried at one 
trial for the offence constituted by such acts when combined, or for any 
offence constituted by any one or more of such acts. 


(iv). Nothing contained in this section shall affect Section 71 of the 
Penal Code. 


Illustrations. 
To paragraph (i). :— 


(a). A rescues B, a person in Jawful custody, and in so doing causes grievous 
hurt to C, a constable in whose custody B was. A may be charged with and tried 
for offences under Sections 225 and 333 of the Penal Code. 


(b). A has in his possession several seals, knowing them to be counterfeit, and 
intending to use them for the purpose of committing several forgeries punishable 
under Section 466 of the Penul Code. A may be separately charged with and 
convicted of the possession of each seal under Section 4738 of the Penal Code. 


(c). With intent to cause injury to B, A institutes a criminal proceeding 
against him, knowing that there is no just or lawful ground for such proceeding ; 
and also falsely accuses B of having committed an offence, knowing that there is no 
just or lawful ground for such charge. A may be separately charged with and 
convicted of two offences under Section 211 of the Penal Code. 


(d). A, with intent to cause injury to B, falsely accuses him of having com- 
mitted an offence, knowing that there is no just or lawful ground for such charge. 
On the trial A gives false evidence ayainst B, intending thereby to cause B to be 
convicted of a capital offence. A may be separately charged with and convicted 
\of offences under Sections 211 and 194 of the Penal Code. 


(e). A, with six others, commits the offences of rioting, grievous hurt, and 
assaulting a public servant endeavouring, in the discharge of his duty as such, 
to suppress the riot. A may be separately charged with and convicted of offences 
under Sections 145, 325 and 152 of the Penal Code. 
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(f). A threatens B, C and D at the same time with injury to their persons, 
with intent to cause alarm to them. A may be separately charged with and 
convicted of each of the three offences under Section 506 of the Penal Code. : 


The separate charges referred to in Illustrations (a) to (/) respectively may be tried at the 
same time. 


To paragraph (ii). :— 


(9). A wrongfully strikes B with a cane. A may be separately charged with 
and convicted of offences under Sections 352 nnd 323 of the Penal Code. 


(kh). Several stolen sacks of corn are made over to A and B, who know they are 
stolen property, for the purpose of concealing them. A and B thereupon voluntarily 
assist each other to conceal the sacks at the bottom of a grain pit. A and B may be 
separately charged with and convicted of offences under Sections 411 and 414 of the 
Penal Code. 


(i). A exposes her child with the knowledge that she is thereby likely to 
cause its death. The child dies in consequence of such exposure. A may be 
separately charged with and convicted of offences under Sections 317 and 304 of the 
Penal Code. 


(3). A dishonestly uses a forged document as genuine evidence, in order to 
convict B, a public servant, of an offence under Section 167 of the Penal Code. 
A may be separately charged with and convicted of offences under Sections 471 
(read with 466) and 196 of the same Code. 


To paragraph (iii). : — 


(k). A commits robbery on B, and in doing so voluntarily causes hurt to 
him. A may be separately charged with and convicted of offences under 
Sections 323, 392 and 394 of the Penal Code. 


164, If a single act or series of acts is of such a nature that it is 
doubtful which of several offences the facts which can be proved will 
constitute, the accused may be charged with having committed all or any 
of such offences; and any number of such charges may be tried at once, 
or he may be charged, in the alternative, with having committed some 
one of the said offences. 


Illustration. 


A is accused of an act which may amount to theft, or receiving stolen property, 
or criminal breach of trust, or cheating. He may be charged with theft, receiving 
stolen property, criminal breach of trust, and cheating, or he may be charged with 
having committed theft, or receiving stolen property, or criminal breach of trust, or 
cheating. 


165. If in the case mentioned in the last preceding section the 
accused is charged with one offence and it appears in evidence that he 
committed a different offence for which he might have been charged 
under the provisions of that section, he may be convicted of the offence 
which he is shewn to have committed although he was not charged 
with it. 


Illustration. 


A is charged with theft. It appears that he committed the offence of criminal 
breach of trust, or that of receiving stolen goods. He may be convicted of criminal 
breach of trust, or of receiving stolen goods (as the case may be) though he was not 
charged with such offence. 


166. (i). When a person is charged with an offence consisting of 
several particulars, a combination of some only of which constitutes a 
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complete minor offence, and such combination is proved but the remain- 


ing particulars are not proved, he may be convicted of the minor offence ghonce 


though he was not charged with it. 


(ii). When a person is charged with an offence and facts are proved 
which reduce it to a minor offence, he may be convicted of the minor 
offence although he is not charged with it. 


(iii). Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorise a conviction 
of any offence referred to in Section 130 or Section 131 when no com- 
plaint has been made as required by those sections respectively. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A is charged, under Section 407 of the Penal Code, with criminal breach cf 
trust in respect of property entrusted to him as a carrier. It appears that he did 
commit criminal breach of trust under Section 406 in respect of the property, but 
that it was not entrusted to him as a carrier. He may be convicted of criminal 
breach of trust under Section 406. 


(b). A is charged, under Section 325 of tho Penal Code, with causing grievous 
hurt. He proves that he acted on grave and sudden provocation. He may be 
convicted under Section 335 of that Code. 


167. When more persons than one are accused of the same offence or 
of different offences committed in the same transaction, or when one 
person is accused of committing any offence and another of abetment of 
or attempt to commit such offence, they may be charged and tried to- 
gether or separately as the Court thinks fit, and the provisions contained 
in the former part of this Chapter shall apply to all such charges. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A and B are accused of the same murder. A and B may be charged 
and tricd together fur the murder. 


(b). A and B are accused of a robbery, in the course of which A commits a 
murder with which B has nothing to do. A and B may be tricd together on a 
charge charging both of them with the robbery and A alone with murder. 


(c). A and B are both charged with a theft, and B is charged with two other 
thefts committed by him in the course of the same transaction. A and B may be 
both tried together on a charge charging both with the one theft and B alone with 
the two other thefts. 


(a). A and B, being members of opposing factions in a riot, should be charged 
and tried separately. 


(e). A and B are accused of giving false evidence in the same proceeding, 
They should be charged and tried separately. 


168. When more charges than one are made against the same person 
and when a conviction has been had on one or more of them, the officer 
conducting the prosecution may, with the consent of the Court, withdraw 
the remaining charge or charges, or the Court of its own accord may stay 
the enquiry into or trial of such charge or charges. Such withdrawal 
shall have the effect of an acquittal on such charge or charges, unless the 
conviction be set aside, in which case the said Court (subject to the 
order of the Court setting aside the conviction) may proceed with the 
enquiry into or trial of the charge on charges so withdrawn. 
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-169. (i). All charges upon which persons are tried before the Judicial 
Commissioner’s or the Senior Magistrate’s Court shall be brought in the 
name of the Public Prosecutor and be as nearly as possible in accord- 
ance with the forms in the third Schedule, and shall be signed by the 
Public Prosecutor or by some person authorised by him in that behalf, 
and in the latter case the words “ By authority of the Public Prosecutor” 
shall be prefixed to the signature. 


(ii). The proceedings shall not abate or determine by reason of the 
death or removal from office of the Public Prosecutor. 


Carrer XIX. 


OF SUMMARY TRIALS BY MAGISTRATES. 


170. The following procedure shall be observed by Magistrates in 
summary trials :— 


(i). When the accused appears or is brought before the Court a 
charge containing the particulars of the offence of which he is accused 
shall be framed and read and explained to him, and he shall be asked 
whether he is guilty of the offence charged or claims to be tried. 


(ii). If the accused pleads guilty to a charge, whether as originally 
framed or as amended, the plea shall be recorded and he may be convicted 
thereon. 


Provided that before a plea of guilty is recorded the Court shall 
ascertain that the accused understands the nature and consequences of 
his plea and intends to admit, without qualification, the offence alleged 
against him. 


ili). If the accused refuses to Bleed. or does not plead or claims to be 
tried, the Court shall proceed to hear the complainant (if any) and to 
take all such evidence as may be produced in support of the prosecution. 


When the Court thinks it necessary it shall obtain from the com- 
plainant or otherwise the names of any persons likely to be acquainted 
with the facts of the case and to be able to give evidence for the prosecu- 
tion, and shall summon to give evidence before itself such of them as it 
thinks necessary. The accused shall be allowed to cross-examine all the 
witnesses for the prosecution. 


(iv). If, upon taking all the evidence referred to in the last preceding 
sub-section, the Court finds that no case against the accused has been 
made out which if unrebutted would warrant his conviction the Court 
shall record an order of acquittal. But nothing in this sub-section shall 
be deemed to prevent the Court from discharging the accused at any 
previous stage of the case if for reasons to be recorded by the Court it 
considers the charge to be groundless. 


(v). If, when such evidence has been taken, the Court is of opinion 
that there are grounds for presuming that the accused has committed the 
offence charged or some other offence which such Court is competent to 
try and which in its opinion it ought to try, it shall consider the chi 
recorded against the accused and decide whether it is sufficient and, if 
necessary, shall amend the same. 
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(vi). The charge if amended shall be read to the accused as amended 
and he shall be again asked whether he is guilty or has any defence 
to make. 


(vii). If the accused does not plead guilty to the charge as amended or 
if no amendment is made the accused shall then be called upon to enter 
upon his defence and to produce his evidence, and shall at any time while 
he is making his defence be allowed to recall and cross-examine any 
witness present in the Court or its precincts. 


(viii). If the accused puts in any written statement the Court shall file 
it with the record. 


(ix). (a). If the accused applies to the Court to issue any process for 
compelling the attendance of any witness (whether he has or has not been 
previously examined in the case) for the purpose of examination or cross- 
examination or the production of any document or other thing, the Court 
shall issue such process unless it considers that such application should 
be refused on the ground that it is made for the purpose of vexation or 
delay or for defeating the ends of justice. Such ground shall be recorded 
by it in writing. 

(b). The Court may, before summoning any witness on such appli- 
cation, require that his reasonable expenses incurred in attending for the 
purposes of the trial be deposited in Court. 


(x). (a). If the Court finds the accused not guilty the Court shall 
record an order of acquittal. 


(6). If the Court finds the accused guilty or a plea of guilty is 
recorded against him it shall pass sentence according to law. 


(xi). When the proceedings have been instituted upon the complaint 
of some person upon oath under Section 132 and upon any day fixed for 
the hearing of the case the complainant is absent and the offence may 
lawfully be compounded, the Court may, in its discretion, notwithstanding 
anything hereinbefore contained, discharge the accused at any time before 
calling upon him to enter upon his defence. 


171. Without the permission of the Court the complainant shall not 
be entitled to make any observations in reply upon the evidence produced 
by the accused, nor shall the accused be entitled to make any observations 
in reply upon the evidence (if any) produced by the complainant in reply. 


172. (i). If in any case the Court acquits the accused and is of opinion 
that the complaint was frivolous or vexatious it may, in its discretion, 
either on the application of the accused or on its own motion, order the 
complainant or the person on whose information the complaint was made 
to pay to the accused, or to each or any of the accused where there are 
more than one, such compensation, not exceeding $25, as the Court 
thinks fit. 


Provided that the Court (a) shall record and consider any objections 
which the complainant or informant may urge against the making of the 
order and (b) shall record its reasons for making such order. 


(ii). The sum so awarded shall be recoverable as if it were a fine. 
Provided that if it cannot be realized the imprisonment to be awarded shall 
be simple, and for such term, not exceeding thirty days, as the Court directs, 
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(iii). At the time of awarding compensation in any subsequent civil 
suit relating to the same matter the Court shall take into account any 
sum paid or recovered as compensation under this sub-section upon proof 
of the same. 


178. In proceedings under this Chapter the Court shall keep a record 
of the particulars of each case, so far as practicable, as follows :— 


(i), In a book to be called the “Charge Book” to be kept by the 
Clerk of the Court :— 

(a). The serial number ; 

(b). The date of the commission of the offence ; 

(c). The date of the complaint (if any) ; 

(d). The name and residence of the complainant (if any) ; 

(e). The name, residence and nationality of the accused ; 


(f). The offence of which he is accused, the offence (if any) proved 
and the value of the property in respect of which the offence has been 
committed ; 


(g). The date of the summons or warrant and of the return day of 
the summons (if any) or on which the accused was first arrested ; 


(h.) The sentence or other final order ; 
(ii). In a book to be called the “ Magistrate’s Note Book” to be kept 
by the sitting Magistrate :— 
(a). The plea of the accused and his examination (if any) ; 


(b). The date when the accused first appeared or was brought 
before the Court ; 


(c). The date of the making of each adjournment or postponement 
(if any) and the date to which such adjournment or postponement was. 
made and the grounds of making the same ; 


(d). The date on which the proceedings terminated ; 

(e). The finding ; 

(f). The sentence or other final order ; 

(g). The evidence of the witnesses ; 

(kh). When notice of appeal is given the grounds of the decision. 


CuapTteR XX. 


OF THE TRANSFER OF CASES. 


174. In any trial before a Magistrate in which it may appear at any 
stage of the proceedings that from any cause the case is one which the 
Magistrate is not competent to try or one which, in the opinion of such 
Magistrate ought to be tried by some Court of higher jurisdiction than 
his own, the Magistrate shall stay the proceedings and transfer the case 
to such other Court or, if it appears to be a case which ought to be tried 
by the Judicial Commissioner’s or by the Senior Magistrate’s Court, shall 
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proceed under Chapter XVII with a view to the committal of the accused 
for trial by such Court, and record such order on the proceedings. 


CuapterR XXI. 
OF TRIALS BEFORE THE SENIOR MAGISTRATE WITHOUT ASSESSORS. 


175. (i). When the Court is ready to commence the trial, the accused 
shall appear or be brought before it and the charge shall be read and 
explained to him and he shall be'asked whether he is guilty of the 
offence charged or claims to be tried. 


(ii). If the accused pleads guilty the plea shall be recorded, and he 
may be convicted thereon. 


176. If the accused refuses to or does not plead, or if he claims to be 
tried, the Court shall proceed to try the case. 


“177, (i). The officer conducting the prosecution shall open his case by 
stating shortly the nature of the offence charged and the evidence by 
which he proposes to prove the guilt of the accused. 


(ii). He shall then examine his witnesses, who may in turn be cross- 
examined for the defence and, if necessary, re-examined. 


(iii). The statements recorded by the committing Magistrate under 
Section 140 may then be put in by the officer conducting the prose- 
cution and read as evidence. 


178, When the case for the prosecution is concluded the Court, if 
it considers that there is no evidence that the accused committed the 
offence, may order that he be discharged. If the Court considers that 
there is evidence that the accused committed the offence the Court shall 
call on the accused to enter on his defence. 


179. The accused or his Advocate may then open his case, stating the 
facts or law on which he intends to rely and inaking such comments as 
he thinks necessary on the evidence for the prosecution. He may then 
examine his witnesses (if any) and after their cross-examination and re- 
examination (if any) may sum up his case. 


180. The accused shall be allowed to examine any witness not 
previously named by him under the provisions of this Code if such 
witness is in attendance. 


181. Jn all cases the officer conducting the prosecution shall have the 
right to reply on the whole case, whether the accused adduces evidence 
or not. \ 


Cuarrer XXII. 


OF TRIALS BEFORE THE JUDICIAL COMMISSIONER OR SENIOR 
MAGISTRATE WITH THE AID OF ASSESSORS. 


Commencement of. Proceedings. 


182. (i). The provisions of this Chapter shall apply to cases tried 
before the Senior Magistrate with the aid of assessors, and also to cases 
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tried before the Judicial Commissioner with the aid of assessors, under 
Section 49 of the Judicial Commissioner’s Order in Council, 1896. 


(ii). When the Court is ready to commence the trial the accused 
shall appear or be brought before it and the charge shall be read 
out in Court and explained to him and he shall be asked whether 
he is guilty of the offence charged or claims to be tried. 


(iii). If the accused pleads guilty the plea shall be recorded, and 
he may be convicted thereon. 


188. (i). If the accused refuses to or does not plead, or if he claims 
to be tried, the Court shall proceed to choose assessors, as hereinafter 
directed, and to try the case. 


(ii). The same assessors may try as many accused persons succes- 
sively as the Court thinks fit. 


184, All trials of persons accused of offences punishable with death 
shall be held with the aid of assessors, and when the accused or an’ 
one of them is of European nationality the assessors shall also be of 
European nationality. 


1865. (i). When a trial is to be held with the aid of assessors, two 
assessors shall be chosen by the Court from the persons summoned 
to act as such. 


(ii). Neither the Public Prosecutor nor the accused shall be entitled 
to challenge or object to any assessor. 


186. If in the course of a trial with the aid of assessors, at any 
time before the finding, any assessor is, from any sufficient cause, 
prevented from attending throughout the trial, or absents himself, 
and it is not practicable to enforce his attendance, the trial shall 
proceed with the aid of the other assessor or assessors. If all the 
assessors are prevented from attending, or absent themselves, the pro- 
ceedings shall be stayed and a new trial shall be held with the aid 
of fresh assessors. 


Trial to Close of Casea for Prosecution and Defence. 


187. (i). When the assessors have been chosen the officer conducting 
the prosecution shall open his case by stating shortly the nature of the 
offence charged and the evidence by which he proposes to prove the guilt 
of the accused. 


(ii). The officer conducting the prosecution shall then examine his 
witnesses, who may in turn be cross-examined for the defence and if 
necessary re-examined. 


188, The statements recorded by the committing Magistrate under 
Section 140 may be put in by the officer conducting the prosecution and 
read as evidence. : 


189. (i). When the case for the prosecution is concluded the Court, if 
it considers that there is no evidence that the accused committed the 
offence, may direct the assessors to return a verdict of not guilty. ‘ 
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(ii). If the Court considers that there is evidence that the accused 
committed the offence, the Court shall call on the accused to enter on his 
defence. 


190. The accused or his Advocate may then open his case, stating the 
facts or law on which he intends to rely and making such comments as 
he thinks necessary on the evidence for the prosecution. He may then 
examine his witnesses (if any), and after their cross-examination and 
re-examination (if any) may sum up his case. 


Provided always that if any accused person elects to be called as a 
witness, his evidence shall be taken before that of other witnesses for the 
defence. Provided also that any accused person, who elects to be called 
as a witness, may be cross-examined on behalf of any other accused 
person. 


191. The accused shall be allowed to examine any witness not pre- 
viously named by him under the provisions of this Code if such witness 
is in attendance. 


192. In all cases the officer conducting the prosecution shall have the 
right to reply on the whole case, whether the accused adduces evidence or 
not. 


198. (i). Whenever the Court thinks that the assessors should view the 
place in which the offence charged is alleged to have been committed or 
any other place in which any other transaction material to the trial is 
alleged to have occurred, the Court shall make an order to that effect 
and the assessors shall he conducted under the care of an officer of 
the Court to such place, which shall be shewn to them by a person 
appointed by the Court. 


(ii). Such officer shall not, except with the permission of the Court, 
suffer any other person to speak to or hold any communication with any 
of the assessors and, unless the Court otherwise directs, they shall, when 
the view is finished, be immediately conducted back into Court. 


194, If an assessor is personally acquainted with any relevant fact it 
shall be his duty to inform the Judge that such is the case, whereupon he 
may be affirmed, examined, cross-examined and re-examined in the 
same manner as any other witness. 


195. If a trial is adjourned the assessors shall attend at the adjourned 
sitting and at every subsequent sitting until the conclusion of the trial. 


Conclusion of Trial. 


196. When the case for the defence and the reply (if any) of the 
officer conducting the prosecution are concluded, the Court may sum up 
the evidence for the prosecution and defence and shall require each of 
the assessors to state his opinion orally and shall record such opinion. 


197. If the Court and one or both the assessors agree upon a verdict, 
the Court shall give judgment accordingly, but if the Court is unable to 
agree with the verdict proposed by both the assessors, the proceedings shall 
be stayed and a new trial shall be held with the aid of fresh assessors. 
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198. If the accused is convicted the Court shall pass sentence accord- 
ing to law. 


List of Assessors and Summoning Assessors. 


199. All male persons between the ages of twenty-one and fifty - five 
resident within the State, being of sound mind and not afflicted with 
deafness, blindness or other infirmity incapacitating them from such 
duties, shall, except as next hereinafter mentioned, be liable to serve as 
assessors at any trial within the State. 


200. The following persons are exempt from liability to serve as 
assessors, namely = 


(a). His Highness the Sultan, the Resident-General, the Resident, 
the Judicial Commissioner, the Legal Adviser, the Senior Magistrate and 
the Secretary to the Resident ; 


(b). Collectors of Land Revenue and of Customs ; 


(c). Members of the Police Force, Officers of any Court of Justice, 
and Prison Officers ; 


(d). Persons who have suffered rigorous imprisonment in any part 
of the Federated Malay States or of His Majesty’s dominions and have 
not received a free pardon ; 


(e). Persons actually officiating as Priests or Ministers of their 
respective religions ; 


(f). Surgeons and others who openly and constantly practice the 
medical profession ; 


(g). Persous employed in any Post Office or Telegraph Office. 


201. The District Officer in each district shall, during the month of 
November in each year and at such other times as he may be required 
to do so by the Resident, prepare, in alphabetical order, a list of persons 
residing within the district, qualified in his judgment to serve as asses- 
sors. Such list shall set out the name, place of abode, nationality and 
quality or business of each such person and shall be dated and forwarded 
to the Resident during the month of November in each year or at such 
other times as may be directed by the Resident. 


202. Copies of such list shall be exhibited in the office of the District 
Officer, and in all the Court- houses of the district. 


208. To every such copy shall be subjoined a notice stating that any 
person desiring to raise any objections to the list may do so by letter 
addressed to the Resident within one month after the date of the list. 


204. At the expiration of one month from the date thereof the 
Resident shall forward such list, with any objections that may have 
been received and his recommendations thereon, to the Resident - General 
for revision. 
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206. After revision by the Resident-General the list as revised shall 
be published in the Gazette and shall remain in force until the publica- 
tion in like manner of a subsequently revised list. 


206. A copy of the list in force for the time being shall be kept in 
each of the Courts of the Judicial Commissioner and Senior Magistrate, 
and whenever it is necessary to summon assessors the Judicial Commis- 
sioner or the Senior Magistrate, as the case may be, shall select from the 
list the names of two or more persons to be served with summonses in 
the form given in the third Schedule to attend at a certain time and 
Place to serve as assessors. Such summonses shall be signed by a 
Registrar or by a Magistrate of the district within which the Court is to 
be held, and shall be ‘personally served upon or left at the usual or last 
known place of abode of the person so summoned ten clear days before 
the date appointed for the holding of such Court: provided that the 
Court may direct that any summons shall be served at any time when it 
may be impracticable or highly inconvenient to give ten clear days’ 
notice of the date upon which the services of any person required to 
serve as an assessor will he required. 


207. (i). Every person, not being a Government Officer, summoned to 
serve as an assessor and taking part as assessor in a trial held with the 
aid of assessors shall be entitled to receive from the public funds such 
remuneration as the Resident, with the approval of the Resident - General, 
may from time to time fix by notification in the Gazefte. 


(ii). Any person summoned to attend as an assessor, who, without 
lawful excuse, fails to attend as required by the summons or, having 
attended, departs without having obtained the permission of the Court, or 
fails to attend after an adjournment of the Court, after having been 
made aware that his attendance will be required, shall be liable, upon 
order made by the Court, to a fine not exceeding $50. 


208. Such punishment may be inflicted summarily on an order 
to that effect by the Court, and any fine imposed shall be recoverable by 
distress and sale of the movable or immovable property of the person 
fined by warrant of distress, to be signed by the Registrar of the Court, 
which warrant shall be issued by the Registrar without further order of 
the Court if the amount of fine is not paid within seven days of being 
imposed, if imposed in the presence of the person fined, or within seven 
days of its having come to his knowledge, , by notice or otherwise, that 
the fine has been imposed, if imposed in his absence: provided that it 
shall be lawful for the Court, if it deem fit, to remit any fine so imposed. 


209. When any person is so fined in his absence the Registrar shall 
forthwith send him a written notice of the fact, requiring him to pay the 
fine, or to shew cause before the Court within seven days for not paying 
the same. 


CHAPTER XXIII. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS AS TO ENQUIRIES AND TRIALS. 


210. In cases tried before the Judicial Commissioner with assessors, 
under the provisions of Section 49 of the Judicial Commissioner’s Order 
in Council, 1896, the provisions of Sections 211, 214 and 216 shall apply, 
the words ‘Judicial Commissioner” being read instead of the words 
“Senior Magistrate.” 
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211. (i). Subject to the other provisions of this Code every prisoner 
committed for trial shall, unless the Senior Magistrate otherwise orders, 
be tried at the assizes next ensuing, provided that such commitment has 
been made five clear days before the day appointed for the commence- 
ment of the assizes. 


(ii). The Senior Magistrate may, for good cause, to be recorded in 
writing by him, postpone the trial of any person charged at any assizes to 
the next or any subsequent assizes. 


212. (i). For the purpose of enabling the accused to explain any 
circumstances appearing in the evidence against him, the Court may at 
any stage of a trial or an enquiry, without previously warning the accused, 
put such questions to him as the Court considers necessary. 


(ii). For the purpose of this section the accused shall not be sworn 
and he shall not render himself liable to punishment by refusing to 
answer such questions or by giving false answers to them, but the Court 
may draw such inference from such refusal or answers as it thinks just. 


(iii). The answers given by the accused may be taken into considera- 
tion in such trial and put in evidence for or against him in any enquiry 
into or other trial for any other offence which such answers may tend to 
shew he has committed. 


(iv). The examination of the accused shall be for the purpose of 
enabling him to explain any circumstances appearing in evidence against 
him and shall not be a general examination on whatever may suggest 
itself to the Court. The discretion given by this section for questioning 
a prisoner shall not be exercised for the purpose of inducing him to 
make statements criminatory of himself. It shall only be exercised for 
the purpose of ascertaining from a prisoner how he may be able to meet 
facts disclosed in evidence against him so that those facts may not stand 
against him unexplained. Questions shall not be put to the prisoner 
merely to supplement the case for the prosecution when it is defective. 


218. Where the accused is charged with an offence committed after 
@ previous conviction for any offence the procedure hereinbefore laid 
down shall be modified as follows :— 


(a). The part of the charge stating the previous conviction shall not 
be read out in Court, nor shall the accused be asked whether he has been 
previously convicted as alleged in the charge unless and until he has 
either pleaded guilty to or been convicted of the subsequent offence. 


(b). If he pleads guilty to or is convicted of the subsequent offence, 
he shall then be asked whether he has been previously convicted as 
alleged in the charge. 


(c). If he answers that he has been so previously convicted the Court 
may proceed to pass sentence on him accordingly, but if he denies that he 
has been so previously convicted or refuses to or does not answer such ques- 
tion the Court shall then enquire concerning such previous conviction. 


214. (i). At any stage of any trial before the Senior Magistrate’s 
Court before the delivery of judgment, the officer conducting the prose- 
cution may, if he thinks fit, inform the Court that he does not propose to 
further prosecute the accused upon the charge, and thereupon all pro- 
ceedings on such charge against the accused may be stayed by leave of 
the Court, and if-so stayéd he shall be discharged of and from the same. 
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(ii). Such discharge shall not amount to an acquittal unless the 
Court so directs, except in cases coming under Section 168. 


215. Subject to the provisions of Section 5, and to any express 
provision of law to the contrary, every person accused before any 
Criminal Court may of right be defended by an Advocate. 


216. If the accused, though not insane, cannot be made to under- 
stand the proceedings the Court may proceed with the enquiry or trial 
and, in the case of a Court inferior to the Senior Magistrate’s Court, if 
such enquiry results in a commitment, or if such trial results in a 
conviction, the proceedings shall be forwarded to the Senior Magistrate’s 
Court, with a report of the circumstances of the case, and the Senior 
Magistrate’s Court shall make therein such order or pass such sentence 
as it thinks fit. 


217. (i). If, from the absence of a witness or any other reasonable 
cause, it becomes necessary or advisable to postpone the commencement 
of or adjourn any enquiry or trial the Court may, by order in writing, 
from time to time, postpone or adjourn the same on such terms as it 
thinks fit for such time as it considers reasonable and may, by a 
warrant, remand the accused if in custody: provided that no Magistrate 
shall remand an accused person to custody under this section for a term 
exceeding eight days at a time. 


(ii). Every order made under this section by a Court other than the 
Judicial Commissioner’s or the Senior Magistrate’s Court shall be in 
writing, signed by the presiding Mayistrate, and shall state the reasons 
therefor. 

Explanation.— If sufficient evidence has been obtained to raise a suspicion that 


the accused may have committed an offence and it appears likely that further 
evidence may be obtained by a remand, this is a reasonable cause for a remand. 


218. (i). The offences punishable under the sections of the Penal 
Code described in the first two columns of Part A of the table next 
following may, when no prosecution for such offence is actually pending, 
be compounded by the person mentioned in the third column of that 
table; or when a prosecution for such offence is actually pending, be 
compounded by such person with the consent of the Court before which 
the case is pending. 


(ii). The offences punishable under the sections of the Penal Code 
described in Part B of the table next following may, with the consent of 
the Court before which the case is pending, be compounded by the 
person to whom the hurt has been caused. _ 


(iii). When any offence is compoundable under this section the 
abetment of such offence or an attempt to commit such offence (when 
such attempt is itself an offence) may be compounded in like manner. 


(iv). When the person who would otherwise be competent to com- 
pound an offence under this section is a minor, an idiot or lunatic, any 
person competent to contract on his behalf may compound such offence. 


(v). The composition of an offence under this section shall have the 
effect of an acquittal of the accused. « 
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(vi). No offence under the Penal Code not mentioned in this section _ 


shall be compounded.

ted, and may be proceeded against as though he had been arrested or 
summoned. 


(ii). When the detention takes place in the course of an enquiry under 
Chapter XVII, or after a trial has been begun, the proceedings in respect 
of such person shall be commenced afresh and the witnesses re- heard. 
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222. No proceeding of any Criminal Court shall be invalid by reason 
of its happening on a Sunday or public holiday. 


CHarTreR XXIV. 


OF THE MODE OF !AKING AND RECORDING EVIDENCE IN 
ENQUIRIES AND TRIALS. 


228. Except as otherwise expressly provided all evidence taken under 
Chapters XVII, XIX, XXI and XXII shall be taken in the presence of 
the accused or, when his personal attendance is dispensed with, in the 
presence of his Advocate. 


224, In enquiries and trials under this Code the evidence of the 
witnesses shall be recorded in the manner provided by this Chapter. 


225. (i). In summons cases tried before a Magistrate the Magistrate 
shall, as the examination of each witness proceeds, make a note of 
the substance of what such witness deposes, and such note shall be 
written and signed by the Magistrate with his own hand in legible 
handwriting and shall form part of the record. 


(ii). If the Magistrate is prevented from making a note as above 
required he shall record the reason of his inability to do so and 
shall cause such note to be made in writing from his dictation in open 
Court and shall sign the same, and such note shall form part of 
the record. 


226. In all other trials before the Senior Magistrate or any other 
Magistrate, and in all enquiries under Chapters XI and XVII the 
evidence of each witness shall be taken down in legible handwriting 
in English by the presiding Magistrate, and shall be signed by such 
Magistrate, and shall form part of the record. 


227. (i). Evidence taken under the last preceding section shall not 
ordinarily be taken down in the form of question and answer, but 
in the form of a narrative. 


(ii). The presiding Magistrate may, in his discretion, take down any 
particular question and answer. 


228. (i). The evidence of each witness taken in enquiries under 
Chapters XI and XVII shall be read over to him in the presence of 
the accused, if in attendance, or of his Advocate if he appears by 
Advocate, and shall, if necessary, be corrected. 


(ii). If the witness deny the correctness of any part of the evidence 
when the same is read over to him the presiding Magistrate may, instead 
of correcting the evidence, make a memorandum thereon of the objection 
made to it by the witness, and shall add such remarks as he thinks 
necessary. 


(iii). If the witness does not understand English the evidence so 
taken down shall be interpreted to him in the language in which it was 
given or in a language which he understands. i 
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229. (i) Whenever any evidence is given in a language not. under- 
stood by the accused, and he is present in person, it shall be interpreted 
to him in open Court in a language which he understands. 


(ii). When documents are put in for the purpose of formal proof 
it shall be in the discretion of the Court to interpret as much thereof 
as appears necessary. 


230. A presiding Magistrate recording the evidence of a witness 
may, at the conclusion of such evidence and at the foot of the notes 
thereof, record such remarks (if any) as he thinks material respecting 
the demeanour of such witness whilst under examination. 


CHaPTER XXV. 


OF THE JUDGMENT. 


281. (i). The judgment in every trial in any Criminal Court of 
original jurisdiction shall be pronounced in open Court, either immedi- 
ately or at some subsequent time of which due notice shall be given 
to the parties or their Advocates, and the accused shall, if in custody, be 
brought up or, if not in custody, shall be required to attend to hear 
judgment delivered, except where his personal attendance during the 
trial has been dispensed with and the sentence is one of fine only. 


(ii). In the case of trials in any Criminal Court, if it appears 
to the Court expedient, the Court, instead of pronouncing judgment, 
may direct that the accused be released on his entering into a bond, 
with or without sureties and during such period as the Court may direct, 
to appear and receive judgment if and when called upon and in the 
meantime to keep the peace and be of good behaviour. 


282. When the conviction is under the Penal Code and it is doubtful 
under which of two sections or under which of two parts of the 
same section of that Code the offence falls, the Court shall distinctly 
express the same and pass judgment in the alternative. 


233. When any person is sentenced to death the sentence shall 
direct that he be hanged by the neck till he is dead, but shall not 
state the place where nor the time when the sentence is to be carried out. 


284, No Court, other than the Judicial Commissioner’s or the Senior 
Magistrate’s Court, when it has recorded its judgment, shall alter or 
review the same: provided that a clerical error may be rectified at any 
time, and that any other mistake may be rectified at any time before 
the Court rises for the day. : 


235. The judgment shall be explained to the accused and on his 
application a copy of the judgment or, when he so desires, a trans- 
lation in his own language, if practicable, shall be given to him without 
delay. Such copy shall, in any case other than a summons case, be 
given free of cost. 


236. The original judgment shall be entered on and. if written, filed 
with the record of proceedings. 
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Cuaprer XXVI. 


OF SENTENCES AND THE CARRYING OUT THEREOF. 


237. With regard to sentences of death the following provisions shall 
take effect :— 


(a). After sentence has been pronounced a warrant, under the seal 
of the Court, shall be made out for the commitment of the person 
sentenced to the custody of the Gaoler of the district, in accordance with 
the form in the third schedule, and such warrant shall be full authority to 
the said Gaoler, or any officer appointed by him for that purpose, for 
receiving into his custody and detaining the person so sentenced until 
the further warrant or order of the Court. 


(b). So soon as conveniently may be ‘after sentence of death has 
been pronounced the Senior Magistrate or, in case of his absence 
or inability, some other Magistrate shall forward to the Judicial 
Commissioner a copy of the notes of evidence taken on the trial witha 
report in writing signed by him setting out his opinion whether there 
are any and what reasons why the sentence of death should or should 
not be carried out. 


(c). The Judicial Commissioner shall deal with the case in accordance. 
with the provisions of the Judicial Commissioner’s Order in Council, 
1896, and if he shall confirm the sentence of death the Resident 
shall, upon receipt of the proceedings, submit the same to the Ruler 
of the State in Council and shall communicate to the Court a copy 
under his hand and seal of any order the Ruler of the State in 
Council may make thereon, which order, if the sentence is to be 
carried out, shall state the place where the execution is to be held, and 
if the sentence is commuted into any other punishment shall so state ; 
and if the person sentenced is pardoned shall so state. 


(d). (i). On receiving the copy of the said order the Court shall 
cause the effect of the same to be entered in the records of the Court, 
and when the said order directs the sentence to be carried out shall 
appoint the time when it is to be carried out and shall endorse the 
time so appointed upon the said order and shall in all cases cause 
such order to be carried into effect by issuing a warrant or taking 
such other steps as may be necessary. 


(ii). The Ruler of the State in Council may order a respite of the 
execution of the warrant and afterwards appoint some other time or 
other place for its execution. 


(iii). Such warrant shall be directed to the Gaoler of the district 
where the sentence is to be carried into effect, who shall carry the 
sentence into effect in accordance with law. 


(e). If a woman sentenced to death be alleged to be with child 
the Court shall direct one or more medical practitioners to be sworn to 
examine the woman in some private place, either together or separately, 
and to enquire whether she is with child or not. If, upon the report 
of any of them, it appears to the Court that she is with child execution 
shall be arrested until she is delivered of a child, or until it is no longer 
possible in the course of nature that she should be so delivered. 


(f). (i). There shall be present at the execution of the sentence the 
District Surgeon and Gaoler and such other officers of the prison as the 
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Gaoler requires, and there may also be present any Minister of Religion in 
attendance at the prison and such relations of the prisoner or other 
persons as the Gaoler thinks proper to admit. 


(ii). As soon as may be after judgment of death has been executed 
the District Surgeon shall examine the body of the person executed and 
shall ascertain the fact of death and shall sign a certificate thereof and 
deliver the same to the Gaoler. 


(iii). A Magistrate of the district shall, within twenty-four hours 
after the execution, hold an enquiry and satisfy himself of the identity 
of the body and whether judgment of death was duly executed thereon, 
and he shall make a report thereof to the Resident. 


(g). When a sentence of death is avoided by the escape of the person 
sentenced to death execution of such sentence shall be carried into effect 
at such other time after his re-capture as the Court shall order. 


(h). No omissién or error as to time and place and no defect in 
form in any order or warrant given under this section and no omission 
to comply with the provisions of sub-section (f) shall be held to render 
illegal any execution carried into effect under such order or warrant, or 
intended sv to have been carried into effect, or shall render any execution 
illegal which would otherwise have been legal. 


(i). The provisions of this section, with the necessary formal changes, 
shall apply in the case of sentences of death pronounced by the Judicial 
Commissioner. 


238. With regard to sentences other than sentences of death the 
following provisions shall take effect :— 


(a). Where the accused is sentenced to imprisonment the Court 
passing the sentence shall forthwith forward a warrant to the prison in 
which he is to be confined and, unless the accused is already confined in 
such prison, shall forward him to such prison with the warrant. 


(b). Every warrant for the execution of a sentence of imprisonment. 
shall be directed to the officer in charge of the prison or other place in 
which the prisoner is or is to be confined. 


(c). When the prisoner is to be confined in a prison the warrant 
shall be lodged with the officer in charge of the prison. 


239. Where any fine is imposed under the authority of any law for 
the time being in force, then, in the absence of any express provision 
relating to such fine in such law contained, the provisions following 
shall apply (that is to say) :— 


(a). Where no sum is expressed to which the fine may extend the 
amount to which the offender is liable is unlimited, but shall not be 
excessive. 


(6). In every case of an offence in which the offender is sentenced 
to pay a fine the Court passing the sentence may in its discretion— 


(i). Direct by the sentence that in default of payment of the fine 
the offender shall suffer imprisonment for a certain term, which im- 
prisonment shall be in excess of any other imprisonment to which he 
may have been sentenced, or to which he may be liable under a com- 
mutation of a sentence; and also 
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(ii). Issue a warrant for the levy of the amount by distress and 
sale of any property belonging to the offender. 


(c). The term for which the Court directs the offender to be impri- 
soned in default of payment of a fine shall be as follows :— 


(i). If the offence is punishable with imprisonment for any term 
exceeding six months it shall not exceed one-fourth of the term of 
imprisonment which is the maximum fixed for the offence. 


(ii). If the offence is punishable with imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding six months it shall not exceed the term of imprisonment 
which is the maximum fixed for the offence. 


(iii). If the offence is not punishable with imprisonment it shall not 
exceed the following scale (that is to say) : — 


When the fine does not exceed $25 the imprisonment in default of 
payment may be for any term not exceeding two months. 


When the fine does not exceed $50 for any term not exceeding four 
months. 


In any other case for any term not exceeding six months. 


(d). The imprisonment which the Court imposes in default of 
payment of a fine may be of either description: 


(e). The imprisonment which is imposed in default of payment of a 
fine shall terminate whenever that fine is either paid or levied by process 
of law. 


(f). If, before the expiration of the time of imprisonment fixed in 
default of payment, such a proportion of the fine be paid or levied that 
the time of imprisonment suffered in default of payment is not less than 
proportional to the part of the fine still unpaid, the imprisonment shall 
terminate. 


(9). The fine, or any part thereof which remains unpaid, may be 
levied at any time within six years after the passing of the sentence, and 
if under the sentence the offender be liable to imprisonment for a longer 
period than six years then at any time previous to the expiration of that 
period, and the death of the offender does not discharge from the liability 
any property which would after his death be legally liable for his debts. 


240, When an offender has been sentenced to fine only and to 
imprisonment in default of payment of the fine and the Court issues a 
warrant under the last preceding section, it may suspend the execution of 
the sentence of imprisonment and may release the offender on his 
executing a bond, with or without sureties as the Court thinks fit, 
conditioned for his appearance before such Court on the day appointed 
for the return to such warrant, such day not being more than fifteen days 
from the time of executing the bond ; and in the event of the fine not 
having been realised the Court may direct the sentence of imprisonment 
to be carried into execution at once. 


241, Every warrant for the execution of any sentence may be issued 
either by the Magistrate who passed the sentence or by his successor or 
other Magistrate acting in his place. 


242. When the accused is sentenced to whipping only the sentence 
shall be executed at such place and time as the Court may direct. 
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248. When the accused is sentenced to whipping in addition to impri- 
sonment the whipping shall not be inflicted until after the expiration of 
seven days from the date of the sentence or, if an appeal be made within 
that time, until the sentence is confirmed by the Appellate Court, but 
the whipping shall be inflicted as soon as practicable after the expiration 
of the seven days or, in case of an appeal, as soon as practicable after the 
receipt of the order of the Appellate Court confirming the sentence. 


244, (i). When the accused is sentenced to whipping the number of 
strokes shall be specified in the sentence. In no case shall the whipping 
exceed twenty-four strokes anything in any Eaactment to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


(ii). In the case of a person of or over sixteen years of age whipping 
shall be inflicted with a light cane or rattan, not more than half an inch 
in diameter, in such mode and on such part of the person as the Resident 
from time to time generally directs; and in the case of a youthful 
offender it shall be inflicted in the way of school discipline with a light 
cane or rattan and shall not exceed ten strokes. 


(iii). When a person is convicted at one trial of any two or more 
distinct offences any two or more of which are legally punishable by 
whipping, the combined sentences of whipping awarded by the Court 
for any such offences shall not, anything in any Enactment to the 
contrary notwithstanding, exceed a total number of twenty-four strokes 
in the case of persons of or over sixteen years of age and ten strokes 
in the case of youthful offenders. 


245. No sentence of whipping shall be executed by instalments, 
and none of the following persons shall be punishable with whipping 
(namely) :— 

(a). Females ; 
(b). Males sentenced to death or to penal servitude or to imprison- 
ment for more than four years ; 


(c). Males whom the Court considers to be more than fifty years 
of age. 


246. (i). The punishment of whipping shall not be inflicted unless 
a Medical Officer is present and certifies that the offender is in a fit state 
of health to undergo such punishment. 

(ii). If during the execution of a sentence of whipping a Medical 
Officer certifies that the offender is not in a fit state of health to 
undergo the remainder of the sentence the whipping shall be finally 
stopped. 


(iii). Where whipping is inflicted under Section 248 a Medical Officer 
need not be present, but such whipping shall not be inflicted unless it 
appears to the Court that the offender is in a fit state of health to under- 
yo the same. 


247. (i). When a person who is an escaped convict or is undergoing a 
sentence of imprisonment or penal servitude is sentenced to imprison- 
ment or penal servitude, such imprisonment or penal servitude shall 
commence either immediately or at the expiration of the imprisonment to 
which he has been previously sentenced, as the Court awarding the sen- 
tence may direct. A sentence of death shall be executed notwithstanding 
the pendency of any sentence of imprisonment or penal servitude. 
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” i). Nothing in the last preceding sub-section shall be held to 
excuse any person from any part of the punishment to which he is 
liable upon his former or subsequent conviction. 


248. (i). When any youthful offender is convicted before any Criminal 
Court of any offence punishable by fine or imprisonment, whether rig- 
orous or simple, such Court may instead of awarding any term of im- 
prisonment in default of payment of the fine or passing a sentence 
of imprisonment — 


(a). Order such offender to be discharged after due admonition 
if the Court shall think fit; or 


(b). Order such offender to be delivered to his parent or to his 
guardian or nearest adult relative on such parent, guardian or relative 
executing a bond with or without a surety or sureties, as the Court 
may require, that he will be responsible for the good behaviour of the 
offender for any period not exceeding twelve months; or 


(c). Order such offender, if a male, to be whipped with not more 
than ten stokes of a light cane or rattan within the Court premises 
and in the presence, if he desires to be present, of the parent or guardian 
of such offender. 


(ii). The Court before which a youthful offender is convicted may, 
in addition to or instead of punishing such offender in manner provided 
in this section inflict on his parent or guardian a fine not exceeding 
$20 in any case in which such Court, after summary enquiry, is 
satisfied that such parent or guardian has, by neglecting to take proper 
care or otherwise, conduced to the misconduct of such offender; provided 
that no parent or guardian shall be fined without his having had an 
opportunity of being heard and (if he desires it) of adducing evidence 
in his defence. 


249. (i). When a person is convicted of theft or cheating or any other 
offence punishable with not more than two years’ imprisonment before 
any Court and no previous conviction is proved against him, if it appears 
to such Court that, regard being had to the youth, character and antece- 
dents of the offender, the trivial nature of the offence and to any 
extenuating circumstances under which the offence was committed, it is 
expedient that the offender be released on probation of good conduct, the 
Court may, instead of sentencing him at once to any punishment, direct 
that he be released on his entering into a bond, with or without sureties 
and during such period as the Court may direct, to appear and receive 
judgment if and when called upon and in the meantime to keep the 
peace and be of good behaviour. 


(ii). The Court may, if it thinks fit, direct that the offender shall 
pay the costs of the prosecution or some portion of the same within such 
period and by such instalments as may be directed by the Court. 


(iii). If a Court having power to deal with the offender in respect of 
his original offence, or any Court of summary jurisdiction, is satisfied by 
information on oath that the offender has failed to observe any of the 
conditions of his bond, it may issue a warrant for his apprehension. 


(iv). Any offender when apprehended on any such warrant shall, if 
not forthwith brought before the Court having power to sentence him, be 
brought before a Magistrate, and such Magistrate may either remand 
him by warrant until the time at which he is required by his bond to 
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appear for judgment or until the sitting of a Court having power to 
deal with his original offence, or may admit him to bail with a sufficient 
surety conditioned on his appearing for judgment. 


(v). The offender, when so remanded, may be committed to prison 
and the warrant of remand shall order that he be brought before the 
Court before which he was bound to appear for judgment or to answer 
as to his conduct since his release. 


250. When a sentence has been fully executed the officer executing it 
shall return the warrant to the Court from which it issued with an 
endorsement under his hand certifying the manner in which the sentence 
has been executed. 


Cuapter XXVII. 


OF SUSPENSIONS, REMISSIONS AND COMMUTATIONS 
OF SENTENCES. 

261. (i). When any person has been sentenced to punishment for an 
offence the Resident may at any time, without conditions, or upon any 
conditions which the person sentenced accepts, suspend the execution of 
his sentence or remit the whole or any part of the punishment to which 
he has been sentenced. 


(ii). Whenever an application is made to the Resident for the sus- 
nsion or remission of a sentence the Resident may require the convict- 
ing Magistrate or Judge to state his opinion us to whether the applica- 
tion should be granted or refused and such Magistrate or Judge shall 
state his opinion accordingly. 

(iii). If any condition on which a sentence has been suspend- 
ed or remitted is, in the opinion of the Resident, not fulfilled the 
Resident may cancel such suspension or remission; whereupon the 
person in whose favour the sentence has been suspended or remitted may, 
if at large, be arrested by any police officer without warrant and remanded 
by a Magistrate to undergo the unexpired portion of the sentence. 


(iv). Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to interfere with the 


right of the Ruler of the State to grant pardons, reprieves, respites or 
remissions of punishment. 


252. The Resident may, without the consent of the person sentenced, 
commute any one of the following sentences for any other mentioned 
after it :— 

(a). Death ; 
(6). Penal servitude ; 
(c). Rigorous imprisonment fur a term not exceeding that to which 
he might have been sentenced : 
(d). Simple imprisonment for a like term : 
(e). Fine. 
Cuarter XXVIII. 
OF PREVIOUS ACQUITTALS OR CONVICTIONS. 


253. (i). A person who has once been tried by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction for an offence and convicted or acquitted of such offence shall, 
while such conviction or acquittal remains in force, not be liable to be 
tried again for the same offence nor on the same facts for any other 
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offence for which a different charge from the one made against him 
might have been made under Section 164 or for which he might have 
been convicted under Section 165. 


(ii). A person acquitted or convicted of any offence may be after- 
wards tried for any distinct offence for which a separate charge might 
have been made against him on the former trial under Sub-section 
(i) of Section 163. 


(iii). A person convicted of any offence constituted by any act causing 
consequences which, together with such act, constituted a different offence 
from that of which he was convicted, may be afterwards tried for such 
last mentioned offence, if the consequences had not happened or were not 
known to the Court to have happened at the time when he was convicted. 


(iv). A person acquitted or convicted of any offence constituted 
by any acts may, notwithstanding such acquittal or conviction, be 
subsequently charged with and tried for any other offence constituted by 
the same acts which he may have committed, if the Court by which 
he was first tried was not competent to try the offence with which he is 
subsequently charged. 


Erplanation.— The dismissal of a complaint or the discharge of the accused 
is not an acquittal for the purposes of this section. 


Illustrations. 


(a). A is tried upon a charge of theft as a servant, and acquitted. He 
cannot afterwards, while the acquittal remains in force, bo charged upon the same 
facts with theft as a servant, or with theft simply, or with criminal breach of trust. 


(b). A is tried upon a charge of murder and acquitted. There is no charge of 
robbery but it appears from the facts that A committed robbery at the time 
when the murder was committed; he may afterwards be charged with and tried for 
robbery. 


(c). A is tried for causing grievous hurt, and convicted. The person injured 
afterwards dies. .A may be tried again for culpable homicide. 


(d). A is tried and convicted of the culpable homicide of B. A may not 
afterwards be tried on the same facts for the murder of B. 

(e). A is charged and convicted of voluntarily causing hurt to B. A may 
not afterwards be tried for voluntarily causing grievous hurt to B on tho same facts 
unless the case comes within Sub-section (iii) of this section. 


254. (i). The plea of a previous acquittal or conviction may be 
pleaded either orally or in writing, and may be in the following form or 
to the following effect :— 


The defendant says that by virtue of Section 253 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code, 1902, he is not liable to be tried. 


(ii). Such plea may be pleaded together with any other plea, but the 
issue raised by such plea shall be tried and disposed of before the 
issues raised by the other pleas are tried. 


(iii), On the trial in the Senior Mayistrate’s Court of an issue 
on a plea of a previous acquittal or conviction the depositions trans- 
mitted to the Court on the former trial, together with the Senior 
Magistrate’s notes, if available, and the depositions transmitted to the 
Court on the subsequent charge, shall be admissible in evidence to 
prove or disprove the identity of the charges. 
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PART VII. 
OF APPEAL AND REVISION. 


Cuaprer XXIX. 
OF APPEALS TO THE SENIOR MAGISTRATE. 


255. No appeal shall lie from a sentence of a Magistrate in the 
case of any offence punishable with fine only not exceeding $25. 


256. When an accused person has pleaded guilty and been convicted 
by a Magistrate on such plea, there shall be no appeal except as to 
the extent or legality of the sentence. 


257. When an accused person has been acquitted by a Magistrate 
there shall be no appeal except at the instance or with the sanction 
in writing of the Public Prosecutor. The petition of appeal shall be 
lodged within fourteen days from the date of the judgment. 


258. Except in the cases referred to in Section 255 and the two last 
preceding sections, any persun who is dissatisfied with any judgment, 
sentence or order pronounced by any Magistrate in a criminal case or 
matter to which he is a party may prefer an appeal to the Senior 
Mayistrate ayainst such judgment, sentence or order for any error 
in law or in fact by lodging, within seven days from the time of 
such judgment, sentence or order being passed or made, with the Chief 
Clerk of the Magistrate's Court at the Court-house of which the trial 
was held a petition of appeal addressed to the Senior Magistrate, and 
by paying at the same time the sum of $5 for the cost of making a 
copy of the record for the use of the Senior Magistrate, and by giving 
security for the sum of $75 for the costs of the appeal or such less 
sum as such Magistrate’s Court may direct. 


Erplanation.—-The alleged excessive severity of a sentence shall, for the pur- 
poses of this section, be deemed to be a matter of law. 


259. Every petition of appeal shall be addressed to the Senior 
Magistrate, and shall state shortly the substance of the judgment 
appealed ayainst and the grounds of appeal, and shall be signed by 
the appellant. 


260. (i). When the appellant has complied with the provisions of 
Section 258, the Court appealed from shall make and transmit to the 
Senior Magistrate’s Court a signed copy of the record of the pro- 
ceedings in the case, together with the petition of appeal. 


). When an appeal is presented by the Public Prosecutor the 
provisions of Section 258 as to the payment of the sum of $5 and the 
giving of security shall not apply. 


(iii). On receiving the documents mentioned in Sub-section (i) the 
Senior Magistrate shall peruse the same, and if he considers that 
there is no sufficient ground for interfering he may reject the appeal 
summarily, provided that no appeal shall be rejected summarily unless 
the ay lant or his Advocate has had a reasonable opportunity of being 
he in support of the same. 
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261. The Senior Magistrate may, on the application of any person 
desirous of appealing who may be debarred from so doing upon the 
ground of his not having observed some formality or some requirement 
of this Code, permit an appeal upon such terms and with such directions 
to the Magistrate and to the parties as the Senior Magistrate shall 
consider desirable, in order that substantial justice may be done in 
the matter. 


262. Except in the case of a sentence of whipping (the execution of 
which shall be stayed pending appeal), no appeal shall operate as a stay 
of execution, but the Court below, or the Senior Magistrate, may stay 
execution on any judgment, order, conviction or sentence pending appeal, 
on such terms as to security for the payment of any money or the perfor- 
mance or non- performance of any act or the suffering of any punishment. 
ordered by or in such judgment, order, conviction or sentence as to the 
Court below or to the Senior Magistrate may seem reasonable. 


263. (i). If the Senior Magistrate does nut reject the appeal sum- 
marily he shall hand the documents mentioned in Section 260 to the 
Registrar, who shall number the appeal and enter it on the list of appeals 
to ey and give notice to the parties that such appeal has been so 
entered. 


(ii). The appeal shall come on for hearing by the Senior Magistrate 
in its order, without further notice to the parties concerned. 


(iii). A list of appeals to be heard shall be kept suspended on the 
doors of the Senior Magistrate’s Court-house, and no appeal shall come 
on for hearing until it has been on that list for at least six consecutive 
days. 


(iv). In any case the Senior Magistrate may, of his own motion or 
on the application of a party concerned and with reasonable notice to 
the parties, accelerate or postpone the hearing of an appeal. 


264. (i). When the appeal comes on for hearing the appellant, if 
present, shall be first heard in support of the appeal, and then the 
respondent, if present, shall be heard against it. 


(ii). If the appellant does not appear to support his appeal the Court 
shall consider his appeal, and may make such order thereon as it may 
think fit, provided that the Court may refuse to make any such order on 
the case of an appellant who is out of the jurisdiction except on such 
terms as it may think fit to impose. 


265. (i). If at the hearing of the appeal the respondent is not present 
and the Court is not satisfied that the notice of appeal was duly served 
upon him, then the Court shall not make any order in the matter of the 
appeal adverse to or to the prejudice of the respondent, but shall adjourn 
the hearing of the appeal to a future day for his appearance, and shall 
issue the requisite notice to him for service through the Registrar. 


(ii). If the service of such last mentioned notice cannot be effected on 
the respondent the Court shall proceed to hear the appeal in his absence 


266. When an appeal js presented against an acquittal the Senior 
Magistrate may issue a warrant directing that the accused be arrested 
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and brought before him, and may commit him to prison pending the 
disposal of the appeal or admit him to bail. 


267. At the hearing of the appeal the Senior Magistrate may, if 
he considers there is no sufficient ground for interfering, dismiss the 
appeal, or may— 


(a). In an appeal from an order of acquittal, reverse such order, and 
direct that further enquiry be made, or that the accused be re-tried or 
committed for trial, as the case may be, or find him guilty and pass 
sentence on him according to law. 


(b). In an appeal from a conviction (i) reverse the finding and 
sentence and acquit or discharge the accused, or order him to be re- 
tried by a Court of competent jurisdiction, or committed for trial; or, 
(ii), alter the finding, maintaining the sentence, or with or without 
altering the finding reduce the sentence; or, (iii), with or without the 
reduction, and with or without altering the finding, alter the nature 
of the sentence. 


(c). In an appeal from any other order, alter or reverse such order. 


268. (i). In dealing with any appeal under this Chapter the Senior 
Magistrate, if he thinks additional evidence to be necessary, may either 
take such evidence himself or direct it to be taken by a Magistrate. 


(ii). When the additional evidence is taken by a Magistrate he shall 
certify such evidence to the Senior Magistrate, who shall thereupon, as 
soon as may be, proceed to dispose of the appeal. 


(iii). Unless the Senior Mayistrate otherwise directs, the accused 
or his Advocate shall be present when the additional evidence is taken. 


(iv). The taking of evidence under this section shall, for the purposes 
of Chapter XXIV, be deemed to be an enquiry. 


269. On the termination of the hearing of the appeal the Senior 
Magistrate shall, either at once or on some future day which shall 
either then be appointed for the purpose or of which notice shall subse- 
quently be given to the parties, deliver judgment in open Court. 


270. (i). Whenever a case is decided on appeal by the Senior Magis- 
trate under this Chapter he shall certify his judgment or order to the 
Court by which the finding, sentence or order appealed against was 
recorded or passed. 


(ii). The Court to which the Senior Magistrate certifies his judg- 
ment or order shall thereupon make such orders as are conformable 
to the judgment or order of the Senior Magistrate and, if necessary, the 
record shall be amended in accordance therewith. 


271. Every appeal under Section 257 shall finally abate on the death 
of the accused, and every other appeal under this Chapter (except an 
appeal against a sentence of fine) shall finally abate on the death of the 
appellant. 


272. (i). Subject to the following sub-sections, in all proceedings 
under Part VII of this Code the Senior Magistrate shall have power 
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io on such costs, to be paid by or to the parties thereto, as he may 
thi: t. 


ii). Such costs shall not exceed the scale in force in the Judicial 
Commissioner’s Court for the time being, and shall be assessed by 
the Senior Magistrate at the time when he gives his decision. 


(iii). No costs shall in any case be awarded either against or in 
favour of the Public Prosecutor. 


CHapreR XXX. 


OF REVISION. 


278. (i). The Senior Magistrate may call for and examine the record 
of any proceeding before any inferior Criminal Court for the purpose of 
satisfying himself as to the correctness, legality or propriety of any 
finding, sentence or order recorded or passed, and as to the regularity of 
any proceedings of such inferior Court. 


Gi). Orders made under Sections 97 and 98, and proceedings under 
Chapter XXXI, are not proceedings within the meaning of this section. 


274, On examining any record under the last preceding section, or 
otherwise, the Senior Magistrate may direct the Magistrate to make, 
and the Magistrate shall make, further enquiry into any complaint which 
has been dismissed under Section 134, or into the case of any accused 
person who has been discharged. 


275. (i). The Senior Magistrate may, in any case the record of the 
proceedings of which has been called for by himself or which other- 
wise comes to his knowledge, in his discretion, exercise any of the powers 
conferred by Sections 262, 266, 267 and 268 of this Code, and may 
enhance the sentence. 


(ii). No order under this section shall be made to the prejudice 
of the accused unless he has had an opportunity of being heard, 
either personally or by Advocate, in his own defence. 


(iii). Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorise the Senior 
Magistrate to convert a finding of acquittal into one of conviction. 


276. No party has any right to be heard, either personally or by 
Advocate, hefore the Senior Magistrate when exercising his powers of 
revision: provided that the Senior Magistrate may, if he thinks fit, when 
exercising such powers, hear any party, either personally or by Advocate, 
and that nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect Sub-section (ii) 
of the last preceding section. 


277. When a case is revised under this Chapter by the Senior 
Magistrate’s Court he shall certify his decision or order to the Court 
by which the finding, sentence or order revised was recorded or passed ; 
and the Court to which the decision or order is so certified shall there- 
upon make such orders as are conformable to the decision so certified, 
and, if necessary, the record shall be amended in accordance therewith. 
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PART VIII. 
SPECIAL PROCEEDINGS. 
Cuaprer XXXI. 


ENQUIRIES OF DEATHS. 


278. No inquest. of death shall be held except under the provisions 
of this Code. 


279. (i). Every Officer in charge of a Police District on receiving 
information that a person— 


(a). Has committed suicide; or 


(b). Has been killed by another, or by an animal, or by machinery, 
or by an accident; or 


(c). Has died under circumstances raising a reasonable suspicion 
that some other person has committed an offence, shall immediately 
proceed to the place where the body of such deceased person is and 
there shall make an enquiry and draw up a report of the apparent 
cause of death, describing such wounds, fractures, bruises and other 
marks of injury as may be found on the body, and such marks, objects 
and circumstances as, in his opinion, may relate to the cause of death 
or the person (if any) who caused such death, and stating in what 
manner or by what weapon or instrument (if any) such marks appear to 
have been inflicted. 


(ii). The report shall be signed by such police officer and shall be 
forthwith forwarded to the Public Prosecutor and a copy thereof to the 
nearest Magistrate, who shall, if not satisfied as to the cause of death, 
hold an enquiry under this Chapter. 


280. (i). When any person dies while in the custody of the police 
or in an asylum or prison, the officer who had the custody of such 

rson or was in charge of such asylum or prison, as the case may 

, shall forthwith give intimation of such death to the nearest Magis- 
trate to the place where the body is found, and such Magistrate shall, 
in the case of a death in the custody of the police, and in other 
cases may, if he thinks expedient, hold an enquiry into the cause 
of death. 


(ii). For the purposes of an enquiry under this section a Magistrate 
shall have all the powers which he would have in holding an enquiry into 
an offence. 


(iii). In the case of enquiries under this section the Magistrate 
holding the enquiry shall view the body, and may summon to sit 
with him as assessors two indifferent persons from the district in 
which the death occurred, but it shall not be necessary for such asses- 
sors to view the body. 


281. (i). The Magistrate holding an enquiry prescribed under this 
Chapter shall record the evidence and his finding thereon, and shall 
forthwith transmit the original or a certified copy of such evidence 
and finding to the Senior Magistrate, who shall file the same in the 
Registry of the Senior Magistrate’s Court. 
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(ii). When there are assessors the finding shall be signed by the 
assessors, or by such of them as concur therein, but an assessor who 
dissents from the finding shall be at liberty to record on the proceedings 
his dissent and the reasons therefor. In every case where an assessor 
records his dissent the Magistrate shall forthwith forward the pro- 
ceedings to the Public Prosecutor. 


(iii). The place in which any enquiry of death under this Chapter 
is held shall be a place open to the public. But a Magistrate con- 
ducting an enquiry of death may, on special grounds of public policy or 
expediency, in his discretion, exclude the public or any person or persons 
in particular at any stage of the enquiry from the place in which the 
enquiry is being hold. 


282. When a Magistrate enquiring into the cause of death considers 
it expedient to make an examination of the dead body of any person who 
has been already buried, in order to discover the cause of death, he may 
cause the body to be disinterred and examined. 


283. When any person who has been duly summoned to attend as 
an assessor by any Magistrate on an enquiry under this Chapter 
fails or neglects to attend at the time and place specified in such sum- 
mons, it shall be lawful for such Magistrate to cause such person to be 
openly called three times to appear and serve as an assessor and, upon 
the non-appearance of such person and proof that such summons has 
been served upon him or left at his usual place of abode, to impose such 
fine upon the person so making default, not exceeding $25, as to such 
Magistrate shall seem fit, and such Magistrate shall make out and sign a 
certificate containing the name, surname and residence of every person so 
making default together with the amount of the fine which shall have 
been imposed and the cause of such fine, and the Magistrate shall cause 
a copy of such certificate to be served upon the person so fined by having 
it left at his usual place of residence or by sending the same through the 
Post Office addressed as aforesaid, and within seven days thereafter such 
Magistrate shall cause such fine to be levied. 


Cuarter XXXII. 


LUNATICS. 


284. (i). When a Magistrate holding an enquiry or a trial has reason 
to suspect that the accused is of unsound mind and consequently incap- 
able of making his defence, he shall enquire into the fact of such 
unsoundness and shall cause such person to be examined by the District 
Surgeon or such other Medical Officer as the Resident directs, and there- 
upon shall examine such Surgeon or other officer as a witness and shall 
reduce the examination to writing. 


(ii). If such Magistrate is of opinion that the accused is of unsound 
mind and consequently incapable of making his defence, he shall post- 
pone further proceedings in the case. 


285. (i). If any person tried by the Judicial Commissioner or Senior 
Magistrate appears to the Court at his trial to be of unsound mind and 
consequently incapable of making his defence, the Court shall, in the 
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first instance, try the fact of such unsoundness and incapacity, and 
if satisfied of the fact shall find accordingly, and thereupon the trial 
shall be postponed. 


(ii). The trial of the fact of the unsoundness of mind and incapacity 
of the accused shall be deemed to be part of his trial before the Court. 


286. (i). Whenever an accused person is found to be of unsound mind 
and incapable of making his defence, the Court, if the case is one in 
which bail may be taken, may, in its discretion, release him on sufficient 
security being given that he shall be properly taken care of and shall be 
poe from doing injury to himself or to any other person, and for 

is appearance when required before the Court or such officer as the 
Court appoints in that behalf. 


(ii). If the case is one in which bail may not be taken or if sufficient 
security is not given the Court shall report the case to the Resident, and 
the Resident may, in his discretion, order the accused to be confined in a 
lunatic asylum or other suitable place of safe custody, and the Court 
shall give effect to such order. 


(iii). Pending the order of the Resident the accused may be commit- 
ted to the civil prison for safe custody. 


287. (i). Whenever an enquiry or a trial is postponed under Section 
284 or Section 285 the Court may at any time re-open the enquiry 
or commence the trial de novo, and require the accused to appear or be 
brought before such Court. 


(ii). When the accused has been released under Section 286, and the 
sureties for his appearance produce him to the officer whom the Court 
appoints in that behalf, the certificate of such officer that the accused is 
capable of making his defence shall be receivable in evidence. 


288. (i). If when the accused appears or is again brought before 
the Court the Court considers him capable of making his defence the 
enquiry or trial shall proceed. 


Gi). If the Court considers the accused person to be still incapable 
of making his defence the Court shall again act according to the pro- 
visions of Section 284 or Section 285, as the case may be. 


289. When the accused appears to be of sound mind at the time 
of any enquiry before a Magistrate, and the Magistrate is satisfied 
from the evidence given before him that there is reason to believe that 
the accused committed an act which, if he had been of sound mind, would 
have been an offence, and that he was at the time when the act was com- 
mitted, by reason of unsoundness of mind, incapable of knowing the 
nature of the act or that it was wrong or contrary to law, the Magistrate 
shall proceed with the case and if the accused ought otherwise to be 
committed for trial shall send him for trial. 


290. Whenever any person is acquitted upon the ground that at the 
time at which he is alleged to have committed an offence he was, by 
reason of unsoundness of mind, incapable of knowing the nature of 
the act alleged as constituting the offence or that it was wrong or 
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contrary to law, the finding shall state specifically whether he committed 
the act or not. 


291. (i). Whenever the judgment states that the accused person com- 
mitted the act alleged, the Court before which the trial has been held 
shall, if such act would, but for incapacity found, have constituted 
an offence, order such person to be kept in safe custody in such place 
and manner as the Court thinks fit and shall report the case for 
the orders of the Resident. 


(ii). The Resident may order such person to be confined in a 
lunatic asylum, prison or other suitable place of safe custody during the 
pleasure of the Ruler of the State. 


292. When any person is confined under the provisions of Section 
286 or Section 291, the Inspector of Prisons, if such person is confined in 
% prison, or the visitors of the lunatic asylum or any two of them 
if he is confined in a lunatic asylum, may visit him in order to 
ascertain his state of mind, and he shall be visited once at least in 
every six months by such Inspector or by two of such visitors as 
aforesaid, and such Inspector or visitors shall make a special report 
to the Resident as to the state of mind of such person. 


203. If such person is confined under the provisions of Section 
286, and such Inspector or visitors shall certify that in his or their 
opinion such person is capable of making his defence he shall be 
taken before the Court at such time as the Court appoints, and the Court 
shall deal with such person under the provisions of Section 288, and the 
certificate of such Inspector or visitors as aforesaid shall he receivable as 
evidence. 


294. If such persou is confined under the provisions of Sectiou 
286 and such Inspector or visitors shall certify that in his or their 
judgment he may be discharged without danger of his doing injury 
to himself or to any other person, the Resident may thereupon order 
him to be discharged, or to be detained in custody, or to be transferred 
to a public lunatic asylum if he has not been already sent to such 
an asylum, and in case he orders him to be transferred to an asylum 
May appoint a commission consisting of the Senior Magistrate and two 
Medical Officers to make formal enquiry into the state of mind of such 
person, taking such evidence as is necessary, and to report to the Resi- 
dent, who may order his discharge or detention as he thinks fit. 


295. (i). Whenever any relative or friend of any person confined 
under the provisions of Section 286 or Section 291 desires that he 
shall be delivered over to his care and custody, the Resident, upon 
the application of such relative or friend and on his giving security 
to the satisfaction of the Resident that the person delivered shall be 
properly taken care of and shall be prevented from doing injury to 
himself or to any other person, may, in his discretion, order such 
person to be delivered to such relative or friend. 


(ii). Whenever such person is so delivered it shall be upon condition 
that he shall be produced for the inspection of such officer and at such 
times as the Resident directs. 
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(iii). The provisions of Sections 292 and 294 shall, mutatis mutandis, 
apply to persons delivered under the provisions of this section, and the 
certificate of the inspecting officer appointed under this section shall be 
receivable as evidence. 


Cuarrer XXXIII. 


PROCEEDINGS IN CASE OF CERTAIN OFFENCES AFFECTING THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 


296. When any such offence as is described in Section 175, Section 
178, Section 179, Section 180, or Section 228 of the Penal Code is com- 
mitted in the view or presence of any Civil or Criminal Court, the Court 
may cause the offender to be detained in custody and at any time before 
the rising of the Court on the same day may, if it thinks fit, take cogni- 
zance of the offence and sentence the offender to a fine not exceeding 
$50 and, in default of payment, to simple imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to two months, unless such fine be sooner paid. 


297. (i). In every such case the Court, if a Court inferior to the 
Senior Magistrate’s Court, shall record the facts constituting the 
offence, with the statement (if any) made by the offender as well as 
the finding and sentence, and shall forthwith transmit such record to 
the Senior Magistrate's Court so that the Senior Magistrate may, if 
he thinks fit, exercise his power of revision. 


(ii). If the offence is under Section 228 of the Penal Code the record 
must shew the nature and stage of the judicial proceeding in which the 
Court interrupted or insulted was sitting, and the nature of the interrup- 
tion or insult. 


298. If the Court, in any case, considers that a person accused of any 
of the offences referred to in Section 296, and committed in its view or 
presence, may be better dealt with by ordinary process of law, such 
Court, after recording the facts constituting the offence and the state- 
ment of the accused as hereinbefore provided, may direct the accused to be 
prosecuted, and may require security to be given for the appearance 
of such accused person before a Magistrate or, if sufficient security is not 
given, may forward such person, under custody, to a Magistrate. 


299. When any Court has, under Section 296, adjudged an offender 
to punishment for refusing or omitting to do anything which he was 
lawfully required to do or for any intentional insult or interruption, 
the Court may, in its discretion, discharge the offender or remit the 
punishment on his submission to the order or requisition of such Court 
or on apology being made to its satisfaction. 


300. If any witness before a Criminal Court refuses to answer 
such questions as are put to him or to produce any document in his 
possession or power which the Court requires him to produce, and 
does not offer any reasonable excuse for such refusal, such Court may, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, sentence him to simple imprison- 
ment for any term not exceeding seven days, unless in the meantime 
such person consents to be examined and to answer or to produce the 
document. In the event of his persisting in his refusal he may be dealt 
with according to the provisions of Section 296 or Section 298, notwith- 
standing any sentence he may have undergone under this section. 
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8Q1. (i). Any person sentenced by any Court under the last preceding 
section may, notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, appeal to 
the Judicial Commissioner. 


(ii). The provisions of Chapter XXIX shall, so far as they are 
applicable, apply to appeals under this section, and the Appellate Court 
may alter or reverse the finding or reduce, alter or reverse the sentence 


appealed against. 


302. Except as provided in Sections 296 and 300 no Magistrate shall 
try any person for any offence referred to in Section 128 when such 
offence is committed before himself or in contempt of his authority, 
or is brought under his notice as such Magistrate in the course of 
a judicial proceeding. 


CuapreR XXXIV. 


DIRECTIONS OF THE NATURE OF A HABEAS CORPUS. 
808. (i). The Senior Magistrate may, whenever he thinks fit, direct — 


(a). That a person illegally or improperly detained in public or 
private custody within the limits of the State be set at liberty; 


(b). That a defendant in custody under a writ of attachment be 
brought before the Court to be dealt with according to law. 


(ii). The Judicial Commissioner may make rules to regulate the 
procedure in cases under this section. 


(iii). Until such rules are made, and subject thereto, the rules 
and forms in the fourth Schedule shall be in force. 


(iv). Any person aggrieved by any decision or direction of the 
Senior Magistrate under this Chapter may appeal to the Judicial Com- 
missioner within thirty days from the date of the decision or direction 
appealed against. 

(v). Nothing in this Chapter contained shall apply to any person 
detained in public custody under the provisions of anv law in force 
for the time being relating to banishment. 


PART IX. 
SUPPLEMENTARY PROVISIONS. 
CuaptgeR XXXV. 


OF THE PUBLIC PROSECUTOR. 


804. (i). The Deputy Commissioner of Police shall be Public Pro- 
secutor for the State, and shall, subject to the orders of the Resident, 
have the direction of criminal prosecutions and proceedings under this 
Code. 


(ii). Every criminal prosecution before the Judicial Commissioner’s 
or the Senior Magistrate’s Court and every criminal prosecution for 
a seizable offence before any Court in the State and every enquiry 
before a Magistrate shall, subject to the following sub-sections, be 
conducted by the Public Prosecutor or by a police officer, not below 
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the rank of Inspector, acting on behalf of the Public Prosecutor: 
provided that in any place in which it may be impracticable, without an 
unreasonable amount of delay or expense, that such prosecutions should 
be conducted by such a police officer it shall be lawful for the Resident, 
from time to time, by notification in the Gazette, to direct that such 
prosecutions shall, in the absence of such a police officer, be conducted in 
such place by such other police officer as may be named in the notifi- 
cation. 


(iii). No person, except as hereinafter provided, shall cing on 
behalf of the Public Prosecutor on’ any criminal appeal, other than 
the Public Prosecutor or a police officer, not below the rank of Inspector, 
acting on behalf of the Public Prosecutor. 


(iv). The Legal Adviser shall, if so directed by the Resident - General, 
and may in any other case, if he shall think fit, conduct any criminal 
prosecution or enquiry, or appear on any criminal appeal on behalf of the 
Public Prosecutor, and when so conducting a criminal prosecution, 
or appearing on a criminal appeal, shall have and may exercise all 
the powers given by this Code to the Public Prosecutor. 


(v). With the permission in writing of the Legul Adviser the Public 
Prosecutor may employ an Advocate, to conduct any criminal prosecution 
or enquiry, or to appear on any criminal appeal on behalf of the Public 
Prosecutor. Such Advocate shall be paid out of the public funds such 
remuneration as may be sanctioned by the Resident; and while con- 
ducting such prosecution or enquiry, or appearing on such criminal 
appeal, shall be deemed to be a “public servant” within the meaning 
of the Penal Code. 


(vi). Nothing in this section shall be held to preclude any public 
officer from prosecuting in any Court in any case or class of cases in 
which he is by any Enactment authorised to prosecute in such Court, or 
to preclude private persons or any officer of any Government Depart- 
ment, Railway or Sanitary Board from appearing in person, or by 
Advocate, to prosecute in summary non-seizable cases in any Court 
inferior to the Court of the Senior Magistrate. 


CuapteR XXXVI. 


OF BAIL. 


305. When any person, other than a person accused of a non-bailable 
offence, is arrested or detained without warrant by an Officer in charge of 
a Police District or appears or is brought before a Court and is 
prepared at any time while in the custody of such officer or at any 
stage of the proceedings before such Court to give bail, such person 
shall be released on bail: provided that such officer or Court, if he 
or it thinks fit, may, instead of taking bail from such person, discharge 
him on his executing a bond without sureties for his appearance as 
hereinafter provided. 


806. (i). When any person accused of any non-bailable offence is 
arrested or detained without warrant by an Officer in charge of a 
Police District or appears or is brought before a Court, he may be 
released on bail, but he shall not be so released by a police officer if 
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there appear reasonable grounds for believing that he has been guilty of 
the offence of which he is accused. 


(ii). If it appears to such officer or Court at any stage of the 
investigation, enquiry or trial, as the case may be, that there are not 
reasonable grounds for believing that the accused has committed such 
offence but that there are sufficient grounds for further enquiry into 
his guilt, the accused shall, pending such enquiry, be released on bail ; 
or, at the discretion of such officer or Court, on the execution by him 
of a bond without sureties for his appearance as hereinafter provided. 


(iii). Any Court may, at any subsequent stage of any proceeding 
under this Code, cause any person who has been released under this 
section to be arrested, and may commit him to custody. 


Amount of 307. The amount of every bond executed under this Chapter shall be 

bond. fixed with due regard to the circumstances of the case as being sufficient 
to secure the attendance of the person arrested, but shall not be excessive ; 
and the Senior Magistrate may, in any case, whether there be an appeal 
on conviction or not, direct that any person be admitted to bail or that 
the bail required by a police officer or Court be reduced or increased. 


Bond to be 808. (i). Before any person is released on bail, or released on his own 

executed. bond, a bond for such sum of money as the police officer or Court, as the 
case may be, thinks sufficient shall be executed by such person, and when 
he is released on bail by one or more sufficient sureties, conditioned that 
such person shall attend at the time and place mentioned in the bond, 
and shall continue so to attend until otherwise directed by the police 
officer or Court, as the case may be.

(ii). Nothing in this Section, Section 305 or Section 306 shall be 
deemed to require the release of any person liable to be detained for 
some matter other than that in respect of which the bond was executed.

812. Any person aggrieved by any order or refusal of any inferior 
Court made under this Chapter may appeal to the Senior Magistrate, 
who may confirm, vary or reverse the order of such inferior Court. 


CuapteR XXXVII. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS RELATING TO EVIDENCE. 


313. (i). Whenever it shall appear to a Magistrate that any person 
able to yive material evidence, either for the prosecution or defence, 
touching a seizable offence is so dangerously ill that it is not practicable 
to take his evidence according to the usual course of law, the said 
Magistrate may take the deposition of such person, first giving the 
prosecutor and the accused such reasonable notice as the case admits of 
of his intention to take it and of the time and place at which he intends 
to take it. 


(ii). If the accused be in custody a Magistrate may order the officer 
in charge of the prison to convey him to the place, at the time notified, 
and the said officer shall convey him accordingly. 


(iii). When it is proved at the trial of the said accused for any 
offence to which such deposition relates that the deponent is dead or 
that for any sufficient cause his attendance cannot be procured, the 
deposition may be read either for or against the accused, notwithstand- 
ing his absence when the same was taken, if it be certified under the 
hand of the Magistrate who took it and the contrary be not proved or if 
it be shewn by extrinsic evidence that the deponent was at the time 
of his examination dangerously ill as aforesaid and that the said deposi- 
tion was duly taken at the place and time notified and that reasonable 
notice of the intention to take it was given to the person against whom it 
is tendered in evidence, so that he or his Advocate might have been 
present and might have had, if he had chosen to be present, full opportu- 
nity of cross-examination. 


314. The examination of a witness taken under the provisions of this 
Code by a Court in the presence of the accused person may be given in 
evidence on the trial of such person in the Judicial Commissioner’s or in 
the Senior Magistrate’s Court if the witness be dead or the Court be 
satisfied that for any sufficient cause his attendance cannot be procured. 


815. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of a Magistrate 
that any witness bound or about to be bound by recognizance to give 
evidence upon the trial of any seizable offence intends to leave the State 
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and that the ends of justice would be probably defeated if such person 
were not present at the trial to give evidence, he may, upon the applica- 
tion of the Public Prosecutor or accused and upon due provision being 
made for his maintenance and for compensating him for his detention and 
loss of time, commit such person to the civil prison until the trial or until 
he shall give satisfactory security that he will give evidence at the trial. 


816. In any enquiry, trial or other proceeding under this Code 
@ previous conviction or acquittal may be proved in addition to any 
other mode provided by any law for the time being in force — 


(a). By an extract certified under the hand of the officer having 
the custody of the records of the Court in which such conviction or 
acquittal was had to be a copy of the sentence or order; or 


(b). In case of a conviction either by a certificate signed by the 
officer in charge of the prison in which the punishment or any part 
thereof was inflicted, or by production of the warrant of commitment 
under which the punishment was suffered ; 


together with, in each of such cases, evidence as to the identity of 
the accused person with the person so convicted or acquitted. 


817. If it be proved that an accused person has absented himself 
so that there is no immediate prospect of arresting him, the Court 
competent to try or commit for trial such person for the offence 
complained of may, in his absence, examine the witnesses (if any) 
produced on behalf of the prosecution and record their depositions. 
Any such deposition may, on the arrest of such person, be given in 
evidence against him on the enquiry into or trial for the offence with 
which he is charged, if the deponent is dead or incapable of giving 
evidence or his attendance cannot be procured without an amount 
of delay, expense or inconvenience which under the circumstances of 
the case would be unreasonable. 


CHarteR XXXVIII. 


PROVISIONS AS TO BONDS. 


818. When any person is required by any Court or officer to execute 
a bond, with or without sureties, such Court or officer may, except 
in the case of a bond for good behaviour, permit him to deposit a 
sum of money to such amount as the Court may fix, in lieu of execut- 
ing such bond. 


819. (i). Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of the Court by 
which a bond under this Code has been taken -— 


Or when the bond is for appearance before a Court, whenever it 
is proved to the satisfaction of such Court — 


That such bond has been forfeited, the Court shall record the 
grounds of such proof and may call upon any person bound by such bond 
to pay the penalty thereof or to shew cause why it should not be paid. 


(ii). If sufficient cause is not shewn and the penalty is not paid, 
the Court may proceed to recover the same by issuing a warrant 
for the attachment and sale of the property belonging to such person. 
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(iii). Such warrant may be executed within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of the Court which issued it, and it shall authorise the 
distress and sale of any property belonging to such person without 
such limits when indorsed by a Magistrate within the local limits of 
whose jurisdiction such property is found. 


(iv). If such penalty be not paid, and cannot be recovered by 
such attachment and sale, the person so bound shall be liable, by 
order of the Court which issued the warrant, to imprisonment in the 
civil prison for a term which may extend to six months. 


(v). The Court may, at its discretion, remit any portion of the 
penalty mentioned, and enforce payment in part only. 


(vi). Nothing in this section shall be deemed to prevent the penalty, 
or any portion thereof, of any bond under this Code being recovered 
under the provisions of the law of Civil Procedure in force for the time 
being. 


820. All orders made under the last preceding section by any 
Magistrate shall be appealable to the Senior Magistrate’s Court. 


821. The Senior Magistrate may direct any Magistrate to levy the 
amount due on a bond to appear and attend before the Senior 
Magistrate. 


CHarteR XXXIX. 


OF THE DISPOSAL OF PROPERTY THE SUBJECT OF OFFENCES. 


322. (i). When an enquiry or a trial in any Criminal Court is con- 
cluded the Court may make such order as it thinks fit for the disposal 
of any document or other property produced before it regarding which 
any offence appears to have been committed or which has been used for 
the commission of any offence. 


(ii). When the Judicial Commissioner or the Senior Magistrate 
makes such order, and cannot through his own officers conveniently 
deliver the property to the person entitled thereto, he may direct that 
the order be carried into effect by a Magistrate. 


(iii). When an order is made under this section in a case in which an 
appeal lies, such order shall not (except when the property is live-stock 
or is subject to speedy and natural decay) be carried out until the period 
allowed for presenting such appeal has passed; or when such appeal is 
presented within such period, until such appeal has been disposed of. 


(iv). In this section the term “property” includes, in the case of 
property regarding which an offence appears to have been committed, 
not only such property as has been originally in the possession or under 
the control of any party but also any property into or for which the same 
may have been converted or exchanged, and anything acquired by 

. such conversion or exchange, whether immediately or otherwise. 


823. In lieu of himself making an order under the last preceding 
section the Judicial Commissioner or the Senior Magistrate may direct 
the property to be delivered to a Magistrate, who shall, in such cases, 
deal with it as if it had been seized by the police and the seizure had 
been reported to him in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 
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$24. When any person is convicted of any offence which includes 
or amounts to theft or receiving stolen property and it is proved that 
any other person has bought the stolen property from him without 
knowing or having reason to believe that the same was stolen and that 
any money has, on his arrest, been taken out of the possession of the 
convicted person, the Court may, on the application of such purchaser 
and on the restitution of the stolen property to the person entitled to the 
possession thereof, order that out of such money a sum not exceeding the 
price paid by such purchaser be delivered to him. 


825. The Senior Magistrate may direct any order under Section 
322, Section 323, or Section 324 made by a Court subordinate to 
him to be stayed pending consideration by him, and may modify, alter 
or annul such order. 


326. (i). On a conviction under Section 292, Section 293, Section 501, 
or Section 502 of the Penal Code the Court may order the destruction 
of all the copies of the thing in respect of which the conviction was 
had and which are in the custody of the Court or remain in the 
possession or power of the person convicted. 


(ii). The Court may in like manner, on a conviction under Section 
272, Section 273, Section 274, or Section 275 of the Penal Code, 
order the food, drink, drug or medical preparation in respect of which 
the conviction was had to be destroyed. 


827. (i). Whenever a person is convicted of an offence attended by 
criminal force and it appears to the Court that by such force any 
person has been dispossessed of any immovable property, the Court may, 
if it thinks fit, order such person to be restored to the possession 
of the same. 


(ii). No such order shall prejudice any right or interest to or in 
such immovable property which any person may be able to establish 
in a civil suit. 


8328. (i). The seizure by any police officer of property taken under 
Section 18 or alleged or suspected to have been stolen or found 
under circumstances which create suspicion of the commission of any 
offence shall be forthwith reported to a Magistrate, who shall make 
such order as he thinks fit respecting the delivery of such property 
to the person entitled to the possession thereof, or, if such person 
cannot be ascertained, respecting the custody and production of such 
property. 

(ii). If the person so entitled is known the Magistrate may order 
the property to be delivered to him on such conditions (if any) as 
the Magistrate thinks fit. If such person is unknown the Magistrate 
may detain it, and shall in such case issue a public notification speci- 
fying the articles of which such property consists and requiring any 

rson who may have a claim thereto to appear before him and 
establish his claim within six months from the date of such public 
notification. 


(iii). Such notification shall be published in the Gazette if the value 
of the property amount to $50. 
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829. (i). If no person within such period establishes his claim to 
such property, and if the person in whose i errem es such property 
was found is unable to shew that it was legally acquired by him, 
such property shall be at the disposal of the Government and may 
be sold under the order of a Magistrate. 


(ii). In the case of an order made under this section an appeal shall 
lie to the Senior Magistrate. 


8330. If the person entitled to the possession of such property is 
unknown or absent and the property is subject to speedy and natural 
decay, or the Magistrate to whom its seizure is reported is of opinion 
that its sale would be for the benefit of the owner, the Magistrate may 
at any time direct it to be sold, and the provisions of the two last 
preceding sections shall, as nearly as may be practicable, apply to the 
nett proceeds of such sale.

OF THE TRANSFER OF CRIMINAL CASES. 
331. (i). Whenever it is made to appear to the Senior Magistrate — 


(a). That a fair and impartial enquiry or trial cannot be had in any 
Criminal Court subordinate to him ; or 


(5). That some question of law of unusual difficulty is likely to 
arise; or 

(c). That a view of the place in or near which any offence has been

That any particular criminal case be transferred to and tried before 
himeelf; or 

That a person committed for trial in one place be tried in another 
place. 


(ii). Every application for the exercise of the power conferred by this 
section shall be made by motion which shall, except when the applicant is 
the Public Prosecutor, be supported by affidavit. 


(iii). When an accused person makes an application under this section 
the Senior Magistrate may, if he thinks fit, direct him to execute a bond, 
with or without sureties, conditioned that he will, if convicted, pay the 
expenses of the prosecution. 


(iv). Every accused person making any such application shall give to 
the Public Prosecutor notice in writing of the application, together with 
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a copy of the grounds on which it is made, and no order shall be made 
on the merits of the application unless at least twenty-four hours have 
elapsed between the giving of such notice and the hearing of the appli- 
cation. 


Cuarter XLI. 


OF IRREGULARITIES IN PROCEEDINGS. 


832. No finding, sentence or order of any Criminal Court shall be set 
aside merely on the ground that the enquiry, trial or other proceedings in 
the course of which it was arrived at, passed or made took place in a 
wrong local area or before a wrong Magistrate or Court, unless it ap- 
pears that such error occasioned a failure of justice. 


333. If any Court before which a confession or other statement of an 
wcused person recorded under Section 115 is tendered in evidence finds 
that the provisions of such section have not been fully complied with by 
the Magistrate recording the statement, it shall take evidence that such 
person duly made the statement recorded; and if it is satisfied of the 
same such statement shall be admitted if the error has not injured 
the accused as to his defence on the merits. 


834. (i). No finding or sentence pronounced or passed shall be deemed 
invalid merely on the ground that no charge was framed unless, in the 
opinion of the Court of Appeal or Revision, a failure of justice has been 
occasioned thereby. 


(ii). If the Court of Appeal or Revision thinks that a failure of 
justice has been occasioned by an omission to frame a charge, it shall 
order that a new trial shall be had. 


335. Subject to the provisions hereinbefore contained no finding, 
sentence or order passed or made by a Court of competent jurisdiction 
shall be reversed or altered on account — 


Of any error, omission or irregularity in the complaint, summons, 
warrant, charge, judgment or other proceedings before or during trial, 
or in any enquiry or other proceeding under this Code; or 


Of the want of any sanction required by Section 128; or 
Of the omission to settle or revise any list of assessors ; or 
Of the want of qualification of any assessor; or 

Of the improper admission or rejection of any evidence; or 
Of any misdirection in any charge to assessors ; 


unless such error, omission, improper admission or rejection of evidence, 
irregularity, want or misdirection has occasioned a failure of justice. 


336. No distress made under this Code shall be deemed unlawful, 
nor shall any person making the same be deemed a trespasser on 
account of any defect or want of form in the summons, conviction, writ 
of distress or other proceedings relating thereto, nor shall such party be 
deemed a trespasser, ab initio, on account of any irregularity afterwards 
committed by him, but all persons aggrieved by such irregularity may 
recover full satisfaction for the special damage caused thereby in any 
Court of competent jurisdiction.

MISCELLANEOUS.

Any Criminal Court desirous of examining as a witness, or as 
wn accused person in any case pending before it, any person confined in 
any prison within the local limits of its jurisdiction, may issue an order 
to the officer in charge of the said prison requiring him to bring such 
prisoner, in proper custorly, at a time to be therein named, to such Court 
for examination. 


(ii). The officer so in charge, on receipt of such order, shall act 
in accordance therewith, and shall provide for the safe custody of 
the prisoner during his absence from the prison for the purpose 
aforesaid. 


340. When the services of an interpreter are required by any 
Criminal Court for the interpretation of any evidence or statement, 
he shall be bound to state the true interpretation of such evidence 
or statement.

(i). Seamen and Officers from Ships:—From Agents of Ships, Com- 
manders of Vessels, or the Officer in charge of the Port. 


(ii). Police Cases :—From any District Inspector of Police for all cases 
sent to hospital by them on account of accident, etc. 


(iii). Police Constables, Warders and all Government employés :—From 
Officer under whom they are employed. 


(iv). Domestic Servants :—From their employers, guaranteeing payment. 


(v). Europeans or Hurasians in distressed circumstances and unable 
to pay hospital charges will only be admitted under order from the Deputy 
Commissioner of Police or any District Inspector of Police; the order bear- 
ing a certificate to the effect that the person is in destitute circumstances. 


(vi). Private individuals seeking admission must furnish the hospital 
authorities with a satisfactory reference, from their employer or other 
responsible person, for the payment of their hospital bills, or make a 
deposit to cover at least fourteen days’ charges; the balance to credit 
of any patient, if he be discharged before the fourteen days, will be 
refunded. Should, however, it be necessary for him to remain longer 
in hospital he must make a fresh deposit, or if unable to do so a fresh 
order for his admission from the Deputy Commissioner or a District 
Inspector of Police must be applied for by the patient himself or by 
the District Surgeon or Apothecary in charge as in paragraph (v). 


(vii). Native paupers are on no account to be admitted to the First, 
Second or Third Class Wards. 
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(viii). Government Clerks admitted into Hospital :—A communication is 
to be made, in writing, by the District Surgeon or Apothecary in charge of 
the hospital, to the Head of Department in whose office the patient may be, 
enquiring as to the rate of salary of such Officer. 


(ix). Foreigners, not seamen, must produce an order of admission from 
the Secretary to Resident, or in the out-stations from a District Officer. 


4. Hospital fees include diets, extra diets, or medical comforts, 
ordered by the Surgeon. 


5. The fees for treatment in First and Second Class Wards include 
all professional attendance. 


N.B.—Nothing in these Regulations is to be taken as preventing those on duty in the 
Hospital from at once admitting any case requiring immediate treatment. 


BILL MAKING AND COLLECTING OF FEES. 


6. In the case of Government servants, bills must be sent in at 
the end of each month to the Head of Department, and in the out- 
stations to the District Officer or local Head of Department in which 
the Government servant may be employed. The Head of Department 
or District Officer concerned will be responsible for the payment of the 
bill. 


7. In the case of private individuals, bills must be made out at the 
end of each month and sent to the employer or other responsible person 
from whom a reference has been produced for payment of hospital fees, 
with a request that settlement be made within seven days; or, when a 
deposit has been made, the amount of the bill should be deducted there- 
from.

PORT RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT UNDER SECTION 
10 OF THE HARBOUR ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1891. 


No. 1239.—The following Port Rules, made by the Resident under 
Section 10 of the Harbour Order in Council, 1891, are published for 
general information :— 


1. “Vessel” in these rules shall mean every boat or vessel, propelled 
by steam or sail, exceeding twenty tons in burthen. 


2. Every steam passenger vessel coming within the limits of a port 
must berth alongside the wharf while discharging passengers or cargo, if 
wharf accommodation is available. 


3. It shall be lawful for the Conservator to direct and enforce the 
berthing alongside wharves, or the anchorage of all vessels in the harbour, 
and no vessel shall change its berth or anchorage without his permission. 


4. All vessels entering a port shall proceed at the slowest possible 
speed the tide will permit of, and, in case of a flowing tide, at “ half speed.” 
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5. (i). Every steamer shall sound the whistle before rounding any bend 
in the river within port limits, and shall proceed round such bend at 
moderate speed. 


(ii). Except as provided in the previous sub-section, no vessel shall 
blow its steam whistle within the limits of the port unless absolutely 
necessary as a warning to other craft. 


6. Vessels, when anchoring in any harbour, are to leave plenty of 
room for a vessel to go alongside of, and leave the wharves. ; 


7. On his vessel being boarded by an Officer of the port, and on being 
requested by him so to do, every master of a vessel shall fill up the register 
of arrivals of vessels, which will be handed to him, and shall, at the same 
time, give the Officer a correct list of passengers on board his vessel for that 
port. 


8. In the case of fire breaking out on board any vessel in the harbour 
or alongside any of the wharves in the harbour :— 


By day—The officer in charge is to hoist the ensign, Union down, at 
the main, with the letters N. M. under, and keep the ship’s bell ringing 
loudly until assistance comes. A gun is to be fired if possible. 


By night —Fire a gun if possible, burn blue light, send up rockets, 
keep the bell ringing until assistance comes, and hoist the red and green 
lights vertical at peak or mast-head, at least ten feet apart. 


9. Masters of vessels requiring the assistance of the police while in the 
harbour are to make the following signals :— 


By day—-Ensign at mast-head. 


By night—Gun or rocket to be fired. 


10. Nothing in these rules contained shall be held to apply to vessels 
of war, vessels belonging to the Colonial Government, or vessels belonging 
to the Government of any of the Federated Malay States. 


The Port Rules contained in Notification No. 120 of the Gazette of the 
26th February, 1897, are hereby cancelled.

An Enactment to amend the law relating to the Maintenance of 
Light -houses and Lights, the Collection of Light Tolls and Dues, the 
Licensing of Junks, Tongkangs and Boats in Tidal Waters, and the 
Control of Fishing in such Waters.

ie IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 


as follows:— 


Short title, 1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as ‘“‘The Lights and Small 
commence- Shipping Enactment, 1902,” and shall come into force upon the lst 
ment and day of January, 1903.

(ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactment 
specified in Schedule I shall be repealed to the extent mentioned in the 
third column of the said schedule.

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that toll may have been paid in respect of her voyage to such port or 
place and notwithstanding the terms of any charter party. 


6. The Resident may from time to time, by notification in the 
Gazette, appoint any person to be a Collector of tolls and dues under 
this Enactment at any port in the State. 


7. The toll to be levied under this Enactment shall become due and 
be payable in respect of any ship clearing out or departing from any port 
in the State upon any such voyage as aforesaid previously to the granting 
of any port clearance for such ship, or, in the event of her not requiring 
@ port clearance, on her preparing to leave such port on such voyage 
unless satisfactory proof be given by production of a proper voucher or 
otherwise that such toll has been paid at the same or some other port or 
place; and in respect of any ship entering any such port as aforesaid 
upon or during or at the termination of any such voyage fro# any port 
or place not in the State, the toll shall in the absence of such proof as 
aforesaid be payable immediately upon her entering such port. 


8. The Collector of tolls and dues at any port in the State or any 
other officer whom the Government to which such port is subordinate 
may appoint to receive the tolls above mentioned shall collect the same 
by himself or by any officer in his establishment whom he shall appoint. 
The officer to whom any such toll shall be paid shall grant to the person 
paying the same a proper voucher in writing under his hand describing 
the name of his office and the port at which such payment shall be made, 
the name, tonnage and other proper description of the ship, and the 
voyage in respect of which such toll shall be paid.

10. Notwithstanding anything in this Enactment contained, the 
person authorised to collect the said tolls at any such port as aforesaid 
may sue for and recover on behalf of the State the amount of any tolls 
payable to him under this Enactment by action in any of the Civil Courts 
of the State against the owner or master or other person who at the time 
of such toll becoming due shall have the command of any ship liable 
therefor.

Government in the discharge of his duty under this Enactment, he shall 
be liable, upon conviction, to a fine not exceeding $250. 


18. If any dispute shall arise respecting the liability of any ship to 
the payment of toll under this Enactment or in respect of the burden of 
any ship of the amount of toll payable or the amount of any charges on 
account of any seizure, removal or sale under this Enactment, such dis- 
pute shall be heard and determined by a Magistrate of the First Class im 
a summary manner, and the decision of such Magistrate shall be final. 


14, It shall be lawful for the Conservator of the port in such cases 
as he shall think fit, to grant to any owner of any junk or tongkang a 
licence substantially in the form of Schedule IV authorising such junk 
or tongkang to ply between the State and neighbouring ports during 
such period and subject to such conditions as the Resident may, with 
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the approval of the Resident-General, determine, and such conditions 
shall be endorsed on or contained in such licence, and on a licence being 
so granted for any junk or tunykang the master thereof shall cause 
the number ot the said licence to be painted (to the satisfaction of the 
Conservator) on each bow and on the stern: provided that no such 
licence shall be granted unless the intended licensee shall enter into a 
bond substantially in the form of Schedule V, together with one or 
more sureties resident in the State and to be approved of by the 
District Officer, conditioned in any sum not exceeding $1,000, for the 
observance of the conditions of such licence. 


15. Fees shall be chargeable yearly for licences for junks and 
tougkangs as follows :—~

16. A register of all licences for junks and tongkangs granted under 
this Enactment shall be kept by the Conservator of the port and shall 
contain the following particulars :—The name of the licensee ; the name, 
rig and tonnage of the junk or tongkang; the names of the sureties of 
the licensee; the date of the licence; and such other particulars as may 
be directed by the Resident. 


17. It shall not be lawful to change the name of any junk or tongkang 
for which a licence shall have been granted as aforesaid except with the 
approval in writing of the Resident, and every change of name of any 
such junk or tongkang shall be endorsed on or contained in such licence 
and shall be entered in the register aforesaid. Any person offending 
against the provisions of this section shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $100 


18. No boat shall ply for hire or be hired for the conveyance of pas- 
sengers or cargo and no boat carrying more than one person shall be used 
for fishing in any tidal waters of the State without a licence in that 
behalf under this Enactment to be obtained as hereinafter provided. 


19. The owner of any boat using or permitting the use of the same 
for the hired conveyance of passengers or cargo, or for fishing, in contra- 
vention of the preceding section, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine 
not exceeding $50. 


20. Any person desirous of having a boat licensed for the conveyance 
of passengers or cargo, or for fishing, shall apply to the Conservator of 
the port, who shall examine the boat and, if he thinks it seaworthy and 
proper for the conveyance of passengers or cargo or for fishing, may 
grant a licence for such boat substantially in one of the forms contained 
in Schedule VI as a passenger or cargo or fishing boat as the case may be. 
The Conservator may upon the application of the owner of a licensed 
cargo boat grant a licence free of harge for the conveyance of passengers 
therein, upon the condition that not more than five passengers shall be 
carried at any one time for each koyan of capacity as shewn in the licence 
unoccupied by cargo or otherwise.

culars as may be necessary. Any owner or manager failing to report such 
change shall hb liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $25. 


24. The persons whose names shall appear in the said register as 
owners and managers of boats shall, for all the purposes of this Enactment 
and of prevention of offences and for all police purposes, be deemed to be 
the owners and managers thereof, respectively. : 


25. The owner of every boat, shall, before receiving a licence cause 
the number of the boat to be painted or marked, in such legible and 
durable manner as the Conservator of the port may direct, on each side 
near the fore-part of the boat, in letters of such size and character, and 
in such’ positions, as the Conservator shall direct. 


26. At the time of the issue of a licence for any boat a copy thereof 
shall also be given to the owner, who shall cause such copy to be kept 
at all times on board the boat to which the same relates in custody of the 
person in charge of such boat, and such person shall exhibit the same to 
any police or port officer or intending employer who shall demand to see 
the same. Any person offending against the provisions of this section 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


27. It shall be lawful for the Conservator of the port, with the 
sanction of the Resident, to cancel any licence issued under this Enact- 
ment. 


28. (i). It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident -General, from time to time to make rules to provide for any of

(c). Generally securing the safety of persons and goods carried in such 
boats and preventing the commission of offences by persons employed in 
or being in such boats ; F 


(d). Defining and regulating the terms on which fishing may be 
permitted in the tidal waters of the State and the particular methods 
of fishing which may or may not be employed, the places where fishing 
stakes may be erected, or nets set, the nature of the nets and stakes to 
be used, the lighting of stakes at night in navigable waters and generally 
for all purposes connected with the erection, maintenance and working 
of such stakes ; 


(e). Prescribing the issue of licences to fish in such waters, and \ 
the form thereof, the term of duration of such licences, the fees payable 
in respect thereof, and the time and place of such payment ; 


(f). Altering, adding to or rescinding any of the forms contained 
in the schedules and substituting others therefor. 


(ii). All rules made under this section shall come into force upon 
publication in the Gazette, and any person offending against the provisions 
of any such rule shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
$100, and all nets, stakes or other implements used in contravention of 
the provisions of any such rule shall be liable to .be forfeited and 
destroyed.

34. (i). If the master of any ship shall attempt to leave any port of 
the State while carrying on board such ship passengers of any description 
in excess of the number authorised by his ship’s certificate or otherwise 
in contravention thereof, it shall be lawful for the Conservator of the port 
to detain such ship until the provisions of the ship’s certificate shall be 
complied with. 


(ii). Nothing in this section shall exempt the said master from 
prosecution under any law in force for the time being. 


35. The Resident may from time to time, with the approval of the 
Resident -General, by notification in the Gazette, reduce any tolls or fees 
payable under this Enactment, either generally or in respect of any parti- 
cular class of persons, ships or boats, and again raise the same to any 
amount not exceeding the amounts specified in this Enactment. 


36. (i). No action shall be brought against any person for anything 
done or bond fide intended to be done in the exercise or supposed exercise 
of the powers given by this Enactment, or by any rules made there- 
under :— 


(a). Without giving to such person one month’s previous notice in 
writing of the intended action and of the cause thereof ; 


(b). After the expiration of three months from the date of the 
accrual of the cause of action ; 


(c). After tender of sufficient amends. 


(ii). In every action so brought it shall be expressly alleged that the 
defendant acted either maliciously or negligently and without reasonable 
or probable cause, and if, at the trial, the plaintiff shall fail to prove such 
allegation judgment shall be given for the defendant. 


(iii). Though judgment be given for the plaintiff in any such action, 
such plaintiff shall not have costs against the defendant unless the Magis- 
trate before whom the action is tried shall certify his approbation of the 
action.

PUBLICATION IN THE GAZETTE :— 


RULES FOR BOATS. 


1. When any person desires his boat to be licensed, such boat shall 
be brought to such place as the Conservator of the port shall direct, and 
every boat for which a licence is to be extended shall also be brought 
there before the end of March in each year to have a number issued for 
it and marked on it in such a manner as the Conservator shall direct. 


2., The Conservator of the port may, when he considers any boat 
unseaworthy or dangerous, suspend the licence of such boat, and such 
boat shall not ply for hire or be used for fishing until such suspension 
shall have been removed by the Conservator. 


3. No. boat other than those of the Conservator of the port and 
Health; Officer shall make fast to or go alongside any ship in any port 
until she-is-properly- moored -exeept-for_the-purpese-of taking a line to the 
shore, and masters of ships shall not allow boatmen to fasten.on-to the» 
ship, before,.she comes to an anchorage. 
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4. No boatman, passenger or other person shall board any ship 
‘arriving in any port until such ship shall have been inspected and 
passed by the Health Officer of the port. 


5. The owner or manager of every licensed boat shall keep the re- 
gistered number thereof at all times clean, clear and legible. 


: 6. Every owner or manager of a licensed passenger boat shall at 
all times when the boat is conveying passengers have on board the full 
complement of crew as stated in his licence. 


7. No licensed passenger boat shall carry more passengers than the 
number stated in the licence for such boat. 


8. No boat shall be left at any landing place without a responsible 
man in charge. 


9. No boat shall after discharging its passengers or cargo remain 
at the steps or alongside any jetty or landing place or alongside any ship 
in such a manner as to obstruct such jetty or landing place or the ladder 
of such ship. 


10. The manager of every licensed passenyer boat is prohibited 
from carrying any article other than the passengers’ personal luggage 
when there are passengers on board. 


11. The owner or manager of every boat shall forthwith report to 
the Conservator of the port any accident to the passengers or crew of 
his boat; and shall take to the nearest police station or customs office 
every article left behind by any passenger. 


12. Every passenger boat when plying for hire or conveying pass- 
engers by night within any port shall have ready at hand a lantern 
shewing a white light, which shall be exhibited in sufficient time to 
prevent a collision. 


13. Any grievance or dispute that any passeuger or boatman may 
have shall be referred to the Conservator of the port or to a Magistrate, 
who will decide every such matter. 


14. A table of fares, both for time and distance, which may be 
charged for the hire of passenger boats within any port, shall be 
prepared by the Conservator of the port and, after being approved by 
the Resident, shall be exhibited in a conspicuous place or places near all 
frequented landing places. No person may charge any higher fares for 
the hire of passenger boats within any port than are so authorised.’ 


15. All boats carrying cargo of any description to any ship in 
any port shall be examined by the port authorities after loading: such 
cargo and before proceeding alongside such ship. 


16. ‘All boats carrying cargo of any description from any ship'ih any 
port shall be examined by the port authorities before landing such cargo 
or proceeding outside the limits of such port. 


17. ‘No person shall take fast any ‘boat or raft to any buoy, Beacon 
or other -sea- mark belonging to Government. 
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18. Cargo boats when anchored among shipping at night shall shew 
a white light, six feet above the rail, of sufficient intensity to be visible at 
a distance of at least one mile. 


RULES FOR FISHING. 


19. The under-mentioned methods of fishing are the only methods 
authorised for use in tidal waters; and no person shall use any of such

T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as ‘The Advocates and Solici- 
tors’ Costs Enactment, 1902,” and shall come into force upon the public- 
ation thereof in the Gazette. 


ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactment 
specified in the schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent mentioned 
in the third column of the said schedule. 


(iii). All rules in force on the commencement of this Enactment 
under the Knactment hereby repealed shall be deemed to have been made 
under this Enactment. 


2. The Judicial Commissioner may, subject to the approval of the 
Sultan in Council, make rules for fixing tables of fees and costs to be 
chargeable by Advocates and Solicitors for work done by them, after the 
coming into force of this Enactment, in the Courts of the Senior Magist- 
rate, of Magistrates of the First Class and of Magistrates of the Second 
Class ; provided that such rules shall not be inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of apy Enactment in force in the State.

T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as “The Courts Evactment, 
1900, Amendment Enactment, 1902,” and shall come into force upon the 
publication thereof in the Gazette. 


(ii). This Enactment shall be read and construed as one with “The 
Courts Enactment, 19U0,” hereinafter referred to as “the principal 
Enactment,” and any copy of the principal Enactment printed after the 
commencement of this Enactment may be printed with the amendments 
made by this Enactment. 


2. Sub-section (i) of Section 6 of the principal Enactment is hereby 
repealed and tne following sub-section is substituted therefor : 


“(i). A Court of a Magistrate of the First Class shall consist of a 
Mayistrate of the First Class, and shall in its criminal jurisdiction try all 
offences for which the maximum term of imprisonment provided by law 
does not exceed a term of seven years’ imprisonment of either description. 
or which are punishable with fine only, and any offence in respect of which 
jurisdiction is given by law to the Court of a Magistrate of the First 
Class ; and in its civil jurisdiction shall, subject to the other provisions of 
this Enactment, hear and determine all suits within its local jurisdiction 
when the value in dispute does not exceed $500.” 


8. Sub-section (i) of Section 7 of the principal Enactment is hereby 
repealed and the following sub-section is substituted therefor : 


“ (i). A Court of a Magistrate of the Second Class shall consist of 
a Magistrate of the Second Class, and shall in its criminal jurisdiction

RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH THE APPROVAL

EFFECT FROM THE DATE OF THEIR PUBLICATION 
IN THE GAZETTE :— 


1. In these rules “licensee” means a person to whom a licence 
under Section 3 of the Enactment has been issued ; and “licensed shop ” 
includes any place to which such a licence is expressed to relate. 


2. No licensed shop shall be opened for the admission of customers 

earlier than 5 a.m. or kept open after midniyht; provided that, subject to 
the conditions of the licence as to the number of persons who may be 
accommodated at one time, customers already on the premises may 
remain after midnight. 
" 3. Every licensee shall keep fixed in a conspicuous position outside 
his licensed shop a sign-board whereon shall be plainly shewn in English 
and Chinese the name of such person and the number of persons, if any, 
who may be accommodated at one time in such shop under the terms of 
the licence. 


4. No licensed shop shall have more than one entrance for cus- 
tomers, and such entrance shall lead directly from a public thoroughfare. 


5. Every licence to sell chandu for consumption on the premises 
shall state the number of persons who may be accommodated at one time 
in the place to which such licence relates, and no persons in excess of 
such number shall be accommodated in such place. Such number shall 
be calculated with reference to the cubical capacity of the smoking rooms, 
and so that not less than 300 cubic feet of air space shall be allowed for 
each person. 


6. No licensee shall sell or offer for sale any chandu which does not 
contain at least 8 per cent of fhe substance known in chemistry as 
meconate of morphia or which contains more than 25 per cent of water.

HEREAS by Section 5 of the “ Finance Act, 1898,” of the Imperial 
Parliament of Great Britain and Ireland it is provided that a 
Secretary of State may apply the Colonial Stock Acts, 1877 and 1892, 
we the necessary modifications to any British Protectorate or Protected 
tate ; 
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AND WHEREAS His Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State 
for the Colonies has in pursuance of the provisions above recited by 
an instrument dated the 19th day of January, 1899, deelared that 
the said Acts shall with the necessary modifications specified in the 
schedule to the said instrument be applied to the British Protected 
State of Perak; 


AND WHEREAS by an Act of the Imperial Parliament known 
as the Colonial Stock Act, 1900, the securities in which a trustee may 
invest under the powers of the Act of that Parliament known as the 
Trustee Act, 1893, are declared to include any Colonial Stock which is 
registered in the United Kingdom in accordance with the provisions of 
the Colonial Stock Acts, and with respect to which there have been 
observed such conditions (if avy) as the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury of the United Kingdom may, by order notified in the London 
Gazette, prescribe ; 


AND WHEREAS the said Lords Commissioners of the Treasury 
of the United Kingdom have, by an Order dated 6th December, 1900, 
prescribed as two of the said conditions that a Colony shall provide by 
legislation for the payment, out of the revenues of the Colony, of any 
sums which may become payable to stockholders under any judgment, 
decree, rule or order of a Court in the United Kingdom, and that the 
Colonial Government should place on record a formal expression of their 
opinion that any Colonial legislation which appears to the Imperial 
Government to alter any of the provisions affecting the stock to the 
injury of the stockholder, or to involve a departure from the original 
contract in regard to the stock would properly be disallowed ; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that provision should be made 
to enable advantaye to be taken of the said Acts in respect of investment 
of Trust Funds in Federated Malay States Government Securities ; 


IT IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as follows :— 


1. In this Enactment the expression “Crown Agents” means the 
person or persons for the time being acting as Crown Agents for the 
Colonies in England or any one of them. 


The expression “Colonial Stock Acts” means the Acts of the 
Imperial Parliament known as the Colonial Stock Acts, 1877 to 1900 


2. This Enactment shall apply to all securities heretofore or here- 
after created or issued on behalf of the Government of Perak, to which 
for the time being the Colonial Stock Acts apply, and which are for the 
time being registered in the United Kingdom in accordance with the 
provisions of those Acts, each and all of which securities are hereinafter 
referred to as ‘‘ Federated Malay States Government. Securities.” 


8. (i). Whenever by the final judgment, decree, rule or order of any 
Court of competent jurisdiction in the United Kingdom any sum of 
money is adjudged or declared to be payable by the Government of 
Perak in respect of any Federated Malay States Government securities, 
the Government shall forthwith pay that sum out of the funds in the 
hands of the Crown Agents belonging te the Goverament, without 
further appropriation than this Enactment.

Interpreta- 2. In this Enactment and in any notification under Section 3 or

“Toddy” means the fermented juice of the coconut or other pulm 
tree ; . 


“ Gaming” means the playing of any game of chance for money or 
money’s worth ; 


“ Pawnbroker” means any person who shall receive or take by way 
of pawn, pledge or exchange from any person whomsoever any goods as 
security for the repayment of money not exceeding $250 lent thereon, 

rovided that nothing in this Enactment contained shall apply to any 
loan of money exceeding $100 made by any person and secured by a pawn 
or pledge if the rate of interest do not exceed twelve per centum per 
annum, and if no further or other profit or advantage be taken or agreed 
for in respect of the loan or shall operate to prevent a Pawnbroker under 
this Enactment from taking in pawn or pledge any goods exceeding in 
value the sum of $250, or lending thereon a sum exceeding that amount ; 


“Farmer” means any person or persons in whom any exclusive. 
rights may, for the time being, be vested under this Enactment.

3. The Resident may from time to time, with the approval of the Power to 
Resident-General, by notification in the Gazette, constitute Farms of any constitute 
of the exclusive rights hereinafter specitied either for the whole State or Farms. 
for any particular part or parts thereof, and with or without special con- 
ditions, and may by public or private sale vest any of such exclusive 
rights in any person or persons for any definite period, that is to say :—- 


(i). Opium Import Duties Farm.—The right of collecting and retain- 
ing the duties payable from time to time upon the importation of opium ; 


(ii). Spirit Import Duties Farm.—The right of collecting and retain- 
ing the duties pavable from time to time upon the importation of spirit- 
uous liquors ; 


(iii). Tobaceo Import Duties Farm.—The right of collecting and retain- 
ing the duties payable from time to time upon the importation of 
tobacco ; 


(iv). Spirit Farm.—The right of manufacturing and licensing others 
to manufacture spirituous liquors from rice or from such other materials 
as the Resident may approve, and of selling and of licensing. others to 
sell such spirituous liquors manufactured within the Farm area ; 


(v). Chandu Farm.—tThe right of making and preparing chandu and 
chandu dross, and of selling and of licensing others to sell the same ; 
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(vi). Foddy Farm.—The right of manufacturing toddy and of licensing 
others to manufacture the saime, and of selling and of licensing others to 
sell the same ; : 

(vii). Opium Importation Farm.—The right of importing opium into 
any specified area ; 

(viii). Gaming Farm.—The right of keeping public gaming houses, and 
of licensing gaming ; 

(ix), Pawnbroking Farm.—The right of carrying on the trade of a 
Pawnbroker and of hcensing others to do the same ; ; 

(x). Export Farm.—The right of collecting and retaining the duties 
payable from time to time upon the exportation of any specified 
articles ; 

(xi). Import Farm.—The right of collecting and retaining the duties 
payable from time to time upon the importation of any specified 
articles other than those hereinbefore expressly provided for. 


Rules. 4. The Resident may from time to time, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, make rules not inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Enactment for licensing and regulating the manufacture and sale 
of all spirituous liquors and dutiable articles, and for prohibiting 
absolutely or subjecting to such restrictions as he may think fit the 
importation into the State, or into any specified area thereof, or the 
manufacture within the State or within any specified area thereof, 
of any article the importation or manufacture of which he may deem 
inconsistent with the terms of any Contract duly made under this 
Enactment, or which he may deem to be unfit for the consumption of the 
public. And the Resident may further, with the approval of the Resident- 
General, make rules for securing the due paymeuts of the rents and 
revenues of Farms constituted under this Enactment, and to prevent con- 
traband dealing in dutiable articles, and for the management of such 
Farms, and the protection of the Farmers’ rights, and for the regulation 
and control of gaming, and to regulate the description, quantity and 
quality of chandu or chandu dross or spirituous liquors or toddy manu- 
factured or sold, and the prices at which the same may be sold, and the 
‘ransfer of the stocks of machinery and dutiable articles in the possession 
of the Farmers at or near the end of their terms of exclusive rights to the 
succeeding Farmers or to the Government, as the case may be, and to 
prohibit the importation of abnormal quantities of dutiable articles in 
view of the approaching termination of a Farm Contract. Such rules may 
specify penalties for the breach thereof, which shall not exceed the 
penalties provided by Section 14, and shall, upon publication in the Gazette, 
have the force of law. 


Farmer's 5. No person in whom such exclusive rights, as aforesaid, are vested 

contract. shall be entitled to use such rights until he has entered into a Contract in 
writing in the Form A in the Second Schedule hereto with such variations 
and additions, if any, as the vireumstances may require. 


Security. 6. (i). Every Farmer shall give such security as may seem to the 
Resident to be sufticient for the due fulfilment of his Contract by a deposit 
of cash or-by a mortgage of or charge on immovable property or other- 
wise, and any such mortgaze or charge shall be in accordance with the 
law in force in the place where such property is situate. 
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(ii). The Resident may at any time, with the approval of the Resident- Dispositions 
General, take, sell, dispose of and realise and transfer by writing under of securities. 
his hand all property so mortyaged, charged or otherwise made security 
as aforesaid without action, suit or other legal proceeding, provided that 
any transfer of immovable property shall be in accordance as nearly as 
may be with the provisions of any Enactment regulating transfers of such 
immovable property for the time being in force, and may apply the same 
or the proceeds of the sale thereof or so much thereof as may be required 
to liquidate any arrears of rent or any fines, penalties, forfeitures, damages 
or losses which may arise or exist against the Farmer by or on whose 
behalf such property has been so mortgaged, charged or otherwise made 
security during, at or after the end of his term, whether the same shall be 
due to Government or to any incoming Farmer. Provided that no such 
fines, penalties, forfeitures, damages or losses shall be chargeable against 
any Farmer till the same shall have been sanctioned m writing by the 
Resident, with the approval of the Resident - General. 


7. It shall be lawful for every Farmer to grant sub-leases of any Sub-leases. 
exclusive rights vested in him under this Enactment unless he be expressly 
restricted therefrom by the terms of his Contract. 


8. Every Farmer shall, one month before the end of the term of his Notice of 
exclusive rights, give public notice in the Form B in the Second Schedule cessation of 
hereto, that the said rights will expire on the day named, and that no Farm. 
alutiable articles purchased from such Farmer or from any person licensed 
by or claiming under him can be used after such time without the consent 
of the new Farmer or of the Government, as the case may be. Such notice 
shall be printed in the English, Chinese, Tamil and Malay languages, and 
the Farmer issuing the same shall supply copies thereof to every person 
licensed or otherwise authorised by him under this Enactment. to sell 
dutiable articles ; and every such person shall exhibit the notice in bis 
place of sule in a conspicuous place, so as to be plainly visible to every 
person entering such place of sale. Any person offending against any of 
the provisions of this section shall be hable to a penalty not exceeding 
S100. 


9. (i). All Police Offivers shall have the power of Revenue Officers Revenue 
under this Enactment, and District Officers for their respective Districts Otticers. 
and the Deputy Commissioner of Police for Tarut may grant their war- 
rants in the Form C in the Second Schedule hereto to such ayents or 
servants of the Farmers as may be approved by them to act as Revenue

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of Police, and every such Revenue Officer shall wear the same when on 
duty. 


(ii). The Deputy Commissioner of Police shall supply to each Revenue 
Officer a suitable badge, and every Revenue Officer shall produce the same 
to any person against whom he is about to act. 


(iii). No Revenue Officer who is not wearing the distinctive dress 

rescribed by Sub-section (i) or ‘avho’ fails to produce on demand the 

budge prescribed by Sub-section (ii) shall be entitled to exercise any of 
the powers of a Revenue Officer under this Enactment. 


11. All Revenue Officers shall be deemed to be public servants within 
the meaning of the Penal Code. 


12. Any Magistrate may, if satisfied that there is good cause to believe 
that any article subject to forfeiture under this Enactment or the rules 
made thereunder, or as to which an offence has been committed against 
any of the provisions of this Enactment or the rules made thereunder, is 
concealed or deposited therein, issue to any Police Officer not below the 
rank of Corporal his warrant empowering “him to enter and search any 
dwelling-house, shop, or other building or place or any ship or boat lying 
or being within the State, and to take possession of any such article 
found to be concealed or deposited therein, and of the ship or boat. in 
which the same may be found, and of alleutensils used for preparing 
chandu and all stills or other apparatus used for distilling spirituous 
liquors or portions of stills or apparatus intended for such use, and 
to arrest and take away any persons being in such dwelling-house, 
shop or other building or place, or on board such ship or boat, in 
whose possession, custody or control any such article may be found, 
or whom the said Officer may have good reason to suspect to have 
concealed or d- posited therein or thereabout any such article, and 
any Officer to \.hom such warrant shall be directed may, in case of 
obstruction or resistance, break open any outer or inner doors of such 
dwelling- house, shop or other building or place, and enter thereinto, 
and forcibly enter any such ship, and every part thereof, and remove 
by force any obstruction to such entry, search, seizure and removal as 
aforesaid, and may detain any person found in such place until the said 
place shall have been searched. 


18. Any person found committing or attempting to commit an 
offence, or employing, aiding or assisting any person to commit an off- 
ence, against the provisions of this Enactment or the rules made there- 
under, may be arrested without warrant by any Police or Revenue Officer ; 
and any person suspected to have about his person any article as to which 
an offence has been committed against the provisions of this Enactment 
or the rules made thereunder, may be arrested by any Police or Revenue 
Officer withont 9 warrant and taken to a police station, there to be dealt 
with according to law. Every duly appointed Revenue Officer may search, 
and if necessary break open any box, chest or package on importation 
before the same is housed or stored, provided that such search shall be 
conducted in the presence of a Police Officer not below the rank of 
Sergeant, and in the presence, if he so desire, of the person, if any, at the 
time in charge of the goods. 


14, Any person infringing or attempting to infringe any of the 
rights conferred on any Farmer by the Resident under this Enactment

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and the rules made thereunder, and any person, including any Farmer, 
who shall commit’any offence under this Enactment or any breach of the 
rules made thereunder, shall, unless it be otherwise specially provided 
under any rules made by the Resident under this Enactment, be liable, on 
conviction before a Magistrate of the First Class, to a fine not exceeding 
$1,000, or to imprisonment ,of eithe* description for any period not 
exceeding six months, or tu both, and for any second or subsequent offence 
to a fine not exceeding $2,000, or to imprisonment of either description 
for any period not exceeding twelve months, or to both; and all articles 
in respect of which any offence shall have been committed against the 
provisions of this Enactment, or of the rules made thereunder, shall be 
forfeited. 


16. (i). All fines received under this Enactment in respect of any 
offence against the exclusive rights of-any Farmer shall, after the adjudi- 
cation of a portion of the same not exceeding one-half, at the discretion 
of the Mayistrate, to the informer, be paid to such Farmer, and all articles 
made the subject of exclusive rights under this Enactment scized and 
forfeited shall be given to the Farmer in whom such exclusive rights are 
vested, except when such articles are declared by the Magistrate to be 
unfit for use, in which case they shall be destroyed. 


(ii). Any ship or boat seized under this Enactment shall, if the Resi- 
dent so direct, be sold and the proceeds of sale thereof shall be paid into 
the Treasury for the use of the State. : 


16. In every case in which any Farmer shall commence proceedings 
against any person for an offence under this Enactment and the proceed- 
ings shall not be further prosecuted, or in which, if further prosecuted,

17. It shall be lawful for a Farmer, upon reasonable proof that any 
person liable to pay any fees or dues to such Farmer under his Farm 
Contract has wilfully neglected to pay the same, to demand frum such 
person double the amount of such fees or dues, and upon receipt thereof 
to compound the offence so committed. If any Farmer or any servant or 
agent of any Farmer shall demand or receive on such account from any 
person any larger sum than is herein authorised, either the Farmer or 
servant or agent or, in the discretion of the convicting Magistrate, each 
of them may be convicted of an offence under this Enactment, and shall 
each thereupon be liable to a fine not exceeding $500, or to imprisonment 
of either description for a period not exceeding six months, or to both. 


18. No exclusive rights in respect of opium or chandu which may 
be vested in any person under this Enactment shall extend to or affect 
the importation or sale of opium or chandu for medical purposes by any 
Medical Practitioner, Chemist or Drugygist registered as a person qualified 
to sell poisons under uny law for the.time being in force in the State 
providing for the registration of persons so qualified, nor, in the absence 
of such law, to any duly authorised importation or sale of opium or 
chandu for medical purposes by any person for the time being authorised

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by the State Surgeon in writing to import and sell opium or chandu in 
specified quantities for medical purposes, or to any opium or chandu in 
the medicine chests of ships in reasonable quantity. 


19. (i). It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident -General, to appoint an officer to be called the Superintendent 
of Revenue Farms, hereinafter called “the Superintendent,” to supervise 
the working of such Farms constituted under this Enactment as the 
Resident may direct, and to see that the provisions of this Enactmert 
and the rules made thereunder are carried out by the Farmer. 


Gi). Every Farmer who shall sub-let his exclusive rights shall forth- 
with report in writing to the Superintendent the names of all persons 
to whom he may sub-let the same. 


(iii). Every Farmer shall also from time to time, as directed by the 
Superintendent, forward returns in writing to the Superintendent shew- 
ing the number, nature and conditions of any contracts made by him 
with his sub-lessees and the amount of rent payable by them under the 
terms of such contracts, together with the amount of money or other 
property deposited by them as security for the due performance of such 
contracts, and shall furnish any other information relating to such con- 
tracts that the Superintendent may require. 


20. Whenever it is proved to the satisfaction of any Court having 
jurisdiction that a breach of any of the provisions of this Enactment 
or of any rule made thereunder has been committed by any agent or sub- 
lessee of any Farmer, such Farmer shall be held to be liable for such breach 
and to the penalty provided therefor unless he shall prove to the satis- 
faction of such Court that the same was committed without his knowledge 
or consent. Provided that nothing contained in this section shall be 
deemed to exempt such agent or sub-lessee from liability in respect of 
any penalty provided for any breach proved to have been committed by 
him. 


21. (i). No action shall be brought against any person for anything 
done or bon fide intended to be done in the exercise or supposed exercise 
of the powers given by this Enactment or by any rules made thereunder :— 


(a). Without giving to such person one month’s previous notice in 
writing of the intended action and of the cause thereof; 


(b). After the expiration of three months from the date of the accrual 
of the cause of action ; 


(c). After tender of sufficient amends. 


(ii). In every action so brought it shall be expressly alleged that the 
defendant acted either maliciously or negligently and without, reasonable 
or probable cause, and if at the trial the plaintiff shall fail to prove such 
allegation judgment shall be given for the defendant. 


(iii), Though judgment shall be given for the plaintiff in any such 
action such plaintiff shall not have costs against the defendant unless the 
Magistrate before whom the action is tried shall certify his approbation of 
the action.

that all the rights of Farmer of the Farm as constituted under the

A. B. for the aforesaid term, And this contract also witnesseth that the 
said A. B. and the said C. D. and E. F. (hereinafter called the sureties) 
do hereby for themselves, their executors, administrators and assigns 
severally as well as jointly and every two or more of them covenant and 
agree with His Highness the said Sultan, his heirs and successors in 
manner following—that is to say : 


1. The said A. B. (hereinafter called the Farmer) will pay to the 
Treasurer for the time being at without demand the sum of

day of the month of ,190 , as the rent of the said Farm, 
provided that if the day of a month shall be a Sunday. or a public 
holiday, such payment shall be due and payable on the day immediately 
preceding such day. 


Provided that if at any time during the continuance of the said term 
the duties leviable on the import (or export) of be altered 
so as to be higher than the duties in force at the date of these presents,

2. The Farmer shall well and faithfully observe, perform and fulfil

3. Ifthe said rent or any part thereof be unpaid for the space of five 
days after any of the days on which the same ought to have been paid, the 
Farmer will pav to the said Treasurer interest upon the said rent or so 
much thereof as shall for the time being be unpaid at the rate of 12 per 
cent per annum from the day on which the same ought to have been paid 
to the date of payment. 


4. If the said rent or any part thereof be unpaid for the space of ten 
days after any of the days on which the same ought to have been paid, or 
in case of the breach of any of the provisions, conditions and stipulations

6. The Farmer will not at or near the end of the term herein 
provided for manufacture more than the usual quantity of dutiable 
articles or sell auy dutiable articles at less than the average current 
prices of the time of the year, or in greater quantities than usual at the . 
time of the year, and will not sell, export, or otherwise make away - 
with or dispose of any of the stock of dutiable articles, or the machinery 
and vessels required for preparing such dutiable articles, but will make 
over to such persons as may be invested with the rights of Farmer 
of the said Farm for the term next after the term herein provided for, 
the full-and complete stock of dutiable articles and machinery and vessels » 
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required for ‘preparing such dutiable articles, proper and sufficient for 
the due carrying on of the said Farm, at the marketable value of the said 
articles, machinery and vessels so to be made over. 


7. In the event of any difference arising as to quantities of dutiable 
articles manufactured or sold during the last three months of the Farm, 
and the prices of such articles, or as to the nature and quantity of 
articles, machinery and vessels so to be purchased or made over, and 
the prices thereof, such difference shall be determined, by one or more 
‘references, by three arbitrators, one to be appointed by the outgoing 


Farmer, one by the incoming Farmer, and one 


by the Resident, and the award or awards of such arbitrators, or of 
a majority of them, shall be final, and the said arbitratiors or other 
settlements shall be held. at such time, at or before or after the end of 
the said term, as to the Resident may seem reasonable. 


8. All deposits and securities made or given by or on behalf of the 
Farmer shall be held by the Resident till all questions between the 
Farmer and His Highness the Sultan, his heirs and successors, shall 
be finally disposed of, including matters relating to the manufacture 
or sale of dutiable articles near the end of the term of this contract 
and matters relating to the receipt and transfer of dutiable articles, 
machinery and vessels by the Farmer. 


9. It shall be lawful for the Resident on breach of any of the 
covenants in this Contract, such breach and the amount of penalty 
therefor to be held as proved by endorsement on the back of this

’ thereof, to sell and dispose of all or any of the said deposits or securities, 
without notice to the Farmer or the said sureties, or any of them, and 
out of the proceeds of such sale and disposition to satisfy and discharge 
any claims under this Contract against the Farmer.

CONSTITUTION OF GAMING FARM. 


Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “The Revenue 
Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident- General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in 
respect of during a period of years from 
190, of keeping public gaming houses and of licensing public gaming 
and of issuing licences for gaming by Chinese in private places ; provided 
that the Farmer shall not increase the number of public gaming houses 
established at the date of the commencement of his exclusive right or 
otherwise enlarge the accommodation for gaming or open any new gaming 
house without the written sanction of the Resident, and shall not permit 
any person of other than Chinese nationality, excepting persons officially 
authorised, or any person of Chinese nationality under 16 years of age, to 
enter any public gaming house or game therein, and provided that the 
Farmer shall not issue licences for private gaming in any District, or in 
any part of any District as to which the Resident shall have declared, by 
notification in the Gazette, that the issue of such licences for use therein 
is prohibited. 


GAMING FARM RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH 
THE APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, UNDER 
SECTION 4 OF “THE REVENUE FARMS ENACTMENT, 
1902.” : 


1. In these rules the expression “District Officer” includes in 
Districts where there is no District Officer such person as the Resident 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint in that behalf. 


2. (i). The Farmer may grant licences permitting gaming by Chinese 
in any private place, provided that the persons meeting to game therein 
shall not exceed 20 in number; und may charge a fee not exceeding 50 
cents for every such licence. 


(ii). Such licence shall only be available for the place and day for 
which it is issued, and the gaming thereunder shall be confined to 
dominoes and cards. Every such licence shall state the place and the 
day for which it is issued and the hours during which gaming under it is 
permitted.

On the Chinese festival days hereunder specified, and on any 
public holidays or Chinese festival days other than those hereunder 
specified to which the Resident may, with the approval of the Resident- 
General, from time to time direct that this clause shall apply, public 
gaming shall be permitted between the hours of 10 a.m. and 10 p.m. 
only :— -

5. A board shall be kept fixed conspicuously outside the door of 
every public gaming house bearing the words ‘Licensed Gaming House” 
in English and in Chinese distinctly printed in letters not less than two 
inches long. 


6. The Farmer shall not permit any person of other than Chinese 
nationality, excepting persons officially authorised, or any person of 
Chinese nationality under 16 years of age, to enter any public gaming 
house or game therein. 


7. The Farmer shall be responsible that every public gaming house 
is kept clean and in good order. 


8. The Farmer and his agents shall not receive any goods or 
personal effects in pawn in any gaming house, or lend money to any 
person for the purpose of gaming. 


9. The Farmer and his agents shall not allow any property other 
than current coin to be staked. 


10. No armed person shall be admitted to.any gaming house excep- 
ting only members of the Police Force on duty or Revenue Officers or 
Watchmen appointed by the Farmer with the approval of the District 
Officer. 


ll. The Superintendent of Revenue Farms, all members of the 
‘Police Force and all other persons authorised in writing by the District 
Officer to visit gaming houses shall be freely admitted to every place in 
which public or private gaming is carried on. 


.12.. No wages of miners or other labourers shall be paid within the 
precincts of any gaming house. — 
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13. The Farmer shall cease to employ in connection with any gaming 
house any person whem the District Officer may require him to remove 
from such employment. 


14. When any person convicted of a breach of any of these rules is 
the holder of a gaming licence the Court before which such conviction ix 
had may cancel the licence or, in its discretion, suspend it for any 
specified period. No new licence shall be issued in place of any licence 
so cancelled or suspended except with the approval of the District Officer. 


15. Within fifteen days from the date of the commencement of his 
exclusive rights the Farmer shall cause copies of these rules, distinctly 
written in English and Chinese, to be exhibited in all public gaming 
houses within the Farm area, and thereafter shall keep such copies so 
exhibited in all public gaming houses during the whole term of the Farm 
contract. 


CONSTITUTION OF SPIRIT IMPORT DUTIES FARM. 


Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “The Revenue 
Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the Resident- 
General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in respect of 

during a period of years from 190, of collecting 
and retaining the duties payable from time to time upon the importation 
of spirituous liquors under the provisions of any Enactment for the time 
being in force relating to Customs duties. 


SPIRIT IMPORT DUTIES FARM RULES MADE BY THB 
RESIDENT, WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-

1. Any person importing any spirituous liquors into the State 
shall notify the quantity and description thereof to the Revenue Officer or 
agent of the Farmer, and such spirituous liquors shall not be removed 
from the Customs House, Railway Station or other place appointed by the 
Resident until a permit in that behalf shall have been obtained, which 
permit shall be issued free of charge on payment of the duty payable 
in respect of such spirituous liquors. 


CONSTITUTION OF SPIRIT FARM. 


Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “The Revenue 
Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the Resident-- 
General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in respect’ of 

during a period of years from 190 , of 
manufacturing and licensing others to manufacture spirituous liquors 
from rice, sugar and ragi, and of selling and of licensing others to sell'such 
spirituous liquors manufactured within the Farm area; provided that the 
Farmer shall not maintain any shop for the sale of such spirituous liquors 
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or issue any licence to sell such spirituous liquors except with the 
approval of the Government; and provided further that no such spirituous 
liquors sold by the Farmer or by any person licensed by him shall be 
consumed on the premises of the vendor without a licence in that behalf 
issued by such person as the Resident may from time to time, with the 
approval of the Resident -General, appoint in that behalf. 


SPIRIT FARM RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH 
THE APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, UNDER 
SECTION 4 OF “THE REVENUE FARMS ENACTMENT, 
1902.” 


1. In these rules the expression “ District Officer” includes in 
Districts where there is no District Officer such person as the Resident 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint in that behalf. 


2. The Farmer may licence any person to manufacture spirituous 
liquors from rice, sugar and ragi for any period not extending beyond the 
term of the Farm Contract. Every such licence shall be subject to such 
conditions as the Resident may direct. 


3. The Farmer may, with the written approval of the District 
Officer, open and maintain shops for the sale of spirituous liquors manu- 
factured within the Farm area from rice, sugar and ragi; and may, with 
such approval as aforesaid, issue licences for the sale of such spirituous 
liquors on the premises described in such licence for any period not excee- 
ding 12 months, and may charge for every such licence a fee at a rate 
which shall not exceed $4 per month. Every such licence shall be subject 
to such conditions as to the management of the licensed premises as the 
Resident may direct. 


4. The Resident may cancel any licence issued by the Farmer on 
breach of any condition to which the same is subject. 


5. A suitable sign-board shall be kept fixed conspicuously, to the 
satisfaction of the District Officer, on every house used for the purposes of 
the Farm or for the manufacture or sale of such spirituous liquors as 
aforesaid, and every licensee shall keep his licence in such house and 
shall produce it on demand for the inspection of the Farmer or of any 
Police or Revenue Officer. 


6. No person shall retail such spirituous liquors as aforesaid other- 
wise than in exchange for coin legally current in the State. 


7. The Farmer shall manufacture such spirituous liquors as are 
hereunder described at the under- mentioned strengths and shall keep the 
same constantly in stock for sale to the public at retail prices not exceed-

sugar and ragi only... ... 40 per vent under proof, per im- 
perial pint, 12 cents ; 
Spirit manufactured from rice, 
sugar and ragionly ... ... 50 per cent under proof, per im- 
perial pint, 10 cents. 


8. When such spirituous liquors are of greater strength than 40 
per cent under proof, the amount to be added to the above-mentioned 
prices for every additional five degrees of strength shall not exceed the 
following :— 


Spirit manufactured from rice 
or rice and ragi only... ... per imperial pint 1} cents ; 


Spirit manufactured from rice, 
sugar and ragi only... ... per imperial pint 1 cent, 


9. Neither the Farmer nor any person licensed by him shall make 
use of lime or any other injurious matter in the manufacture of spirituous 
liquors or employ for the manufacture of the spirituous liquors described 
in Rules 7 and 8 any ingredients other than those therein specified with- 
out the written permission of the Resident. 


10. Except as may be otherwise provided by law, neither the 
Farmer nor any person licensed by him under Rule 3 may refuse to sell to 
any person such spirituous liquors as are specified in Rules 7 and 8 on 
tender of payment at rates prescribed by the said rules. 


11. No person shall have in his possession, custody or control any 
spirituous liquors known to have been sold or purchased in contravention 
of the rights vested in the Farmer or contrary to the provisions of these 
rules. 


12. The Farmer and every person licensed by or claiming under him 
shall furnish or permit to be taken on demand by the Superintendent of 
Revenue Farms or by any officer duly authorised by the Resident in that 
behalf, for the purpose of analysis, a sufficient sample of any spirituous 
liquors manttactared by him or kept by him for sale. 


13. Every place used by the Farmer for the purposes of the Farm or 
used by any person licensed by the Farmer for the purposes of such 
licence shall at all times be open to inspection by the Superintendent of 
Revenue Farms or by any duly authorised Government Officer. 


14. The Farmer shall keep books shewing the quantity and descrip- 
tion of such spirituous liquors as aforesaid manufactured and imported 
by him, respectively, and the balance in stock of any of such spirituous 
liquors, and such books shall be at all times open to inspection by the 
Superintendent of Revenue Farms or by any officer authorised in writing 
by the Resident in that behalf. 


15. (i). Within fifteen days from the date of the commencement of 
his exclusive rights the Farmer shall cause a copy of these rules distinctly 
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written in English, Chinese and Tamil, or in such other languages as the 
District Officer may direct, to be conspicuously exhibited in every place 
used for the purposes of the Farm ; and thereafter shall keep the same so 
exhibited during the whole term of the Farm Contract. : 


(ii). Every person licensed under Rule 3 shall within fifteen days 
from the issue to him of such licence cause a copy of these rules distinctly 
written in English, Chinese and Tamil, or in such other languages as the 
District Officer may direct, to be conspicuously exhibited in every place 
used for the purposes of such licence; and thereafter shall keep the same 
so exhibited during the whole term of his licence. 


CONSTITUTION OF TODDY FARM. 


Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “ The Revenue 
Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in res- 
pect of: during a period of years from 
190 , of manufacturing toddy and of licensing others to manufacture the 
same, and of selling and of licensing others to sell the same; provided 
that the Farmer shall not maintain any shop for the sale of toddy or 
issue any licence to sell toddy except with the approval of the Govern- 
ment ; and provided further that no toddy sold by the Farmer or by any 
person licensed by him shall be consumed on the premises of the vendor 
witho ut a licence in that behalf issued by such person as the Resident 
may from time to time, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
appoint in that behalf. 


TODDY FARM RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH 
THE APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, UNDER 
SECTION 4 OF “THE REVENUE FARMS ENACTMENT, 
1902.” 


1. In these rules the expression “ District Officer” includes in 
Districts where there is no District Officer such person as the Resident 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint in that behalf. 


2. The Farmer may licence any person to manufacture toddy for 
any period uot extending beyond the term of the Farm Contract. Every 
such licence shall be subject to such conditions as the Resident may 
direct. 


8. The Farmer may, with the written approval of the District Officer. 
open and maintain shops for the sale of toddy and may with such 
approval as aforesaid issue licences for the sale of toddy on the premises 
described in such licence for any period not exceeding twelve months, and 
may charge for every such licence a fee at a rate which shall not exceed 
$2 per month. Every such licence shall be subject to such conditions as 
to the management of the licensed premises as the Resident may direct. 


4. The Resident may cancel any licence issued by the Farmer on 
breach of any condition to which the same is subject. 
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5. A suitable sign-board shall be kept fixed conspicuously, to the 
satisfaction of the District Officer, on every house used for the purposes 
of the Farm or for the manufacture or sale of toddy, and every licensee 
shall keep his licence in such house and shall produce it on demand for 
the inspection of the Farmer, or of any Police or Revenue Officer. 


6. No person shall retail toddy otherwise than in exchange for coin 
legally current in the State. 


7. The Farmer shall keep a sufficient supply of toddy of good 
quality constantly in stock for sale to the public. 


8. The retail price to be charged for the best toddy shall not 
exceed 8 cents per quart or such other price as the Resident may by 
notification in the Gazette direct. 


9. The Farmer shall establish toddy shops at such places within any 
District as the District Officer may direct. 


10. No toddy shall be 1mported into the State except with the per- 
mission of the Farmer. 


11. The Farmer and every person licensed to sell toddy shall supply 
to all Bakers applying therefor toddy of good quality in such quantities 
as they may require for making bread and at such prices as may be fixed 
from time to time by the District Officer. 


12. On application by any Baker to the District Officer for a licence 
to make toddy from specified trees for the purposes of his esa and on 
approval of such application by the District Officer, the Farmer shall issue 
to such Baker a licence to make toddy from the specified trees approved 
by the District Officer, and no charge shall be made in respect of such 
licence except that such Baker shall pay monthly to the Farmer in respect 
of each of the said trees such sum not exceeding 15 cents as the District 
Officer shall direct. Such Baker shall use all toddy obtained from the 
said trees for the purposes of his bakery only and shall not use or permit 
to be used any of such toddy for any other purpose whatsoever. 


13. Except as may be otherwise provided by law, neither the Farmer 
nor any person licensed by him under Rule 3 may refuse to sell toddy tu 
any person on tender of due payment therefor. 


14. No person shall have in his possession, custody or control any 
toddy known to have been sold or purchased in contravention of the rights 
vested in the Farmer or contrary to the provisions of these rules. 


15. The Farmer and every person licensed by or claiming under him 
shall furnish or permit to be taken on demand by the Superintendent of 
Revenue Farms or by any officer duly authorised by Government in that 
behalf, for the purpose of analysis, a sufficient sample of any toddy 
manufactured by him or kept by him for sale. 


16. Every place used by the Farmer for the purposes of the Farm or 
used by any person licensed by the Farmer for the purpose of such licence 
shall at all times be open to inspection by the Superintendent of Revenue 
Farms or by any duly authorised Government Officer. 
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17. (i). Within fifteen days from the date of the commencement of his 
exclusive rights the Farmer shall cause a copy of these rules distinctly 
written in English and Tamil, or in such other languages as the District 
Officer may direct, to be conspicuously exhibited in every place used by 
him for the purposes of the Farm, and thereafter shall keep the same so 
exhibited during the whole term of the Farm Contract. 


(ii). Every person licensed under Rule 3 shall within fifteen days 
from the issue to him of such licence cause a copy of these rules distinctly 
written in English and Tamil, or in such other languages as the District 
Officer may direct, to be conspicuously exhibited in every place used by 
him for the purposes of such licence, and thereafter shall keep the same 
so exhibited during the whole term of his licence. 


18. Any person who shall commit a breach of any of the foregoing 
rules shall be liable, on conviction before a Magistrate, to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 


CONSTITUTION OF PAWNBROKING FARM. 


Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of ‘The Revenue 
Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in 
respect of during a period of years from 190, 
of carrying on the trade of a Pawnbroker and of licensing others to do 
the same ; provided that no pawnshop shall be opened except with the 
approval of the Government ; and provided further that no pawnshop 
shall be opened within 100 yards of any public gaming house. 


PAWNBROKING FARM RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, 
WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT - GENERAL, 
UNDER SECTION 4 OF “THE REVENUE FARMS ENACT- 
MENT, 1902.” 


1. In these rules the expression ‘“ District Officer” includes in 
Districts where there is no District Officer such person as the Resident 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint in that behalf. 


2. A Pawnbroker shall not demand or receive from any person 
applying or offering to redeem any goods pawned or pledged with him a 
profit exceeding three per centum per month, in addition to the principal 
sum lent, when such principal sum is more than $250; nor a profit 
exceeding five per centum per month, in addition to the principal sum 
lent, when such principal sum is less than $250 and more than $100 ; nor 
a profit exceeding ten per centum per month, in addition to the principal 
sum lent, when such principal sum is less than $100, 


3. Every Pawnbroker shall. before lending any money on any goods, ~ 
enter clearly and legibly in a book, to be kept by him for that purpose, a 
description of all such goods received by him in pawn, with the time for 
redemption of the same, and also the sum of money lent thereon. the 
hour, day of the month and year of such loan, the name, sex and nation- 
ality of the person pawning such goods, and the name of the place and 
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street where such person resides, and shall give a duplicate of such entry, 
elearly and legibly written, to the person pawning such goods, on which 
duplicate shall be stated the rate of interest payable on such loan. No 
charge shall be made for such duplicate. 


4, Every Pawnbroker shall also keep a book in which he shall enter 
clearly and legibly all particulars regarding unredeemed pledges which 
have been sold, including a description thereof, the name of the pawner, 
the date of sale, and the sum realised. 


5. (i). Every Pawnbroker shall deliver up to the owner thereof 
on demand at any time during the hours of business as hereinafter 
prescribed, any goods held by him in pawn within six months of the 
pawning thereof, or within the term agreed upon at the time of pawn- 
ing, on the tender by such owner, or by some other person on his 
behalf, of the sum borrowed thereon, together with the amount. of 
profit payable under these rules, or such smaller amount of profit as 
shall have been agreed upon at the time of the pawning of such gouds. 
For this purpose any person who shall produce to any Pawnbroker the 
duplicate of the entry relating to such goods, as prescribed by Rule 3, 
shall, so far as regards such Pawnbroker, be deemed to be the owner 
of such goods, provided that such Pawnbroker shall not be obliged to 
deliver up such goods if he shall have previously received notice from 
the real owner not to deliver up the same, or if he shall have previously 
received notice that such yoods, or the duplicate of the entry relating 
thereto, are suspected to have been dishonestly obtained, or if he shall 
himself have reasonable cause to suspect that such goods, or duplicate, 
have been dishonestly obtained. 


(ii). If any person who has pawned any goods shall notify the 
Pawnbroker with whom he has pawned such goods that he has lost 
the duplicate of the entry relating thereto, prescribed by Rule 3, such 
Pawnbroker shall forthwith make a note thereof in his books and 
shall after the expiration of six months from the date of the pawning 
of such goods, deliver up the same to the owner thereof, on payment 
of the sum lent thereon, together with the amount of profit due. 


6. No Pawnbroker shall sell any goods received by him in pawn 
during the time he ,was exercising the trade of Pawnbroker before the 
expiration of six months from the date of the pawning thereof or before 
the time for the redemption thereof. 


7. All goods pawned shall be deemed to be forfeited on the 
expiration of six months from the date of the pawning thereof, exclusive 
of the day on which the same were so pawned, or on the expiration 
of such longer time as may have been specially agreed upon for the 
redemption thereof. All forfeited goods become the property of the 
Pawnbroker. 


8. No Pawnbroker shall receive in pawn any goods from any person 
lwfore 8 a.m. or after 8 p.m., nor at any time from any child apparently 
under the age of ten years. 


9. (i). Every Pawnbroker shall at any time on demand by the 
Superintendent of Revenue Famns, or by any Magistrate, or by any 
Police Officer not below the rank of Sergeant, produce for examination 
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all books kept by him for the purposes of his business, and the 
Superintendent of Revenue Farms and every Magistrate and every 
such Police Officer as uforesaid shall be entitled to enter at any time 
the shop of any Pawnbroker without warrant, to search for and examine 
the said books, and to take extracts and copies therefrom. 


(ii). All books, entries, duplicates and other documents required by 
these rules to be kept or made by any Pawnbroker, shall be written 


clearly in the Hong Shu (#7 #) style of character. 


10. If any property corresponding to a description given by the 
Police to any Pawnbroker of property lost, stolen or otherwise frau- 
dulently disposed of shall be or have been offered to or shewn to 
such Pawnbroker or to any person in his employ, such Pawnbroker 
shall forthwith give information to that effect at a police station or 
to a Police Officer, with the name and address of the person in whose 
possession the property was seen. 


11. Whenever any person shall under suspicious circumstances offer 
to pawn, or attempt to redeem, any goods, the Pawnbroker shall enquire 
of such person how he came by such goods, or how he got possession 
of the duplicate of the entry relating thereto, as the case may be; and if 
such person shall not satisfactorily account for his possession of the said 
goods or of the said duplicate, or shall wilfully give false information in 
respect of the same, or in respect of his name or place of abode, or of the 
name or place of abode of the owner of such goods or duplicate as afore- 
said, or if there shall be any other reason to suspect that such goods or 
duplicate have been dishonestly obtained, the Pawnbroker shall detain 
the person in possession of the same and shall deliver him, together with 
a goods or duplicate, as the case may be, into the custody of a Police 

cer. 


12. No pawnshop shall be opened without the consent in writing of 
the Resident. 


13. Every Pawnbroker shall keep fixed conspicuously at his pawn- 
shop a board bearing the words “Licensed Pawnbroker” in English, 
Malay, Chinese and Tamil, distinctly printed in letters not less than two 
inches long. 


14. Every Pawnbroker shall take all reasunable precautions against 
injury by fire to any goods pawned with him. 


15. Every Pawnbroker shall so conduct his business that no goods 
pawned with him shall be diminished in value while in his possession by 
or through any default, neglect or wilful misbehaviour on the part of 
himself or his agents. 


16. No Pawnbroker shall knowinyly receive in pawn any linen or 
clothing or unfinished goods or materials entrusted to any person to 
wash, iron, mend, manufacture or make up. 


17. (i). Within fifteen days from the date of the commencement 
of his exclusive rights the Farmer shall cause a cop of these rules, 
distinctly written in English, Chinese, Malay and Tamil, to be exhibited 
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in a conspicuous place near the door of every pawnshop under his control, 
and thereafter shall keep the same so exhibited during the whole term of 
the Farm Contract. 


(ii). Every Pawnbroker licensed by the Farmer shall within fifteen 
days from the issue to him of such licence cause a copy of these rules, 
distinctly written in English, Chinese, Malay and Tamil, to be exhibited 
in a conspicuous place near the door of every pawnshop under his 
control; and thereafter shall keep the same so exhibited during the 
whole term of his licence. 


CONSTITUTION OF CHANDU FARM. 


Under the powers vested in him by Section 8 of “The Revenue 
Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident -General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in 
respect of the area hereunder described during a period of years 


from 190 , of making and preparing chandu and chandu 


dross and of selling and of licensing others to sell the same; provided 
that the Farmer shall not maintain any shop for the sale of chandu 
or chandu dross or issue any licence to sell chandu or chandu dross 
except with the approval of the Government; and provided further 
that Owners and Managers of Mines and their workmen, and also such 
Owners and Managers of Plantations and their workmen as may from 
time to time be specially authorised in that behalf by the Resident, by 
notification in the Guzette, shall be entitled to make and prepare chandu 
and chandu dross solely for their own consumption within the bound- 
aries of their mines or plantations. 


THE FARM AREA, 


The boundaries of the Farm area are as follows :— 
On the west, the sea ; 


On the south, the British territory of the Dindings, continued east 
to the watershed between the Bruas and Perak rivers ; 


On the east, the watershed of the streams flowing into the Straits 
of Malacca up to the Pass of Bukit Berapit, and thence the road vid 
Simpang to the Kurau river; 

North of the Kurau river the whole of the Districts of Krian and 
Selama, are included in the Farm area ; 


The Farm area also includes that portion of British territory which 
lies between the Trong Bruas road and the northern and eastern bound- 
aries of the Dindings. 

CHANDU FARM RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH 
THE APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, UNDER 
SECTION 4 OF “THE REVENUE FARMS ENACTMENT 
1902.” 

1. In these rules the expression “ District Officer” includes in Dis- 


tricts where there is no District Officer such person as the Resident may, 
by notification in the Gazette, appoint in that behalf. 
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2. The provisions of any Enactments and rules thereunder for the 
time being in force regulating the import of opium and the imposition of 
Customs duties shall apply to the Farmer to the same extent as to other 
persons. 


3. (i). The Farmer may, with the written approval of the District 
Officer, open and maintain shops for the sale of chandu and chandu dross, 
and may, with such approval as aforesaid, issue licences for the sale 
thereof on the premises described in such licence for any period not 
exceeding twelve months, and may charge for every such licence a fee 
at a rate which shall not exceed $2 per month. Every such licence shall 
be subject to such conditions as to the management of the licensed pre- 
mises as the Resident may direct. 


ii). Every such licence shall state the number of persons who may 
be accommodated at one time in the place to which such licence relates, 
and no persons in excess of such number shall be accommodated in such 
place. Such number shall be calculated with reference to the cubical 
capacity of the smoking rooms, and so that not less than 300 cubic 
feet of air space shall be allowed for each person. 


4. The Resident may cancel any licence issued by the Farmer on 
breach of any condition to which the same is subject. 


5. (i). A suitable sign-board shall be kept fixed conspicuously, to 
the satisfaction of the District Officer, on the Farmer’s office and chandu 
factory and on every house used by the Farmer or by any person licensed 
by or claiming under him for the sale of chandu or chandu dross, 
whereon shall be plainly shewn in English and Chinese the name of 
such person and the number of persons, if any, who may be accommod- 
ated at one time in such house under the terms of the licence. 


(ii). Every licensee shall keep his licence in such house, and shall 
produce it on demand for the inspection of the Farmer or of any Police 
or Revenue Officer. 


6. No person shall retail chandu or chandu dross otherwise than in 
exchange for coin legally current in the State. 


7. No chandu shall be retailed at a higher price than $1.85 per 
tahil, or 21 cents per chi if sold in smaller quantity than one tahil. 


8. (i). Not more than 30 tahils of chandu shall be made from 
one ball of opium. 


(ii). No chandu shall be sold or offered for sale which does not 
contain at least 8 per cent of the substance known in chemistry as 
meconate of morphia, or which contains more than 25 per cent of 
water. 


9. Whenever the Resident shall have notified in the Gazette the 
maximum price (subject to Rule 7) at which, and the maximum 
quantities in which, chandu may be sold within any area specified in 
such notification. 


' (a). by the Farmer to retailers, 
(b). by retailers to the public, 
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no person shall sell chandu within the said area in contravention of such 
notification. 


10. (i). Whenever the Farmer shall have expressly required any per- 
sons licensed by or claiming under him to sell to him all chandu dross 
the product of chandu consumed on their premises, such persons shall 
sell the same to him accordingly; and the Farmer shall in such case 
purchase such chandu dross, if not adulterated, at the following prices:—

Second ,, a aes bute 2S Pte ee COU a or 
Third ,, ” gs es Seth tan Ee Uy 


(ii). If the Farmer decline to purchase any such chandu dross, the 
owner thereof may re-prepare the same for consumption. 


11. (i). Neither the Farmer nor any other person shall convey any 
chandu or chandu dross prepared or produced within the Farm area to 
any place in the State outside the Farm area; provided that no person 
shall be convicted of a breach of this rule by reason only of his being 
found on arrival at the boundary of the Farm area to have in his pos- 
session chandu or chandu dross carried for his personal consumption 
only and in quantity not exceeding one tahil. 


(ii). Neither the Farmer nor any other person shall export chandu or 
chandu dross outside the State. 


12. (i). No chandu shop maintained by the Farmer or by any person 
licensed by or claiming under him shall be opened for the admission of 
customers earlier than 5 a.m. or kept open after midnight; provided that, 
subject to the conditions of the licence as to the number of persons who 
may be accommodated at one time, customers already on the premises 
may remain after midnight. 


(ii). No such shop shall have more than one entrance for customers 
and such entrance shall lead directly from a public thoroughfare. 


(iii). Every such shop and all premises appertaining thereto shall 
be kept clean and in good order and repair, and the internal walls and 
ceilings of every part thereof shall be thoroughly cleansed and lime- 
washed during the sixth and twelfth months of the Chinese year. 


(iv). No shelf over 12 inches in width shall be permitted over any 
chandu smoking bench. 


(v). No person shall be permitted to have access to any such shop 
as aforesaid for any immoral purpose, nor shall persons of notoriously 
bad character be permitted to congregate therein. 


(vi). No female shall be admitted into any public smoking room 
in any such shop. 

(vii). When any Property is accidentally left in any such shop the 
keeper of such shop shall forthwith report the fact at the nearest police 
station. 


(viii). The keeper of every such shop shall admit to all parts thereof 
at all times for purposes of inspection the Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
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for the Federated Malay States, the Superintendent of Revenue Farms 
and every officer authorised by the said Secretary or Superintendent 
in writing in that behalf, any Police Officer not below the rank of 
Sergeant and, when such shop is within the jurisdiction of any Sani 
Board, the Chairman of such Board and any officer of the Board 
authorised by him in writing in that behalf. 


13. Neither the Farmer nor any person licensed by or claiming 
under him may refuse to sell chandu to any person at such price and 
in such quantity as may be authorised under Rule 9 on tender of due 
payment therefor. 


14. No person shall have in his possession, custody or control any 
chandu or chandu dross known to have been sold or purchased in 
contravention of the rights vested in the Farmer or contrary to the 
provisions of these rules. 


15. The Farmer and every person licensed by or claiming under 
him shall furnish or permit to be taken on demand by the Superintendent 
of Revenue Farms or by any officer duly authorised by the Resident 
in that behalf, for the purpose of analysis, a sufficient sample of any 
chandu manufactured by him or kept by him for sale. 


16. The Farmer’s office and chandu factory shall at all times be 
open to inspection by the Superintendent of Revenue Farms or by any 
duly authorised Government Officer. 


17. (i). The Farmer shall keep books in which shall be accurately 
recorded the following particulars :— 


(a). The amount of opium imported by the Farmer into the Farm 
area, with the dates and places of such importation ; 


(b). The amount of opium cooked by the Farmer ; 


(c). The manner in which chandu has been disposed of by the 
Farmer, whether to persons licensed by him or to others. 


(ii). Every person licensed by the Farmer shall keep a book in which 
shall be accurately recorded the amount of chundu received by him, 
the amount sold and the balance in stock. 


18. (i). Within fifteen days from the date of the commencement of 
his exclusive rights the Farmer shall cause a copy of these rules, 
distinctly written in English and Chinese, or in such other lan 
as the District Officer may direct, to be conspicuously exhibited in every 
place used for the purposes of the Farm, and thereafter shall keep the 
same so exhibited during the whole term of the Farm Contract. 


(ii). Every person licensed by the Farmer shall within fifteen days 
from the issue to him of such licence cause a copy of these rules, 
distinctly written in English and Chinese, or in such other languages 
as the District Officer may direct, to be conspicuously exhibited in 
every place used for the purposes of such licence, and thereafter shall 
keep the same so exhibited during the whole term of his licence.

IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 


as follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Stolen Property Enact- Short title 
ment, 1902,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof in and com- * 
the, Gazette. mencement. 


2.. (i).. Whoever has in his possession or conveys in any manner any Fraudulent 
thing which may be reasonably suspected of being stolen or fraudulently Possession of 
obtained shall, if he fail to account satisfactorily how he came by the Property. 
same, be liable to a fine not exceeding $50, or to imprisonment of either 
description for any term not exceeding three months. 


(ii). If any person charged with having or conveying anything stolen 
or fraudulently obtained shall declare that he received the same from 
some other person or that he was employed as a carrier, agent or servant. 
to convey the same for some other person, the Magistrate may cause every 
such other person and also, if necessary, every former or pretended 
purchaser or other person through whose possession the same shall have 
passed (provided that such other person shall be alleged to have had

; touching the same; and if it appear to such Magistrate that any person 
so brought before him had possession of such thing and had reasonable 
cause to believe the same to have been stolen or unlawfully obtained, such 
person shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $50, or to imprisonment of 
either description for any term not exceeding three months. 


(iii). The word “possession” in this section includes possession in a

street or public place. 


8. Any person who having been convicted of an offence punishable Second and 
under the preceding section or under Chapter XII or Chapter XVII of subsequent’ 
the Penal Code is subsequently convicted of an offence punishable under °nvictions.

Officer, cause such house, building, ship, vessel or other place to be 
entered and searched at any hour of day or night. 


(ii). The mformation mentioned in the preceding sub-section shall 
describe the property which it is reasonably suspected has been stolen or 
fraudulently obtained and shall also describe the house, building, ship, 
vessel or other place in which such property is suspected to be. 


(iii). If upon the making of the search any property such as that 
described in the information shall be found in the house, building, ship, 
vessel or other place, then the Police Officer making the search or some 
other Police Officer shall convey such property before a Magistrate or 
— the same on the spot or otherwise dispose thereof in some place 
of safety. 


(iv). The Police Officer making the search or some other Police Officer 
shall also take into custody and carry before a Magistrate every person 
in such house, building, ship, vessel or other place in whose possession or 
under whose control such property may be found. 


v). The provisions of Sections 59 and 60 of the “ Criminal Procedure 
Code, 1900,” shall apply to searches made under this section.

1 IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 


follows:— 
Short titlo 1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Animals and Birds 
and oom- Protection Enactment, 1902,” and shall come into force three months 
mencement. after the publication thereof in the Gazette. 
Interpreta- 2. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires :— 
tion, 


“Big game” means any animal mentioned in the First Schedule; 
“Deer” includes all kinds of deer and antelope; 


“Wild bird” includes all birds commonly found wild within the 
State other than those mentioned in the Second and Third Schedules; 


“Shoot” includes to shoot at with any gun or blow- pipe, or to a 
wound, snare, net, or take by means of any contrivance. 
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8. It shall not be lawful for any person :— 
(a). To shoot any female elephant; 


(b). To shoot any big game or wild bird unless he be duly licensed in 
that behalf under this Enactment; provided that no licence shall be 
required in the case of His Highness the Sultan, the High Commissioner, 
the Resident - General, or the Resident; 


c). To procure or instigate any other person not duly licensed in 
that behalf to shoot any big game or wild bird ; 


(d). To expose or offer for sale or have in his possession alive or dead 
any big game, deer or bird or any part thereof unless the same shall have 
been lawfully taken, as to which the burden of proof shall be upon such 
person ; 

(e). To shoot any deer within the months of May, June, July and 
August, or to shoot any bird of a kind mentioned in the Second Schedule 
within the months of February, March, April and May. 


4. (i). Licences to shoot big game or wild birds shall only be issued 
by the Resident and shall be substantially in the form of the Fourth and 
Fifth Schedules, respectively, and it shall be in the absolute discretion of 
the Resident to grant or refuse such licences; no fee shall be payable in 
respect of any such licence. 


(ii). No such licence shall authorise any person to shoot any female 
elephant. 


5. (i). Every licence, unless it be otherwise expressly stated therein, 
shall be valid throughout the State. 


(ii). In no case shall a licence be transferable. 


6.'(i). Every holder of a licence to shoot big game or to shoot wild 
birds shall, before he leaves the State or on the expiration of his licence, 
whichever is the earlier date, furnish the Resident with a return shewing 
the number and description of big game or of wild birds shot under tis 
licence.

Arrest with- 11. Any Police Officer, Penghulu or Forest Officer may arrest without 

ont warrant. warrant any person found offending against this Enactment whose name 
or place of abode is unknown to him or cannot be readily ascertained by 
him, and such offender may be detained at a police station until his name 
and place of abode can be ascertained or may be forthwith conveyed be- 
fore a Magistrate to be dealt with according to law. 


Reserves. 12. His Highness the Sultan in Council.may from time to time, by 
notification in the Gazette, create reserves of specified areas of land for the 
preservation of animals and birds, and no person shall, without the 
written permission of His said Highness, shoot any animal or bird within 
any such reserve.

Shoots any bird of a kind mentioned in the Second Schedule 
during the months of February, March, April and May, $5 in respect of 
every such bird so shot ; 
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(g). Makes or accepts the transfer of a licence, $50; 

(A). Fails to duly furnish any return required by Section 6, $50 ; 
(i). Contravenes the provisions of Section 8, $250 ; 

(j). Fails to surrender a cancelled licence on demand, $25 ; 


(k). Shoots without the written permission of His Highness the 
Sultan in a reserve created under Section 12, $500. 


(ii). In every case where an animal or bird is unlawfully shot or 
taken, the head, carcase, feet, skin, tusks, horns of such animal, or the 
plumage of such bird, shall be liable to forfeiture by order of a 
Magistrate. 


(iii). If any person, being bound by the provisions of this Enactment 
to make a report of big game or of wild birds shot, shall, without 
reasonable excuse, fail to make such report, no licence to shoot big game 
or wild birds shall in future be issued to such person.

T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 


as follows :— 
Short title 1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as “The Sanitary Boards 
and com- Enactment, 1902,” and shall come into force upon a date to be fixed 


mencement. by the Resident by notification in the Gazette. 


Repeal. (ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactment 
mentioned in the First Schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent 
specified in the third column of that schedule. 


Gii). All appointments made under the provisions of the Enactment 
hereby repealed shall, so far as they are consistent with the provisions of 
this Enactment and of any by-laws made hereunder, be deemed to have 
been made under this Enactment. 


Provisions of (iv). Nothing in this Enactment contained shall affect the provisions 

other of any Enactment in force for the time being for preventing the introduc- 

Enactments. tion and spread of infectious and contagious diseases, or the liability of 
any person to any punishment or penalty to which he may be liable under 
any Enactment other than this Enactment, but so that no person shall 
be twice punished for the same offence. 


Interpretat- 2. In this Enactment, and in any by-laws made thereunder, unless 
ion. there be something repugnant in the subject or context :— 


“Owner” means the person for the time being receiving the rent 
of the land or premises in connection with which the word is used, 
whether on his own account or as agent or trustee for any other person, 
or who would so receive the same if such land or premises were let 
to a tenant; and in any case in which such person cannot be found, 
or makes default, shall include also the occupier, if any, of such land 
or premises. 


“Sanitary Board area” means an areca subject to the control of a 
Sanitary Board in respect uf the matters provided for by this Enactment. 


“Street” includes every road, square, footway, passage or waterway 
(whether a thoroughfare or not) over which the public has a right of 
way and also the way over any public bridge. 


“Town limits” means the limits of a town as defined from time to 
time under the provisions of any law regulating the establishment of 
towns. 


Appointment 3. (i). The Resident may from time to time, ‘with the approval of 
of Sanitary the Resident-General, by notification in the Gazette, declare any area 
Boards. within the State to be a Sanitary Board area for the purposes of this 
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Enactinent and may in like manner appoint Sanitary Boards, consisting 
of such public servants and other persons as he may nominate, to exercise 
control within the area mentioned in such appointment over all matters 
as to which jurisdiction is given to them by this Enactment, and may 
appoint particular members of any Sanitary Board to be the Chairman 
and Health Officer of such Board, ‘respectively. Every such appointment 
shall cease and determine at the expiration of the year in respect of which 
the same is made.

4. The duties of a Sanitary Board shall be to take all lawful Duties of 
measures for the following purposes within the area subject to its Sanitary 
control :-— Boards. 


(a). The regulation and control of buildings and building operations ; 


(b). The laying out and maintenance of reserves for recreation and 
other purposes, the enclosure and care of unoccupied premises, the plant- 
ing and preservation of trees and shrubs, the laying out, cleaning, water- 
ing, lighting and control of streets, canals and bridges, and in places 
within the jurisdiction of a Sanitary Board to which a Sanitary Board 
Engineer has been appointed, the making. repairing and draining of the 
same ; 

(c). The control and supervision of :— 

(i). Drains, latrines, cesspools and dust - bins ; 

(ii). Wells and water-tanks : 


(iii). Stables and cattle-sheds, and places for keepiny sheep, goats, 
swine and poultry, including, if the Sanitary Board shall think necessary, 
power to make it compulsory on all owners of hackney carriages to use 
only public stables for their horses and carriages upon such terms and 
subject to such charges as may from time to time be prescribed ; 


(iv). The sale of fresh provisions and the licensing of persons to hawk 
food - stuffs ; 


(d). The establishment and regulation of markets and slaughter- 
houses and the fixing of the fees to be charged for the use of the same, 
including, if the Sanitary Board shall think necessary, the grant to 
particular persons of the exclusive right to use any slaughter-houses or of 
the exclusive right to provide or slaughter any particular description of 
beast for human food, and the prohibition, of the sale within a certain 
radius from a market, of articles of any kind sold in such market ; 


(e). The regulation, by registration, licensing, or otherwise, of bakeries, 
dairies, laundries and street stalls; the seizure and disposal of unwhole- 
soine fish, flesh, or other provisions ; 
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(f). The regulation, inspection and licensing of common lodging- 
houses, eating-houses, jinrickisha stables, theatres, native inns, and 
other places of public resort with the view of enforcing the observance 
of ordinary sanitary regulations in respect of lighting, ventilation, 
whitewashing, drainage and overcrowding therein ; 


(g). The establishment and regulation of public bathing places, 
including power to charge fees for the use of or to lease the same; 


(h). The removal and disposal of refuse and night-soil, including, if 
the Sanitary Board shall think necessary, the publication of rules making 
it compulsory on all persons who may require night-soil buckets to buy 
such night-soil buckets from the Sanitary Board at such price as the 
Sanitary Board may fix; 


(i). The prevention and abatement of nuisances, and the regulation 
of dangerous, unhealthy or offensive trades or occupations ; 


(j). The prevention and removal of obstructions in the streets and 
in verandahs or footways ; 


(k). The repair or removal of ruinous or dangerous houses, huts or 
out- buildings and the removal of occupants therefrom ; * 


(1). All other matters, whether similar or not to those above men- 
tioned, connected with the conservancy and the improvement of the area 
subject to its control. 


Power to 6. For the various purposes described in Section 4, and for the con- 

pass by-laws. duct of its own business, a Sanitary Board shall have power to pass 
by-laws not inconsistent with the provisions of this Enactment or of any

14, Every licence issued under any by-law passed under this Enact- 
ment shall be revocable at the discretion of the Sanitary Board by which 
the same was issued without compensation at the expiration of one 
month’s notice in writing served on the holder thereof, and every such 
licence shall be liable to immediate cancellation by the Board without 
notice and without compensation on any failure of the holder thereof or 
his servants or agents to observe and comply with any by-law or condi- 
tion to which such licence may from time to time be subject. 


15. An annual rate for the general purposes of this Enactment 
may be imposed upon all lands and upon all houses and buildings 
within any Sanitary Board area not exceeding five per centum of their 
annual value, and an additional rate, not exceeding two per centum, may 
be imposed upen all such houses and buildings benefited by a Govern- 
ment water sup)ly, and a further rate, not exceeding two per centum, 
may in Jike manner be imposed for protection from fire. Such rate or 
rates shall be fixed from time to time, with the approval of, the Resi- 
dent, and shall be payable by the owners of such lands, houses or buildings 
by half-yearly instalments, in advance, which shall become due in the 
months of January and July in each year. 


16. Houses and ‘buildings used exclusively as places for religions 
worship, all public burial and burning grounds, all buildings used ex- 
clusively for public schools or for charitable purposes, and all property 
belonging to or rented by His Highness the Sultan or the Government 
of the State may be exempted by direction of the Resident from the 
payment of such rate or rates. 


17. The Board may exempt from payment of any rate any house, 
building, or land the annual value whereof is less than $10, if the same 
be the sule rateable property of the owner, or any house or hut which 
shall be occupied rent free by labourers employed at any plantation 
or mine. 


18. Where any house or building shall have been vacant for thirty 
consecutive days during any year, the Board shall remit so much of 
the rate for that year as may be proportionate to the number of days 
during which the said house or building may have remained unoccupied ; 
provided that the owner of such house or buildiny, or his agent, shall 
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have given notice in writing of the vacancy thereof to the Board, and 
that the amount of rate to be remitted shall be calculated from the 
date of the delivery of such notice. 


19. The rate or rates imposed upon houses, buildings and lands Assessment

of the property ; the name of the occupier; a designation of the property, 
either by name or number, suflicient to identify the same; the name 
of the street or locality in which such property is situated, and the amount 
of the rate assessed thereon. 


22. When the name of the owner or occupier is not known it shall Designation 
be sufficient to designate him in the said book, and also in any notice of owner 
or other proceeding under this Enactment, as the “ owner” or “ occupier” if name 
of the property on which the rate is assessed, without further description. ™*nown. 


23. In order to enable the Board to arrive at a fair valuation of Valuation 

any houses or buildings liable to the rate, it shall be lawful for the Board returns. 

to require the owner or oceupier of such houses or buildings to furnish 

returns of the rent or annual value thereof and such person shall there- 

upon be legally bound to furnish the same and for the like purpose 

it shall be lawful for the Board, or any person, or persons appointed 

by it for that purpose, at any time to enter and inspect such houses 

or buildings after having given three days’ notice of such intention to Power to en-

24. When the valuation has been completed, the Board shall notify Public notico 
in the Gazette, and by placards in Malay, English, Chinese and Tamil, of valuation. 
posted in conspicuous places throughout the town, the place where the 
record of valuation may be inspected; and the person in whose custody 
such record may be shall permit every person appearing to be the owner 
or occupier of any property included in the assessment, or the agent 
of such owner or occupier, to inspect the same during office hours and 
to make extracts therefrom without payment of any fee. 


25. The Board shall give public notice of a day, not being less than Notice of 
thirty days from the date of publication of such notice, when it will pro- consideration 
ceed to consider complaints ayainst such valuation and assessment. All of complaints. 
complaints shall be made personally, or by agent, or in writing at least 
fourteen days before the day fixed in the notice; and all complaints 
so made shall be enquired into by the Board, and such amendments 
of the valuation shall thereupon be made as the Board may deem just.

26, After the complaints have been enquired into, and the re- 
vision of the valuation and assessment has been completed, the amend- 
ments made shall be authenticated by the siynatures of two members of

27. The Board may at any time, upon the representation of parties,

28. It shall not be necessary to prepare a new record every year, 
but the Board may adopt the valuation and assessment for the preceding 
year with such alterations as may in particular cases be deemed neces- 
sary, as the valuation and assessment for the year following: prov ided 
that public notice of such valuation and assessment shall be given in the 
manner prescribed in Section 24, and that the provisions of such section 
and of the three following sections shall be applicable to such valuation 
and assessment. 


29. Any person who, having made a complaint in the manner 
prescribed by Section 25 against any rate assessed under the provisions of 
this Enactment, is dissatisfied with the decision of the Board thereon 
may appeal to the Court of the Senior Mayistrate: provided that with 
the presentation of the petition for appeal there shall be paid into Court 
the amount of the rate appealed against.

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84. If any rate or fee be not paid within twenty-eight days from 
the date when demand for payment was made the Board may cause to be 
served upon the person liable therefor a notice substantially in the 
Form A in the Second Schedule hereto, signed by the Secretary or other 
officer of the Board duly authorised in that behalf, requiring such person 
to pay the same, together with a fee of 50 cents for the cost of the 
notice, within fifteen days from the date of service of such notice; and if 
within fifteen days from the date of service of such notice payment be 
not made or sufficient cause be not shewn to the satisfaction of the 
Board, why payment should not be made it shall be lawful for a Magistrate 
on information laid by the Secretary of the Board, or other officer of the 
Board duly authorised in that behalf, to issue a warrant substantially 
in the Form B in the Second Schedule hereto, for the recovery of the 
amount due with all costs by attachment and sale of the movable 
property of the person liable to the amount of the said rate or fee, 
together with the expenses of such attachment and sale, and if the 
person liable be the occupier of any premises in respect of which the 
said rate or fee is due, by attachment and sale also of any movable 
property found on such premises. 


85. (i). The officer charged with the execution of such warrant shall 
make an inventory of the property attached thereunder and shall at the 
same time give notice in writing, substantially in the Form C in the 
Second Schedule hereto, to the person in possession thereof at the time of 
the attachment, that snch property will be sold as therein mentioned. 


(ii). It shall be lawful for such officer to break open in the day time 
any house or building for the purpose of effecting such attachment. 


86. Unless the amount due with costs be paid within seven days 
from the date of the attachment, or the operation of the warrant be 
suspended, the property attached or such part thereof as may be neces- 
sary shall be sold by public auction and the proceeds shall be applied 
in satisfaction of the said amount and costs, and the surplus, if any, 
shall be paid to the person in possession of the property at the time 
of the attachment. 


87. The movable property of any person from whom any rate or 
fee is due may be attached in manner aforesaid, wherever the same 
may be found, for default in the payment of the money due from such 
person. 


If the amount due cannot be recovered in the manner afore- 
said it shall be lawful for the Senior Magistrate, on the application of the 
Secretary of the Board or other officer of the Board duly authorised in 
that behalf, to issue a warrant substantially in the Form D in the Second 
Schedule hereto, for the attachment and sale of the immovable property in 
respect of which such amount has accrued due. 


(ii). The provisions of Section 66 of the Registration of Titles 
Enactment, 1897, shall apply in the case of any warrant issued under this 
section in the same way as in the case of a warrant of execution of a 
decree. 


(iii). The attachment shall be made by an order, under the hand of the 
officer named in the warrant and expressed to be made pursuant to 
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such warrant, prohibiting the person liable for the said amount from 
transferring or charging the property in any way and all persons from 
receiving the same from him by purchase, gift or otherwise. A copy of 
the order shall be served upon the person liable as aforesaid and a copy 
shall also be fixed up in a conspicuous part of the property attached. 


(iv). If at the expiration of three months from the date of such attach- 
ment such amount has not been paid or the operation of the warrant 
suspended, the property attached may be sold in accordance with the 
terms of the warrant. 


89. The proceeds of such sale shall be applied in the first place in 
satisfaction of the amount due and costs, and in the event of there being 
any surplus remaining the Board shall, if it is satisfied as to the right of 
any person claiming such surplus, pay the amount thereof to such person, 
and, if it is not so satisfied, shall place the amount on deposit in the 
Treasury to be held in trust for the person who may ultimately succeed 
in establishing his claim thereto. 


40. To the purchaser at a sale under Section 38 there shall be issued, 
on payment of his purchase money to the Board, an order in writing from 
the Senior Magistrate’s Court entitling him to have the title to the 
property or interest so purchased by him duly registered in his name 
without the payment of any fee therefor, and such registration shall 
have the effect of transferring to and vesting in him such property or 
interest free from all encumbrances created over it and from all subordi- 
nate interests derived from it except such as are expressly reserved at the 
time of sale. 


41. If any person whose movable or immovable Property has been 
attached under the provisions of this Enactment disputes the propriety of 
the attachment he may apply to the Court whence the warrant of attach- 
ment issued for an order to stay the proceedings and the Court after 
making such enquiry as may be necessary shall make such order in the 
premises as may be just. 


42. If the sum due from the owner of any house or building on 
account of any rate or fee is paid by the occupier thereof, such occupier 
may, in the absence of any ayreement to the contrary with the owner, 
deduct from the next and following payments of his rent the amount 
which may have been so paid by him. 


43. No rate or fee which has remained due from the owner of any 
house or building for more than one year shall be recoverable from the 
occupier thereof not being the owner. 


44, Instead of proceeding by attachment and sale, or in case of 
failure to realise by attachment and sale, the whole or any part of the sum 
due in respect of any rate or fee, the Board may sue the person liable to 
pay the same in any Court of competent jurisdiction. 


45. Every notice, order or document required or authorised by this 
Enactment or by any by-law made thereunder to be served on any person 
may be served personally upon the person to whom it is addressed or be

left at his usual place of abode with some adult member or servant of his 
family, or, if it cannot with the exercise of due diligence be so served, may 
be afttixed on some conspicuous part of such place of abode, and shall 
thereby be deemed to be duly served: provided that if the place of abode 
of the owner or occupier of any land, house or building in respect of 
which such notice, order or document is required to be served be 
unknown, or if the owner or occupier of such land, house or building be 
not resident within the Sanitary Board area, every such notice, order or 
document shall be deemed to be duly served if affixed on some conspicuous 
part of such land, house or building.

47. All moneys received by a Sanitary Board by virtue of this or 
of any other Enactment, shall’ be paid into the District Treasury for 
the credit of the public revenue ; pen Be all moneys entrusted to a Sanitary 
Board by the Government for expenditure shall be applied by the Board 
for the purposes described in Section 4 and in the execution of any other 
measures necessary to promote the health or convenience of the public 
and generally for the purposes of this Enactment, as may be deemed 
expedient by the Board, and subject in all cases to the control and diree- 
tion of the Resident. 


48. Proper statements of all receipts and disbursements on account 
of any Sanitary Board shall be kept and periodically rendered in such 
form and at such times as the Resident may direct. 


49. (i). No action shall be brought against any person for anything 
done or bond fide intended to be done in the-exercise or supposed exercise 
of the powers given by this Enactment, or by any by-law made there- 
under :— 


(a). Without giving to such person one month’s previous notice 
in writing of the intended action, and of the cause thereof; 


(b). After the expiration of three months from the date of the 
accrual of the cause of action ; 


(c). After tender of sufficieut amends. 


(ii). In every action so brought it shall be expressly alleged that 
the defendant acted either maliciously or negligently and without reason- 
able or probable cause, and if at the trial the plaintiff shall fail to prove 
such allegation judgment shall be given for the defendant. 


(iii). Though judgment be given for the plaintiff in any such action 
such plaintiff shall not have costs against the defendant unless the 
Magistrate before whom the action is tried shall certify his approbation 
of the action.

BY-LAWS PASSED BY THE SANITARY BOARD OF 
FOR THE OF . 
AND CONFIRMED |BY THE RESIDENT, WITH THE 
APPROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, UNDER 
“THE SANITARY BOARDS ENACTMENT, 1902.” 


BUILDINGS. 
Control of 1. Except in the case of a building erected or maintained by the 
Board over Government, no person shall erect or commence to erect any building upon 
buildings. any land within the Sanitary Board area except in accordance with the 


directions and subject to the written approval and control of the Board, 
and no person shall re-erect, add to or alter any building already being 
upon such land except in accordance with such directions and subject to 
such approval and control. 


Notice to be 2. Every person intending to erect, re-erect, add to or alter any 
given; plans, building other than a Government building shall give notice in writing of 
his intention to the Board, and, if the Board shall so require in writing, 
shall deposit at the office of the Board drawings in duplicate shewing a 
plan of each floor, longitudinal and cross sections, and an elevation of the 
front and of any side that may abut on a street. These drawings shall 
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shew the levels at which the foundations and lower floors are proposed to 
be laid with reference to the strect and public drains, the dimensions of 
all walls, pillars, beams, and woodwork, and the nature of the materials 
to be used, and every person shall obey all written directions given by the 
Board, either prohibiting the erection, re-erection or alteration of build- 
ings, or in respect of all or any of the matters following—namely. 


(a). Space to be left about the building to secure free circulation of 
air and to facilitate scavenging ; 


(b). Ventilation, lighting and drainage ; 


(c). Security against fire, and, in the case of places of public resort or 
entertainment, including places for religious worship, the means of egress 
in case of fire or accident ; 


(d). Level and width of foundation, level of lowest floor and stability 
of structure ; 


(e). The line of frontage with neighbouring buildings if the building 
abuts on or is within fifty feet of a public street ; 


(f). The front elevation where the building abuts on or is within 
fifty feet of a public street: ; 


(g). The nature and quality of the materials to be used ; 


(h). The position and supply of sufficient latrine accommodation, and 
facilities for cleaning. 


3. If any person commences building operations without giving Penalty in 
notice, or without depositing drawings, if so required as aforesaid, or default of 
without previously obtaining the written approval of the Board, the notice. 
Chairman of the Board or other officer of the Board thereto deputed by 
him may summarily stop the work and the Board may require the build- 
ing to be altered or demolished, as it may deem necessary. 


4. In the event of failure to comply with any requisition of the Power of 
Board made under the preceding by-law for the alteration or demoli- Board if 
tion of any building within fourteen days of the receipt of a notice Tequirements 
from the Board in that behalf the Board may cause any erection made or nemlected, 
worked executed without its authority to be taken down. 

5. All plans of new buildings, or of alterations to old buildings, re- Plans of 
quired by the Board to be furnished must be deposited in duplicate at the buildings, 
Board Office at least seven days before the day fixed for an ordinary meeting 
of the Board, and all such plans must be drawn in ink either on drawing 
paper, tracing cloth or tracing paper or in such other manner as may be 
approved by the Board. The plans must bear the name and full address of 
the Architect or Draftsman and must also be signed by the person for 
whom they have been prepared. When such plans have been approved and 
passed by the Board, one copy, signed by the Chairman, will be returned 
to the person submitting the same and shall be kept by the builder on the 
site of the building to which it relates during the construction or altera- 
tion of such building and shall be produced whenever so required by an 
Inspecting Officer during working hours. 


6. There shall be deposited together with the building plans a block Pians of site. 
or site plan, shewing the site on which the building or alterations are in- 
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tended to be placed or made, the title and plan numbers thereof, and the 
nearest open streets, shewing the widths of the same if the building is 
within twenty feet thereof ; and where the site of any such building shall 
abut on the line of any intended but unopened street, the plans shall 
shew the lines of such unopened street and its connection with the nearest 


open street. 
Building 7. There shall be deposited together with each building plan a 
form. building form correctly filled up in all possible details. These forms may 


be obtained on application at the office of the Board. 


Scale of plans. 8. All plans, except the block or site plan, shall be drawn to a scale 
of not less than one-eighth of an inch to a foot, and the block or site 
plan shall be drawn to a scale of not less than one inch to one hundred 


feet. 


Board may 9. Should a plan not be approved by the Board, a plan may be 
furnish plans. furnished by the Board to the person desirous of building on payment of 


a fee of $10. 


Inspection of 10. As soon as the walls have been built up to the level of the 
walls, ground floor the builder shall again give notice to the officer of the Board 
supervising the work, who shall himself inspect the work, and the builder 
shall not continue to raise the walls until such officer shall have given a 
certificate that the base of the wall is in accordance with the plan passed 


by the Board. 
Powertostop _ 11. It shall be competent for any officer deputed by the Board to 
work on inspect any building in course of construction and to see that the details 
dangerous — of the approved plan have been strictly adhered to, and if he shall consi- 
buildings. der that the principles on which the work is being carried on or the 


materials used will render such building unsafe for human habitation or 
dangerous to the public, he may order the cessation of work upon the 
building, and the Board may order its demolition at the expense of 


the owner. 


Adherence to 12. All buildings within town limits shall be constructed in accord- 
gencral plan ance with the general plan of the town in respect of design and 
of town. materials and on the building line approved by the Board, and no 
departure therefrom shall be allowed without the special sanction of 
the Board. No building shall be erected if, in the opinion of the Board, 
its general elevation and appearance are unsuitable to the locality in 


which it is proposed to erect it. 


End and party 13. In localities where timber or mud walls are allowed the Board 
walls where a May require that the end walls of any block abutting on a cross street, 
avails ar and every third party wall, shall be of brick or stone. 

Party walls, 14. All brick or stone party walls shall be carried up intact to a 


details asto. height of not less than 1 foot 6 inches above the tiles or other roof 
covering, measured at right angles to the slope; proper copings shall 
be constructed on these to prevent water running down the sides or 


soaking into them. 


Thickucss of 15. No external or party brick wall shall be of less thickness than 


brick walix. nine inches, exclusive of plastering. 
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16. All such brick walls exceeding 12 feet in height above ground 
level shall be thickened at the base, an addition of four inches being made 
for each additional 12 feet of height or part thereof; and the thickness 
may be reduced as it is carried up at intervals of 12 feet in steps, not 
exceeding four and a half inches for both sides together, to a minimum 
of nine inches. 


17. Unless of special and approved thickness every such brick wall 
shall be strengthened to its full height by substantial cross walls or 
pilasters exceeding it in thickness by not less than nine inches, and of a 
minimum width of 1 foot 6 inches at intervals not exceeding 20 feet. 


13. The three last preceding by-laws shall apply to stone walls with 
the proviso that all the dimensions referring to width or thickness shall, 
for rubble work, be one-third more than those therein given. 


19. Where mud walls are allowed they shall be strengthened by 
brick pillars or hard-wood posts at intervals not exceeding 20 feet, and 
no part of the roof or any upper storey shall depend on them for support. 


20. All foundations shall be laid at a depth exceeding that of the 
drains adjoining the site by not less than six inches where these are of 
brick or concrete, and by not less than 1 foot 6 inches where they are in 
earth only, the minimum depth in any case being 2 feet 6 inches below 
ground level. They shall rest on solid ground in all cases, or on a 
sufficient width and thickness of good concrete with addition of such 
other good and suitable material as the site may, in the opinion of the 
Board, require. Footings shall be built with regular offsets not exceeding 
four inches for brick- work or six inches for stone, and their projection on 
each side shall be at least equal to half the thickness of the wall at its 
base, their minimum depth being two-thirds of that thickness. 


21. Brick pillars shall not exceed 16 feet in height above ground 
level unless connected by brick, stone or mud walls in the lower storey, or 
12 feet above such connecting walls in any case. The total height, 
measured from the top downwards, shall not at any point exceed six 
times the square of the least width or thickness. Where timbers are 
supported on any such pillars the area of the brick-work shall not be 
reduced in cross section by more than one-third ; a clear space shall be 
left on both sides, at the end and on the top of the timbers, and any 
opening or recess exceeding five inches in width shall be covered with a 

‘stone slab. In no case shall any timber be built in or any weight from 
the brick -work above supported on it. 


22, All pillars in any verandah supporting an upper storey shall be 
of brick-work not less than two feet square, and the provisions of By-law 
20 as to foundations shall apply to these also. 


23, All posts, beams, sills, wall-plates, purlins and rafters shall be 
of hard-wood ; and proper hard-wood bracing shall be fixed between the 
posts supporting any roof or upper storey, so that thev shall not depend 
on the planking for lateral support. 


24, No person who shall erect or re-erect any building shall allow 
the same or any portion thereof to be occupied, and no person who shall 
add to or alter any building shall allow such addition or the part so 
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altered to be occupied, until such building shall have been examined by 
an officer duly authorised hy the Board and shall have been certified 
by such officer to be fit for occupation. 


25. When any new or enlarged building is occupied the owner of 
such building shall within 15 days give notice thereof to the Board. 


26. Proper precautions shall be taken for the protection of the 
public whilst building operations are being carried on, by the placing 
of a strong hoarding round the building, when necessary, with lamps 
at those corners which abut on a street lighted and kept burning from 
sunset to sunrise. All building material shall be kept within such 
hoarding. 


27, No materials shall be stacked nor any post, scaffolding or other 
temporary erection put up, nor any hole or excavation made on any pre- 
mises abutting on any strect without the written permission of the 
Board ; and every person to whom such permission is granted shall, at 
his own expense, cause such materials, scaffolding, hole or excavation to 
be sufficiently fenced and enclosed until the materials are removed or the 
hole is filled up or otherwise made secure, and shall cause the same to be 
sufficiently lighted as provided above. 


28. Every person who shall erect a building shall construct the 
ground floor of such building at such level as will allow of the construc- 
tion of a drain sufficient for the effectual drainage of such building. 


29. Every house within 20 feet of a street shall be provided with 
an independent drain connected directly with a public masonry drain, 
or if there is no such drain with a roadside drain or ditch ; and the drain 
shall be constructed throughout its entire length of brick or other 
material approved by the Board; and if the drain be constructed of 
brick or concrete it shall be properly plastered with cement. 


30. Where the upper portion of an arcade is covered in, not less 
than seven feet clear headway shall be left above the level of the pave- 
ment of such arcade. 


31. If any house, wall, verandah or other erection, or any part 
thereof, fall upon any street the owner shal] forthwith remove the fallen 
materials: and if the same be not forthwith removed they may be remov- 
ed by order of the Chairman of the Board and the expense of such 
removal recovered from the owner. 


32. The owner or occupier of any house or building the walls or roof 
of which are made of atap or any other inflammable material shall, on 
receiving written notice from the Board in that behalf, refrain from 
renewing or repairing the same with any such inflammable material. 


33. No building of any kind shall be constructed of or roofed with 
ataps within town limits without the special permission of the Board. 


34. Dangerous or ruinous buildings shall be vacated immediately on 
receipt of an order to that effect from the Board. 


35, If the Board considers that any building or anything affixed 
thereon is in a ruinous state or likely to fall or in any way dangerous to 
the inhabitants or occupiers of such building or to the neighbouring 
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houses or buildings or to the inhabitants or occupiers thereof or to 
passenyers, it shall immediately, if it appears to be necessary, cause a 
proper hoarding or fence to be put up for the protection of passengers at 
the expense of the owner of such building, and shall cause notice in 
writing to be served on the owner or occupier forthwith to take down, 
secure or repair such building or thing affixed thereon, as the case shall 
require. 


36. If any building or land remains untenanted and thereby becomes 
a resort of idle and disorderly persons or otherwise becomes a public 
nuisance and complaint thereof is made by any two or more of the neigh- 
bours or by any ofticer of the Board or of the Police, the Board may cause 
notice in writing to be served on the owner or the person claiming to be 
the owner requiring him to secure or enclose the same or to abate the 
nuisance. 


37. If such notice be not complied with within seven days the Board 
may secure or enclose the said premises or abate the nuisance complained 
of, and all expenses thereby incurred shall be paid by the owner. 


STREETS. 


38. Every person who intends to make or lay out any street shall 
give notice in writing thereof to the Board accompanied by a plan in 
duplicate shewing the intended level, width and construction of such 
street and the proposed manner of draining it, and by a statement 
whether such street is intended for a carriage road or for foot traffic only 
or otherwise in order that the same may be approved or disapproved by 
the Board. 


39. If the Board disapprove of the said plan in any particular it 
may amend the same as may seem to it desirable, and such amended plan 
shall be adopted and complied with by any person making or laying out 
such street and by every person building thereupon. 


40. (i). No person shall lay out or make or build upon any street in 
contravention of By-law 38 or 39, and the Board may, if it think fit, 
cause any street so laid out or made to be altered, and any building so 

4 built to be altered or removed. 


(ii). Nothing contained in any of the foregoing by-laws shall apply 
to any building or street erected or made by or on behalf of the Govern- 
ment. 


DRAINS. 


41. All drains and culverts alongside or under any street, whether 
such drains and culverts have been constructed by the Board or not, and 
public drains constructed through private properties, shall be under the 
control of the Board. 


42. The Board may make main and other public drains under or 
alongside streets or through private properties and may provide suitable 
outlet drains, and may construct proper apparatus for flushing them and 
may otherwise make such provision as the Board may consider necessary 
for the effectual drainage of the town. 
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43. No person shall, within or without the Sanitary Board area, 
build or maintain any dam or other construction so as to obstruct the flow 
of water into or out of any drain, sewer or culvert under the control of the 
Board, nor by any means alter the level of any water so as to reduce its 
flow as aforesaid, nor construct any steps, bridge or platform over any 
public drain within the Sanitary Board area without the consent of the 
Board in writing. 


44. Except as provided by By-laws 29 and 45 no person shall, with- 
out the written consent of the Board, make or cause to be made any drain 
into any public sewer or drain, or into any canal or stream under control 
of the Board, and the Board may cause any such drain constructed with- 
out such written consent as aforesaid to be demolished, altered, re- made 
or otherwise dealt with as it may think fit, at the expense of the person 
making such drain. 


45. The floors of all kitchens and bath-rooms and all surfaces 
immediately adjacent to any well or tap shall be paved and rendered in 
cement or other impervious material, and every house shall have suitable 
communicating drains, as required by By-law 29, to lead away and 
discharge into a public drain all waste water; the owner of any house as 
to which the provisions of this by-law are not complied with shall be 
deemed to have committed a breach of the same. 


46. Every owner or occupier of a house constructed prior to the 
coming into force of these by-laws shall, within one month from the 
receipt of a notice from the Board requiring him to do so, construct: such 
drain or drains as may be necessary to comply with the requirements of 
By-law 29. 


47. Every owner or occupier shall maintain in good order and repair, 
and shall cleanse, all private drains and cement floors on his premises and 
land. 


LATRINES. 


48. Every owner or occupier of a house shall, within one month from 
the receipt of a notice from the Board requiring him to do so, cause to be 
erected on his premises a latrine in accordance with the plan and instruc- 
tions of the Board and so placed as to be easily reached from a back lane, 
where one exists. 


49. The Board may by notice require the owner or person having 
control of any latrine to alter, repair or remove it, if considered to be 
defective, or to cleanse, white- wash or otherwise disinfect it, at any time. 


50. In the event of any owner or occupier failing to erect on his 
premises, within one month from the date of service of the notice 
requiring him to do so, a latrine in accordance with the requirements 
thereof, or to alter, repair or remove any latrine already existing, the 
Board may erect, alter, repair or remove such latrine at the expense of 
be the owner or occupier. 


51. Every latrine constructed within town limits shall be furnished 
with buckets so many in number and of such design and material as the 
Board may approve, and these shall be placed close under the seat of the 
latrine and shall stand on a cement floor in such manner that they may 
easily removed and cleansed. 
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REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL AND REFUSE. 


52. The Board may provide buckets for the reception and removal of Recovery of 
night-soil on or from any premises at the expense of the owners or occu- Cost of night- 
piers thereof, and the cost of the same and of all subsequent renewals and soil buckets, 
repairs thereof may be recovered from such owners or occupiers by 
the Board. 


58. All night-soil buckets shall be removed and cleaned daily Fees for 
by persons authorised in that behalf by the Board, and a fee not exceed- removal of 
ing $2 per bucket per mensem may be charged to each owner or occupier Might -soil.

56. Every occupier of any house, land or premises shall give Free access 
free access to the persons authorised by the Board to remove night- for remove 
soil from his latrine during such hours as may be fixed by the Board. 5 ert 


57. No cess-pool shall be constructed ‘within the Sanitary Board Cess - pools.” 
area, and the Board may close any existing cess - pool. 


58. Any person erecting temporary sheds for workmen shall provide Temporary 
such latrines and buckets as may be required by the Board, and shall pay latrines, etc., 
such fees for removal of nisht-soil as may be fixed under By - law: 53. for workmen. 


59. No refusg or rubbish shall be deposited on any street except such Depositin 
as arises from ordinary domestic use, which may be deposited in the rubbish. 
manner hereinafter provided and not otherwise. 


60. The owner or occupier of every house shall, if required by Dust-bins. 
the Board, provide himself with a sufficient number of sound dust- 
bins or boxes, as required, of wood or other suitable material, of a 
capacity of not more than three cubic feet. 


61. The Board may direct the owner or occupier of any house Exposing 
or premises to place such dust-bins or boxes daily on the edge of the dust-bins. 
arcade or verandah or five-foot way of his house, or in the case of a bs 
house situated within a compound or garden at the entrance to such com- 
pound or garden, between the hours of 5.30 a.m. and 7.30 a.m. or 
between the hours of 1 p.m. and 3 p.m., in order that they may be 
emptied and the contents thereof removed by scavenging carts; and 
every owner and occupier shall comply with any such direction of the 
Board. 


62. The Board may in lieu of the procedure provided by the last Compulsory 
preceding by-law require the owner or occupier of any house or premises emptying of 
to empty such dust-bins or boxes at least once daily, before 7.30 a.m., ‘ust-bins. 
into receptacles provided by the Board. 


68. No person shall place any dust-bin or box in the aforesaid posi- Specified 
tions or empty the contents thereof except within the aforementioned hours. hours. 
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Throwing 64. No person shall throw or deposit, or permit his servants or 

rubbish into members of his household under his control to throw or deposit, any 

drains, ete. earth or materials of any description or refuse, rubbish or any offensive 
matter of any kind into or upon any street, sewer or drain. 


Removal of 65. The Board may from time to time fix the hours within which 
night-soil. only it shall be lawful to remove any night-soil or decaying fish or 
decaying rice or other such offensive matter, and when the Board has 
fixed such hours and given public notice thereof whoever removes or 
causes to be removed along any street any such offensive matter at 
any time except within the hours so fixed, and also whoever at any 
time, whether such hours have been fixed by the Board or not, uses for 
any such purpose any cart, carriage or other receptacle or vessel not 
having a covering proper for preventing the escape of the contents 
thereof or of the stench therefrom, or who slops or spills any such 
offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who does not carefully 
sweep and clean every place in which any such offensive matter has 
been slopped or spilt, or who places or sets down in any public place 
any vessel containing such offensive matter, or who drives or takes or 
causes to be driven or taken any cart, carriage, receptacle or vessel 
used for any such purpose as aforesaid through or by any street or 
route other than such as shall from time to time be appointed for that 
e purpose by the Board by public notice, shall be liable for a first offence 
to a fine not exceeding $10, and for a second or subsequent offence 
to a fine not exceeding $25. 


Rights of 66. The Board shall have the exclusive right to collect and remove 

Boardin or to delegate to others the right to collect and remove all refuse, 

respect of dust, ashes or any form of filth from public dust-bins, and all night- 

refuse. soil from latrines; and all matter so collected shall be the property of 
the Board, which may sell or otherwise dispose of it. 


Disposal of 67. Avsiteor sites may be provided by the Board on which night- 
refuse and _—soil, refuse and filth of any description shall be deposited and disposed 
night-soil. of as the Board may direct. 


WELLS. 


Wells. 68. No person shall construct any well within the Sanitary Board 
area without the consent of the Board, and the Board may order any 
well to be repaired, cleansed or closed temporarily or permanently. The 
owner or person having control of any well shall, if so required by 
the Board, cause the mouth thereof to be rendered tin cement, concrete 
or other impervious material and to be surrounded by a wall. 


STABLES, CATTLE-SHEDS AND PIG-STYES. 


Licences 69. No person shall use any place within the Sanitary Board area 

necessary as a stable for horses or ponies kept fot hire or as a cattle-shed, sheep 

for stables, or goat pen or pig-sty, used for trade purposes, unless he hold a licence 

cattle-shed® in that behalf from the Board, which may grant or withhold such, 

anc pig-S'¥°8- licences at its discretion ; every such licence shall be renewable annually 
and shall state the locality and the number of horses, cattle, sheep, 
goats or pigs, as the case may be, that may be kept under it. No fee shi 
be charged for any such licence. 


Stables, ete., to 


ter kept clean. 70. The owner or tenant of any stable, cattle-shed, pig-sty or sheep 


or goat pen shall keep such premises in repair and shall cause them to be 
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kept at all times thoroughly clean and to be white- washed whenever 
required by the Board. 


71. Every stable used for horses or cattle shall, if provided with a flat Dimensions 
roof, be not less than twelve feet in height, or if provided with a pent of ee lea und 
roof shall be not less than eight feet in height at the wall plate; and the cate een: 
space allotted therein to each cow, bullock or buffalo shall not be less 
than five and a half feet wide and the space allotted to each horse shall 
not be less than seven feet wide. 


72. The floor of every stable, cattle-shed, sheep or goat pen or pig- Flooring and 
sty shall be raised at least eight inches above the surrounding ground deeina ye ot 
level, shall be paved with cement, concrete or other impervious material, eatile dase: 
having a slope of not less than 1 in 60, and shall directly communicate by 
an independent drain, to be constructed as the Board may direct, with a 
covered cemented catch-pit, the contents of which shall be removed daily at 
the expense of the owners or tenants of the premises. In case of default 
the Board may cause such catch-pit to be cleaned at the cost of the owner 
or tenant. 


73. The owner or tenant of any stable, cattle-shed, sheep or goat pen Collection 
or pig-sty shall cause all manure and stale bedding therefrom to be and removal 
collected in one place so that no nuisance shall be caused thereby, and of Loney 
shall cause the same to be removed from such premises at intervals of not Steijlos and 
more than seven days; and if at any time the owner or tenant of any cattle-sheds. 
such premises shall neglect or fail to have such manure or bedding 
removed therefrom as aforesaid the same may be removed by the Board 


at the cost of the owner or tenant. 


74, (i). Where public stables are provided the owner or tenant Public 
thereof shall keep the stables and surroundings clean, and shall employ ®tables.

PUBLIC DAIRIES. 


75. No person shall carry on within the Sanitary Board area the Dairymen’a 
trade of a dairyman or purveyor of milk unless he hold a licence in. licences. 
that behalf from the Board; such licences may be issued free of 
charge and every such licence shall expire on the thirty-first da: 
of December of the year in which it is issued. Any such licence shall 
be liable at any time to cancellation by the Board if it be shewn that the 
holder thereof, or his servants or agents, have failed to observe or comply 
with all or any of the by-laws passed by the Board for the regulation of 
cattle-sheds and dairies and for the control of the conduct and operations 
of the persons engaged therein. 
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76. Every vessel used for the reception of milk shall be of such 
materials as the Health Officer may approve and shall be kept clean to his 
satisfaction. 


77. No person carrying on the trade of a dairyman or purveyor of 
milk shall allow any person suffering from an infectious disorder or hay- 
ing recently been in contact with a person so suffering to milk a buffalo 
or cow, or to handle any vessel used for the reception of milk for sale, or 
in any way to take part or assist in the conduct of such trade. 


78. Tf at any time disease of any description exists among the cattle 
belonging to a dairyman or purveyor of milk or among other animals 
associated with the cattle of such person, he shall notify the same forth- 
with to the Chairman of the Board or to the Health Officer, and thereafter 
the milk of such cattle shall not be sold or disposed of for human food 
except with the permission, in writing, of the Health Officer. 


79. No person shall sell milk obtained from buffaloes or cows fed 
upon any substance which is in the opinion of the Health Officer likely to 
render the milk injurious to health or milk which has been adulterated 
with water or with any other substance whatsoever. 


PUBLIC MARKETS. 
80. Public markets shall be open from 4 a.m. to 7 p.m. 


81. No article other than poultry, fish and food of a perishable 
nature shall be sold in any market. 


82. No trade or handicraft, or dealing in opium or spirits, shall be 
carried on in any market. 


83. No person shall cause an obstruction in any market or in any 
roadways or approaches thereof. 


84. No person shall expose for sale in any market any unwholesome 
article of food. 


85. The Board may confine the sale of certain articles or things to 
certain parts or certain stalls of a market. 


86. No person shall hawk, sell or expose for sale any fresh meat, 
fresh fish, poultry, fresh vegetables or fruit within fifty yards of a public 
market. 


87. No person shall exhibit any articles for sale on the pathways or 
over any drain within a market, and no board, box, basket or other article 
shall be left in, upon, or across any such drain or pathway. 


88. No person shall make or use any fire for cooking or any other 
purpose within a market except in places provided or sanctioned for such 
purpose by the Board. 


89. The market keeper shall register the name of each stall-holder in 
a book to be kept for the purpose. 
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90. Except with the permission of the Board no person shall remain 
in a market between 9 p.m. and 4 a.m. 


91. No person shall sit, stand or lie on any stall. 


92. The occupant of each stall or cooking place shall keep the same 
clean and in good order, and on one day in every week, to be fixed by the 
Board, stall-holders shall remove all their goods from their stalls and 
shall cleanse their stalls thoroughly. 


93. Every dealer in fresh fish and meat shall thoroughly wash and 
cleanse his stall block, stall board and all fittings and utensils belonging 
thereto at least once every day. 


94. No person shall deposit any refuse in a market elsewhere than 
in dust-bins provided for that purpose and no stall-holder shall keep any 
empty case or basket within a market for more than 24 hours. 


95. No person shall erect any sunshade or make any alterations or 
additions to any stall without the consent of the Board. 


96. The arrangement of water-taps and services in every market 
shall be under the control of the Board and the licensee or lessee of any 
market shall be responsible that no excessive waste of water takes place. 


97. No person shall hawk goods about the precincts of a market. 


98. No person shall, in a market, bey or apply for alms or expose or 
exhibit any sores, wounds, bodily ailments or deformity. Officers of the 
Board are required to expel such persons from markets, nor shall any 
person so afflicted or any leper engage or assist in any business therein. 


99. No person shall commit a nuisance within the precincts of a 
market. 


100. No person shall prevent any member of the Board, or any officer 
appointed by the Board, from entering or inspecting any part of any 
market premises at any time. 


101. The Board may expel from any market any person who has been 
convicted of contravening any by-law relating to public markets and 
may prevent any such person from further carrying on any business in 
such market or occupying any stall therein. 


102. In the event of a market being leased, the lessee shall take all 
reasonable measures to secure the observance of all by-laws relating to 
the regulation of markets. He shall employ a sufficient number of per- 
sons to wash and keep the market clean to the satisfaction of the Board 
and shall be responsible for all damage to or loss of any property of the 
Board in the market. 


SLAUGHTER - HOUSES. 


103. Except in the case of any public slaughter - house under the direct 
control of the Board or leased by it to any person it shall not be lawful 
to_use any place as a slaughter-house unless a licence in writing in that 
behalf shall have been first issued by the Board. Every such licence 
shall be renewable annually and a fee may be charged therefor not 
exceeding $10 for each year. 
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Private 104. The Board may issue licences for private slaughter-houses if 
slaughter- —_ there be no public slaughter-house in the neighbourhood but not other- 
houses. wise. 
Cancellation 105. The Board may cancel without compensation any licence for a 


of liconce. slaughter-house if the building for which it has been issued or the 
appurtenances thereof are not kept in good order and clean to the 
satisfaction of the Board. 


Slaughtering 106. No person shall slaughter or cause to be slaughtered any: cattle, 
elsewhere sheep, goat or pig intended for human food elsewhere than in such a 
than ia public slaughter-house as is referred to in By-law 103 or in a licensed 


li id . . 
danas tees slaughter-house, unless the Board for some special reason permits such 
houses. animals to be slaughtered elsewhere. 


Nester of public 107. The lessee of a public slaughter-house shall be responsible for 


responsible for all damage done to the buildings and fittings and for any property of the 
buildings, ete. Board that may be removed from the premises. 


Premises and 108. The licensee or lessee shall cause the yard, buildings and pens to 

appliances to be kept in a clean and wholesome state, and shall keep or cause to be 

be kept clean. kept clean and in good repair all vehicles or other appliances used for the 
conveyance of carcases from the slaughter - house. 


Removal of 109. The licensee or lessee shall cause all filth or refuse to be 
refuse. deposited in such places and disposed of in such manner as the Board 
shall from time to time direct. 

Control of 110. The arrangement of water-taps and services in every slaughter- 
Board over —_ house shall be under the control.of the Board and the licensce or lessee 
bigs of any slaughter-house shall be responsible that no excessive waste of 
ba water takes place. 

Sales. 111. Whole carcases only shall be sold in any slaughter - house. 
Furnitare. 112. No furniture, except stands for hanging carcases and blocks on 


which to cut meat, shall be brought into any slaughter - house. 


Pevsforanlinels 113. No animals, except those brought for slaughter, shall be kept in 
Slnughter only, the pens in any slaughter-house at any time. 


Hours, 114. Animals for slaughter shall be brought to the slaughter - house 
and carcases shall be removed at such hours only as may be fixed by the 
Board. 

Inspection 115. No animal intended for human food shall be admitted into any 

before slaughter-house until it shall have been inspected by the officer thereto 


slaughtering. appointed by the Board and passed as fit fur slaughter, and such officer 
may, if he think fit, order that any animals be set aside for observation 
in such manner and for such period as he may direct, or that it be 
removed or destroyed. 


Inspeetion of | 116. (i). All carcases or portions of carcases intended for human food 

Sarcasoe: may be examined by an officer appointed by the Board in that behalf and 
if found to be unfit for human food shall be destroyed on the order of 
such officer, and no compensation shall be payable to the owner in 
respect thereof. 
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(ii). The owner shall, if required by the Health Officer or his 
authorised representative, produce, for the purpose of identification, the 
horns or any part of any animal slaughtered.

EXCLUSIVE RIGHTS. 
Exclusive 126. No exclusive right shall be granted under Section 4 (d) of “The 
rights. Sanitary Boards Enactment, 1902,” except with the previously obtained 


approval of the Resident, nor, except in the case of the Board creating 
any such exclusive right in its own favour, without public advertisement 
inviting tenders. The fact of any such exclusive right having been 
created shall be made publicly known before any prosecution for the 
infringement thereof shall be undertaken by the Board. 


DANGEROUS AND OFFENSIVE TRADES. 


Places for 127. No place within the Sanitary Board area shall, unless licensed by 
dangerous — the Board, be used for any of the following trade purposes -— namely, for 


pnd of owe bd (a). Skinning or disembowelling animals ; 
be licensed. (b). Boiling offal, blood or oil ; 
(c). Tallow melting or soap making ; 
(d). Making bricks, pottery or lime ; 
(e). Dyeing or tanning : 
(f). Washing sago or making sago flour ; 
(g). Curing fish or manufacturing fish manure ; 
(hk). Drying or sorting fish ; 
(i). Storing matches in quantities of one case or upwards ; 
(j). Keeping pigs ; 
(k). Depositing or storing coal, wood, atap, hay, straw or other 
dangerously inflammable materials ; 


(2. Any other manufacture or business from which either offensive 
or unwholesome smells arise ; 


(m). Any purpose calculated to be dangerous to life. 


The Board may at its discretion grant licences for the aforesaid 
purposes and may impose such terms therein as shall appear expedient. 
Every such licence shall be renewable annually, and a fee, to be approved 
by the Resident, which shall not exceed $10 for each year, may be charged 


therefor. 

Construction 128. All places used for the purposes of any dangerous trade shall 
of places be constructed with brick walls and roofed with iron or tiles, and no 
used for such combustible materials except such as are necessarily used shall be kept in 
iede any such place. 

Floor of 129. The floor of every building or place used for any dangerous 
building used or offensive trade shall be paved with cement, concrete or other im- 
for such pervious material, sloping into a drain leading to a catch-pit of cement, 


trades. concrete or other impervious material. 
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130. Every person carrying on any such trade shall cause the 
lower five feet of the internal surface of the walls of the premises used by 
him for the purposes of such trade to be rendered in cement and kept at 
all times in good order and repair, so as to prevent the absorption therein 
of any liquid, refuse or filth, and shall also cause the entire internal 
surface of every wall to be thoroughly cleansed and after being so 
cleansed to be lime-washed whenever required by the Board. 


131. All fire-places used for any such trade shall be of such form 
and dimensions and in such position as shall be approved by the Board. 


132. Every person carrying on any such trade shall cause the premises 
where such trade is carried on to be thoroughly cleansed and all filth 
removed daily, and shall cause the drains provided in, or in connection 
with, such premises to be kept at all times clean and in good order. 


133. All refuse from the process of carrying on any such trade and 
all fat, offal and other offensive matter shall be removed from the 
premises daily and deposited in such place as may be approved by the 
Board. 


134. No articles in the process of being used for any trade of an 
offensive nature shall be spread or hung up to dry in any place within 
fifteen yards of any dwelling - house 


135. Every person carrying on any such trade shall cause all materials 
which have been received upon the premises where such trade is carried 
on and which are not immediately required for use to be stored in such 
a manner and in such a situation as to prevent the emission of noxious 
or offensive effluvia therefrom. 


136. Every person carrying on any of the above-mentioned trades 
shall cause the name of his trade, together with the number under 
which the premises shall have been registered by the Board, to be painted 
in legible characters, in English, over or at the side of the door or entrance 
of his premises; and shall at all reasonable times allow to all members 
and officers of the Board free access to every part of the premises where 
his business is carried on for the purpose of inspecting such premises. 


137. Except in the case of matches less in quantity than one case 
of 120 packets or 1,200 boxes no person shall store matches in any 
licensed place except in metal-lined cases. 


STREETS. 


138. No person shall convey any timber or other material in any 
cart or lorry along any street without properly securing the same from 
trailing upon or otherwise damaging the street, or becoming dangerous 
to traffic; and when the load exceeds in length 16 feet it shall not. 
be conveyed along any street, except between sunrise and sunset, other- 
wise than in a lorry. : 


139. No person shall place any line, cord or pole across any street 
or hang or place any clothes on any line, cord or pole so placed without 
the permission of the Board in writing. 
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140. The owner or occupier of any land on which there may be 
from time to time any wall, gate-posts or gate abutting on any street 
within town limits shall cause the same to be kept in a good state of 
repair and to be properly lime- washed or painted at least once a year, and 
in the event of any failure by such owner or occupier to keep the same in 
good repair or to lime-wash or paint the same as aforesaid in the manner 
and within the time prescribed in a notice in writing from the Board, 
the Board may cause the same to be put ina good state of repair or 
to be lime-washed or painted, and may recover the cost thereof from 
the owner or occupier. 


141. All carts carrying road metal, bricks or other loose materials 
shall be properly closed at the front, back and sides, in order that such 
materials may not fall on any street. 


142. No person shall damage or, except with the authority of the 
Board, cut, remove or in any way interfere with any tree or plant in any 
public reserve or garden within the Sanitary Board area or the fencing or 
other protection provided. 


143. No person shall carry a corpse through any street unless it be 
decently covered and concexled from public view. 


144. It shall be lawful for the Board to licence so many street stalls 
and in such places as the Resident may from time to time approve, and no 
stall for the display or sale of merchandise or other articles shall be set 
up in any public street without a licence from the Board, for which a fee 
may be charged not exceeding $1 per month: provided that no such 
stall shall be so placed as to cause an obstruction. 


145. No person shall hawk any fresh meat or any food -stuffs whatso- 
ever about any street unless he hold a licence in that behalf from the 
Board ; such licences may be issued free of charge and every such licence 
shall expire on the 31st day of December of the year in which it is issued. 


146. No owner or driver of any licensed vehicle shall permit it to 
stand, except at a place provided for the purpose by the Board, in any 
street or public place longer than may be necessary to take up or set down 
a fare or to load or unload, or so as to cause obstruction. 


147. No person shall place or leave on any street any article likely to 
cause obstruction or place any blind, awning or other projection over any 
street without the consent of the Board in writing. 


148. No person shall take down, alter, remove or otherwise interfere 
with any fencing, bar, chain or lights placed or fixed across or in any 
street for purposes of public safety while such street is under repair 
or while works are being carned on upon it by the Board. 


RECREATION GROUNDS. 


149. All open spaces under the control of the Board and maintained 
by it for the health and recreation of the public, hereinafter termed 
“recreation grounds,” shall at all times, subject to any special rights. 
granted by the Board, be open to the public. 
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150. No person shall post, stick, stamp, stencil, paint or otherwise 
affix, or cause to be posted, stuck, stamped, stencilled, painted or other- 
wise affixed, any placard, handbill, notice, advertisement or any document 
whatsoever upon any tree, fence, post or building on any recreation 
ground. 


151. No person shall discharge any firearm or send up any fire balloon 
or throw or set fire to any fireworks or kindle any fire on any part of any 
recreation ground without the written permission of the Buard previously 
obtained. 


152. No person shall sell or ‘expose for sale any goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or things on any part of any recreation ground without the written 
permission of the Board previously obtained. 


153. No person having control of any horses, cattle, sheep, goats or 
donkeys shall cause or allow any such animal to be upon any recreation 
ground without the permission of the Board. \ 


154. No person shall in any part of any recreation ground shake, 
sweep, brush, beat or cleanse any carpet or other fabric containing dust 
or dirt. 


155. No person shall in any part of any recreation ground hang, 
spread or deposit any linen or other fabric for the purpose of drying, 
bleaching, sail-making or for any other purpose. ; 

156. No person shall leave, discharge, throw, or take upon any 
recreation ground any rubbish, dirt or refuse of any kind whatsoever 
without the written permission of the Board previously obtained, and in 
the event of such permission being given shall in all cases act under 
the directions of the Board. 


157. No person shall deliver any public address in any part of 
any recreation ground without the permission of the Board. 


158. No person or club shall use any part of any recreation 
ground for the purpose of any game which by reason of the manner 
of playing or for the prevention of damage, danger or discomfort to any 
persons on the recreation ground may necessitate at any time during the 
continuance of the game the exclusive use by the player or players of any 
space on the recreation ground, until the approval of the Board has been 
obtained and a permit issued, 


159. Every permit issued under By-law 158 shall be revocable at the 
discretion of the Board on the expiration of one month’s notice to 
the holder thereof of the intention of the Board to revoke the same, 
and on such revocation the person or club whose permit is revoked shall 
cease to play on the recreation ground. Every such permit shall expire 
on the 31st day of December of the year in which it is issued. 


160. No person or club shall erect or fix any structure or place 
any obstruction on any recreation ground for any purpose whatsoever 
without the permission of the Board previously obtained. 
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NAMES AND NUMBERS. 


161. No person shall destroy, er down, deface, cover or conceal any 
name or number affixed or painted on any house or street by order of the 
Board, or affix or paint any name different from that affixed or painted by 
order of the Board. 


162. It shall be the duty of the owner and occupier of any house or 
building on which any name or number has been affixed or painted 
by order of the Board to protect such name or number. 


BAKERIES, 


163. No building shall be used as a bakery or for the preparation or 
cooking of any form of pastry for sale unless licensed by the Board. 


164. Every keeper of a bakery shall cause the floor thereof to be 
thoroughly washed and cleansed at least once in every day. 


165. Every keeper of a bakery shall cause the whole of the inside 
wall and ceilings thereof to be properly white-washed at least once a 
quarter and also at all other times when he may be required to do 
so by notice in writing from the Board. 


166. Every keeper of a bakery shall cause every baking table and 
every implement used in baking and every table, shelf or other article 
used for placing bread, cakes, biscuits or other articles of food in or 
upon to be thoroughly washed and cleansed once at least in every day. 


167. No keeper of a bakery shall use any but wholesome water for 
baking or for cleansing the premises. 


168. Every kceper of a bakery shall cause every means of ventilation 
in connection therewith to be kept in good order and efficient action. 


169. No keeper of a bakery shall cause or allow to be brought into, 
placed in or carried through such bakery any night-stool or other recept- 
acle for urine or excreta. 


170. No keeper of a bakery shall sit, stand or lie down upon any 
table or shelf in such bakery, nor shall he allow any other person to sit, 
stand or lie down upon any such table or shelf, nor shall he sleep, or 
allow any other person to sleep, within such bakery. 


171. No person suffering from any skin disease or infectious disorder 
or who has recently been in contact with a person so suffering shall enter 
any bakery or take part in or assist in any way in the conduct of 
the trade carried on there. 


172. No keeper of a bakery shall keep or allow to be kept therein any 
animal or bird. 


173. Every keeper of a bakery shall afford to every member or officer 
of the Board free access to every part thereof for purposes of inspection 
at all hours during the daytime and also at all times during the 
night when work is going on in the bakery. 
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LAUNDRIES, 


174. Nothing contained in By-laws 175 to 179 shall affect any 
laundry maintained solely for the private convenience and at the private 
expense of any individual. 


175. No place shall be used as a laundry except under a licence from 
the Board and every such licence shall be renewable annually and may be 
issued free of charge. 


176. No portion of any laundry work-room shall be occupied as a 
dwelling or used for the purpose of cooking food. 


177. No person suffering from any skin disease or infectious disorder 
shall live, work or be employed on any premises used for the purposes of 
a laundry. 


178. No washerman shall knowingly receive any article whatsoever 
from or belonging to or used by any person living in any house where 
there is an infectious disorder. 


179. Members and officers of the Board shall at all times have free 
access to any laundry. 


PUBLIC KATING HOUSES 


180. No building shall be used as a public eating house until it has 
been licensed by the Board for that purpose ; such licences may be issued 
free of charge. 

\ 

181. Members and officers ot the Board shall at all times have free 

access to any public eating house for purposes of inspection. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


- 

182. Whenever it appears to the Board that any accumulation of 
weeds, undergrowth, manure, refuse or noxious or unsightly matter ought 
to be removed from any premises or land, the occupier or, in the casewpf 
unoccupied premises, the owner of such premises or land shall remove the 
same within such time as may be specified by the Board by notice in 
writing. 


183. Whenever it appears to the Board that any house or part thereof 
is in such a filthy or unwholesome condition as to be unfit for human 
habitation or a nuisance to any person living in the neighbourhood or to 
endanger the public health, the occupier or, in the case of unoccupied 
premises, the owner of such house shall whitewash, cleanse, purify or 
otherwise remedy the same as may he required by the Board by notice in 
writing. 

184, The owner and occupier, or either of them, of any such house as 
is referred to in Section 4 (f) of “The Sanitary Boards Enactment, 1902,” 
which in the opinion of the Board by reason of overcrowding, insufficient 
ventilation or insufficient admission of daylight is prejudicial to the health 
of the occupants thereof or to the neighbourhood, shall, on notice in writ- 
ing from the Board, take such action as may be prescribed in such notice. 
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185. (i). No person shall knowingly let any house or other building or 
part of a house or building in which any person has been suffering from 
a dangerous infectious disease without having such house or other build- 
ing or part thereof and all articles therein disinfected to the satisfaction 
of the Health Officer and obtaining a certificate from him to that effect. 


(ii). For the purpose of this by-law a hotel or lodging-house keeper 
shall be deemed to let part of his house to any person admitted as a 
guest into his hotel or lodging - house. 


186. No owner or occupier shall keep on his premises any animal 
which is a. public nuisance or in the opinion of the Health Officer 
injurious to health. 


187. Every person within whose premises any horse, pony, cattle, 
goat, sheep or pig may die shall, within four hours after its death, or if 
death occurs at night within four hours after daylight, remove and bury 


_ the carcase at such place as may be appointed fer the purpose by the 


Board. 


188. No building shall be used as a theatre or place of public enter- 
tainment until it shall have been licensed by the Board. 


189. The owner of every theatre or other place of public entertain- 
ment shall take out a licence every half year, and a fee of $5 shall be 
payable in respect thereof, and all such licences shall expire on the 30th 
day of June or the 3lst day of December as the case may be. 


190. No licence shall be granted for a theatre or other place of public 
entertainment until the Board shall be satisfied that there are a sufficient 
number of places of exit and of doors opening outwards and that the 
safety of the public is sufficiently provided for. 


191. No theatrical or musical or other exhibition’ or entertainment 
open to the public shall be carried on in any street or public place or 
within any public enclosure or upon any private open space witltin town 
limits except with the permission of the Board. 


192. No person shall bathe at any public hydrant nor wash clothes or 
other articles thereat nor waste the water therefrom. 


193. No person shall wilfully damage any lamp or lamp-post or 
maliciously extinguish the light of any lamp belonging to the Board. 


THE CONDUCT OF THE BUSINESS OF SANITARY BOARDS. 
194. A meeting of the Board shall be either ordinary or special. 
195. Ordinary meetings for the transaction of business shall be held 


at such times as may be prescribed by the Board with the approval of the 
Resident. 


196. The Chairman may, whenever he thinks fit, and shail on a 
requisition made in writing by not less than three members of the Board, 
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convene a special meeting at any other time by giving three clear days’ 
notice in writing to each member. 


197. Not less than three members shall form the quorum necessary 
for the transaction of business at either an ordinary or a special meeting. 


198. At an ordmary meeting the business to be transacted shall be 
stated in the agenda, which shall be forwarded to members of the Board 
at least two clear days before the day of the meeting: and on the 
conclusion of the business stated in the agenda it shall be open to 
members to bring up any other matters for consideration by the Board. 
The business at special meetings shall be confined to the matters for the 
consideration of which such special meeting is called. 


199, The minutes of each ordinary and special meeting shall be sub- 
mitted at the next following ordinary ‘neeting for confirmation. 


200. At every meeting the Chairman of the Board shall preside if 
present, and in his absence the members present shall elect one of their 
number to be Chairman of the meeting. * 

201. All matters coming before any meeting shall be decided in aceord- 
ance with the votes of the majority of the members present. and in case 
of an equality of votes the Chairman shall have a second or. casting vote. 


202. No member of the Board shall at any meeting vote or take part 
in the discussion of any matter in which he has, directly or indirectly by 
himself or by his partner, any pecuniary interest but a member shall not 
be deemed to have a pecuniary interest in anv matter in which he is 
interested merely by reason of being a shareholder in a public-company 
which is concerned in such matter. 

e 

203. Minutes of the proceedings at every meeting shall be recorded in 
a book kept for the purpose and shall be signed by the Chairman when 
confirmed at the next meeting. 


204. The Board may appoint: members to form sub- committees for 
any purpose which, in the opinion of the Board, can be better attained by 
this means; and the proceedings of every such sub-committee shall be 
recorded in writing and be submitted to ‘the Board at its next ordinary 
meeting. 


205. The -Buard shall, as soon after the first day of January in every 
year as may be practicable, prepare and submit to the Resident a detailed 
statement shewing the nature and amount of the receipts and dishurse- 
ments on account of the Board for the past year, and also a report.of its 
proceedings during that year. 


- 206. Intcases of emergency the Chairman may direct the execution of 
any work or the doing of any act which the Board alone is by these by- 
laws empowered to execute or do, and the immediate execution. of which 
is, in his opinion, advisable for the service or safety of the public ; 
provided that whenever he acts under this section he shall report his 
proceedings to the Board at its next meeting. 
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CONSTITUTION OF GAMING FARM. 


No. 1804.—Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “The 
Revenue Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of 
the Resident-General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right 
in respect of the whole State of Perak, excepting that part comprised 
within the boundaries of Upper Perak and the New Territory, during 
a period of three years from Ist January, 1903, of keeping public gaming 
houses and of licensing public gaming and of issuing licences for gaming 
by Chinese in private places; provided that the Farmer shall not increase 
the number of public gaming houses established at the date of the com- 
mencement of his exclusive right or otherwise enlarge the accommodation 
for gaming or open any new gaming house without the written sanction 
of the Resident, and shall not permit any person of other than Chinese 
nationality, excepting persons officially authorised, or any person of Chinese 
nationality under 16 years of age, to enter any public gaming house or 
game therein; and provided that the Farmer shall not issue licences for 
private gaming in any District as to which the Resident shall have declared, 
by notification in the Gazette, that the issue of such licences for use therein 
is prohibited.

CONSTITUTION OF SPIRIT IMPORT DUTIES FARM. 


No. 1805.—Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “The 
Revenue Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in 
respect of the whole State of Perak, excepting that part comprised within 
the boundaries of Upper Perak and the New Territory, during a period of 
three years from 1st January, 1903, of collecting and retaining the duties 
payable from time to time upon the importation of spirituous liquors under 
the provisions of any Enactment for the time being in force relating to 
Customs’ duties. ;

CONSTITUTION OF SPIRIT FARM. 


No. 1306.—Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “The 
Revenue Farms Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclusive right in 
respect of the whole State of Perak, excepting that part comprised within 
the boundaries of Upper Perak and the New Territory, during a period of 
three years from Ist January, 1903, of manufacturing and licensing others 
to manufacture spirituous liquors from rice, sugar and ragi, and of selling 
and of licensing others to sell such spirituous liquors manufactured within 
the Farm area; provided that the Farmer shall not maintain any shop for the 
sale of such spirituous liquors except with the approval of the Government; 
and provided further that no such spirituous liquors sold by the Farmer or 
by any person licensed by him shall be consumed on the premises of the 
vendor without a licence in that behalf issued by such person as the 
Resident may from time to time, with the approval of the Resident- 
General, appoint in that behalf. :

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CONSTITUTION OF THE PAWNBROKING FARM. 


No. 1807.—Under the powers vested in him by Section 3 of “ The

RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH THE APPROVAL 
OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, UNDER SECTION 4 OF 
“THE DECREPIT VAGRANTS ENACTMENT, 1902.” 

No. 1309.—The following Rules are published for general inform- 
ation :— 


1. On the admission of a vagrant, his clothes shall be burnt, and 
on his discharge he shall be provided with a new suit and a sun-hat. 


2. The Superintendent shall be responsible for the proper management 
of the institution, and shall take care that the inmates are humanely treated, 
that discipline is strictly enforced, and that economy is duly promoted 


3. He shall keep and be responsible for the safe custody of the 
following records and accounts :— 


(a). A Journal ; 


‘(b). A nominal record of inmates, with the sentence, date of com- 
mitment, and the date and hour at which such sentence will expire, and the 
name, age, height, weight, particular marks, general appearance, rewards, 
fines and punishments ; 


(c). Visitors’ Book ; 
(d). An account of the estimated value of the work of each inmate ; 


(e). An inventory of all furniture and movable property belonging 
to the Institution ; 


(f). A Cash Book ; 

(g). An Expenditure Journal ; 

(h). Daily return of employment of inmates ; 
(i). Complaint Book. 
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4. The Superintendont shall send to the Secretary to Resident by the 
15th of each month, a monthly report with a return of the inmates of 
the ward, also a copy of the remarks in the Visitors’ and Complaint Books. 


5. He shall also send an Annual Report te the Secretary to Resident 
before the 31st January. 


6. He shall visit the ward at least once every 24 hours; and at least 
once during the week make a surprise visit at night, which visit, with the 
hour and the state of the ward at the time, he shall record in his journal. 


7. The hours of labour within or without the walls, and for meals 
shall be in accordance with those in force in the Taiping Gaol. 


_ 8. {are shall be taken that all provisions supplied shall be of proper 
quality and weight. 


9. The inmates shall be taught basket-making, mat- making, sewing, 
and other light handicrafts, at the discretion of the Superintendent. One 
half of the value of his labour shall be credited to each inmate, the fund 
being adininistered for his benefit, by the Protector of Chinese, on leaving 
the ward. : 


10. A piece of land close to the ward will be allotted hy Government, 
on which the inmates shall grow the necessary vegetables required for their 
consumption. 


11. No gaming shall be permitted, and no smoking within the 
buildings. 


12. The inmates shall bathe daily and be shaved once'a week. 


13. Every inmate detained in the ward shall obey all lawful orders and 
commands of the Superintendent. 


14, Insubordination shall be punished by the Supérintendent with 
confinement in a punishment cell, for a term not exceeding three days 
on bread and water, or rice and water. Every case of punishment shall 
be recorded by the Superintendent. 


15. All gates shall be kept locked. 


16. An inmate before his discharge shall be photographed. The 
Superintendent will provide him with a third-class railway ticket to 
‘any destination he may name within the State. 


17. The Superintendent will also give him a letter tu the Protector af 
Chinese in Ipoh, or to the Magistrate of the District, to which he intends.te - 
proceed. Either or both of these Officers will endeavour to obtain for 
him suitable employment, ,and, if possible, temporary accommodation 
for a period not exceeding seven days in the house of one of the District 
Societies or elsewhere. 


18. The Protector of Chinese is authorised to establish a “ Repatria- 
tiou Fund” for sending discharged inmates back to China. 


19. No visitor, except the Protector of Chinese, the District Surgeon 
or a Visiting Justice, shall be admitted into the ward, without a permit from 
the‘Secretary to Resident, District Magistrate, or Superintendent.

102. Every Field Allowance bill should bear the certificate of the Head of the Department 
that it was necessary for the public service that the Officer should sleep away from his home. 


103. The cost entailed by a short absence being proportionately higher than when an 
Officer is employed away from his head-quarters for a longer period, two-thirds rates only 
are allowed to be charged after the expiration of one month’s absence from head- quarters, 
unless the full rate is specially sanctioned by Government in exceptional cases. 


104. If an Officer returning from leave is detained in any part of the State while en route 
to his station, he wiil not be entitled to Field Allowance, unless he is authorised to be 
on duty. 


105. | When a subordinate Officer is temporarily transferred for a period exceeding a month 
from one District to another for the convenience of the public service, and no part of the 
salary of the appointment to which he is transferred is available, he will be entitled to receive, 
in addition to the full pay of his own appointment, an allowance not exceeding $1 per diem. 
This does not apply to transfers caused by the absence of Officers on vacation or half-pay 
leave. 


(ii). If the period of transfer extends beyond three mouths the allowance will be reduced 
by one-fourth. :

CONSTITUTION OF TODDY FARM.

RULES MADE UNDER SECTION 4 OF “THE REVENUE FARMS 
ENACTMENT, 1p02,” BY THE RESIDENT, WITH THE AP- 
PROVAL OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, FOR LICENSING 
AND REGULATING THE SALE OF SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS 
OTHER THAN THOSE MANUFACTURED BY THE SPIRIT 
FARMER FROM! RICE, SUGAR AND RAGI AS PROVIDED 
UNDER THE CQNSTITUTION OF THE SPIRIT FARM. 


No. 13830.—The folowing Rules are published for general information: 


1. Persons desirots of keeping an hotel, inn, tavern, eating house, 
lodging house, wine shop or other house of public entertainment in which it 
is desired to sell spiritupus liquors other than those manufactured by the 
Spirit Farmer from rice] sugar and ragi, as provided under the constitution 
of the Spirit Farm, shal] apply in writing to the District Officer, or to such 
other person as the Resilent may appoint in that behalf by notification in 
the Gazette, for a licencqin the form provided in the schedule hereto for one 
year, or a lesser period n months, authorising such person to sell by retail 
spirituous liquors as afojesaid described to be used or consumed on the pre- 
mises. 


2. The District Oficer, or such person as may be authorised in that 
béhalf as aforesaid by tlp Resident, shall arrange the applications for such 
licences into three class according to the importance of the establishment,

Rasident, for a licence |for one year, or for a lesser period in months, 
authorising them to sell|spirituous liquors as aforesaid described, and for 
every such licence a fee 4 the rate of $48 per annum shall be paid to the 
Spirit Import Duty Farnfer. 


4, All licences issu{d under Rules 1 and 3 shall be issued subject to 
such conditions and-restrictions for the management of the licensed houses .

5. Every licensed house shall have a suitable sign-board exhibited 
in some conspicuous place to the satisfaction of the District Officer or such 
person as may be authorised in that behalf as aforesaid by the Resident, 
and the owner or manager thereof shall keep his licence in some part 
of such housé ready to be shewn to any Police or Revenue Officer demand- 
ing to see the same. 


6. No person shall sell spirituous liquors as aforesaid described other- 
wise than for coin legally current in the State. - 


7. Any person selling or offering for sale spirituous liquors as 
aforesaid described, adulterated or compounded in such a manner as to be 
injurious to health, shall be deemed to have committed a breach of 
these rules, and all such injurious liquors may be seized and destroyed. 


8. Not later than fifteen days from the date of issue of such spirit 
licence to him, the owner or manager of such spirit shop shall cause a copy 
of these rules distinctly written in English, Chines:, Malay and ‘l'amil to be 
exhibited in a conspicuous place in the front part of such spirit shop 
or store. 


9. All spirit shops or stores the owners or managers of which 
are licensed under the provisions of these rules, shall at all times be open 
to inspection by any duly authorised Government Officer or by any 
Revenue Officer. 


10. No spirituous liquors shall be sold by any licensed shop- ary or 
store-keeper to any person under fifteen years of age.
